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NOTES AND NEWS 

Much has happened since we published nui last number : 
and it would be quite beyond our powt-r 10 noure nil ihe 
evt-iUs of llic last three months whii h '.or mc Tc-.tson or 
another might interest out readers. A few only caii be 
mentioned. Under the head of athletics, we must call atten- 
tion to the cricket match, which ended a-; mntrhes arc loo 
•pt to end in these da)5 of jx'ifect wicKcts and slow scoring ; 
to the cricket-tonr which, if cwiUnes* be a teat of importance, 
ihonld attract ht more attention dian is generaOj the case ; 
to the Henley week, in which the river-gods were exception- 
ally propitious to our oarsmen ; to the ill-rortune ejtperienced 
by the Oxforil and CimlTiJpe .r.hlctit: [cam In their content 
with Vale ami Harvard; and la the tgiuj.-arativcl)' lame 
adventures of Mr. liosanijuei's cricket eleven. Of scholastic 
events, ilie most cxcilirig, to fourth-year men at lea.st, were 
the lists of the Final Honour Schools. We shall h.ivc some- 
thing more to say of the sudden epidemic of genius which 
one of these lists disclosed in an unsuspected quarter. The 
lilt of the Civil Service Cooimissioneni is lemailcable from 
the Oxfoid point of view, tioce the first place in it was taken 
by aa Qanrd maxt idm scored wfant we hdieve to be an 
gnprecedentcd number of tnarltt. In the oiBciBl world of 
the University there have been two important changes. We 
begin the academic year with a new Vice-Chancellor, for 
whom we were prcp:»rt d, and a new Junior Proctor, whose 
advent we had not exptcted, though we do not doubt that he 
will be to the t'ull as popular as his preiicecssor, '.'.hom ill- 
health has unfortunately compelled to retire in the middle of 
the usual term of office. Finally, while several Colleges have 
strengthened themselves by the election of new Fellows in 
the course of the Vacation, there is one to which our sympathy 
is doe far beavjr losses. The deaths of Mr. Jobn Fanner 
and Mr. Evdyn Abbott have robbed Holfial or two of the 
chief links which bound her to the traditions of the Jowctt 
period, and the University of two siriking, ibougli widely dis- 
siniiiar, ]M rsoiialities. In Mr. .Vbbott, Balliol laments one 
who was boiU ihc mainstay and the ornament of her tutorial 
staff; a ripe scholar, an acute ami leanu'd historian, an 
accomplished writer, but above all a man whose character 
xtza as sympathetic and attractive as it was strong and self- 
restrained. Our readers wiU find a biographical notice of 
Mr. Abbott in anodier part of dila nnniber. 

By the d^adi of Mr. Jobn Fanner, after an flfaiess of over 
i^gfaleen months, Oxford and the Englisli musical world in 
genentt are the poorer for the loss of a single-minded, warm- 
hearted enthusiast of a rare tyiie. Behind his quaint and 
sometimes exags^^cratcd talk there were, as his intimate 
friends knew \w H, a deepl)' earnest belief in the ethical i 
influence of music for good and for e\il, and a cardinal 
(oiivii tlon that, at any stage whatever of musical education, 
any lowering of the complete musician's highest standard 
was not only unnecessary but pernicious. 1 lis judgement of 
both good and bad music was narvdlously unerriAg, and be 
ImuI aa intense an appKcistlonof Ihe former in all its shapes, 
whether simple or complex, as be had a contempt for the 
latter, however great the names of its exponents. He con- 
ceived himself to be caiUd, in a definitely missionary fightitijj; 
spirit, to the popuarizaiion of gooil, and only good, music 
among both the musical and the unmusical, but especially the 
latter ; and as long as he could win his way with children 
and young men, he cared singularly little whether his fellow 
musicians understood him or not He had, no doubt— as 
every one ba a I m special wealinessea and limitations, and, 
with his extnme openness and mueaetve, they were less bidden 
dian thqr m wiA moat meo; btit in all his rwuiy ildds of 



activity he spent himself royaOy and with absolute self* 

sacrifice in tiic !cr\icr of good nmsic, and though an artistic 
democrat to the core, never for a moment compromised with 
his higb ideal. 

Oxford has lost a promising student of Natural Science in 

Alfred Hartridge, B.A. and IJ.Sc. of Exeter College, who 
died at Tenenffc on September :\o. He was educ.itcd at 
Ivlizabcth College, Guernsey, and thus liccame eligible t<i an 
endo^vmnil on the roundLilion of King ChaHcH the First. 
Exeter College awarded a Scholarship in Natural isttctice to 
him on this foundation after an examination held in 1894. 
He obtained a brilliant First Class in Chemistry at the end of 
his third year, and shonly after began to work for the B..Sc. 
This degree was conferred on bim in the Summer Term of 
1900 for original worlt on Catvenol, a derivative of camphor, 
and on several new compounds, which was ceflilied by the 
examiners to have reached a high standard of merit. He 
hatl been appoirsted to a lectureship at I'.vrter roltege, and 
a briL;!i: prosjiect in (Oxford seemed tn lie before laui, when 
he was attacked by the disease to whii li he tlnally succumbed. 
His loss will be mourned by the Jut>ior .Sticntific Club, of 
which he was an active member, and by all who arc interested 
in the advancement of science at <^)xford. It will be still 
more deeply fdt by the members of his own College, and by 
his Other i^ersooal friends, to whom his brigiit iiitelUgence 
and sympathetic rtatiwe, Kid the oounge with which he bote 
his trying Uinei^ Ind mnch endeared him. 

There tie two moments when a Vice-Chancellor can 
properly be oongratohtted— the first when he assumes, the 
second when he la)s down, the insignia and sntiiofity of 
office. We can assuredly congratulate, and most certainly 
thank, the outgoing Vice Cnam ellor. We have not forgotten 
the cheery courage and protnptitude with wliich, liiei ally at 
five minutes* notice, he undertook the heavy re-j'onsibilities 
of Ihe post. We can sec even more clearly now, looking 
back, than we could at the time what a debt he iai l us under 
and what a diGSculty he got us out of. .^nd v. hm he under- 
took with so much public spirit he has carried through wilb 
courtesy, ho^tality, and dignity. In particular, he luu never 
" despaired of the repabHc" nor sptdmn hastily or hardly of 
any man in the University, M or yoonf, but baa deserved wdQ 
of it, because he has always belimd well of ft To say more 
wiv.ildiK.' unnecessary, perhaps im[)ertinent. We congi ntuhUe 
him on bi-iiig restored to comparatively piivale life, •.hough 
lie will stdl Im: a busy man, and to the -er\ii.e of lus dis- 
tinpnishcd College, and hopi- that, having passt-d liie chair, he 
mav have many \ e.irs in wliicli to ItK.'k bai:k on a very sue- 
ce^ftil aad happy tenure of the tiighesl resident office in the 
University. 

By an appropiiate coincidence with the reign of King 
Kdward VII, the "pokers" pass to the College of King 
Kdward II, and that after an interval of 160 years, for it was 
in r74i that Dr. Walter Hodges, Provost of Oriel, became 
Vice-Chancellor, and no subsequent Provost has accepted die 
oflke. If be had the chanee— as Or. Hawkins must cemdnly 
have bad between 1 8a8 and 188a— until the present moment. 
Wc congratulate Mr, Monro, and we congratulate ourselves. 
A sclioLor, one of the best in Oxford or England or F.urope, 
and recognized as -uch ; a maihcina'.it ian, a lav.ycr, a man 
of equally wide and deep culture, the Prmost is il o a man 
of tried and proven conversance \\n:\ riiTiirs, anil lotig ago 
acquired an acquaintance with many, indeed with almost all, 
of the most important parts of the University butheaa, and 
will bring to the ser\ice of the University strong memor)*, 
sound sense, discriminatinc; judgement, and that long-headed 

sagacity foniMt io Us pamction perhaps in those who hail 
from of dw Tweed 
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The last public apjicArant c of tlie outgoing and the first 
of the incominc; \"icc-Clianci.-llor have both Iv.en significant. 
Dr. Fowkr encouraged the lawyers in his last speech, the 
Provost welcomed the doctors in his first. The visit and 
gathering of the Incorporated Law Society was a great 
lUoeeM. Their business was excellent, and so was their 
pleasure, and botb were admirably manaced. The first 
perliaps reflects enare credb on tbeinadvec the last more on 
their hosts, noubly on the Local Committee. They were of 
course very happy in their President. Sir Henry Fowler. No 
one could at any time Innc doiK' l)ct;cr for thcni ; at this 
moment pro'j.Tbly im nr.c coukl have done so well. .Sir 
Henry's oi.cning a<ltlrcss was all that could be desired.

Prize Fellowship, that it leads to nothing and may lea\-e a 
good man "^tninded with nothing to do at the end of his 
time. It is iht rcforc all the more aatkfaclOry to bear that 
Mr. B. W. Hendenon, of Meitot^ whose tenure of bia 
FeDowship has just temtaniedl, has been elected to a Tutorial 
FelhMnhip In Ancient History at Hxeier. .Mr. Henderson 
win not be moving to quite unfamiliar ground, as he has for 
some ycnrs 1x-cn doin?; mtorial work at F.Xft< i, and locturuiL,- 
in Ancient Hiscor)' at that College. We beg to offer our 
congmtttlaiiana to fabn and to his new College. 

Within the last few years we havi- recorded the election of 
several senior resident members of the University to Research 
Fellowships: we feel sure that the election of Dr. John 
Haldane as Fellow of New College will meet with mott 
beai^anproval, bodi in Oxford and elsewhere. Dr. HaMaoe 
baa worked m Oxford since the Pfaymlogical Labontory was 
opened, and has publisbed In the cotirse of that time a long 
series of papers, dca.'tnjr mninly whh t!i<? cliemistry of respira- 
tion, which arc not only of crcat siieiitific iuierest, but of 
much [iractital it:i|iortanLC in rchilioii to the prevetition uf 
Ids'* ot" litV in 1 (lal-miiics. Tlic valu..- of this work has been 
recocn zed outside Oxford by Dr. Ilaldaiic'.^ election to the 
Royal Society. We iue very giad that New Coll<^e lias given 
expression, in the most appropriate manner, to the feelings 
of those in Oxford who have seen the impoctance of 
Dr. Haldane's work, and have wished 10 see hhn faravg^ 
into cloaer relation with the Univcnity. 

We are «eiy sorry to leam that Mr. H. D. Leigh, of 
Cbrpus, has foond it necessat}' to resign the Junior Proctor- 



ship and go al«ro,'.ijl to Et;ypt for his healtli. ^Ir. Leigh has 
been ill for sonn- months, and untortunately the Long ^'aca• 
lion has not restored his health as hh friends liad hoped it 
might. His many friends in Oxford and elsewhere will join 
us in wishing liim a good journey and a speedy and cooft. 
pictc restoration. We would also offer our good wishes to 
another young and active Tnior, Mr. Joaqib, of New College, 
who is taking > rest, under doctoi^a ordersi from his nauv 
duties In Oxford. We have no doabt that he will be much 
orisaed both in College and at the Board of Guardians, but 
we trust that travel in India, and perliaps still further, will 
send him back wiifi new youth and vigour for his many 
oocnpatimis,

standpoint. Taking this as a text The Refertt proceeds to 
discourse, again wc think with some considerable justification^ 
upon the question of the amateur's " expense*," crilicixea 
the system in vogue at the ITnivenitia, and efpiiesBet 
a derive to be informed of the "financial reHdls'' of the 
recent athletic ventnre, which it calls (though we confess we 
do not kno'.v on what paitlcular grounds) an "ill-managed 
tou:." Now it there is one point in which The M^ii^ozine\v»s, 
not moved with the times, this is the v< ry point. W'c have 
before now inrurred considerable censiin; V>cc.^use of the 
attitude we have taken up, and which, if the Universities are 
to set the standard of .imateur sjiort to the country, we 
consider to be the only true attitude. We have carried on 
the crusade at intervals for a good many yesiSi and we hope 
to eontbnie iL That the crusade is not nnnBcessaiy is 
patent when the remsrks of Tht Btfme are taken iMo 
considention. 

There is no phvsical compulsion to run or row or, e.g., 
play golf. If one does- these thing's one must expcct to pay 
lor tlie |)!easuie. just as niucli .is il one's hohby Mcfl in the 
collection of llrst editions or curiou.% stamps. 

If a IViotball or athletic team has to make a journey, or 
a crew to reside for five or six weeks at Putney, it is not un- 
reasonable to pay the fares or the rent of the house. But 
when we come to the question of food, and still more of drink* 
tbea we begin to join issue with die supporters of the nodem 
system: and our objectkm becomes inteosilied when a varied 
tfitems— even « tips "—are solemnly entered in dub accoonts 
as reasonable out of pocket " exiK-nises. 

The objector will ol course retort that you will not get the 
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bat men If 70a do not pay expenses. We'attadi littk im- 
portance to the retort, for the poSfion rrsolvcs itself into 
adUemma. Either the man is aitemptinF^ to do something 
for which he cannot .ifTorit in pay the n.Ttura; cost, or else, 
while capabk* of I'^iyinij, lu- is reserving hii spifi' cisli for 
other purjMiscs. In riilu-r r.isr (he dividing hne lu nvocn 
the amateur ami ))ruresi3ii;>nal tends to vanish. Tiierc aru 
many of us doubtless who would make jjood crossooimtry 
riders or polo players if wc were provided with hunters and 
ponies. Why should the athlete, in addition to the adulation 
which u bis prerogative, have special financial privilegeB ? 

These remarki have been drawn from us panljPi as to 
have taid, by the lefleetkim of 2Xr Xr/erff on the bona fides 

of the amateur spirit at the VniTersities, partly again by the 
comments which appeared in some American papers on 
Bosanquet's Eleven (mninly University men), who lia\e 
been phying some cricket matches in the Suies. These 
criticisms h.ive, indeed, been disowned hy tlie " Associated 
Clubs " of Philadelphia, who express themselves satisfied with 
the team as sent But the remarks, which have been copied 
Into many papers, were sufficient to give qualms to the least 
gquBsmMi of modem amateurs. When we say that their 
gennal tenor was ttiat the Americans, having goaiameed the 
eqie n aei^weienotgelting theirmon^s worth; tnattiieEnglish- 
men's team was merely got for the purpose of enjoying 
a "cheap holiday" and seeing the Yacht Race and the 
Athletic Sports, we think w e hLi\e said enough lo su|>|ior; our 
contention that at the present lime in amateur sport it is 
bevond all things et>scntial that the UniversiQr Qobs aod 
University men shouhl be above suspicion. 

At the beginning of another academic ) ear, the Class Lists 
of last July are already ancient history; In:; cannot but 
congratulate those gentlemen who satisfied tiieinselves, and 
condole with those — probably the majority — who had hoped 
thst the results might be otherwise. In "Greats" the 
49Etinin«is weie rstber less liberal with their First Classes 
than in 1900: only 96 were given out of 144 candidates, 
as compared to 33 out of 156 last year. Of these, Balliol 
claimed fi\e, Corpus four, and Christ Church and New 
College three each, 'i he Second Class still remained the 
largest, as fifty-foor were placed in it (compared to fifty-< ii.;lu 
laM year>. In Modem History, on the other hand, cither 
the ciudidatcs Were unusti.illy hrilHAni, or the examiners 
were unusually generous ; we hope the iormer was the case, 
but rumour affirms the hitler; certainly the number of First 
Classes, fourteen, is a record in this School : of these, Balliol 
and New Collcge daimed three each. Last, but not least, 
one WMMn atoMit was placed in the Fust Cksa ia Gnms " 
and one la Modent History: in eadi cats the hhr ai>d saccess- 
M candldaie cume from Lady Matgam HalL 

The I.C.S. Liit this time presents .-i novt l reaiure m the 
fact that Cambiidge, for the first tirne. is saiil to liave more 
successful canclidLitcs than Oxford. \\V- sluK not proieed 
from this to deduce our own decadence, or try lo explain it 
away ; we shall only congrataUte the two Universities, and 
the nation as a whole, that fully five-sevenths of the suc- 
cessful candidates arc Oxford and Cambridge men. The 
good tradition is being maintained that, tor a man of ability, 
a University career is at once the safht and the pleasantest 
way into the Civil Service. Whether it be desirable to 
supplement this with six weeks or six months at a coach is 
a question on which the full details of the Li>i {(<> lie pub- 
lished in the Magacine as soon as possible) ill throw some 
light. Meanwhile, all the public whusr opinion really 
matters know what amount of value must be attached to 
aooBch's swemen^-qnile inw hi kselC— when he daims Oat

Musical Oxford has liad ample opportunity 10 
judge of Dr. Walker's piano pLiying, and is proud CO OWa 
one of the best accompanisu in EngUnd, and a soloist who 
combines with the feeling of a musician the taste of an 
educ aied man. We congratulale Dr. W.ilker on his succcssloo 
to a p<:.-.i which we hope will secure to Oxford for a long 
lime to come ihe ple.isure of hearing faim, and the interest of 

welcoming his cou;posi'.ions. 

The new Pathological Laboratory was formally opened on 
Saturday afternoon in ihe presence of the Vice-Chancellor, 
Sir William Church, Bart. (President of the Royal College 
of Physicians, London), Sir J. Burdon-Sanderson, Ban., 
Dr. v..

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ihe genCTosity of Mr. E. R. Frazer, of Balliol, who had suj)- 
plementcd the University grant of £10,000 by Itis g<?nerous 
gift of £5,000. Sir William Church discussed the growth of 
>cientific research in Oxford, and was loUowcd by Professor 
Woodhead. who coogntnlated the Uniwrsitv on ibe posses- 
»kn of a Laboralo^ M ftdminUj pbanea and comincted 
Hi vmy wtj. Aficr the propoaal of a vote of dMillks lo tlie 
Vice-nrancellor b)- Sir J. Bardon-Sandenion, and a reply 
from the Rector of Lincoln aiul the Vice-fh:mcel!or. tiie 
pfocet-dings terminated by an iiispccuou ol the new builiiiiiij.

Delegacy. The tenth of the scries was held in August, and, 
jodging by all accounts, was eminently successful. For 
aemal weeks the Examination Schools were thronged with 
eager atudenta of both sexca and liom many climes. Of ihe 
I leo penms who regularly a tt en d ed the lecUnea nearly 300, 
h ia inteieatiqg to note, aae bont afannd. Over leo, we 
learn, came {hnn Germany, and cohstderaUe nombers from 
Scandinavia, tljo U. ?. A., Holland, Frniicc, ;in:l oilier 
countries. A party of ten — mostly University Professors — 
can>e from Canada and other parte of dealer Britain were 
represented. 

Mr. Ast'uith's Inaugural Address was admirable both in 
fonn and sabstance; marked hy all the enthusiasm proper to 
• phmeer in the woifc of^Univt rsiiy Exiension" and the 
reticence which becomes a scholar and a statesman. After 
this stimnlating h>rs itetiert came the solid fare : the 
historical MGlicn — dealing with the early period «f Engli^^li 
and European History— being especialiy dabonte in '■:.<= 
organization. The Bishop of Ripon not only preached one 
of the special sermons at St. Mary'.s, but gave an eloquent 
Ifcmn- on (he Divine Comedy, and Theology was furthti 
rf))rc.sc!itcd by Canon Gore, the Dean of Christ Chun.h, ilie 
Rcf;;us Professor of Ecclesiastical History, and Professor 
Sayce. Cambridge was brilliantly represented in the scientific 
section by the Master of Downing and Sir Robert Ball ; 
while among Oxford residents who lent material aid were the 
Warden of All Souls, Sir Frederick Pollock, the President 

of Maflidalen, the Principd of Jetne, Prafeasor Yorli FoweU, 
Mr. Haveriidd. Mr* nunll, Hr. Wank Fowlert Mr. Sidg- 
wide, Mr. Jenka, Mr. RaafadaD, Mr. Hnttom, Mr. Madan, and 
• Mr. Arthur Evans. In the economic section Mr. Edward 

Bond, M.P., of Queen's, and Mr. C. S. Lech, jiresided over 
valuable conferences, and Mr. Sadler gave an at'.dress on the 
l-'.coiKitnic: .\sp<-t;i of I'.ducatiori, which deservedly auracted 
a good deal of .utrntion in the I're^ Th«* kl«)ur involved 
in organizing such a tjathcring must he er.ormnus, and the 
Uctegacy upon whom k falls is to be warmly congratulated 
on the anoceaa aUahied. 

On Au(fu»t 23 a Ctmferencc of Teachers assemlilcil in 
Oaford, undet tbe pmidenqr of the Senior Bt^eas of tiu: 
UiAwnity, to ^BiacuBa tlie IbvmMable sntjeet of ".Tlie Conek- 
tion and Co-ordination of Edocationa) Agencies " ; which 
apparently means, in plain English, the inqprovemenl and 



extension of the cxisii^ l^idder of scholarships. As usual, 
the conference seems to have been divided between two 
opinions : some hoMing that we do not take sufficient pains 
to discover and develop penniless ability, wi^ odim, aod 
notably Miss Peanou 01 Lady Margaiet Hall, exprened 
a connclion that the wmiber of those who are now entering 
the Universities is far in cxcrs'; of the demand for university- 
trained men and women. The trutli \vc t.ike to be that 
;bcre is always an (jjK-ning' for first-rate abihty; but when 
this has been Niftcd out it is likely to bani with th<r 
residuum. Tiie iimtilcm sccnis to be, not liow lo narrow 
the area of .■•elec lif.n, fiut how to make ilie selection at the 
earliest possible mtinu nt, before those who are to be rejected 
have been abeoltuely unfitted for the less teamed occupaiioiia. 

The r!rit!.'-h Association this year indulged in .i new 
section which ou,!;bt lu b« of special interest to u4 in 
Oxford : hir l.uwevcr much our friends or foes wish to 
"reform'' us, they aiwavs .idnjit, at any rale that wc arc an 
"educational" body. In tliis section, the discussion in 
which the fii&hop of Hereford took the leading part is the 
one which had roost to do with Oxford ; and a.s the distribu- 
tion of College Scholar8hi|>s — a subjea with wbkfa he "dealt 
faithfully "—is one of never-faiUng interest hetC^ It b tO be 
hoped that atmte Oxford authority may give 11a an eatiame 
of the value of Dr. Percival's auggeationa on this mndi' 
debated point. Aa xaa^ be expected, tbqr ocftaiitly w«f« 
bold enough. 

The Board of lidutaiion desires thai we should tall the 
attention of Oxford art-students to the handsome collection 
of " New Art " furniture which ISlr. George Donaldson has 
generously presented to the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
Sooth Kensinglon. The collection is intended to repmant 
the best work of Condneninl and American caaftmeo in 
glaaa» poroeiain, maiqueterie, tapeairy, and ao forth. EngiUi 
artists do not appear to be represented. We gather that the 
primary object of the collection is to bring thftn face to 
face with the new ideas and methods of their rival.s. Tiic 
name of Mr. Donaldson is a suffKient t;U3rantei; of the 
arusiie merit of the tolleclion. It mavl>e remembered that 
in i.*^S() he was elected \'ice-Prcsidenl of the Jury of Aw;u(ls 
lor iurftiiure at the Paris Exhibition. We are glad lo think 
that tlir r.ice ol benefactors to great institutions is not yet 
extinct; and if iMr. Donaldson's benefiRclion in^ircs any 
1-lnglish craftsman to improve upon An inalpidlty of the 

furniture miscalled artistic in thia oomtiy, Us name will be 
deserving of everbaiing remembrance. 

The .Mfrcrl C'clcliration at Wtnciiester was a great success, 
thanks to the arrangements made by the Mayor and 
Mr. Alfred Barker. The statue liy >ir. 'J horneycroft is 
pronounced by competent critics lo be a really impressive 
%vork of art ; and the contracton are to be oongratulaled on- 
the auocess of their efforts to plaee it in pontiui by tbe 
appohited time. A swarm of bees appealed on the aoene at 
a ciitical moment of die preparations, and did dieir homage 
to the good king with so much ardour that the workmen 
were temporarily driven from the scene ; but this unexpected 
eoiiiietemps was not allowed lo d<'l.iy the work matcriall)'. 
riie cjratorica! honours of ihc festival arc, by common con- 
sent, 10 be (iivided lietween Mr. Frederic Harrison, whose 
address reached a high standard of eloquence, and Lord 
Rosebery, who was wonderfUly goodi oouideiint that he- 
spoke at short notice. 

A propoa of Kiiw Alfred, we obaem diat yaus.fai«e not 
dulled the taaie «f w. Goldwin Smitb lur^paiadaK. tfaim 
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arc not many men, even among t^e alumni of University

IN MEMORL'IM. 
EVELYN ABBOTT. 

Thk last academic year has brought many losses to Balliol 
Coik'ge. Before Christmas it lost Sir John Cbnroy, who Tor 
ten years had dSrected its physical and chemical studies, and 

whose pure and generous character endeared him to all who 
knew him. At the end of Trinity Term it lot t its organist, 
John I iimicr, whob<? musical taste and cncrpctic spirit had 
for many years given life to its Sunday concerts. And it is 
Httle more than a mon;h since it has had lo suffer the loss of 
EveljTi Abbott, wlio, as Tutor, has been intimately associated 
with the life of the College for nearly thirty years. 

£velyn Abbott was born at Epperstone in Nottinghamslure 
on AjvU lo, 1843. He received his earliest training in Lincohl 
Gnmmar School, and sohsequently read with a clergynan 
named Irving at Stanemore, Westmoreland, where he formed 
more titan one warm friendship which lasted to the end of 
his life. He always took ilte keenest interest in the northern 
country. LiTid ill hii undergr.niu.ite days his ambition poinii-d 
to a h^-r.owship in f,iureu's Colle^i^e, l)ecause of its comicxion 
uilii W'e^-linori'l.uid and C'uinhei land. .M'ter this he spent 
some lime at ftomcrsel College, Bath, under the Kev. Hay S. 
Escot!, aficnvards Vicar of Kilve. In October, i ,S(..>, he came 
into residence at Oxford as an Exhibitioner of BaUiol College. 
He was then a very vigoroos man, both in liody and mmd, 
and perhaps inchiied to overstrain both. He was a good 
cricketer, and thought nothing of playing a whoile day, and 
then reading for ten or eleven hours the next day to make up 
for lost lime. Notwithstanding narrow means, which made it 
necessary for him to thin'k twice .nbotit any e.xpcnsc, he took 
his full part m ail liic amusements of ilie Collcpc, being very 
temperate, but living a jovial and hearty lite, and seeming to 
exult almost boisterously in the strength and pride of his 
youth. He was greatly liked and trusted, but the finer 
qualities of his intellect were then undeveloped, or, at any 
rate, were not visible to his contemporaries. In porticnlarf 
that gift of symfiatby and tenderness, with which be was so 
htnety endowed in fitter years, seems to have come lo hbn 
wim suffering. If any one had cast his bonxcope in those 
days, the prt^ecy would probably hswe pointed to the Uie of 
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a \x'i\' (/neigttlij iiiui >uu..i-ssful schoolmasU'^ wlio would l»ve 
knoiked !iis Ixr. ■• iiuo sh.ipc b}' rouj^h and ready but effective 
measures, (')nc wiih uliorii he read at the time rcinenibers 
)iim "a vigurous, Icvil-htrailcil young man, of singularly 
attractive appe.u.mcc, with whom no one would have associated 
the idea of ill health." 

In 1864 he took a First Class in Moderations, and gained 
the Gaisrord Prize Tor Greek Verse; and in 1866 he was 
placed in the Fint dim in tbe Final School of Ulerae 
HnnmiiaRa. 

The great change in his life was probably due to a fall in 
a hurdle race during the Kaster Vacation of 1866. At a later 
dale he acknowledged that after ili i: f.iil Ik- w.m never free 
from pain in the lack; but ai ibc liun- he took liiLle notice 

ol sulH jiilins or Lichcs, .uiil it m-'.L-r ncturiL-d to him Or his 

frtendii that his powerful frame would be seriously affected. 
The only ill he si)oke of was what he called " rheumalisia in 
the legs," whicli made it necessary for him to have some one 
to run for him at cricket, though he could bat as well as ever. 
Intbciumnieror 1866 he went with some pupils to the Ldtes, 
but while there he rapidly became wone, and when he leturoed 
faonie he was pa imoer vigorous wedieat treatment, and 
remained in bea for nine months. At the end of thai time 
i; bL'caii.e LvidL'iit ib.it the spinal cord was injure<!, and the 
lowor liir.lw liopclc^ly paralyzed; yet at the same time that 
tlie disease was arrested, ami that there w.is no svnipiom of 
Its spfeadiiig to the upper part of '.hf- body, 'i'hi.s^ indeed, 
was the ta^e 10 tin: end of liis life ; [he pov, er of movement 
in the arms was never impaired ; and heart, lungs, and above 
all, brain, were untouched. His illness had spoiled his 
prospects of an Open Fellowship^ but he had a temporary 
provision in the Jenlcju Exhibitioo of Balliol College, to 
which he had been deded in Februaijr, 1B66. Except for 
thu, he was obliged to depend upon hb own eHbits for 
a living; and encouraged by jowett, who was his College 
Tutor, he began to receive pupiU who lived with him at 
Filcy or in Sherwoo'l Forest. It now became evident ih.V. 
he was a born teaeher, arid in lliese years his SLht>lar>hL]) was 
maturing, and his literary work eointnenciiiL;. In 1S70 lie 
was invited by liie ptchcai liisliop of Hereiord, then Head 
Master ofCliflon College, to be his asstistant and sixth form 
tutor. In 1873 he returned to Oxford, which henceforward 
became his home. He lived at first in Balliol with Jowett, 
who had become Master in 187' ; ')ien in College rooms, 
afltarwnds in a cottage on Headington HiU, and Anally in 
St Cross Sondl He wm dectcd a Fellow and Lecturer in 
Balliol fai 1874, and appdnled Tutor in ihe following year ; 
and he held tills office ti!I his death, thougli it had i;een 
arranged thai lie shoultl retire at tlie cud ol the I.oiii; 
Vacation. Thirtj-five yeais of illness had worn him out, 
and he r«cogTjized ihal heiiterorth ferlurinfif was hnpossibie 
to him; ami thou<;h he still Icjoked forward to more work, it 
was in the way of writing, and not of teaching, 'i he end 
came to him unexpectedly, with a sudden collapse of strength, 
at midday on Tuesday, September 3. After tlut he was not 
Ihlly conscious, and died before 6 o'clock. 

His life was n triumph over difficulties, which to most men 
wooM have been overpowering. ¥roin tlw fint be resolved, 
as has been said, that his ailmenLs"Bhould make no difference" ; 
and though unable even to sit up, and obliged to do all his 
work in a reclining position, he was always as little of an 
invalid as possible. For ihe first twenty years or more he 
not only look long railway journeys, but would go over 
rouf^h mountain roads and ford streams in his pony-chair. 
He was skilful at topography, and liked to study the country 
he was visiting in the Ordnance Map. He liad a keen delight 
in mountain scener}', and Westmoreland, Cumberland, Derby- 
shire, Tewiotdate, and Wenslejrdale were all familiar to hin. 
Liter, Im «a» dUiged to cooaidsr dw imootbnm of die fosd* 



as limiting his drives. Jii College he did a full Tnlor's work, 
and never e.'siicLie;! .my of the piivilepes of .m i-ivah.d. He 
must often have bccH bubjected to much disccmfon, even 
when he did not suffer positive pain: luii l.c very seldom, 
even to his intimate friends, alluded to ilit.' hardships of bis 
tot. If he ever felt any bitterness of rebellion at it— 4lld It is 
hardly ]>08$ible that he should not — he had entirely overcome 
such a feeBng; and what most impressed those who were in 
daily intereoufse with him was the unvarying serenity and 
cheerfnlness which lighted up his lace as if from some 
sunlight within. 

Of his literary work it is not necessary at this time to speak 
in detail. Hut it will bo generally acknowledged iha: he ha.! 
m.uii- hiinsell in.ister of the principles oi liLsiotn.al crUitisoi, 
and tli.i; in iilsCjieek History he showed a remarkable power 
of estimating the value ot evidence, of looking s^inpathetically 
yet critically at the characters with which he had to deal, and 
of tracing out through the complication of events the general 
movement of a national life. And it will also be acknow- 
led^ that tbe Biography of Joweu (of which he was the 
general editor, and to which he camribnted Ae second 
%'olume) is a clear, full, and well-drawn piclme of a man of 
great individuality of character. 

In .spite of his own dilTicultics, Abbott was one of ilie • 
most helpful of men. Uncomplaining luriUeil, he was 
ever ready to sympathize with the difficulties and anxieties 
of others. His colleagues rcgarde<l him as the wisest of 
counsellors in any practical dilliuliy. His advice was so 
calm, consi<lcraic, and free from any trace of (lossioD or 
prejudice, that it ofien prevailed even with those who were 
biassed against the coone be leeonmended. He had great 
infloenee over young men, and eqpedal^over his pupils, and 
his estimate of them was at once penetrating and cnuilable. 
Many of them have testified how much they owed to his ripe 
scholarship and wide knowledge, and still more to the 
sympathy and consideration which be showed for their 
individual i liaractcrs and ainns. (_)n<r of iheni writes: "His 
iniiiiciicc w.is one of those silent, penetrating itlflueiices 
whieh many o!' iis toil. I know, very strongly, and about 
winch we felt more than we said. The quiet evenings when 
we read to him in the study of his house are among the 
happiest recollections I have of my Oxford life." Anodicr 
writes : " 1 had hoped some day 10 have a chance of telling 

him bow much I owed him, not nerdr In my work for the 
Schools, but, if I may say so, in the habbs ofoHod he laqghc 

me. I had the deepest respect and affection for him, not 
only gratitude for all he had done for me, but admiration for 
h s ncilile lile and i ha-aclcr." 

Il is JiQkult to cs'.inialc liow iiiutli wc tiavf lost in such 
-I mind and char.-;Ltcr; but all Ualliol men who knew hnu, 
and many others in the University an<l elsewhere, will UMiirish 
his memory as that of one of the bravest and most brotherly 
of men, who gave his best energies to the service of his 
College, and whose life was a remarkable proof thtt it fs 
possible for a human soal to win a complete victoijf over 
Ihe most untoward circumstances. 



THE ViCE-CHANCEUXlR'S SPEECH. 

Tiir: outgoing Vice-Chancellor delivered the usual Latin 
Speech on the events of the past academical year. After 
briefly alluding to the death of the late Queen Victoria, 
"cuius laudes et virtutes notwres sunt quam ut vobis saltem, 
academici, opus sit cas recenseam"; to the accession of the 
new Xini& nnder the truly £Dgli«b name of £dwaid» to wbom 
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the best vish he could ofTer was that, alike in administering ' 
ibe aflairs of state, in ordering his dotnestic life, and In con- 
dliadQg die affbctuMiB of his peapfer be might ibUow in tbe 
■ie|w of Ine iriw ud good modier; and to the uneipeeied 

continuance of tbe Sooth African war during tlie |>ast year 
and possibly into the future, he proceeded to topics more 
iminediately proper to the University. 

The only new Statute of any importance thAt hxd been 
enacted during the past yenr was that on University SermoMs. 
which involved titc .ilxilition of the Sunday Afternoon 
Sermon. This question li.ul tiecn a long-standing matter of , 
dispute, and was, according to his opinion, now wisely settled , 
Owing to vatioiM MIIIIW, the attendance at these Sermons 
had, for many vean, been gradually diminishing, till at last 
it ntdf exceeded iwenijr, even including the odiioen and 
aerasit of the Uaiwetti^ whow duqr it wm to be y et ew ti 
Under apchdrcMiirtancei^itwoBldeqrely have been rioicaloM 
10 perpetoate them. 

The Commemoration of tbe past academical year, like that 
of the precediut; year, had been shorn of itb attractions, and 
held in the Divinity Schrwi, instead o!" tlie Sheldooiau 
'llii-atrc — lait yeai, on account of the death of Queen 
Victoria ; in the preceding year, on account of the continu- 
ance of the South African war. The new RadclifTe Library, 
erected through the munificence of tbe Dnpen' Company, 
was, howe\'er, oper>ed on the day beibfe die ConiBCaiontion 
with dne fonnaliiies, and in the pMenee of m goodly 
•saenUly of tbe CompaBy and of nemben of itw tiniwnity. 

The past acadraikal year, like tbe year preoedtng it, had 
been specially fota! to eminent memberB of ihe University. 
Tbe death-roll incliulefl Sir II. W. Ac'and. Barr,, who for 
ihirty-eight yeare held the otTice of Regius Frofessor of 
Me^ine, "vir vere Oxoniensis, qui lonj^c maximani vitae 
paxtpm apiid nos degissct, idem in omni hum.mit.i'.c v crsatns, 
amicis grains, omnibus suavis, in niedieina atquc in artihus 
clegantioribus acque pentus, omnimodju: autem scientiae, 
etittui non ]>eritus, saltern amantissimus " ; tbe Right Hon. 
Fiiedficb Max Mflllcr, who had for forty-six years been 
a Piofewcf of the University, "totius orbis littcrati decus 
atqtie omamentan," akilied ia all learning, but specia^y in 
tbe languages, the nanaers, the reKglom, aod tbe bteorkt of 
the East. Nor was it for bis learning only that his loss was 
lamented. " £rat mor{i>u$ bumanus, sermone facundus, ami- 
citia ronMtans. Itac|ue fratrem nostrum, morte abrepiuni, ut 
sodalcm hi^^enius, ui magislrum desideramus aique venera- 
mnr"; Sir Juhn Conroy, Bart, who for many years had 
acted as Tutor in Natural SciVnce at Balliol and other 
Colleges, " tutor ddigen,-, tt habilis, amicus cams et constana, 
acqualium ac iumorum pariter d«liaae " ; Dr. William Bright, 
late Professor of Ecclesiasticil Hiilofy, "vk singular! mo- 
destia, pietate et doctrina aeqoe exfmius, scriptor doclus, 
lector et concionator {actrndus"; Sir John Stainer, late 
ProCeasor of Musk, "muncus cxioyna nec in hac arte ulli 
•ecandna, in qoodnana oonauetadbic w aeniper iuavis, mo- 
destuB, benignus, liberalis " ; Dr. William Stubbt, late Biabop 
of Oxford, by common consent one of the first bistoriaiw of 
bis age, " vir multum et a multis amatus, episcopus fidelis 
«t veneratns, scriptor doctissimus et clarissimus. . . . Erat 
menioria tenacissima, itidicio firmo ct sapientc, ingenio vario 
et copioso, doctrina muhiplici ct cxacta praeditus, ncque in 
sermone deer.ant sale^. atquc lepores. Kpiscopus crat consilio 
sapiens, iudidis acquissimus, Kcdesiae Anglicanae poiius 
qnam ullius partis intra earn fautor. Profccto dccessu cius 
academla, littetaet ecdesia Anglicana maxiipo waesidio et 
omanento atmt pcinuae " ; and. lastly, Mi. Evelyn Abbott, 
Fellov Mid Tutor of BoUiot, well known as • dasrical 
acbohr, a diSgent tntor, and a oopious anibor, wbo» notwith- 
standing his physical infirmities never rdaxed eitlier fail own 
studies or his auention to his pupils. 



To this long list of resident membrrs of tbe University 
might be added tbe names of two /listinguitbed alumni, who, 
ihwigfa they bad long ceased to reaide amongrt ua. night 
still be claimed as bdonfting lo na (noetraies). One of these 

was Prince Chiistian Victor, grandiion of Queen Victoria, 
who was carried off by an at:ack of enteric fever at Pretoria, 
and, by his own desire, 1 utieii among his coniiades. " Erat 
exiinia »pe adolescens, s<xialibus el m ludo litteiano a in 
academia giatus et carus, postea in rebus militaribiis bene 
versatuii, qui multa stipendia magna cum laude fccisseL" 
Tbe other was Mandeli Creighton, late Bi»hop of London, 
who died only a few days before the late Queen. " Erat \ii 
ingenio acri et poUlO, orator lucidus et facundus, episcopus 
aequua nec pnclian atndlis addictus, in oSictis fungendia 
indefenust nec slbi uoquam paicena dum vita exsubat." 

Of those members of the Univeraihrvbo bad received pro-

Quod autem est lucro dioeccsis damno est academiae et 
civitatis OxonieiUis. Kpiscopo igitur et dioecesi gratulamur 
atque omninfiMKa t L exoptatnus ; dccanum el coDegam 
desideiamns et reqniiimus"; Mr, T. B. Strong, appoinied 
Dean of Christ Cborcfa, who had for many yean filled tbe 
offices of Tutor and Censor " modo aetpie ajnmnis et collegia 
grato " ; Dr. Charles Bigg, appointed Professor of Ecclesi* 
asiical History and Canon ot' Chiist Church, "vir sapiens et 
gravis, scriptor luculentiis et facundus, non t^ium thcologiact 
his;or;a ecclej-ia^txa, sed ellam j:'hilosO(ihia caetcn->qiii' artibiis 
liumanioribuK, eicditus " ; lastly, Mr. joscph Wright, who ha<i 
succeeded Professor .Max Mulier in the Chair of Conip.aral;ve 
PhiloSc^y, a famous philologist and editor of a liictiunary of 
English Dialects now passing through the Press.

HENLEY ROYAL REGATTA. 

Favourxd as it was by the most brilliant weather, Henlqr 
of 1 901 was undoubtedly tbe best of recent years, regarded 
both as a society function and as an eahibitinn of good rowing; 
Though larger entiies him been known, there has aeldOHi 
been better racing, and there is no doubt — whatever may be 
the opinion of rowing men — that the presence of two foreign 
crews was an additional source of interest. The event which 
excited most keenness this year uas, as may be supposed, 
the Griyid Cliallcnge Cup, although the only rrally tlo!.c 
race in this event was that between Lcandcr and I'cnn- 
sylvania in the final heal. Leander, who bad loutui no 
ditbcutty in disposing of New College in a previous beat, 
were somewhat rushed by the American crew at the start, 
but bad tbe race in hand by the time they had reached the 
White House. New Coll^ the only College crew which 
entered bad die misfortnne to draw tbe winners in the lint 
round, and were beaten from the very start They were a 
di$ai>pointing crew, and lost in the last half of the training 
what they liad gained in tbe &isL i be Ladies' Plate was again 
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brought liome to Oxford — this year by University, wlio were 
a class above the other crews in for this event. Worcester 
were probably the next best, as Eton were thoroughly dis- 
appointing, Worcester, indeed, would liave won the Thames 
Cnp in anj ordiiuiry yew, and might have tan Tfinity Hall 
very dcwe if they had not ibo entered for the Ladies'. They 
were a amart crew, bat too light lo atand the strain of two 
races in one day. Exeter were a hard-working crew, though 
i.iiiH r roiiL-!i, and li.ifl ven tiirl 'iirk in beini; knocked out 
ill ihe prcluiiiiiary tiea!. In the Vis,i[ars' Cup Balliol were 
easy winners, having two most hollow races to iiontest. Ncv 
College, had they not met with an accideat, mipht have 
given them a rat*^. Inii woupJ hav<: l>cen at a gr«';U dis- 
advantage owing to tiic almost perfect steering of Warrc, 
who also filled stroke's thwart with excellent results. Trinity, 
OxfonI, had to change their order at the last Tnomctit. and were 
thus heavily handic.ippcd in both the Visuurs and Wyfolds. 
The Ballioi pair, Hale (jow) and Wane (x/r.), had no trouble 
with the Belgians, though the latter, with their cmtoua 
'*ha»g" forwud, stuck to their work gamely. Oxford can 
also claim the wmner of the Diamonds in C. V. Fox, who, 

although !n- wnllr l iir.ilcr GiKirds' r>ri'jni!c (.'li'.oiirs, w,;s in 
residence at the iHi^iiiuini: lA' ih-!s ycir lor llic I'orpiils. 
Oxford thus comes out witli four v.inn(:rs — l'iiivi rsil\ . who

;itul ;lie Nickalls' Goblets, and C. V, Fox. who won iln; 
Diamond Sculls; while Cambridge claims th^«^e only, with 
Third Trinity, who won the Stewards, and Trinity Ifall, who 
won both the Thames and Wyfolds. So there is do reason to

THE CRICKET MATCH, 1901. 

O.vcE again the Universiiy match has endcsl in a draw, 
even though once more the " closure " was adopted. It may 
at once be confessed that of the rirr.w Cambridpe had dis- 
tinctly the belter, and ha 1 ihrv. in tin;:- sn oiid i^lninv•^, 
played a rather more dashing g;imc against the Oxford 
bowlers, and declared rather sooner, a definite result would 
almost certainly have been reached. Up to a point on the 
third day the match was siiikingly equal. Oibrd, after 
a good straggle, had Just led iCambridge by it tuna on the 
first innings. In the second innings, (Abridge, owing to 
a splendid stand for the second wicket, recovered their 
ad\-antage, but after that wickets fell at moderately frequent 
interwls, ant! wiili s.;-v».-:i do\wi for 2,- -,, it looked as if Oxfor ! 
might yet have a chance of makia^ the runs. Dowson 
altered all that by a refreshing display of free cricket, and 
over eighty runs had been added for one more wicket when 
the Light Blue captain declared, leaving Oxford with the task 
of getting considerably over 300 runs in three hours. This 
wonid not have been impossible for a side with several hard 
hitters, and apparendy Kiiox decided to risk the experiment, 
even dier DiOon bad lost his widtet dieaply. Hfiwever. the 
two hitlers, More and Kcflr (the btter for the seoood dme), 
failed, and we seemed well on the way to defeat. That we 
escaped w.-is due, in the first case, to the best, innings 
Matsham ha« ever played, and to the support he received 
from \\':Ji.iin^ ;in(! :i|r.Tv,-.ir. N Irom Hollins. 'I'lic l.\tter was 
aji;!' ,d'-ii a'j;iinsi for a t.iii h ;u siip by Wilson, but neither 

i:ii:|nrL' c:oi:lil i^!vc an C'pir.ion, and the balSRUm CSCSped, 

wlicther rightly or wron^Jy we do not know. 

Marsham's innings was a full answer to those critics who 
ha^'e doubted his abilities, and, apart from a difljculi chance 
to point, was free from fault. 

On the wholes the baiting on both tides, if correct, was 
rather tame iriien die wicket and the howling are taken into 



consideration. On £. R. Wilson has fallen the niatuie of 
patience worn for so many years by his brother, and, while 
we congratulate him on his fine s^rc, we could wish it had 
been obtained by less wearisome method.<L Of the other 
Cambridge batameiii Baiper pbjed beautiful cricket of 
a steady type In die second bnuigi^ Longman made » 
promtsiiig Stat appearance, and Dgnraon m the second 
innings and Blaker in the first showed more vigour than 
their coIkau'in-F.. On tl.e Ox'"ori^. >■•](_■. omiiting Marsliam, 
most piiiif is. due to Knox, Mcr-. and U'-lliams. The 
first two, in the first innings, made li splt-iKlid stand of 
118 runs for the fifth wicket, and in the- latter piit of their 
innings quite awoke the somewhat sleepy b;KLtatori by some 
bold and confident hitting. More was i:nfortunate in t>eing 
bowled by that modem curiority, " the shc»ter." Williams, 
in both innings, did very well, and amply justified his selection. 
Of the bowlers on the Cambridge side, Wilson was the most 
successful; Dowson was distiacdy expensive, and came in 
for some severe treatment fran Knox and More. The latter 
was the most ineftil bowler on OUT sMe: it may be noticed 
as a curiosity that Munn, who was played for bowKng alone, 
only sent down sevt-niccn overs in the whole match. Either 
his selection was a tnistakc or he should have been tried more. 

The Oxford fielding was very good, and in sonic cases, 
i's|.cr!a!!y HoHins, really bri!!ianf. Cambridge, liken all 
roijud, were inferior to us in this I'l-jxirUnenC, nnd tliis is 

all the more remarkable as in several of the trial matches 
here our eleven had been aadlj to seek.

OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE v. YALE 
AND HARVARD.

Whether 
Conush would have done so is open to question, as he 
would have had to do inside go sees, fat the Quarter and to 
hat-e jumped nearly 23 ft 6 in.

The perfbnnancet of the Cambridge contingent were eX" 
cellcnt, Workman standing out pre-eminently. His Half 
Mile, if not so fast as that in Canada, was excellent, and his 
Two Mdcs was very fair. Cockshott again ran finely in the 
Mile, and is undeniably, next to Lutyens, the best milcr the 
Cantabs have had. 

Of Hind we have already spoken ; Barclay ran pluckiiy, 
but, as yet, fails at the finish of a punishing race : Howard- 
Smith disapi ointed those who expected him to clear well 
vnt aiz feet. Of our men, Cleave, who in Workman's 
absence could readiljr have won ihc Half both in Canada and 
New YaAfdU perfaapi beat, and quite U|^c1d hi.^ running at 
Qoeeo's Chb. llfay and Gamier were both good, and were 
onlf anforlnnate in tneetfaif men who were just a shade 
better.

It is wiUi the deepest rqret diat we have to annoanoe the 
death of a foimer pfomhinil member of the com, Chatks 
Dixon Kimber, who was killed in action at WUdfootein kat 

July. A University Volunteer Corps must of necessity undergo 
such constant changes, even in its commissioned ranks, that 
few meml.ers still serving' in tlie Ol'.R.V.C can Lave Ix-eii 
jjcrsotially acquainted witli an oflicer who left 115 now nearly 
thirteen years ago. lint we cannot pass over in silence the 
untimely end of a former brother officer who will always be 
a sunny memory to those who knew him, and whose death no 
less than his life is so great a credit to the corps whose 
uniform was the first he wore. 

Kimber joined the corps in Januaij, 1S84, soon after he 
came up to Merlon. He was given his fiiat commission in 
lEaidii, 1885, attended a School of Instroctioit at WdHiigtoo 
Barracks in July of the same ^r, when be obtalnea Ms 
Captain's certificate, and was promoted Captain in November, 
1 886. He resigned his commission on leaving the University 
at the end of 1 888. 

He went out to South Africa as a Lieutenant in the 
1 Imperial Ycomanry, llie Uuke ol CaniliridgL-'s Own, 
in March, 1900; was one of tlie numerous prisutiers cap- 
tured in the Yeomanry reverse at Lindley in the following 
June, but succeeded in escaping, and joined the staff of the 
I St Cavalry Brigade ; he returned later to his original battalion 
of the Imperial Yeomanijr, with whom he was serving when 
he was kOled, wUle most gaUantI/ attempting lo mve a 
Serjeant who had lost his iKicse and waa theiefim left at 
the mercy of the enemy. 

'1 iie liillowin^' has l>cen received from the senior member 
now ier\ii)L' with ilie ciups : -~" It was with very deep grief 
tliai 1 read the notice of the death of C. D Kimlicr, of whom 
I liad heard a shoit tune before as in Isic full vigour of health 
and Htiengili at Maritzbiirc. Many and many an Oxford 
friend, 1 am certain, feels the poorer for his loss. Kimber 
was a man whom every one in College was bound to respect ; 
unaffectedly modest and unassumingly roligirtis ; simple and 
straight, with no honbug about him ; manly , sen.sLble, and 
thorough. He waa an effective member of tbc Rifle Corps 
the whole of his thne here, and the officer In coomiand of 
the College Detachment for, 1 think, half his time. On one 
occasion, the Adjutant being called away while tbc battalion 
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wU in camp on Hr;i:lincrfon Hill, he v>as selected to perform 
diedutietof Adjiiiani He was just one of (hose men who, 
iriitiont way exci |'ii< nally showy gift*, bf sheer 4;oodneas 
and tinglcnett of j ur^iuiie, strcngtS of ebancter, pewe v er- 
at»ce, and good sense, ensure ihat their coantiy shall be 
a litUc greater and a little belter for their having lived in it."

(lu>ndon: T. Fisher Unirin.) 

The nanator of tliis stor)' describes his work as "these 
reminiscences of an uneventful Itfe." Tlie (icscriptlon is arctrrate 
cnauf:li, although, being bom in the truiibluus liriics nf Reform, 
be fillets h 1 msclf involved to some extent in the political troubles 
of Ihe period, ^nd even .issists, in an uncnthusiastic way, in 
helping an ii^iutor lu e:>ca|>c aite&: under a warrant of the 
local justices : added to which he fights a duel.

sigBd; jum wiilees to a full scnae of bit jpanioa for the girl, to 
whom he had pnenously propoaed with indiflereoce, only to be 
idfected with something of cmiempt, is of especial excellence. 
Tms book is a pleoe of good woilc, and sbould pnwe the fore- 
runner of nrarh more as good, or even hctt'rr.

Those who have read Life is Life will recollect that the key- 
note of those stories was fadure, and the general outlook one of 
gloont. The latest work of the :iuth;ir is frmreivfd in tlir- -i.inic 
spirit. It is not only thai vinlu>|!|ii:irs-, ;i:id f.ulurtj aUciu; i.u ii 
and cvfry of the leadinjj i h:ir.iciers, but tlxat the reader linds ii. 
h.iT'i to hynip.itluzo fully witli any one of them, .md is indeed 
inclined 10 doubt tthtther the author (juite intended or wished 
him to do so. The lover ihruwri iivur ;n the last inomeur, nvIid 
yet offers to make j.a huucst woman oi the girl, when his 
successful lii.il is convicted of bigamy, and lights her cottage 
(ire nightly during the four years of her absence, seems to have 
ever)- claim ii|Mn OUT iKspect and sympatlw, and yet he does 
not get them in the fiiOest measure; and the same is tnM of 
Ben Lupin, and the two women who loved him. It is a dfeary 
liory, without even a gleam of light at the end. For when Luce 
a second time breaks her word to Mark, and disappears with 
Hen on his return after serving his sentence, she docs so just 
before her first lover has found the skeleton of Ben's first wife, 
and so departs into the darkness without waiting to hear his 
final cry at her rottagp door, " Litce, LtKel Yott be free to 
marry who you uii.'..

Sometimes a book is desrril>e(i hy the .unhor as .t novel, or 
a story, or a sketch, or uhal nut, unJ the rcMcwer is to that 
extent assisted in his task, bcr.iusc he knows what the work 
bclorc him 1= intcndrd to be. Mr. Koub^c.iu i.s mute rotirent.

im Bad Company and other Siffits. By VUOUt BOiDRBWDOD. 
(Loadoii : Maanillan.) 

A new book by the author of JtMery rnndur Armt always 
attiacu onr attenlioB, buL ia this Instance, we most own that 
we wore disappointed. The wonh in question contahis but few 
"Storiei^" and a very large number of articles on Australian 
afidn which have apparently been reprinted from weekly or 
daily papers. Many oif them are individually interesting cnoXigh, 
but tAcn in the mass they arc a little too much alike, and were 
hardly worth publishing in book form. They ar»>, as it were, 
th<.- r.'iw m.iterKil of Mr. iJuldrewoud's ttories, the loc.il rolotir 
of bush, township. },'ijldhcld, .-ind cattlc-station, with which hi-., 
readers arc alre-idy hiniiliar. The story which giies ;i natiic 
to the volume htly .ipjKtar as a treatise on f'oiitital 

Economy, since iti intcrcbt turns not so much on the. tr<iul»les 
which befall the hcxo as on the account given ot the labour 
disputes which vexed Australia from 1891 to 1S95, when 
practically all Aostialia was on strike, and when the gilded 



youth of Sydney were compelled to set to work themselves and 
load the drays which bian^ the wool down to the steamers 
along the (|ua)-8. Viewed in this light i!s S«i Company is 
extionely interesting, and thcfe is much to be said fair many 
of the other items in the book aa sketchet of Australian life 
and scenery. .Mr. lloldrewood cm make one rcaliie the Dush; 
but those who exjiect another tale of moving incidents by field 
and flood, to be thrilled as they were by the adventures of 
Captain Starlight and his friend% will be disappointed.

There 
aie tlje U!:U.il inj.i eJientS — the more Or less out-at-clh.iws, h.ilf- 
dcs[.'er.ite si ilUier ot furttme. who really is not half the hl,iek^;uiird 
tlie lieioinc i.ikc s lii'n f<i: ; the aforesaid heroine, who begins by 
bL-iiiii atuitilul iUkd di«liiiii!ui. but in the end or rather shortly 
before the end relents and " lives happily ever afterw .arrt^ " ; the 
villain, who covertly makes love to the heroine and dig:^ trap!, 
for the hero, only to he catwht and cooibuiided himself when 
Itis machinations seem to oe on the vene of success; the 
fattbfiil firiend of the hero.-in this case toe lieutenant of his 
band of mercenaries — who, with the aid of the heroine, outwits 
the villain and catches him in his own toils. Still, if one feels 
as it one had read this sort of thing before, this particular 
specimen is well wxirth reading, and the talc is not badly told.

In this volume of 305 pages a quantity of valuable mlornia- 
tion on the history, chancMiistics, taqgiuge, and authorship of 
Bemvulf ia fimushed lo the atndnnt Mr. J, R. C. Hall has 
proved some time a^ his capacity fixr treating Old £4gttah 
literature by his Ctncise Dicironary. BttmmlfJAtiaa hare trans, 
lated, and another version is added to the many alieady in the 
field, chief of which are tho^e of Thorpe, Kaiie, ud the late 
Thomas Arnold. In 1899 .\tiss Clara Thomson pwMithrd 
a version which was intetided for the use of schools. The 
sections of Mr. H.ill's translation wp prefaced hy a -suatmary, 
and there .ire ciip;ous indexes ol thiiij^s and proper names. 
There is ;i map of the jccne of .u;iii>n of the poetn, and rcprp- 
scnlatioiis ot the various portions ot the heroes" .irniour. An 
iutcrciitiiig chapter is that in which tl>e poem ):> cunsidered 
from a litei.u^ st.mdpnitjt. The story-telling is good, and the 
pictures of scetiery are vivid. Inanimate things are freely per- 
sonified, as in the names given to swords and the qu.ilihctitions 
assigned to tbenu These characteristics are common to the 
poetry of a Hide peojple, aad alsi» the iqires«itations of animate 
speaking and abowuqr eniolion» jn«t as the hones of Achilles 
weep. Mr. Hall, however, does not see wxf nonl puiMM in 
the poem, as some editors hmw done. The ChriAtau denMnt 
to be Ibund is carefully dtacnastd, and a Ust of Ae wor^s of 
Latb oirigin is given. So that to the leailer, wbether he be 
a mere outsider wishing to get an acquaintance with Ei^land's 
first epic, or a student who looks ftnr asafetance when reading 
the p&cm in its original shape, this book will be found eminently 
useful. 1 he language is an early form of the West Saxon 
dialect- Mr. H, lit, at the roncl'jsion nf bis preface, sums up the 
views he takes o! the source, date, .Stc, of the poem as follows. 
He pictures to us " Mercian courtier — pcrhapn a srf>p — 
whose c.irly life iii.iy h.ive been tpeut uiid«r the heathen I'enda, 
who chaii^ied his religion with the court, without being able to 
get, or iKtrhaps even wishing to get, instruction in the new 
faith." In this way the coTourieM nature of the Cbriatiau 
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element of tbepoem is explained ; the pass^cs alluded to are 
from tiM Old iMniHit: the cudiail docttiBn of dtriitiiaity 
an ignond. Mr. HiH fiudier auppoiei the writer to litve 
cone in sane degnee under Northnmbrian literary influences, 
ud to have written the earlier |»rt of tbe poem, pittty much as 
we have it, about A. v. 660, and the later aome twenty yean or

Mr. Hall is convinced thnt the poem was composed by one 
man, and disagree with Ten brink and others. His reasons 
for doin^' so arc clearly given in the introdiKtion, but are too

Tie Evolution of Modem Monty. By WilUam Warraxd 
Carlii.e. (Ijondnn: Macmillm.) 

The late Professor Honamy Price once obscnTd tlirit 
"currency has become the prey of every kind of arbitrary uui 
ignorant usajmption." It would be unjubt to apply the I.ittcr 
epithet to thr incustiious research, which h:i= In! Mr. Curiilc to 
explore ifu- iiioncury facts of ancient Rome and mediaeval 
Frur.ce a;id England, and to bring into prominence some 
circumst.inccs, which h.id psrarwrl :i!t»T!?ir>n ; but have 
more than once been rcmjiutetl i>t the furjucr rpirhc; m reading 
his book. He !■» subtle a.ud }ic acui<., but utj Uu uui think 
that he has done more than advance certain assumptions, 
which, he admits, contradict received, and even instructed, 
opoiioB. Hii Atvourite method of reasonii» n^Tf not onfanrly, 
he deacribod «a cmsiatine of two stages, la the Srtt he main- 
tains that snch and aocb a bypotbesb slwuld be adopted as the 
Bioit prabahle, or pfattmble, explanatitm of the facts. In die 
aecead he dedares that it is a matter of "clear evidence* or 
'certain knowledge," that what was assumed to be is, as 
a matter of fact, the case. AUhouKb in his preface he asserts 
that he has attempted to " treat ilie phenomena of mone>', 
from first to la^t, froiii the l.istKneal standpoint," the process, 
wbxh lie adtipts aiul ex|jl,uti-- 111 the Introductory Chapter, 
seems to us i;nhisiorical ; and the position from which he 
starts 15, nc hold, m no small degree, responsible for the 
detects of his treatment. "In Hfalinfj with tho evolution of 
money," lie remarks. " it iiii;.;lit seem thai tlie ll'.n^t natural 
lint- [if proccd'jrc sv.t^, to cnilru\'oiir to [>ur;-,i;c the 1 our.'iP nf 
these ehaiigc-s (lowt; tlie sircani nf histnry." '' i h.it,'" lie add'-, 
"would indeed be the lustoricil oriler " ; but " the iiiuil iialural 
scientific order ''" would be the reverse. The geologists have 
taoRht us that the best clue to the interpretation of the past 
is always to be fonnd m the caitfiil study of the present. It 
is in aeoocdanca with this princii^ that his book is conceived 
and written. But the nwnetary phenomenon from which he 
as clMmcteristic of the present situation, is the "yet 
' transition from silver to fpdd." To say that this 
is Uie most outstanding ftct of the time maybe true; but it 
appears to us an " arbitrary assumption " to erect it into a final 
cause, to the realiration of which the whole previous evolution 
of money has been trndin^. Yet 'hii is the theme of Mr. Carlile's 
book. It is this wliirh leads hitn til j;i\e .'111 explanation of the 
tronetary position ot' .Adam .Smith's time, v.hiLh, he confesses, 
'"cseapcd the recoj^'nit 1011 of the clc.are.st-heatled i ontrnipor.i.'y 
Dbs< r\ T-r-., ' It is this winch Indui l;, him to push back to ,a far 
culler d.ite the be^^'innin;^' ol the transition from silver to t;i;UI. 
Sliver, he iitaintaini, was practically a " subbitlijirv' " co.r«.ige, 
and goid. m rfioct, though not in name, or legal status, or 
popular recognition, was the standard. This, we confess, 
appears to ns to be huKsly an "aiUttmy assnnqptioii," To 
support bb tiwsis he gives an Inteipretatioa of his own to the 
term "standard, whkh is somewhat elusive. He would ante- 
date tbe hitroduction of ttdten-nianey, as historically recorded. 
He fottid confine the operation of Gsealmm's Law,* popularly, 
if supeificialiy, expressed in tbe dictum that "had money drives 
out good," to subsidiary coinages ; and we are not soipriscd to 
discover that he would like, if he could, to say that the value 
nf gnhl do«s not alter, fie rei»ards this common error witli 
Ht^ectionatc symp.aihy ; and he shows no adequate ^fasp of the

Oxford is no doubt (he intellectual centre of England; but 
we do not generally associate it with the popular "books 
of ibe season." Ilcnce there is the more reason to con- 
gratnlale Mr. Graham Balfour, of Worcester College, on his 
siwoem with the Life ^ Xtttrt Lmt StevensM, iritich ap- 
peared hat wedEt.and of wUch the aeoond edition is already 
aonoQBccd. 

We offer our coagraluIatioaB to Dr. J. L. Williams upon 
the honour which he has received from the University of 

Yale. Dr. Williams is ]X)pularly known as "the poet ol the 
Miig." and have his o^vn atithority for staling iliat this is 
the diviiiiLlicii which he jirizcs most. But it is s'.ell that 
Oxford should be reminded, though a reminder be scarcely 
needed, that he is a lawyer whom our transatlantic cousins 
have rightly judged deserving of an honorary law degree. 
Lincoln too maj' be < ongratulated; and not alone upon the 
ancoesa of Dr. WiUiama. We are boith glad and sony to 
hear that another wen-known member of the Lincoto Common 
Room, a former editw of the Mfgatkit, ia leavbig na to vnder- 
take important educathmal work elsewhere. 

Mr. Reginald Carter, Fellow antl Chivsical I.ectur 1 of 
Lincoln Ciilk-Le, has just iK-en clcclc<l to the Rei;tiii>hi;i ( f 
the Kdiiil)uri:h Academy. Mr. Carter has our hcartv ton- 
gratul.iiioiis im lii,-. jiri'fi--niieni to such an important post; 
and thoie who know iiiin bc^t will have the fullest confidence 
in the success of the school under his government.

C utii, reg.uion this week is treated to the unitsnal experience 
of a contest for a seat among the University memben of the 
Ciif Council; such an event baa^ we betieve, never occurred 
(iQce (be University icceived its ri|^ of sending representa- 



tives to the local governing l>ody. The two candidates are 
Dr. MitchinKon, the Master of renibroke College, and 
Mr. Carter, of the Pu.m-v lloii-r, the well Liiown Secretary 
of the Christian Soci.d Cmtm. lloili would l>e excellent 
members, and fortunately there is no trace of politics, 
Univenity or othcrwiae, bi the contest, if we may judge from 
the names of the lespectiw nominators. Aleanwhile it is 
impossible not to refer to tlic fact that the \-acancy is caused 
by the retirement of the Master of University from the 
Council. He baa, we believe, been a member from the fost, 
and few will be more missed, especially in the deprimcnl of 
Technical Education, to which he has given the closest atten- 
tion. Dr. Bright is retiring, we tiniierstand, on rr.ich-ii'^' Ms 
si-vcnticth year, though it seems ini]ios>ilile lo believe tiii- of 
one who still shows so much aciiviiy ami vij^onr. We lio]« 
that he may long continue to work for his College and for 
the University in other fields, though he has now decided to 
retire from one in which he has served so well. 

Should Universities be mulli])lied in England^ The 
Bishop of Hereford is of that opinion. A good many 
peofde^ who Inve a chum to be heard with at least a« much 
attention as the Bishop, wooM be equally empliatic on the 
other side. But the subject is a wide one, and cannot be 
discussed within the limits of a note. We desire rather to 
express our surprise at the lone which the Bishop adopted 
towards the older Universities in his recent address at 

Univcrsi;\' ("ollef^c. I.iverjKtol. lie- exjirCSSCd a heijie tli.it 

every important town in the United Kingdom would shake 
off the suzerainty of Oxford and Cambridge." The 
phrase fulfilled its object. It was copied by rcjiorters. It 
was applauded by the Bishop's audience. And now wc 
should be giatefiil for an ezpfauation of its meaning. So lar 
as we can see, the» am two exphnations possible; bat it 
would greatly please us to learn that there was yet a third, 
more consistent with the Bishop's prestige as an educational 
exi'eit, For, as we understand him, lie was cither aiipealiug 
lo the spirit of municipial exclusiveness, and lending bis name 
to the theory that to\^ ns will flourish in proportion as liiey 
cut themselves adrift from all external institutions; or else 
he was complaining of the educational methods to which the 
older Universides are pledged. We hardly think that the 
Bishop would cany sepaiansm to tlie point which the first 
explanarion, if conecC would necessarily imply. He di»- 
Kkes Imperialism ; but he is not thereibve bowid lo enbraoe 
provincial, we mi^ ahnoat say parochial, views wMch moat 
be repugnant to his natural inclinations^ On the other 
h.uid. a m.ui in Lis position should h-- above the use of 
utisubslautiale<i r X|ires-.:ous of ( ontciiipl when speaking of 
iiislilutions v%;th whii h h<; ha-- bi en mon: o: less idciUifieil in 
liic past. Why doc.H he tli.slikc the acacpted mcihoil.«i of 
Oxford and Cambridge? What dtn-s he jiropo.sc to set in 
their place ? Does lie wish to h-rfm the work of reform at 
the wron^ end, to found I'niversiiies lieforc he has settled 
the prinaples on which iliey should be worked ^ With 
rcgaid 10 technical education lie offered more than one piece 
of ]>racitcal advio^- PotUive MggotioM thereiiMe camo within 
the scope of Ml address. If he made none as to University 
reform the iMtund eiqibnation ii that be had none to make. 

The strange litite T aiin {'ocm. tlie Atlna, conslstintr of 
some 640 lines of obscure and often corrupt text, h4s I'oiiiid 
a better fate than niaii\ ,1 l^ettei ];i(ee. .\sciibcil to the 
greatest of Latin poets, \ irgil, it has enjoyed an amount of 
attention which, if poems had feelings might make other minor 
poems very jealous. To comment on it was among the last 
works of the great Cambridge Latinist of the last ccnlliry, 
Professor H. A. J. Munra To-day have 10 welcome a 
atlU move exhanMive and oonplete edition by his great Oxfoid 
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rival, our Coqius Prof< ssor, Mr. Robinson Ellis — not destined, 
we trust, to be hin last work. \Vc must not anticipate the 
reviewer, but we may and do congratulate tlie Professor.

Even 
the moat scmpidoos care 00 the part of the LUmry AssistantB 
is ndt sufficient to guard against sndi outrages as these, for 
erirainals of this <Ies;crip;ion are ijuite capable of writing a 
false name on itie form for rallinj; uj) volumes. W'c sliould 
be glad to know if the jirolilcm has been entirely solved by 
the closed shelves in the RadelitTe. I'hc Union Society in 
Oxford has had to adopt violent remedies. Tlie ronstant 
disappearance ot books from the Coffee and Smoking-room 
Library has been checked by the device of keeping all recent 
additions in the Steward's OfBc^ and giving them out only 
on a member's signing a vondwr. Tbe most serious depre- 
dation daring the past year occutied iname<BateV afier the 
death of Queen Vlctona, when some thief, wfaon H baa 
proved impossible to trace, stole from the file of the 7!«Wf 
the portions relating to her accession. After considerable 
trouble and at coiisideraIi!e cost, the Society lias been able 
to supjily (he missing numbers, .ind tJic Times has U'en 
plaLcd under lock and key. The Ctf»i^ri(^*/'< :7f7r,'su^;L'ests 
stern measures, and recalls the fact that "for stealing books 
from the University Library a man has been sent into penal 
servitude, and, widiin the last five years, a member of the 
University and of a College has been lodged in His ICajeCly^ 
prison." The difficulties in the way of detection are very 
great; bat the nniled wisdom «f fhe librarians of Oxford and 
Cambridge should devbe aone nwlhod of dealing with ao 
serious a blot upon our fidr (nne. 

Though the O.U.R.U.F.C. only managed to make a draw 
of their tn.ileh against the ( )ld Merchant Taylors, there seems 
no reason to dejiart fion* our view of last week that their 
prospeets are %ery favourable.

sill Mnjjs. The accompaniments were, as usual, played by 
l>r. W ilki-r. At the next concert, on November 28, ^lessrs. 
lloiwick, ilaiir, I-Iobday, and Decker will be the performers. 

Mr. Leonard Uorwick and Mr. PlunlKt Greene gave a 
recital at the Town Mali on I-'riday evening before an 
enthusiastic audience. Mr. Borwicic was in excellent fi)m), 
thoti(;h he took a litde time to become warned to his work : 
the opening movement of Scfamnann'a F sharp nunor Sonata 
was by iiir bis least successful performance, but he |>layL<l the 
rest of the work, especially the aria and gcherio, with rare 
beauty of toiu. aiul styir. Later in the cvenini; -.-un-.L- >. U c- 
tions of liacii, (.'oupLiin, Scarlctti, and Schubtri wuic given 
uiiii a wonderful combination of technical 1 nlli.uice and 
urtiitiii. restraint; and in a couple of Chopin studies Mr. 
llorwick showed that Itc is quite capable of competing witli 
the pure vitluoto on his own ground. There is no possible 
doubt that he is a very long way at the head of UritiMh 
piamMs, and though perhaps infeiior in personal nmgneiiam 
to some oihen, ii^ in all the indefinable but none tfie loK 
recognisable qmdfties which are summed up in ibe word 
" cnllure," one of the great iicrfortners of the world. Mr, 
Greene, whose fifteen songs were, as usual, hi;.chly inicrcsiiiiL; 
in themselves and excellently contraslrtl. w.is ol,v;iU!>ly 
suflLiii):; (rum .i veiy sl;vitc ct<W which, in the lirsi ]i^r; of 
tlie programme es^iecialiy, atTccteti lus iutonalioii baiiiy ; but 
he ^ang throughout with his usual untiring .spirit, and was 
most cordially welcomed. Mc has exceptional technique in 
the matter of bieathiiig, and can do anything he likes with 
Ui voice in tbe way of increatii^ or dimmiihing its qoantiur ; 
bat as regards v^imj it is always inclined to be intmeiable, 
and the result is aometinies dramatic recilalioo nober thao 
pure singing. But much may be forgiven Mr. Greene in 
con»tieration of his conceptions, which are always extra- 
ordinarily individual and vivid, both as wholes and in minute 
details, .ind, .diowin;: for liis Celtic impulse toward^ occasional 
namboyancy, anisiic ilirorij^h anri thronuh. U'h.itcvti else 
•Mr. Greene's sin>;in^' i^, ii is at any rate i.Lr\ much alive ; and 
most things may be pardoned lor the sake of that. Mr. Liddle 
accompanied in a style which (but for the hurrying of the last 
bus of Brahm's Wit 6ist du, meim Kimigin) calls for nothing 
but dm highest praise ; the sympathy was perfect, and 
icdiniqne, phrasiiigi cokmr, were all admirable. Mr. Liddte 
is cettaitdy one of the very foremost of that painfully small 
bond of accompanists who play both like artists and like 
pianists — qualifications which one would naturally suppose 
to l>e primary, liit wliich are, as a matter of fact* in their 
combination, e.xcetdiiigly rare.

THE UNION. 

(.)n Thursilay, October 24, the Union wcni 1,) the loinii.nu- 
head of mo.-il l.alter-ilay controversy— Mr. Chamberlain. 'I'lic 
result was a ilecidedly better debate than thai of the previous 
week, perhaps because the Union, like many similar bodies, 
finds it easier lo discuss persons than principles. 

Private liualnesawtscnUvened byadivldoowfaidi resulted 
in the rejection of one of tbe Librarian's books. Tbe 
President w.is also the object of several remonstrances, on 
account of his anxiety to pass the minutes before the accuracy 
of titc latter had been sulTicicntly established, 

Mr. I,. S Fletcher (New Co11cc;c) moved, "That this 
iloiit-c wculd rr;;rct i.i s, ,- Mr. Chaiiihcrrlain in the position 
of leader ol uic Unionist party." He first patted Mr. Cham- 
berlain on the back for his colonial policy, and ihen pro- 
ceetled to show that on ])ersonal grounds no one was fcss 
fitted to be leader of the L'nionists. He pointed to tbe 
friendship which had existed betweim pievioua leaders of 
opposing paitiea in FarBament, and contrasted with it tbe 
universal hatred widi which Mr. Chamberfaun is regarded by 
the Opposilioa. Moreover, the Unionist alliance only existed 
for the purpose of riiiig Home Rule. I; wa--. ih< rcfi irc, 
impossible for the ( "onv : salives to follow u n3.aii fioiii whose 
principles they Urj;. ly di-^Liitcd. Mr. Fletcher's speech was 
rather thin, though aiiinirabiy expressed. His style has 
a pleasing flavour of antiquity, which is in full accord with 
the somewhat obsolete Coiiservaiistn which consdtutes his 
political creed. 

Mr. £. Macbdyeii (Wadham) opposed the motion as 
a Libeial. Mr. O n m b Bt h in, he conlemled, bad the toucb 
of the beroic wUck makes a Inder of nie% aad this vaa 
abnndamly shown by the way in whiich he bad commandeered 
■:!it' whole Conservattvr parly. The fruit !>v which the 
Ciovciiiment had to be jaili,'ci.l wah ttK iKihcy in South Afriia, 
and that (Kiliiy «a.s wili ly i!uc lo .Mr. ('hanilK-rLun. There 
was, however, another side to Imj'rrialiMn, namely, tbe 
necessity of ensuring a race fit for K.ir.piic. This problem 
tended to lie overaiiadowcd by tbe more showy achievements 
of the war. Mr. Ubtcfiulfen made one of the beat speeches 
wc have heard for ione time at die Union. His reasoning 
is both original and coorindng; and his style baa a kconic 
condaeoem which aone of our more diffuse speakeia wookl 
do wdl to imitate. 

Mr. \V, Temple (Bnlliol ) supiporird the motion as a Liberal. 
He held that Mr. Chamberlain hsd been spoiled by his 
connexion with the Conservative-^, and had done more than 
any one else to bring the Liberals in their prese nt ( onvlitioti. 
If he became leader of the l'nionists, the evil would only l)e 
intensified, Mr. Temple s|toke pleasantly and fluently, Init he 
should remember that the Union exists for tbe encounigenu at 
of debating riiiher than to afford iia members an opportunity 
of reading papers. 

Mr. C Weribeimer (fiallnl) made an innocooas qweck 
i^aluM the motion. He annomced that previons speakem 
had treated Mr. Chamberlain as a machine rather than an 
animate being. The animation, however, which he himself 
proceeded lo mfuse iiui) tSje debate was not \eiy noticeable. 
Mr. Wertlieinier niusL also Jcirn lo dc] eud le^s on his notes. 

Mr I'. Zeitl'i n (Jesus) promi^ed that his eriiicisni should 
not be merely destructive. Mr. Chai«lx:rl.iiii was hated on 
lioth sides of tlie House of Commons, and was destitute of 
the suUiiniQr and aiagnaniniity which mark a true leader. 
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Mr. Oi)|>l' (New College), while admitting Mr. Chamber- 
lain's ability, deprecated unreaaoning hiTo-Morshi]!. M' n 
with great personalities were ttot neceSUrily the best leaders. 
Moreover, Mr. Chamberlain's i<kal wtt that of the oipitaliat, 
and in hon« legislation and politkal economy he u-as equally 
mwnind. The Tory democrat was, in Mr. Oppt^'s opinion, 
a much more desirable person. Mr. Opp<5 made an interest- 
ing speecli. He does not cxpreu his ideas very systematic- 
ally, but his contribution to the debate vaa not (be knat 
valuable of the evening. 

Mr. K. A. R. Sugden (Magdalen) m.ide a «iuy s];tnh 
against the motion. He eomiiarrd Mr. Clj-xinljc rliin lo 
a Teetotal Tinker, to TliemiiilotI s, Julius t.' n s;u, N.ipdl' uii, 
Richelieu, Walfx^, and Madame d« Pompadour. Mr.S^gdcn 
kept the House in roars of laughter — not an easy task at so 
laie an boar. 

Mr. C P. Bhckvdl (Wadbam) emmlkted a series of 

weighty proposilion.s in support of the motion. J^i.iii smen, 
he affirmed, must above all things be moral, but Mr. Ch.imber- 
lain was onl\ ill to bi- ,i liottlc-washcr. 

Mr. G. R. Day (University) made a pieasmt siK-Lch in 
favour ol the motion, and compared Mr. ChaIn'J^rlain with 
Warren Hastings. Mr. Day needs more experience, and we 
hope to hear him again. 

Mr. M. H. Woods (Trinity), and Mr. U. Sacfaer (New 
College) also sjioke. 

On a division the motion was carried by 54 votea lo 49^

The revlicr has a more difficnlt task (o peiftann In th* caae nf the 
aeomd votaine, since, as is well known, the latter part of 
Gibbon's Matatf snfTers not only from the erroneous estimate 
of the Eastern Empire formed by its author, but also from 
defects of arrangement These L-ittcr it is practically inqiossible 
for .m editor to overoomo entirely, and they will be felt by tte 
readers of the abridgement. Mr. Anderson has, however, per- 
formed a difficult task with considerable success, and we note

inhabitants. So far the present volune: we await witli 
curiosity that which will, we suppose, nnfold the author^ doctrine 
an the CoBkin^af the Dori.m. In order to establish the truth 
wt ths view, Professor Kidgeway deals successively with the 
Myccn.ican monuments, Greek traditions concerning the Hclasgi, 
Achaeans, &c., the ethnology of the Ltalkan peninsula, the re- 
main'; f f the Infe lironie and e.xrly Iron Ages in Europe, and the 
Hon.t r^c lii.iltct. llie archaeological chapters on the caily 
Iron Age and its typical shield, brooch, &c., arc relatively the 
fullest in the book ; they are well illustrated, and arc decidedly 
the freshest ar?d most interesting. The first rhnpter (a survey 
f)t (hi- Myfcn.iran civilization .un'. its mm. mis I i.-, .1 vori,- srronil- 
hand peiiorinancc, an ill-digested conipiidliuit truiu books 
such as Furtwangler and Locschekc's l|icrsistently misspelt 
Locsche) Mykeniiche lasen. Professor Ridgcway even tr.in- 
icribes the wqwessioB " rectndy disoovered" from works which 



ate atreatty of m' ''certain*' age. But die aigument really 
reposes on these pettions of the boolc in wliich the author 
attempts to bring archaeological rcsalts into harmony willi 
ancient tradition. And we arc obliged to sty that Professor 
lUdgcway does not seem to ha\-c any adequate eonoeption of 
the nature and value of that tradition. This may BCCitl a hard 
•ayii^ : we can do no more than refer those who may doulx 
its justice to pp. 149 fT, where Professor Kidgeway gravely re- 
counts the pedigree of the Athenian kin^ from Cccrops down- 
warri^, and rnds by saying: "There docs not seem any reason 
t'.jr lioubiitit; tlio sul)-.tantial accuracy of the Athenian list of 
l.in.;s.' And wc cannot refrain from adding the following 
n-p-i.irl: 'p. 102) on the historical reality of the mythical kings of 
.Atgive legend: " Even if we had not the evidence of Homer 
for the existence of Proclus and Perseus, we might nevertheless 
pUce considerable confidence in the n4°itivc traditions.'* After 
such examples as tbase lave been given of Professor Ridgc- 
way's attitnde tewardi Greek legend, it will h.irdly be ncccssar>' 
to deal more mlnutefo with those ports of his book which are 
baaed on "tradition.'' As to the ardiaeoltmcal side of the 
argument, we must distinguish between the Uxcts alleged and 
the conclusions drawn therefrom. I'rofcssor Kidgeway has no 
dlAcnhy in sbowing what others had shown bdciR^ the dificr- 



which exist between the civilization pictured in the 
Homeric ejHCS and that of Mycenae. But his tendency is to 
cxttggcratc these, with the object of showing that the bade- 
ground of the Homeric poems is that of tho Iron Age. We 
cannot here follow him in detail, but we may say that the nwre 
reasonable view still seems to us to be that the inconsistencies 
of the pornit prove that the ngr which they describe is not that 
i>f ll)e niR-l, who li.T^. I.iiled to i:liLniii,.tc .x certain animint nf 
anachronism. It was iini the Achafsii';, l)Ut tlic epic writers 
who witnessed the iiitroduution of Inm. On the Iran Age and 
its products Professor Kiiii;< way lias much to say that !•? in- 
teresting, and his chaplcis an; ]irufti<-ly illustrated, thmigh 
from a lack of method which docs nut bccuuic a professed 
arcliaeologist, tlie illustrations often lack precise description 
and notes of oiigin. We should have expected some ttse to be 
made of wedcs such as Sophns MttUeifa MmtUdU JUUrdutmp- 
kundenA Hoenies' UfXetSUehttArNMindeM KHtistinEwmfta, 
Hut where ProfesBor Kidgeway is not setting fonh his own 
theories, he generally prefers to follow such unsafe guides as 
Dr. Montelius. However, such chapien as that on "TIte 
ISrooch" are well worth reading, and, as they do not contribute 
directly towards the establishment of the main, and, as we 
believe, erroneous thesis of the book, they provoke but little 
desire of contradiction. Much more mntht be saifl ; Srat it is 
only lair to point out that 'w an- ik'almi; uilh '.ni.

" The /\ge of Anne and the commanding figure of Bolingbroke 
will always fasctaa^." Without derogating from aw pcedeoesaon, 
10 some of whom 1 amindebled, I may say that die fintt has not 

been exhausted, nor the second as yet understood." Mr. .SicheTs 
purpose is calmly re\-enled in this the first sentence of his book. 
Far be it from us to object to either his object, his mcthods»or 
his results. No competently instructed person would deny that 
Itolingbroke has had hard measure from Whigs and others since 
1713, or that there was ample room for a new biography of one 
who must always be a memorable politiral fii^tiiT. Evt n- fprirh 
Vias and "ill txL-rri-ic i;iu n^ht to rivifw and m/( in a iH u h;;lu 
the statesmen of the past ; u'. cry generation is n^'htly couviiiccd 
that its interpretation i f 1 iiarac:i rs ar.. l events is the only correct 
one. If Mr. Sichel is no less r,i:ili<|eiil lliiMi Maraulay, or 
Iturke, or Che;-lertielil, or NValjKile. or Ii(ilin;.;l)roke liiiiiself, we 
can .^lw.■^ys romturtably Lay the blame on the broad and enduring 
shoulders of the Zcil ffeist. And in 1950 there \' ill sttll be 
room and necessity for confidence and a new nungnum opus. 
Mr. Sichel has provided hiaiadf with taany admlnbie qualinca- 
lions for being liolingbrohe's histinrian. He is as passionately 



interested in the spacious limes of Anne as the nrch-Hend « 
historic Whigs, Macaulay, himself ; he can write with vigour, 
piclurcsquencss, and plenitude of phrase ; he has no holy horror 
of the tyranny of the cphhct ; he has the true biographer's 
admiration for his subject, and a confidence in his own insight 
into the m<itivcs of the dead ; and the strength, truth, and cfliaicy 
of his own prSnripU's rat t!nlike "all our influential historians" 
who "have lieen \*. hii,s Nat \vii important, lic has spared no 
pains to t:\haiist the lilerature iind bi«lfiric:d m.-iterinl, printed 
or otherwise, bearing; on llolinidjroke and his ".inics. In piirlicukir, 
he has made .uhnnalilr use . li the sour: rs si attetc d tiirinif;h the 
fifteen pretty voluttKS i-f the 1 1 i>ti;rii-,il MSS. ( oaiiiLissiaii. 
Above all, he has blrivcn to intt:[pict UuUui^Urukc lluough 
Bolingbroke himself. This first volume carries us down to the 
accession of George 1— a seoood volume is to give us the Uoling- 
bioke of Tit Letter fa Sir mtOiun IVynMam, of Zke Idea of 
rt PaIrM Kinf. Mr. aehefs biography so far is really a 
history of England from 1700 to 1713 focussed round Itolingbroke 
himself. Space unfortunately ptevents us from following him 
over this well-worn and debatcabh; gronad. Dot those who have 
been fed on Stanhope, Macwhqr, Mdgr» and Wywi will do well 
to read Mr. SidieL They may not agiee^ hut a perusal will 
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ccfUinly make them ponder. Mr. Sichel a both leaned and 
refreshingly clear and trenchant, tad he leaves the render in no 
doubt as to what is the true view on all these terrible cruccs, 
from the foreign policy of William III, the I'artition Treaties, 

the continr; of the Ii;in<i itnwn to ihr Treaty of Utrecht, th<- 
Commercial Tre.i'y with I'r.inrc, and the dramatic politic.il 
tii'itt'unifn/ in which Annc'ii reign closed. It is particularly 
interesting to note tliat Mr. Sichel docs imi iielievc Uotingbrok-e 
incditased treachery tm the Act of Sctllcmi nt, and that he is still 
i!ion: I DHvinccd thruuj.'hiiiit of llnlm^Viroke's perfect sincerity. 
Wli.u lit said OS wiuie lie meant, and believed. For " proof" of 
this we Can only refer the reader to Mr. Sichcl's ardent paecs. But 
it is singular that his iimnediate predecessor, Mr. Leslie Stephen, 
equally wmd ia llw myimioui ait of biographical portiaituie, 
mum, m TUt DM/maiy iff iVStMwMf Biography, have arrived 
at a verdict renwkably coritiadictwy* 

Mr. Sicfael is about to give us another vohime. We would 
humbly suggest to him two or three points in which be H^jlit 
make his researches more agreeable even to unrcpcnt.int WUg^ 
(1) His style is a trifle too full-blooded. He has also too great 
a fondness for epigrams. Tlicse do not always "come off." 
If he coulil use .1 bli;c penril a more frrrly and limit 

himsrlf to oni: cpi;;r.ini every two p.i^cs vie should lie grnteful. 
\z) ^Ve h.ne no objection to " the vindicatinn of Tory prinrijjlcs," 
l/ut iiLcd this mean of necessity the viUlication of the Whig 
'■shil)l)itlclhs "? Does the proof of ilie cMstciice of .i Tory party 
witli an imelligih'.c riocd imply that all »lio were foolish or blind 
enough not to see the wisdom and >;reatncss of their opponents 
were "factious," "satellites," " opi'onunists," and the hundred 
Other vigorous labels with which tliu Whig invariably ;&dru^'|^L'd 
acrats Mr. Sichcl's pafes to aaimnary execution ? Is it wise, 
Is it critical, is It sdentilic ibr the historian, the biographer 
aiming at truth, thus openly to flaunt his party flag ? A party 
pamphlet in 600 pages may or may not be good reading ; but 
neither it nor the advocate's brief ever will be his(»i7 or 
bicigimpliy. (3) We could wish Mr. Siehd was a trifle more 
tolerant to his predecessors. They were neither so ignorant 
oor so blind, nor so wilfully illc^cal, as he occasionally would lead 
us to suppose. Mr. Sirhet has done some admirable work ; 
he has certainly thrown fresh li^lit on many phases of Ooling- 
broke's meteoric r.-ireer ; but his " discoveries" do not always 
ap|K;ar bo original to student* of Mr. Wyon's anri other standard 
Morki. I-'or example, we read: "We ntay t.ike tlui opportunity 
of explin'.ing the fallacy (j/Vl, often repeated, that ' Trinie 
Mitiiiter ' IS a modem phrase datin;^ at eaniest from the time of 
(icor^^c I!l " (p. if>K;. "Of;en lepe.ited," but by wboin? Who 
are these blind olTendexi, whu arc now dc!>cr\cdly blown into 
thin air} They are not to be found in the books regarded .ts 
standard antbonties. And why does Mr. Sichel use the term 
<'frifaKv''aaeaiiivalentto"enor''I If a Whig had done so he 
vraold have eauled it "vnlgar." bat we lefhun. (4) Is h quite 
critical to cite Uolin^broke iis proof of Bolingbroke, no matter 
the date of the writing or how remote from the event under 
discussion.' Kvil-niinded Whigs might say in historic words, 
"they liked not the security," we only ask, is it critical and 
scientific ? And rctlly wc must protest against the clinching of 
an aiguir.eiu " by citing one of our most eminent contemporary 
polilieal tlnnker?" Mr. Lilly! Mr. Lilly, dubbtfl " einmcnt " 
for the nonce, ca'icd .is a \'.itr,e.,s tO the unitiipeachabie political 
ortlKuioxy o( l',olinL;broke ' ^'et Mr. Sichel is not without a 
aen<.e of humour or ca[)acity for judgement in political philosophy. 

Wc shiill look forward ;o \ofume ii. Mr. Sichel must not 
forget to give it as .idnurab'.e an index as volume 1. I'erhap-, 
too he will give us some more portraits, for which even Whij^i 
can be gntefuL Nor do they in the least object to having their 
shields challenged with the naked spearhead if the challenger 
does not fixvi the]r too ai« knights.

That wholly excellent and delightliil work, Honet at 
CambriJ^ey is now, with certain alterations, in a new edition: 
it contains many of .Mr. Seaman's very best verses, and is, 
in our opinion, superior as a collection to his belter-known 
volumes : but being concerned altogether with Univen>ity life 
it probably appeals less to the general public. As for Dr. Wil- 
liams, it appears, as he himself tells us in a plcising poem, that 
he is known, even as far ofT as Reading, i>* "Tlic I'oct of the 
,I/i/i,>.'' ; and in fact much of his latest volume has aj))-M:arcd in 
the columns of the .l/iJf'r/W. This being so, extreme praise 
on our part wovdd aiyue a hpirit of mdecent self-seeking. Some 
of Dr. \\ illiams's descriptions of Oxfordshire and lierk^hirc 
5< eueiy, winc h he know s -is few Oxonians now know it, are very 
ureity . but we like hiin best as an imitator of Horace: and in 
his highest flights, if not quite so sicillad a veisiiier aa Ur, 

Lehmaon ; but let US not fimget that ht is the " Pact of the 

d/Af." It ia to be hoped that lie wH oontfarae to emcise thai 
sdMsitidim wluch is only just to his own lapaladon. 

H. p. C, the author of Varsity Verttt, US some facility in 
stiiiigiBg rhyntes. Most of them seem to be inspired by the 
aianner of Mr. W.S. Gilbert. But ibey aie very fuat echoes of 
that master, and are sadly laddng in matter. 



MISCELUVXi-OUS. 

Tht Nativts of South Africa. Edited by the South AfriCAW 
Native Races CoM-MmrEE. (London : J. Murray.) 
There can be no doubt about the great utdity of a book of 

this kindi and the ooelknt motives which have pcompted the 
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publication of it. The names of the Committee arc ample 
;;uarantc« of the faonnt purpoM of Ike book. UnfamHMtcly 
It appears at ■ linM wlini thvattauioQ of tin white itthaMunls 
(>r ilu- rountryis ntlnwlKl bjr very different objects. It seems 
likely that weshalt Inve lo wait lome time before South Afrim has 
got into a state |>cuc<.'ii]l enough to admit iifthc ordinar>' routine 
nf justice and benevolence. This is a bocik of statistics, and 
like all hooks of statistics it is difficult to review. The matter 
contained is very much comprcssi-d, and falls under a greiit 
r.uintji r t>f heads. 'I'hc Ixiok opens with a clear account of the 
n.iinr- r.iccs of South Africa, and ujHin this sulijcct much 
i:;?-.' ririi f- prevails in I'nt;l:tnd. The natives arc chiefly of the 
li.iiitu :.icc, and tht ^^|.:ic_^ of IJantu languages have this 
peculiarity, that in .ill ot iln in th?^ frendcrs .md rases of nouns 
and a<ljcci;vL'5 m.irkcii hy Ui< iv.^jt.Li lur.-,, nut in l..itin, for 
instance, of the liiul ^ylliiblc, but oi liic cutitimttciiig syllable 
of the word. The most de^^radcd people are the Vaalpcns, 
» blade pigmy race. They live in cavc& and holes, and pnictisc 
aaiiibBnfiii. Hemic* the Itantu tribes, litdian coolies and 
Malays have been tttported into the omntry to supply the 
deniands of labour. Onr icadcn will icmember that some time 
ago a cargo of Abyssinians was brought lo reinforce this element 
of the population. IVut beln; teniHed by what th^ heard of 
the labour awaiting them some «f thcse iinlbrtmale people threw 

themselves overtxwrd. 

The account given of the native customs will naturally 
irtcrost the folklorist. Some of thesr arc pronounced by the 
»i inr to be " III . ir ancient " (p 4:1 1. I'he parallels quoted will 
»ircn.L;t]ien. if it ui-cded it, tlit prsitmn nf the modern folklorist 
and cthn(:lL;>,'ist, nho tl.ink'j th.it even " blinHllhirsty savages " 
must be taken mte. rnnsi(!ci;aniri if «<■ u isli tij trace the histon,' 
of human bclieis. 

The triJjul miii oilier customs, however, ot the natives arc 
pradually Vne.akin^ un under the influence of other systems 
imroduced by the whites. The drink evil also has spread 
^nitif (p^ 49)> A laiBS part of the book is occuplii with 
the answers of experts when queitious woe put to then on the 
cmdition of the blacks : their settlement upon the land, which 
has alfiays a great attraction for them, the laws of apprentice- 
shl& and how far education has been introduced among them 
with any success. 

Some of our rei»dcrs will remember Kli.=ii;.i, .i mitivc chief, 
coming to this country. His rule exfe-ids i ver a part of 
Berhtinnnland, .md Iic-rc the sale of inldxicitinL; li (iinrs iu 
prohiliircd to n.itr.es riml Europeans, except .it a sii-.jjle retresh- 
nient-ri.iie.i on one .-iniion of thfl nr.v railway to liulawayo, 
where th.it raihv.;y paries tl'.roi.l^;li Kli.ima's country. E\-en at 
that .'it.Tiion, we .-ire ti)hi, Kh;.in.i Ptrictly prohibits the sale and 
supply oi .iny ;nt<i\;i .Hinj; h;|unr to n.'itr.eM i 2:41. anil in eo:,- 
se<]ucnce lt>;> cuuiitry i& inuic t[C€ tiuui iliioidt'i iJiaii any uiher 
native territory in South Africa. The book concludes with a re- 
monstrance addressed to those whites who refuse to give the 
nadve* any share in the govenunent (p. 349), and who think 
Ihal tiie black nan nsust ha made to tabnir while the white mao 
need not. There ia evidea^ a very Im^ge dass of people whs 
think this, and we are afnid they will not readily be silenced. 
One of the ereat consetpiences of the present war will be the 
development to a greater eitCDl thhn ever of race-hatred. We 
can otily devoutly hope that the country will come safely out 
of the crisis. The appendix containing the answers of the 
correspondent 1 who were applied fn rontntns nmrh valttrjhlc 
matter. It i.iceupies no.uly a lir.ndretl [.'a;;e^i, ami ^innilJ be 
Cirefully ftmlied by all those "ho uibli tit under.^tand the 
subject and tr> build upon soitieilun^ wh\il\ will emhiie uhen 
this great stuntt of contlicting interests siiall ii.ive [lassei! over.

fort,''and worked these up on his return to Kngland into more 
or less OOmplctc sketches, together with various suggestions on 
amiy reorganisation and so forth. What gives the book dis- 
tinction, however, is just what makes it non-epistolary the 
keen and humorous character of the author's faculty of observing 
iuid describing many ftimis of lifo, his reflective and scholarly 
i style, .tnd his dcLichmert? from the commoner details of personal 
experience in carnpaigniiu;. 

The chapters fall n.iturally into two dnisinn'i; the most 
successful, m the literary sense, arc those ^^h)cll r.e!.eii^»e, for 
instance, the veldt and its fauna in " Children of tlie Veldt." 
or "A liu; k- 1 ;unt," or "Farming"; then there arc .'■ketrlx 
• of the liocr men and women in "Arcades AmU» ' and " J'iie 
lloer's Life," or similar treatment of " The Eternal Kaffir." 
With these wc should include the dissertation on " Uiunb 
' Colleagues " and the luuneroas pages that shew the author to 
be a sportsman of the beat sort. In many of these Iheve is 
a moral as well, as where the importance of iirinlian is 
emphasized as a necessary preliminary to any substantial 
development of the country (pp. 21, 140), or where the South 
African ponies are eulogized. " The country-bred horse of 
South vVfrica is,'* in the iivriter's opinion. " the best animal of 
i his inches in the world. He is marvellously handy, easy in his 
paces, rltver as a cat over holes .ind bad ground, generally 
fast, and up lo .i surprising amount of weight. He is, besides, 
of excelicut temper, withosst vice or tricks, trained t" s'ani! for 
hours in the same |)l.iee by liii-.i^elf, am: Momierfully Koid- 
lookini?, . . . The obvious duty e.l the Imperial Government 
i^ ID i.irm m .South ,\tiir.i .i i^i^rmra lernoerjt depflt, wheiiCO tO 
.9Uj>ply llic miliuiy steeds <yi the whole Empire " (p. 54). 

The other half of the book is on military subjects ; it contains 
some amusing raillery of comrades in *' The Family I'ariy," 
a glowring appiedation of Major RimiBgton and his renark^le 
Corps (" Ours and Olliers"), aneedotea of fighting and scanting, 
details and critidsms of Paaiditei|h Senna's Post, and Poplar 
Grove. Then there is the longini disserutkm on army re- 
organization, and scattered si^geestions on sitnilar topics. Wc 
need not agree with .ill the anthor's ideas, e.g. bis .advice "to 
give commis.^ii'jns only throngfa the ranks to men of proved 
capacity" (p. 64', and probably his imagination lias run away 
ivi'li liim in lii'i sthenic for turning the rcj^lars into voluntary 
soldiers .md the voluntrei s into ( rinsrrijrs I p. 84), though it is 
not without iii.iii.^^biluy ; but "e hope that the suggestions <)f 
such t>itn IS lie, Nvliu have independent minds and eyes, will be 
at least noted liy our reformers. In the ni;un he atxre*"* with 
1 )r. C'on.in 1 »o> l' , .ind is ipiite .i-, < dear that ti.e " a\ era^e lintish 
ollicer is iupiciiicly plucky and supremely itupid,'' cspccjaliy at 
Poplar Grove (p. 61), as well as .Sanna's Tost (p. 58) ; as to the 
War Office, he trusts to the wisdom of "the greatest living 
EnsKahmaB," Lord Sali^iy, aad believea himaelf that "the 
Commander-in-Chief and flie Secw iar y fbr War should be one 
and the same person " (p. 69). Elsewhwe he issiiUon atleniion 
to transport, both for regulars and for voltmleers, and advocates 
a plan, such as Lord Roberts seems to be about to apply, for 
courts- martial on the naval sytitem. For the settlement of 
South Africa he demands tir^t water and secondly education. 

We have said cnou,ili to ihow that the book is full «rf good 
sense, good tast^ and guod humour; but we do not pretend 
ti> have illustnted an tlie points of interest wliich make it really 
notable.

Tk«kl pari of liic pie^tnt comiiKntaty whicli wiJl, wc think, 
be rc-id with most pleasure is the chapter entitled " The 
Way of the Soul," setting out as it does with .idmirable clear- 
ness and coni|ii»heaihiii the process of mental change or 
development which In JUtmoriam, broadly eenddercd, n 
intended to poitny. Tiie notes are such as we should expect 
from a Tennysontan scholar who is also a practical teacher of 
English litcr.iture and knows the needs of students. It is not 
every one who cin annotate anil explain familiar beauties of 
poetry (explanation of course often taking the form of a prose 
paraphrase) without jarring on the nerves of readers of delicate 
poetic sensibilities, Wc do not think tlunt Professor Unidlcy 
cm li.ivc offended .my one, however scnsiiive. .Moreover, he 
has exercised .i liuidahlp restraint. His sul>ject-!>»alter hri^'les 
with difficuliK sivir) a:i I great: sometimes the nie.inin;.' of 
a familiar piir v-f is slurrni or obscured by its very familiarity, 
as happens f'.i ot'u-n in lh<- ("asi: i 'f \'ir.:il .iiid .-.lili more Hor.ice : 
there arc many passages or words whicii only i cnnyson couKI 
have explained (siMnetiincs wc ha\e his own interpretation).

Mr. Simpson, like the compilers and improvers of the Anglican

cdilVaiion. Arrordinjly. on the very iiiinoi saitiii, iUcU as 
I ,1 lull. V.ilt rit .TK-. or I tiurchus (who now fijjurcs as Kvurtius), 
or the scmi iuy iiical t.eorge, Margaret, or Giles, he just nien- 
lioni llw traditions, if any, and caneludcs with some pious 
euMCsaoo. He generally suppresses tMt only the apocryphal 
dundca, lueh as thuse which gather nrand the mnie of 
St. Prisca or St. Denys, but aho the reasom, lo Ar m they 
can be guessed, for the retention at nil of St. Bhiie or Si. Faith. 
Bat when he comes to a biblical event such as tiw Tcaaafifura- 
tiun, be gives a homiletical dissertation of fourteen pages. He 
is at his best when he is dealing with the lives of real people 
about whom something' t'.rfinitf is known, such iis Hilary, 
Cyprian, Irimm:, .ird .\u;;ustine of Hippo, where he can 
translate trxtraits ftoni ihf ^r works, or such as Augustine v.f 
Canterbury, Ch:ul. Di,;isiaii. and Hugh of Lincoln, where in- 
can draw upon Bode and the chroniclers. It would ha\<j In cri 
indrc riihrront. hnwever, to have definitely ■icloctcd ihw' kstivuli 
which reaUy cumiitemorate somebo<ly or sumcihing wonh tallcing 
about, and appended a suininary account of lime which are 
vi purely antiquarian interest, nut forgetting the deiatls which 
• pKMBcr can use fsr intciest thoogb not liar Inttniction. Hk 
Eiifliak atyle is veiy slipikod.

EDUCATIONAL. 

DttttasOuiut ! SptKh against Meidiiu. With Introduction and 
Notes by JoHM R. King, M.A., Fellow of Oriel College. 
(Oxford : Ckirendon Press.) 

This volume is, we believe, llic lirisl insLancc in whirh a part 
of any of the new texts has been issued with notes ; ami in this 
case It is remarkable that the part so issued is only a iirst 
ImtntaMUofPrafcaaorBMchei't tent of Demosthenes. Of the 
meiilt of the ciiticsl worit it vould be premature to speak at 
length ; but we may say that the text is oonservatiTtt Mid haaad 
on S ; in the matter of elisiions, for instance, it agrees wttb Weil 
rather than Dindorf or Blass. The critical apparatus shows that 
es'en a consers-ative text is very C4:lectic, but Professor Dutcher't 
own conjectural entrotitUions probably do not exceed half a dosen: 
in § 133 he follows Dindorf in bracketing ofryvpar, and is inclined 
tn <*f\t\i the next three words as well. The difltouh passage in 
S; I ^5 he obelises; hot It is seldom that the text is given up bi 
this way. 

Mr. King's note-s arc 'oiiud and luciii w!\crever vvc have 
tested them, and will be a great boon for tKhool use, since this 
speech has not been well represented among English com- 
mentaries on Demosthenes. The briefness of the introduction 
makes some of the statements. e.g. aboat the avriAom^, not 
quite accurate; and few scholars now place the birth of 
Dcmoithenes as early as 385. Pcrfaapn nuMtt dtfixrite InfbinB* 
tkm might have been given, e.g. on Arbitraton nnd 
ypaffnd in $ 84; but Mr. King steers clear of the common danger 
of overloadiiig his notes with references which are seldom 
looked up, nor does he often give needless lenderings simply' 
for the sake of saying somctbmg. He aims on the whole at 
bcin;-; expository rather than illustrative, and at incttlcnting 
a rlear style {i:f. note on § 5) as well as jjiamrnalieal .iccuCSCy; 
at'.d Ills book is likely to be useful for both purposes.

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KOTES AND NEWS. 

At the beginning of the Long Vacation the Vicar of St. 
Mary's appealed for help towards the carrying out of some 
much needed repairs at the University Churdi, ttld though 
fiinda aie atOl hddng to complete what is ntctuaay, it is 
vorth while to notice wlitt bu been done withio the chancel 
daring die flnimer bmw^. Tlie oak pudling and «tali% 
dating from the latter part oT ^ fifteendi oentuiy, have lieen 
ck'.iiied of the many coats of paint whicli clogged the airfare, 
aad ihe delicate carving of ibc frLmts h\s been once race 
revealed, while the removal of an ugly seat which was 
affixed to them along their whole length has disclosed their 
true proportions ami beaut)'. The panellini; wa?, found to be 
in nmtjy parts worni-eaten, and some new panels have re- 
placed those which were in an exceptionally decayed state. 
A licbtjr earned and pierced cresting has taken Ihe place 
of It poor deal cornice which dated from the seventeenth 
ttnttuy, Mtd the floors have been entirely renewed. The 
eheiMd Is now lighted by electricity, though the fittings are 
only temporary. The cedar altar railing, the gift of Dr. 
Bathurst during his Vice-Chancellorship (1673-5), has been 
repaired and set on the top of ihe step against which it lately 
rested, and tlic ^^te has been replaced. The work has been 
of a thoroughly conservative character, as befits so hi>,ujric 
a building, and the chancel is now exceedingly well adapted 
to the many special services tut which it is used, and is worth 
a visit from those who are passing the church. We hope 
that the sum tMtmxy to cooipleie the restoration may be 
fijtthctuning at no dutant period. The gratitude of the 
Uiuventtf is doe to the Vicar of St Vxn^t fat what Ms 
energy and entfansiasm have already efTected, and this grati- 
tude could not be shown b a nwre praaical way than that 
of mbscriKng lowaids the work vfakdi he has b^un. 

Fortunately, ihc service of motor-cars whicli ran last Term 
has been discontiniicii : but even so, we want a new Juvenal 
to do justice to the dangers of ( >xford streets. It was the 
privilege of some of the slail o( ilm paper the other day to 
witness an illustration of the perils which attend the |> ith of 
the cyclist and the pedestrian. An undcrcr.iduatc, apparently 
guiltliess, was riding a bicycle very slowly dov^n the centre of 
the High, Upon him from behind there descended a large 
and banf manor, gdbog at about 13 or 14 niks an Imur, 
wherebr the unhappy man was swqpt firoOl his machine 
(itself left a prey for dogs and birds in the roadway) and 
dragged for some yards by the wheels of the Joggemautic 
vehicle, which presently slewed round at right angles in the 
attempt to slop, upset on the pavement, and distributed its 
occupants and its victim paisim on the stones. Curiously, 
no one seems to have bteti much hurt ; but tiy all the laws 
of probabihiy there should liave been bloodshed, if not 
Mmi^ter. Had the tno:or:sts been severely damaged, no 
one conld have oomplaixied: but it was Sunda)', and Justice 
wat takhig a rest. We hope the ruffian or idiot who drove 
the car baa suflimd aonebow* An andeigtaduate on a 
biqrde is after all a fellow creatine: and no one. however 
hanble, ought to be ran down fton bddnd 

The burning question of ;he hour in City circles is still 
that of electric trams. No definitr decision has been made 
by the City authorities, but we are glad to find that the 
opinions which we expressed last weelt are supported by our 
contemporary, the Oxford ChrmMl, and by a considerable 
weight of public opmioo. It secnas clear that, whatever 
hajqpens, overhead wires wfll not be tolerated in die High 
Street We suppose that before long the denizens of other 
thoronghiares, with smaller but still appreciable daims to 



consideration, will make their voices heard in thr ciintroversy. 
Broad S;rec:, fortunately, has no iram-lines, and is not likely 
to be invaded. Christ Church and Pembroke will iijiturally 
demand that the appearance of St Aldate's should be respected. 
The width of St. Giles' is such that poles and wires might 
fail to spoil its ap|)earanee completely; but even from St. 
Giles' we imagine that protests against the overhead oonoeiion 
will be Umd. 

A oorreapondent writes :-— 

"We hear that a new tirrcr is to be abided to life by 
electric tram-cars, possi!)ly, and only too pro'i,i;>1y — thanks to 
the aesljictir. inst;nc;s of our City Council — with overhead 
wires, which are not only unspeakably hideous hut alfH) 
dangerous. If we are to have electricity — for which tlicre 
is cerUinlv something to be said, as the present system of 
oveserowding the cars, tolerated and even encouraged by the 
roaoageoient, is simply bruiai to the unforttmate horses — it 
is to be bopad dnt there may be stringent Kmitatioas as to 
pace. Farta of the High Street and St. Aldate's aia qoile 
unsaited to tramway traffic, even under the present eonditioits, 
when cars are repeatedly beaten in the race to the Station by 
a well-girt pedestrian; but if the dangerous defiles about 
Carfax or tlie Christ Church stables are to be traversed by 
vehicles that move with swifiuess and comparative silence, 
the march of Science is likely to be attended by an alarming 
increase of mortality. Cyclists and pedestrians will have to 
be excluded from certain streets by law. As to the over- 
head wires, not only Oxford, but England in general— and 
even Americ a sfao i ild make a pubfic protest"

certainly Tractatians. Such arc the conjunctions of Oxford life. 

< We le«m fiim the Camirii^ Rmitw that dw fiiDd for 
a OMiBoria] to the kle Ftofesaor Hennr Sklgwidt Im now 
reached the amount of £i,4go. The Executive Committee 

responsible for the appl'calion of the fund has decided to u.se 
ti in establishing a L niversity Lectureship in Moral Science. 
No more appropriate memorial could be devised. Few 
teaclicrs ot Moral Science in the last half-c entury have done 
so much as the late Prcfeisoi to stimulate an iiiieresi in this 
subject. AVe hope that the fund may yet receive aoaaclurilwr 
augmentation ; for the sum already raised, although it is 
considerable, is for from sufib^ient to maintain a I^turer, 
however Mofcal his philosophy of lib may be. 

The Mayor's dinner on Tuesday, October 29, was a great 
and indee<i grand success. Wc must congratulate Mr. 
Chridge Druce most heartily on (he way in which he has 
gone through and now completed his year of office. AH the 
pretty things Lord Jersey said SO weu of him, and we have 
never heard the High Steward of the City of Oxford in 
bener form, were only as true and well deserved as they were 
pretty and agreeable. The Mayor's scientific and lilerarj' 
attainments would at all timM have commended him to the 
Utiiu'iHiiy : but he lias shown that Botany ami Ctiemi.stry 
aiL* nut incompatible with practical and successful handJmg 
of affairs, while his unfailing courtesy and good temper, and 
his readiness to take the many duties of a year fuU of event 
and incident as all fai the day's work, above (d) bis tSgniKed 
modesty, have ooanaeaded him to all. 

Lord JersQr was not the only oratar who spoke ex- 
ceOoitlf weU. Bis own health was proposed in as neat and 
genial an afler^imer speech as could possibly Ix: made by 
the Warden of Merton. The Town Clerk, like it:c Public 
Orator of ibc Uiiivtisity, is a!\vay.s good. IndcevI, we do not 
know which is better, e.\cept that perhaps die "Town Clerk 
excels more in the grave than in th<? gny style. His tributes 
alike to the late and the present Bishop of Oxford were bits 
of real and touching oratory, though bis chafi of the Master 
of Pembroke as a candidate ibr civic odice was, it most be 
admitted, faaidly less happy. 



The praeiKe i|pd apeecbea of the Dnke of Marlborough 
end the Ibyora m Nordiamptan and Reading gave ado- 
tional interest, the Mayor of Northampton in particular 
having been a companion, as a young man, of Mayor Druce. 

We are very glad that thi* tlniversity is going to make 
Mr. Leslie Stephen a Doctor of Letters. He is perhaps the 
most eminent of living Englisii critics, and he has done much 
lo make English letters and English history better understood. 
His Htslory of English Thought in the Eigkieenih Century, 
and his Utilitarianism, are a substantial contribution to the 
UcUxy of EngUah phtknophy, while the Sdaa JStMcs 
Is a faimioons expositbn of one of its recent adiOMs, But 
to most of us Mr. Stephen is best known as a writer 00 
literature and as the first editor of the great Dictionary «f 
Natiinia! Bn'gni/i/n', which has just reached its completion. 
Failure of healdi prevented Mr. .Stephen from editing more 
•.han about a third of the Dictionary: but he inaugurated 
the work, collected the staff, among them his able successor, 
Mr. .^^idney Lee, and even after he gave up the post of actt\'e 
editor he has continued to contribute many of the chief 
literary articles : Scott, Johnson, Cowper, Gibbon, Hume, 
George Eliot, CharkMte Brontji, Miss Austen, these are some 
of die many lives he wrote ibr It; wfaOe bii biograplw of 
J/enryFawr.-ftrirvi his volume on Joham show his biographical 
skill on a lander scale. In bis Hours in a Library and 
many scattered articles in maga^rincii and reviews he has done 
excellent service as a critic, manly, viporoiw, fair-minded, and 
free from all affectation or preciosity. As editor of the 
CornhiU he discovered the merits of many unknown men,' 
not least those of Robert Louis Stevenson, some of whose 
best early work appeared in it«i pages. The University does 
well to honour a distinguished man of letters, who by 
his schofaudy and sympathetic critidam has done much to 
make Eaglishmen can ibr what is heat in En^isb thoofl^ 
andkneis, 

Mr. Morley, in his speech at Dundee the other day, 
came near lo expressing approval of the extension of Free 
Education to the Universities. " He was not affected by 
the fear thn: the payment of fees v.ouid ictid to demor.iliza- 
tion," if only ihe standard of acquirements at entrance be 
strictly mamtaincd. " Kut the latter end of his Common- 
wealth forgot the beginning," to some slight extent, for he 
went on lo point out that (under the conditions of the 
Carnegie trust, to wMch he mccially referred), by refraining 
from applying for payment of iiws, studeots of the Scottish 
Dnivenides would leave '*die sum available for eqaitMneut 
at a larger figure than it would otherwise be." Maintaining 
the standard of entrance, it seems to us, has no connexion 
with the temptation to rob the University by needless appli- 
cations for payment, which is surely demoralization. The 
.'Statistics, so far as they hive been published, go to show 
that the youth of Scotland have, so far, resisted tbe tempta- 
tion, and that Mr. Carnegie's generosity has been asked only 
where it was reauired. Mr. Morley drew an interesting 
panlld to Oxford Schotarships : but was not his reterence 
to Ua Fowider somewhat cavalier— " some old Bishop of 
the fooneentb or fifteenth century.'' Hov will Mr. (^roepe 
be descffoed by fulnre Mr. ^Saiaejn} 

The problem of free Universities is not hkely to arise in 
Oxford. A welcome tendency would be in the other direction, 
for the dispro|)oitionate amount spent by undergraduates on 
menial and physical nourishment can only be compared to 
the half-pennyworth of bread and the intolerable deal of sack. 
The diversion of a small portion of the money so lavishly 
wasted in Oxford to the coffers of the University would 
bless both him that gives and him that talus. We are ghid 
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to hear that the I iistory Kxaminers (whose work has been 
nearly doubled in recent years) have taken a step towanis 
this desirable «nd by demanding more emolument for their 
labour. A strike was, we believe, imminent, when the 
terrified Chest surrendered at discretion, and so saved the 
Rcpoblic. The natural consequence is a proposal to raise 
eiMBiMthm ftei, and die whole qoeadoo will be raised in 
tbe near future. 

From a correspondent : — 

" Frcr:!ani of spt cch is an Kn^'lishnian's liirthright ; frei-- 
dom of spcecb rt-aily means ilie right to discusb any topic 
that you please — so the learned tell us. And yet I cannot 
bat regret ibat the Union thought it desirable to discuss the 
" Bnller ease " lut Thursday. Sut if the newq«pers and the 
nwi in tbe Mfcet iSsciua it— 10 urfsd a critic to mbata 
I made fUt ftmatk— wlqr not tfie Union Society? But that 
assumes that the newspapen vcrc well advised to write about 
it, which I deny; and secondly, that what is fit for news- 
papers is fit For the Union, which, as a member of the Union, 
I stoutly repudiate. For these reasons, I submit, it would 
have been better to have ruled the subject out : (i) Whatever 
our private view may be, tbe sooner discussion of it ended 
the better. Tbe Union can be better and more usefully em- 
ployed than in rewashing departmental dirty linen, and so 
bringing itself down to tite level of the halfpenny journals 
and tbe provincial debaiinc loaetjr. The example set is 
democaBiing'. Tbe Okfixa Unioit Society leads, or shoidd 
lead, the way ; it is not jct lednoed to following the steps of 
any other debating society in tbe kingdom. {2) The Buller 
case docs not involve <onsicJcraiions of pitblic polity. If it 
did, I should be the last to deny the riclit and eminent fitness 
of the Union to dtvcus.s it till the crack of doom, {y\ Profit- 
able diM"ussi(in of atopic iinpUes real knowledge of a// the 
facts. 1, fur rxampic, nave not that knowledge, nor has any 
other member of the Union. So far n;: T know, no one, save 
half a docen persona, ia England has that knowledge, and this 
haltdoien, far leaaona good or bad, has cboisen to withhold 
tbcm. To praise or condeBSn a Secretary of Bute and a 
Geneial ifriien yoa are {gncmiit of what has occurred is 
unfair to both, and leaves tbe critic in a ridiculous position, 
lie is driven to rely on innuendo, humour, club stories, 
and the paragraphs of I'lect Street, even more ignorant tlan 
those who make use of them. Whether ;!iis is edifying, 
useful, and in good taste, is a nuuter on which some of us 
hold strong opinions, and tUs is the IMMR ftrny tnouliling 

you with a piotest." 

We have all of us been rather cold these last few days, but

regions, approaching the entrance of that pojiular icsort, curio- 
sity in:pelled ui to tollow them upstairs. Across the door we 
found fjosted a si;]) of paper informing us that as it had been 
found necessaiy Ut replace the boiler in the heating apparatus 
the Library could not be warmed until tlie end of the month of 
October— it was already November, but this is a trifle. We 
entered: the air was deadly chill. We aat down: et« loQg 
iddes gathered around us, the blood froce in our vcfaia, OUr 
ooc^ewed brain refused to work, and we staggered out just 
bk tine 10 escape petri&ctim. We do not propose to advo- 
cate videflt measures; we are grateful for a new excuse to 
serve up an oild set of lectures again next Term ; but surely j 
this sort of thing has occurred before, and might have been 
prevented by the simple precaution of overhauling the boiler I 



at a time when tlic temperature wa.s such a« to render its 
absence les.'i marked. ^Ve suppose that the Librarian and 
his staff arc indifferent to coittforl. If they are not, then we 
should imagine that the individual responsible for the boiler 
must be by this time extremely unpopular with his colleagues. 

We bad occasion a few months ago to draw the atientiQa 
of our readers to die fact that the O.U.G.C. hod foond it 

necessary to set a limit to its rapidly increasing membership. 
Tbe following remarks, addressed to us by "an unofficial 
metntxT," show that cvidenlly the limitation of the chlb's 
numbers was anything but jircuiaiure : — 

" The foundations of morality are indeed undermined when 
those who hope to finish their afternoon's round at Hinksey 
before nightfall find that to cut sboit, or even to cut endrely, 
tbe la o'clock lectnne ia no longer enough. Time was 
when to be np before die brake meant an unoccupied tec, 
and an immediate beginning, now its lagfard wheels dis- 
charge a crAw of unfortunates, who may be home by 6 o'clock, 
but who will have lo hurry to do it. If one has so far 
triumphed over the dictates of conscience as to be toiling up 
the hill by I.I 5, one meets a returning crowd, not merely of 
Research Students, Professors, and Heads of ilouses, to 
whom the morning hours were once supposed to be sacred, 
but of undergraduates also. I have known of Cases in whicli 
over an hour has elapsed between palling a ball down and 
driving that ball off. The preasare is to some Client 
reUered by people bemg aDowed to start at ibe tenth hole^ 
but that is not enough. I have sought refuge, in despair, 
among the odours of Cowley, but even Uiere things are 
alnoet a» bad." * 

Having stilted the grievance, our correspondent niakes a 
daring suggestion. "' There is no question but liiat between 
the hours of i and 5 p.m., Hinksey are the most crowded links 
in England. Nor do I see how any remedy is to be found. 
Some of the causes of the congesdon are more or less tem< 
porary ; die fine weather we have been eiyotying has already 
departed, but tbe aafidbntconditwa in wbidiwa Ihda now 
are, the fcsett competition for places in the team, the com- 
paratively Ingh standard of play, arc in themselves matters 
for congratulation, and long may ihey connnuc. To cut 
down the membership to 350 or 300 wouid be an hemic 
measure, and would necessiute an increa.se in the subscrip- 
tion. The true reason for the crush is that with our present 
system of lectures the game fias lo be compressed into the 
waiting hours of an autumn day. The majority of people 
have not broken loose from the trammels of a full morning's 
work. Still, if a man has the resolntion to sit solidly down 
about 4 p.m. and work steadily till thll, I see no reason wby 
he should not knock off at ti.30 sum. or i a, and get in bto 
game of golf at die time of day when the game is t>est 
worth playing. Why docs not some enterprising goltlng 
tutor announce that he will lecture at 5 p.m. ? Uut it is 
the knocking off at ri.30 a.m., and the failure it; sit down to 
real hard work at 4 or 5 pum. which makes morning or midday 
golf a anare and a dehnkm." 

Two victories in matches such as the O.U.R.U.F.C. baa 
played this week are worth a good deal more than any 
number of 50 to nil successes over second and third-rate 
teams. Both Moaeley and Ricfamond came up here hitherto 
unbeaten, and bodi met with a fint dejeat Richmond, it is 
true, were handicapped by the loss of a centre thrce-ipiarter 
I early in the game, which partly diminishes the value of 
the match as a test of relative form ; and it may also bo urged 
j that if we \'ery nearly scored once or twice more against 
Moscic) they were decidedly unlucky in not scoring at the 
I Start, when they were pressing us so hard.

Wluchever is right it is a good thing 
that the book ts out, more especially as it has been so 
revised and altered as to be almost a new worL We hope 
to notice it fully in review later, but meantime its importance 
requires some mefmeMiim at once. 

The President of the Board of Education has appointed 
Professor Hi^ L. Callendar, FJELS., to die Professorship of 
Physics in the Royal College of Science, which had become

ARMY CYCLISTS. 

If any reader does not know the histocy of the eaily days 
of military cycling it Is not worth while repeatbg th« story 
here, for it is the same old story of the ridicule and 
difficakies which inevitably beset any innovation. The ulti- 
mate achievement of the object in England was due to 
a few enthusiasts who practically iliustraicd the value of the 
cycle, and caused its introduction into tbear:iiv imt only of 
Kngiand, but of almost every civilized slate. Employed with 
great success in the present war — and frequently in manoeuvres 
for the last twelve years — the imtDSpectiog cyclist was, till 
early in October, resting on bis hnwds l^r a struggle for 
existence wfaidi had tasted for many yesfftj at last, it seemed, 
die orgsniantkm and eonipaient hsd been seltMt and the 
qneUat, one Ifaoqgfat^ had come to stay as a permanent factor 
in onr land fi9N8S» a vahiaUe agoit for defence or for 
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olfenoe. Bat one daj the Comnumier <rf the Fiist Amy 

Corps took u]>on himself the tlnty of writing a report on 
the volunteers, wherein he could scarcely constrain himself 
on the subject r>f ihc cydr. Ic was, In- thought, the worst 
and most cuml)r<ius tnean^ of imnHport for soldiers ever 
seen, and lie could not help thinking' that all the adv..ii'.icrc-s 
that could be obtained from a cycle corps could be belter 
attained by the same corps if provided with a bettor 
means of transport. The flippant would perhaps treat this 
u a Bomewhat obvious truism, and note, moreover, tbat the 
''Jwtier means of uansiwri " is a somewhat ambiguotts term. 
At any rate, Ae merits of the eytUt w a mOituy machine 
we once mora queMioDed, and by an expert, so that it is of 
intervfil — tince the movement has always had warm ramiwten 
A\ Oxford— to !.irt the m.itirr and ice what has wen, and 

tan be, done by army eye lists. 

The only object, of course, in the adoption of the cycle 
was to obtain greater mobilay for infantry, an idea which 
has alwap been the cause of countless e:^[)<-ri!ncnts in every 
army of the world. The Persians, the Greeks, and the 
RwttOS all had some kind or other of mounted infantry, 
the meana of ttampon being the bone, the mole, the elephant, 
or die camcL Bnt all have had the same end io vimt, 
namely, to give a certain proportion of the infantiy a glMler 
molality, that they may seize advanced points and wait fat 
sujipon.s, iOMT ;i withdrawal, or ir.inslVr men to a flank. As 
firearms were- iniroducc<l the nccd lor such j force became 
all the more jiri ssinu, and the development of the modem 
mei>ik infantry can be clearly ifaccd. Only a few years ago, in 
the Austrian manoeuvres (1894), an old method w^s revived, 
.tnd infantry were sent up to the front in carts to support 
their cavalr}'. This was a device used in other times by 
Marshal Saxe, Brunswick, Schwanenberg, and Napoleon, 
and, IB more nMdeni times, hf the Pranians in 1864, by 
the Anatriaas hi 1866, and b/ Skobdeff in 1875. Bat the 
real finenumer of the modem mobile infiuttiyman was die 
dragoon. 

In 1690 Louvois sail! of the French dragoons: "This 
corps should be considered .siiiinly as infantry put on horses 
that they may tlie more readily reach that place where 
infantry is required, that ihey may seiie a position and give 
lime to ihc mfaiury proper to arrive.'' In idea this is re- 
markably like the rnodem opinion about cycHstsandiMMiDted 
infantry. (The dragoon of to-day is of course a cavalryman, 
and the word has lost iu ori^nal meaning.) 

WlMtt onoe (Ml ihe Jield of batde cjpdiM aw siinply in&ntry, 
a fact which should be remembered: bet berides this they 
are doubly useful, hince they can in some ways b<- employed 
as cavalry — namely, in dispatch riding and patrolling. It 
was in these tvvo cavalry accomplishments that the cyclists 
in South .\frica especially distinguished themselves, and did 
so too in a country where the roads — if any — were not in the 
best of condition. . This question of keeping to the road, and 
the varying conditions of roads, is practicaUy the only argu- 
ment against the use of the cycle. At the Easter Manoeuvres 
lilli jmu^in the neighbourhood of London — which were 
canied on in vetv bad weather under General Trotter's 
dbectioo, the volunteer cyclists completdy proved the 
possibility of \vorl;ing well under the worst possible circum- 
stances. .V more fonnidablc arj^ument, however, is that 
cyclists cannot go across close country, -uch as that in 
England, intersected by ditches and liL-dgrs. Well, at any 
rale, it is done, as the (!)xford \'olunlecrs can tesdfy : but 
even if the ordmary ngid-frame machine is considered un- 
suitable for such work owing to its cumbrous shape, there 
is another way out of the difficulty. In the French cyclist 
corps a folding machine is used, invented by Captain Gc'rard 
in 1895: this cyde, which is built very low, can be stiaroed 
CD a nan's bed^ ami wei^ only twenQr^^yne pounds. The 



French, diereloK^ 00 airiviqg at the scene of operations^ 
strap their madifaies on tiieir faadn ami vNMk like ordinary 
infantry. In Uiis way Ihey are considered very superior 

to mounted infantry, for with the htler the means of transport 
must l>c left out of fire, and a quaiter uf the force must 
he leit ■•cell, .IS horse-holders. Il, moreover, as -would 
be the case with English cyclists wiitu ia aciion, the cycles 
arc left in the rear, a very small cycle guard is sufficient for 
their defence. And as to crossing difficult country before 
coimuig into action, a circuit can usually be made and the 
men oome into astioii less Cstigoed than the ibot soldier who 
has had a cross-coaaliy vuich. 

Sir Evelyn Wood (who is a gieat antlioti^ OA cawby 
and mounted infantr}-, and who maintains that there Is, in 
modern war, a role for each of these arms of (he service) 
has a K'real opinion of the possibiUti« of cycUsts ; so much 
so indeed th.at in 1894 he strongly advocated the raising 
of 20,000 volunteer cyclists. This opinion was very recently 
endorsed by a lecturer at the United .Service Institution, 
Colonel Sir J. Macdonald, in the folbwing words ; — " The 
devela|HiCBt of a Iwge cycGng force is one of the most 
important mslteii connected irith our home defencei . . . 
In no other country can a i?dhig force be more nidal 
In view of the intersection of its whole Sttr&ce by roads." 

A well-traincil cyclist would be invaluable too for scoutfaig 
and map-making, and a >ni.dl force of engineers on cycles 
nv.f\il Ik- usel'iiliy emjiloyeii u> guarding a [cLreat by blowinp 
uj) bridtjes^ Sevcr.il European countries employ p;onecrs 
mounted on hor^s with this idea in view. As to the untold 
possibilities of the cycle, one might add dw wnda of a 
Frenchman, who said in its praise : — 

"Ah, si Nspoleoo Mtit <a la bicydettal

THE UNION. 

Tm. Union met in large numbers on Thiirsdsy, f)i tobcr 3 1 , 
to bear the ngiUb and wrongs of General liuiler's di^imisiiai, 
and a prodigious number of speeches were delivered. On 
the whole the debate was maintained on a fairl/ high level, 
and, in particular, we noticed that aame of the "maideii" 
ipeechei showed ooosidenble promise. 

Mr. R. W. Lin^gatooe (New College) moved, " Tint tMs 
HdoR qifhudi die action of the War Office in diaaiiariBg 
Sir Redivra Biiner.** While diKlalming any intention oT 
impugning Crrn 1 .1 ]',uller's personal courage or ability, he 
pointed out that the King's Regulations expressly forbade on 
the part of officers anything of the nature of political uiicr- 
ances or apj>eals to the ]>ublic at^ainst the decision ot" the 
Secretary of State. General Builcr's Westminster spicixh 
was a (&ect violation of this regulation, and as such could 
not pOHiUjr be overlooked by the War Office. Mr. Living- 
Stone made an extremely clear, well-reasoned speech, and 
evidently snoceedcd in convincing the House. 

Hon. A. Herbert (Balliol), LibnriMV iadolged in tome 
playful badinage at the expense of die Cabinet He nam* 
lained that General BuUer had been guilty of no insubordina- 
tion, and that the political speeches of other geneiuls, 
including Lord Roberts, wore equally brc.u:hes of military 
etiquette. In spite of liis brilliant atiiicvemciils in Uk war, 
Sir Redvcrs Buller had liecn on more ih.-iri one occa»i(Mi 
a thorn in the side of tlie Government, and the latter had 
eagerly cmbt^ed an opportunity of getting rid of him. 
Mr. Herbert made a good debating speech, and dealt 
vigorously with the arguments of the mover. He was 
oocasionaUjr aomewbst incobetent, but anooeeded in snuning 
tt vdl tt btteresdngtlie House. 

Mr. W. H. Bucban (Brasenose) denounced the West* 
nunster speech as a monument of indiscretion, and its 
punishmeot as a salutary example. Mr. Buchan will h.ivc 
to acquire more confidence before his remarks receive the 
Attention they deserve. 

Mr. G. C. Upcott (Corpus Christ!) dilated amiably on the 
indignation meedngs in Devonshire. His wit is uodeniable, 
but OB this occasion was somewhat out of place. 

Mr. B. K. Limg (Brasenose) made a vigorous speech in 
wppoct of Ibe motion. The War Office, he maintained, bad 
not been bightened into dignrimmg Genenl Bnlter, and 
dceeived praiae for its courage in so doing. 

LofdHaddo (Balliol) tboaght that the policy of dismissing 
generals for making indiscreet speeches imglu u^iefully be 
applied to His Majesty's ministers. Lord Iladdo spoke 
letter than usual. 

Mr, H. F. Lawes (Trinity) made an admirable '■ inaiiicn " 
sfK'ech in sup]>ort of the motion, lie denied th.at ihc ques- 
tion was a merely personal one, and pointed out that General 
Boiler had published a telegram which Mr. Brodrick had 
Kmiouify xcfiiaed to lay bmie tbe House of Commons.

Mr. A. J. Costain (Lincoln) condemned tbe Government 

for appointing General BuUer to the command of the First 
Army Corps, and denounced hi:; dismissal as a concession 
to popular feeling. Mr. Costain's remarks were somewlia'. 
sp.i--rn<>dic, but his argumenl-i. whi n ngi irrelevant, were 

Mn C. W. B. Prescoii (Magdalen) and Mr. C. E. 
(Christ Church) opposed tbe modoQ, bot added little ftcah

Mr. li. E. Bunchcr (Merlon) made a sendUe Spescll 
against the moiioD.

The Latin Promnnt. C. L. MCAI»k. (Kcw Yoik: The

In this aeainslologicai study of the pronouns is, JUe, isle, ipse, 
Mr. Meaider bases bis results upon an elaborate census of the 
passages in which these words are used by representative Latin 
authors.

Itt default of presenting us with a complete history of thf> 
pronouns which he has selected, Mr. Meader pro% ides a broad 
sketch of their history. In the main it is a history of the gradual 
depadation of the early distiacriona of the Latin laqguafc^ 
which aaiimed hit, isie, and iOt aa the pnmouna of the first, 
second, anadlird persons respectively. The gradual substitution 
of hie for itf which culminates in the rhetorical prose of Seneca, 
results in an unconscious effort to rc(nir the degradation of hie 
by substituting another word for it. Hence idt becomes 
eqiiivsleni to Mi, sviih results that are patent to any student 
tif llir Kot!iaii<:e languages. The chapter on isle ^ hie is de- 
t.itledly the best and most illuminating m the book. Mr. Meader 
shows conrlisivrty that this use rxtends far beyi-nJ the domain 
of Afi'scao Latin. \\> ha\e not l>een able to lest any of the 
percentaj^i-'s ^ivtn in the tables except in the case of Claudian 
(p. 13), whcri; two pa5-ia),'us seem to liavc been overlooked if 
Rirt's Index can be trusted, I'rrhaps sufficient miportanre is 
not always given to the area over which such a census is held,

LAW. 

J he ofNef^tiable Seaerilies. By William Willis, K- C. 
Second edition. (London: Stevens & Haynes,) 

Tlie book is in the form of »k lectures originally delix-ered at 
the invitation of the Ciuincil of Legal I ducation. There is 
an originiility of style and matter not often found in a legal 
work, but not surprising to those who lenwosber the leaiaed 
writer in the days of his practice at the Bar. A feature of the 
book is tlie inclusion of a large number of forms of bills of 
exchange, some good, some bod. The latter are generally 
copied from the reports of the decisiooa by which tbey were 
held to be bad- It would be a finilfid exercise for a student 
of the law of nq^otiaUe instruments to look at these forma inr 
h i mself, and belbse mdiflff Ae dedsion toaee to what eoBdusien 
he comes. 

Principles of Ike Common Lou: By John Indermaur, 
Solicitor. Ninth edition. (Lcradon : Ste\'ens & Haynes.) 

There is no need to do anything more than chronicle the 
appearance of the ninth edition of a work indispensable for 

students reading for examinations which include the subject of 
Coni:njn Law.

HISTORY. 

The English Church 1066-1373. By W. R. W, SlKmSKB, 
Dean of Winchester. (London: MacmillBn.) 

This voluine amply fulfils the purpose of the series to wbidi it 
belongs, and need not fear comparison with the companion 
volumes already issued. It is based on a fir^t-hand study of 
the sources ; it summarizes the chief results of previous research ; 
it is learned without being dull ; and though the author never 
wastes bis words, his narrative is alw.%ys full enough to be 
graphic. \\'e <lo not -..ly that all Ins .si.vtcen chapters are likely 
to he uscfLil in t(;e 5,ame degree. In the firat pl.u e, he seems to 
be more interested in the Nornian than in the An>;cvin period : 
there is nothing in the latter part of his book tu camparc with 
the careful study of Lanfranc's policy in chapters ii, iii, and bis 
notices of thirteenth-century schota^ticimi are disappointingly 
meagre as compared with his account of Anselm's thought 
Again, he is compelled more than once to traverse a beaten path ; 
and in anch cases we do not feel thnt hia aamtiwa^ Mkolaib 
and wdi eoniideied though it be, adds nuieh to tibewaricQT hit 
predecessors. The pages in which he treats of Anselm, Becket, 
Hugh of Lincoln, and the Friars, will not attract those who arc 
akndy fomiliar with the bcilliant studiea of Deaa Chutcfa, 
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as this it most \-a]uabl« as a means cf coardiMling and supple-

A yaad with an iron centre-plate, snugly rigged, beamy, ligh^ 
dry, md buoyant in a sea-way, capable of taking the ground-, 
with ample accommodation for four and yet easily handled 
and sailed by one man, "The Mine Dragon" would, as we 
have said before, have commenced herself tn Mr. Kniijht. !n 
one or IvtQ points wc would iidd our experience even 10 tb.ii 
of the Skipoer of the " 1- alcon " atni "Alcrle." In the f;f« 
place, though he hints at the use of a rolling-jib he lll^e5 not 
desciibe it, neither does he recommend it it should be 
recommended to all small-boat sailors. The jib i'* att.irhed 
along a hollow wooden (or metal) spar which has a drutit at the 
foot— this Spar loi* mad aainMi or wire rod hooked on to the 
bowsprit cfld nd bdd faat by the oidhury jib halyard— an 
endless line with a couple of tnms round the dram rolls up the 
jib, which can be ftilly unfurled or reefed to any extent by (Ms 
line leading aft. It .saveR all the labour of shiftini^ jibs, anrl 
onables the single-handcr to set or lurl his jib whilst actually 
steeritifT. Another excellent contrivance is not mentioned by 
the author, viz. the rolling-boom. The boom is of equal thick- 
ness throutjliout. To this the foot of the mainsail is laced 
closely, tlx; f<x>tropc running; in a groove in the boom ; the 
nmir.sheet work.^ on a swivel, at the end to which i.i attached 
the topping-lift ; the boom has at the end, which is i^oosc- 
necked to the uiaM, a ralchcc simply worked by a handle 
attached, and stopped by a sort of trigger. The sail can be 
reefed to any amount in a few seconds 1^ simply slacking the 
halnrds aod worUagtbo baadle ; the reefed sail sots splendidly, 
and can be ooreefed with equal speed. We caaaoi speaJc 
highly enough of this simple contrivance. Withoot iflas ti a ti oo 
it IS impossible to give working instraotloat iat Its flttnent, but 
i^Ir H. Smith fonce of Oxfnd and now at Bumham-on-Crouch) 
can supply all infbnmtka. As regards the small yacht's 
dmKhy, we strongly recommend the *' James " folding-boat ia 
preference to the " Bertl.on" : the former is lighter, tnore easily 
collapsed and iineolhipsed, and more easily repaired if the skin 
is pierced a cyclist s outfit will enable a repair to be effectually 
made ; the " licrthon ' has a double skin, and when the outer 
one 15 pierced the boat lets in the water between the skins, 
and becomes enormously heavy. We have knrwked a " James '* 
about for eight years round the coast of .S oil md, and she has 
been as serviceable this cruise as at first ; she will carr)- three 
nauL thou|^ only oiae feet kng. 

We ventum to tbiak fhat there la an error in chapter xi. 
This chapter describes a passage to windward staniag[ with 
.a fair tide, and a chart is given. The tide is Stated to fua at 
six knots. This is phenomenal, and would produce a horrible 
race with a good breere against it. There are very few places 
where a six-knnt tide ninb, round our islands, and then it is 
only at springs and for a short time, never for the whole six 
hours. Moreover, iti comparing the efTt cts of s.ntHnp; on the 
Starboard with sailing on the p.ii1 t.irk, the li^^ure \ti(j\ t-. most 
misleading ; C Y ought to be drawn about twice as lung as it 
is given, as the tide is supposed to liave set the yacht eighteen 
miles to the noi'ard in the four hours. The position of the 
yacht would be well to windward, an l'^ .ls the tide chicked and 
ebbed would be able on tbe second board (port tackj to make 
tho batl)our«iuiNli moia qaicklyaad eoaUy than by sailing as 
advised. 

The various knots used in saikniring an better descfibed ia 
this book than we have ever seen them ; they can all easily ho 
made by the help of the illustrations and the letterpress. Some 

the author's sailing experiences are incidentally brought in, 
anil add greatly to the interest of the work, especially those 
given in tlie cliapter on " W'c.ithcr." 

The book concludes with two delightful cruises in lateeners 
m tlx Red Sea and down tlie Nile cataracts. Wc heartily 
recommend Mr. Knight's work to lovers of small-boat sailing, 
all of whom will share our sincere tgiugmikt for the anthon 
recent misfortune in South Africa.

The second of these two pamphlets is confined to syllabuses

These art constantly under rtvisitin ; some appear to enter into 
excessive detail. 

Tin- companion pamphlet is of much greater pr-ncral interest. 
In it arc included the regulations under which the Hoard con- 
ducts tbc inspections of Secondary Schools, a!^ well i<s thc 
conditions under which the Science and Art grant is adminis- 
tered. The numbo' of changes since the issue of the last pre- 
ea^nf Diceclocy is omiidenliil^ and aoms an al tte lugiiett 
inpoftatioa. 

The influence of the Board as .m inspecting body must 
necessarily be both powerful and far-reaching. "Schools of 
Science" and "Secondary Day Schools" in receipt of grants 
are compelled to submit to the inspection of the Ruard of 
Education : for a!! other schools it is voluntary. It srems that 
a clear distinction is drawn between an " Kducation.d Insp^-r- 
ticn " and a School I" \anii nation a difference t"ot ttifretjucniiy 
overlooked by Ir.^peclorj;. Thr? inspection i>t the school build- 
ings and the .idmini.str.iti\ c inspection can, it is often urged, 
be properly conducted by a ccntr.il aiillioriiy only, and we 
venture to predict tba( diuicukic^ ate uiuic iikeiy to arise in 
connexion with this portion of the Inspection.

Oint Lord's hearers would nccessarOy be taken back to the 
Psalm; and so the two sayings must help in some way to 
raterprct each other. And yet they do 90 partly at least by 
eoitmt. The immsdwli pKpow, and m the centre of (nnty 
ia their import, is dilAmit. 

The Pielroist is thinking chiefly of the great Kvene! of otit- 
ward conditions which is to befnll the " meek " Mifliuer end his 
**pfOod" oopressor. It i> the Psalm which comes to our own 
tbcMigbts wiin the echoes of rostful music O rest in the Lord. 
anH «'a)t patipnlly for Him", that is the keynote, "rest and 
wait patuntly.'* Lift- li is intqu.ilities, perplexities, things seem 
to i;<i wr iii^', wirVf><1ni-ss ,-i(ni \ iDlrnce seem to prosper, rightfroii- 
ness ami j;''ntl<_Ticss li> mi^s tl^t-ir <li]r a|^rcciation, yet " tret not 
thyself : . . conimil tliy way umi> tlit l.ord and He shnll brnij; it 
to pass." The I''s:\lrnist appt*ai^ t<i his own cxpcncncc .is one 
who 5um5 up the lessons which Ufc has taught han : "J have 
been young .md now am old, yet have I not seen the rq^bteous 
fomken'' ; " I myself," I .is well as you who are now inie> 
_ or jmpK^ing God's providence, I in ray time "have 
the widced m great potter and spreading htina^ Iflce 
a green bay tree " ; but (he would ttyj hear my atocy to the 
end, "he passed away and, lo^ lie was not; ytm., I aaqght bim, 
bat be could not be found." 

Tbis is the first purpose of the saying. It is part of a theodicy. 
The peMM-.igc (■! nrn" of the s-mpli r ;ijid more childlike nf »ht> 
many which dial wirfi tin- world ulvl problem to the rch^noiis 
sense, the rclatiun bctwi.-en i,'iKidni-ss and li«pptn»!S3. Tlie 
Psalmist almost denies that there is a firoblein at all. He says. 
" have patience " : but he gives us to undeistind tliat if we have 
patience it wi.l all come clear to us. 

"The meek" is a phrase which we ktiow well m the Old 
Te a U B ftc a t aad eapecially in the Psalter, and it it ned fOMiallir 
t« ehaiacteriie the opposite, the foil, the natnial vicOna of the 
"prond,* the "mwodly," the " tyrant," the "men of the work]" 
the ''men of Tiolcncc." .So seen, what Strike* men first Is 
their defencelcssncss. But the Psalmist's eves are open as the 
Prophet's in Uothan. He can see the "raafiots M liie and 
horses of fire " which encircle them This is his great consola- 
tion in a time of violence and »!ic< essful wickedness : " Fret not 
thyself : . . yet )iit!e while and the wicked shall not he": hut 
(here comes the verse which ojr Lord took up and repeated' 
"the meek shall mhcnt the eaith." Those despised .and 
oprires'.eil ones are the tr'_.e heirs, no- in rij^ht only, hut m fact, 
only licpc apparently and ior the moment out ot (heir inhentance. 
It was the persuasion which comforted the pious Israelite in the 
day when tbe iron of the oppressor entered into his soul, in his 
nMed city and hy the waters of Babylan. 

"The nieek.* It is tnie, then, that the iinnwdiate thought of 
the Psalmist in this and in similar passages is Lirgcly of the con- 
trast in outward bearing ,uid visihl.^ resource ; as it is true, we are 
told, that the word itself translated in our version by " meek " 
spoke in its original meaning of condition rather than temper. 
Hut yet the Crec-l: translators were nut wronj; when they rcndrred 
It b\ irj>ii'<v, the Latins by ituinsuflus and mitis. It is clear th.it 
-sciiiie inii.ird c^ntraat is intended beyond and beside the outward 
o:!-?. W e are meant to feel the sympathy of God's I'roudence 
not merely ftir the wMk and oppressed, but for some moral 
quaiity that aloni; with the " sweet uses of adversity. ' 

\Vbat It is we gather partly by the spirit against which it is | 
bfoaKbt into vivid relief— the ^^*^l> thinks wholly of *elf,i 



which for its own ple.nsure w 11 trample nn the tights atid feelings, 
the life and honour o! others, the spirit of the tyrant and the 
libertine. Hut it is p.mned .C.>i> in its jxisiiivc characteristics. 
It IS .1 qualitir^ition for ( .o i's teflchin^, a condition of .sound 
judgeiiveiit : '' The meek wiii He guide in judgement : the. meek 
will He teach His way." And then the traits of the " meek." 
the " poor," the " afflicted " of the earlier Psalmists and Prophets 
gather aqd snm themselves up eventually in the pictara « the 
anfliarfatif servant of Jehovah, the ideid picture of the heily r " 
and of its supreme Kepre.<enta(ive—** oppressed and m 
and opening not His mouth," "despised and rejected of i 
but yet ''seeing of the travail of His soul," " dividing tiM apoH 
with the strong ''—One who should " not strive nor ciy,** yet who 
shoitkl "set iud^;eIncnt an ! justice in the earth." 

.•\s with the ch.aractcr. so wirh the proiiiise m.ide to it. The 
\ervc has a beauiUut and su^jpi sii\'e end;n>;: "the meek shall 
inhent the earth and shall dtdivjht themselves in the abundance 
ot peace." It can hardly be a vulgar triumph that is thoii;;ht 
of, of htiite force over l.irute force. They love peace, .irfd they 
shall hax-e peace — peace in abundance— enemies reconciled, not 
pat under their heel— peace (it would come by-and-by to the 
nahnlst hhueV as he imerpretcd bis own thought) wUMix if 
not without— peace where they are "hidden by God's Preaenca 
Anm the strife of tongues." 

.-^nd peace leads to peace. Every meek and quiet spirit is 
a centre and source of it. 

When we turn to the Beatitude, it is evident that the order of 
things is chan|{ed. What watt to the Psalmist in the background 
tiUs the principal pl.ire. W<» arc thinking now primarily not of 
the justincation of OkI's I rovideiice, not of (he riKhtiiijj of the 
b.alanec between the '•laeek" and the " proud," but of the grace 
it-.eir rif meekness., as an essential beauty and dignity of the 
suul, as a tnut amongst many in the perlect character. As in 
all the Beatitudes the blcsiring itself is a paradox. That char- 
acter is impressed upon them from the lirst. They are (him 
bacinning to end the dignities of a Utopia* of a world In which 
the seqncncea and the judgements «( Ala moral sphere do not 
hold. Think of the Uesaiiv thnt has Ae first place: bow 
astedshing to a JewlA audience, trafaMd to look om material 
prosperity as the very test and measure of God's favour! bow 
astonishing still to a world which after nineteen centuries oif 
Christian teaching \vorships wealth Blessed are the poor — 
the piKir in spirit " - '"''i !i.i'\-n( - t^ut rum curant hiii>ere\ 
And the reasons jjivcn for the SJesL-ing have the same clement 
of unexpectedness. Our Lord seems to say, " I put hi;;':i among 
the dignities of my kin^om, anioni; the Icatures of the chatacler 
which it delights to honour, another temper of which the world 
is apt to think »corn : and 1 give you <t» the justification of it, 
as the crown and nroof of ita blessedness, that very paradoxical 
truth which tlie Psalmist ntiered* and which perhaps you think 
has been often beUed by ihtts: // sMl inhtrit tkt tank. The 
power of the wniid, the use and enjovment of the world, though 
they be not yet Mslbly its noasaskm, are in the fiitiirei are 
in the deepest sense alreaay, its rigfatfid and assmcd pro* 
perty." 

It is a paradox. Tlie childlike optimism of the l's,ilinists did 
nol !r>np satisfy even themselves. We must be spe.ikir.p-, aa 
ot a di;;nity of the spirit, so in some sense ol a spiritual 
inheritance— not sn much of a reversal of c.irthly condilion as 
of the rrvel.itmn ol sometlun;.; '.uthiii iliein uhich wa.s not seen, 
and tthirh, .slim seen., aUers tlitit reUuon to om- .iiiother. 

It is a p.iradox, but it is the inner tri-tli of the I'salmtsts' 
contidence, of the confidence of all who ''in patience" tiavc 
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to all who itt every age have set themselves to catch their 
Mtstcf'a apirit and Uam Hii mathods— who, in Milton's facau- 
tifid uid iiir-4KacUiig tmtit.

A "meek and qiiitt spirit " is tt.c " ini;urnipiible ornament" of 
the <;oul. whith uult-limets .ill oiilward .itlnrtiinji;. St. F;iul in the 
K;i:^lli' lo tlic (_()li:.S5i.iiis coupler Jt uitl; pc.icc. and wi'.n ji>y 
and tnuiiiph, m words uhich recall the I's.din : " Put on tiific- 
(urc as the elect ot (;od ... humbleness of mind, met kur ss, 
Jongsuffering. . . And let the peace of Cod rule m ^our hearts 
... In psalms and hymns and mritoal waa^ tnagaig wUh 
gratitude in your hearts to the Loid." , 

Kvery year, on All Sainta' Day, the Chwdi aat* m to lead 
again the poitrait of the saintly liw as it is drawn br as in the 
Beatitudes. Wc are nnt to forget that of which the very form 
of paradox which clothes them is a reminder, that it is the spirit, 
not tVk letter, which is of import— that it is not the garb or 
attitude or language, but the heart and temper of meekness 
which belong to the- s,i;nt.

.'1 bc.iutic visiini, It is m view of that sui>rt-iiic purpose, that 
UuiulonuiQg sight, that earthly objects of dciiirc lose their 
attractions, and so again that petty resentments and personal 
affronts arc forgotten, that temptations to seif-assertioo, Vlin* 
glofy, impatiencoi die away. 

But though perfcaion consists not in single traits but b tba 
harmony of many, yet each is an essential part of the perfect 



whole. We canoot as Christians imagiite the perfect life of 

which meekness was not a characteristic. 

'I'he form of paradox has another purpose. It was meant to 
bring home to us the fart that the world not mly pm^.r<< hy the 
idt-aU ot Christianity, but si t-. up llppll^ltr_• idi ;ils its own, 
We are called to look in the face the mural standards which rule 
the language^ and in MMue parts Ae thoughts and aetiana, of men 
about us. 

There arc two spheres in which we may Tcaliie the Oninian 

idea o( tneekness and its opposite*. 

One ia in the hidividaal Kfe aid c hu a ctt f. Meetaiai of 
spirit is the e a |w « a al o B of huaaiU^. It is the attitude of the 
inimble aoid in the peese u ca of auihotity— in the presence of 
diflfaencei resistanoe, wrang. It rests on tlw same grounds as 
humility, the same consciousnf^t r>f the truth of things, of 
unmeasured personal shortcomt.-.tj. oi contrast between the 
'• hundred pence " and the " ten thousand talents," of the over- 
shadowing Presence and Power of Almighty Cod. Ihc some 
puzzles will arise about it, if so wc will, as about humility. It 
Ii the truth that wc live in two worlds— .1 finite world in which 
diffcrpnre'i between mm and man are real, in which there arc 
rf.iim.s ol I i^ilit, und rniup;irisons of m< 1 a. .:nd ^ iouthIs of r.;>r'nt- 
inent. and iluiitb, <■( &cil-defence ; and hii iMimitf world in wliith 
mortal distinctions become invisible, in iv),i< h Cod rules and 
man "trembles and is still." But tltc danger great, never 
sreatar than now, that the nearer wosld sttonld ncoopy more 
than its share of our thoughts. Medcness— sltbongh in the 
sense of gentle methods, of p.itience and seif'eAhoement, It has 
always its attractive tide to those who look on — can never be in 
its widest senses a popular virtue. It runs counter to Strong 
instincts. It is liable more than many virtues to be cotrnteifeilcd, 
to be misunderstood and misjudged. Tiiere is worldwide tniili 



in the Psalmist's shrewd saying: "So long as thou docst well 
unto thyself men will speak good of thee." What shall we say 
of the tendencies which all notice in our own time— the glorifica- 
tion of self-help, sclf-rt-Iiancc, the excessive adniir:»tinii for 
forceful n^turrb, tor h<Ad .and decisive action, the wciilienlng <if 
the rcslrainiiij; powers of c.istom and ir^.dition, the earlier claim 
ol independemt', thi: diminuticin of the instinctive sense of 
deferenre, of deft-reiM e to .lyi', to experience, to poijlion, to the 
mcist s.icred prerogiiiives ? Many of tliese li.ave perhaps their 
good side ueli tiicir dangers, but the character which 
togetiier they tend to foster lacks (aeoda, auicly, oven in itt 
human aspects) the saving grace of aaaelmaaB, aoaae eonac 
ness of defect, some rMdiaesa to siibinit and u> leain, 
placing of others liraL 

2. The other sphere is in the life of the aimmunityy in the 
temper which pervades it, which expresses itself in public action, 
which reflects itself in the tone .md bearing, the habits of mind, 
and language of its citizens. 

I'olitics are excluded from the pulpit, and rightly, not because 
they do not often touch very closely tlic highest life of man, not 
bcc&usc polilicitl questions arc not often in the fullest sense moral 
questions, but brc.iuiic when we c.jine to the p.irticul.ir issues 
«t.ich divide us, the difierrnre is usually to a very fyreat degree 
not as to pri.Kipies, but as in f.u is— facts which in -ill hr>nf sty arc 
s<en liitiVu ndy by diflreicnt iiiiiids. That is a ditlereiict; which 
cannot l>e put rli;lit .\i a sennon. Still less Can one judgement 
upon it be wt&eiy or fairly taken for granted. But no Mie will 
say that the principles and motives wiiicb lie iiehind poUtiosl 
questions are not fit subjects Ibr the Christian preacher. We 
cannot shot our eyes to the tnith that in tlie influences and 
examples of our time there is something to encour^e wrong 
ideals, something to disparage and undermine that Christian 
character of which the spirit of meekness is an essential part. 
It is that character which has built up the fabric of European 
civilization. It is that character and that special feature in it 
which h.ivc done so inueh. a« thfi renturic"! have passed, to soften 
.and huiuanije the .ittitudc of pfo[)lf^ to n.ich Other, which have 
i«ndered wars ks, 1 n.e! and Ii'^'i frequent, which have taught 
proud nations to iidtnit and niiikr reparation for faults, to submit 
quarrels tu arbitraiiun, to shrink in the last awful resort from 
being the first to appeal to .-irms. 

Lei me take one test. Those of u^i who lave lived through the 
last half of the nineteenth century have witnessed two great 
national movements in which, perhaps, not so ituich the cbaiitcter 
of two peoples m the pcevalott Ideas and aims of the time have 
finmd sup ie m e eipresaion. bt materialnnd immedBte snceeaa 
the second of them has had the adviintage. The problem with 
whidi it dealt was an e.i$ier one. The greia spirits who initiated 
it were not cut off in their prime, but lived to complete and watch 
over their work. There were not the same radical differences 
Id reconcile, .\bove all, there was n'>t the pr>jff>iind religious 
divibion ruttin'_: across all local divisions and rcndenni; unstable 
the (<r.mdations of national life. Hut it '.ve |udf;e tbo nvo mf>ve- 
ment.s liy tlie tone and aims of the cliicf .a tois, by thtir j'ltluence 
upon the iiiia>;iiiat:on and the heart of Fi;rti;ic, iijioi: '. lie jjener.al 
course and s|>irit of int<_-rn.i;ioiial ^ulitics, can "c feel nuk- that 
the balance is on tiic same side The " Kesurrcttioii of Italy" 
had its own l>luiKiers and crimes ; but as we remember it and 
read of it what a breath of generous enthusiasm, of chivalry and 
public spirit, omtves back to us I How large and moral lotdr the 
purposes of its leaders! How dear and free it stands of the 
special evils which at present taint and burden the atmosphere 
of European affairs- the materialistic ideals, the belief in force, 
the contempt for the weaker, the a%'owal and glorification of 
national sclhshness .' Wc cannot sum up the difference in a single 
formula, hut we hav«» rprtainly lost somelhinc of the true relation 
between Christian n.itions. sdmcihini; of ili< ^;i^lt of chamy and 
of meekness. We tl-.iuk nf M i?»-ini. llie pi ni'mu-. duMua t, oiit n 
misjudged, not free from -he btain uf itjc i!cplora\ile -.iip. but 
whose watchwords were : " not a thctjiy ol nghts, but a tlicory of 
duties"; "when the pure among you arc many, God will dis- 
close to you the way of action '' ; " the parent thought of our 
every design was that Italy should be the iaitiatrix of a new 
life and a new unity lo all the nalioBS of Europe." We think of 
Garibaldi, the "kn^ht-ertantoflorlora causes and dowtHtraddcB 
peoples in every part of the world " ; of Cavour, wise and patient, 
stooping, it must be confessed sometimes, like his great successor 
and imitator, to acts of crooked policy, but drawing the sword 
against ttie actual oppressor of us brcuum, not in cokl blood 
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■glhlH sister nations, never separating the good of Italy from 
tSe good of Europe, holding to his kst bicatk thftt "tni'nl foTo 
aloDe could remove moral c^tades.** 

Hut perhaps there is a ri^k evpn in taking an pxanipir from 
othtr pe<TplfS. Can we s^y th.it v,f ourselves ;ire rirAw:ii>; ndirr 
to tlie ijhnsti.ui irfe.il nf Oic dutn.-s .uul bt,ir;iig of one iiatiDii (u 
aii'ithcr? Are there iif (lefeLts. i;i imr iiatiun<il teiiipcnliiKTit 
such as arc felt, not at this mosnent u| strc^ss, but m ordinary 
times, by fair and friendly onlookers r Is there no truth in the 
foreign picture of the Englishman alj.-o^id, ol ihu Knglishman in 
his leading newspapers, as prejudiced, dictatorial, unsym- 
patbeiic ? Is there oo danger in the thought and in the word 
whidi hu come laldy to puf waeh a laife part ia the political 
laiigBage of the d^y and m lUe talk and icaoog <if tfae man of 
our people? 

Who will say a word against the natural deliglit and pride 
which is aroused by the consciousness that our flesh and blood 
beyond the seas, the fathers of the great nations of the future, 
look witjl affertion anrl sympathy to {hp mothpr-rottritry, .■':iid 
desire to Stren^'then the ties \vlii< !i (:.:nil Iht Id tlicin ' Who 
win say .i nurd to lessen the tiritural .ir.d '.mui;i'!ile fei'linj,' ot" the 
j;rcat rc^;ion'iibihty Liid U[>on us .1 re-.t)on'-il>i;ny colr.nion to 
V-hfLsuaJi Qactuns, but which Ulhi, ir^jm out ci[t;utti3tiuicc£, iiiual 
heavily upon us — the responsibility for " healing the open sores 
of the world," for protecting »n<l guiding infantine races, for 
openinc daiic comcis t» the influences of civilization and trap 
re^gionf But even the smse of responsibility muy be made 
to minister to' vanity. And it is a responsibility very ini- 
pcdectly realized by many who speak of it. Tlicy are apt to 
tlmk am of the di|^ity than of ^ ofal^atian— to Conet 
that the Hilt ehligatkiii and. the canditiea oCall «h«r •eraioe 



is to set a Ugh itatloinal cMunple of Clnwtian adf-ciMUMl and 

ch.\rity. 

And the word itself. We aN fed with what li:iiitationi< and 
inpfjtsalines of meaning we must use the name of Empire, how 
entiiely ina|>(>rnpri,itc it is in any proper sense to the larger part 
01 the ^teat political system to which it is loosely applied. Yet 
" e taiiiiot doubt that it exercises an influence over men's minds, 
and It lends itself easily to wrong sujrj!;c»t!ons. It has an 
intoxicating power. It seems to veil, e\ rn 10 c oits,rrr.ite, national 
selfishness. Men liegio to excuse vwonRdouig t( its end has 
beentoht ip in "empire-building." And itiaterial ideals begin 
insensibly to mingle with it. The fla^^, nut merdy in a rhetorical 
meiaplMr, ia.a " commercial asset." 

Tbii is a happy place where popular judgemenfet and idetf* 
can be calmly rttnewad in the light of reason and of history. It 
is the home ato of ftesh young hearts to which the " age of 
chivalry " i.<i never past or " that of sophisiers and calculators ' 
begun. May this be your part, not to chill or disparage the 
love of our country-, the sense of its greatness, of it» woHdw id*' 
tasks, the noble desire, as wann now as ever on tlie part of its 
sons, 10 suffer with it and for it, but fr> inform, ekvHtc. punfv, 
Christi.fnire these sentiments. W'e would not feel our w.ty '.i.iil; 
to any narrower ur more pusiiiaamiou^ sense of the rutifmal 
calling, but we would Icirn to see it in all sobriety, in the true 
spirit of manly and Christian meekness, to bdievc that even otir 
own aatloB iiwy conodvaUy be lometliBea wraof , to aympatUie 
with the aipifatiom and make allowaaee fat «ha auHaket ef 
other peoples, to love and ding to gentle matbods, to hnHd 
ourselves indeed on the bcUef which we prafan* Aai^''^ iadie 
Most High that niietb in the kingdom of meop and givtth it to 
tahowtoever Ho adU."

without being unduly i r't.scrMitive. Ii will occupy an inter- 
mediate position between such Introductions as Dr. Salmon's 
and the summaries included in vaiioua Hdpa to the Bible : and 
without attempting to compete with the dabOiate prolegomena 
Biefiaed to tpeda] editiom, cootains condse atatementS) brought 
mto Hoe toa great extent with the aitides in the new DiOiontuy 
«/'/ia Bible, of the principal questions discussed in such works. 
Gadi book gets a chapter; there is also an excellent sketch of 
the problems of the Gospel narrative, which is allowed the 
maximum length, and another on St. Paul's Epistles generally. 
Appetidicr* contain som^ iHffiil iiits, with a translation of thp 
.Muratoriaii Fragment and a note on Fiipias and John tin 
Presbyter. In each chapter the .nnhenticiey ii lirsf d.^r'^:',^<•d, 
then the date and other circunisuirces, then the r li.irarti.T and 
contents; brief analyses and special notes are atidcd. 1 Jicre is 
nothing that would not be intelligible, with occasional cxplana- 
ti«m, to persons unacquainted with Greek ; and the work will be 
cqimily valuable for the private reading of- the laity espedaUy, 
md Ibr a bads of lectures or dass instniction. 

If we might add a word of criticism, we should like to see a 
lewover-positt\'e phrases modified, such as the ''impossibility" 
of asserting what is often asserted, or the universality of an 
admission which has been frequently denied ; and a few orna- 
ments discarded, such as the "mystical rose," which apparcn:l\ 
has six petals ip, z-jA\. .Again, on p. 92, the very strong ex- 
pressions against the rationalistic hyp"the«t< about S*. Joint 
ought not by implitalion lo extend to all theories e>;i:e[)t tlie 
tTKlitional one: some orthodox critics suppose that the Gospel 



wa» romjKwied in connodon with rather than by St. John,

The Soothsayer BalMm. BytheVcryRav.SSRAPmit. (Loodoa: 

Kivingtons.) 

The six chapters into which this hook is divided contain 
discussioni; of many potnts raisdl by the Biblical story of 
liakLini, such as the lelatiot^ <if niajjic to religion, and the 
h:storir:al setting of the inrrriiis'e ; anri also a ntnninj,' totn- 
rnentary on N uuiImts .\.xn \\v. The ap|.>e:itli\ deals witli some 
ubjcLtiuEis to the autbentx-ily of the narrative. 'I he standpoint 
of the writer is the traditional one. " In cases where the suoject 
under discussion concerns the correctness of certain- points of 
view already esiabliifaed by the Cbnrdif that is, by her 
Oecumcsical decrees, the autnor has only had before him the 
easy task of proving the error or impiety of a contrary point 
of view" (p. vii). In eflecting this "easy task" the author 
shows a strange combination of varied learning with a most 
uncritical temper of mind. Indeed, the chief interest of the book 
lies in the fai t that it the work of a Russian Bishop, and may 
be i.iKen as an example of the State of theological learning in 
the 1 .isterii ( luueli. In Assyriology and Egyptology the author 
is aeisuainled wiili the works of Schrader, Lenormant, and 
lUu|;&ch. In dealing with the question of nwgic, he quotes 
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m recent ■ bnok u WondtS Hypnotism ami SiimttiMt. llut 
< till .il uritcrs arc ^till represented for him by Hengstenbci;g, 
1 will. I. De W'ette, and Bleek. Oort'« Ditputafh de Perieefe 

iXum. xxi:-xxh', published in t86o, is, he thinks, "until now" 
the last H'fird "ivf (lie critical srlmol concerning the epis'xie 
of !l:il.fam." This uncvcnncss of knowledge is found also in 
tl'.K tofffnotcs to tlic cnmtTicntary. They look learned, but the 
leaimn^,' is oi an uncrui<:ai and f.innfu! kind. Thpnc notes arc 
further m:inefl by the chaotic ©iiuliiuin of the Hi/brew words 
quoted in them, but thi» is no doubt not the fault of the Uishop 
V, biitafUt

This week we publishi in the forei of a special fiuppU-inviu, 
two analytical tables relating to tlii.s year's QvU Service List. 
We have uken the names of tliose candkhtCl among the first 
ninetf-foDr who have been offered and haw aecepted appoint* 
mentB. Our fint table diows the marks windh tliejr obtaiiNd 
in their examination. Our second gives a number of lacts 
relative to their previous education and honour?. Tn Ctwn- 
piltng the second list we have been prc-atly assistr;! by ihe 
candidates themselves, to whom wc i ikc ilii-i op',ioriunii> of 
oflcring our thanks for th- courtoy wliicii thry have shown 
in answerinsr our questions, i'rcfixcd to the supplement our 
readers will (iml some detailed remark.s upon the sii^niliLiuiLc 
(if our staiistic». It will he enough to point out in thts 
pliit e ilijt anion;; the first fifty candidates il>ere were seven 
Oxford men who passed without special tuition outside the 
University. Of the other ten Oxford men who occur 
amoBig the first fif^» some had obtained special tuition for 
three months and tipwaids; but others, again, for only a few 
weeks. Lower down in the list we find the names of several 
Rffltlemen who took Thirds in Greats, and were yet successful 
with little or no onisidc tuition. The mnr.il icc-ins In he tliat, 
wiih iouic slight itjsistance, tlic uian who li.is iknu- very 
moderately in Greats can obtain a place in the hsL. li.is 
favours tlie suir<^tion which was made liy a coriL>,j>an- 
dent in our U^i iiuin'.x;r. Fur it should noi hv diiiiLult to 
supply a coiu-se of lectures on the minor subjects for examina- 
tion which would be equivalent to the three months' or six 
weeks' special training at present obtained from other imtitu- 
tioos by so many candUateSi 

A comspohdent " who has avoided the LC^." writes to tis 

as follows : — 

" The numcroub comments which the recent Civil Senico 
list excited have not referred to what m<-!iis to mc to be an 
important fact. As a man who t(K)k a First this year, and 
one acquainted with liie inteinions of moit oi thuie who wore 
similarly successful, 1 notice how much smaller a proportion 
than usual chose the I.C.S. this year fbr their profession, 
I do not mean, of course, that if every one had competed 
Onfilid would necessarily have claimed more attooeSMS than 
Cnnbridge, but simply slate the Hut that Oxfbrd wa% on the 
whale, poorly reprcseatod Ml year." 

The Ptolcssor of Poetry ddivered Ins first lecture on 

Shakespeare to a large audience in the Schools last Friday. 
The subject was Shakespeare's idea of Tragedy, and the 
manner of treattiicnl w.cs such onlv as .i ]>r)e: a ;iliiio- 
sopher could givir to il. Imit-L-d, I'rtil'essor Br.idley's luctiiri; svas 
a perfect specimen of the leLiurer's art eloqneiu, ^et strictly 
thought out and dearly planned, and written m tliat ciaarming 
and perspicuous English of which, alas! he has gi\-en us so 
few specimens in print. Professor Bndley has it in him to 
create a Srliool of English Litersttire in Oxford, and we 
hope that he will do it. At present the litcrar}- side of our 
examination tl nudi owerbatonced by the philological side, 
and the neat eninenee of oar philological teachers in their 
own spemi lines makes the language pApcit so diflkult as 
to deter men from entering the Schools. , How many of our 
best classical scholars offer philology for Honour Modcra- 
tious? Yet naQe the less they know die andent langonges.

to hear and see him whenever he can be attracted north- 
wards. The Glasgow Univtrtity Magatnu in its number 
of last week piiiSs an amuaiitg, but at the same time 
an appreciative, ode In honour oT Mr. Bradley. Matthew 
Arnold's shade might not be pleased with these ingenious 
unrhymcd measures, but we arc sure that his successor in 
the Cliair of I'oclry will look upon them wiili a kii«diy e^e. 

We are so used now to getting the tiew Cattttiar ht the 

middle of this Term that wc have almost forgotten the da) s 
when it usc<l lo straggli: or struggle out l.tlc in Dctcmher, 
and we .ire not pcrhajis proju-rly i;r:iteful to Messrs. (jumlcn 
*nd Cannan for this contiinut 1 'iroiiiputude, continued at 
the co.st of much labour and an-. :ii in the Chest OiTue amf 
at the Press. There is not niucti to notice about the present 
issue. The table of numbers at the end is always intcresdng, 
especially the number of undergraduates in the various 
academic societies. Practically sjtcaking, the total is the 
same, the small drop from 3,499 in ilie 1901 Caiemlar to 
3.481 01 the present vofamie being neg^bl& Christ Church, 
which hat year seemed likely to be bttmped by New College, 
has shaken off its rival, and appears wtth an Increase of 
thirteen and a toul of 320. New College has dropped from 
294 to 289. The ne.xt si.v .arc — B<alliol, 236 as against 267 
last year; Keble, 21-,; ilu Kon-Collegiate>, .'oi ; Trinity. 
197, a gain of four; L'liivcisity, 188; an ! .M.igiialen, 
S;. lohn's and Oriel are still apparently increasi;i 5. .Ml ihe^e 
figures should Ik; reduced by at least 5 per cent, to get the 
number of undergraduates actually in residence. There is 
a new Ilall, Addis' by name, while Clarke's Hall still retains 
its name under its new Head. The degrees of last Thursdajjr 
arc not in, though such are the marveb of the Press that it 
would not have surprised us if they had been, but the new 
P'cllows of All Souls of course arc. 

There have no doubt been thaes in the hisuwy of some 
Colleges when the oficis] appeaimGe of a Visitor would not 
have been a subject Ibr congntttlation. But in Ihe moat 

recent case of a V&h there is no need for fieeVngs to be 

mixed. The pre;ichcr of the University Sermon last Sunday 
was Dr. Ryle, the recently appointed lilshop of Exeter, and, 
as the succesisor of Walter de Stape!do:i, Visiioi of Kxeter 
College. That College has tlierefore taken liie o('| oitunitv 
to receive a Visit, which, so far as we can learn, has p,\ssovl 
off to the satisfaction of all concerned. Dr. Ryle, in quitting 
Cambridge for E.\eter, has not altogether been severed from 
all official connexion with the Universities, and Exeter College 
is cenainly to be congratulated on acquirittg so distiagolshed 
a Visitor as Dr. R)'le. 

The Professor of Music mixed the useful with the >weci, 
and insinuated instruction, .unid the amusement of his 
audience, on Wednesday last in his leclure on "The 
Difierendaiion of Style hi Music" His statement that 
" ofgaa tmak fimn fint to last was cohNwed by die hnuMO 
boot* sounds a Rttle startling when thus slated, but as 
brought out and illustrated by ihe Professor, with '.h? ,iid of 
Dr. Roberts at the instrument, was one of those ilrntr? which 
strike .iijd ^iiek ir> the mcmoryand imagiiiailon. Dr. Roijerts 
certainly diil uonders on ilie keys, and ilie iliiii^ratiori of the 
lute 81)1'-. with the ai l of fiddles, u:is mtv [nelty and 
instructive. We sliall look forward to the I'rofessors next 
lecture with keen zest. Meanwhile he said a word in Season 
for Dr. .'Mien's " historical recitals" at New College. 

I M. de Pacbmann gave a piano recital in the Town Hail 
I Assembly Room on Thursday eweniog. He -was eieeOeatly 
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suited in nearly the whole of hi^ programme (with ibe 
exception, principally, of Bach's Italian Concerto — music of 
a kind in which he is not at all at home) ; and he wu very 
vamly appfedatcd ihroughout. He bat tome wonderAill/ 
fine auahuea: Mi tOM is ahngw of tihe mnt aqaMtd/ 
wied beanty, and he has liotaUe for sabtlelies of 

rhythm, while his conceptions of certain tjpcs of emotional 
and romantic music are, at any rale on the surface, full of 
a rare piquancy aiul tharm. liut (le rarely or never " mixes 
his colours with Ltanis": he has no scruples about playing 
all sorts of tricks with liic nui-ic. and liu ddcs not seem 
lo know the mcaningof the words — deptii, restraint, reverence: 
his art is confectionery of a very admirable and agreeable 
kind, no doubt, but it is mere confectionery all the same. 
And his personal mannerisms are carried to such a {litch, 
and form so intimate a put of hia stjle, that it is impouiblc 
to avoid dwelling on inem: lo nae thej may be amnring, 
bni, in a fuU-gtown man vho preaumablj cnims to be a 
rational artist, they are a right to make angels weep. 

The Musical fnion gave one of their very enjoyable 
Invitation Concerts at the Si hools on Monday evening. The 
chief performers were, as ii.^ual in the autumn Term, Messrs. 
Ludwig, Collisi-s liiiliiav, ,imi WhitchouM-, ulio pl,iyc<l 
Beethoven's V minor ([uarict and Haydn's in C (C»p. 33) in 
Iheir well-known excellent style, though the room is very far 
from being acoustically pood for strings. The programme 
alio included (for the il.'st time of iverformancc) a piano 

anutet in £ flat by Air. Ludwig, in which Dr. Walker took 
le piuto part : tboogh not, perhaps, specially original, it is 
throughout a very musicianly and pleasantly melodious wofk, 
and it was very warmly received, particularly the deficate and 
graceful sclicrzo. Mr. II. F. Wcsllake sang in natural ar.d 
agreeable style, though his accompanist (whose Dann

These whispers were true enough, but they speh 
no condemnation of the performers ; for who will dare to say 
that it is better to be wearied beyond the telling with an exact 
and literal recital of the flaudne text, than to be amused 
with the qwkfatlicst interpretation that can be put upon this 
heawjcatmgf" 

Who indeed? But the further question occurs to us : why 
go to the trouble of taking ri.iutus .is a ijeL^on wliic h to hang 
ibe necessary " business " tjf a s<hool-ph»y? Would not as 
good a result be obtained with less trouble by i-eilorni;nu', 
for example, Thf ilM*'/? ? Wc do not sup|:.ose that tlicre 
are more or worse anachionisins in the Radley play than in 
ollwr performances of the same kind which we have witnessed 
^whew. The balsBce of pncodcM 1« in fhvonr of the 



line adopted by the Radley Company. But surely this form 
of entertainment is Inherently tmrcMonable. 

The events of the last few days haw aeceaiitftled SOUe 
important changes in the Book of Common Prayer. The 
faimliBr titlea of the Prince and Princess of Wales are to 
reappear in the prayer for the Rmal Family, and a new 
Acoesnon Service is to take the puce of tntt which was 
sanctioned on January 9 of the present year. The Royal 
Warrant for the second of these changes appeared on 
November 9 am! we observe that Mr. Frowde has once more 
shown liinis^rl: equ.d to iiny occasion. We understand that 
his new Prayer liook, embodying the leijui&ite alterations, was 
published on the evening of the day when the Warrant was 
signed. A copy of the Prayer Book is before us ; we need 
hardly say that in tvpe, paper, and binding, it fully maintains 
the high standard of < xcellencc which we expect to find in 
all Mr. Frowde's publications. A volume whicli contains 
upwards of six hundred pagett and is at the same time tight 
enough and thin cnoqjm 10 be carried with ease in the 
pocket, may fairly Ix: cmM » marvel of typography. As to 
the changes ihem.selvcs, wc imagine that most of the clergy 
arc sriad to Ix- delivered from the pitfalls which lurk in 
thf |ironun( iaii< ti of tliat apparently iuncxeni combination 
•*Conn\a;i .imi \'ork." Viui we do not altogether understand 
why the ionti of .111 Accession Service, wliich was published 
less than twelve rauritlis ago, sliould be changed, 'i'ltles can 
be altered by entries in the margin of a prayer-book. But 
alterations of foims of service are a more serious matter. 
They throw a needlesa burden of expense on aH the dmmhes 
in the kingdom. 

It is satisfactory to find that the Boards of Studies for the 
Pass Sdwcds are not like the gods of Epictiiw» as had been 

supposed, but do occasionally condescend to act in the 
spheres over which they arc supposed to preside. The last 

GoselU l-^ars witness to their .u liviiy ; from the list of hiooks 
for Pass Moderations /.r. y. .\xi-.\.\ii at last disappears, and the 
" cr.imbe rejx-tita " o! H.iii;iilul\ e.inipaigns n il! in t'uture be 
spared 10 U>c l ulors. Jiul wh) iemrn m the old selection 
of Books v-vi, when the later book> of I. ivy arc so mucli 
more interesting and valuable.' .\nd still more — to mention 
one otiier cinuge— w'hy spare that antiquated offender 
" Milo," when so many of Cicero s clicnis arc much more 
instructive and attractive? In Kcsponsions ahso I.ny x.ti- 
xxii disappears from the list of books, at once for "Ad- 
ditimml Subjects" and ht « Slated SnUectt," and <■ Robert 
Dreyfus sur les lois agraires " retires again into the obacurity 
from which the Board of Studies unearthed htm some years 
hack^ It only remaiiip lor tlie Tfoard of the Final Scliool to 
act also, and c!iHnf,'e the portiou at Livy they prestnl.'e. 
.\ny one wtio kiio«s anytlung of Pass Schools, knous lio» 
much the rxaniin.aioii would l>e improved by more variety. 
And after ail, the H.^arkl uf Studies should have >orne regard 
for the education oi the Tutors, who would profit by haWi^ 
to read new books, and who would of OOUTSe be verygTBtefol 
for being compelled to do so. 

We are vary lo nodoe a change in the Government policy 
with regard lo die education of dementaiy teachers. For 
some years Day Training Colleges «t ibe Universities and 
University CoUcges have supplemented tlie work of the 

neeessarJv more limited Training ColU-ges of the country, 
ai 1 students at these Day Training Colleges liave been 
er,LOiira;:^ril to i nlarge the r.inu'e of their Study by reading 
lor I'niversity deg-rces, A ret:eut order of the Board ol 
Education strikes a heavy blow at what the majority of 
thoughtful people considered to be a wise and enjightetied 
pdigr. The 0at of the order is tUst the lequinoMiits of 
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a technical kind are maik more numsrou';, and rcruling for a 
Universiiy degree is explicitly discouragrd. \\V- L a.nnot help 
Ibinking that much of the gain hoped for from bringing the 
abler " King's Scholars " to the Universities will disappear if 
tbey sue 10 be restricted hf Govenuneni order to the 
nwTow Toand of purely tedinksl ttndiet, which inaj be best 
suited for the ordinary mcmb«r of the profeMlon.

Tsif; Union debate Inst Thur«lay iiiuRi be reckoned as one 
of the liest of ilie 'I'rrm. In '.he di.scUNsioii on the library 
list the House took the Ubrarian and Miss Corelti quite 
seriously, and rejected JUt Metier Cir£U£a» by a large 

maiority. 

i h ' quc-itiOB tat the debate gave tiae to a typical " Irish 
nigbu" There waainicheaiiieat,wiell-reaaonedapeakiqg, and 
a noat appntdatbe Houae. We have indeed aeldom aeen 
Uie Vaim ao enthmjaadc on a pvic^ poUlkal motini. 
NevertheileaB, we most again deplore the tendency of aone 
speakers to neglec' th.e arsiimenis of their opponents. More 
than one of the speeches la^t I hursday appeared to be read 
almost word for w ord t>oni tnanuscripl. W'c cli.) not \o: a 
moment wish to deiirctatc c.ircful preparaiiuu. Bui a sound 
kno'.vh- Ice of .i subjei-t ought to be a lielp rather than a 
hindrance in rebutting the arguments of an adversary. 

Mr. L, S. Brock (Corpus Chrisli) moved, "That this 
House would view wiili disapproval a redaction in the Par- 
liameniary representation of Ireland." He begged the 
I louse to take Irdand aeriondy for onoe^ and denecated any 
slight on the character of its petiple. The Iiiafa had a 
decided talent for administration, bat bad not had an Oppor- 
tunity of displaying it until the passing of tbe Local GoVem- 
incnt Bi!I. The discoi^tent of Ireland was due solely to EngUsh 
niisi.;i)vernii)cut, and would only iic increased if the number of 
ln>ii members weie reduced. Sooner than lio that, it would 
be wiser to abolish re[irc-.cuialion altogcihrr. Then there 
would tic fitace, liut it would be the peace- of desolation. 
Mr. Brock was temperate and earnest, but he tended to 
subordinate the real question at issut- to a plea for Home 
Rule. He would be more cffn tive if he emphasized his 
points more distinctly. 

The Hon. E. C. Cadogan (fiaUtol) denonnced Iriafamen 
and Iriah disloyalty at great length. He then nada four 
points, otHy one of which appeared to be of much import- 
ance, vis. the disyro^^-ortton between English and Irish 
re])rc-feiilation. The tjulk of tlic Irish population was not fit 
JO exercise the power of volinc;. There was tOO much abuse 
and tiXJ httle argument in Mr. C'.adogan's Speech. He CCT- 
taiiilv tailed to make llic most of his €.\sc. 

Mr. F. \V. Curran (Lincoln) regretted the intemperate 
attitude of the oppo^r. He objected to the proposed 
reduction being regarded as a punitive measure. If it were 
carried, the claims of the Home Ruler<! would Ix- irresistible. 
Moreover, obstruction could be just as ijuccessfully pracliaed 
by twenty Irish members as by a hundred. He pointed out 
that the uufcr-repreaentation of beland half a century ago 
was as glaring an anomaly as !ta QWCMi^KaeillatiOii at the 
present time. The Government would be better advised if 
it turned its attention lo the lin.iiicia! and agrarian problems of 
Ireland, la.sttaU of creating greater discontent by reducing the 
number of its representatives in Parliament. Mr. Curran 
made an ejciremely telling and eloquent speech, \vhich was 
warmly appreciated li) an enthusiastic House. 

Mr. L. £. fiuncher (Merton), speaking as a Liberal, de- 
nied that tbe proposed measure would be an infringement of 
the Act of Union, which had already been \ :olatcd by the 
disestablishmeiit of the Irish Church. There v,-i» nothing in 
tbe Act to prevent die kveUiag up of £ogliab and Sooich 
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Mpresentation , but as that was impossible, he failed to see 
U7 injiutice in levelling down that of iKlaud. Mr.Biuicher 
hOM Miimatimi, bnt Ina statemeiit af fab cut mn dearly 
ud oogentlf reatoued. He meoeeded ia expoiing the 
fimdamenta) w«akne» in the oo^cm of the mover, wd 
acMuccd several arguments which subsequent speakers were 
unable or at all events did not attempt to a.ssail. 

Mr. A. k B. K. Trrrc ll (Exeter) opposi'ii Uu- nu tlon for 
reav)ns which wi- coulil not hear. He musi Irani to sjxak 
with grraliT croiirulciu e. 

Mr. H. D. Koonie (Merton) .supported the motion on llic 
grounds that the agitation occasioned by a reduction in the 
represcntaiion of Ireland would outweigh the advantages 
that wotdd tbaeby be second. Mr. Koome's remarks 
aammed too mneh of the lamp— an impreaBion that was not 
KOUMed hf the toriliG bunt of eloquence with which he 
conduded faiia apeech. 

Mir. Sachet (New Co11ei;e) shrilly denied that inequality 
of representation was a valid argument. ITe compared 
Irclaml with a picture by Burac-Iones. In both cases the 
canon of ni.Ulicm.itii.il .u:t:ur;uy w.is inapplicable. Mr, 
Sacher was sincere-, hut bouicwiiai iii(.uli4:rciiu 

Mr [<.. B (■ Sht-.-idan (Exeter) denounced the proposals 
of the Government as a mere Party device designed as 
a counterblast to Home Rule. He spoke fluently, but 
should learn not to drop his voice at the end of his periods. 

Mr. D. L. Savory (St. John's) burst into a torrent of 
inteiiogatives. The lesult of Irish legislation had been to 
inlMlilute an oUgaicfay of pirieala for an oligarchy of land- 
krdk If this was to be temedied, we ouslrt to ixnitate flie 
•eodaiislng methods of the French. Mr. Savory made 
a iine stump oration. 

Mr. H. Thorp (Wadham) supported the nioiion 33 an 
Irish Unionist. 1 !<• <lr(in-(,:Ucd the attitude of Mr. Chimbcr- 
lain towarck the Irish [arty, iuid advocated a return to the 
conciliatory polic_v nnn- jmrsued by Mr. Balfour. The real 
remedy for Irish grievances was to give them a share in ihe 
responsibilities of Empire. Mr. Thorp made by far the best 
speech off the paper, and demonstrated the possibility of 
effective speaking without notes. 

Mr. C P. BlackweU (Wadham) supported the motion. 

After a bmf intervention on the part of the Pteaident 
aad an interesting paper frstt Mr. Stewart (Liacoln), 
Mr. E. Zeitl}-n Qesus) quoted VHt to show that the Act of 
Union demanded equality of representation in England and 
Ireland, His remarks were entirely sensible, but badly 
expressed. 

On a division, the motion was carried by 79 votes to 42, 
a verdict veijr uiKke tbe ummI eomervative tendencies of die 
Union.

Sermont prtiu/ud ft/ore the I i:h emly i>/ < ^.y/oii/. Edited by 
Ll. J. M, Bebb, M.A., Ht:ii(;ip.il nt St. Davids ( nllr^e.

in this volume Mr. Bcbb hiis njprinlcd twen'.y-tliree scniions, 
wliich he has selected from a fnr I.ukct r-umUrr preached before 
the University at St. Mary^, ;iiid afterwards pubJisivcd m the. 
Oxford Magazine. They rini;e in date from 1883 to iSi/j. and 
are by sixteen different .iuihurs, including two distiugui&hud 
Cambridge men, Archdeacon Wilson and Canon Ainger. Such 
a Belection necessarily iiuplies incompleteness, and a somewhat 
feainwiiury treatmeiit of many topici IKhd many points of 
vitv; but none of the sermons am anworthy of their place in 
tbe folnme, and many passess quite an exceptional interest, 
from the fame of the preacher or his treatment of the subject. 
Among them mIII be found iMr. Gore's Whitsunday sermon 
pleached in 1B92, in which, in his desire to protest against 
a superstitious u!>c of Sacraments, he t»ave a bit of perilous 
,id\ icc wliirli prii\f>kcd m.iny comments .it the ti:nc, ;uid whiiii 
we trust will not be used against him when be takes up :!.c 
heavy burden of his new work in the Diocese of Worcester. 

"Let us no countenance," he urged, "to any tif.c tif 
Baptism 5Ut:h .1.; iMiuld .illow children to be bi]ili;ed '.vbLie 
there is no iM ptOit>ect uf their being brought up :o luidcrslind 
the meaning of their Christian vocation." 

Many of the sermons, and notably those of the Rector of 
Lxeier and Wudcn of Kebte. are cfaamcieiteed bgr a gnce of 
eicprcssioo and refinement of thougbt wUch Ore in hatmony 
with the best traditions of Oxford culture. It is, perhaps, a 
matter of regret that no sermon of Dr. l.iddon's is included in 
the \olui)ie ; but, indeed, be was rarely heard at Oxford during 
the last ten years of his life. 

Mr. Bcbb's book p.irtlcularly valuable for the long and 
careful introducticn, in wJiich he traces the history of the 
University sermons frmn their very bcffinninp:, and notices 
many Ctiriou^ hv.i\^ connected with th<~ni. Surh .m account, 
gleaned from various sources and conipiV il with tho:ou;;:mess 
.ind accuracy, is appropriately pabli^hed a; a nine uhen :i 
serious change in the venerable instiintion has just been eilecied, 
by tite abolition of the .Sunday a(;criioon sermon. Tliat cere- 
mony had for many years been a dreary and uncdUying form ; 
and many attempu had been made to get rid of It. Even as 
fv back as 187a, Dr. Posey, when asked to serve on « com- 
mittee of the Hcbdomaifal GcNlllcil for the consideration <if the 
question, declared Aat he had already s.-tt for ianumcnble 
hours on simiUir committees, occupied in the fruitless attempt 
to " hatch addled eggs." The right of the Masters of Arts to 
preach in their turn, .and the difficulty of finding any sat!sf.ictor>' 
substitute for the two o'clock sermon, had always been nbstruc- 
lions in the w.iy of reform. But «hen— owing to the abolition 
of Sermons on Saiiils U;iy-s .ind in \ acation8— the turns bec.ime 
so few that a Master of Arts was nearly sixty y^us old before 
hsconU OMNiM fail and lAca ue pRmiioa of evenioc 



sermons at St. Ilfaty*s, deUverad by distinguished preachers to 

Ur^^e informal congregations of tindeigraduates, had supplied 
an ciTectn c substitute, the change was at last carried, in the 
face i f a weak and half-hearted opposition. Nothing indeed 
could be less edifying than the normal afternoon sermon, and 
the Rector of Lincoln's c!eIi^,'^tful poem, of whirh Mr. Bebb 
quote;, ,dl too little, draws a sc.irrrly cxagjentcd picture of the 
scene which was repeated week after week ihinugbon! the 
acadeinic.U Terms. The Saints Day sermons, which had been 
discontinued at an earlier date, were even less frccucntcd- 
Moinory lecalU a sermon on New Year's Day, preached m the 
prtsciice of a I'to-Vicc-Chancellor, a Hro-Proctor, and no one 
else except the necessary attendants. Tlie preacher enlarged

whom he was addressing "maay* woiud have passed to thdr 
last account before the year was ended ! 

Mr. Ucbb's introduction tfdl deser\-cs perusal, and we will 
not forestall the reader's enjoyment by niaKinj quotnions from 
it. He might, nuk f d, lave been nioie geneious iti In;, iUi^str.t- 
tions of sermons, at Si. Mar^-'s ; so many niemories liave k-'''"-"''* 
round tlic church. Irajjic and nnr;hful, sad or slran^;c. From 
the old stone p.dpit, of which a portion still remains. Dr. Cole 
made bis f.iiiioui appe.il to Cranmer on the day of his martyrdom, 
and witnessed his famous answer; a few years later, at Amy 
Robsart's funeral, Dr. liabyngton, by an awkward slip, spoke of 
the poor lady " so pitifully murdered." Richard Tavcmcr, of 
\\ oodcatam, the High Shssiffi sKBched as a layman in Edward 
the Sixth's reign^ weariiv • osmask gown, with a gold diaia 
hanging round his neck, and prefaced his evangelical discourse 
with stran]^: eupbttistic phrases: ''Arriving at the Mount of 
St, Mar)''s m the Stony .Stage where 1 now stand, I have brought 
yoti some fync Hisketts baked in the oven of Ciiaritie, carefully 
conserved for the chickens of the Church, the sparrows of the 
Spirit, and the sweet swallows of Salvation." Under the 
Puritans, rough soldiers bore their testimfiny there \ and Vice- 
Chancellor Owen, wlio, in opposition to a "prrl.itir.d cut," was 
aeeti'iteiiiiefl to make his ,i]ipe,i:aiicr with "ins hair powdered, 
cair.hric l:>;:nd w illi iart;e cosily band-strittgs. vclve: jacket, his 
breeches set round at ktsce with ribbons poiaicd, pan:sh leather 
boots with cambric tops," preached some of those solid dis- 
courses which are still held in honour by Noocooformisis. 

OnA wooM IHm to write of the goldaai^^oaguad praadasn who 
cone after the Keatontion, of Jane and south, of AtMrtmty 
and Smafaridge; of the eighteenth eentnry with its isolated 
famous names; till after a long intorval and 4 great descent 
one re.^rhe<! the eccentric figure of Dr.Tkdiaro, to whose lengthy 
isennun Mr. liebb relets.

We caBBOl hdp fedfaig that in Ihe veiy ioterestiqg book oader 
notice Mr. Rait MS to « oerUin extent fidlen between two stools. 
Though cast into oaiiativc shape and chronologically arranged, 
it is hardly sofficiendy detailed to be a complete narrative, while 
of the 350 odd pa^cs to which it amounts, about fifty are devoted 
to a preface (and illustrative appendix) in which Mr. Rait attacks 
at some lenfjth t!ic views of rrvifcssor Freeman on the .\ni»lo- 
Sa\on clement m the Srotlisb nalii.-n. The result is that there 
J Ixith too little narrative and too much, that while o.ie is somc- 
»v)ia; oppressed iiicli a multitude of facts, more that) one poiut ol 
importance seems to be inadeqtuitely treated : tot instance, the 
lAnns of tho ^^oameBt between JoIhi and WilUun the Uoa in 
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1 209 should hare been ^ivcn ; and vic\\ v .ire toinctitnc.i expressed 
which would caiTS' more weight were the rh.iin of arguinent 
wliurh leads up tn ihcm inaiie cleaf. 'I'hus the st.ileiiifiii that 
.ifter i6fio Scotland "ceased to have any interest in tlie wi»r" 
a^ain^t Louis XIV is hardly one which con be expected to pass 
unchallcnKed ; and we shoiild like to know why it had become 
immateriad to the Scottish Covounters to keep out Jarnes II. 
If Mr.Rak aNustlMt tiM iiicoM«f the RevolttiKm wu assuied, 
eiMl tint fiinher bottilitue weiie a eteie tmaie of life, Ensbma 
was u Uttle interested in the mir as Seotbmd, and was Deiii|| 
cqoaUy sacrificed to Willi.-uD'a Dutch pradiTities. We should 
be IndiDed to say that either of two courses wouM have been 
pidenble to that adopted by the author, lie miftht have 
tDcrcascd the siie of the book sufficiently to give the greater 
wealth of detail which adequate treatment in a narrative form 
would have required, or— and thh would in our opinion have 
been better — he might have cast the book itiio the sh.iix- ot 
essays making it a commentary rather than a narrative, t.ir.i c 
his readers coulil easily turn to Hurton or to Hume Hrown for 
a rhronolo^.;ic.al account. He might then have devoted rather 
more .ittenlion to drawing out tiie uulerlyinL; tendenrics and to 
discussing his ctMlcIusions, which arc at present rather obscured 
by the iBMS of detail

W« nOcr wish that Mr. Kait had devoted mote space to the 
eeventecntb oentmy ; there it hot little on the Restontiao period, 
tboii^ the nconuit of Jemei V» lule in Scotland is of very great 
inteiee^ while the put ]de^ bv Scotland in the struggle 
between York and f anrawer w wdf explained. 

Though .Mr. Rait is free from "the bias of anti-patriotism," 
and though his sympathies are, as they ought to be. North of 
the Tweed, his attitude to England and to the English enemies 
of Scotland is quite unexceptionable. Mr. Pollard would not, 
we suppose, endorse hi*! view cf xhc Scottish pnlirx' of Protector 
Somerset, and the blame for the rupture of 1513 i-lnnild nither 
rest on Janie^ than on Henry : but Mr. kait doe^ justice on the 
«hule to Kdward 1, thuugh surety, when he < >)n(lcmns ICdnard's 
policy 00 the ground of it-: icsdIis, lie o\erlnol:s the tact that 
those results were due to Edward failute to carry ou- hi-, 
father's work. And when, in discussmg the probable eit'ccta uf 
a mcceiilnl war of coaquest on Scotland, Mr. Rait esptesscs 
hie fnUtHda to WaUace and Bruioe for saviae their country 
fimn what occnmd in "the parallel cue of lieland»'" sure^ 
Ireland is the very hut oountiy to be quoted as aa exainple 
of a suuestfut war of conquest ! It is a new version of Irish 
history indeed. The proper parallel case is that of Wales. We 
rather doubt, too, if French nistorians would he satisfied with 
the remark that '"the Scots defeated the English at Baugtf"; 
one does not usually reckon Bfeitenfeld as a Scottish v;ctor>% 
even though Scots contributed \ery lar^'cly to the success of the 
day. One might also take exception tt) .Mr. Rail's version of 
the relations of Spain to Mar)' Stu.iit in 1560; n u.is not until 
twenty years later, when the Guises had become the faithful 
servants oi I'hiijp II, that the Qneenof Scots bad any chance 
of getting -Spanish assistance. 

With regard to tlir second niin of tiie book, the attcn)|>t to 
overthrow Professor Freeman's theory of the alliance lictween 
tbe'tme Scots" of the Highlands with the Saxons of England 
"ftfther olT* out of hatred of "the nearer Saxons" of I,«tliian,

It) the Celtic kin^;di>ni of S colland ; that tlie Celts of the Lo«laads 

/ North of the i urtb, the men of t ife, Forfar, and Aberdeen, were 
Anglicized in speech and habits ; that there was, in fact, " an 
PInglish victory," though a victory not o( blood, but of dviliution. 
But when all thb is admitud tbeie is not nuicb left to admit, 
and the diflifiience seems to be whittled down to the fact that, 
while Professor Freeman in aseribiiy to the English of Lodiiaa 
the credit fnr the success of Scotfand in the War or Independence 
h.-u omitted nil mention of the Anglicized Celts of Aberdeen and 
Forfar, Mr. Rait, while giving these Anglicized Cells their due 
share of credit and showing that the kingdom of David I and 
W'illiam the Lion was a conglomerate of Pict, Scot, Goidel, 
I5r)'fhoii, Dane, and Angle," with an .Anglo-Norman nobility 
'elements most of which Arc al .0 Id he found in the decidedly 
coin[x3site "Hnfjlislv" ntitioni, tries to pnivp that there was 
rather .1 union ■letvvecr. the "true -Scots " of the lli^hliinds with 
the Anglinzed Celts of the Lowland'^ against Kngland. In 
sup])ort of this ide.i he l.iys ^reat stres-. on the jircsencc of the 
Highlanders in the Scottish reserve al Uannockburii, and on 
the part played by Highlanders at Northallerton and Flodden^ 
battMs whkb he somewhat curiously classes widi BimiodAnm 
as occasions on which the independence of Scotland was at 
slake \ However, it h possible to hold that the stress laid by 
the authorities on the presence of the Highlanders at these 
battles is itself evidence that it was an exception to the general 
rule. Uoth at Northallerton and Floddcn one finds the tactics 
of the Highlinders the same as those of their descendants at 
Kllliccranicie ,inH CtillrKlfn—a '.cilrf, inipctttous chrtrge, very 
CifTrrent from the ei'.dunn;.' resistJinte of the LovUand " seliil- 
trons" .it I-"a!kirk. or of the " stu'ibom spe.anncn ol !■ lodden. 
(Mr. Kait is surely in error in speaking oi the iii;.;hlanders at 
FlocUien ,is " ■ taking p,ut in the rir.j; whieh encncled Jamrs I V ; 
".IS It tiot composed of the fue rentral divisions - all of tiiem 
Lowiiindcxs -of the Scottish array, who alone stood their ground 
after Stanley had routed Lennox and /Vrgyle^ and Dacre had 
driven Huatl^ and Home off to the west.^) We cranot adigBit 
(hat Mr. Rant has shaken this part of Professor Fieemaa'a 
theory; it wasflot the vioUMi, but fBO Vanquished, of KlIlieciBiilDa 
who were the conipzerors of BmmodJiura and the teal rhampions 
of Soottish independence. 

Alfreti the Grrat : A Sketch and Seven Studies. By W arwick 
H. Draper. Second Edition, Revised. (London : ElUot 
Stock.) 

We arc glad that .Mr. Draper has reached a second editiotL 
His studies on Alfred arc certainly among the best informed 
of those which h.ts c been recently issued for popular consump- 
tion. Thus, on p. 37 he utilises Professor Vinoj.'rarioffs 
researches into the subject of " folcland " r and in. the note on 
.MtVed's Jewel he ciuotes the recent motio^jr.ipli by Professor 
I-.arle. W'c notice, however, that in one < ase he has more than 
kejJt p.irr uilh scholarsliip ; his liibho^yr.iphy mentions .Mr. 
Slvvcnson's e<iitiun uf Aissei us though at uteic airciidy published 
at the time of writing. The study of " .Alfred as a Man of 
Letters" will be found useful : it contains a particularly appre- 
ciative account of Boetbius and his influence upoo Alfiied. On • 
the other hand, we {iul to see the neoewity far such an aeoonnt 
of "Alfred's Local Governn>ent " as Mr. Draper has fumilhedt 
It is really a brief and not ver)' readable sketch of the perma- 
nent institutions of Anglo-Saxon England. The book will pro- 
bably be of more use to teachers than to learners ; for witn all 
its merits it is r.ither disconnected, and there is a certain w.int 
of proportion in the detailed tlisrussions. Since Mr. I)ta]>cr 
h.1'? gone so deeply into some of the questions connected with 
.-Mfred, we think that he might have treated the authenticity of 
the Life by Asser in a more systematic and independent manner, 
lie j(.K;niJs t<jo much time in qsioting the verdicts of other 
scholars, too little in dis^cussing the evidence. In particular, 
he Ignores the question of Asscr's relation to the Chronicle. 
On the whole sulMect of the Chronicle and its authorship he 
should have wihaed the ndaaable isttedndiioii to Mr. 
Phimmer^ cdHion of ibe Puker and Land MSS. The tie* 
puted date of Alfied's death is adequately discussed ; but the 
discussion is inserted under the heading of " Alfred's Burial 
Flaoe''(pi.iot), wbeteniitwoaldMffloee naturally in the hio- 
giapiUcai thttdb On tbia «Dl(jea Mr. Dtapir adopt* tte 
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contusion nf Mr W H. Stevenson, and deserves our 
gratitudr- for an ?\tirrr-cly lucid summary of the well-knOWll 
{wpex in the English HistorUal Hn'icw for 1891$.

The Advtrsaries of the Siefitu, or Tht Sfttitms Prettttt, Hy 
ALFREn HoDDER. (London : Swan Soimeatchein & Co.) 
This i» a couraj^cous .im! vigorous hook. :ind i.!l-5lt\cs 
the attention of students of philosophy. The of*cning chapter, 
called "The Dilemma of Scepticism," is written in a veiy lively 
manner, under the sp«ll, a» is plain, of Mr. Bradley's cootro- 
venial style. It is aimed ;it the postulatioa of "absolute 
laiowMg«ofm>]ity " by Mr. Bradley in AppeantueandRmlily, \ 
and al a limikr wuition ukcn up by Professor Roycc. 
Dr. H odder will admit no asaumptiuns or postuU-iics. " To 
maintain the ultimate presuppositions of knowledge by sheer 
pluck— by courage is on a par in its siRnificancc for meta- 
physics with an offer to niamiain them by pistols." " It " (that 
IS, metaphysics) "cannot supply logic, it yiWS therefore give 
couraj^ : it caniv^t irlt n stnr-j-. it iv?!! !stn? a comic song." The 
critiL-ism, lit it.ii-t ,1? iiiitT:i;rl .ig.iinst .Mr. Llradley, admits of an 
answer; but it is cleverly put, and worth makinjj. We 
confess that other positions than Mr. IJradley's— noiahl; thai 
of A writer of quite another kind, Professor Jaanes-secm more 
ob\it>usIy iipen to Dr. Hoddcr's accusatiottS. The second 
chapter ib called by the sub-title of the whole book, " Tlic 
Spedoua Pitaent." The difficulties of the "pratHtt" are veiy 
well ttated. On p. 45 the strongly-put obienratkm that "the 
kfical impossibiHly oi the hypotheliciil all-inclusive thought's 
knowing any Other consciuusncss than its own . . . cannot be too 
ofiett nor too stubbornly insisted on," is again one worth con- 
siderins, )<t open to reply and « by " logical " .' what precisely 
is the force of this word ? The objection, indeed, implied in the 
remark seems more applicsible to Professor Koycc than to 
Mr. Bradley, whose views Dr. Hodder tends to identify too 
completely « stli i!',useof the American philosopher. Dr. Hodder 
(p. 5a) quotes iioTii Mr. Bradley {Af>peariinci ainl KenlitY, 
p. 143) that "if u Ncpposed independent being "is known by 
another, then torikwith it canttot be self-e.\istent, since this 
rcl.U'oii imist clearly belong to its essence " : and seems to take 
"this relation" to mean "the relation of being known by 
aootbicr," whidi he tlien Braccids 10 dcacribe as the "fcust 
esKniU of aeddeiitar'* we shooM have supposed that self* 
essteoce, which is a ''relation to self," was meant. But even 
sapposing Dr. Hodder is right ia his interptetation, he does not 
explain how he draws the line between essence and accident, on 
the distinction o( which his whole criticism of Mr. Bradley 
depends. "Plurality," Mr. Bradley ha« <!-iid, "i* unmeanmj^ 
unless the units are somehow taken ti>>;<.tlit:r."" •It wnu'd }nj 
quite as discTitninri'.ir-,?," Dr. IInHc!tr rttorts, ■•;o affirm (l'.:it 
plurality has Hii inc.inm^; u'ilc5-. tlie uiiUt ari- sdinthcs' t:ikcn 
apart." Biil suirSy .Mr. lit.idicy iMjuIri nut drr.j ihis.. It is only 
that tilt covisidrt.itioii 1^ ir:< le\.inl :ii tlie ■ niiiiexion. It is loo 
common with liiosc who regard what they call "monism" as 
thrir ^rcat enemy to suppose that, if one calls attention to the 
unity which is implied in plurality, one must be denying the 
dnuality aboietber. These instances will snfiioe to show that 
Dr. Hoddei's criticism of Mr. Bradley is not always cogent. 
But indeed, despite his acuteness hi pointing otit the diAoiltiea 
of the philosophy which be critidseSi the dimcohies of avoiding 
assent to it he docs not sec with equal dcacness. Urns, on 
p. 143 he pushes his scepticism to tlie point of reiiMldlH that 
"without piitt'Tig a naive faith in memory" one cannot ""show 
that befori-- tlic i>resent moment one had a mind or an expert- 
f-ncr." ; and that "mllmut piittin;; an rqii^lly naive faith in 
irifcrrncr." one <:a:ini>t "ih.it ow.' mil h.nc ,a mind or an 

expfrir-iiff. at .my pcrir-d l-.trtMl;i.T." Jjut llitn this incapacity 
L-rrinv t<j kiaVv nv'zr libvious the ncjcssily of rccogniiing some 
sort uf consciOUincss \vit;.m winch the individual consciousness 
falls. For we can, .ts Hodder says, doubt whether ■u.e shall 
have a mind or expciicuce a moment hence; yet this, too, is a 
dodbt fif sonediing within the world of which we are cawKioui. 
iMwireliaveaittind,M<-n (perhaps) weshaH not. NimuaiUktH 
fan* at least, within one timo'senes oT which we are conscious. 

on p. t7S we have "one^ specious present," but "the

But this seems to us very far from being true. The discussion 
which follows, on the "Testimony of Consciousness," is clever 
but not convincing: but that on "The Morality that Ou^ht to 
He " is a really strong criticism of the least strong pomt in 
Mr. Bradlpy*«i Ethical Studies; and the sceptical p.-issages at 
the end co..id iMt, perhaps, be better done. The chapter on 
"The M i.iiiiy that Is" is less successful. Dr. Hodder ranges 
liimbclf uii 'ihe side of Thrasymachus in \hr diMius.sinn at the 
h.r;.;:nninK nf Plato's Republic. He also defends ;lic ■' hrdonistic 
< :;di uliis ill iScntham, and says tlut it is as good .is any appitL-d 
uulliciiiattc*. This might be, if one could— as one cannot — 
perform abstraction in ethics in the same way as in mathematics. 
And who, one may ask, denies what Dr. Hodder stales as 
though it «-ere not usually admitted by opponents of Utili* 
tarianisnit that " the objections regarded ac fotal to ibe use of 
the Benthamite calculus across the <lividing line be tw een the 
selves of different moments are in logic, if not in rfactotic, tbe 
's.ime' as the objections regarded as fatal to its use across 
the dividing line between individual and individual "? (p. 313) 
Dr. Hcddcr's treatment of ethics would be more satisfactory S 
he had ,1 rlcircr insight into the religious consciousness. He- 
does iii;t realite the full meaning of the "first and great com- 
n5ar.('.mi :n, " though he has (p. 319) some sensible remarks on 
the "second which is hkc unto it.'' When he says (p- 326): 
" It cannot be thn loss of c%xry .Hm>,dp s.c!t th.il constitutes the 
gain of every single self," one ictls tl»i he has not entered mto 
the spirit of John xii. 35. The view taken of "pain and haid- 
ship " on p. 339 is rather tliat of the Leibnitzian ThcodkfetbaB 
of the Christian idyoo. Still, oa tbe wbola, the eAieal ^ 
cussion is good. The defence of the name "pkasurs" as 
a "common denorahnlor " will at any rate do no harm just now. 
Dr. Hoddei's real view is probably much the same as Lotzc's. 
But it is not easy to see how it is to be held apart from belief in 
some sort of "higher''— and conscious— self. His objection to 
this hclicf Mind'i nimt'i the diffiruUies of .ivnidin;^ il. Itc scoffs 
at thr r.iitinii n: " lis Ijciii;; >o niui :h bcUf r 10 conceive .ind 
speak of htm "(the unifying agent in experieticej •f.ilscly (we 
may, it seems, be sure at least of that!) than not nt all." 
.Aristotle frankly says as marh of the hravenly bodies at the 
beginning of the Ctiio ; ,uul Im thi^ i.inir. rc.ison. no doubt, 
as Professor Koyce in respect ut Uic unifying agent, it uc may 
judge from the title of the latter's book. 

\\c obser\'c an inaccuracy on p. 81 : "actuality excludes 
possibility."

zirgument seems, from the context, to be intended. The proofs 
luvc been very carelessly corrected tliroughout : on p. 358 
a word has been dropped out and a blank left ; and "secfitfe" 
for " sceptic" on p. »7 n an uwnualiy startling tnisprbit.

Thi:s ib an excellent book tor a -sea'^on when aver.ijje';, 
championships, and other nauseatm;; statis'ir-. h.ivc lennpoi;mly 
ceased from troubling. It 13 ,1 k'"""- il inij 1 i'::h aitoss 
cricket literature which doe& uui invuive .ji acquaintance with 
tiie tai^iar n ia ll iem a tie^ and which can be undantandad 
tlwee to wbom decimals are a myster^'. Captain Twvoi's views 
axe— in oar opinion— emiwa t ly souoa on such cnidal questions 
of tlw day as the paid aaaleur, tiie unfiur treatment of tbe 
professional, the abominable tyraimy of averages, the futility of 
endless draws, and so forth. But while these questions are 
treated in the course of the book, it is with the " lighter side of 
cricket " that it is mainly concerned. Public school cricket, 
cricket in India, in the suburbs, rricVei tour?, umpire*, fielders, 
the foibles and fancti-s nf ihc jjrciit and llie svould-be ^rt-a:, arc 
direrlinj!ly and amiably discussed. Perhaps the most attracti\ e 
part of the l>ook is where Captain Trevor Icjves tlie beaten p.^lli 
to discuss cricket in the army. He ha;; ^mwi: pleasing tales of 
regimental and i,Mrnson ;naif hc>. of ioldicri i:i iirst-class cricket, 
and of soklier-cricket. llu: sad laic uf ibu gunson pitch, which 
bad been tenderly preserved ail through the winter only to be 
inoifieed at the end of April tbtt the (non-cricketiiig) General 



might show a distinguished foreigner how British cavalry can 
charge, is only one of many such stories. Of the future of 
garrison cricket Captain Trevor is not optimistic ; the drill and 
manreuvre season coincides ivith the mcket »«ason, and even at 
a big station like .Mdcrshot it is often dimctilt to pet n decent 
team into the field. Incidentally Captain Trevor rcmirul? us of 
the vast numbrr of first-class cri,cki-i!er5 in the am-.y ; vnit enuld 
have raiseii .in eleven i|iiile c^ipahle nf t„Lkhni; the '\'ari,ity 
Irom among the " honourably lucnUoncU " in the South Afncan 
dispatches atone. 

A chapter which can be rccoiMiuctulcd to tboK wiio are 
troubled oy mammnth scores and the oonsequcntdaMrn uatdkes 
is that on *The Fntai« of the Bowler.* we are to see 
that Captain Trevor pntesta Stronfly Mainsi .irtificial wickets, 
" snatching the custody of cridiet-fieids from the hands of 
Naiiire." He advocates a greater employment of lobs -advice 
which has practically been taken thi:: summer in the shape of 
the development of w hat is impolitely termed " slow tosh " ; but 
'.vhile .'.dm.ttiii;..' that tlir hiiwlcrs deserve belter support from 
the licldcrs than they often receive, his main precept to the 
despairing bowler is to put more heatt into lu5 i.isk ; faHh e.in 
remove mountains, confidenre is ' iie ebsenee of Mici tbs ; " a man 
with a great big heart ' is what the trickel-titld w.in;>. 

Finally, wc might direct the attention of our readers to 
Capuin Trevor's " neg.itive advice to young crickelen"— it is 
e.xcellent from all |>oints of view.

Mr. Townscnd has a charming style ; whether it be of Asia 
or of Kurope thiit he writes, orte is sorry to reach the end of an 
es$i>y from his pen. Hi* views deserve a respectful hearing, for 
they nrp rhos* of a niiin who hn* studied !ndi:i from t^e time 
of the .Muliny, ai.i'. lii^ relleLtioiib ■.>\\ the urieiital cliaraetcr 
prove that he has f;onc nv.ieh deeper into his sub ecl than the 
average .\njjlo-lndion. l ut when it comes topoliti al prophcry 
the ipeculiitions of 'me n ,in have about as much or litlk *.»lue 
I thobc ol another. We sIphiI:! tliilik more highly of Mr. 
' Tdwnbend it he did nut mount the tripod quite so often. To 
I jud.K'e ircjm this volume he is the main, if not the sole, begetter 
• \ii thoiu lamentable predictions to which the Sfe(tat«r has 
inured us. At first this persevering cry of Won! kad some 
effect upon tts ; but familiarity with it has produced in us, we 
would not say contempt, but certainly a little weariness. We 
will leave it tu Mr. Townscnd's readers to detcnmne for them- 
selves what importance should be attached to the vaticinations 
of this volume. Most of them refer to our Indian Kmpirc. No 
doubt it stands on an (.!ncer?niii fmindfttieir? : and tlmse who. 
like Mr. 'I >-nviii.riul, were ej e-w iiiiei-ies of llie Miilinyiiiaybc 
pardoned lor dilating on a sjiuation which is obvimis. Ilut wc 
rather think that the Knglish have i;.i,ned more tlian ihey have 
lost by th.-iit w,int of imagination whuh jncvcnis them from 
pr) inf; loo eurioiKly into the fiit-ire. Mefcats have rarely been 
avoided, empires have never been maintained, by looking for 
disasters round the comer of to-mocfOW. Our ignnnnce of the 
Indian mind is colossal. It does not follow tfmt we have mson 
for a panic. We lave lield India hitiieRo becaow we have had 
unswerving £aith in a few great ideas and a fewatmnd principles 
of government. Because of this faith n-e are Itlpected. Loved 
wc never shall be ; and it h improbable that the native of India 
would like us better if wc understood him more perfectly. Mr. 
Townsend takes it as an axiom that no government which is not 
lo^-ed can last. Thin we should dispute. It nwy be true uher** 
the subject pcpulianKi foriiiu' a unite<l nationality, but where 
that population is divided by all sorts of jealousies and pre- 
judices, a power which is not cordially liked by any single clai-j 
or ^ipction may very well he maintained as preferable to any 
iillie: power wIhlIi i.oiiht lake its pbioe. The English hold the 
Ltaiancc between the crccdii aud laces of India; their departure 
w>:iuld mean economic ruin to thousands of those who dislike 
them most cordially ; and it seems to us that this important £tct 
is ignored by Mt. Townsend bs Ma ekbonle calculations. 
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THE CIVIL SERVICE COMPETITION OF 1901. 



In acconkncc with our usual cusiuin %ve oiler to uur 
readers a tabulated itaiement of the results of the recent 
etaminailon for appointroents in the Home. Indian, and 
Colonial Civil Services. We are indebte<l for our information 
nitljr 10 Uie Ubie of marks published by ihe Civil Service 
CommMnmni, pud/ to answers readily Boppfod to our 
inquiries \if ibt MKCCMfid candidates tbeuadves. 

The competition of the year 1901 b in many respects 
A remarltable one. The first candidate on the list, Mr. 
Kclih, has amassed the unprecedented total of 5,382. This 
is more than t.ooo marks in advance of Mi. Norwood's 4,360 
in 1 899, wtiicti ]ia_s hitlierlo constituted a record. Mr. Stewart 
follows yh. Kuitli at ail interval of upwards of 1,200. Tlic 
third candidate, again, is separated by another great gulf 
from the second. The lowest aggregate of marks to secure 
a place is 2,044, *^ against 1,859 in 1900, 1,697 in 1899, and 
1,528 in 1898. Each succes^ve jr«ar brings an increase in 
the difficulty of the examination and the intensity of the 
cooaiietidoa It is noticeable that very few of the successful 
candidaiesbaw declimd the atppoinlnents offered to them. 
The few cases in which dus has occuned are indicated m 
our tables by the occasional gaps in numerical sequence. 

Another feature of this year s list is the large number of 
subjects takon up hy the several candiilates. It is not so 
long jinc"? the orihn.'iry equipment of the Oxforil Grca's 
School — aggregating nin<' subjects in all — wns suOirieiit lo 
secure a place. I tiose «asy days arc over, l iic two first 
canilidatcs offer fifteen subjects apiece. Most men ofkr 
twelve or eleven, few less than eleven, three only are 
tttisfied with nine, one alone ^« malhenatieiaQ— hu the 
temerity to succeed with eight. 

But the characteristic of this year's results which has most 
occasioned remark, and perhaps emotion, in Oxford is the 
oomparMiwe nuuceess of the Oifixd candidate. For Hk 
S(tt time since the cxanimtico was institoted, ten years ago, 
Camhri^ has beaten ns. Of the soccessful candidates 
thirty-eight are from Cambridge (of whom two also fruni 
Bombay, and one also t'rom Durham), thirty-four from 0.\forii 
(one of these also of Edinburgh, another also of G!a>goM |. 
The remaining sixteen names in the list are made up as 
follows: Dublin six, Royal University of Ii eland four, Edin- 
burgh two, Hombay one, Calcutta one, Melbourne one, no 
l-'niversity one. 

While disavowing any intention of disparaging the success 
of our rivals, we may be permitted to investigate the cause of 
It, ThesecretUstofyofourdefeatis concealed in the statistics 
of the nnsncoessiul candidalc^ iriiidi alfordnotnie guidance, 
since it is not posAle to refer an Individ aal anntber to the 
appropriate University. One thing at least appears— that 
the Cambridge side has turned the bal l nee ag.iinst us by the 
accession of a singularly strong array of niattiematical talent. 
Mr. Botlonilqr of Trinity, Cainbridge, who vu third wttngier 



la<it year, has achieved an absolute maximum in Mathematics 
pure and applied, and in advanced Mathematics 814 out of 
a possible 900. Other wranglers are the sixth (No. 30)^ the 
seventh (No. 24), the ninth (No. 65), and the tiiirty-tilth (No. 
19). Mr. Stewart is the only Oxford mathematician to com- 
pete. But Mr. Stewart's lioiMMn comprise b^ddct a Fint 
Qm in HaibeiBatlcal ModeiMlouB,jK.Senad in Ghmkat 
Moderationsi a First bi Katonl Science, and a Second in 
Literae Humaniores. 

In other subjects Cambridge competes with us on eqtial 
terms. It is impossible, after a close examination of the 
figures, to find an)' preponderating excellence on either side 
in English Composition, Ancient and Modern Languages, 
Modern History, Political Economy, or Political Science. 
In .\neient History the advantage is slightly in our favour. 
Only two of our candidates liave strayed into the field of 
Natural Science. Cambridge is equally aveise Hon Log^ 
and Moral Philosophy. 

An attentive reader of die piAUdied ligwcs cannot hut 
be struck by the otiaofdinailly low amtage of narks aibitted 
to every subject other than mathematics and General Modem 
ICstOty. Out of sixty candidates who offered Greek only 
eleven got more than half marks ; in Latin only eight out of 
•lixjy-three. lielow the line in the case of Greek are nine 
First Clas-i men m Cla.ssical ^^oderations and three First Class 
men in ilie Classical Tripos. In l atin twelve Oxford and 
tliree Cambridge First Class men fell jihort of half marks. 
Siinilaily it will be found tlial a First Class in Lit. Hum, is 
not incompatible with failing to obtain half marks either in 
Ancient History, or in Logic and Moral Hiflosopihy, or in 
any of them. 

Wc stale these facts without comment. They are proper 
to be considered by future candidates. Perhaps their 
wlidoai trill He ba more concentrated work on fewer 
snUeets. 

The successful candidates comprise among them some 
j high academic distinctions. Mr. Keith lias to his credit 
two First Classes in Final Schools. Ixsides tbe Boden San- 
j skrit Scholarship. The list inchuies .-ilso a Craven Scholar- 
! ship (No. 9), two Gaisford \'crse Prixcs (Nos. 9 and 22), 
a i'ois'in Prize and Prox. Ace. lirownc I'rizc (No. 17), and 
two mention? for the Hertford (Nos. 9 and 70). The Dublin 
candidates, Nos. 4, 54, and gg, are hdea wilb honours fton 
their own University. 

About iwo-lliirds '>( the candidates have won athletic 
diatioction at school or collc;^ Mr, Lucas (No. 11) has 
represenled CamhridBU in the Long Jump. Mr. TunriMdl 
^0. 7a) baa bccB br four yean a member of the Oxford UnW 
venity swhnming (earn. Mr. Giaham (No. 4) has represented 
his University at Lawn Tennis, and won the University 
Doubles Championship, 1900. Mr. Couper is well known 
as a Ritgby football Blue.

was smaller in lins liian other years; and whether the chuiiLe 
was due to our oun fault, or to more efRcient preparation 
aSTordciI b) our nva!s. or lo a eli:uiL^< in the principles. And 
we cannot see how liae most thm-skmned people can reason- 
ably take umbrage at either of these questions being raised. 
If our Oxford correspondents tacitly assume that our system 
of education is prcfcrabk to any other, that js no reason 
why those who think diflferently should consider ihenudves 
hwdted. The assamplion is legithnale in Oxford cirelea. 
The Oxford system wonld not exist if it were not sup- 
ported bjr Oxfcffd opmion as on tiie whole the best of which 
Oxford knows. Our correspondent, rather inconslfii iulv, is 
annoyeil that the JAj^fdsr'nt should criticize this |)ious an.l le- 
ccived W-\k\. Again we ,<re ni a li;^^ ti. unvIer-taiKl his 
irriiattoti. Ifwc start a discussion and suggest a reform of 
Oxford education, we may be actnig n^ly, bnt we are acting 
within our rights. 

Most people are acquainted with the lyrical works of 
Ilcinrich Heine ; even the Freshman can quote : " Es isl eine 
altc Geschichte," but probably many of the iaige and apprecia* 
tivc audience present on Thursday last to liear Professor Mac- 
dooell lecture on "The Wit and Pathos of Heinridi Heine" 
were introduced for the first time to the lesser>known writings 
of dm poet. To do itdl iustice to a man as many-sided as 
Hebie wonld be impossible wi'thfn the space of one hour, 

nevertheless, the Prolessor's it'u^tr.itious vie:;- so .ipt and SO 

well chosen iliat hjs liearers gained a knowledge of Heine, 
and an im^gfat into the poors inmost ieeSng^ which thiy 



coulJ hardly have aci'uired without such inspiration. Every 
type of Ileintr's wit v, as v •,•11 iliuslratU'l. from ihe bludijeori 
he wickls when wnlnu uIh.h.I < iultmL'-en- -its professors anil 
it-s ladies — lo the line 1 ijiier-tlirusl •.uih wh:.;li he pierces llif 
self-esteem of tlic obnoxious " I'hilister." The really deep 
pathos too of his writing.- was fully brought out : in particular, 
a passage from the Buck Legrand, the English rendering of 
winch was a moat admirable interpretation of the spirit of the 
most nntnnalamble of po^. We consider tliat Professor 
Hrlacdoneli did ample jnsticr to a most fasdnating subject.

But the same s|)eech, delivered by another IWHO, 
would hardly haw had an equal effect. There were no 
doubt many present who had mad, and there were certainly 
some who themsdves remeinbered* dwt die most notable 
protest against die annexation of the Ttansvaal in 1877 
cMv: fi ■m Afr. Counr.cy. The same voice v.hieh w.is 
laised a quarter ol a century ago is raised ajjaiu lo-day 
against annexation ; and, whatever may tve- the views of the 
moment, there is always something itripressive to an audience, 
especially in these days of ready or reluctant co:i\ersious, 
in the consistent maintenance of reasoned convictions, on the 
part of a transparently sincere and disinterested man, win 
lias once before prove<l a true prophet. Mr. Courtney, how- 
ever, as he told us, claimed to be a practical man; and 
while he urged the wrongfulness of annexation, the indepen- 
dence which he wished to restore was one subject to two 
important reslricdons; first, a snIEcient measure of disarma- 
ment, and secondly, the complete control by England of all 
foieiL^n relations. It might be plausibly argued th.u tlii» 
i'..lTerriice between this independence, and anrn'x.uion ^^.lh 
■equal riglits for white men,' lies chie.ly -u ilie u-reaier 
likelihood of its being accepted by the Boers, and bringing 
peace to Soath Africa/* 

Oil the letter from I'rofessor Poulton, which wc print

Melvitte and Erans, there seems no inomcdiate prospect of 
their loting iL Univernty may, however, find some com- 
pensation in another Inter-Collegiate competition, which has 
been newly started this Term, the Golf, in which they 
achieved a meritorioas victory over Balliol on Saturday, and 
meet Rrascnose in the final. It is really remarkable to 
notice what a very high position the Coll. go holis in all 
branches of athletics at the prcsctit monii-ut : not to mcutiou 
the Golf and the Soccer Cup, they supply tour represeniativcs 
to the 'Varsity XV, and have nevertheless an undefeated 
record in College matches. Moreover, tbcyare second on 
the tiver both in the Eights and Torpids, and were among 
the strongest CoU^^ at cricket: there are not many 
CoUMca wUcb can iliow sack a leconl of alkonnd 
csodknce. 

A cn'.k writes : — 

"The Ru;^by team this year has done such great things, 
and ha- eartici! such high commendal:on outside Oxford 
from ihr (ri IC S Lind the selection committee of the Rugby 
Union, iimt many \yctiy,:i regard it as hwdncibk^ and eipcct 
a runaway victory over Cambridge. 

" It may be as well, then, to remember that Cambridge 
have been coming on rapidly, and have shown of late very 
considerable scoring powers ; they have also a very jxjwerful 
lot of forwards^ wdl led by Creenlees and tbe two Bedell- 
Sivrfghts. Our team, on the other hand, has -had a pro- 
gnunme of mnsml nunitade, and the hard work has told 
npon oar Ibrwards. They are still, as they showed on 
Monday, \cry good in tlie open, but they seem of late to 
shirk that most essential of all things towards enabling the 
halves to gain [lossession of the ball— a good and firm 
bpginninp (to boriow a pliraiie liuiii our rowing friends) in 
scrummage work. Dublin University broke ihrough '.hern 
time after time ; the Marlborough Nomads, for a good portion 
of the game, quite hdd their own; wUle even a compara- 



tively weak side, such as that of tile Edinbnrch Wanderers, on 
many occasions scrtwed the scrummage " i h preat facility. 

" When we meet Cambridge, wc ^all probably have to 
face our most formidable opponents forward, and therefore it 
is advisable that our eight should shake ofT what looks like 
staleness, and be fit and ready for any amount of hard work. 
If ihqr can get the better of the Cambridge eight, we ought 
to score teafflly. 

" Cainbridgc have had, from one reason or the other, to 
make many changes and experiments in their three-quarter 
. and at any rate in combination here we ought to show 
siijjeriority, though it sirems very doubtfti! wfiefher Eberle 
will have recovercii suflkientiv to takr lus [ilaec on the light 
v. 'mg. Mis place will be diMicult to fill satisfactorily. Both 
lull backs are good, but at half we oitgfal to have a decided 
puil." 

The decision of the Stewards at Henley, in the matter of 
the admission of foreigners to compete, will commend itself 
to roenbers of the University generally, as it haa done 
to most of the dubs oompetuv at the Hentla. It is, ao 
doubt, most necemnr to keep up tbe standard of amateur 
qualification, and rigidly to exclude anything approaching 
professionalism; but to do this by excluding all non-Hritisli 
clubs would have certainly been misconstrued, and it would 
have been thought, not without reason perhaj s, that English 
rowing feared foreign competition. In America, especially, 
the decision against an exclusive policy has been watniiy 
appreciated; and if " Anglo-Saxonism " is ever to become a 
real force in politics, and is not to remain an academic 
commonplace for the platform, it will probably owe a g^ood 
part of its strength to that common intcrciit in athletic 
coniesis which is the special properqrof the JuigUsb-speaktog 
peoples.

Walton on his day one of the 
belt habfea trho have been tip lately, and Terry and Kenhaw 
vastly improved players, while Strand Jonl•^ is, a-^ hcforc, 
a good player with two thoroughly bad fauUs, carek-afncss 
about finding touch and a most reprehensible tendency to 
play to llie gallery. The only backs wc have lost arc 
("rawTuril ami Luce, and useful players .is they w ere, Iv-iphael j 
and iiberle — if he is able to play — arc ccrtiiniy no worse,

The programme consisted of tln ee masterpieces of 
ver>' different styles — DvoWk's pimo trio in F minor, Beet- 
hoven's piano and violoncello sonata in A, and Brahms' 
piano quartet in G minor; and the performers were Messrs. 
Borwick, Halir, Hobday, and Seeker. 1'he three former arc 
familiar figures at iheae conceit^ and they were aU in their 
finest form ; it it ^lieiilt indeed u» imagine piano or inolin 
playing more htitfaMt wldi the ifvcat cnnical fire than that 
sltown by Mr. Borwick and Mr. HaHr. Mr. Hugo Bedter, 
who made a most wt lconie socrmd appearance, is perhaps 
a shade less classical in IcL-lin^ ; but in perfection of phrasing 
and technique, and iiiurvcllous Ln-auty of tout-, there is no 
living 'cellist (o surjiass, and perhajis none to equal liiin. 
Kvcry roonien; of the concert w.-is the kcerest enjn\nicnt to 
every musac-lovcr in the room : it is a pity that Oxford was 
a|j;i.irciitly not able to provide a larger number of Utem. 

" Albertini, Queen of Pianists young lady eleven years 
of age, but looking consid«nibly older, and i«ulfaig (tf (be 
address of |be printer of her very extraordinary programmes 
and pamphlela is any guide) ftmColcbetter— gave a concert 
m the Town Hall Aaaembly Room on Friday vHsmg. She 
was aaristed by "splendid London aitistes,'* whose elToits 
call for no special mention — indeed, with the exception of 
Miss Marguerite Saunders' singing, tiey were somewhat 
painful; but a few words should be said in all kindness about 
Miss Aibenini. She ha.<!, for her age, excepuouiilly Itexible 
and strong iingiirs anil wri.sts anci considerable command 
over touch and tone ; and buroc light pieces were given with 
very pretty taste. But her conceptions of numbers by Bach 
and Chopin, and (roost of all) of Beethoven's Sonala Appas- 
tkmUit were merely pretentious caricatures, and there were 
many things about her playing which showed a training in 
some respects very saperfichd. She has no donbi, far ber 
ag^ distinct namral talent, but her paxenia or guudfauw 
snoiild aOow her to study quietly under some fint-iale 
teacher : and in any case they are not likely to improve her 
prospects by their present methods of advertisement. 

At the last Daltii.l coneeri nf ibe prcwnt 'rcrm Miss Ger'.rude 
Siclii'l "as (be singer, gi\i:iu ileiiis bv liach, Mtndelssohn, 
Sk'-indiati, (iriep, Mr. Had'jw, an<l Dr. Walker: Messrs. 
T. A. Spring-Kice and F. S. Keily played organ and piano 
s<iUrs of Schumann and Chopin respectively, and the chorus 
01 the College Musical Society, conducted by Dr. Walker, 
sang variota tbbigs of Mendehwobn, SaNiaitnn» and 
Schubert. 

On Monday afternoon the "Oxford String Orchestra" 
gav« a veiT enmymble conceit in the Town Hall Assembly 
Room, under Mr. A. J. Slooombe% direction. They play 
well together, and with good tone (though the balance would 
be better if the lower parts were stronger) ; and their selec- 
tions, im luding Mozarl's lovely "Kleiue N.K.hiniusik " and 
olber mteiestillg thint;s, were admiiable. Miss Kate Ouid 
(Mrs. sloromlie) uas l.ianl to advanLi^re in Bargiel's adagio 
fur vioioncelio, liiuugli tiicr urci)«t>trai accompaniment was in- 
clined sometimes to drown her; Mr. Kdwin Virgo, a violin 
pupil of Mr. Slocomde, played Saint-Sains' Ctf/rirf/wo 
in good sound style, and Miss Mary Bcynon^ the vocalist, 
l>osiesses a ikxiUe soprano of lich and pure quality, and 
sang veiy ptcanntly. 
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THE UNION. 

Thkrr was nothing very remarkalile in last Thursday's 
debate at the Union. The House seldom evinces more than 
a qualified interest in questions of general lorc^i^'ti poliiy. 
Nevertheless, llie debaic was sustairved at a very lair level, 
and the ipeedict off the pi|ier mne deddedljr above the 
average. 

As this is our last notice of the Union this Term, we 
might remark on the decided improvement in the f!:eneral 
quality of the debates. White no rhetorical star of extra- 
ordinary bfillianoe has appeared on the horizon, the Society 
baa not for aame Terma past possessed so many speakers or 
miicb more tbaa avenge ability. The apeaking oflf the 
paper had been tmnXRiny Irath and apontaneona, large houses 
haw been the order or the day ; in particular we are glad to 
notice that the influence of the speeches upon the divisions 
has been mnth more marked than fomnTly. 

Mr. II. D. .Maclaren (Balliol) nioNcd, " Th^i ihis House 
woiiM vifv.- with approval a rapprochemntl lictwcen England 
.inii Russia." He mainlnined that the growir-.p unfriendli- 
ness oT liie ConaneniL^I (.louc-rs had proved liie imilily of the 
policy ol "splendid isolation. ' It was useless to seek an 
alliance with any of our commercia] rivals, and Russia was 
the only great Power which did not come under this cate- 
gof}'. The antagonism between Rusria and this country in 
the Far Eaat was nothing SMite than a aoperatition. We had 
never been able to check Rock's dengna to that dbectloo, 
and it would be wter 10 reeogniae her dalna than to persist 
in a policy which could only result in hnmiliation. Mr. 
Marliren'.s speech was admir.ibit in manner :md matter. 

Blr. H. Thorp (Wadliam) denied tliat an alliance could be 
based solely on tlie romminiiiy of interest. The whole 
sentiment of iliis country w.as o;i[iosed 10 Russian n-.ethoils 
and iileas. He pn:nl< il lo the nundirrlrss as.sur.inrrs, e.'ijic- 
cially with regard lo Aighanistan, which had never been 
fiilfilled. If we needed an alliance, wc ought to look to 
Germany. The present agitation in that country was merely 
tcnponuji and in the Emperor William we ought to re- 
OOgnil* aw Btauncheat friend on the Contineot A com- 
bbntioB between Enghuid, Germany, and Japan would be 
invincible both in Earopc and the Eaat Sir. Thoip b an 
improved and fttt hnproving s])caker. He has at hut 
transferred his attentions from the table to the House. He 
should, ho«-evcr, learn to vary the pilch of his voice if he 
wishes to give his ])oini>> the prominence they deserve. 

Mr. L. C. Jane (Un;vorsity) thought we ought to let 
Russia advance, if onl\ lo brin^; herMitliin convenient striking 
distance. He was preprjrcd to sec Russia obtam po*se**ion 
of Manchuria and the D.iriiant lK s, j rovidcd our interests in 
the Yang-tse Valley and ilic Suez ("anal were uninjured. 
Mr. Jane expressed his &cc[it;cistn as to the friendliness of 
the Kaiser, and pointed to the explanation of (he tdegnutn 
to ?i«(ldent Kfuger. Mr. Jane is not a particniarly good 
speaker, but bis views on foreign politics an original and 
interesting. 

Mr. H. F. Lawea (Trinitjr) (Sscussed the policy of Russia 
in the Far Fast, in the Persian Gulf, and in Turkey. It was, 
however, unfortunate that thf fitevious s)>cakers had not 
brought forwaid sevcr.d of the .iigumcuts wliitli l.c vias pre- 
pared lo refute. He b is a good voice, but an indilTercnt style. 

Mr. Fletclicr (New L' jllpgr) Supported the motion on 
strictly utilitarian L::ounds. Interen!. not sentiment, was the 1 
real bond of uoion between coumrics, and Russia was the 
only great Power whose commercial interests did not directly 
conflKt with our own in the struggle for open markets. Mr. 
Flctihcr t^pokc dearly and mciihely. He ahooM I17 to 
appear leiis didactic. 



Lord Haddo (Balliol) saw no leaaon why we abould not 
letum to our former racaddi^ widi Rmaia. An aOianoe 
with that country woidd have the ad^tional idvaaiage of 
securing the goodwill of France, loid Haddo ^oke nore 

dearly than usual. 

Mr. E, Wall-'i (C"or]nis) made .m eMrcinely amusing speech 
in support of the motion. He tnaintaincd tliat RuSsia was 
greatly mali;.^ned in l-'ngiand, and argued that the Nihilists 
were not a wiui kss de^rable liian the Independent Labour 
Parly. 

Mr, M. H. Woods (Trinity) held that a rapprochtmftH 
with Rniaia would alienate Gennttijr. and that Russia would 
throw us over when it suited ber purpose to do so. Air. 
Woods wait fluent, and made a gooa dtteting speech. 

Mr H. D. Roome (Iferion) bad prepared a vast amount of 
pscuda-epignunmatic bombatt wMch be burled rehntleariy 
at the House. He aboiild endeavour 10 aimuhue a more 
natural demeanour. 

Mr. H. A. Crowther-A'wvn (St. John's) deduced from the 
"starry firmament" several convincing arguments against 
Ihe motion. 

On a division, the motion was lost by twenty-eight votes.

THEOLOGY. 

JokoMnint Prebltms ami ,\f(kUm Nteds. By H. T. PURCHASi 
M.A. (London: Macmillan.) 

This interesting but eccentric little book ofTers us a supposed 
clue for the interpretation of St John's Gospel. In 3 St John 9 
we And a rebuke uttered .igainst a certain Diutrephes. Mr. 
Purchas agrees with the cntics who hold that this Diotrephes 
was a bishop. Hence he supposes that St. [rshn had .t 5tTon(» 
dislilLC of the monarchical frpisrop.ili.', althoui^'h C ltnuiit nf 
Alcxaniiria, Tcrtullian, anrf In.-t-.atiiti iisvun.- us lli it .St. Joliii 
was !ipe':ially cuiint.'oti'd with that iiistitutiun. 11c ihL'ii works 
at the Gospei, which he believes tu contain a symbolical polemic 
against episcopacy and the ecclesiastical tendencies of the later 
apostolic age. Because such men as Diotrephes neglected 
boapitatiqrtSl. Joha nondatte washing of the feet rather than 
the inatitiitiaa the Endnititt. ** Behind the figuie of Judu 
wc see Diotrephe*." Aim! the luler of the fcaat at Cmw of 
Galilee, who doea not undcntind the myiteriea of God, ia^ 
Mr. Purchas s«:f:t;cst?, another picture of the worldly bishop. 

Again influenced by Uiotrephes, our author excises the words 
in which our Lord speaks of himself as "the Door." For " the 
door is a mechanical thing," and therefore unfitted to a Church 
nf an unorganised kind. After this we find the statement th.it 
l!-.c Chris: liin (.oiniiiut'.itics i>f Kumc iind Cartilage used water 
and not wine at the Eucharist, a practice which appears really 
to h.^v(: bocti confined to a few heretics. For the litcr.iturr of 
the subjtcl «e may refer Mr. Purchas to A. Khrhard's AiuknU- 
licke Ull<-r,!ii(r, p. 233. And :is Mr. Piin.lui j believes that the 
Catholic doctrine of the Eucharist icivul-.cs a '' localization of 
the Divine presence upon the altar," ux again take the liberty 
of referring him to Newman's Via Media, ii. p. 220, cd. 1877.

Wc cannot commend too hi^'ily the public spirit of the author 
and tbe pubUsbcrs in bringing a stsndanl work so fully up to 
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date, when u Ic<i5 fh(-irf.uj,'h rcvisinn, .liter ni.-iiiy adiiilinns ,iinl 
COncctions m the cour.se cA nciiriy lull a < cr.tury, would have 
been approved as sufficient, i-.i iii,iriy ways wc rcprct the 
dis.'tppeariince of the familiar work, It was a model textbook, 
business-like, fairly erudite, dry enough to enforce real attention 
from the student, studiously fair, if not quite neutral on party 
questions, and primarily a natural history' of an existing object 
with • due subordination of the antiquarian matter contained in 
the aolci ud appendieeB. 

The piieteiit voldme is larger by 200 p.^-^es, contBias a much 
gKBter amount of erudition both in the text and in the notes, 
omltt nothing of the slightest impoitance, except perhaps the 
useful table of dn'Ci, ttikt 4 into account the latest results of the 
most indefaijgabit- liturKital research, especi-illy on ihc history 
of the old service-hooks .md tlir otd ser\'icei, and is, in fact, an 
encyclopaedia ratht r than .'. ifxihiouK, The first part is sub- 
sunt!a!ly iirt.iltercd in isiructure; but it now contains the most 
lucid .trcoi;iu o! th.L- pte-Reformation s( r\ ic e-books that we 
have ever accii ; this is Mr. Frerr's r \k n sjiecial subject, and 
from the moment Ilishop f'oorc tnhi s the place of Btglii>[) 
Osmund we recognize the hand u{ a njiister of Uses. For the 
hirtoirof the Reformation changes much new light i^^ ihuiun 
on Jtin uncertain uoints from such authorities sls Gasquet and 
Biafaopb 2>iam ana Gee ; amonj; othar aoaUn improv em entt 
an Hk tmnfenooe fiwn appendix to text of tha «rilicisn» of 
BueaTi the stages of the Puritan opposition, and, to some 
extent, the soggestioas of Tiliotson's Commission. Next follow 
fifty pages of documents^ being oiinplete aervkec fram the 
Eucbologion and the Sanim Biewniy, Mass Book and Pontifical : 
this arranfjcmpnt .1 great improvement. 

The whole iif ;hi< -.rcond part has been entirely recast, and 
now deals chiefly with the snurrcs of the offires. ft contains 
eight chapters, witli additional notes and a short t:pihi;.^ue, against 
the five chapters and ap^Kiniix of the old Pnjctr>r. !• irst comes 
a minute di smiition ot tlie Kalendar, and then the various 
offices, the chapter on the Holy Communion es.tciidn>g to eighty 
pages ; Mr. Frere's method of^ exhibiting the offices by outlines 
gradually filled in is admirably lucid, e»peci;iUy in this chapter. 
We ue afiaid, however, that he has lost the sense of proportion 
between the importance of Ae Prayer Book as it is and of its 
elements iind antecedents. No donfat he mneseots a clique 
which, if it had a free hand, would restore the First Prayer Book 
of Edward VI, or, at least, something like the Scottish or 
American offices (pp. 181, 474), but he does not sec that many 
of his objections would be considered pedantic by the average 
churchman (e.g. as to the Litany, p. 4251, and that even in so 
dear n case as the postponement nf the *' Ol;l,uion " it: h hardly 
likily liiat even a majority ot the KiiKli^h Lh.urch I moti u uiild 
consent to tamper with the cxistiti).; order. Again. thoiii.;h 
he distinctly condemns on historical ^;roi;nd5 niaiiy Kuinaniijn^; 
practices such as the Elevation ol the Host ip. 4601. m his 
epilogue his strictures on what he is ple,i:-i J ;r, call -.Ik ruiiiiui 
party show a serious confusion of thought, smce those who 
l e ena nfan desuetude as a legitimate pan of " liturgical expan- 
aiaii" occupy a veiy (fifTerent portion to those who did not 
iMnestly accept the Elizabethan compraaiiaes. The fact is that 
in Mr. Krere's hands this work has grown into a treatise with 
a marked bias, in spite of his obvious wish to be fair and 
moderate ; and .so far it is less fitted than it.s predecessor to be 
the ttxtbook for candidates for Ordination. Probably there wilt 
be a demand for a condensed, though not elementary, editiuii, 
in which it will be possible to omit, e g, ttspirations after the 
Ceremony of the new 1- ire (p. 334) and u.-duo doi^matism about 
the eastward position (pp. 477, 491) or the Ornaments Rubric 
(pp. 105, 363-6). HowevL-r, .\Ir. Frerc believes in paogress, 
and many lessons may be drawn from bis history.

LITERATURE AND CRITICISM. 

Ak EMgiiti OmituHta/y m Damtii Divina Commtdia. By 
the Itev. H. F. Tom, MA. (Oxfiwd : Cfausadon Press.) 

Not long ago a review appeared in the columns of this 
magaiine « Oeisner's compact History of Itaiian Literature. 
The greater part of that volume was occupied with the life of 
Dante and a criticism of his works. To the majority of English- 
men r.f the twentietli ccntary Dante repres^n?? Italian litera- 
ture. Tasso and .VrLOst'.i are now neL;lccttd. .uid of the modem 
pucls utily Leopardi gets a hearing, liut then modern Italian 
literature is a vpry slender thing, and perhaps is not worth 
much attention. The same neglect of the study of later iLaliaa 
literature is to be noticed also m I'rance. as we wen aSWired 
by an eminent profcss>ir of the Collcj^e de France. 

The excellent work of < u inner, which appcired in .in English 
dress, is nawfoliowed by the valuable Commenuuy on Danie by 
Mr. Toier. It is well Imown that be has mad^ In ccsnmoa 
with Dr. Moore, the woiltt of tlx Italian poet the bvoorite 
sttuly of his life. We may truly say chat no one who had not 
saturated himself with the poet could have condensed so much 
valuable information into 628 pages. It is almost an impossibility 
to review such a book, because it is to subject to criticism all 
of a really valuilde nature that has been said .iboiit the great 
poet. Bcini; linii'.cd in sp-ice, Mr. Toicr a'lows Viiinseif no 
superfluous phraseolrigy ; his f v|.lanatiori«i uxf j^Imjii in a Cf>n- 
cifo way, .md rue ba'.i;-ly;p^'. In uoiirnentin^; upon sutb an 
.author— one ofUie Ki^eal naines ul the world, antl theu ritinKs 
of whom are the sto.'chouse for '.lie belief and culture of the 
Middle Ages — Mr. Toicf has 10 c<iuip hinist-U with aji arnwury 
of various knowledge ; sometimes his notes are theological, 
sometimes he explains mediaeval mysticism ; here he is philo- 
logical and cleats up a postage of obscuie constnietion, and there 
he has to give as an histocical aamlanation. All readers of 
Dante know very well the man M history entangled in his 
Divina Comntedia, sometimes idating to very obscure episodes. 
Thus on p. 67 we have a good note as to whether Alexander of 
Pberae or Alexander the Gnat is meant ; on p. 395 wc have 
.•t curinu5 note on tlic mys'ie number 515. Here ^^r. Toier, 
besides his own view, rites ;lia: of Ur. Moore. Set- aljc a x;ood 
note on \\. 46s, on the resistance of the Padoans to Henry \ II ; 
also 0:1 the Imperial Eagle (p. 5411. and the .allusion :o ihe 
tomb of Henry Vll in the Caropo Santo. There are good 
Ideographical notes, thus on the Maici Trivii^iniia ;;>. 4G4), and 
a theoloj:iciU note (p. 256) ; these instances axe (.iken at random. 
M r. Tom r on p. 29 comments on the story of Franccscadt Rimini, 
one of the best-known episodes of the great poem. It is curious 
that Byron shtwM have attmplad a tnnahuion ofthiaiB^miis 
rima, and not unsacccaifidly. Ue CDiplaiys it again hi the 
crinnal poem, " The Prophecy of Dante. To this day the metre 
to De used in the translation of Dute reoiains a "stone of 
stumbling." The iersa rima seems to be required ; and the 
attempu recently made to esca^ the necessity have not been 
happ)'. On p, 3 1 there is a very interesting note on the mention 
of l.anci lo-., utiii }]ow the Lady of Malchault coughed, noticing 
the lil-conceaJcd passion of Lancelot .inri Cninevcre. 

It is a mere comrnonplacc to say of .i useful book that it is 
good to have at one's elbow. This i-. pre-eminently tnie for 
Dante scholars in the present work. It is a small Dante 
EnC)'clopaedia. There is a summ.iry of each Canto which will 
enable the reader to keep the connexion of '.he iioems in hrs 
mind. The study of Dante is now a cult in this country ; and 
a book ao uaeful aa the praaent ahoold oyajf en eatcBsive aalfc 

I^isurabU Stmii, ':. I'.y -.he Ke\ . T. H. I'.xssmoke, M.A., author 
of "The Things beyond liie iumb," i.te. (London i Long- 
mans, Green & Co.) 

These nine articles, " culled from a hrap of lucub-ations which 
have at various times and in di.tti measures lifjlitened the 
gravity .ind solemnised the setuUrity ol the Chunk Rniiew," 
can best be described as the work of a clerical, we n-.e.an priestly, 
Jorotne K. Jerome. One essay alone is solid .and sensible ; it is 
called "The i:.ectunk" and lives advice abont theait of nadivg 
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in church. For the rest, there is no reason why "chatty little 
theses " should not convey us from grave to ^Ay ; but Mr. Pass 
morr's foolin}/ ami p i ty .ire c<iu.illy bombastic; nnd we confess 
th.li ui- dii tn:t relish .1 panegyric on the Trinity \v,jdj;cd in 
between al.ibi uS \ erbuse jocularity, especially when it is decked 
out with such luscious phrases as " the pearly gleam of 
Gcthscmaac's tears, and the Ko&eate UUxid of Golgotha," or 
"the sweetest beait-stiing in tlte Bosom «f the GodMad." 
Mr« Pistmone mj^i with Adviniage enoaxritfeve lib 
essays befaienpriiitiaKtbem; it woiud be stiO better if he did 
not feprint them at ell. 

Lot/ Essays. By the Kt. Hon. I'rofessor F. MAX MOlXBR, 
KJtf. (LoBdon : Langoaaiu, Cxceu & Ca} 

The essays tn fliis voinim deal inth voy various subjects, 
but all of them are deliKbtfid RSMling. They were selected for 
republication bv the Professor shortly before his death, nnd are 
pitblislied by his son exactly as they stood in the original 
maiiuscript. It is a matter for regret that the author was not 
spared to make the additions which he had contemplated. \Vc 
arc especially tantilizcd to Icam that he had collected, but not 
put tc'^pthrr in a roiitiniimj"5 form, a mass of evidence on one of 
111!: most intiTc; I Iiil; -uI iircts viliii:li he touches that of coin ti- 
lien* rs ' i<; i u te-i liiidiliii'jin and Christianity. The views t.ikcn 
hy tlic !'rufL-s!ifir nn this subject have cnn ■uiut rcrt \ i;;oro-.is 
opposition; but, as he says himself, a compie'r' i:ivesn>;.iiinn 
has still to be undertaken ; and the study otcompar.favc n li„n>jn-, , 
will be the poorer for the loss of the materials wUicia ilie :

BIOGRAPHY. 

FiOMttBStrBmntUeseo. ByLBADXRSooiT. GiMtManets 
itt Pnlntii^ and Sculpture. ( London : G. Bdi & Sons.) 

This is the first book on an architect to be included in 
Meflsrs. Bell's useful aeries, and prubably the first full account 
of BmneUescfai in English. Miss Scott has cxceUent authorities 
in the contemporary MS.of Antonio Manctti and the valuable 

mnnofH'iphs of von Fabricsy and Guasti. Wc might perhaps 
h.ivc hkcd rather more in the way of appreciation and criticism 
instead of details of journeys, contracts^ and quancls with guilds 
and committees ; but the book is busines8>like, and among these 
details wc find interesting information as to early ideas on 
patents •]>. iiirilces (p. 731, and rcsisunce to the trades 
unions of incdiaev.il times Ip. 77), besides such anrrHntri of the 
masters life and char;ictcr as have \>cvn ]ii r-.i ; ii.d. i'iol.).il:ly 
few pwplf realize that Bruncllcsr.lii tin- oni^nuil ilrii^^itr <if 
the 1' tti f'.Uace, as wcU ot t;ie I n//; Cli.tptl and I'.da^c. 
San l.urtiiiu, and S.mto bpirilo, and the Dome oi ibt Callicilral. 
.So little can Ix; ascertained of his work out of Florence, c.g. in 
the Casiello of Milan, that it seems hardly worth while to include 
this and other iaffiresses in the illustratlMS, which aib usual, 
mnuenNM aadetcellent, especially the tamlMeUef by hk adopted 
son Andrea da Ruggiano, and the iMtiij;lie, such as tho window 
in the Fazzi Palace, We wish Miss Scott had mduded the 
impubltsbed engraving on a gUas goblet in her paneigi o ii of 
the gaidea-front of the Pitti. 

Tennyson. By MoRTON LucB. The Temple Piiowrs. (London: 

J. Dent & Co.) 

Mr. Morton Luce has apparently produced other wor,;; u' U 
in^ Tennyson, which the present reviewer has not happened 
tu sec : but unless he has undergone some strange process of 
dclcnoration, one could "ifrirwiy s-ippi-.n that they woyld 
encourage a reader to ptruic thii> \ i4i:i;u i.t th^- reni[ni_- rnint-rs. 
Mr. Luce has enthusiasm. hr >uri . Fur iiiitouuc, he hulds tnat, 
" In this respect of contei)iijr;r.u y UilluL-t-.L..- there is nothing like /» 
Mtmoriam in the lileratuic ui iLe world. V irgil's Acneui, Pope's 
Etsjy OH Man, Goethe's Faust, Dante's JMving Comedy, Spen- 
ttt^iFaeru Queenc.xhcx and any other poems that may be called 
■cpictentativc of an age or race sorely fail short of /« Mtmoriatn ' ' 
iP' 79)' livt, as mav be more than suspected from this passage, 
Mr. Luce is not likely to ben very safo litetwygoidek Aadhis 
Pnater bia bnt liute infoandnii wMcb coold not b» aora 



profitshly g.ithcrcd from the text of Tennyson's pucmv. Finally, 
ins style IS quite a5toni5lun;;'y b.id. " And huwcver its 
features may v.iry, this (agej of i'ennyson should be regarded as 
a literary penud. one ,ind well defined, with the Pre-Kaplnclite- 
School in tlic centre of it : and among the great energies that 
;<:avc .: birth may be counted democracy, education, religious 
mquiry, and our nurvellous modem science, which should 
include the doctrine of evolution " (p. 3)- " We ^ve attempted 
to show , . . that a contemporary poet may have some undii- 
pnted tide to distinction, or at least to admiration and lever- 
ssKe " (pb 36). Mr. Lixe finds it necessary " to supplement the 
more orainary methods of criticism by occasional reference to 
tbe leading principles of poetry " ta sublime disdain of the mom 
ordinary methods, whatever they are!) ; but his disquisitions 
on the leading principles arc so ill-expressed that few people 
arc likely to uke tbe trouble to extract tbe sensible, but not 
very nateiwaithy, thoughts that ttaqf contain. 

Gir,.LvH,> S.i: onar^ By C L. S. HORSBtnGK. (LMdm: 

Meihucn & Co.) 

This is one of a series of " little biocraphies," and stands side 
Tjy side with a life of Dante by Mr. Paget Toynbee, and with 
hves of John Howard and Wellington. The compass which 
the scries prnnits is not cTtcn'ivc : h-jt Mr. Horsburgh's txecu- 
tion is, iffini ronsuli rs tin' limitations tluis imposed, completely 
adeqiiafe. He is es|)Ci_i illy i;i"Hi M.I11TI dealing with political 
hiM'.ory iif liii jier'.od ; and the lir<t chapter, in wliici. he 
sketches tkc political cuuditiun ul I:,ily m :>avunaruU'& tiuie, is 
one of the best. The whole book is a study of Savonarola as 
prophet turned politiciao, and shows how the incongruity uf the 
two rdles proved htaiuin. The phenomenon is perhaps pecniiariy 
Italian: John of Vteeun is » mediaeval paralnL 

Mr. Horsbuixh's boofc seems defidcnt when he leaves the 
play of objective politics and tries to appreciate the personality 
of Savonarola. He studiously avoids the furor bi/>irrrif>l!uus: 
and he is so successful that he not only makes his bi>tik a little 
dull, but also fails to convince his reader that he has sc-en into 
Savonarola. His treatment of a prophetic soul brooding on 
thinj^s 10 rninc is comically grave when he ftsks If an eKclusive 
interest in Moieiice, such as 5aM.)r;arola supposed tlie \'irj;in to 
puiicsb, is really riinccivable nn her part. His discussion of 
Savonarula's attitude to the Kcnai.^sance> lOO^ MSy tO SOme 
scrm tr>o sr.anty tn cnli^.'htcn rounscl. 

The lecturer pcf [is out al tlie reader mote or kss throughout 
the tvork mu^t slnkiiigly tn the di.iiiiua of Savotuirola into 
five points of view, on p. fj. Is it not perhaps the funotioa of 
the writer, upon whose pi^es tbe reader can tnm bneifc If he 
wants to get the gist of tbe argumeat, to see things steadily and 
whole, and not in broken lights, as the lectnrer moat do for his 

a,;dicnce's sake ? 

.\5 a matter at style, Mr. HceAunii's tendency to the scientific 
metaphor from the nuiscom (pp. ^12) might be varied by an 
excursion into the parks for natural metaphor. In the way of 

mixed metaphor, there is a big jump, or perhaps a natural fali, 
on p. 205, from "want oi a sure (or)th<i]d,'' and "unstaVile 
balance," to beinj; " .steeped ;n ficcullism," and "boiling; in liic 
caiUdron." 

Punctuation is uccasiotially deficient: e.g. p. 10, the bottom 
of tile lirst paragr.iph; p. 41, ibid. (Ire.i;<iry V'lII on 20 
should be Oregory VU. " ilLiicditlinc friar" on p. soo is 
stuelyanaiijrmoroaof a pointed kind. Perhaps it were pedantry 
to onect to "nntoucfaea by and uasytnpatbetic /o," on p. 35 :

Engiisb lawyers are fond of short cuts, and ttsnaUy arrive 
at fairly sensible results without deeming it necessary to tread 
all the maiy paths in which earlier explorers have lost their n'ay. 
But no English lawyer, least of all a lawyer who knows any- 
thing of history, can fail to be impressed with the v.nUie, for 
pr;iriii-nl piirnoKpt. of the idea of a Corporation, that curious 
fi< (i<j7i 'i)' wliH l; v\ many of our most gigantic efforts in industry 
and roniini.Trij .irrj rnrrifd on. Is is r-.r^ !(vi much to say thai, 
without th'.s idL-a. tlif )':i]ioniin,i of iili.idotii l)o^in• ^s li^c ■iSiudd 
be almost uurccogiiiiablc. Witiiou: juint-stock b.iiik», in5u:.i;ii c 
companies, syndicitcs, trusts, mining, shipping, and manuvicT.iT- 
ing tonipanie*, and commercial partncnships, the average man 
would find biuuelf thwarted at every lurn in the main pursuit of 
bis life. Educmtion wonM be hard put to it lo invent subsdtutcs 
fcr its coUegea^ its learned societies, and other public foundations. 
Even the State, powerful as it is, does not disdain to lean heavily 
upon the corporate idea. Its Comity Councils and its Uoroughs, 
its Hoards uf Guardians and its Commisuoos, if they are not 
all Corporations in the strictest sense, are yet m.inifestly incon- 
ceivable without the aid of the corporate idea. If we were 
to apply to such bodies the strict rule": which govern the rights 
and liabilities of individuals, lh<- wlm l^ of administration would 
be blocked every Ikhit. If n ■ iiil; c I'oor Law (Guardian were 
to die, his collc.i)^uos roLdd not 1 \| ci)d a farthing of public 
money until his representatives had solemnly coiivcyed to them 
the rights of the dead man; and tbia step migfat involve two or 
three lawsuits. 

To the antbropotagist, wbe knows that the simplest and 
apparently most obvious achievemeat of civilisation ffer example, 
a nand-barrow) ia the reaoU of ages of painful stntegle, the 
inunensity of the corporate idea, from the purely KientiSc stand- 
point, will at once be evident. Ilut even the practical lawyer 
was startled, a few years ago, to realize that inconsistent theories 
of the nature of a Corporation led to widely dix'ergcnt views as 
to the legal capacity of the ordinary trading company. The 
purely legal arguments employed in the ctse of The Askhiry 
Carti-v^e ComfHtny y. Ruhe were interesting enough; hut it is 
not unfair to say that the eminent lawyers who handled tiicni 
bore some resemblance to a party of children playiOL; at ball 
with skulls in an ancient churchyard. One would have liked to 
hear the case argued by Ptofeisor Maitland ag.ilnst Ur. Gierk'- 

It may well be doubted if the average bead is strong enougii 
to follow the Germ.in philosopher tfanufh the tOftnoua paths 
of scholastic speculation, even with the conviction that that 
speeuhuion, muddy and iacondosive as it appears to us. did 
end ia a KieatacMevementef ihehuman mind. Bui there is no 
such dimcttUy with Pioliesaor Maitland's Inlnduction, which 
to u pitlijr and dear a« all his wrftuflt ate, and which bring! 



out incidentally disiinctionsitf vMi iinpnrt.iiirc w hrrr the Uytiian 
sees only what hr ;s pk-.ised to call leg;il tjiiifjlil^ s. As a single 
example may suffice tiie diflfcrencc between the incorporated 
Comp;iny and that unincorporatc Trust by which the Court of 
Chancery achieves such stupendous results. Utde an the 
average mm knows it, to that diffeience we owe, in England, 
the oomparafive niity of that wegmnm tarn of oommnciai 
speculation which looms so darkly ahead in American politics. 
And it Ijclio^cs our lawyers, and especially our judges, if they 
would be Strang when the great d.iy of battle comes (as it 
assuredly will) to realize very firmly the meaning of Professor 
Miittand's epigram: "If Pope Innocent and Rom.'»n forces 
guiiri! iliL' front stairs, we sh.-di walk up the back " 

In the Rede Lectur«» w*> ^ec the Oowning i'rofcssor at his 
very best — brilliant, witty, deftly handling great histonc.il truths 
in siirh .a manner as to sliow «r»mffhini», but not loo much, 
of thnr imiiorl.incr. wcirin.; lijs ic.iniint; lit;luly, as nn ntldcte's 
g.irb. It IS pleasant to leaiu thai "a man may be disorderly 
without being a jurist"; we trust this is no ledection on the 
Austinian s(3moI of Jurisprudence. Also it is encour.igm^ to 
learn that, m the tnmiion of the Rede Lecturer, " Uw schools 
ntake lough bw* ; lor hw is worth very link ualeas it is tough. 
Those of us who were privileged to bear Dr. Maidaad'k Ford 
Lectures a year or two ago, will leo^tnise the voice which 
c\[d,iiucd to us that a township was not a little town, any more 
th in .1 ! I llmi ship was a little Fellow. 

The mam .subject of the Rede Lecture of 1901 is, of rrmrse, 
that great crisis of our leg.al history when, for a sccotnl time, 
under the stormy guidance of Coke, our n uion.d l.uv asserted its 
indciJind' ncc- of the universal system of Kruno Most of us 
have ,1 laint idea that this crisis was of s i ne inipor»,mce, that 
another solution would have changed tbt toursc of English 
history. Few of us realize the full meanm;; of tt.c iicp, or the 
price that was paid for it. It is no disp.Lr.i^cnient of the victory 
to say that the cost is now bcaiing heavily upon us, in the shape 
of that divorce of law from learning which has fat oentwie* 
disgraced a great profession, and in that fiuluie to grasp the 
mental attitude of other races which is one of the peculiar 
dangers of our present position. Professor Maitland hints to us, 
in words which leave no sting, but yet are full of meaning, that 
a too rigid clinging to national peculiarities is hardly the step 
best calcuUted to strengthen the bonces of .in empire which 
Includes many races and m-iny systoms of l.iw. Tncre can, 
indeed, be little doubt that one of tlio j;rr..irst of our lmperi,-il 
duties is the production of a great E.iJ-.cm<- <if Inipcri.il Law; 
and this '.ic sli.tll never accomplish if wo porsisl in trcitin^; l.iw 
in !!-i' spnit of Iho i)i/[(ilo;:>;>r. .No m.Ln has done iiiorc to 
banish this spirit than Professor Maitland. Few men have

Mr. Babi-Vstiin ni;iy hi a:i utiknowrl aulliot, .l> lir; snys in his 
modest prcfat.c ; but las ^lyk- at least betrays the voice of a 
practised lecturer, and his comprehensive grasp shows how 
carefully he has assimilated the Reformation Itteratiue whidi 
has been the interest of bis " leisure time formore than twenty- 
five years." His (ketch, though it will not appeal to the 
student who demands notes and references, will he found most 
stimul.tling and instructive by "thoughtful members of the 
Protestant churrhes who arc interested in religious questions"; 
the more so that it is written from a point of view which is 
unusual in ;m En^disli ■.vrilcr. The English Reformation is not

We are ghd to see a second edition ol the book of Sir 
Rkhud lehb with which we have been acquainted for many 
years. \Vc are, however, obliged to say second edition 
griiHO, for the book is simply reprinted verbatim, and thus the

SICUU. (Westminster: Constable & Co.) ' 

The picnre of the French Renaissance which Mlis Sichel's 
book pfeeents is an interesting and an attractive one: she 
cenainly has a thorough sympathy with the pcrioit in its fnsh- 
vm, its sense of relief from rcstiamt, in " its uvpnlse lor beauty, 
its sudden oaving for poetry and knowledge," with the result 
that ihe mca and women who figure m her pagee are real and 
UfeUke; we gadier what suuiner of people diey werc^ and what 



manner of life they lived ; wc arc not oppressed with precise 
details as to what they did. The picture placed before us is 
drawn from the Standpoint of an optimist, the bright side 
is always tucnod towards tu, the darker haidhr ever more than 
hinted at. The slnngest impression whidi is left on one is that 
it was an age of grace, of beauty, of imagin-ition ; fantastic, 
perhaps, but foscinating, a bright and joyful time. It is a many- 
sided picture. One by one the literary and the artistic, the 
intellectual and the practical, the social and the political aspects 
of the time pa^^s iK-fiiiT u>;. The " new learning," as the herald 
bothof educaiHJii il .m l u\ if li^mus piogrcss.is the main subject 
of the work, and it i> n vctleii ;n w seiii.s of ^Welches of all the 
principal people of llr- tiiiiC. l<oni,irii ;iiid Riiljelais, Fran<;ois 
Clouct the painter. .MtvliL-l Colombo the sculptor, Budd the 
founder of the Coik-^c dc !■ r.ini c, Ixfebrc d'Etaplcs a leader 
among the earliest !• rench keiormers, the famous Constable de 
Bourbon, the first subject in Kurope, Louise of Savoie, Francis 1, 
that strange lucdley of conflicting elements, and above aU 
Maiguenle da Valois, Duchess «f Alencna and afierwarda* 
Queen of Navarre, the grandmother of nenii Qnatit^ dowd 
Miss Sichel's canvas, and are drawn with qmpnlfay and 
discrimination. 

As we have already said, the first Criticism one would 
naturally make is that .Miss Sichel's tone iC incundlly optimistic. 

One might just gather fr nn ht r ili.it thpre was a reverse side to 
the medal, but the immi>r.ili;y, (r.r iiiui^jes, the cruelty, the 
indifference to the sutTerings of ibe liuiriiculate masses which 
arc just as characteristic of the a^'L- as the engaging frankness 
and the joy in life which make it 5i> attractive, arc neglected 
and quite overshadcn dl by tin- bri;.;!itt.r side of things. It is 
not that Miss Sichel is not luliy aware ol this darker side, she 
knows her subject too well, and has very aplly pointed out that 
it was to no small extent the result of the exuberance of spirits 
;tn.i ii rt pri ^siblevtealitywhichamat the root of the bright side 
uf ibt pttiod. Indeed, she hersetf sums it up well in saying, 
" the French Renaissance carried in itself the germ of its own 
destruction. . . . Nature-worship, beauty-worship, knowledge of 
man-each of these forces was isolated and impotent, tor lack 
of the quality whidi Vmds them all together. The sense of 
reverence was wanting in France." 

As Miss Sichel approaches nearrjr tin- era of the W.irs of 
Religion we feel th.it <;hi' is less in her element : it is certainly 
curious to read that tin: Krtormation in France "rcniaincd from 
(ir?t to last the coiin rn of !he cultivated aristocrats" ? p. !2f»t. 
! ll w,<s n.'l the di-.<.oiiteiitid rrjble..- who XkhV tbc r.uisc iif 
KUunu tur puiit>cat, fur social, for any but religious ciidi, 
who were the backbone of the fluguenot resistance alter 
St. Baitholumcw, it was rather the burghers uf La KuchclJc 
and Montauban, the Puritans of Faafie.

A Ctast Boot of English History, By Arthur Hassall. 
(London: Ki. inj;tfii'.--.l 

There seems to be no limit to the historic.il artivity of 
Mr. Hassall. and this his latest volume has a title (which wc 
have relratued from copying out from ooondcradon of space) 
which for copiousness and length would make an eighteenth- 
ceniur)r German hhtorian gasp with admiration. It is a maxim, 
we believe, tviih every actor that at some |ieriad or other he 
must act Hamtct; so with wtiiers of hinoncal textbooks it is 
now apparently a maxim that they must sooner or later, and 
the sooner the better, write a History of England in one volume. 
Mr. Hassall's volume, therefore^ is intended to dispute the field 
with thnie of Fnfetaor Oman, Mr. Ranaonc^ and toe Clarendon 
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Picn. The authar, Iwrnvcr, has a diniiict andinioe befim

Icci^c " requires ".it Ir.ist 
some study of or-f^nal aulhorr.ics." and th.it " ,'ill l.istor/ worthy 
of the name, :-nt\ Church History iiiiin -.Ij.ir, any, i-. ,i history of 
ideas." Then ifcognizinp', wit;i i'vitv teacher uf any i xpericncc, 
th;it the beginner finds it bptcially difficult to ijct at .md to 
karn 10 weigh originals, and a^ain tu penetrate down to the 
ideas that connect up bewildering masses of fact, he aims at 

Eroviding the beginner .^ust with enough information to enable 
int to approadi his ongiaala with intelligence and his facts 
with sympathetic interest In otur opinion, Father Kelly succeeds 
admirably in the task that he has set bimsrlf: and he more 
than justifies the publication of another Cliurcii Historj-. His 
book really reads like the work of a stimulating and suggestive 
lecturer. He points out the bias of his references. I Ic is rich 
in interesting^ summnric; and short verdicts. There is evidence 
of wide ic.if.ing, sound -r.iso in the application of the past to 
the present, atid plenty oi humour. Alluding, for exattipk, '.n 
the attractiveness of magic in the e;'.r^y eenturici. he writes: —

that Bocb SB act (one of courage in sport) bad any moral quality " 
(p. 217}, withoat sedac how highly disputable these statemmta 
are, as he puts them. In the last quoted case, it is tnie that we 
should not call a man a ^o<>ii man bccau.sc he was a fearless 
sportsman, as we shouki if he were an ardent philanthropist :

Some of these tales are grim, some are sad, and there 
is an occasional suggestion of cynicism, as for esaoa]^ in the 
aoochitfoin of A Man of Exfremtt, If a ehoioe anat ha wade^ 
we sbouU pcriiaps select, in addition to the two relmnd to 
above, H^e CmMtrd^ iS* a Httrtmr^ and the tit)fr4tonr, as the 
best, but we have lead the book fiom cover to cover and enjoyed 
every page of it. 

7%e Stotye/Eva.. ByWlIxPAVNE. (Westminster: A.Ctm- 
ataUe«Co.) 

This is not an easy book to criticize for one who is not 
acquainted with the ways of America in general, and of Chicago 
in particular. The heroine is a country girl who has married 
young and left her husband for inhdclity, out without obtaining 
a divorce. She come*! to ("himpo to support her-rlf. with a i^irl 
friend, and does weil. Wcxc she mc-i'ts riiihp Mnrvin, .ind. they 
fall in with one another, ioiri!' one telN lier that lier 
husliuKl has divorced her and married aj^-am, whereupon, 
without maJiing any inquiries or going throu^fh any torai of 
marriage, she and Philip set up as mrm .ir.d wife. Shortly after 
his position improves, and they make a fresh start lu a fashion- 
able hotel. 1 [ere they drift somewhat apatt, and the breach is 
widened by the reappearance of her husband, who has not 
divorced ber, but is miite ready to do soi, and has indeed no 
desire to make hhnsetT unpleasant However, he is shot by 
another woaiaa, and Eva goes to see hint in the !iospital while 
he is dying. During this time she reaiiieb nrsiiy that Philip 
has never told his family of his "m.irriagc," secondly that he is 
getting ashamed of her, and thirdly that she is about to become 
a mother. .She thereupon (lelenT'iinci to 'e.ive him, -tttd runtnges 
\y j;ri li.n k to lier friend, und f.i-.e the uoiniiiK tT.iubhj with her. 
At the Lust moment, however, the friend lcu> out the secret to 
Philip, who hurries back to find the hotel on lire, and to .attempt 
vainly to fight his way (hmugh the polire in search of Eva. As 
a matter ci fac' il:e is iibic to e5ra|.)i: by herself, and he meets 
her as she emergc;i tram the building, having done wba: he 
could not do, namely, rescued another. Then follow reconcilia- 
tion and marriage. There is not a little that is exasperating in 
the behaviour of both the nrindpal cfaamolan^ The weakness 
and purposdesmess of FUlip make the note Impatient, and 
on the other hand it is impassible not to M flmt £va ahoidd 
have told huB bar aaoat bebre dscidingtokawlilDfarcsor. 
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Stilli the chmders hmt been w well dimwn tbat we are left, as 
the anihor doubtless intended, with a liVing for them both, in 
niie of the irritUhiK frequency with which he refers to Eva's 
pUasan in her " strong and beautiful hmbs." As to the possi- 
Ulity of the heroine's making her way, as she did, in her iiew 
•urroundingi, we cannnt ofler an opinion, hut the author writes 
like a man u ho knows liis society, ;ind his sketch of Philip's 
home and family ii certainly convincing. 

TAe Sinner and lite Problem. Uy Eric Pakker. (London : 
Macmillan.) 

The naming of this book is, it nwy be supposed, a piece of 
the somewhat freakish humour that distinguishes the author 
throughout. It may be explained at once that there are no sins 
committed, save those of childhood, and that no problem, in 
tlic modem sense of the word, is propoimdrd for the considcra- 
• I III ot the reader. The Sinner and the rmhlini arc nuicly the 
n.iiMts given by the narrator of the itory, an artist, to two small 
boys at a school, with the proprietor of which be is staying 
as a convalescent guest. Here he makes friends with the 
epoayiDous beioee of the book, and other peraon*, and here 
he MI his Tooiuce. A ftnlastic toticli ia i^ven to the atory 
by the fact that no character is ever DOttioned by name, but 
all are indicated by some such label* as Aoce given to the boys. 
The plot, such as it is, is slight OMiifh, but there is a good 
deal in the bonk which makes us think twit the aothor is hkcly 
to make his mark. It is cleverly conceived, and cleverly ex- 
pressed. A niiiable po nt is that the characters arc revealed to 
us by what they say and cio, rather than by what the narrator 
says of them.

of Corpus, for many years a distinguisncd private tutort who 
numbered Lord Kosebcry amongst his ]n\y:l% 

Better ki>own was another chemist, Henry George Madan, 
Senior Fellow of Queen's College, for many years Asi-isiant 
Master at Eton College. " Harcourt and Madan " was for 
many years a honaehotd word, as the name for a familiar 
textbook of tbe science. Mr. Madan, however, bad begun 
life as a Classical Scholar. Like bis brothers, educated at 
Mariborough, he came up to Corpus, and was one of a 
brilliant scholarly gathering there, of whom not the Ica.<;t 
brilliant was the Kcv. (i. .\. .^imco\, who. b\ lii> dmili. 
becomes Senior Fi How of Queen's. Mr. Madan excelled in 
two things, neatness of manipulation and cl.issical epigram. 
I?ni more tli.m all his tji.iny accomplishments, he was a most 
unseULsh and estimable character, and enjoye<l the warm 
regard, and is mourtied bf the unfeigned regret, of all who 
knew him here or dsewlieK^ widwu^ and capedally within, 
his own College. 



Another Oxford man of mark has been cut off prematurely 
in Sir Ellis Ashmead-Bartlett, Member for the Ecclesall 
Division of Sheflicld. Those who rgmembcr the Union in 
the early seventies — tbe days of A$quith and Raleigh and 
^ul and Gould and Miiner— will remember vhmly 
familiar figure of Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett. President ift Easter 
'I'crm, 1873. (^f good appearance, hospitable and taxy, 
fluent and sclf-jiossesscd, lie was then much what he was 
through life, and gave ample promi.se of the conspicuous 
nu i-urf of success he was to athicxx' in Parliament and 
pubhu life, and it is sad to think that his star, w hich rose so 
brightly, >huiild have sunk so soon and in such eloud.s. He 
was a member, tirsi of St. Ma:y Hall, and then of Christ 
Church, and took a Third in ModeiMloas and • First In tbe 
old School of Law and History. 

Tbe generation of Trinity men who were up here some 
six or seven years ago will have heard with regret of tbe 
death, under atmiewhat remarkable drcunotances, of one of 
their coDtemporaries, Wilfrid Clive. After being for some 

tin»e in the Na\7, Mr. Clive came up to Trinity in 1893, and 
went down in 1896 with a Third in Modern History. He 
then entered the ] )i[ikMriatie Service, ami •.'.as travelling in 
the West In;:iir5 foi pleasure whea im dcaih uncurled. We 
are indeS icd ;o a conespondent for the official account — from 
which the following particulars are taken — contained in a 
dispatch from the Administrator of Dominica to the Under- 
Secretary of Slate for the Colonies. Mr. Clive set out on 
December 9 to visit (he Grande Soufri&re, or "Boiling Lake" 
of Dominica, a large crater in the mountainous central district 
of the isbmd. The visit » not usuaRy attendkd with danger, 
though the lake is from time to time in « state of dxdliMin, 
when it gives off sulphuraus fumes and vapours: being 
somewhat difficuh of access, it is necessary to take guides. 
When Mr. Clive's parly reached the lake it was seen to be in 
a slik'liily disturbed ion.ii ion, but not enough to arouse any 
apiiiuhension. The party had barely reached the edge when 
on-.- of the guides was suddenly overcome l.v the fumes and 
ieil unconscious. Mr. Clive at once went to his rescue, and 
though warned by the other guide, who was also affected by 
the vapour, of his great d.-st'^r, refused to quit the un- 
conscious man, and dispatched the other guide to fetch help 
as speedily as possible. When, however, the rescue pnr^ 
arrived, the vapours were ao powerful thait it proved im- 
possible to desciend into the enter till three days later, when 
the boifies were recovered. " It is probable," the Administrator 
remarks, that " had Mr. Clive not persisted in remaining with 
the stricken man ... he would have been saved. His friends

deliver the Romanes Lecture this year. Wc m.ay not all 
agree with Mr. Bryce's ]K>liiical views, but politics will be 
universally sunk in welcoming this appointment. It adds, 
moreover, an especial interest to the recent publication by 
the Clarendon Press of two volumes by Mr. firyce of Siudits 
m Htthry and Jurispruitntt. Renders 01 Mr. Bryce's 
Amtrican Commonwtalth, or of his Hofy Roman Empire, will 
need no urging or recommendations from ns, nor do we 
prnjxi'^e to do mo-.; now than notice the appeaiance of tliis 
Work; it '.'.if, we hope, receive before long the more compre- 
hensive tri. .itmcnt to wli/.l; i; ir. fiiiitl_il, but Mr. Bryce and 
the Press arc certainly to be congr.rtulatetl on its appearance. 

Once more, as we meet " our last year's friends togetlier " 
after Christmas, we wish them a Ilapiiy New Year, and con- 
gratulate eqiedally those, of whom the Warden of New 
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College is faciSt prinujn, wlmsc iicv.' year '.he Uleal, bul 
not, we hope, ihe last, of i sitics Loi.siilcr.ibiy surpassing 
the threescore years and !t n nl' tin.- I'saliiiist. At ilic same 
lime, we are surry lo lo add the name of Mr. H. S. 

Jpnes, of I nnity, lo tiie list of those who are temporarily 
absent through ill-health : we Il0p« (bat MXt Term wUl Ifaid 
him in full health ind ar tivi!y. 

The first measure on tlie (irograinmc of our academic 
government this Term is a " rc<listribution of salaries " bill. 
The title sounds alarming, but it is only those who work for 
their money who will be affected, anti, of course, even in ! 
their case vested interests will be safeguarded by a decree. 
Titt kog-standhig injustice to the Ifodem History examiners 
it to be tt least paniall/ stenedied, by raising their salaries 
£90, i. e. lo £90 a Inm t and the glaring inequality in the 
amouni of work done by nini'r>ralors in ditferent TtTm-- is to 
be recognized in '.ho allotment ot" siipend; hencefoiili those 
who do the three \'.i>t ks »v.\\A m the Summer will occivc 
£35 (and little enough too), while the soft options of 
Christinas anij TMarx '1 crras will have anti £15 ixsprc- 
tively. Meantime an economy is to be effecteii by cutting 
down the Masters of the Schools from £100 to £80 (their 
office is no longer to ri\-al the Pro- Proctorship in being one 
of the few itmporary offices in Oxford which is well paid), 
Mtdtbeeaaminersin Political Economy and Group Dare to be 
" docked" £5 each. This teens a poor antwer to Mr. Price's 
pita ibr the encouragement of economic studies, for as we 
all know an mtrctde viget. 

Mr« Price hat, we notice, addressed a teni]>eratc and well- 
expMtied letter to the Vice-Chanoelior on the position 
assigned to EeonoDics in the course of studies fai the univer- 
sity, together with a plea for a reconsideration of that place, 
and for a more generous recognition of the intrinsic and 
cducnion.il inji'Orlance o! Pr)!ilic;il I'aononiy. Mr. PiiLe's 
arguments are mainly ;hiee — firsily. that as an injtiiinifjil 
of education Political Economy mu^t always be of ;lie jireatest 
importance ; secondly, that if Oxford is not to fall behind 
other Universities, is not, for example, to be inferior to other 
places of education in preparing for the public services, she 
must fiatlkly recognize that Kconoinics must play a more 
pfominent part in the examiiuiion curriculum; and thirdly, 
and not least, tlie national importance of a scientific study in 
BritUi Univnciliet for a nation to whom tlie bctt and subtect- 
nuuter of Political Economy are largely the facts of her daily 
life. The plea, even in tlie abbreviated form of Mr. Price's 
letter, is a |)owerful one, perhaps all the more powerful 
because no direct changes aie proposcil. .Mr. I'lii e cle.tily 
aims only at stirring inteiest. wulicating p.ouiu oi view, aiiti 
hinting danL/eit. He in;j;e?, in fati, the University to think, 
and 10 review the situation. Noiiiing but good can come 
of this, and we hope that before long, when the University 
has digested the letter, both Mr. Price and Professor Edge- 
worth will &how how, in dxli <^>iidon, the problem may be 
satkfactorily solved by an economic petce wiilt educational 
honour. The general coochtsion of Mr. Price's letter un- 
tUy points to the direct yecognteioa in Greats of 
Economy, and possibly to a fuuer recognition than 
at present obtains in Modern History. I'ri-s>«mtly a time 
must come when a definite proposal will be made, but until 
th.it [itoju/^-.tl is liefore ll^ it i-, impossible to do i;i;;ie than 
sjinpathize with the movement, both in its objects and its 
motives.

Long aco ttie late liishop of London said that all political 
economy was divided into two pans : the first too obvious 10 
be worth discussing, the second too debateable to be worth 
remembering. The world, outside economic circles* is coming 
round to the Bishop's opiniion. And if Polltieal Ecxvomy 
has no truths of vahie to impart, neither has it, as a mental 
gymnastic, any merits which do not belong to Other sciences 
in a much higher degree. Our own suj^estion is that the 
University should extinguish Political Economy without in- 
flicting pain upon the distinguislied men by whom it is 
represented in our midst. This cati easily Ix: done. Wc 
have only to make nn Honours School of I'oHtical Economy 
and exclude the subject from the other Honours Schools. 
This device bat already tueoeeded in die caie of Englbk 
Literature." 

" Wanted, a Modem tlistory PtoCnsor " — such was one 
of the interesting statements in the recent qieech of Vb. 
Chamberlain pre^iitg over the Seoste of the new Univenity 
at Binningham— bat die overwfaefaning rush of candidates 

was nndoubiedly checVed by the qualification which followed, 
viz. that much as Birmingham desired a History Professor, it 
had no salary to ofTer and no Chair for which to invite 
application; tor in modern and " eonimcrcial " Universities 
they recognize fiaiikly that not even the academic man is 
prepared lo labour uiihout a more or less living wage. 
" VV anted, a millionaire ' is really what Mr. C'hainU-.rhiin 
meant; and Dr. Kiicker in London eclioes the same cry, 
save that for London the worduig almost is " Wanted, a multi- 
millionaire." We hope in both cases the millionaire will be 
found ; and it is distinctly satisfactory to note that Birmingham 
is alive to the desinhilkr of teaching Modem History; tint 
in the newest of our Umveraities they recogniae that the 
student cannot live alone, much less be educated, on being 
taught how to brew beer, make engines, or invent wireless 
telegraphy ; that, in short, a technical commercial education 
lb not liic be ad itid eiid-all even of the most np-to-date 
Realschult. When Birmingham has foum! lis bcncfictor 
and founded its Chair, we have liiile doubt that O.xford will 
be able to prov ide a lit occu];aiil ; ami wh.cn that Ciiair exists 
the Magastne will be happy to indicate exactly the right 
man for the place. Naturally, however, we have DO illlten* 
tion of revealing our selection till the proper moment. 

A meeting of contidtrable interest and importance was 
held at GroBvenor House on Monday, January 30, in sup- 
port of a fund which we venture to think has some claims 
on readers of llie Oxford Magazine. Its object Ls "to endow 

a I'ri J'essorship of History al the South .Xfrican College, Cape 
'i'ijvbu, willj a view lo pfoojole ihc i-lutly of History in South 
Africa." Now though South Africa is not perhaps one of those 
countries which can be called happy because they have no his- 
tory, that is an additional reason for having history properly 
and scientifically studied in South Africa. Not that South 
African history is to be the only object of the Pkofessorship ; 
we imagine that it wUl be only one of the many aapects which 
will receive attention; so that Aete ia no reason why Oxford 
should not be aMe to livply tkb IMWr Chair with its fintt 
occupant. The novcinent mt not only the support of the 
chief political and educational authorities at the Cape, but of 
the Colonial Secretary, Mr. Lccky, Mr. Asquith, and many 
other leading statesmen ; and tlie s]H-akers at die meeting 
included Dr. Prothero, the President of tlie Royal Histoiical 
Society, our own Regius Profes.sor of Modern Histor)', and 
Professor H. £. S. Frcemantle, of the South A&ican College, 
fonnerly of Eton and Oriel. 
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A crisis has soddenl)' arisen in the newer English Uni\°cr!iity 
Colleges. The example of Birniinginm iiispircii l.ivi rptwyl 
to seek for independence for its own I'olletre, which, Juriug 
the last twenty years, his bee:i coming po r.ipiii^y to 
the front, and a movement is being warmiy promotcii there 
to make their institution a separate University. This demand 
has not unnaturally raised difficulties in the Victoria Universtly; 
though the more cautious spirits at Mandmler urged that 
OwHi* CoUfiEe should be content with its present position as 
part of the Federal Uoivenitjr, and though this was warmly | 
mpported by the Yorkihice College at Leeds, the more^ 
enterprising party has carried fhe day at Manchester, and | 
Ovens ("oilriTp, too, is seeking for a separate university ' 
position. As ttii"; would leave Leeds isolated, it too is forced 
into the (icm.^nd th.it it should 1h- m.ulc a South Yorkshire 
University. .Ml ihrcr, of course, .ire askiner for lar)»e sums, 
if these schemes are lo be carried <5Ut, and \he En^ilish 
millionaire lias cillicr 1cs.h spare money, or less tielief in 
higher education, than his American rival. The movement 
Ibr the spread of hif^er edncation has been one of the most 
bopefbl onei> of lecent years In Eni^d, but, spealdng from 
an ootaide point of vkn, it seaos as if the real interests of 
cdnciiion ean obSj suffer fhwi the present development of \ 
heal rivalry. At all evenly the IHetoiia acfaeme of a Federal | 
Uiivefsity might have been aOomd a lltfle longer trial. | 

Menntimc, the Birmingham University is pushing ahead 
with characteristic energy. A quarter of a million is to be 
spent at once on the new University building, which is to 
be erected about two miles out of Birmingham, on the site 
given by Lord Calihoipe : a design by Mr. Aston Webb has 
already been acceptcdL In this building, besides the laive 
fasB and the refectory, are to be faiduded the Uo^ for 
engioeering and for metallurgy; the former it to be the 
largest and best equipped in the world. For its revenue 
the University will depend largely on contributions from the 
municipality of Birmingham and from the ("oun'.y Councils. 
Birmingham has voted a halfpenny r.ite for its support, which 
will realize some £5,000, and the other ollicial revenue is 
estimated to amount to some £a,ooo more. 

The new Unneiaitjr is going to Hy and meet the dMadty

Tliis arrat-.getnenl is 
an interesting reversion to type: it was in this way ih.it 
Kesponsions at O.xford always used to be conduc led ; hut 
printed papers liave come in there, to the great discomfort of 
examiners, while Viv-a VoGc hss been aboydmd, to the great 
idicf of candidates. 

In matters athletic the victory of the Rugl^ XV over 
Cambridge at Queen's Club was the principal e^-ent of the 
Vacation, and we beg to offer our congralul.ilinns to Mr. 
Crabhic and his team on this most satisfattory culminalion 
to tlie excellent pcrfoi mances of last Term. It is true that 
the Ramc was more even than hud been generally expected, 
and that Cambridge made a very good fight and had by no 
means the worst of the first half, indeed with a little more 
luck to them and a less resolute and resourceful defence on 
the part of our backs they might have scored more than 
onoe, hut there can be little doubt that in the end it was the 
better team lAo won.

Why ? Simply, of coutae, because neither goW nor polo 
wholly engrosses the popular mind and thereby interferes 
with the service of the St.itel Obviously, neither Mr. Kipling 

nor any one <tse has a (juarrel with cricket and football 
fir it, any nitjre than with the law of gravitation, or of 
supply and detnand, or ttie Other necessary conditions of life. 
What is coiiiplaiuctl of is the fact that the English public 
appears to lie losing all .'.en~e of pioporiion. ']"he latter-day 
development of cricket and football produces two evils, not 
at all inherent in these games themselves : first, the crowd 
of idle spectators, doing no good to themselves or any one 
else ; secondly, the amateur who givus So much time to mere 
games with balls that he will not or cannot find tiaw to 
serve tfw State properly. It is the tag lowos that saflS^r 
most from the liiat evil : we in Oxford know a good deal about 
the second: and schoolmasters know too bow many boys — 
eDcottrsfsd oAea by their leicbets, and even by their pwents 
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— mill Ibdr chances of pMSiiw into die Amj or jmo the 
UniverriHes simply by loo nncR ctkket and feotbddL 

Ic- is natural, and perhaps even jub^liriable, that many 
pedagogues should cxa^^Kcrate the advantage of these agree- 1' 
able aTniiscmcnts. They arc hcaUliy ; they keep l>o)s out of 
mischiiT; ihcy .ulvcrtisc sometimes, where advertjNi:nient is 
ncc(lc<l ; wc can iiardiy be surprised that under the circum- 
stances ihcy should be " potent factors in the fonnation of 
character," or whatever tbe phrase is. But when one sees, 
as «-c do at the Unhenitfes, men not naturally very stupid 
wboM devotion to games ttniMa tbeir intellect and nnfiu them 
lor aaj calling except tbat of a proftHiaiiB] cridnter or 
a fifth-rate aiwedc echoolmastcr, we are gratefnl for Mr. 
Kipling's rfaetork : although perhaps a pnueiit man would 
have been aiglillj kn picunei^ in bii eipreafoiia.

M. BOUVIER ON EDMOND ROSTAND. 

Thu kctove^ given on December 7 at Somerville College, 
was in every way a conspicuous success, for, not only was it 
excellent in matter and deliver)-, but the audience was Urge, 
and, owing to the Icctarer'a tniaffectcd cnthusiaKm for his 
subject, very sympathetic. Withont being deeply criiical, 
M. Bouvier managed to compress into the narrow limlis of 
one hour a sketch of Rostand's life, an able synopsis of his 
two chief works, and several passages from these works most 
dramalically read — the whole in melodious I'lenth. and 
interspersed with quaint little sidelights thrown on Coquelin 
and Sarah Hcmhardt which sei'mcd to put one ou teems of 
engaging intim.uty willi these _;;ieaL personages. 

Beginning with some account of the poet's early life (with 
its strange fore&hadowings of the two great dramas wUdi he 
was destined to write btter on), and touching on his marriage 
with Rosemonde GAnrd — herself a poetess of rare charm — 
M. Bouvier went on to describe the play Cyrano dt Btr* 
gerae in a most invid and eonvincmg manner, wfakb 
description was rendered all the more interesting by the 
details he gave of the life of the real Cyrano—" I'hommc de 
{jlume ct depet." The drama, he is one "de cajie el 
d'^pee avec beaucoiip de panache, une com^die d'uventuie 
et le tableau d un amour debinteresse exquis, fais.iiit res- 
sortir avec vigucur les plus nobles sentitnen;s du c«ur 
humain"; while Cyrano himself, so infinitely pathriic in his 
dumb devotion, he calls. " une mcr^-eilte de soulTrance dis- 
crite ; un rdsignd qui trouvc du bonbeur dans sa rdsigna^ 
tno." WIttt is it, he asks, which charms us in Rostand's 
linesf " Cest lewr {ncompaiable, leur ddlicieusc souplesse et 
ieur moeUenx, ear lis sont nodieux mtme & ojt ils sont 
forts et vigoureox. lb n'ont pas aenlement IVdat et In 
grSce, ils sont vivants, gaut, joyeux, color^s, sonores et font 
penser \ Victor Hugo ; ce sont des pages musicales d'une 
maCstra incomparable; ds sont ur.e debauche de couleur 
impressionniste. ..." This last surely a liue cn'.icism, for 
music and colour are the very elements of Rostand's verse. 

With the second of the great dramas M. Bouvier* s method 
of procedure was somewhat different. He would noi, he 
said, do his audience the injury of supposing that it was not 
perfectly familiar with the plot in all ils details; but the 
epitame of Cyrano bad been so admirable, that it seemed 
unKMt a pihr the insult was not repeated in the case of 
HA^Im. On the other hand, he said nmdi that was 
interesting concerning the hlslorical events which had dhectly 
inspired ihc piece, revealing also the identity of some of the 
characters whom I<ostand docs not call by their true names. 
.■\ rami .irison of the two dramas brought M. lioitvier to the 
conviciion that in literarv value I'Ai'pln ia inferior to 
Cyrano, but that draniaticall)' tiir former h.is immensely 
the advantage, and, quoting ]\1. Muhlfeld in this connexion, 
he said, " Cest fait avec lien, dinit Tltmbeau, et fa iiche 
toot parterre." 

Want of tine prevented more than the mere mention of 
Remmttfiutt Z« S»mi(illtaHt and La Princrssc Imhf- 
taint, and the lecture conchtded widt a paneg)-ric on 
Roaland'a diction — ^"ce langage si admirablement dmaill^ 
de mots fatzarres, cocasses, ^tranges, que quelqu'un a ba- 
ptise ' le bal-costunn? de mots.* et, en efifet, ils dansent de\ant 
nos ycu\ Obloui^ conirae des ddguisds, les uiis djaungues, 
harmonx uv, les autros criards et vulgaires; ceux-ci avec de 
mysl(5ricux nutsques de velours, ccu,\-la avec de fa«s-nef 
comiques. Cest parce qu'il y a en Itii cette source de mots, 
celti; abondance de paroles, cette verve inlassable que 
Kosland nous toucbe." 

. Mention has been made of M. Bouvier's reading, but 
baldly enoiigh 10 convey a Just hnpresskm of Ibe loalljr 
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striking rnanner in which he delivered various passages from 
both Cyrano A Buffrae and Z'AijgttM, It is not too mnch 
to say that he succeeded in imparttnp; a thrill to his voice 
vUeh irrautiblj conjured up now a vision of the last Act of 
C^/TBM in tQ its penetrating desoiation, irilh its dead, drop- 
pini; leaves Mid growing darkness, now of the poor BtUe 
" £^gle " vainly beating bis irings against the lion of Ms 
gilded prison.

The Letters of John Richard Cfwm. Edited by LKLIK 
STKniEN. (London: MacmillaB.) 

Dr. St^ben has rigidly confined himself to selecting and 
annotating Green's letters, and to prefixing to each of the 
sections into which they are divided a sketdj irf Green's life 
during the period in which they were written, i h:s task he 
has perforroH admimWy, cnntriviriK', in sfjitr of tlie self-denying 
ordin.itii c wiiirh lir lins iiiiposcJ upon liinisclf, in give in a short 
space a clear idea of Green's ch.ir.icter anJ a discriminating 
Jnd^cment of his career.

Green w.i» attracted to historical studies by reading Gibbon's 

fJfcUne and Fa'!, by the lectures and the conversation of Dean 
Stunlcy, and by the .sit;ht.s ,ind memories of the city in which 
he was brought up. He did nut, h^>^\'1^ve^, reavl for tno Mi>df!m 
Historv School. For ont: reason, it was then assocKUed with 
law, which h*. rph'^dcd "with aversion." Nor did he like the 
nuthi>d ni uhirh it w.^s t.iuylii. "When selected fragments of 
different bookb »cic picacnbct: l^y his tutors, he refused to 
Snbtnit; fediog that history was dr^aidcd when the student 
JS breed to confine binueif to the fragments of knowlcUgc 
wlndi would 'pay' ia tbe SdMwb'' (pu 14), Accordingly he 
lock a piss degree m October 1859, was ordained the next 



him the friendship and llw: admirution of Freeman. It was 
not, however, till he had given up hi.s clcnral work, that is, not 
until his health had broken down, Uut Green was able to 
devote himself to historical studies. The fact that in spite of 
difficulties of every kind he succeeded in writing so much and 
in writkw w «*U i* « striking proof, not neidv of bis ability, 
but of lus uncoonnon strength of wilL Pennps the most 
interesting letters are those which set fixth Gveen's views how 
history should be written. His taotdc was iaMlded to be "a 
protest against the tendency to a merely external, political 
view of human affairs," proceeding from "a belief that political 
history, to be intelligible and just, must be based on social 
history in its largest sense." "1 think," he wrote in another letter, 
" mor.il and intellectual (acts as much facts for the historian 
as millt.iry .md [mlitir.il f,<cti>." Sonictiires he defended this 
the&is aii if it were a view peculiar to biinself. " I gi\'e LngU&h 
history in the only way in which it is intc'.Iijjible or interesting 
to mc." At other times he m.iint.-iincd that it v as the \4cw 
uhirh carher Kn^jlish historians had .idopted. " N!y work,'" 
he said, " goes on tlie old traditional line of English historiaoi^" 
as opposed to the modem school, who imitated the Gemam in 
auiving to be "merely external and pragmatic.* The tadc of 
c»mbinin|( the social, intellectnal, and politkal history of the 
English peonle in one consecutive namtire was one of almost 
insurmountaue difficulty. It required a rare union of historical 
knowledge and liteiary ability. Green took immense trouble 
with the arrangement and composition of the Short History. 
Some portions of it were written five times over before they 
satisfied him. In his treatment of the subject he followed 
French rathei than German c.\amples. For the method of 

Kankc he had c\ idently a certain aversion, and preferred, as 
he sai<l, "to sit .It the feet of h rench Gamaliels,'* alluding 
app.irently to Mirhrlci and Kenau. Two letters tu Miss Nor^ate 
on the ituinner in wluoh she should treat her proposed history 
of Fni^land under tlic /Vngevin kings throw a ^jood deal of li^tit 
ii]jon his own method. He insists on the imaginative realiiation 
ot liie places and the people whose slory is to be told, and upon 
the ncoeasityof vaiying the point of view in diiftnat dmlen 
•o as to niafee the central interest sometimes local, aomstlmas 
personaL Equally Intcrcstinp .ind inttructive are the letters 
to Freeman, in which frank and d.&criminating criticism of

Tliis book is the work of several teachers, and it distinctly 
sutlers from this fact. Mr. Daris, for instajicp, gives a concise

nine pages, ail notice uf Ihc baUJe o£ iiau^t- is i>iii:trcd, .'mil 
the immense importance of the Kurgundi iti ulliaui r is ni;t 
emphasized. White the origin of the Hundred Vcars' VVai in 
Edwafd III'i reign is liiUy ex plained, Mr. JUcbardson';* expla- 
Ballao of the causes of Homy V*s invmioii of Fntoce leaves 
a fgnax deal to be said. Much that is written oo the Tudor 
Period bjr Mr. Carlyle is edininible, but bis eontributiaii is far 
from being of an cJementary character. Moreover, while the 
aocial and relieioas aides of the period receive ample treatment, 
Henry VH's loreien policv is practically not described at afi, 
and no notice is taken of the growth of the House of Canunont 
in thp l.ittfr part nf EIiMbeth's reign. 

W hilc liS2 p;ij;fj Lire devoted to thf years from .].;(; to 1603, 
176 p;iK'-"^ •'rt-" Kivcn to the Ptu.irt .ind H.inoM'iiau I'eriods. 
The omissions in this l.ittrr half of tho )ii>tory .ire <: ui) icq uently 
far lc:5s numerous tli.iii in the f-ailier jK-rmd. I'ioth .Mr. Richard- 
son .md Mr. I'ogson Smitfi show a tiiasitry of the later history 
of England, thoui^b the latter treats furc.gn policy in a some- 
vhat cnwalier fashion. Dr. Waid, in his Lectures on EngUtmi 
ami H tm mur , threw mucli new light upon VValpok's views on 
ftneip poHlio* bat we cannot find that any use has been made 
of fliis vnlialife adffidion to our Icnowledge of EngUdi history 
in the reigns of George I and II. The causes of England's 
war with France in 1793 descr\-e fuller treatment ; and in fact 
Pitt's foreign policy from 1784 to 1793 is barely touehtit upon. 
The Triple Alliance of 1788 is not mentioned. Omissi ms in 
a short nislnry are insvttable. but in « book wliich prol'esses 
to hfi .1 tcxtbouk tlicy shoulci be ir."idc with i;rnat <{ isc liminalion. 
It is a pity to give sleiiriirr dc.^rriptioii!, of I'.thctfrith of 
Northumbria and of Oir.i o( Meruia ; ii is a serious matter 
to omit a concise account of Koger ot Saiisbury's adraim.itrativn 
rcfoniis. 

Uut there is no advantage in picking holes in a book which 
is leadabte and interesting. The pity is that more than two 
Uttorians took part in ka preparation: and further, that it 
n t ioii Lam to be n tcsthnoilr. For the ordinaiy wder no sbort 
inanty of England win be more popular, for the writen are 
lAle UStacians, and mmpetent to deal with almost any portion 
of Snglish history, a:id by those fortunate students who arc 
not leadilV for examinations the book will be appreciated. 
Indeed, ^hr the groundwork has bren well laid, the book 
could be used with ad\-antage by sdio.ils. But, as it stands, 
while one smion is suitable fot rlemcnt.iry itachiti^, another 
section will only be tmderstood by advanced students.

1494 into a single volume nf 530 pages of text has been dogged 
throughout " by the ahaost superhuman difficulty of narrating 
its events in anything; like orderly or intelligil>lc sciiucnce," and 
Professor I,o<lgc w-udidly admits that he "r.mnot c'.wn to have 
found a thoroui;liIy satisfactory solution." 'I'lic book, liowevcr, 
is marked with all the accustomed qualities ut i'rofeaior Lodge s 
hi5torir.\l work— great clearness and precision of statement, 
<:uni>id<.'rable power in handling and disentangling unwieldy 
masses of facts, a very sharp perception of what is and is not 
important to a student May we also add tliat it exhibits the 
dcwcts of those qnalities— a tendency to pnclc nndohr the 
narrative with men liicts then It can camr, to maifc the 
boundaries of the seOioas widi WHMcessarjr rigidity, and » con- 
fidence in conclusions which ahnDBtaraouals to dognatism ? Of 
positive slips these pages aie, considering the ground cot^d, 
astonishingly free; and accniacy hi a textbook is a very pi t d ous 
quality: it is rather at the gmeoHsatieiw and the lunmings uol 
wideihhateiooiniibed an air of fiaalily, that we led disposai 



to cavil. Is it not desirable sctmclimes, even in a «i -;tbook. 
to hint to the student that on these matters lor rc may be an 
appeal from the verdict exprcsseJ.' Professor Lodjjc s buak 
will, for all that, prove very useful to all students, and it is 
equipped with aeme admfaable genealogical ubles, a useful 
j bibliogtapby, and ii»ar maps.

True, the actual 
Ittiigih ul (lie jjcxiod to be handled m sliortcr than th.it of any 
other, but he is dealing with men and events about which latere 
Can be no pretence that the last word has been said by any one ; 
the actual historical resources are, as bejmnis out, such that 
"we are labouring Largely in darimess,*^ and it is virtually 
impossible for a single writer to have exhausted at first hand 
even "the stupendous mass of docmnents" which alrrady exist, 
a mass which increases yearly. Nevertheless, aiming only at 
a compromise with truth, .Mr. Phillips has written perhaps the 
best volume in the series. The material is divided as clearly 
into its watertight compartments as any student could desire; 
but throughout there is a most wrlronip f fTort to presen t' literary 

rditics in the style. Mr. Phillips ran squee.'.e the eiventc of 
farts into a chapter a* deftly as any of his colleagues, but he 
cana]^o wntewithabrightness and vivacity, not.al.»5 1 invariably 
found in textbooks. Mis character-sketches of tlir biy men — 
Canning, Mettcmich, Napoleon, Cavonr, Bismnrk —are uiiifonnly 

«;ood, and he can sum up a situation tersely and smartly, e.g. 
P»S96)**71>* Fmaaisa Paiiianient of 1863 proved no whit more 
amenable to reason than its predecessor— possibly because no 
reasons could be offi»ed to it." But it is a ^tf that he should 
show such a marked preference for the expression "bee to ftce" 
with this or that ; it occurs with irritating persistence throughout 
the volume, or that, in the desire for forcible expression, he 
shoidd resort to such slang as Austria "holding the sponge if 
France should be moved to do battle with Russia." Nor is 
.Mr. Phillips alwiiys very happy or afctirrtte in his campai>,'ns; 
he would do well particularlv lo stren^jthen liis narrative ol the 
Franco-Geniian War; the details of the geo);! aphicil sfttlemeiit 
of Germany m 1815 are too l>ro.adly i;iv( ii, .soir.enhat confusini^, 
and require cxp.ansion and explan.ition ; tlie last chapter rather 
wears {\\f. air 01 beinj,' thrown as a so|i to a desire to end with 
the year of publicatiun, lix il is dull, cramped, and hurried. The 
book might well liavc ended with the Treaty of Uerlin, the 
section on which would have grained much by the thirty extra 
pages. Tliese and other points suggest thensdves: but 
Mr. PhiUips, we readily admit, is stngulariy sane and untatessed 
throughout his surv-ey, as may be seen, for example, in his treat- 
ment of the founding of the German Empire and the terrible 
Schlcswig-Hoistein auesiioD. As an introiduction, then, to the 
study of the poUtkai evolution of the nineteenth centur)-, his 
hook deserves a wide circulation. One more t^timblc ; we are 
f;ivtn an excellent bibliography, a copinu.i indcv, maps, but no 
Kcncaiogical tables, which, ake the battles, always duit s.wc in 
detail,'' are "avoided altoj^ftlier." Yet who can prettnd to 
understand the history of ^pain, or the July Mooarchy, not to 
speak of Huhenzollems,Hapsburgs,andtheBalkanpifinOplllitiCI^ 
without such tables at bis elbow }

Avwr. By W. B. Yf..\ts. i l.ondnn : T. Fisher Unwin.) 

In this volume Mr. ^>ats h.as republished— lonjf enough apo 
for us to feel some coiiuj-jnclion at o':t tarrliness in noticing tlie 
lact— -poems publitiUcd ul various dales from l£ijii to and 
reprinted already more than once. Mr. Yeats is much given to 
retouching bis work. His poetical output, though notable 
among the worit of contemponuy write rs, is not taigc^ and Aowi 
side vf side with pntse writing, both lina^iiuiive and critical, as 
well as an active partlciaatiun in the attempt of a small band of 
Irish patriots to Vevive in their countrymen an interest in the 
old Irish language and foUdore. Whatever be the fate of this 
enterprise— udf nmemberiDg the Romantic re\-ival in this 
oountiyi we cannot join the ay of thoee who merely ridicule it— 
in Mt; Yeata it baa aa lUeipreter of BO little power and of iwieb 
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dbamu Much of his poetry is either too mblle for the mere 
Ancht-Saxon (which is quile conceivable!! nr fwJiicfi -.lUo 
prooable) loo va|»ue and unordered for the [jpininrK ni pl< . 5i;rc 
of any class of readers. It is a mark of tlie school to which he 
partially belongs to wrap themsdtvei in a mist of dreamlike 
fabric, which has, no doubt, its reason in the dim twilight of the 
folklore which they attempt to recall. Hut « li it distinguishes 
Mr. Yeats from Irss genuine poets is the powir wliich he not 
seldom li.i*. -.enns to have in incrcasinj; quant , nf .ictually 
capturing out senses and making his dreamlike Mjunds atjd 
sights have something of the elusive, but ir.il-.s'. ci:iiii>.%(jualiiy of 
genuine dreams. There is, in fact, a spotuaneuy and simplicity 
III iii iny of his poems such as justify, by the only justification 
needed ur recogniied by poetry, both matter and manner, how- 
ever remote from the more &miliar textare of poctr>-. Whether 
tbe evasive, suggestive, draomlike shrle ia capable of producing 
Cmt and nwinaneM pMiw majr nirly be questioned. We 
cannot thhfe ttwt Mr. Vaati's tongcr Means have so far succeeded 
as to become " permaaeiit poiiasilons " of the human spirit, 
irfaich seems always to dea in d wmething more solid, more 
earthy, if you will— at any rate, more appealing to the reasoning 
faculty^than it is likely to find in this highly visionar>' poetry: 
hu* at t!'e same tin-.e there is, even in thp^r krnger poems, a real 
cry of tlic luun.m s|jirit, which, one cannot help thinking, may 
utter itself mo:c dirctrlly and to broatli i |im |>nsi' in future work 
of the pupt Ami uhiie Mr. Ycati sec:n^ :ki- Ui h; gifted with 
an ear for rhyilira by any means uncrrmg, he has— like other 
poets subject to similar vagaries— an undeniable musical sense 
and a power of phrase which sometimes has been, and will 
probably more often be, able to shake off the Alal diam of 
ntarre and outlandish " effects."

it curbed the paaiioBS of men, civilised waifiire, introduced 
Biateliness and courtesy failo eveiyd»]r life, and raised the 
position of women sudi were the merits of diivalry, and for 
these alone the subject desen.-es an attentive study. The 
system had its absurd and vicious sides, but its nobler gifts 
far outwejgb such fhvolities as jousu and tournaments, and such 
Cuihs as eiverfaearing pride and cootempt fior common folk.

The Oxford History of Music. Vol. i. The Polyphonic Period 
(Part i. Method of Musical Art. 130-1330). By Professor 
H. E. WooLBKloci. (Qdbrd : Ctaieadon Press.) 
Tliia bsndsowie book is the first insulment of a History of 
Music, under die genna] editorship «f Mr. W. H. Hadow, which 
will, as at present arranged, be completed in five volumes, 
dealing with the entire course of the art down to the middle of 
the oineteeotfa centuiy. This opentoigvoinia^ from tbe versatile 



and erudite pen of the .Sladc Professor, is, from the inherent 
nature of its subject, antiquarian rather than strictly artistic in 
interest. We hav^ no douht. In the period with which it deals, 
plainsong itteiedleB and secular tunet of varioos kinds very 
many oTwbidt am of the gmtest beanty; but they are not 
specimens of munca) oomposition in tbe fiu! sense of the word, 
but rather spontaneous outbursts of ecclesiastical or lyricit 
feeling, and should be thought of (if we wish to appreci.ite their 
artistic merit without confusing ourselves with modem harmonic 
supports) simply as unaccompanied melodic phrases. Practically 
nn results th.il «e ran really rail artistic were produced by 
i-i;eik-c;iKil iiiusiciaiis nrfore abuiit (hc middle of the fifteenth 
cenlury (though the vital germ, once awakened, came to a 
5(:ilendid maturity with amazing suddcnnessl ; and cunsequently 
I he present volume, which ends nViout 1330, tan hardly appeal 
to su litrgc 3 circle as the sutccednij; lour will do. But it mi>y 
U: baid without the least hesitation that Professor Wooldrid^e's 
risum^ of the veiy complicated and obscure period with which 
he deals is a notably vahmble addition to musical Itleiatiim. It 
is admirably hwld fat evositioB and judicious in criticism; 
and the eutxacte fiom a thnrleeBitb>oeiiluiy Puris cboir-book. 
recently d^eoyeied at Fhuenoe, am of the fughest failcfeat aad 
importaace. 
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SERMON AT ST. MARY'S, 

Sunday Miming, Jamary 19.

"In the beloved city he j^vc me rest, »n'^ in Jmnlcm «M my 
power.

Os November 30, 1312. an inti-resting and stirring scrtic was 
witnc-sscd at St. Mary's church at r}xi'ord. A general Cori[;r'.'>;aliati 
lit rpgcnl arid non-rcjjcnt Masttrts was bcl^^' held in the cliancel, 
iindrr the piesidency o{ the C.'harn cllor, Henry (Ic Mauns£eld, 
a DoLtor of Diviiiity, ai'.il snmo tune, t rllow of the stiil recent 
foundation of Merton College. Whiie it vtna ciigagcd m business, 
Lawrence of Warwick, a friar of the Dominican order, entered 
(be church and approached the chancct. He came as Proctor 
for tbe Prior and Convent of th« Domiainiic in Oxford, and his 
abject mu to serve notioe of nppwl to the apottofie lee against 
tbe recent acts of the Uai««Mty rathorities ctmoeniiBg tbe 
treatment of the preacfatog frian in the matter of their 
academical dcKrccs. He was accompanied by a notary, and 
other persons as witnesses. Uut he met with an imexpcctcd, or 
at least with an unpleasant, reception. Nit siKincr dia he hrj^in 
(o read hi.s ofin document than '.ome Masters o( Art.'; inter- 
rupted hull : the notary wni turnei! nut straightway, and was 
soon fono\%cd by L<iwretice and his euinpanions, who were 
huitlcd out of the sacred buildinj; without liis beinij allowed 
to read the document that he had prepared. The friar with 
lii^ liieiidi, amid a crowii which had spccdiiy assembled, as 
crowds do, moved along the south side of tbe exterior of the 
church till he reached a point opposite tbe cbanod. Then he 
mounted on a. tnoihatone, wbich oHumaiided, through an open 
wnibOT,a nttr view oftiiaiitterior when AeConginq^tioa was 
sti]l transacting business : and through the window he shouted 
his notice of appeal, adding a few words of invective and rebuke. 
Then he descended from his lofty station, and passing through 
the crowd to the door, which after his exit had b««n closed 
against him, affixed to it a copy of the appeal. He did so amid 
the eiei rations of the bystanders, scholars, ser\'ants, and the 
like folk, "it is monstrous," they shouted, ''to Rive altos to 
such fellows as you. You deserve to have your door.s shut, and 
yourselves to be burned ; you who dare in your impudence to 
lodfcc an appeal agdiM tb* acit «f tkii wveient coBgwg n iion of 
distinguished men.'' 

I seed scarcely say, in passing, that this curious scene was 
not ensicted in tbe present church, but in that earlier St* Mary% 
of wbkh a few fiagments ak»e Koaaia. It was a kof ud 
somewhat low bdlding, erected bi tbat tnaaitun penod of 
English architecture when ih« nMnd was ghruif way to tbe 
pointed arch, and it had just at tUs time been cndoUM by the 
CompletMtn of tbe still existing tower and spire. 

It Wat not the first time that Friar Lawrence had met with 
a cold reception when bent on a like errand. Nine months 
Itpfore he had attempted to serve a notice m the ClianCellor in 
his ichixil, hut had been prevented from entering. He waited otit- 
sidc till the lecture «as over, ar.d then.ai (he (.-h.anccllcr passed 
out, he thrust the document into the folds of his ^;own ; but only 
to see it thrown away, with rouj;h ^;citure and indignant words. 

I have ventured la remind you of this remarkable incident fui 
two reasons. First, because of the evidence which it afibrds of 
tbe dote connexion of St. MaiVk cbwcb with tbe business, 
Mcalar as weU as taoed, of ua l^uhtnity ; and secondly, 
bcaase it ts an flhisttatioti of -tiia icblioiu whkh subsisted 
between the authorities of tbe University and the friars, who 
had in the thirteenth century established themsclixs in Oxford, 
and had already acquired a strong position and considerable 
influence there. And I trust it will nut be deemed inappropriate 
if the Vicar of St. Mary's, when honoured with the appointment 
10 the po-st of Select I'reacher, should be ^'uidcd in the selection 
of subiects lor such sermons as he may have the opportunity of 
preachitii^'— by the recollectionof some of those hi.stoncal incidents 
which show the close relation of the church of which he is for '.he 
lime the parson to the academical life of Oxford, and which 
illustrate the attitude of our great University to the different

religious movements which at various epochs have deeply 
affected it, and through it have ext^cised an influence over the 
whole Church, and the whole intellectual as well as spiritual 
growth of our country. 

The .iceni- whirh 1 have fried to recall to your memory (onk 
place in the siNtli year of Kdward 11. It is nut easy to throw 
back the iiiind to that distant time, and to call up a picture of 
Oxford life as it then existed. At that ilate only three of the 
existing colleges had been founded, and indeed the endowments 
of William of Durham and ot John of iiall.ol and his wife 
Uevoiiguilta of royal lineage bad not yet assumed a permanent 
character, with that sdC-govcmnteat sad estabtiabed potiiien 
which ate mmHn hdd ts eanitiinte a college. In tlie mmda^ 
tieu of Walter of Meiton— nnder its tlatntes of isM— is fbund 
tbe first real college of OiAiid, as wdl deiised by Bishop 
Hobhouse, that is to s.iy, "an incorpoiatcd body of seculaj 
students, endowed with all the attribalea of the great corpora- 
tions of rtgtdars, self-support, self-government, self-replenisli- 
tnent, settled locally in connexion with a Kreat seat of study. ' 

The colleges then were only just being founded The bulk of 
the Oxford students lived in hired apartmcnt.s, or in the m.any 
separate halls or hostels which, though under the nominal 
government of graduates, were little more than boardii^;* 
houses. It was a cu&mci|ioiuiin assemblage of iicltoiars of many 
nations, united by the common pursuit of learning, and gradually 
acquiring a constitution and laws and privileges which cave it 
a corporate Kfe^aad a lacngniiedaatbonqras to iastnKtioa aod 
di$ci|>line and tbe licensing of teacbera. St Mary's chmdi 
was its central home, its one gathering place for secular or 
sacred purposes ; there were no UniN-ersity buildings ; even the 
now venerable and alas ! neglected Congregation House, which 
lies sheltered under the shadow of our chancel, was not erected 
till about 1320. The University was thus not yet closely tied 
,by costly and beautiful home.s to the fair city on the banks of 
the Ui*: it.^ sttidenTs were free to move eisewhere, ifcapiiceor 
passion so disposed them. 

Nor did liic Umvcnity stand in any close relation to the 
monastic foundations which had already settled at Oxford. Of 
these the most opulent and stately was the Augustinian Abbey 
of Osney ; but it lay in isolation beyond the western limit ol 
the city. St. Frideawide'»— at this time held by canons regular 
of St. AiiguBtiDe— had, iadeed, fur a k ng period the ou/emi of 
the Ui^versity chest, but this was probably all : the BencdietaMa 
had no settlement till they planted their colonies of studeats at 
Gloucester and lJurham Colleges. 

But with the advent of the friars in the thirteenth century 
there was introduced into academical Oxford a new and 
important element. Strange tntrtiders as they were, alien in 
aims to the seculr^r scholars, they met with a more generous 
T«>ception th.an might have been CJcpected : the trouble which 
they were to cause later was not foreseen. The IJomir.icans 
were the first to settle, almost immediately after their arriv.d la 
England in 12^1, and they were closely followed by the Fran- 
ciscans. Before the end of the c«ntury the Carmelites, Augus- 
tinians. Friars of tbe Sack, and tM TlriaitHlBai^ bad all 
established themselves in O^dord. 

One likes ta lacall dta sMy of first approach of tb« 
Frandscaaa to this dly. OhMWad aa It is by legendary details^ 
it well ilhiatiataa tha itmiganeSS af then- apparition, and tbo 
contrast between tbcm mad tbe older orders. Their little band 
—according to one acoomit Agaathn of Pisa himself (their first 
Provincial) and three companions— bad walked from Canterbury, 
and had nearly reached their joumey's end. But the last day 
of their travel was declining ; the fkxxis were out around them ; 
they were hungry and wayworn. Sonie.where near iiaidon, as 
they were passing through a wood, they lighted on a small 
graiii^e of the neighbouring Benedictine Abbey of Abingdon. 
They ventured to knock at the door, and ask "as the Lord's 
servants" for due hoi^itality, "iest they should perish from 
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hunger and the wild beasts of the foretu" The porter received 
them, but ms furiad at dMir loaltti to ke Mimiiiiiiifiii tbe 
Prior, irim cane to Oe door aeeampudad by the aaofat and 
cailaKr, and one yeaag novice. They hispected the belated 
iatniden; but Mauled by their ttnnn appeuancc, their naked 
Itet^ and COU» aeige gowns fastened wiib knotted cords, they 
judged 4ieai t» be not "the Lmd'k aervams" but profane 
mummers, and drovp them out into the night with reproaches. 
The novic e, pi;i(n1 ainl unsuspicious as youth should always be, 
was touched by tiicir sad pliffht : sr> he hade the porter to send 
the poor wa^iarcrs to tUn h.iyloit, [jroniisliig '.Iihc lien hi% 
hard-hearted seniors were ^'fmc 'o Ifoii, he woiiKl liimsrilf 
■apply their w.mt^. Then lie irL-pt oin. ^^hf•n nppDr'uniu 
ofTered, and brought theui btcad and be«r, aud asked their 
prayers. He then left them, and went to his cell to sleep. 
And in the stillness of the night he dreamed, and lo t Christ sat 
M His Judfameot thnme, and the prior and the aacrist and the

r«present.H)on of English lio&piuhty. Just as llic rjiiualc, 
St*plien J.ar)^;ioij, had given a curdi.U welcome to the friars of 
bmh orders on ttietr arrival in Enghmd, so dir! they meet wi'.h 
;i kindly and friendly rcccptiun on Ectlluip in Oxford. This may 
well be a matter for surprise : for t>oth orders had been founded, 
as is well known, for objects which, it might be tiiought, bore 
no reUtion to the sttidies or interests of a. University. They 
were under the direct patronafe of the Pope, to whose iiimaver» 
ing support, at first granted with tdnctance, they owed their 
atraoc position. The Dominicans, arising in an age when 
preaching had declined, and the Albigensian heresy was 
Ihrcatefling Catholic truth, proclaimed the old faith of the 
Church in its rigid orthodoxy, at a time wlicn the new learning, 
free inquiry, and kfleft inlellee*.«al activity had already made the 
Universities objeels of suspicion : and it would have hern only 
natural that these " btcm apostles nf unsucrviii^ orthodoxy," as 
Dean Milinan tails them, should he rcgaided as nioit uncon- 
genial visitors. At tirst, indeed, tUc Dtwiiinican-, took for their 
ostensible task the conversio:) of the Jews, and obtained .i 
settlement in the Jewr>'i in ^t. Edward's pai>sh ; bui they soon 
■Mved to thieir peiBiaaent quarters by the souih gate, on an 
idand betweea the main waters of the Isis and the TriU Mill 
Stream,stiU to be identified in Black FriacsKoad. TbeFniiriaeaB 
settlement was in the same district, between LitUef^ and tbe 
Castle: and their garden orchard probably sur\'i\-cs in the name 
of Paradise Square. This order, too, had been founded for 
objects most remote from academical interests, for their first 
care was to perform works of charity among the feeblest and 
most lielplcss of the poor and sick who were sheltered in the 
meanest quarters of the city and Nuburbs. Mendicants in a very 
literal sense, the ^■ranci5«lns, who ullimatcly arqtiired a far 
Stronger position m Knyland than the l-/ominicans, were under 
the strictest uhh^Moa not to own even a sin^;le bi>ok. \Vhen 
a novice importuned St. Francis to allow iiun at ka'-t to fiave 
n psalter of his own, that he might learn to read tisc psalins 
camotly, the answer was, " When you have got a psalter, then 
yodll want a breviary, and when you have got a breviary, you 
will sit in your chair as great as a lord, and you wiU say to your 
brother, ' Friar, fetch me my breviary.' And then placing 
ashes on his head, and nibbmg them with lib liand, Iw kept 
repeating " Ego breviarium, ego breviarilffll,* till the Wriee was 
confounded, and ccaised to ni.ike his request 

And yet these two reb^ajus orders, so distant, it would seem, 
in aims and duties, and in their whcic conception of life, from 
the secular S(dic»lars who thmni^cd the sriiools of Oslord, soon 
acquired a very influential position not only throughout England, 
but in oar University. It was inevitable that the austere rxiles 
ol their founders should be relaxed. Their sterling merits soon 
braq^ them ^great popularity; their numbers c{ui( kly »,'re»' ; 
their ndnlaliatiODa were eagerly sought; riches and diguiucs 
were pressed upoa them. It will be nmaaiharad that the 
quarrel of the avirideaa BenHace Vllt with the Franciscans 
turned on his refusal to relax the statute of tli^ Onler which 
forbade them to hold land or other property. Each Older aiMm 
bad iu spacions chiiich, and ample monaaac quanen^ and wen- 



furnished library. Grostctc, the first patron of the Franciscans 
in Oxford, left to them anaoibeirof vniNableboofcs,whidil<Mined 
the beginning of a large collection- Id no long time the Oxford 

friaries became homes to which the more intellectual students 
from other convents of their order were sent to be trained in 
Theology and Canon Law, after the example of the older 
monastic bodies. They had their own schools and their own 
lert".:rers, but were di!ii:ent in .ittond.'inre at thi'- In turcs of the 
best teachers in tlai: ar.uieniicil srliools. Tliey were so 
fervent,"' writes Thoman of Krclt.-ston of the early Kniticiscans, 
"in hearing the divine law and sthulastic cxerc-ses, that they 
lieeitated not to go (^•erj' d.ty to the ^^th^>ol5 cif TheDhijjy, hov* . 
ever distant, bareloot. in bitter cold .md deep mud." 

it was not only aino.i^ ihe poar that they were held tn 
exceptional honour. Kings and nobles sought them as coafi- 
deniial advisers, Henry III, Edward I, and Edward II had 
friars for thdr coofcasort; eoc of the two pioetoca whom 
UcvorgaiOa appointed to adinfadslar her endowment for sdwlan 
was a Franciscan, Hugh de Hertilpol, whom she prabtMjr 
selected by the advice of her own confessor, another friar of the 
same order, Robert de Slikebouroe. Scarcely half a century 
had passed since the death of the two founders when a 
Dominican friar. RoV*ert Krlwardby. bccatnc Archbishop of 
CaiUeibury, !o he liilluwed in St, .-^u^fustiur .-i rbair liy John 
rcckhain. a 1 ranciscan : and the l^apacy was at the same 
dale hf-ld lor the first time by a friar, Nicholas IV, Gecteral 
nf the I ranciscan order. More rwnarkablc still were the 
great .'.choilmen who belonged to their ranks at this early 
uine. Thomas Aquinas had jumed the Dominicans abou( the 
middle of the thirteenth century, when he was still a youth, 
agahiat the ewnett entreatie* of his kinsfolk. Albertus Magnus 
was attmcied to the same order when he was well advanc«| in 
yean. To the Franciscans in the same century belonged the 
famous teachers at Paris, Alexander of Hales (DoiiM^ Jm- 
/ragabilis), a Gloucestershire priest, and ISonaventura {Dftttr 
Seraphitui), who died at the Council of Lyons in 1274, as 
a Uishop and a Cardinal, and most worthy, in the opinion of his 
contemporaries, of the !*ap;il throne. >!orc nearly connected 
with the or<i( r in ( ixfoid were Duns .Sc^)•.us. w!io died a com- 
paratively yiHinji iiian in 1308, and William of Occam, his 
contemporary, The learning of Roger Ikieiiii — certainly one of 
the most remarkable Englishmen of the thirteenth Century — 
cannot fairly be credited, as it so often is, to the Franciscans, 
for he entered their cloister by the advice uf c>rost6te, when he 
was already dMunMntad of his hopes and bad spent all his 
estate on idcDtiife nscaineh. It ^ould be added that the 
encouragement to puhilish his still famoas treatises came, not 
from the members of his order, who gave no help or sympathy, 
but from Pope Clement IV. 

The narae* of these mighty men indicate the twofold direction 
in which the stuiiies oi"the friars were turned. On theone hand, 
theolof;iea! le.irnin^ was needed for their primary task of preach- 
ing ; the mysteries of the faith mmi. be 'tistified to educated, .and 
not only to uninstnicted hearer-,; (healogy must res; on a firm 
basis of philosophy. Grostete urj;cd the Oxford Franciscans 
to study, and inipiessed upun th.cin the special need of applying 
themselves to dieulogy, "or cise," said lie, "for a certainty the 
same lot will befall you as have iK-f.dlen all other reli)^ious men, 
who arc walking to their shame in the darkness of ignorance." 
On the Other hmd, the worics of mercy among the sick needed 
the mcdk»l knowledge whkh couM come only from the study 
of nature. " With the friais," writes Mr. Brewer, "came tbe fint 
systematic attention to medical studies and lo natural philoaopby 
in genenl. Tbere is scarcely a writer of eminence among ihenit 
distinguished as be may be for logical and mcuphysical ability, 
who is not equally interested in experimental philosophy." 

Shakespeare's unerring genius has painted for ever this 
part of the friar's life. We all remember the scene in Xmut 
anJ Juhci, w here Friar Laurence came liittb from his ceU at 
early dawn to cull simpies : —

With baleful weed* and precioas-jaiced flowen.

Tlje friendly rel.itioiis br/twren the University ;ind t!.e friars 
were not of wry luni; durution. Tlic details of the (iispute in 
which the episode of Lawrence of W'.ins :ck occurred are sdttcred 
over many years, and arc not very lasily uiKierstocd. The 
friars 06 they grew und pio^jjereii cliafcU .u the re»U)cUaiib to 
which degrees in Theology were subject, while the secular 
masters were inclined to add to their strictness. The rules of 
the orders predndcd them bam takinx the degree in Aitii hut 
this degree hed COBW 10 be regarded by the Unhrcisit]f Mi* 
thoiilin U an essential preliminary tn gritduation in the higher 
bcdtieitande statute passed in 1352 h.-id asserted its necessity. 
The geoerous tise of a dispensing power had for a time warded 
oflT the ditRoiliy ; but a grace could at any time be refused on the 
opposition of a single Master of Arts, and the degree involved 
an oath of obedien»:c to the statutes, includin>; the new and 
ohnorious one. Moreover there wf r-c cer'.nin exerciws railed 
"vesfM-rs" preparatin y In tlie thciih 'j^ii .d cji-^'ree, w l;icli they 
had for loni; been ;i<:cust<:irried to perforin in tlieii own ni IiooI'*. 
but were tii>w to take I'lacc m St. Mnry's : in 'ivhich church also 
were to be prcachcU the examinatary sermons whicli preceded 
the aaine degree. 

The controrersy bad many stages. We read of an ineflectual 
inteileieiice of the Kmg, and of an appeal of both parties to the 
Popc^ involving e ttmg, expensive, and profitless journey. Then 
ea ei r a ngemcnt was made for the hearing of the whola natter 
in England before a board of commissioners, and in 1314 thA 
award was confirmed by Royal Letters Patent. 

Tl>e arbitration resulted on the whole in favour of the 
Univer'^ity. Thf necessity of qtialifying in the .Arts course a? 
!K condition precedent to ^jradua'int,' in Theolo(^y was affirmed : 
tilc exerciiies fur the latter degree were to be performed in 
St. Mary's, thriu;;li it was conceded that every liachclor of 
nivinity should prca< li one sermon in the Dominican clnirrii 
tiefnre pron-edin^ to his iioc:iirafe. Rules were also J.iid down 
to prevent nil arbiUaty use of the veto by Masters of Arts; and 
the principle of voting hy facultie s , and deciding qiiestiiHis by 
« majority of faculties, was taaa^ established, and was from 
henceforth a reoogniied ciMMm vhidi am tRill be traced in oar 
procedure. 

The whole controversy stiggests some Gonsidefations which are 
of mere than transitory value. It is interesting (to notice quite 
a minor point) to observe the import-mce attached by the 
friars to having their exercises performed in their own churches 
and not in St. Mar>''s St. Mnry's, they alleged, distant, 
end noisy, and lacked the ti.in.judlny ■■u necessary for rea|{i0US 
exercise, which Ihcir own (|uiet churclies provided. One calls 
to mind the f.ict that it is only quite recently that ti c iJcan and 
Canons of Christ Chutcli (the successors of the Canons K<-),'iilar 
of St. Fridcswidc) have given up— except on three great holy 
days— tlieir ancient right of preacbin^^ before the University m 
their ewneethadnlchaKlk It nee a rqfht whidi has more than 
oooe heeiieoMeiled,aBd which University never rmaided 
vdth favour. In 1674 the matter was so hotly disputed that the 
inter tioaitkwi of the .Sovereign was invoked to settle it. The 
Vice-Chanccllor and Proctors and Heads of HcMj»es, nfier 
quoting the statutes of the University on their side, complained 
of the distance of Christ Church from most of the ooUqIea, the 
bad acoustic properties of the cathedral, the ill aocoaunodatlon 
in the seats, and the dtfficutrj' of hearing the bell. 

The controver.'.y with the fnar^ provides an early instance of 
the conifKrtition hetsveen general and Jiiecial edtic-ilion : and the 
insistence tiy tlie Uni'.crsity on the icquiremeiit of the Arts 
liegree as a preliminary to proceeding in the higher faculties 1 
ii h inra lia a principle for whkh we stfll have to qreteiid, in diyi j 



when each 5peci.';! .= tiidy tries to win independence fur itself from 
the general reqiutenif nts of the earlier examination in the Arts 
COur!«. "To the mind of the 'fcwljir Academic." svrites Dr. 
Rashdall,*' the st-jdy of Thilosopfiy was an esscnti.d |ireliminary 
to that of Theology ; even when lie ap^dicu iuiiisclt tu the study 
of Theology he was disposed to attach more importancx to the 
sentences than to the Bible, and to apply to the doctrine oC the 
H oly Trinity, or to the pmaoilogy of an^icil befaigi, the philo- 
sophical diattnetions in wiiieh he had revelled as an artist. The 
secular Masters of Arts were not disposed either to allow Theology 
to be approached without adequate instruction in Philosophy, 
or to fif rn^it that instruction to be given to any but authorized 
Master^, oi il.cir own faculty." Under this lies a great and 
important principle of academical education. As the friar? 
were welcomed to Oxford, So has this University ^'enerously 
welcomed all who come to it? bosom, recognizing in all clients 
who claim .1 place .tt the scat of learning applicants for a share 
in the stores which k is ever ready to disp<'nse. Hut it must 
make its own terms with the new comers, lis treastin s are not 
fur every one to grasp, wilbout method, guidance, or regulation. 
In due ssgnaiiee they me to be approached, and used, and 
enjoyed. The tkber treasnres of the higher focnities need, for 
their full nppreciMian, experience of the general studies of ^tm 
faculty of JUts: above alt, Theology, the mother and the crown 
of Sdenoe^ cannot be scientifically studied apart from its proper 
groundwoilc In Philosophy. 

We arc confronted in these days with the e\xr-increasing 
difficulty of filling up the ranks of the clergy: and .-unong the 
remedies for nmng the evil arisinj;' frotti the meagre supply of 
candid.Ues for Holy Orders ii th.i; of les'-ecant; ihetequireinenlsof 
the examiners ; and, indeed. ihrouKh Theological colleges many 
men arc now .idmiltcd into Holy Orders who have enjoyed the 
smallest possi''jle amount of general triiining. Such a concession 
may W inevitable, and men of this stamp will often make n.seful 
Ucrgynteit so far as part>chia1 ministrations go : but the Oxford 
hood is still a hall-mark. It is still a certificate of a eertaiB 
amount of general, as distinct from special and praftiainBal 
training, even if it means hr less ihm it fonnerly meant. And 
it is, perhaps, wofth while to leant a leiaaa from die attitude of 
our Univeiaity in the finineenth century, and to press still— in 
the interests of Theology itself—for the enforcement of such 
conditions as can alotte preserve its distinction and enhance its 
dignity. 

In the ri'!? of the mrndieant orden; there was wifncised 
a genuine o.itbiirst of a fervent religious spirit, directed with no 
sellish aims, in complete and humble self-dedication, by meir of 
true hiilir.css, inspired w ith ex.aJted and unworldly ideals. Dominic 
and Francis arose in an a^je when the older monastic orders, 
w hich had ncvei .ittem|<ted to louth the inasses of the popul.it ion, 
ha'1. at Icastt in this country, sunk into usclcMuiess. The secular 
priests were aieened in ignonmce, unable to neach to their 
lioclcs, or to exercise over them any real spiritual influenOBb The 
superior deigy were lately employed in affain of state-— wen 
laymen rather than clertcs. 

Into th« <ocial life <rf the thirteenth century the friars cane 
as a new remunerative force, a fresh inspiration ; they were in 
the worid, yet not of it ; in touch with the people, with a close 
intimacy which was an unknown experience; the teachers of 
divine truth, the relievers of bodily dhtres? ; the setters forth 
of a pattern of Christian service, of faith workinj^ by love, among 
the neglected multitudes to whom tl'.e C.ospel of Christ hud never 
been thus made kn cw n. 

And so, in spite of the many ar.d various elements of disrord 
which s.uch an .iwakeniiig ine^it.ibly created, theit work jjiew 
and prospered, then number and their inliucnce incic<t»ed with 
almost inaudible rapidity. But the seeds of decay were theie : 
and the too ftequent tragedy of History was soon to be repeated 
in the swift decadence of the nwndlann endcn, hi tbeir fidi 
irom a lofty spiritual height, tn the ooiraptiao by the wnld of 
the forces which were sent out to conouer it. 

A century and a half almost exactly marks the interval be* 
tween the death of St Francis and the death of John WydlflTe, 
the most famous opponent of the mendicants, and an incident 
which occurred at St, Mary'.t church about a century after th.it 
which 1 have described to-day brings into prominence one of 
the closin),' scenes of a conflict between the forces of reform and 
free thou>;ht and the stubboiil Ottbodosy of tfae authorities of 
the mediaeval charch.

Life of Sir William IVilson Hur.ier, K.CS.l. MJi., LL.D^ 
By Francis Henry Skkine, F.S.S. (London ; Longmans, 
Green & Co.) 

The felicitous memorial of friendship, of which Lord DufTerin 
sp.-'kc by .mtii ;paiion when be unveiled the bust of Sir William 
Hunif ; in ihf Indian Institute, has now appeared ; and it is in 
tiery way worthy of his cul<i^:y. It is a touching expurssion of 
deep Iricjidilup, e\en uf hero-worship, l)p<Ur*atcn to his widow, 
the description ot Sir William's " life, which slie brightened 
and achievements in which siie t>harcU," is thcuughuul a liibute 
of iUTcction and honour as warm as she could haxt: desired. 
This, indeed, of the two ways of writing biography, is probably 
in tbe lone run the most illuaunntive. We see tne man aa his 
best friends saw hnn; we see him, as we should all wish to be 
sten, at the best ; and we learn how good that best was. 

In the cas« of the extraordinarily full and energetic life of 
Sir William Hunter, the method tliat Mr. Skrine has adopted 
was perhaps not only the best, but the indispensable mctnod. 
His work was of a kind which could be seen rtfsf. from within ; 
and of bis character it can only l>e s.nd tliat its kindliness, its 
buoyancy, and !t<! charm, could onlyfully be appreciated by those 
who were bro«i;lii widui the circle — wide enough, indeed of his 
intimate*. He was .1 man rrf dclisjhtfu! freshness and enthusiasm, 
fil l, as it always seemed, c.f the: iiulk of human kindness. And 
x\xvi a&pect ol his life i;> most huppily and most fuUy illustrated 
in Mr. Skrine's pages. The letters which fiarm the foundation 
of the biography are singularly fresh and vivndout, and bring us 
face to &oe with the indomitable optimiMiOttdoonfidence of tho 
writer. The story of the life, too, is well worth reading. It is 
a tale of perseverance such as it is g<K>d to hear told. /Vnd thcfe 
have been few records of literary industry which surpass it W« 
have perhaps been inclined to regard Sir William Hunter a^ 
first of all, a magnificent organizer of literary industry. That ISt 
indeed, tbe first aspect wliich most of the works published by him 
bore in the eyes of his contemporaries. liut with ihe present 
work before u.s we arc in a position to estimate the extrauriiiiury 
eneffty, and the fAtt.iordinary output, of the writer himself. He 
knew how to uiiliie every moment; hf could tear the heart out 
of .a book ill the Ijrielest of hours ; .ind he conscientiously and 
rigidly devoted large and set spaces of time to cecp and hard 
intelleotnal lalMur. lliis is not the place in which 10 estimate 
the valoe of his acbievemenb ; but, at least, we may say that 
the work which be did bad newer bean done before, and wiU 



remain for future generatloitt U» indisPcncabie foundation for a

real knowledge of Indian history and Indian life. High as was 
his work as a scholar, his wolk as a popofairizcr of knowledge 
will be recognized to bave been even more obviously benelictaL 
It has taught Englishmen about India, and linked India to 
England in a way which it is difficult sufTiciently to culoj;tie 
without apparent exiravapancc. It is impossible to turn over 
the pages of Mr. Sknnc's bcKik without being struck again .xnd 
a^jain by the abounding s)'ivip,itby vntli all that is high and 
uoblc in native life iind aspitiitinns that is shown in Sir William's 
letters. It was, indeed, the h,dl-mark of his gcrsuincncss as 
a scbular and as a man. And whUe we recognize Llie suuzuIdcss 
of his judgement as an investigator and an administrator, we 
should give but an i n adequ at e idea of bis position if we omitted 
anothersideof his feeling— hii thowgh apamiatioiief Chrisiiaa 
teaching.

With all due deference, ihereraie, to our 
cootempowy, and though one of the kasons the war has 
taught usiatuit ihe man on theipotluwws nothing compared 
with the man in the arm-chair brnorin Holland, we venture 
to believe that the facts are as we have stated them, and that 
the effect of the Coronation upon " Commeni " will 1>!^ to 
concentrate it into two days instead of advancing it a week 
and— horrible idea.— OQrtaiiing the Euier Vacalkm by the 
same extent. 

Easter is very early this year, and consequently those 
events whose dates depend on Easter will be upon us sooner 
than usu.al. One is accustomed to seek relaxation at the 
hands of the O.U.D.S. at a rather more advanced period of 
the Term than the middle of the third neelt, yet it is next 
Wednei.day that the firatperforauuice of 2Ibv GaUbmn of 
Vtrma will be given.

They have arranged a set of eight courses, from June 16 to 
July 26, on auqeeia which either do not form pait of 
" Greau," or wIuA are not fuOy dealt with ni that emnhiap 
tion. These include English Literature, English History, 
General Modern History, Mental and Moral PhllosoiAy, 
PoHtical Economy, Roman Law, and l'oIi;ical Science. 
Experienced lecturers have been eng.iged. and the scheme 
may be safely rjtnmended to any Oxford man who is

Quite recently, as moat of our leadcn are aware^ an in- 
fluoidal meediv vn> held in LondoQ toaqpiport the pnfiOHil 
for the esiabliaranent and endowment of a Chair of Modem 

History in the University of Cape Town, which must have 
earned the approval of all here in Oxford. At that meeting 
a letter W.1S read from Mr. Bryce wli ch drew next day some 
charartrri.'itir comments from the D.>;!y Nra s. \\'e can leave 
the jiinrnal's remarks to their own obscurity ; no one who 
takes a $cieniilic interest in a branch of intellecti-.al or tM- 
caiional study "cares one scrap" for any ojnnion which the 
Ditily News may choose to express. But with Mr. Brycc it 
is admittedly different, and his letter, we are sure, gave great 
pain to his many friends and hb more numerous admirers in 
the University of Oxford, of which he was for twenty-three 
yean a Professor, and of which he has alwajm been one of 
her most brSKsnt sons. The proposal was one deliberately 
freed from all political issues — it was an appeal for fnnds li» 
enable a stniggUiig University to fblfil the better its fiincrionS 
as a place of learning and education — the appeal was made 
io the educated, irrespective of creed or parte, li is therefore 
little short of deplorable that an eminent historian and 
publicist, wrihng as such, not as the e.x-ca'jinel minister, should 
'■ hint 3 sneer and hesitate dislike " — should, unprovoked, dr.ig 
into the discussion of a (itupo^al dealing with science and 
education the party issue. That Mr. Bryce happens to 
belong to this party and not that is beside the question — the 
lamentable fact is that he allowed himself 10 wrne M be did; 
and that a historian who has won a Eatopean reputation 
should thus publicly prochdm hit dbbeVef in the impartiality 
of prafeason and historians is even aaore lamentable. In 
America, as Mr. Bryce has himself showTi, lies the confuta- 
tioti. The splencii I generosit) of .\merican millionaires tO 
the Universities ot tli - land in which ihcy made their millions 
is sometl.mi; of whicli .\mericans and millionaires may well 
be proud. Iiie University of Oxford ritihtly wmild consider 
It an impertinence to the donor, and .ui insult to ihe holder 
ol the Chair, were it to inquire what were the political opinions 
of a given benefactor. That Mr. Carnegie is a Democrat of ' 
the Democrats is one of those things which no one remembers, 
praises, or blames when he offers two million pounds to the 
Univenitie* of his native land; and Mr. Bryce may ash the 
ProicMon of Polidcal Economy at Gfaugow, Aberdeen, «r 
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Edinburgh, who may benefit by Mr. Carntgie's munificence, 
as to whether w!ic:i '.ijt s lc< iu:<- on Trusts as economic 
phenomena they will teim inber laai the donor of their 
Chairs is a giganUL sli,\r. holder in the Steel Trust. The 
insinuation is, we repeat, an insult. Mr. Hrycc's argfumeni 
was all the more to be regretted because it had not even the 
merit of candour or courage. That, strippc<l of its verbiage 
and its qmlifications, it will be repudiated in every University, 
and tvtff one who values the true intercuts of learning and 
cdaemon is caMdn ; U»u it damage Mr. Biyce's own 
reputatioa fbr inpwlialily as a historian and a pnblidst is 
unfcntttnaiely as eenain, and equally to be deplored. But we 
venture to hope that the cause of the Chair of History at 
Cape Town will not be harmed once the real meaning of the 
issue is uni!Lrsiootl, and that the rich, any r;itir, h.ivc a truer 
faith in the devotion to their sciences of those who * profess " 
them in an £ng)iah-Bpeakii|g Univenitjr.

CONTROVERSY. 

Om reads from time to time in the newspapers letters crill- 
ing attentfoR to a real or supposed alteration in the seasons. 
Spring is earlier or winter is milder tiiaii it was o! yore. One 
docs not put much faith in these generaluatious, wiuth arc 
usually of a hasty ch.ir.ictf r, lir.iwn, one tnipposes, "from one 
swallow." Ve! if onr sw .ultr.v— or shall we say, a flock of 
unmistakcab'.c gulls ? — Ik- umler ,u.y ( irrumstances portentous, 
the "Bacon-Shakespeare " agitation, which has lately pro- 
vided so much "comic relief" to the sober columns of the 
TSmts, would Justify us in revising the date of the silly season 



in oar alnianacs. If an equally voluminoua oorrespoodeiKe 
should foUow the articles on the ao-called " Chrisdan Science," 
which have also appeared in recent numbers of that journal, 
wc shall surely have the grounds for an induction, or at any 
rate what Mr. W. H. Maliock \sould regard as a case for a 

serious committee of c.ileinl.iririgr.l'.ihers, W'e >lii)ul;l pr. li- 

aUly, in fact, f)c rciiuced to tiiis. ..klemma ; tiiher this is the 
Silly seLi-snii. or " ihiti.;3 aie not what they seein^" and the 
iuiits IS icali) edited iiom -Jjc r.fiice of Punch. 

At any rate, this Bacon-Sli.tkcspc.irc controversy — if con- 
troversy it can be called— has atibrded us some highly 
amusing and, incidentally, instructive reading for the Christnas 
holidays. It is lo be feared that Mrs. Gallup's cipher has 
be«n to Mr. Mallock as the oracle in reliance npon wiucb 
Croei^tt!; once eroesed the Halys, which bounded his own 
icrriiary. Wide U are the fi^ds with which Mr. MaUock's 
acute and restless intefligence is familiar, by transgression 
into the domain of the Baconists he hsuf gone perilously 
iie.ir to destroying a conrMeriiMc repii:.i-ion. I-".v'-n to 
the hist one could tiot hcl[i cheri'-lii:!!: ^ hope before the 
Chris'iii:is holiii.ivs were (|ui:f ovvr^ wc should have Mr. 
Mallock coming forward to the foo;liL:htK. and deraonstmtii)!* 
how he had been making fools of u-, all ; in whiti: case wc 
should only have regretted the vanished touch of the hand 
that gave us The Nrw Rtpublic. It will probably give no 
particular satisfaction to Mr. Mallock to hear that his article, 
joke or no joke, actually converted a certain number of 
schoolboys— in the sizlh form of one of our public schools. 
Being set the question, " What light do the plays of Sfaahe- 
speaie tbiow upon hie dnraderr' aevesal boys of (his form 
began their answer with words to the fcllowmg eflect : " Since 
Mr. .Mallock li.i-- eom lusivelv ;iro\»o! in l i^t ttiontli's Xin-liiri;/: 
Centufy tiiat Bacun was the real author cl the plays a;ujbuis:ii 
to Shakespeare, these plays r.aiur.tlly do not throw much 
light upon the character of tt.e litter. ' Mr. Mallock perhaps 
did not write to sr cnr.; tlu si- lonvi rls; but one cm f.mcy 
Mr. Sinnctt, and otitcr smglc-iitimJed Baconists, hailing such 
a conversion as a sign that I'ime and Young Kngland are on 
the side of llic great Truth in its struggle with the arch- 
im|x>stor of Stratibrd-on-Avon. 

One merit of the oorreqnndence is that it afibrds admir- 
able opportunity for the itudy of cootioveisy as an art or 
a pasihn of hunaua kind. It is trve fhat ao educated pp'^on 
without a bee in Us boiuwt can come to it with x perfectly 
open mind. It would be as rcisonablc to ask a man to 
discuss, without prc|XMsessions, the question whether there 
ever was such .1 1 i r.-,oii as Queen Elizabeth, or whether Bacon 
did not invent the whole of her reign to the glorification of 
his really quitt i oniitioiipLice iiiutli-r. We all know, of course, 
that the " Baconian theory " is a mere tissue of rubbish. But 
because it is such rubbish, because the whole discussion is so 
unreal, so far from touching in the least cither our business 
or our bosoms, it is qtiite possible to project oursch'cs — so 
long as wc keep out of the conirowrsy —into the state of 
mind of an impartial Jndtge. This one can do SO Riely I 

Looking at the oantspondenoe from this cxienni point of 
view, one cannot hll lo be stmck by the cuiiois efifect which 
controversy has upon a man's judgement The first thing to 
be consumed in the heat of discusaon is the sense of propor- 
tion, Insteaii of answering. Or trying to answer, the mam 
pciiil oJ y\:tir aCvxrsary's arCTiment, yon seize tipon se.Tne 
miserable little side-issin-, or mere jshra^- even, and inu^irir 
that you are getting the letter of your man while you are 
woit\nig Ins cuff or his coat-tails. And on the other I .,n.l, 
very likely your adversary was wrong on this point, and put 
in quite unnecessarily some irrelevant or inaccurate Statement. 
At the moment it seemed to him a valid argmnent; at any 
rate he thought it a good enough stick to beat jwtwidl. The 
very protagonists of this Bacon-Shakespeaie concspondcnce 
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furnish an illustration. Mr. Mallock, having clearly no argu- 
ments at his dispcNol, twite ^Ir. Sidney Ijcc with bonstfulncss. 
This or courae it very good butineaa, abutiiig Sbakespcaie'a 
utorner, as it inn. And Mr. Lee bed. no doubt, tmted 
Mrs. Callap tod oooipanj sotneifhat emMalv ; but think 
what he mtat, at a rereree, haw raflered bma Baconunanfo I 
But suddenly Mr. Mallock sees that he has an argument. 
Mr. Lec has compared Dickens and Keats to Shake s^penre 
Evoel tlie enemy is ilclivercd into his hintis ! (_)f course 
Mr. Lfe never meant w !i-.u Mr. Mallotk a&sumcs that be did : 
if u titers used ;lie s^tiiie mokIs in the same sense, one as 
another, controversy would cease, and conversation languish. 
But it was odd that Mr. Sidney Lee should have used the 
aigaoent of (he disparity between the performance and the 
prwtneHc* of Dickens and Kcais. Any one not engaged in 
the comnoversy would have told him at once that of course it 
would be leiied upon and twisted to his advcrsai/s use. 
And even in the sense in which Mr. Lee used the araument, 
it is no more than a grain of sand m the mountain of pnMfs 
that Bacon ifid not "write Shakespeare." Take, again, the 
indiscretion of Mr. R. B. Marston; Rightly perceiving the 
modern, not to say American, flavour of '^Irs. (^illup'.s Bacon's 
Autobiography, he roust needs point in triumpli to the well- 
known Americanism of omitting the u in ^\ nril^ like " lioiiour.'' 
True enough, it is an Americanism r;ow;'.<l:iy^, bi;t. if he had 
not been engaged in contiwcrsy, Mr. .M.irvioi] would surely 
not have needed Messrs. Gay and Bird to point out instances 
of its oocuitenoe in sixteenth and seven teentb-cenltiry books ! 

Thew two instances are taken from writers whose general 
porittoB gives one no reason for suspecting their taniiy 
tf Jw%eiM«C It would hardly be iDuatraling the nonnu 
cbmcterislieB of controversy to quote from the odier side. 
But among the humours of controversy Mr. Blackbtim's 
Ugnmcnt from parallel passages of Shakespeare and Bacon 
dust take a hi£;h pLiii'. If ilic similar use in (litYcrrnt writin.cjs 
of proverbial cxjiri'ssinns .iml references tu fainiiiar tacts 
known or supposed a'Ktut music, love, fortune, habitual liars, i 
crcri'i-.'^tlr?, 1ton«(, (Tjc kittriees. Aris'.o'le, chamf!er>n«, carduus 
ben(\lii-iuK, ciiloijuiiitida, be held {'■> indicale identity of 
aiuborsiiip, wc shall be able to compress our catalogues and 
OOOddeiuly abbreviate our literary histories. No wonder 
Bnoon seems to be gradually absorbing, in the belief of 
tlHVOUgbgomg Baconists, the copyright, so to speak, in 
noat «^ the literature of the age of Eliaabeth, and to have 
at any nte « serious stake in one of the best-known Kterary 
enterprises of the age of Anne I Is it possible that Bacon 
was really an emanation, a something not quite 6anny? 
Aceoniin;^ to his own .letount (/rr ]\Trs. Gatlup). he was the 
son of Queen Ehzabedt. \V'ill he turn up m a Popc-dphcr 
as a son of Queen Anne ? 1 s there not sometfaing Aqiicious 
in the mysticism of the Ha/t <■■/:/:( I.fli-k} 

Even Mr. .Sir.nett seemed soincwh.it starrpercd. or '^mildly 
excited, ' as the Gallup-Bacon would say, by the discoverer 
that Bacon either wrote, or quoted from memory. Popes 
Homtr. Yet neither that, nor any other fact ehcited in the 
controversy, may be expected to have converted any of the 
cOBliovefsialitts. Pt^tlcal diarists record die Very rare in- 
stances of » vote being mfltienced by a speech in Fkrljamait: 
and the nttmber of converts wade fay controversial writiiigs 
is probably almost as small as lhaf of persons persoaded to 
change their minds by oratorical force or skill. All con- 
troversy is alter all very muvh like that of the law-courts. 
.•\dvocatrs in court do not hope to ( nnvincc one another : 
and advocates ant of ciiurt, if they lii,i];e lo do so, will be 
disapiHiinted. Their ari^uineiits are tn.irshalled, their jnou: . 
thrust, and their abuse hurled, for the enlightenment, or the 
amusement, of us who look on and listen. Stcurus iudicat 
orbis ttrranm : and in this Bacon-Shakespeare controversy 
ils jodgement has kng ago been givbn.

lion& However, the Ci^ Corps h.id gradually to fall back 
befixe superior numbetSiSlulan attempt to outflank it on the 
iMit CHiasd tbe Rtrnt at one time ta be very dinwderljr. 
when fl«e o'clock came* tbe Otf Covpt had faUen badt 
abont a nUc^ and waa to conatderaUe ^iwer. 

The impfare decided that (he O.U.R.V.Q had not effected 
what was demanded of it, since the City had not been 
completely driven off Shotover. He also laid considerable 
eni]>lias3s on the fact that if the Battalion liad turiird nut f,oo 
strong instead of only 120 the deeisioa would undoubtedly 
have boen reversed.

The question for debate was, "That Lord Roscbcry's 
Chesterfield pdiqr ts the ooly patriotic one at the picMnt 
moment." 

Mr. E. Macfadyen (Wadham) said it was no mere news- 
paper platitude to say that the country was passing through 
« veiy gieat crisis. For the last three years It had suffered 
front casnal sod qpionnt advice. Eveiy one, from Sir 
WiWani Harooart and tibe leveied Head of an Oxford College 
to Rodyaid Kipling, had cootriboted tiwir sharei and ue 
resoU was only lamentable confnston. The Govemroent 
had only cnii'Viundfd c ; ■i-.Tu'-ion and thickened ;!ie jioIiiLal 
fof;. This i>ositii>ii of atr.iiis had been coiiijKLiub clj.mged 
Ijv tlic appearance of l.crd Ro^ehery ai'.d his speech at 
rhi-sitrlield. The Chcstertield policy was llie policy of a 
staicsman, not of :he mere poHtician. Mr. Macfadyen then 
discussed (he bearing of the speech on the Liberal party, 
and ended with emphasizing Lord Koscbcry's domestic 
policy. Mr. Macfadyen was eloquent, as always, but got 
mto difficulties from a too lengthy introduction. In conse- 
fpienoe he had no time to devote to the teal queatioa at 
inoe, and bis speech was rather vague and off die point. 

Hon. E. CadMBn (BalMol) atnihnied Ae vanieneaa in te 
proposer's spee«»i to the abstruse character of Lord Rose* 
ijery's utterances. Tie was onU- a v.jgue theorizer on 
politics. The praci cal e.\crutor of the ideals Lord Rosc- 
berj' ]:re.iclif.'d was Mr, ( 'iianihrrlain. The Chrslerticld 
policy was a weak imiiadon of ihe patriotism of t!i'.- (nncrn- 
ment. If Lord RowcIhtv wishril to do anydiiiic. l-c must 
be content to help Mr. Cha(nU:riam. .\bove aii, lie must 
cat himself off from the confused party of Pro-Boers and 
enemies of their country who called themselves Liberals. 
The talk about national as opposed to party was foolish and 
ineffective. If Lord RosebeiV wished to be really patriotic, 
let Ud cmnUina villi the ubetil Unionists. Mr. Cadogan 
ande a veir aUe and dear speech. We have sddom heard 
Ub 10 ndi advanlagek He too, however, fiidled to get to 
close qpaitera with (he motion. 



Mr. T. A. Ixach (lirasenosc) .air<-d !hc_ iieniimeiKs of .in 
orthodox and devout LiN-ral n joit iiii,; at the return of Lord 
Ko^elx:ry to the fdti ami trying; lo prove lliat he had really 
coiiiL- baek to it. 1 If con.sL-ijueiiily t:.iiiie to the point more 
than previous speakers, but unfortunately soon wandered 
away from it His nervoosness made his speech disconnected 
and monotonous, and he ap|>arently had great difficulty in 
coming to an end. 

Mr. A. J. Costain (LuiooId) acknowledged the vahie of 
Lofd Roaebety'a destructive aritidini, but compbtined that 
be had no comtfuctive policy — no suggestions, for example, 
for Army Reform.

This wry har.rJsomc edition is a mai-xel of cheapMn and 
HOod printing. 1 he p.ipcr ;s of tlw kind known as featner-weiKht, 
with the result that the volumes arc extremely light ; the type is 
large and clear ; the margiDt are wide in proportion to the size 
of the page. There are two i)lays to ench of the firb.t e;;_;Iui-Ln 
volumes; the nineteenth cuiUiiins /'jt/: A-i-. t'^lluwcd by J<«.vf 
and Adonis in the twenlicth arc printed the Snnnets .md miner 
poems. The plays are scp.ir.iirly |>.i,jpd, .-uid proviiicd witl. 
separate plnssarics and ciitir.il note',, so th.it thfy fail Ih .'jouhU 
-Singly if this is i>rif<.Trfd. Tliu cdit-ir, silio^i.- ii.inii- dix.-b not 
appear on the iiLu-page, has performed his duty etticiently and 
mih self-restraint. Hia |lan8rie% eo fiur u we luve iciMd 
tbem, are good ; his critical notes are ndiniiably brief. An index 
to the characters in all the pla^ is prorided, though for some 
RUtni wbidi we foil to divine it is pnced in the middle of the 
£nt vigJuRii& wiwre it miglit easily escape notice. One admirable 
feature of the edition is that the numbers of the act and scene 
aire given in a maixinal note at the head of each pa^. The 
great novelty, however, is the introduction of coloured plates ; 
of these there are two in every \-olumc but the List, which has 
only onr. They ure by diflerent artists, who in some ca.sf i. si:;ii 
ihciiis< l\f-s «iih initials, or do not sign at all. We have nottcd 
the ii.iiiK- ■, .imong others, of Messrs. Uyam Shaw, Gerald Moii.i, 
Patten Wilson, J. D. Batten, F. C. Cowpcr, II. J. Ford. Their 
work %'arics greatly in merit. Some of them do not seem to 
tindcrstand the limiwtions of the process employed in printing 
the pi itt s. this is notably thecawwilh Mc Byaia Sbaw, whose 
oolou! lug, ;ls here reproduced, is lurid and confiised. Othenhave 
made the mistake of attempting opcn-ahr scenes ; the fact being 
that the process only yields good results when applied to interiors 
of rich and subduM tones. This fact luis been gr.-isped by 
.Mr. P.ittcn VVihNm non thoroughly than by his colleagues, and 
his iltiistralions are consequently the most pleasing of all. As 
10 title-page, we are not much struck with the design 
enipl'iyed; it is hardly good enough to be reproduced without 
x-ariation ;n twccty consecutive volumes. Otherwise there is 
nothing but good to be said of this edition. The publishers 
arc cspeci.uly to i« < itmpliiiwBted on the high qwkliqr of the 
printing and binding.

The present woifc, widdi k obviously the production of an 

American, is a very cartfiil Mudy of the catises of the rise and 
fall of the ephemeral Roman Republic of 1849. Elaborating his 
picture with the minute accuracy uf a Dutch painter, Mr. Johnston 
introduces us to the chief actors — Pio Nino, Carlo Alberto, 

Matiiiii, and Garibaldi. We h:^\v ch.ir.ictr r-skcti he^ of the 
refiir:niiiij Pope, who was to end a') a romplete rravlionary ; the 

honest but inconsistent and wavering Sardinian king ; the en- 
thnsiastic and impetuens tribune, md the nckle»»>n d <an b »im- 
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sing iondottiere. Our author tnijrhi say with Tacitus : xmAtV in 

Tlir ulKiract'T ot ".he Ital aui .is .1 pii,p;i' i> powerfully 
sketchetl i[>. lit, " heroes one munn a-, ihi- m xi jianic-stricken — 
a people apt for revolution and iui ;.i;luri . ' W e then have the 
relation of the I'anacy to tin.- dr> ir:i, ui united Italy exarnined. 
I( •,v,i-., of [ uajiC, al'.vays ;li<- m.iiii n'litaclc, and the svin;).ithy uf 
Pius tur Uberahsin was iucuiup^ltblc with his theofogicai a|id 
MsMrical position. It could end in nothing. \'ariou» motives 
have been as»igned for the coodoct of Louis Napoleon in sending 
troops asainil Rome; nme lisve diwight that it was to get 
a political tnmip<trd fiom the ecctetiastici, but Mr. Johnston 
slMWSllStliat it was to prevent Austria firom Mniilg the Pope, 
and thus more than ever assuming the chief {MliBoa in Italy. 

The struggles of the young iLilian party were embarrassed 
from the very beginning. Ch.irlcs Albert w.ns anxious not to be 
compniini-.ed witli them, an.'l Ju' i.'iil nnl wish to go too far 
ag.iin- i ilic iaiis. TliL- tiu-ry L-I'jqucnijc of Maziini began to 

fail wliett It liad uu material suppori. He w»<! »n "impossible" 
man, as the phrase is, but there was something .ittnctive in his 
transparent sincerity. The oth(?r triumviis uuc Ai-iellini and 
Saffi. In a remote Icimi nl uay Oxford is ro:n:i-riicd svith ilus 
short-lived Roman Republic (i-'cb. 8-july 4, 1^149). Artiiyr 
Cloi(g;li, wiio is ^ar txctllentt ooe of our own poets, was shut up 
IB tiw dty, and both in prose and verse he lua told as about it ; 
indeed, Mis occasionally qttoted by Mr. Jobaiton. Some of the 
dder resideataof Oiferd most remember Saffi, • rdined'^king 
maa, who, for a than time during his period of exile, discharged 
the fuoctKMU of Italiui teacher at the Taylor Institution. 
Persons who met him wei« aorprised at the thinness of bis 
voice, which hardly rose abovo a whiaper, and ited to wooder 
bow be could have 

Wielded at will that fierce daonNncy; 
A food deal of history, however* was crowded in those few 
mootbs. Many interesting episodes are narrated in this book : 
the murder of Kossi, the Pope's minister, and the proceedings of 
liaynau in the more northern parts of the country. He was called 
the ''tiger of Brescia," and was to cam a yet more dr'estahlc 
reputation, and to endure the vengeance of the i-i.>ynicn uf 
B.trchy and Perkins, in i8;t. Orsini, who perished by the 
guillotine in 1859, is also .1 -. jlior iinatc figure in the book, 
which is furnished with three u:>cful maps, illustrating the 
Quadrilateral, the environs of Rome, and the City itself. We can 
thti* follow the tnovcmcQts of Kadetzky, the Aigbl of the Pope, 
and the Frendi aieaiik upon the cii^. The carefiiJljr piipand 
Kit flf authorities in an appeodbe shows how nitBulely the writer 
has woriccd. The historical ei^de of w hich be treats wiA con> 
siderable eloquence is so bitercsting that we cannot say his 
labour has bi>cn wasted. Many will wish to study it further. 
We observe that Mr. Johnston speaks rather disparagingly 
of the MrmMrs fif C'trih/tliii (Klorence, 18&8). He has a better 
n|iiii uf the xM rk of ijrsini (Nice, 1850). Both Maizini and 
Orsini are introducud in thi: Mrmeirt of l!er-rn, who hii5 much 
to tell us about the rcvoUuion.irics ol liis time — ;iiid he knew 
most of them. An .appendix is devoted by Mr. Johnston to 
F.athcr Gavairij who will he lemembered as haviug vliilBd 
Oxford. 

The climax of this highly dramatic episode was when Oudinot, 
the French general, dispatched Cobnel Nid to Gaitta with the 
kqrsof Home, which he was instructed to deposit at tlie Pope's 
feet. Many compromised persons then escaped from Rome. 
Martini managed to get to Marseilles. Garibaldi endured great 
hardships : his wife died in his arms in the forest of Ravenna; 
bis men gradually melted away, but some of the most advanced 
demi^gues were captured. Among these was Brunetti, who, 
from his constant harangups, w.is called Ciceroncchio, " the 
Hrunimagem Cicero"— as we luiy perhaps translate the title. 
He and bis two sons, with twenty-four others, were shot at 
Sia^agiia under Papal ordeta.

The majority seem to have been entrusted to competent writers, 
but the only one whidi we had read displayed mo great uterit 
Mr. F. E. Sinilh's little book, on the ethnr band, la aa excellent 
oontributioa to the awilable lileratut« dealiug with our aacient 



colony. It is of necessity somewhat slight, and it is not free 
from slnongc repetitions, but the Se irfinf; pnint? ;;re slated with 
great clearness and impartially, 'l ac tonsiitutiui-.al anr; diplu- 
matic questions connerted with the island arc e.f the higt>est 
importal'.te. ai;d th'; present liiicf skeuh will lead many to 
closer investigations. The immediate future of Newfoundland 
seems impoBMU* to piedkt. 

Timt Table of Modem History, A.D. 400-1870. Compiled bjf 
M. MOKIM^N. (WesUniofte'r : A. Constable & Co.) 

This is a tolerably elaborate book of dates and events in 

European history arranged in parallel columns, u hirh ratnrally 
invites comparison with .\Ir. Hassall'-^ -.innl.ir I l,tt^:lho.iK- lit 
European Jiislory. In most respects (save mere portability and 
price) it is, as a work of reference, dislinnly superior — it is on 
a larger scale ; it cont.tins a greater nuiul cr of facts ; it is much 
more clearly prmic I, and its clear, smooth paper ..nd oblong 
shape command welcome and respect ; it is provided with fairly 
full tables and appendices of genealogies, ruling monarcfas, and 
such useful apparatus criticus ; it has a vcr)- valuable index and 
seven ina^ {reproduced, we gather, from the Clarendon Press 
Atlas, now in canrse of issue) ; furthermore (no small point) the 
compiler has becu caidul to see that evem^^ recurring in the 
same year in the various ooloams UK in ot;c utid the same line, 
so that the eye can grasp at * fbusee a siitgle period of time. 
Ihe publishers certainly may be CAUgnMuiated on their 
mechanical results— type, papor, space, clearness, arc all excel- 
lent. As to accuracy, so hir as we have tested it at \ai.ous 
points,- the work of the cotnpiier has been carefully dune. 7 here 
.arc slips, of course ; eg. 1757, for" Kami ' t' ad " 1) um " 1 uho, 
by the way, docs not appear in the index at all, r.eillier w ith 
a K or a L) i. but most of them .ore obvious misprints w hich any 
student will correct for himself. A more difficult point is the 
exact amount of detail which may be demanded. We open the 
book at pp. ^ y>. We note that the exact date of Lttuen is 
giveni tmi of as equally iinportant battle, Ntfidllngen, is not. 
Under Scandinai^ merely the > cat i r.j4, under Germany simply 
" iSep.)." We open again at pp. 1 10 and 1 1 1— 1741. The date 
■c .Mollwiti is given ; that of the Peace of lircslau is "(July)" 
simply, and so with Walpole's resignation " 1 Feb.)," and similarly 
on every page wc have tried. Hence a dilemma ; if this is 
merely a rr.im-book for students it is too eSabtirate ; if a real 
book of icference it is not cLiboratc enough, t ram- books of 
this kind should be burn' by the public hangnviin ; but forar^a/ 
book of reference there ii a 111 it;iiiricent opportunity. We invite 
the compiler and the pul lisher^ to take heart ftf Rr.>ee— ro knock 
out the la.ijj^ \ili;' h ■ m \>v Umnd in e-.ery ile< c:il hi.tnr:i..<I 
atlas, and on a larger scaie ; to expand the gcncaJugit:.U tables 
to double their present site ; to fill in a good deal of the space 
now " to let " on every page, and never to state a fact u itnont 
the <1ate, and, if contetted, the authority for that date ; in fact, 
to &ujjp;y .ill that real schtlaKihip and ingenuity can prov ide. 
The present volume will be " useful," wc do not doubt ; a book 
such as we hiive hinted at would entaal three times the labour, 
and would probably involve a syndicate of workers, but it would 
then be a real work of reference, which, at thirty shillings, would 
be che.ap to cvcrj- student, teacher, and library worth me name. 
What we want is, in shon, a chronological &UOIMUy«S valuable 
as the tbiee great volumes of blokris.

The names of the cantri- 
butors, amongst whom we naturally find many <it tiie medical 
staff of the Hospital for Nervous Diseases in Queeu\ Si^uare, 
l.omion, arc a stifficicn! ginirantw for ad*H(uacy oi treatment. 
.\:ul irai. Ill ;l;e voiiiirr |,:o\ide>. in ;i small compass, one of 
liic btit lex.b'juks ua iieivuus liiauascs witli which wc are 
acquainted amply suflficicnt for the student, and adequate as 
a work of reference. Tlicic is no part of medicine or pathology 
which has made more striking advances in recent years than 
that here dealt with, and Dr. Harrington's physiological iatio- 
dttctioo Is ao less necessary than meniorious.

" Oh ! I can't read Dickens ! " is the utterance, made w ith 
some complacency, of most of the youn;;er generation of " culti- 
vated " (>eopIc. .Now we arc niiddlc-af;t:d enough to hold 
DirkcnR in very \\:-{\\ t s'.ii in. !'. i;.irdiiig as the real artist 

of tlie old school, compared w ith uliom many of the novelists 
now in vogue are at mere photographers on the one haikd, or 
wild impreaaionistt on the other. So we think very well of 
the book now beibee us, when wo can compare its "Cbristma* 
Dieam" with Dickenr fiauKar "Cbriitmaa OnoL" We bavo 
here a prosperous and bard-hearted City merchant, Andrew 
Judkin, who disbelieves the existence of pity, love, and sym* 
pathy, saying always, "1 know better." He is hatmted Iw 
the ghost of a child —none other than his own and better self 
at the age of seven— and is led by a series of misfortunes and 
trials to a nobler frame of mind. The book contains some 
excellent and lifelike character-studies, and we heartily recom- 
mend it aa a good aad pleasant " Ouittmaa atafy." 

The Wuttmeis. By Stewart ElWiUtD WHRI. (West- 
minster : A. Constable & Co.) 

Tht WtUemers is a story in general of American life some 
thirty years ago, and in p,irticular of the doings of one Michail 
Lafond, a halfbrecd. It is not especially well constructed, nor 
yi t csperially inti rt sting. Tn begin with, il is broken into two 
ji.irtN, Mjpar.ited by .111 interval of some fifteen years, and in the 
next place it is nut easy to feel a sympathetic interest in any of 
the characters. The story n.arratcs the revenge of Michail 
Lafond upon certain guides who rrfiisrd to let him jr)in their 
party across the plains, and tonk iti-n ad a College professor, 
his wife, and little daughter. Tu accuwplisb bis purposes be 
joiat Iha ladianik about the time of Cwtet'a rtiftiil, anil far 
sneeeedaaaloUll,and scalp, the woman, aad Udam the diUd. 
Then comet the break of nfteen yeara, aad we find him bade 
again amony white men, tcheming to obtain " the troe revenge," 
which "is m finding out what it is that each man prizes the 
most, and then taking it from him." In pursuance of this 
policy he proposes to rob Billy Knapp, one of the guides, of hi* 
popularity, and the child, now grown a woman, of her honour. 
In this he fails, falls into the hands of the lndi.ins, whom he 
had deserted, and is by them put tu dc.itb. .•\s we Ivave already 
said, the various cltaracters fail to arouse sympathy. Graham, 
for example, is much of a prig^ aad MoUy, who ahanld ba 
interesting, somehow is not. 

Maritttn, n Af aid 0/ Venue. By FRANCIS Marion Crawford. 
(London ; Macmillan.)

FaMes and Folk TaitMfnm m Emtt*m Ftmt, CoUcded aod 
translated by WALTER SUAT, M.A. (CaDibrid^: VnlveiMty 
Press.) 

Mr. Slceat, in this very readable volume, fun^es a solid 

contribtttton to the folklore of barbaric and savage nations 
whicli IS he'ping us so much to understand that 01 the inore 
civilized. 'I'he theory once held that for our investigations of 
human beliefs we were to study the legends of one race only, 
and that mrr ;n a ^tate of considi-rah/e intellectual develop- 
ment, is now e\pluvled. .^ullle i.Kir readers may remember 
the valuable pubiicaii jns ol thi- l.ue Dr. Idecck of Cape Town, 
cmc <jf whose books, JUuakc J-:i,h:t i>i .Sou//: A^ridi, has been 
ottcu lu our minds uhdc wc have bieii leading Nfr. Skeat's 
pages. The parallel is very stri>citi^ : l-.ere the im use-deer, an 
animal peculiar to the distnct, piay:. Uh: part ot the fox. It is 
almna a diiel between strength and cunnmg which is told, and 
the latter wins the day. The mouse-deer saves himself and his 
frteadi fi«m diteromas. The tiger peribnas the part of the lioo 
in the fables with which we are nuMe famfliar, and generally gets 
the worst of it at the end : soiuelimcs he is eaten and sometimes 
drowned. The animab have quaint nicknames, as in the Slavonic 
tales. Persons iixim Uhlical history are also introduced, as the 



Prophet Elias and King Selbmon,but these have probably come 

frrmi Mohammrdan Miurces. 

The stories on tin whole remind us of those of the Paittka- 
iantrnt and ntlit r San'ikri'. rollcctions. They are redolent of the 
delightful time 01 laljle-niakirig when animals were taken into 
the communion of man, and boasted their o,^n language which 
some people could under^-tand. Some of (he talcs, .is Mr. .Skcat 
tuui sho>vn in hi.s note.<>, arc very ancient, «md can be found in 
.■Eiop's Fahles and the Gtsta Romanorum. 

Books of this kind are invaluable in helping us lo constnict 
the history of human twiiefo and culture. Much has been done 
for the Pacific races ; only to mention the name aX Sir George 
Grey. Nearly all the colonics have boards which make it their 
business to investi^te the beliefs of savage tribes around them 
which are fast dymg out. Mr. Skcat has added some useful 
notes in explanation of the plants alluded to in the tales: he 
speriks of a belief in fairies, but it is as well sometimes to 
ascertain before using it how far the English word coincides 
\Mth the forri>;n name. The illustrations by Mr. Town.wnd .irc 
very realistic and humorous ; not the leas: so the little t.iil pieces 
appended, which tutve something of the quaint suggestivencss 
of thoee of Bewick. 

Travel in tht First Century, A. D. By CAHOUHB A. J. SXIBL. 
(Cambridge : University Press.) 

Several Cambridge Prise Essays of recent years have been 
valuable contributions to knowledge ; that Miss Skccl has net 
succeeded equally in the present essay is only partly her fiudt; 
for the subject is so huge tnat, in the space of less than t co pa^es, 
it was impossible to do more than go over well-worn {ground. In 
this brief spaf^e she has ?et hfr^rlf to desrribc the motives for 
travel, the Koman ru.id system, llie w.iys of makin;; and r.iain- 
taininj,' roads, the sea routes .iiul the equipment of ships, and 
other kindred points, not to mentit'n the Special ilhistr.uions of 
cuiniiiunic^ticrQ and travel fumisiicd by Asia Minor and the 
Travels of St. Paul. As might be expected, her treatment of 
many of the points is tetchy, and the student will do much 
better to centult FiiedUndei^ SttUi^mkidtU Rhm^ either in 
the original or in the Frcacb tnuMlatnin. 

It must be added, too, that the pieaent book has hardly been 
revised with inlKcient care for it tO serve as a safe guide. The 
notes at timei are confu<«d, e. g. on p. jo the rafeicnce L, 
iii. 346) has nothing to do with the work of Gaodiua in Rhaella, 
but refers to a road of Nero's in Bithynia ; and on p. 47 the note 
" Mommscn, Staaiire.hl . \ ol, ii. p. 5.S,s, j). 50 et sf<|." means 
tiothins ; it shoi^W read, " Mommscn, St t ilsrecht, ii. 588 ; Bruns* 
/■'i iihs, • l.cx Juita MiaiiJpuiis: line ;o ct seq.'' Perhaps it is 
to ttlif- lack ot revisinnthat must he attnbuted the Strange State- 
ment on p, 35 : ■■ I'loni Taptia there ua.s a choice of routes to 
Brundisiusii ; tltc urriagc-ioad luU liirougli V'eiiu^M coTarcntum, 
the bridle-road through Bencventum."' But Bcneventum was, 
as Mommscn says (C.I. L.'ul. I57),"viarum lialiae Inferioris 
tanqnam caput et cardo," and the AppianSoad ia mai^ on 
the maps as tunning from Beneventnm to Tarentmu Uim^ 
Venuaia. 

Theieare also positive inaccuracies ; Julius Caesar's supposed 
measurement of the world was carried out in three parts, not 
four (p. 231, and lasted from twenty-one to thirty-two years, 
not twenty five ; Ortclius, so far from "be;^gin^; in vain for the 
honutir" ip. 25) of editinj; the I'eulmger lable, had the work 
left to him by \'elser, a;id o|x-(i ad rmeni decurrcnti immoritur" 
(to qucite lierj^ier, isliom Misi Skecl refers to on the next pa;,'ci : 
Straoo docs not say that he took p.irt in ilie txpfdition of .Ac.ius 
Ciallus against Ar-ibia (p. .il 1, tlicuijh he describes it ir^ lik. ni ; 
be only s,tys that he went witii Oailus to byciic {.Uk. ii), and the 
expedition was in 34 ILC., not 35 (p. 31). Tbeae poinia may 
seem small, but they will serve as specimens of the numeroua 
slips we have noticed. It is daagenusb too» to use Gmter's 
Inscripiiones Antii/ua* as an authority; one of the inscriptions 
quoted by Miss Sked (on P.51I1 chat on Titus, figures in the 
Corpus among the "Fabae et Alienae " (C. /. A. ii. No. 445). 

In spile of these faults, we arc glad to sum up by saying that 
this book is readable, and obviously written by one full of 
interest in the subject ; many of the stories and quotations 
given as illustrations at« excdlenlly choMa. And die index is 
careful and thorough.

Arbiuation miglit (thougti that is 
doubtful) give a decision satisfactory as regards (i); it cannot 
gix-e a decision satisfactory and binding for the future as 
regards {a\ Nothing but a law court — the Court of King's 
Bench, ot Appeal, or the Houee of XiOnis— can do that. 
Would it, Ibr eumple, haw been aatiabctoiy in the recent 
caK of AUen «. Hood^in widdi n liml point of law was at 
issue, to have had recotlrte to aibimiioa? The Trades 
Unions clearly did not think so. They took it step by step 
to the House ol Lords. And to act as they did, and as the 
Colleges in quc-stion arc iictin^ no"', is no rrflrrl.op. en ll.e 
impartiality or abiJuy of any arbitrator. In the '■i-t onii pkLe, 
an arbitration is even more costly than a recourse ui ilic Law 
Courts. Counsel must be retained and paid, solicitors retained 
and paid, as in an ordinar}', if important, civil action, as cx-ery 
banister and every litigant knows ; and the arbitrator must 
be paid too by the parties to the arbitration. Nor is it un- 
known that an .arbitiation it a longer, and therefore a more 
coetly prooei^ ai tfa^ wH tdi ym frankljr in Luioaln'i Inn 
and Kiiig'i Bendi Walk. The Committee of Bonus b not 
a conraiittee or dolts, nor is it a cooimittee of men bent on 
having a legal and costly fling, as sai)ie drj on the Stock 
Exchange — bent, out of pure academiL nialice .igaiiist a 
mnnicip.ility, on tuitinj: nil their noses to spite their faces. 
We may Ix- sure they came to tl.eir decision with rrlnctance, 
after mature (Ichbcralion, and ih.it they took the I'cst advlt c 
which was open to them. Snrel> they may be crcditeil with 
the same desire to act honestly and fairly, with the same high 
and jealous regard for ihc gT i\ ::y nnd importance of the 
iHOCa at stake, the same desire to do r.g more than their duty, 
as we are frankly prepared to allow to the autbodiies in 
St. AMate'a ; and if so, why all this ihrfll demmdalioo ? 

Not least to be pitied amonff those who have had occasion 

to bless the piercing blasts of east wind which has ticen 
making the past week so delightful are the oarsmen. Those 
who have sat am! shivered while wailing their turn to go 
through IflJcy Lc<k have certainly deserved commiser.^lior), 
though it would Ijo e.\a>;3<;-ratioii to cumpare the str.on upuii 
ihfir patriotism with that to which liieir piedttcsMJi-s os 
1895 were subjected. At that memorable season there was 
a time when, ice having made the reach between Iffley and 
the Barges impossible, the Torpids, muffled up into the 
semblance of the followets of Dr. Naosen, drove in open 



brakes to Sandford ai;d pursued tiu-ir lallinf; upon the still 
unfrozen stretch there until it becairie obvious that there 
would be no races. However, the conditions which have 
prevailed of late have not been such as to make rowing very 
enjoyable, and one may partly attribute to wind and wave 
the rather backvaid state of the 'Varsily boat and the slow 
progress it has made, deqiile the fiMt that it has been un- 
disturbed by changes ibr tea dayfc No doubt also but 
that it has been rather dflicalt to get used to the new and 
e.nramiliar rowlocks. Still, the boat now seem.s to bo Rcllinp 
topellier, and with the order bellied and plenty of good 
material in the new, one is not surprised to hear that they 
sbio',', signs of turning out a really good boat. 

As there have been no changes in the order of rowing for 
tlic last fortnight, we suppose we may regard t)ie order as 
finally settled.

It must l>e some 
little time since either Lincoln or Wadham was represented 
in the 'Varsity boat, and we congratulate those Colleges and 
their rcpresentatis^s most cordially. Secondly, we have been 
anrpfised not 10 have seen in tlie Continental press allusions 
to a new and insidious action on the part of " Lord Chamber- 
ktn." The fincbsion of two Americans in the ' Varsity eiew 
can surely be only attributed to an attempt on the part of 
the all- powerful Minister to curry favour with the United 
Slates. At the same lime, tliis theory notwithstanding, all 
Oxford is very glad lo see them tbeie. 

Those who had occasion to be out anii alwut on Sunday 
evening will have something by which to remember an other- 
wise rather uneventful week. Frost we know, snow we 
know, and rain we know, and the conditions of the streets 
under all these influences arc familiar and unplea-iiant enough, 
but when a kind of mingled snow and rain freeset on Uie 
pavement as it descends the slate of things is beyond Ian- 
guage. It must be experienced 10 be appreciated. One 
hears strange tales of the time taken to ctms a comparatively 
narrow street, of pavements strewn with prostrate forms, as 
ih(>Li;-di tiie .Nk tr. ipediian i'olice had been raiding Oxford 
.i^ain. Under such eireumstances it is just as well not lo 
dwell in the Fasiliest Nonh. and not to have to come down 
to ("ollege from UHnn.i I'/mii to ukc pupils at 9 a.m. Indcetl, 
when we say that after the horrors of Sunday evening and 
Monday morning one was almost glad lo sec the snow, one 
has said enough. Nor was the wind, which h.is been howling 
around our chimney-pots and penetrating every nook and 
cranny of one's rooms, the sort of thing one finds it difficuk 
to get on without. It is belter not lo have to cross die 
Chaanel in wMther like this.

Considerable interest was felt by all those who are inu* e ^ted 
in Rugby football in the WaJ^ Scotland match on Satur- 
day at Cardiff. The Scotch team was almost identical with 
their magnificent side of last year, and a prominent Scotch- 
vaiH— a veteran of many internationals — who was sitting 
clow to the writer of this note at the Eiwland-Walefl mai«h 
last month— prophesied, with the conlidenoe which is not 
alien to the Scotch nation, " « e shall run over both these 
sides."

Historians, lo say nothing of biognpbet^ will be gaicfiil 
for all fiiat'hand iafaniiation on the snUBct; and we ai« 
glad to know that, thanks to the Cawmigge Xamo, we 
shall be allowed to km\ Mr. Hrowning's plain unvarnislied 
tale without any lanta^i^inp; delay. His first letter, dated 
frrini linmbay, is a gratifying ;isHiir;uico ih.it he h.is passed 
iinhar:Tii'd through the odours n{ Tort S^iiil and the perils of 
the Indian (.)ce.ui. I'o-.sililv Ix-cause he is latii^lied with his 
adventurous voj'age, Mr. Browning dues not, in his first 
letter, attack any Eastern problems of great moment. He is 
content to flutter on the outskiru of his subject, and to 
describe the more remarkable and unfamiliar landmarks 
which he sighted while otttwaid-bonnd. Nothing ooald be 
more admirable Ihsn the skill with whidi he has Uended 
word-pictnres and faiilorieal inlbtmatiim in his aooouit vX. 
Corsica and the Straits of Messina. In the bustle and hurry 
of the modern world we are apt to forj^et that the one pro- 
duced a Napoleon, and that in tlic other the Scylla of 
Homeric Icpend was .supjK.ised to dwell. It is ^ood that 
scholars and iiisttirians should occasionally revisit tlicsc 
Ilk ..lilii-- lo remind us oocc more of the famous memories 
wiiicii citiig about them. We iiopc tliat the cities and 
temples of India may inspire Mr. Browning with more 
redections aa suggestive and as original as llwse which the 
Meditemnean has exdted in his mind.

The docnnent in <|«e>lion can hardly be deicribed as " light 
reanfing,'* but we mnded it over to a statistics-manipulator, 
with the request that he would msikc anything he could out 
of The only thing he has cxtrat t -d frnm its pages are 
some fifjutcs to the companilivc <n]> injirirc of the seven- 
teen Colleges with which it deals, on I'l -ir libraries. If his 
Statistics are to be trusted — and we iiavc a profoun<l distrust 
for statistics as a rule— all one tan say is that one hopes 
Oxford Colleges would show up better. No less than seven 
Colleges spend less than 0-5 per cent, of their "corporate 
income" in thi^ ^vay; only four — St. Catharine's, Queens', 
Trinity,aod Ciirist's— fpcnJ over i per cent., and in three of 
thae caies "Trust Funds" contribute the whole or part 
of the anoent. The general average is 0-76 per cent., 
or igf. hi the £iofr THnit/t expenditure (£i,7.<;o} is 
more than equal to the totaT of the rest, tliough St. John's, 
Caius. .Hid Kinc's .ill sjicDit (i\< r £ joo. ( 'uriously enough, 
tJjc College which does best by ib. Library — St. Catharine's, 
which spends 3-.^ per cent. — has the smallest "S urj.ru.iii,' 
income " of all save one only. The smallest amouiii spent 
is tlie £fi devoted to this luxury by a (.'ollege with nearly 
£ia,ooo per .annum — but wild horses would not force us to 
divulge its name. Wc give these figures willi much hesita- 
tion, aa we feel quite sure tiiey must be effoncoos, and that 
we lihall be loM to very distinctly by our Catnbric^ cone- 
nondenti^ hot onr natistician aamres tia fhat, aoconiiaig to 
toe dMa befiwe hlmi tiieir aceitracy is tmimpeachable.

GOLD-HINING AT KLONDIKE. 

The following is a rtntmtfX Professor Hki*' lecture to the 

Junior Scientific Club. 

The Klondike mining district is ■.isu.dly reached from 
VaricouvLT by a line of slramhoars ruiimuv,' to Skaso^ay 
(about <;oo milL's), ihoiKt- In- rail to ^^ liitc- Horse on tho 
Yukon River, and from Wtnie Horse 10 Daw>ron down the 
Yukon by stem-wheel steamboat, the entire journey lieing a 
little over 2,000 miles. There is another route, entirely by 
water, wiiich is used only for traduig purposes, the latter is 
Cram VaaconMr to Sl Michael's, and then np the Yukon to 
DawtOBj in all a dialaiKe of over 4,000 miea; Dawson, the 
OHMt taupoitaill town of the district, lies on the banks of the 
Ynkoo, and has aboot 9,000 inhabitants living in log-huts ; it 
is chiefly rem.irkablc for ihrrc ihini;?— it'; rapid growiij, the 
absence of crime, am! the very Ingli price of all cou:- 
ntodities. 

The mininfj whidi h;is brought so many people to a 
country previously only v;s:;cd by ;; feu' Imlians, :s carried on 
in the creeks, and on the hiil-sidc.H in the neighbourhood of 
the town. It is, up to the present, entirely " placer" mining, 
tiie goki being found in alluvial depoeito, from whidi it is 
obtahied by variow piooeaKS of "waihing* dq>enifiDig on 



the removal of the lighter particles of gravel from the heavier 
gold-dust by the motion of water. The gravel is extremely 
rich in gold in many t>arts, but there are two difficulties 
which make the mining very e.Ypensivc, the first is the lack of 
water so neoeaMury in all niethod<; for the extiection of ihe 
preciona meld, and it consequently has to be carried from 
place to place by elaborate arrangements of pipes and pumps, 
the cost of erecting and working of which is very heavy ; and 
secondly, the soil is alw.ip frozen, uvt-n m sumtiiLr, a yard 
}x:low the stirfuce, so intense is the cold in wiiuci. The 
rr,i;:cu iTr.ivrl v, id ms; jiicks and blasting successfully, :.ud has 
to be Llidwcil licforc li can be removed for tlie operation of 
" washing." The most primitive way of thawing the ground 
was to light fires on it, or to work into it with large hot 
stones, then steam jels were introduced, which could be 
directed on any desired spot, and by means of them a tunnel 
or a dnft conid be driven at the rate of a yard a day ; the 
most recent improrement is " bfdtanUdng^" in which water 
is pumped up into a large dstem to obtain it at a high 
pressure, and is then directed by means of a nozzle on to the 
frozen ground, which it lhavss much more quickly than any 
(iiliiT d^-. ir;\ .ii;d tlir yrnvcl is waslied slrai^l't do\?n into 
a '• s!uici,:d'Ox," .1 long wooden ifough with numerous small 
transverse ji.iri.iions; these stop the hciivy gold-dust, while 
tlkc lighter |x:hbics and mud arc carried oil by the water. 
Thus both processes of thawing and washing are carried on 
in one operation. The initial cost of the machinery for this 
method is ver)' large owing to the difficulties of transport. 

A very curious feature of tiie mining in Klondike is the 
difference in the conditions in which gtm OCCIlft tbeie and 
in oths partt of the world. MlneiiB widi «Mt eipeiieiwe 
dsewhere found this sometimeB a positive bindranoe, for it 
prevented their realizing all the possibilities of the locality. 
In alluvial gold-mining they were accustomed to seek for 
gold in the beds of the creeks, but m Klondike some of the 
richesi hnds have Ixxn made on the lull-sides, where s-omc 
400 or 500 fee", uji another gravel occurs quite different in 
character to that lower down, but equally profitable to work. 

As regards the length of life of the industfy, the alluvial 
deposits are limited in extent, and although they will un- 
doubtedly last for a long time, the day must come when they 
will be exhausted ; this bas caused much attention to be 
directed towards finding the nolbep^Dck which has yielded 
tlie goM, and which may serve as the basb of undenakinp 
with the same prospect of duration as the mines of Austrofit 
and South .\frica. All the attempts had been fruitless until, 
during I'rofcssor Miers' slay in Dawson, a gold-bearing 
quartz reef was found near the uell-known Bonanza Creek, 
and this may prove to be ilie eommeucement of a new 
development which will outl;\c the "j lacer" mining, and 
rival Uk great goldfields in other parU of the British 
£mpiie>

I'uair.R ,»sidc p.itriotism, example to the couiicry, and such 
like " high-faluting'' nation.s is there not a vast amount of 
solid practical benefit to be derived from the experience 
gained by a few months spent on military service in a far 
country? Even regarded as a mere adventure, a trip to South 
Africa must, one would imagine, appeal to the imagination of 
the youthful Briton. A very large majority of University men 
have never set foot outside their native country, or at the mott 
outside Europe, and many of them are destined for professions 
in which opportunilic < i r foreign travel arc few and far Ijetween. 
The ax-cragc man oii tAkai^; liis degree is the veriest babe and 
suckling in knowledge of the workl. Ilis horizon has been 
boumlff! hv the life and ideas of his Un!vrr*i:y, .vbich be has 
been tmiL-lii to believe is the navel <^r the \w)rhl, and he is 
barely emerging from the phase of stlioolboy irresponsibility. 
To such an one a little experience of life abroad, in young 
countries not burdened with the crusted cobMebs of an over- 
done dvOiiaUon, would be of inestimable service lo expand 
his views and to equip him the better for whatever hia calliiig 
may be. Above tSL w» brieve, wonU the future deiic 
benefit by this means. 

Whatever be the merits of a Unlveraty edocatton, its most . 
eiiihusii'tic supporters (.111 !i.ioI!y claim that it inculcates 
habits 01 punctuality ,111 1 (listiplinc. The meaning of these 
is har.lly kuo^vn in Oxiuiil, The S^'Hih African contingent 
will be able to form souie notion of it shortly. Also their 
backs will be stiflened, and ^ho^ will get rid ei the slouching 
gait which di-ttinguisheii the mcKlem undergraduate. I hey 
arc not likely to OC kept long at Cowley before embarking, 
and will not have a great amount of barrack routine work.

A HiGJiLY anislic and cii'oyable concert was given in ilie 
Town Mall Assembly Jm ohi on Thursday evening I'v Mis- 
Leila Taylor, with the assistance of .Miss Fanny l>avics, 
Miss Cecilia Gates, Miss May Taylor, Mr. Edward lies, and 
Mr. Colin 'J"ayIor. Miss I-eila Taylor's very pleasant, re- 
fined, and tnusicianly violin pl.iying is well known inOxfonl; 
abe was in good form (ihoiuh a little nervously sharp occa- 
aionalljr), and after her solo— Vieuxtemps' "Air vari^" — 
received mrm and wdl-dcaerved oompUments from a large 
uidience. Both the concerted iroikfr— DvoMk's delightful 
and too seldont heard Biigaltlltn an<l lirahms' piano (juartct 
in G minor^ — went excellently, though in the latter the 
fitiscniblij was .iiiil tln'ii not quite perfect; a special

Mr, lies was in good voice, 
though his excellent ideas and musicianship always seem 
ratber in .nlvaiice of the material at his command for their 
expression: it was a pi^ and a surprise that, after ttivo 
Brahms songs and Elgw*s very pictureaqne "The Pipes of 
Fan," he should have added for an encore Miss M, V.

There was a good debate last Tlnnsd ly on tlur justlre 
of Kipling's denunciation of English sporl, w idi a syincwhat 
unexpected result in the vote. 

The (Question for debate was, " That Uiis House agrees 
Willi K;;>iit>- ni (liinMog thai spoTtoccupiea too hoge a place 
in English life." 

Mr. D. L. Samy (St. Jobn's) was kd by his snbjeet into 
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Old Tcslanjcnt aJiubions, ar. l br^iin w iih aiiegoricaJ remarks 
about Micaiah and other tnu- proiihels, "whom we fed with 
the bread of affliction." Kipling had at last shown himself 
well a prophet, but when for once he had spoken the truth, l>e 
iMid been trnUed like Micaiab. Tben with tragedy in his 
woiee he vailed ow dune who inMed their evenings over 
ping-pong and their aAernoons over the •^MrMy Tdnes, 
while only four Colleges in the Untversity had sufficient 
Voluiitcri ^L'.il Ii'i coiiiiM':^ fur l'(il;n;r Cup. It was as 
hd'-\ ;ii (lit.' Aitiiv US ,v. tilt; L'tiivcibiLy. la ilic dtai old town 
of .N'orrtiLij, sviili which lie was intimate, soldiers wasted 
their afternoons 111 flaying polo, wifh result that only 
rich men could possibly enter '.l.-j Ant.). Kiil.nc; l).it', 
pointed out the only remedy— compulsory military service. 
This was, after all, only a fevival of the old Saxon J^rd. 
Tben Mr. Sa%'ory in his best manner painted a delectable 
picture of military service in Switzerland, and ended with 
an impauioned appeal^ " Gentlemen, do not fiddle while 
Rome is twining'." Mr. Savoiy has die unfortnnate habit of 
bdng so melodiamatic as to lie irresistibly funny when he 
i« most serious. His argumcnls arc usually Rood, bul djCTC 
is very li'.tlt! (:li;i:u •■ of ihi- Union ever taking him seriously. 

Jlr. "A'. H. liiu li.iii (lir.iscnDKc) was a com(>lcic contrast to 
the mover. IIl' tiisLl.iiliit_-i: :iiiy jKjssfhsnm of im[i.l.s>ioiii--il 
language. speccliis would Ijc mure luniblc il lie could 
contrive to borrow some of Mr. S.uoiv'> passion. His 
arguments were based on a solid conviction that we are as 
perfect a nation aa oonid be.

They 
atone kept us rroin jm/iitiii}: ;he title of "anaticm of shop- 
keepers." lie appealed to the number of alhlctis who had 
done good service in South Africa as a proof of the value 
of athletics. Mr. Huchan has improvcti cnnfulcr.ibly. but 
he must have more confidence in himself II<- is siili too 
mudi of the weary cynic planted by some strange mischance 
in the l>est possible of all countries. 

Mr. G. C. Upcoti (Corpus Chrisli) spent much of his time 
in dissociating himself from the mover. He apologised for 
Kipling's want of.tacL He had given mnch needkflS olTence 
in sa)'ing things for whkh there was much justification. 
Let Mr. Kipling read Aristotle, in particular the second book 
of the Xieomachean Ethics, and he might yet be of service 
to \\.'.- Louiitry.

Erasmi Concto d* Putn turn : A Sermon on the Child Jesus, 
by Desidekius Erasmus, in an old Engli»h Version of 
Unknown Authorship. Edited, with an lutndoetion and 
Notes, by I. H. Lupton, U.l)., late SmnHMMr «r St, Paul's 
SdMiol,aiMl late Pnacfaer of Clay's Itm. (Londoa: CBell & 
Sons.) 

Dr. Lupton thinks that the original Concio may have been 
composea as early as 1512 for "a formal opening of the School 
or an unveiliRK of the iraage at the Child Jesus," which was 
elected over the high-masten chair at Coiet^ School, as founded 
" in the honor of Christ Jeso in puericta." If so, this translation 
may be of the same date ; bat all that is known about it is that 
it was printed by Robert Redman (flourished I5a5--40)in a small 
octavo, of u liich Dr. Lupton found a unique copy in the libmry 
of the late Mr. G. \V. Napier. The notes call attention to a fie w 
inaccuracies in the traiisUtion, and explain, irithderival&ias and 
quotations, numerous words and phrases.

But this book is not a traniilation ; it iii a pani- 
phnse : and« moat tmftHrtuiiately, it is an eclectic ponpiuasei 
made fnmi » text fbnncd by Mr. Way himself, and trithont 
the assiitaiioe of notes to pomt out why he .idopts this or that 
view as to the text or interpretation. Nor, asaio, is there 
any attempt at unifbnnity of style. Mr. Way appears to think 
that St. ntul is "a writer whose bnguagc is dwracterized by 
diarp precision and limpid clearness of statement " ; but he 
certainly d<>( ^ i.ot attrmjit, r\rrpt ;n the unusu.illy large number 
of passant-'^ uhiuli In- ptinis a-, (luotatinns or ;is ■" Hymii?.." ilial 
is, clausc-i ii! ■I'.li:' h \:ti tk-!t_Lts lyrical qiKiliIy. t" employ anything 
that can be called a style at all. His version is simply a con- 
deased oomnentary, diicctcd primarily tomnb the enddatioB 



of "the conaeidoa of thoughts, the sequence of subjects, the 
continuity of the argument," generally by expansion, interpola- 
tion, eni|Hiasis, and equivalent words ; and the terms used range 
from those of the Authorized \'crsion to those of a modem letter. 
There is much truth in Mr. Way's thesis that the archaisms, 
vagueness of r vpipssion, and (ii'-cnnneclf dness which necesjarily 
mark the litet.il tr.invl itiuti', nf the .A. \'. and K. \'. alike, often 
stand between the iiunlcrn reaiicr and St. I'aul ; anil a some- 
what free paraphrase is puili.ips the most siyj^'c^tivr and helpful 
commentary. Hut surely in suppKiiiy this 11 would li.ne Ijecn 
better to take a recojjni/cd text ^urli .ib lli it of the Revisers or 
of Westcott and Hon. and recojjnitcd commentaries such as 
those of Lit;!. :r int. and use these for the preparation of the 
actual paraphrase, mentioning .1 few personal preferences in 
footnotes: then the student \voiild iiot met so piefQandly tmcer* 
tain of his (i.e. Mr. Way'&j ground in all hut the most obvious 
renderings. However, tliis version does somcthin]; to meet the 
demand for " one i|hich any person of ordinary education may 
read without havinj^v pause in drtubt as to the meaning of the 
Apostle, without li i.iii},' to grope for a clue lo the transition 
from thought to tliouj;ht, from ar>;uiTicnt to argument," if he is 
content to entrust himself rather blindly to .^lr. W ay. There 
is a brief introduction to each epistle ; as a specinten of the text 
we m.iy i;iv< z Cor. x. i3-ir>, which Mr. Way ImitaBces as 
specially in.ideqiiatc in the .A. \'. :

BIOGRAPHY. 

John Mirward. By the Rev. E. S. S. GiMOH. Uttie BtOgnQhies 

Series. (London: .Melhucn & Co.) 

If it is ever justifiable to publish .small honks which, without 
.adding to knowledge, present the old inaleriai in a new and 
read.iblc form, this is certainly a case where such a pr,i coding 
is justified. There arc several lives of John lliiuard in cxii'ence, 
but they are ijumbroiis in size and trcatna ill, .imi not easy to be 
obtained ; and the Yicar of Leeds, m the present link- b<K)k, has 
done bis work of selection and airangetnent ell. 1 1 is narrative 
is clear and accurate, the letters of Howard which are here 
pihited «eH iUustraie his chasacter, and the book givaB in the 
space of some aoo pages what aa educated man waitta to know 
about this leader m English philanthropy. There is a good 
index to the hook; it is nicely printed and prettily got up ; and 
the iUnstatiaas are not only well lepredoced, but also really do 
illoflttale the text. 



LITKRATUKE AND CKITICISM. 

A History of English fjteraturt. Ily E.J. Matkbw. (London : 

Mai'tiiillari : 

This book of ioiiic jco pa^es is evidently intended for students 
at the beginning of their study of the sufijcct : Professor Mathew 
thinks it necessary even to inform bis readers that " pcrspicuons" 
means " capable of being «learly understood." Owing partly to 
the inherent vke of such handbooks, but partly to the absence 
of clear arrangement, his own treatment of his subject cannot be 
given this epithet without considerable qualification. His work 
is, in fact, disappointing. It is cramtned with facts, mainly 
stated with such acuuracy as great compression allows. It 
contains many just reflections, and criticism which, il not deep. 
Is sincere and simple. It begins wiili an fxcelli nl sketch of the 
beginning of i;i:^!ish liter.ituii . But it is the more dib.i]i[xiinting 
for this ; fot, a , ilio titer advances, he becomes more and more 
lost in the mass of his material, less and less illuminative in his 
tveatmeBt of iti His forte see mi to Me in giviiig short popular 
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accouiits of individual writen in «n easy style The style is not 
by any means periecL " The aannet [one of TIioduw Warton'sj 
might tiave suggested a oouiderable quanttey of Wordsworth's 
verse" is a slipshod sentence. " He fChattertonl quickly showed 
his taste in poetry, for the long experiences of his predecessors 
bad given him a love of ;ill ancient things" is, to s.iy the least, 
obscure. Even a beginner is scarcely profited by being told 
that I looker'* "intellectual power incrc.uet' the vnlne of his 
ark;iur.cnti .md cMnirlusions." On the whulf, we 1 .111 imagine 
th( sur.icwliat slightly educated readers in a tree library finding 
nu'xh nu-nial pabulum in the book, and being inHucnccd in the 
direction of a tusle for good literature by it : but for giving 
a clear gcncT.il \ :cw nt 1 n.^li.'-li L'.cratnnj it '\; too imirh Cru'.vdrd 
with nonentities, it is written us one continuous chapter divided 
into sections, the general and the particular being jumbled up 
together in a moat conhising manner ; and it has no table of 
contents It is dicanpoiiitbi|( because the writer seems some* 
thnes to be worthy of something mom tueful and fnteresting.

Ihoogh partly disligured by a somewhat obscuring pokmical 
cokwr, oonums aooie excdient thoughtfiit remarks on Cray's 
character. Mr. Tovey has, we are glad to see, relegated to an 
anoendix, which can be con\xnienl1y dropped in the evolution 
or bb book through successive editions, an elaborately sarcastic 
attack on Mr. Gnsse. Doubtless Mr. (iossc has earned, in 
a sense, the strictures of Mr. Tovey as well as those of Mr. 
Churton Collins ; but we do not doubt that *iirh elaborate 
treatment of the errors of fellow critics, hovscvtr .imasing to 
lovers of polemics, do less than nothing to adv.in: e the ciuse 
of learning or of literature. And .Mr. Gossc's edition ( ray 
has its own very considerable merit'': nor would it Ix difliciilt 
to tiT'.d points in the letters -.vhuh T.'.r. Tovey lca\c5 wuhout 
cumiiicnt though they raise questions in the rejidcr's nuitu, 
or notes of Mr. Tovey which would have been the better for 
what we may perhaps call the treatment of a more professional 
cdiMr. 



CLASSICS AND ARCHAEOLOCY; 

A Few Notts on Julian and a Translation of his I'uhlif 
Letters. I5y E. J. Chinkock, LL.D. (London : IX Nutt.) 

Dr. Chinnctck, who is already favourably known from his 
trans)atiim of .Vrrian's Anabasis, has here published S'line forty 
pages ot imt- s on Julian's works, ami ..lio ,1 ; r.itv.latj.in of twenty 
of his letters, it is hard to sec for whom the buukkt is intended ; 
BCfaolata will not want the translation, and the ordinaiy public 
jntaested bi bistorjr will noc care for critical no<e« ; both classes 
wis ttnite b dephmng the total faiek of table of contents and of 
index. But apart from tbeae defects. Dr. Cbtrniock has done 
his beat to render Julian'» drcar>- style into clear and read.d>le 
Eltg^itb, and several of the letters translated arc full of interest. 
We may especially instance .Nk.?. 42 .ind 63 ; the former is the 
famous prohibition of cl.assn nl teaching to Christians, the latter 
the iffcr ;.> 'lie Ili.;h Tricst of Asia, giving him a kind of 
episi oiiil sii[.ir'. isi o.xrilic priests in his province. On this 
seciHid letter there should have been a note pointing out the 
importance of the provincial Consilia in the history of the Koman 
Empire. It is hardly fair to identify the heretic Geonie of 
Cappadocia with St. CiCorge of I::ng!and (p. 391, L:i\in:; only the 
barest hint that the identihc.ition is doubtful ; and tlie historian 
Aamiianua hwks odd in the farm "Ammian," which seems 
tdways used except on p. 37. 

Crtek Historical Instriptions. By E. L. IllCKS and G. F. Ull.i. 
New edition. (Oxford: CLircndon Press ) 

\\ nearly twenty years since the first edition of this book 
ap[)carcd. and at once took its place as the best, we might say 
the only, book of its kind in EngUsh ; the faa that it has had to 
wait so hng fat a sMond ediUM does not speak well kg the 



thoroughness of fhe study of Greek History here and in Cam- 
bridge. However, Ais has come at last, and Canon Hicks, 
and his fUIow editor, Mr. Hill, of Merton C?o1lege and the British 

Museum, are to I>c congratulated on having spared no pains 
fo bring it up ti> d.itc. It may be S<iid at once that this is 
practically a new book ; the old edition will still be very useful, 
and the changes are pcrh.ips not always for the lictter ; but 
so iTiii ii h:.'; hccr. dnnr frtr Greek ppii^raphy in the last twenty 
yc.in. tt'.:it !hi" '.'<litii>n n- iii< li'-prr-v :i1:l<- lor every StUdeBtOfGmA 
Histoiy, even if he knows the o!o. 1 rn- ndt. 

There are in the new edition 3-11 i)a;'cs .i.Min.st ^72 in the 
old, .Tnd 166 inscriptions ."igainst so* : it wili \if. set 11, thcrcrore, 
tl'..it !hi.' i:oiii:v,<;ntary has brcn runsiderably expandtd as well 
as careluUy revised. Of the inscriptions about ioEty appear 
now for the first time> the most interesting of which will be 
mentioned presently; on the other hatid, eight ,ind a hiilf of 
the inscriptions in the old edition disappear, most of them 
apparently being omitted becatiie of their very fragmentary 
condition : the most interesting of them were perhaps No> 34« 
as to the building of the Parthenon, and No. 43, as 10 Se 
contributions of the Lacedaemonian Confederacy in 431. 

Another very important change is that, whereas more than 
a thinl of tiic old collection were of the period after the dr.ith 
of Alc\ar-ikr. in this edition the latest is of the yeai of his 
death. The book therefore now corresponds exactly to the 
two periods of KkmSt Hialory whkh aiay be ofered in 

" Great? " 

The liihliography has been \zry much expanded, .viel so h.ive 
4lao siie pages of " Notaiuia," while a list "f Atlieni.in atchons, 
with the authorities for them, is now given -a most useful 
addition. It is a great pity that a tabic of the numbers of 
the tnacdptkms in the two editions waa not also liwes; it 
would bo veiv convenient lor reference from ^ oM to llm 
new; in the latter the numbers of the old edition are given 
in braeiects beside the new numbers. Such a table is ttic more 
necessary also, as Air. Hicka has reprinted his old pre&ce — 
a most excellent piece of Wiithlg— without any alteration. The 
following arc some of the more :n:ci<:5ting of the new inscrip-

indemnity and the tithe from the Hellespont. English scholar- 
ship once held itself independent of (•crman license, but we 
seem to be losing confidenrc in our insular romrnon sense.

Murray.) 

The preicBt us of kapefla&B and ipnad*c^glaiiiii ti fenUe 
in appropriate Hteratttie. Somctimea !t taVes the fenn of 
lectuies oy a professor^ and sometimes that of sermons by 
a ditrinew The present woric is a reprint of a former work, with 
adttitkna. It contains a great deal of useful information well 
put iosether. The rise of the British Empire has been so often 
described that there is nothing new to be said, and accordingly 
51 1. Joso does not say anything new. A younger generation 
may, htmevpr, Icnm a great deal from the book.

Thus by many persons it has been cnnstpjered 
that the very" forward" and annexation (.oHry of I.nid ! lalhotitie 
was one of the main causes ol tin.- Indian .Niuiiny. Kut Mr. Jiisc 
knows no lOch creed : " If British India now reaches from 
Chitral to the Mekong, it is because Ualbousie (A set policy 
extended it finm FeoMwnr to Pegu." Our author is very 
■eveie upon the opponents of Ditiaeli and tfie icaction against 
his somewhat showy imperialism. *' It w.is the St. Martin's 
summer of mid'Ccntury doctrinarianism— the last triumph of 
political a priori theorists over the scientific investigator of 
conditions." Whoever this gentleman may have been, his title 
is "distinctly good " and Ac^rvm our attention. It sccn:-^ to 
be connected with the invention nt "scientific" fromii rs. We 
do not think that this style of writing exactly qualifies on author 
for treating the K'r'jwth of die Biitiui Empin^ h«t the bodlc is 
full of such pas!>:i'.;e!;. 

The pages of the 1 's/ t,/ .l/ir^'.;:j/.v I'.o r.r,'. hunisii an arena 
for the discussion of poli;ii.al '4ii<:bliuri:>, but wu maax lecouiinend 
to our readers tlie account (pp. 352, 353) of the Jameson raid as 
an example of how the fanciful clement can enter into our 
autbor^ hiaiockal Mimitivc. Wc mii^ omeGt Join Bull to 
becoine dioway in ihit atmosphere of ieir.eulaiy. Certainly if 
we wiih to hold our ow n and repel the attaclu of our enemies 
we ate more likely to do so by estimating ourselvea justly and 
preparing ourselves for the struggle. 

We like our author better when he is dealing with the peaceful 
triumphs of Britain, and have read with pleasure his accounts 
of the building up of our Colonial Empire in Australia and New 
Zealand. It is here that (he Enalish system of coloniiation is 
seen at its beau Our bold npon India smnilitaiyocciipetiQB, 



and Mr. Jose confeiaet that the English olRcial never thinks of 
making that COHnttV his home, and also that the English have 
not the power of adiapting themselves to, and becoming popular 
with, subject races. The Englishman is .adventurous and 
energetic, and he h,ts luckily been able to appropriate the 
iairebt portions of the globe. Let us hope that he will not 
iniijeiii these posseadooa by ■ miiltuiani wUch ia alien to ide 
liest traiiitmns. 

The many excellent sketch-maps with which the work is 
furaishe<l wiSl aid the reader to realize the gradual progress of 
our splendid empire, from the time ' I the setlltmcnts of the 
I'uiiun^ aiid the conquest of J.imaica to the present great 
stretch of British colonies over the whole world.

The S*amsh PetMet Their Origin, Growth, and Influence. 
By MAKTIM A. S. HmiB. (London : W. HetaeoMun.) 

This is the first of a new series which is designed to give 
"a view of the process by which the leading peoples of the 
world have become great and earned their title to greatness." 
It is edited by Professor York Powell, than whom there is no 
living Englishman better fitted, by width of sympathy and of 
knowledge, for the task. He assures us that the various volumes 
arc to be the work of experts : and for proof «'e art* pmmiscd 
the French pcoiilc by Mr. Hassall, the Kusr-ian peuple l>y 
Mr. Fitjmaum Kdly. and the vnhimr helVnt iis, v. jxch is the 
work of .Major Martin lliunf. 

Of Major Hume's qu.ihliuiliot;s there cui be uu doubt. He 
has a first-hand and ancestral knowledge of Spain, and he is 
a prolific historical writer who has made much of Spanish 
hiilory live again lor EngUah naden. This ia not the fimt 
time that he has ondertakea tlie taslt of wtitiaf a history of 
Spain, or what practically amounts to one, and yet he continuea 
to impart considerable freshness to his work. He is always 
tearniqg, and in time we hope that he u ill hriiTin to fiwget some 
of his prejttdiees. Certainly we do not n sh him to forget 
his prejudice against the Inquisition ; but wc hope that in time 
he will recognize its political origin and importance as of at 
least cqsial hi^toriral significance with its cruelty, which 
"sickened the hea:t of the world and shamed lumianity," He 
will also in time doubtless leanj to fin 1 clniri lnnets less 
"besotted'' as well as less bigoted and I'.irialxah At least, 
if he docs not, he will never give a complete picture oi Spanish 
mediaeval history. Probably because he h.is already twice 
written more fully of the last few centturies, in the present volume 
the author is content to attach a diapnpxtionale importanre 
to the earlier hutory.. But with all hn dcfiKia hi aini|gaa>aBt 
and repetition he succeeds in giving a veiy vivid idcetch And 
in finding a clenr principle on which to found a unity of hMeiest 
in his taJe. In general plan and executioa» indeed, we have 
little to eomplain of: it Is in details that we recogime the errors 
which even an expert m,ty make in his haste. 

It is clear that neither the author nor Professor York Powell 
have had time adequately to re\ ise the book for the pre»i. The 
Arabic would have been ;iie better iVi the ovcrsij^ihl i f a 
specialist. The lj»tin is not aho\e suspicion, ant! there arc 
slips even in the Spanish. As to amlicintics, too, it ;s h.irdiy 
possible to accept the biblingraphy even willi all th.e api lot'ies 
the author makes fur it.

Macmillan.) 

In these two volumes Dr. Wallacx- has reprinted more than 
fifty different essays which he had contnba«»d to various 
periodicals and reviews during' his King srifntilir and literary 
career. It is needless to s.ay that such a colkciiun of his 
minor writings in a compact fonn it one which will everywhere 
be weloaned. He adds to his^gicat scientific attainments a 
literaiy dtaim which is seen at lU best in msny «f his shorter 
essays, and these volumes offer mnch food for reflectioii. Even 
where, as in some of the -indnl ^tudirn rollt^rted in the second 
volume. Dr. Wallace is at vaiinme with ;:;eiiLTally received 
opinkm, he succeeds in pleasing, if he does not always 
convince. 

The essays range over « pTt«» variety of topit s, ami niiistnite 
the remarkable versatility of the writer's talent. They liave 
been cmivcniently grouped under various headinjjs geological, 
KKilogieal, botaniial. anthropoloyual, edui-ational. political, 
tthnal, and "ioi lological — and there are few who will not find 
here L-onie subjeri m whieli tliey do nut take a direct interest.

The translation of Bishop Coplcston from Colombo to the 
Metropolitan See of all India will be a ical pleasure to many 
in Oxford. Connected as l e in iiis undergraduate days 
with the Oxford S/xcMor, he then represented the lighter 
side of University life ; whil- io his work as a tnshop for more 
than twenty years in Ceylon he has been not only a devoted 
mi>sionary but also a true scholar, carrying the traditions of 
Oxford into the work of understanding and imerpreting 
Eastern thooght in a way which bat not altivaya markaa 
missionary eflort. 

Once again ihc weather has been interfering with our foot- 
ball te.ims, and with several inches of snow on the ground 
matches have bad to be postponed.

J^esignation and j-t-ll -renunciation were 
there, standing out in a marked degree in opposition to the 
self-love of Proteus ; and a stronger actress of the part of 
Julia would have completed the contrast, for Julia herself 
almost reaches the same height of self-renunciation, as a 
result of her service to Proteus and iniercoune with Silvia. 
The keynote of the play was firmly sounded In the Ant scene 
and the last, between which so many influences are broogfat 
to bear on the characters of the two heroes. The low 
comedy scenes wc:e );cpt well in h.-ind. .-ind never allowed to 
degenerate into butToonery, the relation of Speed ami I.nnnce 
to their m.isters, the alTcctinn of Lanncc for his <lo;; friend, 
whom he relinquishes for his master's sake, throwing a side- 
light on the treachery by Ptateus hhnseU^ who betimys both 

friend and mistress. 

We regret to see that a distinguished and valuable Oxford 
man, one of those who has done not a little, il not to make, 
yet what is quite as difficult, lo maintain, the Empire in India, 
passed away pitmatniely the other day, namely, Sir GrllBih 
Humphrey FOgh Evans, X.CLE, an Additkmal Member for 
some time of the Viceroy's Council and a very successful 
advocate in the Calcutta High Courts. Sir flriffith E'.ans 
was. as both of them were pleased to recall, a j iipil at Lincoln 
College of the late Vice-t 'ham cllor, I 'r. l ouler, then tutor 
there. He took a First in ('l.issi:al Moderations in i860, 
being in the same First Clas^ witli a number of distinguished 
men — Mr. W. H. Gladstone, lilr. i . W. J.-ickson, of 
Worcester, Mr. J. S. Phillpotts, now of Bedford, Mr. J. A. 
Simcox, now of Queen's, Mr. John Addington S)'tnonds, of 
Balliol, and Mr. II. L. Thompson, of Christ Church. A 
successful and travelled man, and a lawyer who had cojo>-ed 
peculiar opportunllies of getting at the rbI motive* and 
passions of his ()riei;tal clients. Sir Griffith was most 
interesting and delightful company, and viD be regretled Iw 
many friends both in India and :n the Principality of whidl 
it is needless to say he was a Miii.

Jlost especially does this praise apply to the Silvia of 
l^Iiss F.lfrida Clement and the Proteus of Mr. K. Kenworthy- 
Browne, both of whom were remarkable for their clear 
elocution and artistic rendering of their parts. Miss Clement, 
at Silvia, appeared to lit to lack smutty in her oomedy 
scenes ; she betrayed no fmrtictitar enjoyment in the pursuit 
dT that great and pre-eminent womanly pastime— the teasing 
of her lovi rs. There was too inu( h of the princess and too 
little of liie woman. Mori; !i.iilLy in these comedy scenes 
would have broupiit ihe |.iLiur<- ot Iilt Eroiii oii v.se balcony 
and her distress in the lorest inio siroiigt r ri.lirt". and at thf 
same time have secured for her a -rcaii r j.;iirc < f lii.- 
sympathies of the audience. In the later scenes, indeed, 
abe was at her best ; her scorn was splendid and her distress 
lUCoeBsfully pathetic, but one had not a suflicicntly vivid 
remembrance of horfonneT light-heartedhctt to be adequately 
intpreaied bf the extent and drcumstances of the omnge. 
Mr. Ken«ortlMr-Bn>wne'B Proteus vas an admirable, wal- 
restraincd performance. He atone of fhls year's O.U.D.S. 
cast has thoroughly mastered the difficult art-of standing still 
upon ihe stage. ltidrr;t. his f.uills li?' ni'li'ir on the M^le ol 
jirofcssionalisin tlj.m ot iii<-x]MTiciicf.

Miss Helen MacGregor, as Julia, played both earnestly and 
gracefully. The part is peinapa the most diflicult of all — 
presenting the uninspiring picture of a lady who js con- 
fessedly and openly in love with a man who has forgotten 
her. Accordingly her merit is proportionately the greater as 
having been obliged to combat initial disadvantages, even 
though we may be int'lncd lo carp .1: tlic ,irtu;i) result. 
Her voice is somewhat lacking in toiupists, a«J thus wc 
missed in Ikt the softer notes of a truly realistic regret. 

Lureit.i, an the other hand, is a simple straightforward 
rolL-, and wli.s rendered by Miss May Congdon in a wholly 
clarniing and vivacious manner. A sligiu tendency 10 hurry 
her cues, and a feverish style of by-play almost wnotnMtng to 
" fidgets," were but the natural ctrors of eagerness, and 
scaroely maned to a peroeptiblo depw an otherwise bright 
infflcrHinstUm. * 

The fun tbrooglioiit waa aoellent, and asraled materially 
in promoting the swing and interest of the play. Mr. Fors)lh 
(Christ Church), as Thurio, was spasmodically brilliant ; Mr. 
Cox (Hertford ', as Speed, alert and extitaLilo ; an i Lord 
Tiverton (New College), as Launce, an tA-vjuib-iic, uncon- 
sciously clever booby. 

The atrabilious critic (with whom we at once disclaim any 
relationship) miRht have sighed for a more suave, connected 
and finislted Thurio, but he could not have desired any 
improvement upon Mr. Forsyth's superb inanity in the con- 
cmding Act. The same disgusting indhndual (the crilic not 
Mr. Fonytb) night have imptored Mr. Cox to apeak a Unie 



more dit;iimily, but he would assuredly only have been 
prompted b\ a \Trv exc usable desire to hear every possible 
point in his admirable fooling. 

Of Lord Tiverton's Launce we can only speak in terms of 
the Ughest praise. Despite a lamenutble tendency on the 
part of h^ dog Crab to ovet^act his part, Launce pulled him 
through, to emhusiastic applawe, without any apfiaient ellbrt. 
Lord Tiverton's single grave fault is an occa^ooal tendency 
to burlesq'j!^. thus detracting from the charm of a Shake- 
spearian clown by a suggestion of a possible immediate 
excursion into the realms of muMi :al fart c. Noiwithnanding 
the fact that Launce is the first part In- tias pLiyal ia Uxford. 
he betravL'd no sn^n ot' the iiicx|:frii-iu:c wliich detracted 
somewhat from the verj' creditable debuts of Mr. Gilliat 
(University), as Valentine, and Mr. Mackenzie (Magdalen), as 
the Duke. In Valentine we thought at first to have beheld 
the human justification of Mr. Awwey Beardsley's drawiiiigs. 
His first night's performance suggested the incipient stages 
of a brHKant coniortionist career, but after this apparently 
a change came over the spMt at his dream, for i>aturday 
night saw a great improvement throughout, and the possl- 
bilUh;s n' a r;oo'.i voice, an enorRetic style, and an intelligent 
a(.pn-(.LLUion oi bi:s jiiJi nioic fully realized. Mr. Mackenzie 
Litki d gLiiure, and gave an im] re.'-iion of stitTr-.c^s in his 
.ttuii'.pt io portray dienity. But his faults, hkc those of

Impenetrable obscuri^, both atmospherical and oral, hung 
over the Host (Mr. Liddte); Mr. Craig, as Panthino, appeared 
to be in some uncertainty as to his age, and Mr. Boissier, 
who played thoughtfully and with dignity as Sir Eghunour, 
betrayed a gentle conversational disposition as Antonio in hia 
dealings with his butler, in striking contrast to his irascible 
dcnicmour lowar ls iiis own son.

At CamilxUlgei, the Associated Colkffa have sypoialed 
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a Director of Studio?, who gives advice to students who are 
preparing for the Open Competition. The Master of Emmanuel 
College, wba is Sccreiaiy to the Special fioard of Indian 
CM! Serviee Studies, also gim advice to nicb students. 
Both he and the Director are at home at fixed hoan lor the 
purpose of seeing such students. 

.\ scries of special icciurcs and course? of instruction were 
arranged by the Associated Collcgcss iii Michaelmas Term 
last for the year then commencing. The subject i arc — 
EngliJih HisSory, literature and Kndish Ess*) 5, Mo lem 
lli>.tnr_v, l\>lLiit;il Kconomy, Ronun .uid Gfcek History, 
Greek and Latin Literature, Moral Philosophy, Frencii and 
German, Al«ble^ StMlrit, Law, and Mathematics. In 
addition, arrangements are made for special tuition in L(^ic 
and Mental Philosophy, Geology, Physics, Zoology ai>d 
Animal Pbycioloor, and QwmiMiy and aome of the above 
nbjects, for irixicn lectnrn ham been ariMgied. 

On the other hand, at Oxford there is no general super- 
vision and no crganization of the studies of competitors at 
tlio 0;ien Conipeiition. At orif College the tmors do what 
they can to help comjietitnr?, Is any special liclji ijivca 10 
men at other Colleges? Ouphil not ih:s matter to be taken 
in hand by the I'nivcrsi'y. .iml n<iL left to an individual 
College ? 

Cambridge men are, moreover, encouraged by prizes. 1 
At Trinity College an EtUUMon of £50. and one of £ .!o, 
will bt awarded in 1909, on the ground of distinction in the 
(^lenCooipciitiveEjntininatloa. The first of these Ezhibiiions 
la open oaf/ to tboae whose MWiea are placed not lower than 
twenty^fifth on the offidal list of adecied canSdaies, and 
who either arc members of Trinity College or are not 
members of any College in Cambridge or Oxford. The 
second Exhibition i> open only to nien^bers of Trinity 
College. .\i Gohsille and Cuius College a Scholarship of 
£-,0, and an Kxhibttion of £30, are ciTcrcJ to the two 
members of the College whose names are placed highest 
(provided they are not lower than twenty-fifth) in the oflicial 
list. At St. John's College, a member of the College, not 
already a Schohr^maf bedected to a Foundaiiun SchoMrdlip 
of atleast £40 a yeu, and a Scholar may have the temire 
«f Us Sdwhnhip prolonged, for d^tbicttoR In the Open 
CotHpetitire Examination. 

At most of the Colleges a selected cantSdate who ts 
a Foundation Scholar will be allowpr! to retain his Scholarship 
during his year of probation wiihout being required to 
compete for University Honours. 

In contrast to this., two Scholarship!. ar« given by 
Christ Church, Ox.'drd, to selected randidates, but no 
member of the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, or 
Dublin are eligible for them. How many of the Colleges 
allow a selecled candidate to retain bis Scholarship daring 
hii jtK of prabadonF

THE UNION. 

There was hut a .'■car-.tv .lUt-iuLitii^L' at the Union on 
Thursday, owing to the aiiractions of I lie O.U.D.S. The 
private business humorist, starting witli the time-honoure<l 
joke about the President's punctuality, was well to the fore, 
while the Junior Treasurer displa}'ed a wonderful knowledge 
of all thills — ^from chandeliers to broim bread and butter. 

The qtiestioo for debate wai^ "That Mr. Chamberlain's 
praposal to bQow the Cbkiniea r voice in the setdement of 
the War in Sontb Afika is impracticable and nnressonable." 

!Mr. n. Thorp (Wadham) disclaimed any intention of 
aUackint; either Mr. Chamberlain or the Coloi icb. E'U the 
settlement of the war in South Africa was not ore for tlie 
arbitration of the Colonies. Tliat was too del cate and 
ditTicult .1 t.iak. Their aggressive Imperialism unfitted the 
Colonies for it. The speaker then discussed the question of 
amnesty to the Cape rebels. If wc followed the colonists in 
tbis matter, the Ihitch would be put under tlie lieel of the 
Engliih In Soaih Africa. Tbe danger of such a course he 
MtnttMed If ft good argument fnm the treatoient of the 
Ulster lojralisls. Mr. Thorp made t ditthictir convindng 
speech. His manner has gneatljr improved, though his voice 
is still rather monotonously sonorona. Perhaps he failed to 
make as mue/i o:' the motion as he iriipht. 

Mr. R. W. Liviugsione (New College; accused Liberals o! 
inconsistency in defending such a motion. How could they 
consistently advocate «!uch a poliry of disfranchisement ? 
Tiieir real grievance was llial the Colonics di^I not au'ree with 
them. He then defended in able language the claims of tiie 
South African loyalists, and pointed out the sacrifices they 
had made in the war. As for the other colonists^ the mover 
had iiiMdcd thena as allies on a camacreial bnaii. Thej 



were not allies, but citizens, and as such deserved a voice in 
the setilcmcnL Mr. Livingstone made a most excellent speech. 
He effectively answered ail the ai;guments of tfir mover. His 
sjieech was not so mneh an attack on the motion as a reply 
to the iiat speaker, a much more difficult and effective thing. 

Mr. A. S. Carr (Tiinity) annotmoed his intention of proving 
the unreasonableness of the pT<9Qsal. It was but first step 
to an aggressive and dictatorial attitude of the Cblonles to tbe 
iijother C'limiry. As fijr ;h,- npposer's at'.ack on Liberals, 
Lihcaji itiil hi.ld tikt: lejircsrniatioii And taxation must go 
hand-in-hand. Mr. Carr kne v more about hi-, subjeet than 
most speakers, and touched on several import.int subjects, 
such as the n;tti\e question, which other speakers had over- 
looked. But though he speaks well, be docs not use his 
knowledge to the best adwniage, and was in consequenoe 
long and disconnected. 

Mr. A. Maxwell (Christ Church) was a liltlc disappointing. 
The first part of his speech was excellent. He has a good 
voice and maniMr, and brooght out his points. Tbe prapoaal 
was impradicaldei if impracticiiMo meant unpwc ed ented and 
unusual ; Ibr it was tinnsnal ibr a Colonial secretary to have 
any consideration for c.,>IoniaI opinion. Unfortunately, in the 
latter half of h;s s.jx;ecii, whicti contained many excellent 
points, he spoke in a rap:d monotone, which was Wty haid 
10 hear, and spoilt the effect of his speech. 

Mr_M. II. Woods (Trir.iiyi w IS rouse;! by the ihird s]H-aker 
to defend the Colonies. He sliould make more noise. He 
wasted most of his sweetness on the desert air. 

Mr. R. M. Sebag-Montefiorc (Balliol) contended that any- 
thing proposed by Mr. Chamberlain must ifisi) faeh be 
t ! ra c ticaUe, and defended his position well. He nade a very 
pie.isant maiden speech. 

^Ir. C. F. Silver (Wadham) connected the motion with tbe 
Czar's peace proposalR. Mort of his speech was metaphysical, 
mathfni.ilie.d, and imJislin; 1. 

Mr. VV. C. liuncJicr (Nyn-Colkgiiic) has a soothing manner, 
and discoursed in a parable against the moiion. 

Mr. H. L. Stewart (Lincoln) made a most excellent speech 
for die motion. It was sensible^ weU-expieBae^ and leaDj to 

the point 

^Ir. H. S. OpptS (New Cdlege) made a modeiate and 
sensible speech against the notion. 

I^Ir. H. Sacher (New Cblkge) dscussed the pnctlGabHity 
of tbe proposals. His aigunenls were somd and con- 
vincingly stated. 

Jlr. H. T. I3eresford-Hope (New College) has a good 
manner, but his remarks were not particularly exciting. 

Mr.C.de B. Duiand (Queen's) is still inspired with Kipling. 
That seems to prevent him from being very sensible.

This vobime enti deepen the senn of unet tiiat a prelate so 
dtstinguished by learning, by statesman wp^ hf legical abiBiy, 
and above all by common sense, shoidd have been eacriiicsd to 
tbe task of dealing with a body of men so conniicuously imptr> 
vtous to all these qualities as the London Ritualists. It is pein- 
ful to note, not certainly any such increasing mental deteriora* 
tion as the Bishop of London apprehended (p. 3j0), but the 
growing weariness and sense of strain shown by this collection 
of si.xteeii addresses and papers, ranging as it docs Irom i.S<jj 
to 1900. Some of the subiectb, such as the discussion of W elsh 
Disestablishment, Voluntary Schools, and Clerical Incomes, 
would no doubt be of tcmpor.iry interest only, but {m the lucidity 
of statement .in:l firmnessof tom h u hich made almost any utter- 
ance of Dr. Cieighton's a lesson in the art of applyingprindples 
to current affairs. But as it is, there is an amount of leflectioo oo 
the relations of Church and StatBi especially in the shoiter end 
more plainly hialoriGal papen. wtmih u finnHilated in n sptematic 
treatise might have been ei very great vilne and iiifhmnN 
Occasionally, it is true, we fed that the author coold ham pit 
a case jint as dearly for the other side ; but on the Other hand 
there are many points at which, notably in his protest against 
the cry of Disestablishment from recalcitrant Churchmen, 
or in his testimony to the value of Nonconfonnity, the strength 
of philosophic convictiun is cxprcsseil with unmi.staka'iie pas- 
sion.

Thtifcril as ;LS(-frt.iin.iMr frnin .ind ,is tlmnvuif,' li):lit on the 
pijcnis, and itu' iioi-iiis tl.cinsclvu* on tiieu place m "Alex- 
andnan" literal 11 ri-, Mr. Cliolmelcy does not devote much 
space to '.lie MSS.. but illustratf? their character in the brief 
apparatus inlnm he su;)])lics tii the eclectic test he has con- 
struaed. The iiotcs occupy nearly lite volune : there is a 
very brief excursus on dialect, and a sort of grammatical index. 
Unfortunately the book, as the preface admits, bean many 
BMwks of want of levisioo.

As a icndcring of 
the Greek it will be found decidedly more helpftd, and less 
exacting in its demands oa the reader, than such a version as 
Poste's. But, as a coBtribuiion to the study of Arislotcliaa 
Lome, it ^s not diallenge ceatparison with the better^knosm 
wodc. Throughout it is correct rather than illuminating: in 
pbces it is positively misleading ; e. g., in Hk. i. c. 6, 74 l> (''then 
one who knows that ,\ is necessarily prcdicabic of C "), " knows *• 
is, to say the least, an unfortunate rendering, as Aristotle's point 
is that in such a caje (where the true t'i'"**; which gives the 
cau.sc, is unkr.crtti ' kn c wlcdge" is impossible.

This volume of Compositions by lUc late Mr. Shilleto will

bare pivple patch of Fle«t .Street or the cheap sentiment and 
gush of deliberately inaaufaciured melodrama. Mr. Filchett 
has the true dramatic eye— he has selected his thirteen scenes 
admirably-^ and he can tell .1 stor)- without halting to moralize 
unduly. Ahos e .ill, we .irc ^;rateful that he retrains from ringing 
perennial variations on '■ Kuic Uritannia," and that he is careful 
to insert into his Stirring Story some char.u tcr M^inettes of ;bc 
gr<:at heroes of the Mutiny— the two Lawrences, iJutrum and 
H.ivclijf k. t olin C.impbell, Kdwardes, and especially, the K'realest 
of thdii all, Jului NicltuUon. Ihc puriraits and maps also arc 
very welcome, but it is not easy to see why in a tale <u the Great 
Mutiny Lord Roberts should have the place of honour in the 
frontispiece.

Yet Dr. Barry's own 
Story shows clearly eiKiu^'li th.it if fiery Knglishiii.in and fvery 
landlord left lrclan{l lo-niurriiw, llit- ptosili; w<-ni\i bf worw nti 
thanever within .-i dozen years. No one coiiipcU Cu[h:il O'Dviycr 
to spend in ilrinU the money hi"; dauj^ditcr c;imcd to p.iy the 
rent. It is nLi'. bccuisc of. but in spiie of, tlip l,indlord th.it, to 
qttote Edmund again, " llicir Ujya .kiisi girU iiuity al bt:vciUe<^," 
and that holdings are subdivided until it becomes impossible to 
support life uoob them. The real curse of the country, setting 
aside its politidan^ la the local hmw, the Davy Rodie of this 
story, and ho wmdd be powciten If the improvidence of the 
neopie did not create him.

Mr. Hewlett is unduly modest That one GeoSrcy Chancer 
wrote Camaibuiy Tkhs w no nwson why '* Master " Maoiee 
Hewlett ahoidd withhold hn. Of ooune Cliaiicei''a were not 
" the eidy pilgrims to woo the Canterbury road with tales'' : we 
doubt not that the hop-picker beguiles the tedium of tlw Soath- 
Eastern tine with stones, which have perchance more of the 
Rabelaisian than of the ISoccaccian flavour. Hut did not Mr. 
Hewlett challenge by his title comparison with Chaucer, it is 
tMt with Chaucer that wc should have dreamt of associating 
him. There arc only Vxa t ile? in this volume which do not 
seem utterly artificial .ir.d unrf ul, and of these thr sreiic is laid 
in Italy. It is evident thai Mr. H<;wlett knows liij I'occaccio 
better than liis Chaucer, and despiic the cirtful w orking up of 
tlie ■■ lof.Tl colour," his England is but the Italy ol Uuccaccio. 
Ilis ch.ii.icters arc mere l.iy-figurcs ; the sentiments put into 
their uiuuths arc utterly out of the time with the stories they arc 
supposed to idL A glaring eaample is the tone of immed:aeval 
tolerance which marks the late told hy the Ahhesa of Ambies- 
bwy i tolerance forsooth in the limo of the FlagdlaiMsl The 
true spirit <^ Mediaeval England Mr. Hewlett has mined ; and 
jttst as in the Fi>rt!t l.in ers\^ gave us an eitoeedingly indifferent 
imitation of .Malory, so here he would palm off upon us Chaucer 
and water— and not particularly clean water at that. Indeed, 
the mo^t objectionable feature of the book is the atmosphere of 
sen«i«al>'y which Mr. Hewlett has thought it r.ei'r.'^sary to intro- 
du' t-. N.ii.-.il'y there .ire differences bet»it n intti.acviil morals 
and those of our day. if Judged by a modem standard, the 
Omiertmy Td/rtim no doohtlndoifcate and coaiae, but there 



Is nothing deliberate ahon; their indelicac>-. It is spontaneous, 
natural, the outcome of fult-blotKiedand not unhealthy tcndeneiea» 
there is nothing sickly or nvorbid about it.

It may be An- own want of isteil^cc^ b«it it must be 
confessed that f e have feiled lo detect uie exact beaiing of the 

name of this book upon ha eOBtenls. However that may be, 
there is not much rue to be ditcovered in its pages, as aU the 
apparently broken hearts arc satisfactorily healed before the 
end. Elitabeth, indeed, loses her first love, but recovers to wed 

the hero. .'Xnoa, who stnrts with a girlish lilcing for the same 
ger.tlcman, falls in love with Ccdrii;, He, after :i . :' I passion 
for Leah, falls in love with .Anna, .md Leah, after some high 
tragedy, marries H'l^'li. In fact, in the last chapter every jack 
has pot his Jill. It is not a \( ry exciting story, hut is pleaaint 
rcadmj,' cnou;:h, and would bo jilcasanter if !,o;ne carelessnesses 
had been ivoidcfi or corrected.

Tht Audnit East. No. lit : The Babylonian and the Hebraw 
Genesis. By HsiMluctt Zuuibrn, PLD. (London: 
O. Nvtt) 

In this short treatise of sisty*three page*, the learned anthor 
aibowe ns die oonaeidon h e lwei n the camteMs of the Book «f 
Genesis and the Babylonian kgcnds aa uUcipieted fiaa the 
ubleisabont whidi we have been gmduaOy eatending our kMnr> 

ledge. 

George Stnith announced in 1875 the discovery of tableie 
narrating the Uabylonian Creation Nlyths. The difficulty was 
to find out how these myths could have been communicated 
to the Israelites. Thi« puntp w.i^. however, .iP'tvcd by the 
discovery of the truly epnch inakui^; rel-tl .Aniarna Tablets. 
These proved that a very active intcrnation;d intercourse was 
carried en l.ctwecn Babylonia and the W'est. especially Egypt 
and I'alcstinc. The liabylonian language was the means of 
this Intercourse. This contact took place about the middle 
of the second miUcnium B.c according to our author. Professor 
Jashow, however, is inclined to place th^ idations at n time 
even earlier. 

The poiatf of contact between Babytoalaa and Hcfeicw no- 
conots of the CiealMn are stngulaily interesting: the Hefaiew 
tekom, " the dnoa," is represented by the Dabylonian thamat. 
A great cluster of le,(:cnd grew round the name of Enoch. 
He knew all the secret things of heaven .tnd eitrth. As such he 
is the father of all science. The linok nf Enoik is considered 
a product of late Judaism, w ritten about'50 B C. Wc have not 
space in a short notice like tlie present to j;o into the minute 
comparisons which Dr. Zimmcrn institutes. His modest work 
ia veiy uacAil as enabllar the atndent fer * time M btabfcnt 
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of the knowlcdgt which has been accumulated on these points ; 
hot pralnbly no branch of kantiog is more coatinuallyreceiving; 
aceenimit dun thit study of apociyphBl liienturb The books 
which have as yet appeared in this scries give m a ^at deal 
of information in a condensed foriii. Miis Hiiichinsoirs ;r.insia- 
tion is cleir and idionuilic, and hardly allows us to realiK that 
wt bavn a icncign work Wok iis. 

W* eoBffatahtt one MmS* of Vahmukf of Pesth on 
dw esedhBt appeanuice wiiicli tbey |iKsent in thetr Journal, 
EgyeUtni Lapok, of which the four first numbers of the current 
academical year arc before us. It 'v, now the sixteenth year of 
its publication. It is announi cd as the ofBcial journal of the 
University circle^ aod to have its object the cmoouragetnmt 
of all undcrKraduate work, to borrow chc Engli sh expreissioTi, to 
which no terra exactly parallel exists in fnreii.'n ur.i'.crsitir^. 

In fact, all siHes of L'niversit)- life are represented. Tlitre ;irc 
excellent portmiis of thp Kcctor Mannificus, Dr. Thomas Vervcy, 
and the dean's of llie fui^r faculties, Law, Divinity, Philosophy, 
and Mctiicir.c. Suiiiu notices of these gentlemen arc given. In 
tlie third number a report is furnished of a speech by tiie Deao 
of the I^tw far.Jty, Ur.

7Tu Brakmo Samaj wtd Arya Samaj in their tearing uptm 
Christianttf. By PlUMK LUXUKISIOM. (London: Mac- 

millan.) 

We have read this book with not a little interest in the in- 
formstifin given conrerning the history of the Theitiic mnve- 
m«i;t5 in mudern India which are associated with the ticnes nf 
Rammohun Koy and Keshub Chunder Sen. Mr. LilU:i^i>tun 
writes clearly and sympathetically, but his lack of philosophical 
training and insight makes bis treatment of bis subject unsatis- 
factory. One docs not feel that he has ihmsbed out the pos«ii le 
meanings of such expressions as "(nie Bhakti is beyond ti e 
le^on of morality and immotality" (p. loo), or "the universal 
ego is identified with the particular ego" (p. sa). Nor is he at 
home in (he deeper problems of theo-ogy. "The fnr^ivensss of 
tins," be says oo p^go, "means the revenal of their results." 
The whole passage in wliich this sentence occurs shows that the 
doctrine of (lie Atonement is a subject below the surface of 
which he ean never h-ivc p- nctratrd. He is murh at sea in his 
use of " ob'CttiVe " ;iiui " evteriial, ' and i^. lt d to iiiiptite to the 

absence of externality in the con.eption of divine revelation 
fw t t m imd fry tlw Unibiiift Snwf J thoiwdtiiKts In thiriy ttlttiiM 



which should rather be attributed to their eclecticism. Again, 
his candour in stating the dogmatic position which he assumes 
is in itself commendtiblc ; but it does not compensate for his 
failure to grasp the pro'jlcm of the rrlatinn.': of authority and 
free criticism, to which he often recurs, bu; of the dil'ticalties of 
which he \% ver>' impfrfc -tly conscious. It is much to be hop«d 
that Mr. Lilliii^ston, \vhose genuine interest in philosophical 
theology is ob\iou3, will find time for more thorough philo- 
sophical studies; and we wuuld venture to recommend as a 
prelimiiutry thereto a temporary escape from the sptcU which has 
evidently been cast upon him by Bishop Wcstcott. Attractive 
and impressive as are the utterances of that singular mind, they 
i^ffcsent a way of looking at nncttlaitive problems too subjective 
and dnsm t» main them » eaft gold* to eieanees 4f tiiinking. 

The OpiH'Alr Boy. By the Rev. G. M. A. HcwETT. (London : 

C. Alten.) 

It i-., al.is ! unnecessary to state that the present writer is no 
longer a boy, but it roust be further confessed that even in the 
distant past he was not an " open-air " boy of the kind for whose 
benefit tUs paiticolar volume of the " Yomy England Lifamy " 
has been wnttcn. It is true that, like the author, he has picked 
and eaten bladiebeirieSi and not so long ago eltber, and h.-is 
occasionally fired at nck-pigeons and the like fiom a boat. 
Indeed, there n-ns a ceriain pigeon slaia over a quarter of a 
century ago, uhen two gtms were fired, one by the present 
writer, and one by ri cousin, then and sincp a mighty hunter 
before the Lord. The cousin courtcou-'^ly declared that he had 
missed owin^ to a hca\ e of his boat, but the other :~portsinan 
has alwayti had his douhts. Still it is permissible to express 
approval of many things whirli fnr various rcasoris a man has 
never done himself, and tl'.ere Cnin lie nn sort of doubt that any 
boy will be the better fur uking an interest in as many as 
possible of the out-of-door pursuits dealt with in this book, such 
as angling or rabbiting, and above all by kaming to fend for 
htmsej^ and make what implements he want% as mr as possible^ 
with his own hwBid^ Alsov every one is ttan Ktler for having a 
hobby of some sorU and Mr. Hewett diseaurMs eaeellently 
on many Uiingi tbM nay be collected, such as birds^ eggs 
and butterfiies, moths and caterpillars, with full instnctions 
as to the rearhw and feeding of the last named. It may be 
safely prophesiea that this book will be very welcome to tboM 
who are already interested in such matters, and will pralMbly 
make many converts among those who are not. 

Christ Church Vitws. By J. ASTON. (London; Methuen 
&Co.) 

This is an interesting collectioa of drawings of Christ Church, 
in which the artist shows a decided feeling fw architecture. His 

pprspertive and sense of form are distinctly good, though he 
would add considerably to the cfrcrt of his work by making 
a greater difference in touch betw een foregtretind and bacJts^untL 
This will be apparent in looking; at the i^ketch " Back Lif the 
Hall," where the nearer hnes arc no slrnni;cr than those m the 
more distant portu ns of the huihlav^s. The drawings var)' in 
merit, but in all ui (heiu tlie treutiuciu is free and syaipatlietic. 
The " Hall Sta;rcase," though slight in method, is perhaps the 
most satisfactory of the entire group, its lines being at once 
simple and convincing. Others whicn deserve special praise an 
"The Latin Chapel," "Library in Peckwater,*^ ** Entrance to 
Tom Quad," and "Cathedral South Aisle." Occasionally 
Mr. Aston is apt to let his penmanship become coarse and 
inefTcctix'e when he wishes to indicate a rough or broken 
surface, as in "The Cloisters," where many of the lists, 
especially un the ri^ht side, arc quite meaningless. In pen-and- 
ink work it is always of the first importance that every line 
shotdd fme a definite pur])nsc. It is impossible to close this 
no I e » iihoir, i \;i:i-ssing regret that such inferior .ind .imateurish 
work as the "Monument to Burton" should be found in a 
collection which shows SO mud> good dnwiug, artistk feeling, 
and general promise.

We arc painfully aware that a good many of us have occasion 
to spend a great (le.il of ink .ind tiir.e in vviiiiu^^ tuorr or Icks 
ephemeral epistles, liiit we bad never givtii iiiuch tiiouglu to 
tlir mailer. 'I hiis it was quite new to us to learn ihat, as 
Mr. Tvviss -slinwcd, Oxford is (he communil)- \v l>;i:h IhmIi writes 
and ret fivcH niorc Icltcrs per head tliaa anv oiht-r i:i ilie L'ii;:e.l 
Kingdom. There are showered upon each individual member 
of this community no than 12a letters every year, or, if 
" all kinds of correspondence " l>e included, 188. In revenge, 
we send out 119 letters, or 171 "of all kinds," a head. Now 
having ir«ard to the nature of " all kindsof oonespondence," 
under wMcb dcdgnation are donbticn oomprebended biOs, 
adver^aements, circuIaTi!.atid kindred horrors, whose ultimate 
destination is the fire, we suppose that this is one of the cases 
in which it is mure Iilcssed m L,'iv.' ([iau to receive, but this 
apparently sve do noi do. li ali»o ra.&es doubts in the re- 
aLiioii.uy m'.m\ whether after all Rowland Hill was such a 
U:n£i;icior as some have represented him. When one also 
remembers that a good deal of correspondence is carried on 
which does not pass through the hands of the postal autho- 
rities — notes to one's tutor to account for the various accidents, 
such as absence from Chapel, to which flesh is heir, notices 
of meetings of in-CoUege clubs and societies — one begins to 
wonder how it ia that .Oiford is not lying hidden from the 
geDeral view under a mass of notepaper and envelopes wait- 
ing for a fQlure Sch'temann to excavate us. Mr. Twiss had 
also some interesting facts to put before hU audience as to the 
number of miles covered by the local pos-men every day, 
the number of boxes cleared, the ui-.iloniily \n^h sixi.d.ud of 
conduct anoncst tlie pLeiineu, ilir imijiiiL-i ol •eU':;raiiii de- 
livered every day — 500 to 800 — the average length of each 
messenger's journey, and so on.

Sir William Anson ;<nd Sir John Burdon- 
Sandcrson are among our residents who have Wen honoured, 
anil an.nii^ ik ;i-rcsidcnls, Mr. Wylie, the historian who gave 
iiic l ord Ltciurcs two years ago, and Sir William Church, 
who has long represented Oxford on the (icncral Medical 
Council. The actual ceremony of the Owens College Jubilee 
takes place next week, when the I'ublic Orator, Dr. Merry, 
will be among our University representatives, Owens College 
has a distinguished record for its Afiy years of work, and the 
celebrations ought to be a great success. •

the expense of ncvv.s. We can only hope that the authors of 
Cornell are not absolutely accurate in their touches of local 
colour. Wc find it ditiicult to believe that they are. Their 
sketches of "co-educated" female students arouse the 
emotions of pity and fear in a degree which Aristotle might 
call tragic. Tmir athletes sit for Umverwty eiaminatioDB 
arrayed in scarlet football jerseys. And all their characters, 
both men aitd women, are mainly intere^ed in the casuistry 
of cribbing. 

The Ord r in Council on Registration brings to the front 
the question of the Training of Secondary Teachers in O.xford. 
Hitherto it had been carried on under ili? direction, and 
largely at the charges, of the Delegacy of Local Examina- 
tions. It is clear that the University ought now to take 
active steps lo put their training on a more permanent and 
independoit footing, by handing it over to a Delegacy of 
its own, and by appointing a University Frofcasor or 
Reader. Mr. Kentinge and Miss Cooper bive been dobg 
very hard service for some years now in the cause of 
secondary training, with small reward and little recognition 
exct;it foim ti.OM.' '.vlMm ;hi'V li.ive tr.ained. The I'.uie lias 
come when ibe training sialT should, if possible, be enlarged 
and made a rcgtilar department of University work. (.J-tford 
is now almobt the orilv frrcnt University whicli has noi a Chair 
of Education. Wi- iin^t that tlie < "0111111011 L'niversity Fund 
will give its early attention to this most pressing need. If 
the met) who get their general education here are driven to 
other places for their ttainilW as teachers, tlie University will 
certainly lose lis h<dd on the teaching profession, to the 
injury of tbe Schools of the coantnr snd of the Universiiy 
itself; Tbe tndnhig will gain in vBhie If it Is braui^ Into 
closer relation with other University studies, and is treated as 
a definite part of the work of the University. The standard 
hiihriir. ni.iiniaiu.-,! is a h ^d. one, and it is important that it 
should not be allowed to decline for want of proper support 
from the Univeidty» 

A certain respect is due to those wlio liave the courage of 
their opinions, and wc therefore refrain from expressing oun 
about those tncmliers of the Unfwersity who, basing entered 
for the recent tabic-lennis tourmmeot, allowed thdr names 
and Colleges to be advertised in • local paper. We leave 
them to tiie lender meicies of their friends, who will, we 
imagine, not allow them to forget the episode as quickly as 
they may desiie. Rut it is otilv fair to warn enthusii^sts that 
this apparently innocuous pastime is. not \vitl)out an element 
of danger. One casualty, happily not fadl, h.is already 
occurred in a College neighbouring^ on the Broad, and we 
are credibly informed that, even when the ureatest caution is 
observeil, an occasional accident must be expected. Those 
who have taken up the game from prudential motives will do 
well to reconsider their decision. Ping-pong is, in fact, almost 
as dangerous as golf, and should be abandoned in favour of 
pufT-billiards or faattledore-and-shuttlecock \» all who wish 
for gentle exercise and a whole skin. Tbb belqg: sOb it was 
not wholly inappropriate that the proceeds of the ping-pong 
tournament should be presented to a hospital. But tbe 
prol^.oU■r^ i if hilnre contests w;!), we hope, jllW SOOie COO- 
sidcratioii to ;lit tl.iiins of ;hc asylum.

The < >.\lord loi.il is £3,547, 
wliereas that of Cambridge is not quite £.3.500; however, 
while Trinity, Cambridge, alone provides more than half 
their total, the largest contribution at Oxford, the £5*5 of 
Ail Souls, is only one-seventh of the whole, so that while 
dwre are five Oxford Colegea which spend less than one-half 
per cent of their incnaiet aa agunsi seven at Cambridge, the 
expendiinre at Oxford u lathtf more evenly distribiMed. 

Though it was only a small awSenoe which gathered at tbe 
Town Hall on Tuesday last week to see the exhibition of 
the " Bartitsu " school of self-defence, those who were present 
had no reason to regret having come. Tlie feats of the two 
Japanese championi were really somewhat e.xtraordinary, and 
w(.> should not like to have to hazaid a gue.ss .is to the secret 
of their skiU; possibly it may have been iK>meibiug in the 
way of disposal of force— some system of balance.

IN MEMORIAM. 

SAMUKL RAWSON GARDINER. 

It is not easy to write about a fiiend as if he was an 
abstract historian, and to estimate the eioct value of a man's 
life-work when one ii thinkii^ more of <he man himself. 
Gardintarms a whobr of the laieitaiid the fiocat t]r|w. He 
devoted his lire to mastering one particular period, and lo 
making its history intelligible to othen. He was absolutely 
single-minded and absolutely unselfish. I'or tinrtions, or 
emoluments, or worldly success of any kind, lis circd nothing 
at all. During the greater j art oT his life his merits had lu) 
adequate recoirnirioTi : hp li.ul his work, and so long as ihiii 
went forward he was contcninl. It was hanl, as he said, that 
he shotild havi; to icue liis book unfinished just when he 
came in sight of tiie end of it, but he bore that patiently too. 
Gardiner did not shut him&clf up in his own work as some 
Scholars do. He was always ready to help otiiers by ailvjcc 
or criticism, by answeihig queaUoMi, suggcaUiw modes of 
tieaunent. or pointing OM fresh sources of nifomiMCiion* 
Tboiigh he was very eootunnical of his time, he did not mind 
how much of it he spent in this way. No man was ever 
more generous in critouraiidnij; 1 oiJiiiiid.s- IIu n-\ii-wi\t 
a great deal, and wlicti iic iiad lo jUiii;r the i.iw jirodui i'dus 
(if hLd'.-Uiught writers he was scrupulous in praising what was 
goiul in -dieir books as well as in pomikjig out what was 
crrdtu'ous. Enors did not make him angry, and he never 
forgot that even an ignoramus has feelings. 

As he was the fairest of critics, so he was the fairest of 
controversialists. Controversy be rather courted than shunned, 
because it was one of the roads to truth. He always 
admitted the atroQg points in his opponent's case, and gave 
them their fidl vahie, never heakalmg lo oonfeas his own 
mistakes, or to correct his ooncfauions by the light of the 
other man's arguments. 

This supreme fairness was thi- mnst str-ldnc ih.rirar:rri:-ti< 
of his historical work. Everybody pruisca hi-, imi-iriialuy, 
Init it would be better if would try to rcali/e v. lini kind 
of impartiality it was. It wa^ not that of the cnucal modern, 
who, from the summit of tw o or three centuries, blames and 
praises men whose passions he docs not share, and whose aims 
he bnt half apprehends. It cnmc from Alll knowMge and 
sympathetic imagination, and theie was no ektnent of in- 
dillierenoe in it. He saw Ihe dflicuKies with whicfa the 
statesmen of the sevenleenlh ccntuv had to contend, allowed 
for Ok pivjudioes and traditions which prevented them Irom 
seeing clearly what is plain enough to us, recognized what 
was unwlfish in their motives, what wise and just in their 

objcc;s, cviT judginir men and paraes by tlial wnicli wa^ best 

in txitti. t reviiiiui uiicc coiupUiiicd that he wiuicwa^Jicd tiis 
personages too much, and that there were no villains in ilio 
piece. " tiivc me," said lu-, " a history with some one to hate 
in JL" Perhaps Oaxdincr ihought better of sonic people thau 
tbt^ deserved, bat if it was an error, it was a noble enor, and 



lie 'an;^h: Knglisli tiistr.rians a ir.uch-r.ceded losson. He once 
lold iue !iiat t-ie impulse whii,h moved hjm lo study the 
particulr.r \tr\v.:\ he selected was largely a reaction against 
the views wliicli were in vogue when he began to write. He 
could not believe that StraiTord and Laud mv\ the rest of 
them were so black as they were painted by Godwin and 
Forsier, and even by HiDam. He thought that if the truth 
weie to 1>e known there was more to be said for tlie royalists, 
and pcrliaps for James and Charles too, than thow writers 
admitted. So he set himself to work 10 find out ihe tfUdl, 
and to state it clearly without exaggerating the merits OT 
extenuating the faults of either party, and worked at this task 
for about five-and-forty }*cars. At what precise date he com- 
menced his stttiTy of the seventeenth ceniury I cannot say. 
His first volumes appeared in 1863, but three }cars l>eforc 
that he published in Noks an i Ounu r a -et of articles upon 
the policy of James I towards tiie Cad>oiics, and his relations 
with his pari lament'., which testify by their minute acquaintance 
with printed and unprintcd authorities to previous researches 
of very considerable depth and duration. 

Most men of letters owe much to the y»^"»rif or hispira- 
(ion of some one predecessor in their puticnlar a«ft. 
Dryden points out m>w Chaucer mflnenced Spenser, and 
calls Milton Spenser's poetical son, *'lbr wc poets," says he, 
" have our lineal de.scent$ and clans as well a.< otiier families." 
This is equally true of historians, and John Bi uce, to whom 
(ianiiner said hi' oued mote ilian lo any other man, miijljt 
\nt Icnued iiis hisI(Miiai tailiti. liruce was one ol ll»e 
founders of the t amden Society, Us Director for many 
years, editor of a dozen ot tiie best volumes amongst its 
publications, and also the editor of the Calmdar of State 
Paptrs for the reign of Charles L No man of his time had 
so wide and detailed a haowledge of the onmncrjpt sources 
of hiter English histoiy, nor wis there any more skilAil 
HI deierminfaig the value of a gennine document or detecting 
a fbiged one. From fata ia the bodaeaa of research, and 
in an the technical brandies of an historian's work, Gardiner 
could liave learned much, and probably did. They first 
came iuio contact over a controvcrs} ab-out some riistorical 
problem. Bruce pointed out an c.-ro: into \\liic!i Gardiner 
had fallen, and asked him 10 crdl. and so ihcy became 
intimate friends. 

When Gardiner turned from sifting records and seeking 
facts to the task of setting forth hb results, Bruce could 
teach him less. For the method of exposition which 
GarditJer adopted is essentially personal, the iiaLura.1 outcome 
of bis peculiar qualities of mind and temper. It is probable, 
however, that the example of Ranke bad ooniddecabie influence 
upon htm. Like Rasike, said an emuient foreign historian, 
Gardiner seeks to show exactly how the thing happened. 
r.il<e Kanke, loo. iic proec. ds from particuiar-5 to Lreneials, 
and <Muieavinjrs to ]>enetiale through the Utla Lo llic ideas 
which iilulerlie ihcin. 

Gardiner 'ii mctiiod \«asdcliU~ratcly adopted at the beginning, 
and consistently adhered to throughout. He is sometimes 
dcscribcti as " a microscopic historian," as if he were one of 
those )>eople who cannot see the wood for the trees. But 
with aU ttis preoccupation about eiactlMSS in details, no man 
was more alive to the larger iiauee of history. He was 
careful alMut the minor facts hecouse he knew it wu dw 
only way to form those just and sure coitclusioas which make 
the story of the past instructive. A more serious criticism 
is tlut his method is too chronological and too annalistic, 
but though theie i>, n.'ire wei;-dit HI tiut objection, it is based 
upon a miscoiicepuoii oi lus purpose. One of the most 
intiidious of the dangers which beset tin- historian is the 
danger of being bia^sed in his account ol the proiiicm by his 
knowledge of the way in which it was actually solved. 
Ganhoer's way was to put the sequel out of his mmd in 
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Older ilut iie might better understand the actual evolution of 
eveDlS,Uuliii order that his readers might better understand it. 
He traccSi iherefore, month by month or year by year the 
dewdopment of a poUcj. the giovdi of a pnadple, or the 
gradml culmiiietiaD of a aim, tint ne may lee bow mvcb 
circumstances, and aometunes acddenta, Bhaped Raolta lAkh 
appear to us inevitable. And thus by eliminating one great 
cause of error, he not only elucidates tlie connexion of cause 
and eflect, but shows more clearly than before the relative 
share of paaoml and gencnl caiiiet in piodnciBg the aetnal 
result. 

The novelty of Gardiner's method and the sobriety of his 
Style stood in his way with the English public. It had been 
accustomed to expect something more artistic in conception, 
tftmtlhing kn dispassitKtau and 1^ scientific in treatme nt . 
He bad to create his own audience, and it never became 
avHjluigeoiie. Prafenioaal hiitoiiBiis at home tod abroad 
recognised the vabe of Mt bools, but the generd fcader oom- 

flaincd that they were dull. " Those who call him dull," said 
reeman, " 1 suppose want him to rave liki! Carlylc, or talk 
namby-pamby like Froudc. Tli.it he won't, (;r I ciihcr." 

Bit by bit the great work appeared, two volumes at i time, 
in 1S63, 1S69, 1S75, 1877, and 1881, till Gardiner had 
carried his story from the accession of James I in 1603 to 
the opening of the Civil War in 164a. The reissue of these 
ten volumes in a cabinet edition in 1884 showed that he had 
at last conquered the ear of educated men. As he had by 
tUi time acquired a Zuiopcw reputatioo» it peoetnted to 
Oxfaid, and ibe Unifenity mfce op 10 the fiwt dM it bad 
pndnced an emiocnt hbtoiian. Gardioer bed teen dected 
a Slvdent of dniit Cburch in 1850, and bad lost bis stndent- 
fhip in 1851 for theological leasons. Twenty-seven years 
later, in 1878, Christ Church made him an Honorary Student. 
The more subslantial rewards of learning came to him later, 
and from other Societies ; All Souls elected him a Fellow in 
iflH^, and Merlon in 1892. Thanks to these endowments, 
and to a civil-list pension of £ 1 50 a year which Mr. Gladstone 
gave him in 1882, Gardiner was able to give up s<»ne of the 
educational work which had occupied much of his time, and 
to devote henceforth more of it to the completion of his book. 
For it mutt not be ibigatteD that dnriag the whole of the 
period vheit be ins engaged in die tnuoie and wUe ie> 
eewcbes reqoired for the pioduction of these ten wlumes 
he Tras also an active teacher. From 1871 to 1885 he was 
Pi rt of Wodem History at King's CollfKc, London, for 
many years he was an indefatigable Extension Lecturer, he 
also lectured regularly at Toynl«e Hall and similar institu- 
tions, and taught in several Ladies' School's. He liked 
teaching, and was very sorry wlicn failing lu-ahh obliged him 
to give up his cla&ses at Toynlcc liali. As a popular lecturer 
Gardiner was admirable. He never used any notes, but 
talked very simply and clearly, making everything plain to 
those who were ignorant of his subject, and putting the old 
(acta in a iww light for those mace familiar with it. Then 
was a toodi of uiuoiir, but no attempt at rbeiorical elibct; 
be interested and compelled attentioo without an effort. 

It is odd that during this period neither Oxford nor 
Cambridge, attempted to secure him as a teacher in their 
flourishing History Schools. Foreign scholars could not 
understand why they did not, and it was not possible to find 
an answer which .saliificd these inquisitive Germans, and 
Frenchmen, and Aineritans. They refused to accept the 
view that it was the function of some men to teach, and of 
others to research and to write. It was an aikm w^ them 
that the man who knew bis atd>Ject best was neosasaiil/ the 
beat man to teach it, and limy njpud diat there was tome* 
tbiqg lOtleD in the sjMem wUch did not give him the 
oppotrtuut^ to do sa In Aeir conntTy, they said, he would 
hewe beea a Ptofessor in one «f the gvealeat Utdvaraitia^ 



and if there had not been a post vacant a post would have 
been made for him. By some means or other he would 
have been employed to train future historians, to show them 
bow carefiilly evidence must be weighed, and bow patiently 
tratfa most be aoqgbt, in tbe hope that wUle imparting to 
tbem some of Us skill he might also inspire them with 
something of his spirit. Gardiner's friends regretted llm 
neglect to utilize his gifts, thinkini; that they were wasted on 
the kind of teaching he was doing. He never seemed to 
think so himself, but did the most elen>cniaiy teachiiig with 
as much zeal as if it had been the hiphfst 

In time the idea that Gardiner ought to be a teacher in 
one of the old Universities reached peopk in authority, and 
Gardiner was offered in 1894 the Regius Professorship of 
Modem History at Oxford. It was too late. As he was 
now sixtyfive be Rfiised the 08^, nj^ng that he needed all 
the strength he bad for the oonqplelkit of his book. But be 
was greatly pleaaed when the University ga\-e bim tbs 
honorary degree of D.C.L., and still more when he wai 
appointed to dehver the first course of Fore Lectures. 

The reputations of historians arc even more perishable 
than other literary reputations, " Time, that antiquates 
antiquities." makes havoc of mucii that was goo<i work in 
its day. Fresh records come to light which overthrow what 
seemed established, and besides lliis tbe point of \:cw from 
which the past is surveyed continoalljr changes. Each ai^e 
wishes to have the tale told again lit ft different way. Ncver- 
thclem, it ia pnAable that amonnt scholars Gardiner's 
reputation will be a baling one. His woubnendrip is so 
thoroiigb and his fndgeoient is so sound; be fanscs hia 
narrative upoo suoi a wide and solid foundation of w«II- 
tested facts that new evidence is more likely to confirm than 
to weaken bis conclusions. That which he has contributed 
to English history is i»Ot merely a larger knowledge of the 
facts, Imt a l>ctter understanding of their meaning, and there- 
fore }iis name will be alw.-iys held in honour by its students. 
But those who knew bim will remember him not so much for 
wbat he achieved aa for wint be was.

On the afiLTuoon of Tuo5<ii\_v. Fcbiuarv 2,',, a.n isilertsiine 
( oiucrt was given i:i iln- 'r.t'.Mi Hall Assembly Room ii\ 
Mias llveiyn Suan and Dr. I'h-o. Lierhammer. Mis.s Suast 
contenletl lic:sLlt ui:h liraLTus' spltridid but seldom heard 
early Scherzo in E llat minor, a Chopin study, a reverent but 
quite unnecessary transcription of a movement from one of 
Bach's sonatas for pinno and flute, and a sextet of unimportant 
wad somewhat infeiior iuUn pieces (two of which were given 
M encores). Her technique is very brilliaot and powerful, 
and her s^ie is cooiinendably free from anything like 
emotiooal exag|^tion ; but imagination and dclicncy were 
very little in evidence, and her playing was altogether— if 
the expression mav Ic ;i.ir;!aiH (l r..ilu r ino bui«ines.Hlike. 
Dr. Lierhammer is an ariist of a li.nVniit calibre: he 
possesses a fine b,iss voice of very sjniiiiailii. iic and flexible 
quality, and a fprlins^ fnr *tty\c of an nnu'ruaily high order. 
It w.Ts a '.h:i: 111- i;u:lutii:il :n iii'- seleclion.s lo-'-ii's 

sentimental "Ninon," and a very poor song by Charles 
Wilteby ; but all his other e^ht llnAS were excellent, and 
one and all, both gtave and gay, were ^ven with a real deep 
aitiatie inali^ 01 • rate kind. Opinions might, however, 
diSer as to some potnts in his renderin« of Sctinmann's 
- Ich gr6lleindit'*and Brahms' "Vergeliliches StXnddien"— 
the former dragged a good deal at the end, and the latter, 
though it hung together all right, was taken \ery slowly : 
perhaps the inost ccmj leiely successful etlorts were Handel's 
"Omlira roai iii,'' Stluiiivann's " Dei Nu;ilj.ium,"and Richard 
Strau-s' Ix-autiful "Traum durcli die DamnH-iuiig," iIjc last- 
named bemg really marveliou&ly iiueipieied. Dr. Lier- 
hammer is beyond doubt an artist of extremely high rank, 
and we shall hope to hear him soon again here. Mr. 
Hamilton Harty accompanied in a most heavy and common- 
place fiuhion : his utter lack of any notion of phrming or 
cokor made Urn a singularly nasnitable cdleague. 

At the Ptdilic Classical Conceit on Thursday afternoon 
flie GonpatX String Quartet (Messrs. Gomperu, Inwards, 
Kreuz, and Ould) wero the ciiicf [lei formci s. ami showed 
themselves to be in parUculuriy llnu ibiai. Wr Iiavc never 
heard them play better than they did in Tscliaiko" sky's 
quartet in E flat minor : the rendering was highly emotional 
and vivid (a.s the ini;sir urgently demands), but yet was 
always perfectly balanced and firmly in hand, it was in all 
respects a very noteworthy piece of quartet playing, and very 
nearly (Uiough not perhaps quite) as much effect was secured 
in Mozart's D minor ((uartet, the SUpTcnic clearness and 

coolness of which fbimed a welcome coninst to the picturesqtie 
bat lOBeirhRt fimatiih scnthnent of TscfaaikowsK/s work. 
Miss Qkaam Whhe node a decidedly successful f\m ap-

Some short pieces of SinJhiq' and 
LeschftilEky were played with vciy niml./e ;in(>eis and con- 
siderable sparkle of style, and a " Ballade funebre" of his 
own was given with success ; but there was very little rhythm, 
or colour, or phrasing, or indeed anything of interest, in the 
renderings of numbers by Bach, Schumann, Chopm, atid 
Brahms, and Mr. Garratt did nothing to redeem the dullness 
of Lisst's " Concetto path&ique "—a work without the faintest 
glimmer of real mtnie in it nom the fint bar to the last.

The result of the present state of things was the production 
ofnisijiiij p!.iys, which paid because tliey pleased iliat sort of 
jicoplc who v,cr.: to the theatre every iiighj. Private enter- 
prise need not b^e prohiintcti, tnit the State should support one 
or two theatres whitii .should produce plays for other titan 
mere financial reasons. It was done with great success 
abroad. There was no reason against its being done in this 
COOatiy^ Mr. du Parcq made a very convincing and per- 
suasive speech, and put the whole catic for the motion. His 
speeches are somehow leaa bilereating than they used to be. 
He » «Bt to bo loo suave and not suffickotlf oombative. 

Mr. C. M. Barber (Magdalen) devoted Uuself to proving 
the unreality and tawdriness of the Stage. It is impossible to 
giv* a report of Mr. Barber's speech, as its effectiveness came 
not from what he said, but from tlic manner in which he said it. 
Stringuig Ions? words together is not a difficult matter, as 
subsequent spe.ikers showed, but none of them j.rodiiccd 
much effect with their polysyllables.

We eonfen to « AeHog ar pmlbaod disaftpoiotniciit with this 
book. Mr. Bcfloe It «« devtr, and his DmUom, wUsh we had 
the pleasure of im i l e wltt^ elsewiiere, was, iti spite of thepmence 
of sonie of tlie blotl wtiidi mar the present work, on tM whole 
such a vivid presentment of some of the most important and 
stirring scenes in the Revolution, and, as he rightly claimed, 
such a true study in character, that we had hoped that liu 
would produce in time a really solid contribution towards thr 
history of the Revolution. W'c ha\x by no mc:ir.<i ftivpn up 
that hope, but we cannot say that the prcsi nt vdIu'hc ii ,:n 
encouragement towards it. Not only n it <i\ rrl,i<1f n, as his 
Danlon ccr;,un!> was not, with a nui^i of llur:(l l.iriKuagc; not 
only is it conceived more in the spirit at a poet's drc.im than of 
a sober history, but, to tell the truth, it appears in the li);ht uf our 
(perhaps limited) knowledge of the subject to be basc-d upon no 
aorious study at all. Mr. BeUoc ftaimv avows as much, and 
diadalma the positiaa of the leacardher ; Mt that hardly excuses 
him for havins put OMd a lev«l anth such considerable second- 
hand knowlctige of the period as he evidently possesses, all the 
fables of Michclet and all the conleniporary stories and legends, 
come from what source they may. 

lie probably assumes that a general idea of a man ard 
e period can be gained from reading a large and indi»criininat<: 
mass of coniemnorary opinions on him m it. and this would be 
true if till- urilur had brought his f.iLU/.y of JiL:LStion to work 
on the said rcuding. Rut no f.tculty of cl fjf stinn or discrimina- 
tion appears in the book at all. The iIiit r.ui l ij ^jxl 
is that from, and p«>rhni« in <!|>i»e of, the ciiiioi* ui opinions and 
idea^ i l ! ■ iTitL-iiiiior.iriL'^ wliiij'a [.jcct us in these pages, Mr. 
Bclloc has ihoujilit i.ut .t. K .ilicapicrre of his own, which may or 
may not be something very like the truth. W'e ratber thiok it 
» like the truth, though i>erluips not very like. It is certainly 
A aomewhol novel preaeMation of the nun, who ha$ generally 
been regarded as the itttamaiion of the Tonor, but ire are not at 
aU sure that it is a very faUr one, and it IS certainly drawn, when ; 
we cm disentangle it from (he ludicnHis mass r>f paradoxes and ' 
preciosities of language with which it is overlaid, with a master 
hanil. Mr. Bclloc's fi>rU IS Character-sketching, but he would 
be a better historian if he were not so .imbitious U> be a deep 
moralist and phlloso;>hcr al the same time.

"ism*" th.it arc afloat m Iuiro|K- at the present day. In this ! 
tutelage our author is inchncd to become ^he Certainly showed i 
hardly any signs of it in his/AMi/«Ht>indiireient tothecomnionly I 
reoeWed cods of right nod wroog^ of jtMtke and meiqr; to | 



adopt the doctrine that the end justifies the means ami th(" 
pleas by which all tyrannies in history have anemp:rd t>i 
justify themselves. Bui Mr. BeUoc is far too clever a man to be 
deluacd by the aophisnu of theae people. Saiely it i« nntmrthy 
of him to wonhip, In terim which lemiad ut of the admintion 
sometimes expressed for the " benutilnl ruthless pagana "amang 
the fifteenth-centnry Italian princes, that bloodtnirsty yoong 
tyrant Saint Just, because he had •"beautiful pale face and long 
black hair." Surely it is unworthy of him to repeat the legend 
about the "massacre" of July t7, 1 79 1 (the only occasion in 
which the constituted authorities of Paris took courage to 
ritrempr ;q repress the rcf! sp«ctre which had .nri^en from hclow, 
umlI uIulIi •.:iri::a'jncr; iI'.l- total overturn uf socictyi. W'c ran 
understand tliat to sucii a person as M. Aulard itomrgeois should 
I be the ugliest nickname tn.at could be given to his opponents, 
' and that (h« restricted franchise of the Constitution of 1791 
("liiLli, '.ly the iv.iy, ^,':lVL■ Fnntce over 4,ooo,(XX> electors) should 
be treated as tlic greatest '• crime " Committed by the " infamous 
moderates " ; but we fail to understand how such a view can be 
u|>beld by Mr. Belloc, with his English training and the keenly 
critical power which be it capable of diMdayinA when be can 
link the prophet and tbe poet in theaaavst of dhaiader and 
events. 

We also fiul to see haw Mr. Bdioc or any one else can 

seriously t.alk and think .about the " great men of the Conven- 
tion." One great man the Convention perhaps threw up, and 
Mr. Belloc has already adffiiiably presented him to English 
readers. Bat, if DantOM w«S * gnmt, as we incline to believe 
that he was, he was .1 giant amongst the most contemptible 
set of pigmies tluil ever leiron^ud or disgraced a great nation. 
Mr. Belloc makt-i no niiempt to iiiakf out Robespierre to he.

Rightly 
be sees that it was in tmtb «tdy to the lesaer and impeiKctly 
rdu rutted txiurguidt of Paris that RohespiencPe •onoiaas 
phititudes applied. Rightly he shows how the nun posed as 
a protector tif the ^ftirnis in the Convention, and of religion 
in France. But be fails to explain all this or to supply hil 
readers with .1 motive for it. I lis Robespierre is not, what we 
believe the real man to have been, a man of profound ambition 
« e'l under control, a man who took up the line of K? injr always 
.1 :if.lc bit .ihead of the leaders of any party wliirh !,eti:i<:d to 
hr:s i- tlic ears of fh** public, a man who h.irl grasped the truth 
th.'it the " leader of tlie ( >pposition '* is .lUv.iys the most popular 
person, and who, ■.slxw h.is turn catne i > fi'^^'em, had no ideas 
of^oxernmcnt to put in practice except tli it of wholesale e^mii- 
nation ol every one in the state who would not kowtow to liim. 
Far from all this, Robespierre is to Mr. Belloc, one might 
almost say, w " opportunist," who is led on from position to 
porition, and who might have applied to hinuelf the eayi&g 
attribntcd to Cromwell, that *^nnian never riaea to high at when 
he doeial know where lie b gmtg." 

Mr. Betbc would, we b^eve, maintain that the best historian 
must be at heart a poet, and almost a prophet, and we fear that 
he is shaping himself to become a poet (irst and an historian 
afterwards. He has some of the highest qualificiitions for 
bcroming both — indeed, as regards the former, we remember, 
and always shall remember, a perfect little lyric of Mr. Bclloc's 
on the subject of the Sussex downs recently printed in the 
Spectator— hv.x he sliould keep the two fimrtions n little more 
distinct. 

For instance, Mr. Bclloc, no doubt, niKursi.mds nnd appre- 
ciates the beautiful doineitic :-ido of l're:vdi life, b.it -.vc think 
he harps upon it ^oIn^'.lll,^•. too nmoh. It is. no doiilit, plensant 
to one who would fun 1 or.-.:i> r 1: .::ii.in n:iture to ;ie, .is Ro'jsicau 
and Robespierre said tliey believed it tt» be, at the bottom 
wholly virtuous, to learn that nearly all the bloody-minded pro- 
consuls and committcc-mcn, who made France a cbamel-boasc 
in im and i7M<iaainly with a. view of saving tbevoMi heads 
from the ■canold), had tonehing dormntlc afTecrioas and be«M^ 
ful dotneslic interiors ; but somehow or other even tbli fact Ails 
to wbiiewasb tbeir public lives to the satisfaction of the mmc 
robust and no doabt brntal oooickoces of Englishmen. 
We nuttt not, however, he uadenlood to ooodemn die book. 
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thoufh we cannot biit icoommend to its leaders a ^e.nt de.-il of 
jtt^CKMs skipping. It wDtdd,in fiu:t|itot lie too late to begin 
the tioak at chapter iv, and especMUy to omit the .<ioinc\«-h.i'. 
unintdljgible and dreary preface. We imafpne Mr. licili.i > 

real synipathies, apart from his recent trainint;, to be rather 
with the Girondists than with Camot, Lindet, or even with 
D.uiton, and we beSieve that he might do most csrfnl work if 
he wuuld attempt to prciunt a few of the typical cli.ir.ictei 5 nf 
ihe p.irlier period nf the Kpv'iluti'jn. He might iiKlt-cil pruretLi 
b.iLkuards, and, aftei lie li..d ^liuwii us something of \'eri;iii.iuii, 
firocfjcd to awake uur :>ympaihies for ISamave, and perhaps 
linally for the really great "UMB ct IjBft" MKfa M Malooet 
and Uupont do Nemours. 

We have left ourselves no space for the criticising details : but 
may we hope that in a fiitiue edition some til the very naiocrous 
mispiints md slips may be cnrteded.

iiy I F N TOM John Amthony Hos.t» D.D. (Loodgo: Mac- 

tt^ill.m.) 

Of till- >,'oinii;)e uriting* of St. CIe!i\oi'.t, ISisliop of Rome at 
the du^ ul she lir<>l century, only one epulic remains. It is the 
letter of a wise statesman and an orthodox Christian. And yet 
Clement became the reputed father of a most fantastic literary 
oflspriaiK. That a sect of Christiana about a.ix mo sbouki have 
sdaded hk name to obtain oedit for treatises whbih tapwsented 
St. Tames as the Pojpe of the primitive Church and St Peter as 
his Vicar Apostolic, igncned the Atonement, »poke of St. Paul as 
" the enemy," approved of swearing by " the ioor demoits/' and 
was interested in attacking Simon Magus, is at least a bet 
calculated to arouse intelligent curiosity. 

The ponion of Clementine literature which this sect produced 
rrsnsi'^ts nf tl)?^ " Hnniittcs " in (■»r»<k, the " Recognitions " now 
prt-^cr^ctl in Lat:n. .i Itltur from .St. Peter to St. Janiu^. .1 Ii'ttcr 
from St. Clement lo ^>t.

He derives llicni from one commun orii^'in.ii, a iuxik which 
appears to have been catted the l ircuits of Petit; and which 
must have been written by a Syrian ntembcr of the llebcaite 
sect about A.li.ao(k Heutfeathatihe"Itecqgoiiians''repraaem 
the Roman, and tctt " Homilies " the Syrian leoension of the 
original.

M. Mackav, B.A. (Loodon : Methaen & Co.) 
We have long wanted a reverent and critical introduction to 
the Old Testament which we could recommend to b^inners. 
Dr. Dtiw^ weQ'fcMmrB book is so massive in iu lean^ that 
it only attracts those who already possets a eousldeiBbb amount 
of litenry and theological training. Mr. Mackay has attempted 
a humbler task, and has done it well. His book contains an 
account of each book in the Old Tcsument, written clearly, and 
not burdened Mrith loo many details. There are also live short 
introdnrtnry rliapters dealing with ''Inspiration,'' "Higher, 
t riticisin." " Ti-.c Old Testament and th'e Archaeologists," "The 
Sources of tlu Uexateucb," and " The Laws of the Hesateneh."

By the Rev. H. C. Bbcching, M.A., 
Chapfadn to the Hcnoiirablc Society of Lincoln's Inn, aod 
ProKsaor of Pastoral Theology at King's College, London. 
( London : Macmillan.) 

Mr. Bccching is a preacher of our own, whose voice is wdonae 
in the University Pulpit: «f ths twelve sermons in thb wfaime 
four were originally written fix- us, and they ar« hem reduoad to 

their original form. In style They .m otn loii&ly the wolk Cf Ml 
accomplished man of letters, l ui nuL in the sense that they me 
full of rechcrcM quotations frotn the less-known poems of 
Browning, or that tmy contain much of what is called fine writlnf, 
though there is a serious lapse in the way of mixed similes at 
the end of the philosophical discourse on "The Lesson of the 
Wilderness," which includes a most poetic piissage on Oxford 
( p. 30 1 ). But there are some masterstrokes of effective quotation ; 
that from Htunlct on p. 63 is especially sirikinjr; Ralpich's !inps 
on lawyers are used with decided originrdfy i[>. (^)i ; ami I iweti's 
favourite four lines from Rochester arc welt adapted ; ami though 
the prevalent tone is one of slightly poetic reflection, there arc 
plenty of fine things finely said. Some current auestions—the 
Church crisis, the deaths of Lord RuMCll of Killowen, BishOD 
Crei^hton, and the Queen, and the Warfare touched witii 
considenble skill and delicacy. Bat we need hardly say that 
these sermons are not simply exercises in style, though one deals 
first with that. Mr. Becching is, »c imagine, a Broadish 
Churchman of the school of F. D. Mauricv, only with a fuller 
sense of the contribution of the High Church party to the 
practicM side of English Catholicism ; and though heemphasiics 
mond problems and interpretations, he does not depreciate 
insistence on the dogmatic in its proper place. This temper

Rfr^dited, wfth findi laatcria^ by 
Cakl HoRSTtiAN, Ph.D. (Oafind : Chrendon Press.) 
In the first half of the fifteenth century John of Tynrmouth, a St. 
Albans* writer, put together a S«MCtihgium Angiiof, which was 
allerMitds revised fa* Caperave and finally published, with some 
additions, by Wynkm do Worde in 15 16, under the title Ntrva 
f-ei^enda Angiiagt Dr. Ilorstman now presents us witbacrilkil 
edition of the work as printed by Wynkin dc Worde. He has 
collated the text of 1516 with that of John of Tyncmouth's 
manuscript ; he has added some lives which the printed text 
omitted; and be has traced each life ia the collection to the 
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original sources, mtuu AcM «i« Slill extutt He dwn dnt 
all but twcnty-anc «f tte livn ne derived, hf coropiUtioa «r 
abridgement, ttam annl tcxlt. The tn-enty-one excepAn* we 
lives of aiiimpMtat CUOtSt and were presumably maBUfiMtUwdi 

in the same vny as the others; but owin^; to the disappearance 
of the texts on which they are based, they hold to-day the rank 
of prime sourw?.

Dr. HontmiB^ ypSinat is a curious mixture of learning and 
ignonaoe. iCiiplaiBthathehasa wide knowledge of the manu- 
script •oatioearefaainfWhkniligect. Biitlwlwl»critiaddisa«> 
tioe, and frib mio amaziiv Uunden whenever he diveigef into 
remarks on general history. We cannot imagine why he should 
talk of the sheriff as the " shert-rccfc," nor why he should quote 
mcb books as Ncwcome's History of St. Alhatis as authorities 
for facts of general English history. It is still more puztling to 
know w!icnce he derives his impression that friar and mnnl: 
are synunymoLis terms ; why he asserts that Uatliol College was 
fotindcd by "li.iUiol K. of Scots"; and how he arrives at the 
conclusion (hat Merton was founded " to train young men for 
the oAices in the abbeys." He has m.idc .1 spL-cial study of the 
St. Alban's chroniclers; but he believfi th.it Kishan,^(-r wa.'; 
"historiographer royal''; and he taiks nf M.Kiheu of West- 
minster .'IS a real porsOnaiiL', from uhich one tiiast conclude 
that be has never used Mr. I.iiaid'.s diition of the Florts 

Slill» there ia infonnarion of great \-alue in the preGioe. 
Dr. Hontnum ha$ aaanioed the tfane extaat mamuciipta of 
(he Nitttria Aur*a of Jdm of IVmemoutfa. vhkh has tie««r 
yet been printed. He Iceb oonndent that m the part of this 
wwkwhiai covers the 3rears 1327-47, and hi the continuation 
by another hand from 1347-77, we have the matoial for filling 
up the well-known g.ap of fifty years in the series of St. Alban's 
Chroniclers. The Hislo'ia Aurfn nnJ the continuation are, in 
his opinion, contemporary authorities for this period: they are 
the ?OQrcc?i irorn which Hcrair.gliurijh, Walsingham, iCni^'hton, 
and the author of the .moiu iiious ChroHtcon A>i_>;iitu- derived 
their ktiowir.dj^e of the reign of Edward III. If this be the 
case it IS extreinely interesting. The Historia Auria and its 
contir.uation do not appear to contain many fans which are 
omitted m the denv.-nr.e chronicles; hiit tt'.e f.icts already 
known will hcnccfoith be accepted v>iih greater confidence. 
We shall await the publication of the HisttriuAmrm and its 
Gontmuation wHh feelings of lively interest. 

Studies in History and Jurisprudence. By J AMES Brvce, D.C.L. 
Two vols. I Oxford : Clarendon I'ress.l 

These are two remarkable volumes, as iiiiKht tie expected from 
the dist:n:-:uished author of The AnstrwAii Lirr:»u>rs:cLLti!t': and 
Tki JJoiy Koman Empire, remarkable alike lor the held of 
knowledge covered with such ease, for the philosophic breadth 
of view, and the strikh^ clearness and fefad^ of the literary 
exprcHioa. They contain nxteen essays, which bclmde subjects 
so diverse as "Hie Roman Emphe and the British Eaipiie ia 
India," "Primitive Iceland," "The Methods of Legal Sdopt," 
"Two South African Constitutions," the famous eisiy 00 
" Flexible and Rigid Constitutions " which added a new term to 
otirnomenclaiure, " The Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Australia," "Marriage and Divorce in Roman and in English 
Law." A reviewer who would adequately deal with such themes 
would need a treatise and an erudition equal to that of 
Mr. Bryce himself. Diverse and interesting as the topics are 
in themselves, the autlior is clearly rit;ht in m.-iinfaininf; "that 
through many of them runs a common thread, that of a com- 
parison between the hisloiy and Uw of Kome and tlic histor)' 
and law of En^jland," and liis aim has been "(o Lirin(^ out the 
importance, soiucliiucii uveciuultcd, uf the con^iituiiuniil and 
1^^ ekment in history." They are, therefore, a series of 
sJiwoitte studies iUastnong what fruitftd and stimulatiDg resulu 
may be obtaioed from a casnhination of the coaparauve and 
the hisiavieal ascdaods, espeefadly when applied by a mfaid 
ainmliityCiAed ia richness of knowledge and the penetrating 
vndi it matured and deepened by a long practical

SiMCe does not permit of adequate notice of the subject-matter 
dealt with in these thousand pages— but they are full of interest- 
ing conclusions, conclusions too which occasionaUy challenge 
ojipotilion, and even take away one's breath.

Above 
all he is never dull ; the dtyest and most technical of topict ht 
his iwriaeiUe hands becomes net trnly inteffigibte hit atteactive 
He u assuredly one of fht few living men of letten who faea 
discovered the sovereign magic of knowing how " to tempt tiM 
mind that needs to be tempted to the study of truth.' We 
hope, therefore, that every student in our Law aad History 
Schools will come to these pages, and he will ckiee them 
inspired, and elcvaterl, .md ful! nf admiration.

The Aetna furnishes a futile theory upon volcanoes, hut an 
mteresting problem in textual criticism.

Mr. Neil's first important contribution to classical scholar- 
sJiip was destined unhappily to be .-ilsn his last, and w«* rnn 
sympathize with his University iitid wiiti his friends in tlieir 
recent loss. It is evident from the book before us that Mr. Nell 
h.id read widely and had his learning well under command ; 
and also that, besides a rare sense of style, be had the vein of 
oiifiaalily.

Tke History of Pendennis. By W. M. Thackekav. (London : 

MncmiBui.) 

We have ttlready tiitd occasion to notire f.ivotir.ibly the first 
volume in this new edition of Thar kcr.iy's works. \Ve need 
only say th.it the second is every ivhit .'is attraclive in fonn as 
the first. Pcndcnnii is far from bcin^; the greatest of Thackcr.iy's 
novels, hut there are few characters in literature with whom one 
feels mofe at home than Ma;or Costifjan, Major ) 'ender.nis, 
Mr. Fuker, and Ceo?ge Wiirringtua. For their Sikc we t^n 
tolerate Blanch Amory, Sir Francis Clavering, and the hero of 
the novel himself. One is gratcfiil to Messrs. jldacmillan for the 
encase M> nnd AMSbHMi^ once Boiie. 

The Finhrand. Ily S. R. Crockbtt. ( London : Macmillan.) 

It seems probable that when Mr. Crockett sat down to write 
this book he remembered the existence of Les Trots Mousque- 
taires, and it is quite certain that be bad in his mind a recollec- 
tion vll73UBi6le in Sfaiit. The scene of his nory is hid in 
Hm Pcninstda, during the CtfUst war, and its precise dale is 
die year 183$. Although Mr. Crockett has introduced Ustorieal 
duu«cters, such as Ramon Cabrera and Ualdomero Esparleio, 
Mcadiiabal and " the Saw)'er," yet, we hasten to add, he has 
not allowed himself to become the slave of historical accuracy. 
For example, the fact of the coercion of the recent Queen 
Cristina at La Granja, by the threat of shooting Muiioz, is 
vorlced into the story, but in connexion with a wboUy imaginary 
. hiddent. The thiree qiushcteeii of thn tile are Rollo Blair, a 



Scot and dw " firebrand " of th« tidsi, John Moitimer, an English 
merchant, and Etienae de Saiat Piemj n Fteufa gallant ; and 
we may say at ODoe that thdr adventures are as exciting as 
those of their prototypes, and that the interest of the story never 
flags for a moment. It may be su^ested that the author some- 
what forces the note at the beguining, in his desire to dis- 
criminate between the three frWnds, and it is undeniable that 
the RoH.r) n hn ride* away from the convent cf Montblanch is a 
dificrent person Irom the Kollo who rode up to it. Still, once 
the friends are f.iirly started. H e are ready to forget any Slight 
inconsistency there may have hei.-n, in oiir deliglit at their pro- 
ceedings in kne and war, and, in tlie case of llie Englishman, 
business. We implied above that Mr. Crockett had hern read- 
ing Uornow, and the prool is supplied by on odd biunder into 
which he has been betrayed by an imperfect recollection of his 
authority. Twice over be has made his gipsy woman use the 
word hdx, obviously sanposiBg it to ha Raioany ibr "a witch." 
As a matter of fact it is Bomw's vexsNiaof tbewndasnl by 
Benedict Mol, the Swiss treasure-seeker, and is simj^y the 
Oerman Hexe. Now La Giralda, if using " the crabbed Gitano," 
uould have employed the ysatA. tkuajaiU. However, apart from 
this slip she is an excellent spadmen of the erralc, and wc have 
been chaimod with her onnpanyi and with that of ibe <Mlier 
characters in the stray, from whooi wa have parted idtfa sincere 
regret.

Mr. Chesterton has established a claim upon our gntitude by 
the nradoctkm of these essays. Even as his hvourile author, 
Mr. Edward Lear, represents from one side that aoaseasek on 
whose behalf the essayist «ax» eloquent, so does Mr. Chesteitaa 

himself represent it from nr.other. It cannot be denied that the 
book labours under the diN.'.dvantagc, practically inseparable 
from any similar collection, namely, that if read straight through 
it suggests a certain sameness, and so is less effective than tlte 

individual essays wou'd h ive been if taken one at a time. Like- 
wise i: becomes pusMtjIe to otiier\'c an apparent inconsistency 
between the demim .aiiim of " (he great sin of mankind . . . this 
weird and horrible luur.ility," in the introduction, and the 
" Defence of iiumibty " on p. 0'. Bm doubtless Mr. Chesterton 
could explain a\iay the inronsistency, and if ntJt, it would not 
matter. I hc f;:ii< liou of these e^^ays is to amuse, and they are 
amusing, l ake, for example, the following pusme bnm, the 
"Defence uf 61a.ig" (p. io«) :—

These Iwfnrcs, delivered by Mr. Coiirthnpr tVom the ("hair of 
Poetry in this l'n:vors;ty, are manc-ci hy ilir n-ni-irkiilily un- 
sympathetic iiualny of nuiili oi t)ic criticistii u lm ii (l;ey rontain, 
and which in cunt-i-quuncc of tliat L;u;il-.'.y olttTi iniitrL-iscs the 
reader as less iiluiuinatir.j; tliao {H;caritic l.vcn whcic one 
finiis oneiielt in substantial agreement \>ith Mr. C'otirthope, as 
for instance in his strictures {p. 79} on ilie form of Wbitmau's 
poetry, tluie is a ccrtaia pmpousness, an air as of a tuMr 
oan«ahi{f a biAv piaee of composition, a hUtidnwa to what 
theio is of worth m wbitaan despite his defect of fecni, which 
repel and enapenite. One feels that Mr. Swinbunie ^ged 
Whitman more sympathetically than this when he spoke of his 
" barbaric yawp.*' Atid one remembers in striktup contrast to 
Mr. CourthojK-'s reinarks the admirable essay on the same 
subject of a master of harmonious style, Robert I.^uis Steven- 
son, in which clear perception of whitman's faults did not 
exclude a profound appreciation of his merits. Again, Mr. 
Cnurthpp«'s lirade agviin?! Matthew Arnold's condemnation of 
" provinc;ia!isin " in litenuurL- .scorns due to a misunderstanding 
arising from lack of sympalhuiic insight. What ha* the s.iying 
about an "indictment against a whole n.ition" to do with the 
mauer? Does Mr. Courthopc's touwwhat ostentatious patriot- 
ism lead him to deny the eioateooe of a "rMufalic of letters " ? 
Does ho anppose that Arnold taeuU not Save admitted the 



presence of natioool chamcteratics in Frendi-Utcntore? It is 
surely not as opposed lo "nstioiud" that Matthew Anold osed 
" proyinciaJ," but as opposed to " metrapolitan.'* In tbe quuta- 
lian from Matthew Arnold given by Mr. Courtbope himself on 
p. 24, he is seen to be contendin;; for more national unity and 
less "home rule" in literature; and this should surely appeal 
to Mr. Courthope, to whose political opinions we make no 
scniplr of te:eir<ng, .is he seldom lets his readers long forget 
them. Is it no;, by »he way, strange to speak, as Mr. Courfhopc 
does (p. 1361, of " t;it dissiduncc of d:55<:nt " as a " uatclnvoi d '? 
\V3.5 the phraiic over used uthcrHisc tlian .vs a ic|Uo,k1i oithtr 
by fUirke or by Matthew .Arnold,' F.ven ivhtre ue shuulii 
have expected the very prejudices of Mr. Coiixthopt: sn tivour 
of "the law of national chaitacter " as tbe criterion of poetical 
judgement n>|Kht have disposed him to sympathy, we are dis- 
apporoted. Tbe remark (on p^ 51) about the last six books of 
the Atndd show a blindness, very carious in so ardent a patriot, 
to the idealizing patriotism of Virgil ; and " un-Kri^lish seems 
an infelicitous epithet to apply (as on p. 4141 to .Sir Aylmer's 
discovery of the letter in Aylmer's Field ; that the passage is 
full of '^mannerism" we should not deny; but its very laults 
are closely connected with Tenrvywin'srharactfristic idc^iliiation 
of the institutions of Englii.li cnuniry life. 

Mr. Courthopt's hai-.diiriK of the wnrk of mn lern [ihilnsnjiliy 
in aestii'jtit tlicory di"x.'s no; ins[>ire roiitidi nci'. I:i tin- singular 
obscr%-ation on p. 171 that the Kenaissance "advanced the

Uut nothing could be less illnminating than the account of tha 
German philosophy of art on pp. 173 and following. The 

treatment of Kant on p. 179 suggests a doubt as to whether 
Mr. Courtbope has ever looked into the Kritik der VtiheUf 
kraft. Has tie ever heard of the doctrine of the Gemeinsiim, 
or of the view that the disinterested appreciation of the beautifiil 
may be propaedeutic \o the disinterested willing of the moral 
law, or of the Kanti.m theon- of the Sublime? Ko one wouhi 
suppose so from Mr. Courthope s account of Kant as teaching 
ih.a aesthetic pleasure is a m.ttter of "an isolated sentient 
Ix-inr;." But after oil, he say?, on p. not only of Kant, but 
ot "oioder;! iiliilosnphers " in jjunerai. that they regard man as 
an " isolated inuividuaj," not as a " sucial being." It seems (O 
us scarcely pardonable in a book of tbe pretensions of this to 
display, not without considerable parade, so much ignorance of 
an impottantpaitof the subject in band. 

The teetures tn Part Ui on tbe Idea of Law In French and 
German poetry are interesting, at least to one who, like the 
present reviewer, is very ignorant of the subject with which they 
dcaL That on Aristotle as a critic is good, though one has 
a certain feeling as one reads it that one is not getting to the 
root of the matter.

The Toynbee Hall meeting in Balliol on SaSurclay was the 
fullest and most enttnumstic which has been held for some 
years, and the speecbos TOR of more than ordinary merit and 
Inltfcit Mr. MaateTmni, who vas singularly happgr ia bis 
UendiiiKof ibe aaknis and dw huniorous, deprecated tbe Idea 
dat men noe to go to setileroents " to be done good to," 
and maintained that Tojnnbee Hall and similar institutions 
had proved a v : 1 / i i ince to the communities in which 
they were settled ; axid tm iaid especial stress on tbe undefinable 



and imostentatious quality of " neighbourliness " : a member 
of a settlement could really help his friends among the poor, 
if only, for instance, in setding their doubts as 10 " the differ- 
ence between the League of Liberals and the Liberal League." 
Canon Bamett, wbo foUowied, aaid that in apil^ of all that 
had been done dne neie MfU hi Eaat Londoa and all oar 
large towns povei^, jgnoitace, and crime ; settleacata bad 
done uncfa to uili^tte dieie evib, bat the tight miot itiD be 
carried on. He did not wish to advocate the claims of any 
one inatitntion over another— every man mtist follow his own 
bent; he hoped for co-operation, not > [:[ 1 '.i 1 ji., atn; .he 
difleratt setiksBcats. Mr. Asquilh, who tiad been introduced 
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10 the meeting .Ti " no; so much a, poliUcian as a statesman," 
took the statesman's (loint of \Tew. Settlements were a means 
of suppkmcntiiip 'he education given by the Stat? ; they were 
ft traning-groun;! for the work of organization in a larger 
sphere — witness the recent appointment of two Toynbee 
resldenis to posts of high responsibility in the Transx-aa! 
Colonies. Though he did not wish to ooBtiait it with other 
acttkineiitt, be Mfieved that the vwnoj in vni^ which 
chancterizes Toynbee Hall gives it a unique strength ; even 
in the laiger world occasional difference of opinion proves 
a pleasing diversion to the monotony of agreement. He 
concluded wi(h a fine tribute to the quiet and untiring efforts 
of Canon Hamrtt in Kast I.nnrlon for the last i'.vc-nty f.M- 
years. Altogether, the meeting wiU remain in the memory 
of those who were proeMi ud ahonld gnn afieflh ifDpnbe to 
all settlement work. 

The doubtful viitoe of resignation has been much prac- 
tised in Oxford tUa Term. Dr. Tylor, after nineteen 

ELTi' service, has tendered to the Delegates of the Museum 
paatadet of tfie positfan of Keeper of Ute Musnnn. 

Dr. Tjrlor bad been a man of worldwide reputation scnne 
score of years before he came to reside among us in 1883. 

His pioneer work on !\rexico was [lublishcd as long ago as 
1859, ,\va\ Primiiirc Cullurr in 1871, and O?fford had Riven 
hini a IXC. I., in 187-5 wiiliout any idea that ho woi.l.l <:ver 
be more closely attai lieil to lier. If, as is understood to be 
the case, he now wishes to Ix; released from the routine duties 
of the Keepcrsliip ami to ha\ e all ills time free for the subject 
which he has so largelj " maiic," as well as made his own, 
namely, Antfan^iolotsy, the Univeisi^ cannot complain, but 
can only tbank Mn tut aerving her to long and diligently. 
Indeed m must apfdand Us niadoni, for the fact ia that 
die Kcepership, which he has adonwd with his disthictions, 
was in itjiclf very much of an ornamental office when he took 

11 up. lJut in twenty years the work, cspecully the secre- 
tarial side, has grown continuously. We rejoice to think 
that be intends to contmue to hold his Professorship and to 
leslde tmoDg IB. 

Another distinguished resident is resigning what may be 
called, in a sense, " business " to devote himself more entirely 
to professional and literar)' work, we mean Mr. Arthur 
Sidgnick. He first appeared in the Calendar, if we rc- 
meimjer lighdy, 'm 1880, as Tutor and Lectnier of Corpus 
Cbiisti, and became Fellow a year later. So that he too has 
put in twenty years and more of work in and for Oxford. 
Wh.it he tias been as Tutor his pupils know, what he has 
been a* Lecturci the University in its most extended .scn-sc 
know-s, what he has been as a teacher and a force in the 
educational world the country knows. Even when he has 
given up his Tutorship he will be doing as much work, to 
say nothing of tiis scientific recreation, as four or five other 
busy men. .Amongst the tasks for which he wants more 
time, we are glad to imdcniand, ia tbe Life of his brother, 
Professor Heniy S4gwkl^ which he has undeitaken 10 write. 
He has rdased at vanous timet nwe tban one lemptaiioa to 
leave Oxford, and it is pleasant lo know that he wifl not 
leave us now, but that the University, and Oxford Society, 
and his College will still keep him, even if the last must lose 
his active serricea. 

A jouiipv'r resident, a fnipil of Mr. Siili;ui(k at Corpus, 
is leaving us after a shorter term, the Kev. C K. Carter, 
Dean of Divinity and Home Bursar of .^l.^gdalen, who has 
decided after this Term to take over the well-known Prc- 
pamtory School " CofdwaUes^" near Maidenhead. It U six 
years smce Mr. Carter came from Wellington lo tiMceed 
Mr. Lang at Magdalen. The fiiifaop of Stepney, at he now 



is. ■was, not ea^y lo fuilow, but Mr. Caiter was a ' double 
li(u:tjurs man" as well as a "double Blue," and wluttever 
diiiiculties or duties came in his way it is not too much 
to say that he met and fulfilled tliem with a cheerful prac- 
ticality which made everjthing seem easy, and ihe reirret 
at his leaving will be both deep and wide.

No one i>as contributed 
more to the equipment of the Uniwenttf as a school of modem 
European History than Mi. Aimattong, of Queen's, and this 
recognilkm of his dahns will meet with universal approbation. 
We hope that stndenis of Modem HMory will make full use 
of the opportunity thus aflSnded to Mr. Armstrong of employ- 
ing his special gifu and his wide and appreciative knowledge 
to an extent which is not possible in lecturing for the History 
Association, which has always its eye upon th<- Examination 
Statutes. 'I'he revival of the Lectureship is parliciiUrly 
wulcome as an escape from the entanglement of examinations, 
which constantly hamper Oxford lecturers. That Mr Arm- 
strong has all the gifts of exitosition those who have hati ilie 
privilege of attending his lectures have long known, and itie 
larger public that knows him through his Lorento de Altdici 
will rejoice if his new dignity resnte in an addition to hit 
pobfiined writings.

The School is but a little over two years 
old, but it is already a flourishing institution, and last year 
it held its first Examination for its Diploma, which was 
awarded to one lady and three men. Tbe bulk of the 
students of the School, as it is only natural, attend only the 
kctores of liie Reader and of the Lecttuer in Ancient 
Geography wbidi are of inunediale benefit in the School^ 
hot it is satisfactory that ■ foir Diixnber should he ibund to 
attend tbe more specialised lectures. Its lectures seem to 
embrace almost every variety of gcoi^'rapliical subject, includ- 
ing the histot)' .md theory of Geography and practical instruc- 
tion in ^^urvi-yinfT and Map-makinf?. The rooms in the 
Old Ashmolcan Building have proved excellently adapted 
for the inirjjoscs of :Kie ?irhn-r>h .and it is acqiiirinp; a verv 
complete set of geographical apparatus and an exccllciii 
library, which has been much assisted by many generous 

S'fts. One of the most interesting pieces of work on which 
e Scbool is now engagc<l is the instruction in ^lilitary 
Topography and Surveying, which ought to prove of great

H!e was 
soond on Tempeianoe, on Housing, and on Education, and 
he was the only man who had stifficicnt influence with the 
country to entry these reforms: anrt it wa'^ in .ill ways 
desirable th.it he should be put in ,-\ jiooition to cr.rry these 
reforms, and shniild accept the lea(Ierd-.:]> of the l.ilx-r.il 
party. But he iiad been frightened liy Home Rule, and 
now all his talents were wasted. For he could no: jnin the 
Liberal Unionists. • He had cut himself off from the libera) 
party, and was only head of the new Liberal League, which 
tiad able oflkxia, liut no ranlK and file Mr. McLaren made 
a ter^ able and oonviiiciDg ipeech. Somehow he <Hd not 
manage to get bold of Ilia aud&aoe at alL He is one of the 
best, and yet one of the least sticcessftil, of Union speakers. 

:\Ir. I.. Fletcher (New Coi;ege) denied that Lord Kose- 
bcry hid left the Liberal I'arty. He had only left a small 
section of it. He quite acknowledcri'd. ;Si,i: iherrw.is iH/ed of 
a strong and united Opposition, but ur>i;y w.is imi ossible if 
the different sections of the party diflfcrcd over tunvl.imenlals, 
and (hat he contended was the case. .Sir licnry Campbeii- 
Bainieimar. had finally come down from the fence on the 
pro-Boer side, while I.rord Rosebcryhad been in all important 
matters a supporter of the Government on the war. The 
Liberal Imperialists could not follow such a leader aa Sir 
Henry Campbcll-Bannerman, and the eountrf was with Lord 
Roeebery and the Liberal Imperialists. Lord Roscbcry's 
action was the first step towards rc-cstablishing the party on 
a firmer iiasis. Mr. Fletcher spoke well, but he seems to 
sprak on du .issiimption that his convictions arc ones which 
ever\ man with .mv shreds of in;ell:|^ctK t- must h^;lll. We 
cannot think that h<- would ever persuade any one who did 
Dot agree with him at ihe outset. 

Lord lladdo (Halliol) began by reminding the House of 
the need for a party sj-stem, and soon warmed to an attack 
on the Government. He dcscri)K-d the situation very well, 
and made several good points on Sir Henry CampbeU-

Henry V. By C. L. KrN-c<;voi!r». Heroes of the Niitkms 

Scries. (London r.nd New ^Vlrk : G. P. Putnam's .Soni;.) 

The fact that this volume h.is hern expanded aat of an article 
COfltnbuted its author to the I >!i ti. 'iiarvnf W'ulimaJ Hiograftky 
is in itaelf 110 sni.ill j^uar.-inlee lor jound and accurate htrtorical 
work. .•\nd Mr. KiIl^;!^ford'b book is decidedly an acquisition to 
the SertCi. He has used the t ontcmporary material, whu h is 
fairly abttnda.tii, to goixi etiect. and h^;5 1:01 ne^'le<_ierl it-.ore 
modem writers, &ucii as the iate liisliop of <.>xford, Mr. Wylic, 
and Sir James Ramsay. Whether he rriight have made more 
use of modem Frencb wrilen may be quesiioiwd ; but after aU, 
the contesi|ioiiiy mutlMtMn ue Ibe moat imporlaBl, oad Mr* 
Kingsford hu dtatmi hugely en Rufnidiu ma Ficacn tamm 
iis well as on English Chroniclers. Tba book iswdl illiHtntodi 
and has good plans of Agincourt and the licee of RoHCn, th«tgh 
ue s!iould h«\-e preferred one lanjer map of FraAce nocdi «f 
the Loire, instead of the two smaU atid partial maps which ai« 
provided. These art* f^ond as far m (hpy go, htit it is a serious 
omission not to include f.ien, Ilayeiix, and tlie Cotentin. to say 
nothing.; of Northern Maine, in a map which shrjuld illustrate 
the 1.J17 141S campai^jns. 

SuU, Mi. Kins'tnrd has produce<i what we venture 10 think 
will hold its own ,ts the best book en Henry V until perhaps 
Patent Rolls .ind other publication<> reach that reign. Henry V 
was a man w hose lite deserved writing on an .idenuate scale, 
aud hit, career and achievements seem to fit very well within the 
400 pages or ao which the series allows. Now 400 pages, though 
very scant measura when one has to deal with a Caesar or 
a NapoteoDtgivcsamfiloaaipeteticatiREaauwIiOihe the 
% ictor of Attinconrt, was not exactly a OmiiMia. Vx. tJitfftuA 
has had ample room in which to do Jostice to Bony va all 
his various capacities, and yet there ii nodiing Hiparfliaoiia. 

Of course the main difficulty of any one who attempts to write 
on Henry V lies in the fact that in Henry IV and Henry V 
Shakespeare has fixed the popular- shall ue eatl it the KaJ> 
staffian ?— conception of Henr>' of Monmuuth, wilti the remit 
lha:, evidence or no evidence lor A, it remains. On the whole, 
Mr. Kin^'sford comes to the conclusion that the evidence is all 
agaiuiit the tradition of llenr)''s wiltl and dissolute youth, that 
the whole bas;s for ':: lies in cert.iin passaj^es in Eliiihatn and 
others which ^pisaik of his being changed into a new man on his 
accession to the throne, and that these at tlir most only .iino.'.nt 
to a ccxtaia amount of youthful lighi-heanedae^i, and indis- 
cretion: we caa hardly accept .Mr. Kingsford's u»eniaiia 
conjectuie fhat all tbat these passages realty imply is that tbe 
orthodox pAity, which had feaied tut Ueniy's friendship wiidi 
Sir Jnha OidciHb aad hi» «migairioin u> Afchbishop Arandd 
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might mean tlutt be intended to support the Lolbrdt, ftond 

their fears agreeably disappointed. 

Mr. Kingsford deals with Henry as "the Typical Mediaeval 
Hero," anashows in this connexion that Henry s real aspirations 
lay in the direction of restoring the unity of Christendom and 
leading n new Cnts.'ide agair.st trie Turks, the mw nnd pressing 
danger to Euiop'-- in thu Eas'. Tliii desire cxphutis Henry's 
intimate rcl:itinn3 with the l^mrieror Sipi^mund, the comparatively 
in)port."int p.irt pl.iycci by tlic Knyii-.h rcprescnwtivcii in the 
Cuuacil ol Const, mri-, ,itid Irs « i<le-ieucliiiitj diplomaiic schetiie;-. 
This too affords .i ]>arti;i! justit'u'ation for his war witli France, 
which after all was not the purely (i^uuvclc;>!> agjprcssioa some 
writers would have us believe. There were outstanding causes 
of (juarrel— FRBch aid to Glendower, Guienne, the state of the 
Cbannel: AnglD-FniiGh dispute must be lettlai bcCaeo 
Henry ootdd lead a miled Europe agAinat ttsTtadc But bt 
tbe anarchical and onsettled condition oC ftanoe there seemed 
no prmpect of a settlement when tlMre was no stability of 
government. War seemed the ontoniid M peace with Ftance. 
liut if the justice or the {x^icy of lienor'* aiuidcan Fmnoe be 
doubtful, as in his r.-ipribiiitifs as a ppneral there ran he no 
{JUention : Edw.ird 1 ;ilonc anions; iiicdi.ieMd e'lnitiuitiiiers can 
bear comparison with him. A <;reater contrast than that between 
Henry V's systematic and wcll-planncd rnluctinn of jNorraandy 
in 1417-14T8 and the v.ierc. ainiless pluniiersng raids of KdwArd 
III can ImrrJIy Ik- imaj^ined. In orniuuration, in discipline, in 
careful atliainiStniiion, iicnry was no mere amateur soldier. 
Especially notable is the ctricicr.cy of what one may rail the

bis attillery were higbfy tnioBd^ and temk to have been

I hiiugh Mr. Kin^sford to some extent seems to believe that 
Henry, had he lived, mi:.;ht h.ive avprted thp loss of the English 
hold on France which fu-dford could only delay, !ie stid admi-.s 
that Henry, though one who ruled for ami was m sympathy witli 
his people, though in all respects a national kmp and a jrreat 
king, was yet essentially mediaeval, and rather rcpiescniiiiuiJual 
wiiioi was already passiitE away, and which could have but ill 
aaaofted with the now oraer that was to come. Kc\-cnbdess, 
if it was to thejMst that Ms ideals belonged, not many of «nr 
kings have realised their idaab or itiiweii tbr tbs good of lluir 
eountiy» of faawm and justice^ as oameatiy as Hewy. 

TUt Marqwi* EtAj^msm and Ruhard U, By RlOWAU) 
lUKZnr, MJl. (London : Longmans, GreeD & Co.) 
Mr. Rankin has dk»e well to poblish these two essays, the 
rmtm fitrt of which Qafotd readtat will not bava much 
difficulty in discovering. In fwt. It is not very eas^ to see why 
they did Dot attain the end for windi they were onginally com- 
posed. Be that as it may, they are solid compositions which 
ndly deserve the baptism of print. Mr. Rankin has in both 
subjects material for most interesting study, historical and 
personal; and while he has spared no pains to ransack the 
authorities, we feel strongly that it is the character problem in 
each case which attracts the author most. D'Argcnson has won 
for himself a [TTP.tt place in i rcnch iiistory as a statesman who 
had diagnosed the m,dadics of tlic Kr.ince of his age, but whose 
prescriptions his yenctaliun leluacd to take, as a writer whose 
.Memoirs ab n e ali are literature. But he is even more interesting 
as a inan, and it is with this riddle that Mr. Kankin wrc&ile^ 
in particular. Tbe enigma of Richard II's kingship and 
character is one of the stock parties of English History which 
lias occupied the human mind from Shahespcnie to StoblMt 
Here, again, Mr. Rankin openly (p. 172) avows the "fiiscintion 
of the theme," and his narrative of the events is really a running 
r oninictitary on the interpretation of his character which occupies 
the first section of the essay. If Mr. Rankin has in neither case 
made any ori^nal contributions to our knowledge of the period, 
he ahvays writes very cle.irly ;ind forcibly, "frequently with no 
Utile feiicity of phrase, and he shows considerable judgement 
and resttainl. We do not doubt that he can do better historical 
work than easiys, dw itiangctt point in wUdi la the pnmiae 



they reveal. We niiGerely hope he will tackle, not bigger themes, 
but a similar theme on a Djgger scale, in which bis literary 
capacity w^ have ample opporttinity, and in which he will have 
fuller soopa to show his power to deal with historical nuttnial 
than the essay's scanty plot of gnand" pennits. 



LITERATURE AND CRITICISM. 

The Works of Thmuu Kyd. Ed]t«d from the original texts by 

K. S. liilAS. fOxfnrd : Clarrndon PrrFS.) 

Projessor Boas' etittion of Kyd s. work* is admirably thorough 
and conscientious. It is indeed not, in all probability, the last 
word; for to edit Kyd is to challenge contioversy: thepossi- 

^tmL makes bmi a oomlinually IniereMi^^ proUm^ oomnen- 

tators of the Wilamowitz-M&IlcndorfT type, and in Germany, as 
it appears, the Kyd qnestiaa has assumed almost Homeric pro- 
portions. It cannot be said that the Spanish Tragedia or 
SoUman and PerstdaifMit\e this careful study for their mirinsic 
beauties. Even if acquitted of the First Pttrf of lerommc—K 
curious composition which Professor Boas attributes to another 
and inferior har^d. as against the opinion of Mr. Sidney Lee and 
o;li< r srboLirs--" famous Kyd" is emphatically not one of the 
great lights of Elizabethan drama. The Sfxamh Tmt^fdie does 
not owe its whilom popularity to litcrar)' merit : nor can the 
ordinary reader quite agree with Mr. lioa.s as to Kyd's bcinp a 
tonsuinm.'itely skilful playwright. His two l-est known tragedies 
arc crude and inconsequent in cumpuiiiliua, lurgiU aud btiiubastic 
in diction. It may be granted that he was a good playwright in 
so ^ as be knew and gratified tbe taste of tbe pit and gallery 
for slaughter and blood-oucdlnif incident gmenily. Anstotit^ 
who censured a play became oUilr AroAv^vnc W vUcudr, wonU 
have been pleased witli the closing srcncs of the Spanish 
»!.,, .;'/>, and still more with Soliimm ^ani Pcrseda, in which 
latter play hardly any one is left alive. Naturally, Mr. Boas 
finds beauties where he has bestowed so much study. But 
most rr.iders will agree with the condemnatory criticism of 
Schli'ge:, Lamb, a'ld J. A. .S)'iiionds. 

For critics and others, what most interests in Kyd must be 
the question of his relation to Shakespeare. .Vccordin),' to the 
nresent editor, it i« proh.'\b!<" that the " First f marto ' at liamlel, 
atter.i .trris el ibriratcd iiuo the Hiniirt that know, was largely 
lurkiicd ujMn a play l>y Kyd, " worked over " by Shakespeare : 
much as the Spanish Trngcdie which wc have now contains 
large additions, possibly by Jonson, at any rote by a band not 
Kyd's : and, indeed, these additioaB are by fitr the best paits of 
the play. It la eertain that the situations and tbe dictioa of die 
SftmiM Tntitdu do to some extent resemble the First Quarto. 
Mr. Boos appears to aigne from this similarity that there was 
a sister play by Kyd (the Ur-Hamltt, as he calls it) which 
Shakespeare took for his basis. This is a line of argument 
which is not wholly convincing. Because a play B resembles a 
play A, is it a probable inference that A is founded on another 
\\ov. I play C by the author of B ? Nevertheless, we aregrateAil 
to 'dr Boas for havhc tiaaMd the whole sMlt)oct bi a most 

interesting' way.

Matriculation Examination." At tbe end of the volume are 390 
of wbicb may be answewd Iqp a little 
seardrng k that diapler fat the book upm which it is based. 
It is amaxine that the group of wiseacres who are responsible 
for tbe London Examination system should not perceive, from 
the very existence of such a work as this, how very futile that 
system most be. Crammiag must give place to a proper Uni- 
versity training ; and not until London University takes some 
steps to make tlie Utter indispensable to persons who seek her 
degrees will it be possible to regard her as a serious instittitian.

Uoth these books belong to the " Golden Treasury Series." 
We have no need to commend afresh Mr. Kendall's translation 
of Marein Aordios. It appeared as a larger volume in 1898, 
and th«! immediate verdict upon it was so favourable that we are 

pl.iii to sfi' tluit the publishers- h.i\e issuL-d it in a form more 
likely to <ittracl the general reader. I'hc lon<^ dt<(cii«5ion nf 
Stoicism, which was a feature of thn earlier vnlLime, is replared 
by a brief hut entirely adequate inti mi .;c:i in:i, while i!:<j inii^i.i- i 
tioii h.ii tieen r- vised and in p.irt^ f.iin|>liiieil. 

Mr. Mof ibcad's translation of the Agamemnen, Chofphon, and 
Eumtmdes has taken longer to reach a second edition.

Mr. Prterson, who is cngaped upon a critical edition of the 
text of the I'errints for the i iyliml Scries, was informed by 
Mr. J. S- Keid, of r;imSrid;.;i_ , ili: t therr w.is a manusrript of 
Cicero, believed tr.i he ni siiir.e inip^irtaneo, in I.ord Leu e'-:! 
library at llolkliain. A s:i( ciiiien iw^je was photographed for 
Cbatelajn s /'.iAvr- i/vV., -ame ten years ago, but the value of 
the new codex remained unrecognired. Mr. i'cterson has made 
the valuable discovery that it belonged to the .Xbbey of Cluni, 
that it dates from die early part of the ninth century, and that it 
is of primary imponaace vk the text of the qieedies which 
it includes. The msooscript uofortuaatdy has been cruelly 
mutilated, and its evidence is availabk for portions only of the 
Ca/i/inana/t, Verrine, and Ciiesarim orations.

There seems to be at nreseot a "boom" in botiks dealiog as 
a whole with Modem Enntpean Histeiy. This is the hMea^ 
and, like many other things m the industrial world, comes from 
America. Mr. Haiiairs share, as explained by himself, seems 
to have been confined to correcting American sfielling aad 
adding to the antbor^ tHhliogrsphies, aad to giving as ius 
personal opinion that " in its present corrected form " this book 
"will be found to present the best existing sketch of Mediaeval 
and Modem European History ''—with which, with the due 
qualifications arising from the avowedly eletiiCiitary ch.iractcr 
of the work, we are d!':pos(*f! to afjrcr. ft is not an e.i^y thm^ 
to cover a period from ;5o-ii)ijo in 550 paj,'es. but rrofcssors 
Thatcher and SchwiU have ^iic<;ceded m unting .1 narrative 
alw.iys flear and not hopelessly riogged with fact5. \Vc have 
tested their pagpf! in two ways, hrstly by ex-imination of the 
lliclt, Kiven as to whether they .Tie the rc.illy imponant ones, 
and secondly as to titcir accurncy, and the results in i>o(h cases 
arc very creditable to the authiors. The authors, loo^ ham 
avoided the mistake made by certain writers in trying to Ull the 
student in an introducMiy tettbook everything, or neariy ewery- 
thing. The bibliographJes are a particularly good feature. Toe 
book is divided into two parts — Mediaeval and Modem History; 
to each part is prefind a general bibliography, and in addition 
each chapter has its own special list. The nse and purpose of 
these is admirably explained in the preface, which we lAould 
like 10 sec printed in leaded type. Cri'.icism is simply dis- 
aiiiied Ijy the remarks there made, and every tcacr.er will at;rct 
with the position winch the writers take up. The chrono- 
logical tables are also serviceable, the roap;. tiikiable. .iiul the 
index is as full it ought to be. In a second edition Mr. 
liassail niijjh; still jiirther rc\'isc the bibliographies, for there 
are a guud iii.my itiisprints, e.g. KyfT (441, Kyffe.';, and a 
mysterious Dahlman-Wartt (3S5< ' the well-known Dahlmann- 
Waitz, edL Steindorff). Is it not also a Utile mtsleadii^ to in- 
clude m a list of aatwnities books not yet published, e.g; I. W. 
Headlam, Th* Fmmdattc* ffth* Gtrmtm Empire, which is nOt 
theoafyemmple?

Miss Stone de-erves to be heartily con>;ralula;ed upon her 
laborious lile ot Oueen .Mary. 'I'hc b&uk 15 an apol<^', btit we 
iln li It 11 inpl i.;i that, for the case for Mary has never been 
properly prc&ented, nor has the prejudice created by Foxc's Aits 
and Monuments, notoriously a most untrustworthy book, ever 
been cfiaced from the popular mind. VVc consider, therefore, that 
Miss Stoae's book caatnbateo to the es ta bH s h aieBt of aaoaadcr 
historical tiaAioB diui that whkh has pievioiidy obiafaud 
outside the pages of the DUtiotutry NaMon^ Biwr^Ay, At 
the same time we cannot consider it qnile in the l^nt or a firM> 
rate piece of historical wotk. For the most part it is a cento of 
passages copied out of the Calendar ef St<ti< Papers and other 
accessible soarces with a slight interweaving of comment It >S 
true that M i&s Stone's references give the reader an imprenioa 
of the mos* pxtenfivr original researches, tnrt that impression is 
somewhat re iur ed v. hen we find tli.U it is l-.er habit to rcl'cr to 
the authorities extracted by the compilers of the C<tiendar and 
not to the Cniendiir itself. Thus on p. 25 wc have a reference to 
Cotton MS. Titus B. i, 314 Ilrit. Miis. for a quotation from 
a letter addressed to Wolsey. As Mi -j S.i ee only quotes what 
the Calendar of Stale Papers (vol. i\ . pan 2, p. 1094, n. 2452 > 
quotes, it would have been the proper course to rc/cr to that 
authority. Miss Stone, .igain, is not at her best when rdferiing 
which lie outside her main subieGt. Thas she is aU 



to subjects which lie oalaideher laaia sul^ect. 
wrong about the Praieetor Somersel; she says that Kadmlae 

Howard was the grand-daughter of the Duke of Norfolk; OOd 
that Admiral Seymour was alUiintcd for high treason "withoat 
the least particle of real evidence against him.'' Nor is her treat- 
ment of the central question of the Marian persecutions entirely 
■s.ilisfactory. It is int[e<*d quite proper to point out that Protcstanti 
as well .IS Catholics ilv'.i;^lu death an appropriate punishinrni 
for heresy, that Maiy was natunily a bunuine and kindly wonun, 
that Fane was gioedy iaaocmut*^ aad that the r 
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given a chanc« 10 recam. Further, it tmr that M.iry was 
careful to obtain parliamentary -.luu tiurr tor the r<.viv,\l uf thr 
old laws against heresy. Hut the rt:&(>uiu<iU)lity for tirsc prupu&ing 
the measure in the Council has never been clearly apportioned, 
and we do not sec how s^ime share of it can fail to rest on the 
Queen. Hie lonig pmagee qnaml fnm Reeve's Hitiwy 0/ 
Etu^ish iMOy an endbiit beok far the tisM at whkh it was 
written, do not help one way or another. Iiidee4 they are rather 
nnkading. The CooncU, K is true, rot Parliament to assent to 
a fevival ef the persecuting lavs ; Parliiuiient was then dissolved, 
and after its dissolution me peraecutions began. Would Parlia- 
ment have continued to approve? Did it realize what it was 
doing? We wish that Miss Stone could have thrown more 
ligh! iipfin the temper tone of the Marian 1'arli.iments. As 
it IS we arc imt ctuirely siUisHcd with tier attempt to throw the 
onus of the persecution entirely on Council and Pailiainenl,

bridge : Unlvmiiy Press.) 

Rules of English metre, especially hrroir metre, are ,1 difficult 
and thornv subject, which many touch but lew aduru. Jn the 
present voiatne, now ia its seeond edition and an enlarged form, 
we have ProfeMor J. B. Hayot^s criticism of most that has been 
said by niuctcenth^century mctiists : Dr. GaesL who is all l«r 
tlMinaiiueia«foarAogjlo>Saxonlbiefath«!% wUch indndcd an 
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iambic Ime \vi;!i two seciinns and fiveii pp.usps : Dr. AbbolL, 
who would scan by dissyil.ibizir.f; wr.ri!^. like " f.iL," or "dead" : 
Mr. A.J. £l.;b' uolc of thr forty-livc raclrical aUnbutes which 
every syllable posseN'-rs : I >r, Skeat. who says that there are no 
"feet," only "accent-groups," such u ''■scMm" and "ejtten- 
tJons"; Mr. Mtuwn, who ia ceilwa that Mition wrote in 
ampbilinclM : buiti mt ncut lout, Mr. Bridges, who is good 
enough to show by enm^t how a line can lack any obsen-able 
metre, and yet (as lie aayi) scan all the same. 

These learned men— too often, at it seems, deficient in ear, an 
nafoTtuzutte infirmity for those wfao go about to analyse metre — 
embarrass the cjr!C'-.tion with over-many technicalities: they all 
want to iiuikc co[:i|ilicatcd systi-ms of liard and f.ist rules leach 
hh own set I where in reality very few «i]ch are observed ; licnce 
It is not rtlloge'lirr wuiirff liul thra the lite Mr. J. A. Syiiionds, 
going too f:ir in the (i[:|)i:';itf dittci :on. denied mere scansion 
altogether, and asserted r.jundly tl-..u all you had to do was to 
imagine spasms of intense emiilion, 01 hear the Stately and 
mel.inclioly nuu-ic-ioll of .m arehanj^eL Against this surely 
licentious view it may be urged that it is exactly when poets arc 
at their best and highest that tlicic lines aie niMt tnSf bnwigiit 
ander some metricu system.

The only danger of illustrating English prosody by dasikal 
metres is that the nomenclatmaLatmaiid Greek feet tuggfiOA 
quantity, whereas English vene niist be purely accentual: 
attem{itB to write it quantitatively end in mere absurdity. Ac- 
oentnw verse, more especially in tl»e dramatic dialogue, is of its 
very nature irregular: the Latin language easily in aftcrtiines 
adapted itself to quantitative scansion, yet the I'lautinc dialogue 
is full of lines where quantity is wholly sacrificed m nrcf nt r a 
fortiori much liberty must be allowed to .Shakespeare : it should 
be tf mj^nirefl that he often do<^ not aim at a conventional ten- 
syllabled iambic mudul, any more than d'l other Elizabethans — 
for exampl'' K)d, the |4>ct of the Spanish Tr'ti^fdif. Constant 
slujrir.|T o) syllaljlcs, even omission of a syllable licre and there, 
must l>e accepted as norma! in a dramatist.

" rules " is that the stress must not have too many syllables to 
can% it ^lfelm to be only sabsthnling oae method of namhig 
the dSvisions of ttieveiM mr another. Why is it pedantic to 
talk of amphibrachs, and not so to speak of stress-units con- 
sisting of a stress preceded and followed by a short syllable- 
more especially when you call the said stress-unit a " Dritannic " ? 
For the rest, Mr. Bridges* rules seem to make confusion worse 
confounded. They are highly complex, and difficult to under- 
stand: and they admit of quite .is liitle xeneral applieation to 
Engl!«ih ver?e as r!oes tiny classical system of feet. Surely, with 
a convenient (if pcd.antic) nomenclature ready to nur hand, it is 
better as a woi km^; theory to an.ilyse Knglish verse into dactyls 
and anapaests, and so forth, these beitii; not rigidly adhered to, 
but used with a certain amount of Plautinc latitude. This will 
save us from Mr. Uridines' conclusinn that there is a distinct 
line between two dihereut piiuciplei> of veraincation — a MUtouic 
pciac^le of scantdon by s^Uablea, and a system of scansion by 
slteas. ThU Is the separation of thro||s not really separable. All 
Eoglisb poets have com h iaed aausiaa by stress with scaarioa 
by syllables. 

Mr. Stone boldly endeavoured to accommodate English to 
the classical metres on the quantitative principle. English 
accent, he thought, is like Greek, and can be harmonised with 
a metrical ictus based on quantity. Without knowing more 

than wc do about the accent of Creek and Latin, one cannot 
dcv.jmatiin on this; wc only know thtlt quantity ant! accent in 
(.reck nian.iged to coexist spontaneously somehow, and that 
Latin seemed to take kindly to quantitative scansion, which 
Ki.glisli assuredly does not, Mr. Stone thought it does : but his 
canons, Ixith of sViortiiess and length, and of wh.it is pleasing to 
the eat, ate peculiar. " Is not." he asks, " this pentameter 
perfect— 

Now with mighty v««id» Imuicu, a lordly river?" 

Without any desire to carp, we should say that it is singalarly 
imperfect. It certainly docs not satisfy tlte ear, and its quantities 
appear, from the cLissical point of view, tn be irrationaL Not 
that analogies front the classics can ever 'le other than mis- 
leading in these matters: what is ine^it for one language is 
poison for another: in all verse the ultitnate guide must be the 
ear. For instance, .'aiglish, bein,:; onosyllabic, may permit 
itself a vt holly diiieteat use ut ciassicat metres from Latin, which 
is not monosyllabic. Mr. Stone's heroism is to be admired. 
But his conclusions, as he himself feared, will be accepted by few.

congregational singing, and instrumental music. Lists of anthems 
and services are given, arranged in a graduated scale from the 
easiest to th.c n-.o^t difficult. Excellent good sense marks thf» 
author's sn!'. ;ce about the treatment of clioirboys, tlie teaching 
of choirs wlien uo i)oys' voices can be obtained, and the use of 
hymns and orchestras.

They deal «ith subjects all more or Icsb oon- 
neded with the science of religion ; with " Forgotten Bibles," 
"Ancient Pnyei>," the real and the esoteric isuddhisms, the 
Chicago Parliament of Reii);ions, the immortality of the souL 
The criticism of "esoteric Buddhism,'' with a reply by Mr. 
.Sinnctt .inrl s rcfnindT by .Max .Miillcr, is among the most 
itui tfj .iiti.; p;irt5 i t On- In ik. Essentially it is a sound criticism ; 
yet it IS nut c'ki livu tor its purpose. A ruan truly rttnm&tvfiimt 
\n Ar;stotli:".s st n.s<'. who knows wliit tc (-?.pcct in the v.iiiniis 
departmen's ol koowlcdge, is not likely tt» believe in " esoteric 
Buddhism," and Max Mu.ler was ccrt.iinly >i«ir<ii8«(iuf»w. But 
for those who in their uKm&ivala do Ix-Iicvl- In it, he had too 
great a contempt to treat their MSnmienls falrjy and therefore 
stKcesafiiUy. It does not, as Mr. Siniieu savs, prove that there 
it DO Mime Buddhism to show ihnt yon do not find it in the 
books which all the world may read ; or that the boar's flesh, 
of eating which Gautama is said (o have died, can have had no 
esoteric meaning, to point out that the Vhhnu Purana, in which 
the boar is an incarnation of Vishnu, did not exist in the time of 
the Buddha. The first article on this subject would have been 
better without what one can scarcely avoid calling the advertise- 
ment of the Sacred Books i f the I'ast at the end ; the rejoinder 
to Mr. SinriPtt is spoikd by th<' asperity of its tone and the 
we.ilciif-.s of p.ir!ic:-l.ir .ii^jiiniciits. Thus Mr. .Siniuri luver 
says tlwl lie Ij.id i_To>seii tlie H ;m,t!aV''M ; hence it |j<iiiu[css 
to argue that he i aniiot be ^Ikjivti u.i liavi- dune so. The essay 
on the somewhat kindled subject ol the " Life ol Christ,'' ;t.uerted 
by a Russian traveller to have been found by him in a Tibetan 
monastery, is excellent, and its coodasions were confinned by 
facts whidi came to light later. On Mahommedanism and 
Christianity there is an essay hraad-minded hot nnubas, 
thr,uf;h not unpleasantly so; the essay on the "Religions of 
Chnia, " the last which appeared from his pen, shows signs of 
biling vigour.

It must be classed with therisaunce, Bering tiOf 
ttbacot, and others. We are inclined to think with Mr. Ondley 
that iMrritin, the name for the young Australian rooghi is Ol 
Irish origin. Larry is a frequent abbreviation of Lawrence, and 
is bmilinr, if only inm the elegant lyric which b^ns :— 
The night beibfe Larry was stretched. 

In his derivation of lass, Mr Bradley has made tniite a de< 
pntuK fixNB the old tieatmcu. It, used to be the mhion to 
derive it from die Wetth ttodes. The editor connects it with an

Yet what tlie Apoatie aaye't* true. Consider what be was. 

Tie vTi'i no theologian of the sacristy, brooding over the wicked- 
ness uf a wurld which be had forsaken and ceased 10 understand. 
He was tvot a satirist, like Juvenal, carefully polishing fierce 
eptgnuna oa tbe pceaeat with hia eyea fixed on the foktca daya 
ef a past tbat bad never odiied. Me wna not tepeatinir the 
commonplaeea of the pulpit, for as yet they had not taken shape. 
He waa a wandering evangelist, like George Fox, who had 
tATersed the Umpire from Jrnisalcni to Rome, consorting with 
tlie poor, or with people nf the middk ck&!>, knowmg liic great by 
hearsay, or by what he had seen when he stood before Festus 
orGallioasapriMDcr. Uehadlieenevetywhenandacenevefy 
tMnf . He had spoiten to Athenian prafenon and Corinthtan 
shopkcepcrr. to kin^s, proconsuls, and rabbis, to soldiers and 
jailorii iii^ town-clerks and jailers. He had seen the temple 
of Astartc in Phenicia, and the ei(^:islu!ti of slaves, and little 
io&nts thrown out to perish in the streets, aitd tbe nwb streaming 
iMck from the drcna or the amphithealfCkead what went en tmder 
tlM udNS of tiie ootoanadeth and fbe pietnies on the walls of 
dianir-Toaim.

We shall leam two lesaoat. In the first place we shall see 

what Christianity has done for the world. In many thin^.s its 
progress has not been what was hoped. But at least it has 
lifted the whole plant of morality from that of Petronius to that 
of Fielding, and from that of Fielding to that of the modern 
aowd. Hie cbaage is CBamons, and it forces upon us the 
qiieatiao, What waa tfaepowcrofthianewfeith} Yonni^taqr 
with great ptansibility that, oonddend aa a ayalem of moia] 
teaching, it was not very markedly superior to the doctrines of 
the Kteat Stoic law)'crs. lJut it did wh.it those fine theorists 
co(:)d not even bcijin to do. Somehow it succeeded in wedding 
the idea to tbe fact in the minds of ordinaxy OKn. Fio«n this 
tim^ laimpid^ iDCKaainc munben^ c e nww ned a c ai ed people 
bcfut to ton mug tm. Fetnaiii^ and find bit jesting in- 
convenient. "What made them do that? And again we begin 
to uiidcrst.ind the strong words of St. Paul : " Because of these 
things comcih the wr^ih of C<o<i upon the children of dis- 
obedience." There were many who deceived theoMelves and 
otbera with "vain wocd%" finding tfwae fibhy ahominatioM 
quite natural and very annisiog. Some spoln of them even as 
religious duties. Sl Paul says that they cotne from disobed ience, 
and that they call down the wrath of God. And these you have 
one factor in the power of the new faith. One factor only, btit 
of great weight, for " the fear of God is tbe beginning of wisdom." 
WItliout love of the Father fear of the King and Judge Otqr lead 
astray. Ye^ even .wbera love i% then will be revereooe attd 
great awe. And, when love flaj;* or falls, fear steps in with itt 
stem and salutary voice, "Thou shall," "Thou shalt not." 

There are no words in the Bible more difficult than those 
which speak of the wrath of God. They shodced the amiable 
Flatarch, and upon their denial were boik those strange half- 
Christian syatema wUdi we know aa Gneetieian. In all 
qoeMions of religloo or pbilotophy— let us venture to couple the 
two together, for there is surely such a thing as Christian thought, 
thought that is free and yet Christian — we no sooner begin to 
speculate than we arrive at -an insoluble contradiction, and in 
this case tbe contradiction seems to lie in the nature of (^od 
HinneUL How shall He who it Father be also Judge? Or, 
atill mote perpleioRgly, how dtall He who la Cieator be alto 

Judge? r>ishop Ilutler will tell us that we arc not yet in 
a position to solve all our doubts by the light of reason. Indeed, 
it maybe s.dd with great regret that philosophy has shown little 
inclination to help.

It wa:s the act of oDe 
for whom social restraints had long ceased to exist, a wild frenzy 
of ahame and peniteaoe. It bunt bom a heart that had been 
toaied like a leather on the atonn of panion. It abowed that 
a new passion had displaced the old, yet still how unreflecting 
and immoderate! Wc know what the Pharisee thought; but 
what would any man have thought ? Was it not a new indcccticy ? 
Was it anything more than a fresh caprice! Could a past, and 
such a past, be washed away by a (Wt Of w aa pia g? But our 
Lord threw Hiaahidd aronad that taomaa without « moinent's 
beritatlao, * Her sfaia, which are many, are fbrgivcn."

You may find them cspeciaUy in the Gospel of St. John, the 
preacher of love and the Son of Thunder, of whom the later 
church told stories that iUuatiale that sia|ular Ueodinf of 
leadeneas and atMeiity which is so legible In tb» Goapel and 
Apocalypse. But they occur in the other Gosfxrls also in the 
message sent to Km^ Ilcrod, " fio tell that fox" in the strong 
denunciation of the Pharisees, in some of the par.ibles. 

We may say that our Lord drew a broad distinction between 
sins of weakaeai and afaiB of atreii(th. The first He treated 
with infinite oampassion, but lo the aecond, to those who make 
tHiK little ones offend, to proleasora of religion who trample on 
the law of ch.itity, to the harsh and unfisrgl\ inj;, lie uses 
language of great severity. Even to the timid and tlie frail He 
spoin mote than once with sternness. Those words which have 
e owe t i mca peipleiied devout miitda, " Fear Him who bath power 
to caat boUi body and aoul hito beU," were addreased to Hia own 
friends. He was speaking of the persecutions which were so 
soon to come, when all the engines of terror would be brought 
to bear upon the people of Christ. Thro'.;f;h them lie spcakj; to 
US all, when the fear of man lies heavy upon us, when sonic 
plain duty seems too hard, when we are beginning to play the 
aophiat with our oonacienceei and fiicfe excuaea ilar wiongdoing. 
In that horn It win be wdl if ne icmember the fear of God. 
Treason a^jainst the light our Lord regarded as a high offence. 
ISut lie does not speak thus of those imperfections of faith v/'nh 
which the later church dealt so severely. Always there is a 
l)eaati%l confidence that thoae who aee Him most love Him, 
tiMt tfaoee who kwe Hfan mm ftOov, and Aat thoae adn IbOow 
1^ «ome to know. Scripture wpetSa of Hint, reason acknow- 
ledges Him, iormw turns to Him. When He is lifted up. He 
draws all nieu. Uow he diawi, and bow iuv we aee h Thomas 

the Doubter. 

St. Taul explains in one brief phrase the meaning of fear, 
when be says ibat "the wiaib of God oometb upon the cbildreo 



of disobedience." He held, as surely we may well hold, that all 
men have soma knowledge. Some "tiulb of ori^nal macrip- 
tion," aa Whkbcote called it, aome "teathnony of die natunilly 

Christi.in soul." as Tertullian calls it, there is in every child of 
man. It may be bat an aptitude which experience develops, like 
the pnwrr of speech or the use of the muscles, yet, so certain is 
the seed to grow, that we may speak of it widuNit error aa aa 
original part of the hcritafe of our aatam We can aa* the 
good; we can even not the ahsohrte best, but the better. 
It is the teaching of Dr. Martinean, at once sober and tme. We 
are men. and progress is possible for us, because we h.ive that 
Strange power of seeing in front of us, and of recognizing the 
unknowtt^ better when it eomes. If we grasp it, it leads on to 
a better atill; and ao aawaida to the heights. Bat ila voice ia 
always a ceomand. *TlMMiahalt,*itaBystooa,or*'Thoudialt 
not" It isacommand, must we not think f because it conveys the 
expression of a will that is higher than our own. And if against 
t'oat will wr set our own— if to His "Thou shalt," wc answer 
" I will not "—that is evil, and that is the only moral evil. We 
have brought two personalities into conflict, for the will is the 
focus of personality, and by that act we have excluded oniaelves 
for the time from the tpbere of the divine wladom and love. 
Wc have readied that point wheie God realBta. ^Hemiitclb 

the proud." 

Rebellion alone is what makes the man evil ; it alone makes 
hia act a definite ain. Aa we look back upon the paat, we are 
aadlycaoadaua of many diinga that we did in the earlier atagea 

of life, in the blindness of youth and tnexperiettce, which fill us 
with shame and regret. St. Paul remembered with undying 
penitence how he had once persecuted the church in ignnianre 
and in unbelief. At that time he had been fully convinced of 
the rightness of his action. But since then many things had 
been made dear to bim, and, aa be qncationa hia co ii ici e nce in 
the solemn shadow of death, he kwnfs that be is net sure, m 

no man can be sure, of the absolute purity of his motives in 
those unregenerate days. .St. Auj;iistine felt the same doubt 
as lie thoujiht of his old Manichaean follies. At the time he 
had made up his mind after much deliberation. Yet there were 
tlttogs that he ought to have seen, things that he ought to have 
felt, voicca Ibat be oqght to have nndeialood. There are difll' 
culties that attach to every ooane of action, even to the Goepd; 
Augustine knew that well. But vimcliow he had .strurV the 
iMlance w 1 ongiy. There are difficulties wlitcli are impossibilities, 
and difiiculties which are not. Every balance-sheet depends 
upon the valuation ; and it waa there, not in bis arithmetic 
that be bad made bis error. But wby bad he ftllen tnta that 
mistake ? why had he known so little of his own heart and hs 
true peace ? He could not acquit himself when be aihed that 
cpcstion, hut like .St. Paolbe was lost fat wondcr at tiw lonag- 

kindncss of bis Cod. 

Of errois^ of meie mbtakings of the t<mi, is the suflScicnt 
cuiei hut even enor may be by no meana free from blame. 
Who can thiidc ao, when he conaiderB bow angd and beaat 

meet together in man? But were there not thing.s in the p.ist 
for which sio tituse tail be made? Some light we had, and 
even that we did not follow. It has been -said that " to know 
all is to pardon all." We may feet that towards our fellow 
creature; we abali be slew 10 jn|ge; botnoeaneat man will 
feel it of himself. And indeed, buniaM and meidlid as the 
phrase may sound, it is neither true iMtr Und. Noitme,beeauae 
it denies that responsibility which we know to be the gravest 
of all facts ; not kind, be<auae it makes fof^veaess impossittle. 
For what pBidm ea« there b^ wbcre thaR baa been bo. 
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And it BgMflift cut* far moral ti»pHiid«? The BiUe agrMs 

wilh the Tx-it philosophy that Iit;ht ilsc'.f grows with obctlit ncc. 
"Children of disobedience," the Apostle calls the he-ithcn. 
Somethinjj, at .my r.ite, they knew, and by thut itunctliirig he 
judges them. And are there none now who go against their 
own OOmcltlMCS^wlio, knowing the Gospel, yet choose to be 
iiiid««B,«r Mlfi*iii«rcnMll Tint Patraohi*, of vliom I bave 
nuufe mention, was a man of great ability and fine taste 
ItUellectually he rose much above the stand.ird of his ri^r ; he 
(urns away from the tyrannous and ali-pervading rhetoric of the 
si hools. .ind writes like the best modems, without aflectation, 
with an art that is guided by nature. He was periiaps the 
•UntRmnuiof Uttime. Bad as he wu, he was by no nwans 
the slave of passion. Rather he was a practical student of 
the emotions, who by bold and unprejudiced experiment had 
reached the first rank as a connoisseur of the paf.f^ions. lie 
knew the exact limits, measuring out his dose of opium wicli 
a steady hand and with a careful eye to health and the law, 
but witboat tlie slightest i^ard for any other consideration in 
heaven or upon earth.

A(ts of tkt Ap»Ultu By RICUAKO Belward Rackham, 
M.A. OiibTd ComowBtanes. (London: Methuen & Ca) 

Now that everything for and against the authenticity of 
St. John's Gospel has been stated, and the most advanced 
critics are repeatin|; the theories of sixty years since, the next 
book in the New Testament attracts the contending parties. 
Arts is seen to be as importnnt as iti the day? of thp Tiihingcn 
controversy, and the large increase of arcliacolo^<ical and theo- 
logical knowledge has made the thampions inlin.tely better 
cquipjKd. The question at issue is fundamentally the same. 
Is Acts, as wc now have it, a work of the second century or of 
the first ? Is it the ^vlJrk of an honest and well informed m.m 
who was coiileuipurary with the events described, or is it a 
compilation of a man bora two generations later whncensrinnsly 
or nnoonsciously gave a Catholic u»e to the Anostolie Church \ 

Mr. Racfchara, like Dr. iCaoiriiaf la the EiittaU*t's Grttk 
Tnliimtmtj defends the tnditranBl vtew. His haak b an elabo- 
latepaiapnrase inserted between sections of the text and fortified 
by notK and a lotig introduction. The introduction is almost 
large enough for a separate book, and contains a discussion as 
to the author, composition, date, and theology of Acts. The 
unity and Lucan authofship of the book are strongly maini,iine<l, 
and Mr. Rackham refuses to see the hand of a for^;er in the 
parallelism drawn between St. I'cter and St. Paul. %\ e liclicvc 
that he is right. The evtraordinarily minute attempts which 
have been made to cut the book into ]iieces of vutioua dates are 
very far from persuasive. The reader who will compare the 
long and arbitrary article on Acts in the Ent^clopaedia Biblica 
with the terse convincing lists of words given by Sir John 
Hawkins in his Horae Synof^tM^ will rndis^ that from a 
lii^istic side the conservative aigumeat b very stmw inted. 
We may commend, in passing, Mr. Rsickham's pannelhetween 
the schente of St Luke's Gospel and Acts. 

We are not equally satisfieo that he is correct in holding that 
Acta was written during St. Paul's first itnpriscmment at Rome, 
i.e. about A.D. 60. lie believes that tlie issue between St. Paul 
and the government had not been decided, and that it is 
incredible that St. l.uke would have omitted an account of i 
St. Paul's death if that death had alrejidy taken place. He i 
refuses to accept the view of Dr. Sanday that " the .Xcts was I 
written after tbe Gospel ; bat the Gospel was written after 70, 1 
hoaMHafheditbKMesbetiimStL«l«lsaadthe«tt»Goi|Mi I 



in the form of our Lord's prophecy of the dest ruction of Jerusalem 
show that it had already taken place." Dr. Sanday gerverally 

convinces us, but we aprcc with Mr. Rackhatn in refiardint; thi? 
argument as precarious. The parts played by tbe sic-i;e of 
Jerusalem in the drama of New Testament criticism arc as 
numerous as those of tbe leading; iictor in a .series of domestic 
charades. But wc do not agree with Mr. Rackd.itn's conclusion. 
For Acts is later than the third ( 1 ;> ; r cm ry one admits, 
and tlic third Gospel is almoii ccn.nr.Jy ,aier than the second, 
and the second cannot reasonably be put earlier than St. Peter's 
stay in Rome after A.D. 6a Moreover, a good many years most 
have ela|MHd aaoe the lesorrectioa heCnre thoee numems 
Gospels whidi St Luke mcntkms hnd been cn m p a ed. The 
Jews hesitated to write down the words of a imbhi,and theie 
are strong reasons for believing that the words of Christ were 
preser%ed in oral tradition for some years before any attempt 
was made to preserve them in writing. 

Mention should l>e made of the excellent map, with Pnifessrrr 
Ramsay's own latest corrections, of the valu.ible discussion <m 

the rainisiiy, and the dear explanation of tbe action taken by 
the CtwDcil at Jerasalem. 

Lift Everlasting. ByJOHNlTsKF. (London : Macmillan.) 

Mr. Fiske's "Ingerwll lecture," delivtrpd at Harvard in 
December, 1900, would m anycise jiossess iiiteres.1 .ts the last word 
of an influential and p.-of^ressive thinker; but even without In-, 
name this address, oci upymg a very slender volume, would 
attract attention as an (■lej;ant and serious statement of the 
anti-materialistic position. His line of argument ;s briefly as 
follows. The beUef in a future life uuty have originated in the idea 
of a ghost-world, itself perhaps the product of dreams ; but the 
wrongneis of the " specific interpretation," as in tbe uneducated 
sense of vishhl does not dbprave tbe "essentiab of tbe sitna- 
tien," vb. ki tUs case the 6et that there is a peculbrly bnman 
moilal attitude towards death. (Here Mr. Fiske quotes Scott's 
" HelvclyB" with admirable effect, but makes a slip in describing 
the scene as a Highland moor.) The interpretation of death 
as an event which human individuality survives seems to be 
one of man's earliest and most striking diffrrmtiae. J'ven Jewish 
I and linddhist theories imply more agreement than contiadiction 

I' on this point ; .and the un.sctlling tendencies of early sc-ep'icism, 
trulminating in scientific cockiurcne.ss, arc nov. Ji .nted. 
Science, however, judging by tbe analogy of the anuii.U world, 
dccfaiM Oait Mb does- not lardve the acivow qrsMm; and 
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popularidcas on the 5ubject, being mainly uncnnscious symbolism 
with iinniAn.ir;rablc images, piay into it& hands. The medium- 
istic unswir maybe dismissed as p(Mnling"ti> tl>e rnm lusion 
that tbe ^rade nf intplli^enop which survives liie grave li about 
on a par with ttiat which in the present life wc are accustomed 
to shut up ia asylums for itliots," But io liict no answer from 
experience is necessary or even idmnt ; «kiCMt of experience 
is no argument against iheexiateitoe and iiAtnK ef ether. ( 1 1 m ight 
here be feU that afaMBce of experience is perhaps a serious 
objection t« a fbeoty which it is urged was originated only by 
experiences demonstrably misinterpreted or imaginary.) But 
Mr. Fi^kc here grapples directly with the materialistic portion 
as detcnnined by the principle of the corrclati-m iind equivalence 
of forces. Admitting that the nervous artion of tlic mulct ules 
of the brain comes cnder this law, and might snmc day be seen 
t(j do so, is thought therefore an exact equivalent of vibration, 
and su a " funrtinu nf the brain" ? No; Tyndall and bpencer 
became le5^ dr>gtiiatic on this point; and "how are you going 
to work to give an atcuutit oi thoughts and cmotjons in foot- 
pounds" ? Consciousness then is con >; o ni i i a n t , p r r liaps concentric, 
in man, and possibly in the higher birds and mammals i ancl 
it is a subject for further inquiry whether the tool is "not the 
music, but tbe batper." This does not sal«« all diliieiiMet, audi 
as the poiata iavolwed in the questions of Cnationism and 
Ttadociaaiiiii. But k cenainly appears to be a valid and 
suggestive apphVatinn to psychology of some of the main 
principles of Hishop Butler; and the field is left clear ''los 
those general considerations of philo90i»bic analogy and moral 
probability which a» all the guides upoB siAidi we can call Jbr 
help ia tlus aiduoos inquiiy."

Mr. Gwilliam's edi lon of the Pc^!,it;a \crsion of the gospels 
has been long expected, and will be heartily welcomed by .ill 
who are inleKstea in the Syriac versions of the conda.

S'ves ns a brief pteface, a list of codices, and or edMons, the 
pistte of Ensebim to Caipianus in Syriac and Latin, a table of 
canons, and the Syriac text of the four gospels, with a Latin 
translation and the numbers of the canons in the margin. 
Beneath tbe text is printed a critical apparatus. It has long 
been known that the manuscripts of the Peshitta diflfer little 
more than do the manuscripts of the Massoretic text of the 
Old Testament. The tf'xt here prinfptt conserpicnlly differs little 
from that of the first printed edition of Widmanstadt ( 155S). As 
printed in this volume it is clear and easy to read, in spite of the 
smalincss and lightness! nt the type. The vowel signs have 
uctisionally sprung off, and we have noticed a wron^ division 
of letters on p. The volutne has one jjrcat defect. The 

chapter numbers are printeti only at the beginning of dupters. 
Goniequcntly many pages are without chapter notation, and 
reftrence is made dimctut. The preface is very inadequate and 
mirieading.

The preface describes tbi? bnnk .is a fairly systematic pre- 
sentation of the inner life of a Catholic hoftie of the educated 
class, written by a well-read and travelled m^mly^r of the lai^, 
principally for the encoun^ement of converts iiom Protcalan^ 

istti. Cardinal Vaughan considers that .as a record of personal 
experience and ictcllif^cnt reading it will he cqii.illy acceiitable 
tn the I'atholics. He also rails attention to the long Chapter 
■'more than a iiuarfer of the whole buok) on the Liturgy; and 
lavs stress on the atlvantaijcs of a non-profcssion.al and non- 
aiitl'.orilati'. e trealment of tlir subject ot jn rsoiial rclij;ion. 

To us it appears likely frum iEttciaai cvideiKC Uiut wc Ivave 
here the work of a devout lady, probably Scotch, entirely devoid 
of literary ability, and very seldom able to give her didactic dis- 
sertationa even the appenfaaoe of personal freshness ; the more 
unctuoui exhocmtiooi to converts, however, may possibly have 
been iosertedat the same time as one of the episeopal appro vala. 
At least one-half of the matter, both in the long commentary on 
the epistles, gospels, antiphons, &c, and elsewhere, consists of 
quotations from the Bible, St. "Teresa, and Cardinal Newman, 
or is extracted by pages at a time from Dr. .Scheeben's Gicnn </ 
Ph'ine Grace, or Bridgett's History <'/ the Hoiy liu it.insl, or 
Dom f^iJf'rRRper's I i/urfpt-al Vftir; most older writers seem to 
lie quoted at secondhand. We say this much to show that the 
book cannot be taken very serioi:s:y : but it contains a fair 
amount of pleasing and edifyinj; de5.criplii>n8 of religious^ emo-

' known to the writer, a \cty great deal of the treatment is quite 
unseciariaii ; but u lacks the bicffiraphical details and tbe 
consumptive pathos which give tut tVMk ao much of ila 
charm, and it more frequently sets OUT teeth on edge by some 
eiTjsive conventionality alwut St. Joseph or the Rosary.

Our ihortcominps h.ne lii.'cn cnlnrgr?tl u]ion (may we say 
exaggccattJ f) and have been nniilt&slv l.i;d bare; we have 
been subjected to much fierce criticism, some <>'' it mn-r 
instructive, some of i; sirikin^^Iy original, and we h,i% e rei i iv-nl 
mtich valtxablc ad\iec. More th.in thi-, some of lis iiavc Ix-cn 
interviewed ; so that, witli one thing and another, Oxford has 
been much in evidence throughout the \'acation, while at tl»e 
pveicnt time the local (lapcrs arc full of a question of the very 
gicaiot importance to us, the appeal ag;iiiist the new aness- 
aient* npon vUeh, as it is still mi uidut, «e do not venture 
^toy ^ wp n e n t. As for the prospects of the Term, there is not 
■neb to be said: it vottld be fairly safe to propbesgr that 
there ^rin be snow, thttnderstorms, Eights' Week, the Schools, 
and various other incidents, and, we may perlia) s add lo the 
list, Commemoration on someiiiing like the oid Imes, although 

tlic Coronation i'^ Hke'y to cause it to be concciitrated into 

two days instead of three. 

The Vacation was liajipily not truirkcd by many serious 
losses, but there is one whiili it wo.u'd ill become the 
Magazine not to meiuion. Lord Kimberley was not only 
a very distinguisheil public man who had filled many im- 
ponanc offices of State, but as Lord Wodehou.ie, of Christ 
Church, he took a First Class in Classics in 184}, and be 
received the Honorary D.C.L. from the University in 1894, 
bikI if not perhaps specially connecled with Oxford, had 
nianiliested his interest in University education by his long 
connexion with London University, having been a member of 
its Senate since 1859, and Clianc ellor sinee iSr)(). .V^togclher 
he was a man whoni t!ic country c .lu i\[ afforti lo iuse. 

Among tlie many points which have been raisc<l in 
connexion with Mr. Rhodes 's Will, mention must be made 
of the misapprehension which has arisen from the sentence 
dealing with the Oxford Medical School ; in consequence 
of this and the statements in an interview publi&hcd in 
Tkt TYmer of April 7, doubts have been cast by some as 
lo the actual exiitenoe of such an institniion. in vkv of 
(he capital expenditure of £40,000, and the yearly grant of 
over £1,000 which the University makes for the pur|»osi-s 
of such a School, the explanations in a further interview in 7'Ae 
Tima of .\piil 8 and the letter from the Renins I'rofeisor 
of Me»;icine to The Tinut of April 9 were most opjioi lune. 
The error appears to liave si'riini? from a r^ii^t.^ken idea 
in the minds of some people as lo tlte pur|)ose wtncb the 
Oxford Medical School is designed to fulfil. Its object 
is to provide in!<triiction in the theoretical portions of 
medical study, i.e. "in the science of medicine as dis- 
tinguished from its practice," after receiving vhich all that 
remains for Uie studnit to do is to go to a bonital and gain 
pnwikal enerience of raedtcal and tonteal work. For 
tbi> otaiect the Oxford Medical School is adinirably adapted, 



and the smigement by vrhich most medical students read 
for Honoort in Phynoiogy before paaaiug to the lecfanical 
study of medichie giwa them • ImovledM. of adentiSc 
method which the medical student else«nere has little 

chance of ontaining. Tlie 5^ctio:i( is not large, numbering 
about .1 livii:dre-:i : aiiii its rtUlivtly small size is of great ad- 
vint.u;'.-, siricj it renders possible l!iat persona! supervision 
so necessary for siieccj»Jul teaching, vvi:bitut wliich its hiph 
Standard co.ild not be maintained. 

llo'pi'.a! work the University does not attempt to provide 
for, and very rightly, since this could not be done without 
a targe hospital wMch would attract numerous patients by 
the reputaiion of lis staff, and this could only be maintained 
at a very heavy coat. After his University course, therefore, 
the student passes on usually 10 one of the Loodoo Hospitals, 
and the results of this coarse the Hoq^h recognize by the 
number of Scholarships offered to students of both Oxford 
and Carnbri^lge wlio have eompleted their academic study 
of medii iiie atid are 'eadv io go str,lighl in:o tlie wards. 

1 lie Oxford Medica! Scliooh instead of beini: nascent or 
non-e\islfiiT, is thus in a very ilotiTishinf; condition ; it sllll 
neeils de-VLdoi.imeiU iti some directions, and hinds w.ll be 
required to keep the rarious deparinicnis up-to-date ; it is to 
be hoped, therefore, that if Mr. Rhodcs's executors ever have 
an opportunity of devoting money to .such fi pur; ose, they will 
seriously consider the claims of this inbii'.uuon, which has 
shown the excellent use it can make of ail opportunities 
which may be given it. 

Professor Ray Lankesier's letter to Tfu Tmui of April 15 
contains some surprising inaccuracies concerning the Science 
teaching of the University which are difficuli to under- 
stand c omin;; f.orii one who should know so much belter 
the inic condition of tlniigs. The statement that our " Col- 
Icpe residences, leLti;iL-rooms, and h\Lioratoties arc open 
to ibe undergraduate student for a 'nominal twenty-four or 
actual tttenty-one w eeks " is, as the President of Corpus 
pointed out in his letter to I7ie Tima of April 14, merely a 
misstatement of facts. Ail laboratories begin actual work 
on the Monday of the first week ofTcrra.and coolinue till the 
end of the eighth week, and lectures are given for the same 
period. As to the contention that the Terms should be 
lengthened to occupy thirty>nine weeks in the year, it is true 
that for laboratory work the present Terms making up 
Iwcnty-four week.s arc somewhat short, but Professor Ray 
Lankcster omits to mention that almost all the laboratories 
remain 0|x-n throoj^hout the year with the excepiion of the 
Kionili of .-Vui'itsl, a fV-\\' da\ s at C'liristmas ami E.ister, and 
the stion periodii required lor cleaning, and that any under- 
graduate who wishes to remain to work in them is encouraged 
to do so. This opportunity is frequently made use of, and 
there are probably feu I'niveisilies where a student can OOd- 
Unue his laboratory work so long as in Oxford, for in many 
the custom is to close (he laboratories entirely during Vaca^ 
tion. Thus, although the arrangements for Sctenoe are hardly 
ideal, being regulated by the ivqulrements of other subjects 
and the funds of the University, no man reading for a Science 
School in Oxford need suffer the disadvantages whicli Pro- 
fessor Ray Lankester describes. If he chooses to stay up, 
lu; will find the laboratories and the Radcliffe Library open. 

The Moderators ihi^ year, u:ili>.e their unbapp\' predeces- 
sors in 1901, were able to finish tiieir woik witii ncaily a 
week of the Vacation irt Imnd. < if course tlie feauire of the 
year is the first appeir.tr.ce of a lourlh Class; in this 
twenty-six gentlemen fiHind themselves placed, while the 
number of those who only " satisfied the Moderolors** sank 
to fourteen. For this year, at all events, tbe diange of ^em 
seems not to fanve been very decisive ; the first Class bna 
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forty-five in it, which is just about the number we 
expect ; the Second Cla?is, with seventy-four, sliows a drop 
of about fifteen fiom the .iver.igi- of recent sears, «liile (lie 
Third Class, with seventy-seven, slicw s an increase :ii about 
the same proportion. No doubt ii wis \vi?,er to mtioduce 
change gradually ; but it is to be hoped in future years thnt 
the overgrown Second Class may be still further reduced. 
The feature of the year, so far as Colleges are concernfd, is 
the raccess of Balliol, which was easily ahead with nine 
Fints: New College and Trinity wen bracketed second 
with five each. Sixteen Colleges and one Hall were rcpre- 
■ented In die First Chaa, all bat tout with two or mote 
candidates. 

Inasmuch as we were badly beaten in the Boat Race, and 
aliO 'sutfcre'l u severe tk-ferit in the Racquels. not i \en 
Ourviclories at Queei^'s Club and at Saixhvich, silisf.u lory 
as they lK)lh were, can entitle lis to claim ninrc linn 
"honours easy" on the athletic events of the \ ,K.uion. 
The Boat Race was a great disappointment, for cvi u though 
the later stages of practice had made it evident that a victory 
for Oxford was hardly to be expected, one had hoped for 
MHneUiiog more of. a tiniggte and kts of a procession. 
With all due lespect to those in aulhoriijr, and without 
wishing in the least 10 deorjr the very fine crew which 
represented Cambfi^, we Mleve that "ihe man on the 
I'ank " is no; far wrong in pitching on the boat as a consider- 
able factor in our tlcfcat, and we veniore to express a hope 
that we have sci n the last of matcbuv Noah's Ark against 
a torpedo-boat destroyer. 

If the margin by which our victory at Sandwich was 
obtained was not quite as great a> tliat by which the O.Yford 
team of 1900 won their sensational victor}-, still 47 holes up 
on a88 Kpreienis a very subsianiial difference, and is at the 
atnw lime not a bit loo much. It is true that the match was 
playtd under most unpleasant conditions, but it is rather 
m^te of the Cmniruigt Rmm to plead that the hnnicane 
spoilt any chances they bad. Golf is not merely a line 
weather game, and, for the matter of that, tmravourable 
conditions are as a rule supposed to favour the weaker side, 
and we venture to think lh,ll to have iTiumplu.-d over llic 
dilflCuUieS of tlic cale if anvth'iiLC incieascs tlie cu dil (hu- tu 
Mr. Falk and his loani. Mr. liraiii^-ton and M r. iii \crid,L;e 
were tite chief contributors to the score, and the former's 
play in the morning was very fine golf indee<t : he seemed to 
rise superior to difficulties with which his opponent was quite 
unable to grapple, and it was not merely in skill, but in 
experience and knowledge of the game, that lie was far ahead 
of the other layers. May we offer liim our hearty con- 
gntttlatioiis on bdng selected to play ibr England in the 
Memadonal match at Hoylake, and wiib Inm nicccia in the 
Cfaampiomih^ this week \ 

We congratulate " Six Oxford Tutors" on the publication 
of CortUiiiio Vtrtialis, and oi» the success which tlieir vork 
has already begun to enjoy. Some three inuriili> ago ihe 
Athffiatum, in announcing the immediate appearance of this 
coUeCtion of essays, made an allusion in which an analogy 
was suggested between Conltnlio Vtiitalis and earlier com- 
posite VMumes of Oxford Theology. The compaiisoo it, 
we believe, deprecated by the joint-authoo of the pieseflt 
woiltt but it is inevilable ; and those who remember the real 
sendice done to rdli^oas dioiif ht by tbe two predercssons of 
Cmtenfi'a Veriitatir, and Ttcogfltoe the present urgency of 
cons^trucilvc theological work, will be grateful for the courage 
which has inspired the "Six Tutors" to brave embarrassing 
analogies. The general re.ader will be cuiious to discover 
whether it is possible to extract a " least common multii^ " 



of these theological factors. Tic knows that there are liberal 
theologians, and he would be glad to discover also a hberal 
theology. 

If the programme of the National Union of Teachers is 
carried out (and that vigorous body has a knack of getting 
what it wants), many secondary teacben will have mora 
rcison than ever to ewv the lot of teadbets ia tbe Mmary 
Schools. The National ITnioii of Teachers demands ihM the 
minimum salary for assistant masters in the counlrj' should be 
£So, rising automatically in nine years to £150: in London 
the minimum is to b-:- i'9,-, rising in fourteen years to £200. 
Of course (he:-e amounts are luw compared to the .scale of 
payment in some schools ; but trien ihoy re|iic-sent a ttiiiiinuim 
for a whole class. What is the minimum wage for University 
graduates, and what machinery have they for lecniinf 
automatic rises? 

A correspondent write; r — 

"The question of security uf tenure for a^si.st.mt masters 
is an even more burning (,ne at [■re.'^ent than that of salaries. 
It has been forced to the fiout by the recent dismissals at 
Merchant Taylors' Scliool. We believe the following facts as 
to these are undisputed : three masters last December received 
notices of dismissal, to take effect at the end of March; the 
first, who bad been at tbe sdiool twenty-thiee yearsi received 
a ^'ear's salaiy; die second, with twenty-five years' ectvke, 
received the same, but Only afker pralest; the third, a&er 
twelve years' service, reoeived nothing. No doubt there may 
lie excellent reasons for these gentlemen leaving: peihaps 
it is impossible for the Merchant 'I'aylors.' Company to ticat 
them more hi>env'.ly. Hut the poiiit which is urged stiongly 
by the Assistant .Masters' Association is ilut, as things are at 
prcsi nt, t!icrc is no guarantre ajjainst the arbitrary will of 
a head master or of a governing Ixidy, and that ' while this 
is so, it is idle to expect men of education and capacity 
to enter the teaching profession in numbers sufficient to 
supply the national reciuiremenis.' Any one who knows 
aimhiog of public school w«k, knows how nucb must be 
left to tbe ditcretron of a bead meaterj but snrdy some 
system can be devi?erl t^hich, while lenlag bis legitimate 
authority unimpaired, gives at least the Serority of public 
inquiry in cases of apj arcntly aibitrnry disinlssal. (."onsidering 
iio>v liiau}' of our ^iraduati's arc, or niicnd to be, teachers, 
the question cannot be looked upon as one of merely 
speculative interest. It is practical in the highest degree." 

We cnll the fiiUowiqg gem from the cohimna of a local 
paper. After venturing on tbe lurprisiog statement that Ae 
Colleges do not consider appeataiKee from without "—not SO 
much, perhaps, as the designers of the City Buildings or the 
new strops M Carfax — our contemporary proceeds : —

spoU will enhance the Cily in the eyet of ttraogen. 

Perhaps we .should bo enhanced in the eyes (a pleasing 
phrase) of the visitors who come for tbe Bodleian Ter- 
centenary if we had floni partenea and seats and a band- 
stand in the Raddiffe Square. Stuff such as we have quoted 
might otherwise be merely laughable: but unfortunately 
those who write it or cause it to be written arc often in 
a position to peipetnte the vulgar di^tgOMmenii which they 
suggest. . .

Biit when th s «Ti;rr pocs on to s.i}- tlia- noliody 
rows now unle&s he is not good cnouph to piay football, we 
think he is going a good deal too far. There is much 
to be said for his contention that the Oxford Rugby Fifteen 
Stands higher in comparison wiih other first-class clu1>s tlian 
eilber ihe Cricket or Association teams : it is the eiception 
for the *Vinity to beat a really fimt-daBi cricketing eoaiity. 
Slid of brte jmu the Asfodation Eleven*! ivoorI, even against 
anatear teami wff, has been notMnjr Klce as good as the 
Rugby Fifteen's. But even so, we should except rowing from 
the comparison — not even the Rugby Teams of the last two 
years can claim to have taken the same coiii;i irative place as 
that held by last gear's Oxford crew or dm yeai'i Cambridge 
eipht. We shoulci imagine iliat to nine persons out of ten 
a " iilue" is piiinanly a rowing "Blue," and that the cricket 
" Blue" still ranks next. This view is certainly supported 
by reference to those invaluable authorities on University 
naiti rs, the works of Ouida and her fellows, but we wish we 
could anive at a plediteiie of undeigraduaie opinion on the 
iuil^l. The school a man was iS, still moK las College, 
voold probahlr influence bis vote veiy mndi ; one traukl, for 
faistance, hardly expect to find an Oiiel man voGng Tor the 
River in picfercnce to Association, but it would be interesting 
to see how the vole would go at a College which does well 
all round, and is not special^ idcMiiied with any one branch 

of athletics. 

The Lacros'.f match to be j>iayH here to-day (UVdrs^^sdayN 
will be the fjrst rxiubiiion ol the C.iimdiaii tiatxnial iratnc 
ever givoi in Oxford. The Toronto team, which is to iii< 1 1 
a piclced EngUah twelve, has met with unbroken sucxe-s 
in its present tour m Ih^ cooniry, and has proved to the 
large erowds wludxhnve eveiywhere welcomed it that there is 
no swfiher, piettier, or more exciting game than lacrosse. 
On Satnraay the Toreotos played the Doke of Argyll's team 
at the Lord's ground, in the presence of the King and the 
Prince and Princess of Wales. The Prince of Wales 
(ioubik-S!, remembered the splendid lacrosse match which he 
saw on his visit to Canada, and took the first opportunity 
of witnessing another. At the b.mq'.ict pivcn in the evening 
in honour of the Canadians, several tiistinguiibetl speakers 
expressed ttic opinion that lacrosse should win a prominent 
place among English winter games, and should be taken 
up by the public schools.

RnmOMT 
seems divided wbelher St John's is going to change its 
poUcv, and become as other Colleges in this matter, or 
whetner a special exception has been made in Ifr. Ball's 
case. Whatever be the truth, the immediate result is one on 
which the College is to be congratulated.

IN MEMORIAM. 

CEOL JOHK RHODES. 

The i.tr.uh of Mr. Rhodes, and his bci>;r,iciioii~ to Oxford 
and Oriel, li.wc nxcd the iniaeinative f.iculiy of '.he Press to 
the utmns'. It w.is felt that an txiil,in.-it;on of iiis tlrorir; 
loyalty was needed, and it was sought, not luinaiurally, in 



reminiscences of his residence as an undergraduate. There 
is no need to review the slender stock of anecdote"? whirh ha* 
gained currency, or to criticize their ai curaty. T\k y.oiut 
which has cscapsd notice is this. Here is a man for whom 
the .<>tudics of the place meant nothing. 1 k- had no sympathy 
with the literary tradition, or the schotarsliip, or the science of 
Osfordi He cared nothing for the characteristic amusements 
of WKiergtaduate life or the diMineikms the^ oonier. He had 
that kind of detachment aduch i« natural m a nan wbo has 
seen something of the world, and whose boriaon is not Ihniled 
by the routine of school. His residence was not continooQS. 
He was l,i. i c for Mi Jiaelnias Term in 1873, for Easter and 
Michaeimas i ermsiu 3676, for Lent, Easter, and Michaelmas 
Terms in 1877, for Lent and Easier Terms in 1878, for 
Michaelmas Term in 1881, and he ncx^cr lived in Ollpge. 
As a result he formed no lastitig tics of friendship, .m l no 
very wide circle of acquaintances. And this is ll>c man to 
whom we owe an unqnaBlied and veiy piactlcal enlogjr of 
the College system. 

Ottr recollections of him at Oriel are based on his visits in 
recent years. He bronght with bun a great simplicity. He 
lUsliked formality, elabmdon, and needless e.xpense. Hit 
knowledge was curiously limited in some directions; he had 
little of the small talk of ordinary life, of which, natural^, h« 
had '^em v. ry little. lUil when he talked on subjects with WllA 
lie \v;is familiar, aud in which he WMS interested — the pt^ticftl 
ftiture of South .Africa, the treatment of ii.itivc races, problems 
of temperance and education, currency questions — then you 
forgot liis simplicity in his sincerity. He made no ^tcret of 
his plans and his hopes, of the difficulties to be faced, of 
the uncertainty of the issue, and he s]X)ke with a frankness 
which must often have misled political opponents. No one 
« ho was present will forget the audacious modesty of his 
^«gia at a College Gaudy in 1899. "In the gteater 
number of profetshns, as in law and medidne, men wbo 
adopt them are f5Tiidcd by prec«>dcnts and by rules ; in the 
profession which I have adopted, lhat of making additions 
to Hit ?>I,-ji ^;\'s ]aii|iire, 1 !iad no pri'< L-;U-ntv and lui 
rules So follow. C an )oii U- sm jirised if 1 souicliuics. make 
mistakes?" Vet a ^^r^.cr in the Si. [.imi\t Gazellt has well 
shown that the parallel liet\ueii In.s career and lhat of 
ati'.)iliei <Mrie! man, Raleigh, was tloser than lie knew. We 
may find the germ of an oft-quoted phrase in his Will, in 
a remnlc he made during his last visit, 'T always like coming 
here, jou never bother me about investments." 

KX Ins benefaction to the College, the only part w hich 
concerns the public, over and abowe the gracdful tribuie to 
the simplicity of otir livii^ and our unworldliiwtt, is that 
which provides for an extension of the College buildings, 
and of this it is (00 early to s.iy anything. It is, perhaps, 
chara^ie:is'.tc (1) -.ha", he ."^aw clearly that in ;lie inevjiablc 
coinptLiiioii beivieen Colle^'es something will turn on material 
rewjurces; (2) that lie il;i t;:!,ht it L>eiter to Strengthen the 
position of the siatY ih in to founil h esh ;-cholarships ; (3) 
that he had no prcit symjiathy uiih research or post-graduaic 
study ; (4) that he feU great pride in the actual fabric, indeed 
he contemplated building a facsimile tX Ae Ctpe, but the 
plans were destroyed in a fire.

MR.. RHODES'S SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Mr. Rhodes's munificent gift to Oriel is discus.scd else- 
where. The tertn.<; of the whole Will arc a touching testimony 
to the value rif ilie College system, and this particular section 
of it is adniiratile as setting an example in re-endowment 
whicli we trust s\ill be often followed. We aie here con- 
j cemed mainly w ith the Scholarsiiips. I'he idea is a fin( 
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one, of strengthening the ties between Tuii;;;sh-spcaking 
peoples, and between England and Germanf, through a 
common University education. Will these Stholarships 
realize it? and will ihcy do anylhiitg moref When the 
■eheme is in full working order there will be from 150 to 
soo Rhodesian Scholars mident bi Oxford M members of 
different Colleges, men dnwn from the Coloiites, the United 
Slates, and Germany, and spending three years here. Mr. 
Rhodes, like Plato applying numbers to his Ideal State, has 
laid do>vn the exicl (irri)iortirj(is in uhich character, iiiicllett. 
and ) liysique are to liive tlieir weight in the selection oi 
Scholars. But hLippily iliere are no liarii ami f.ist rules, and 
there IS no limit ot age. It is to be hoped that the various 
bodies, who under the Trustees administer this vast fund, 
will not bind themselves by too literal an adherence to the 
sacred numbers, but fulfil the spirit of the Trust by sending 
here the best men they can find. The Schdars, we imagine, 
wSl be of at least two kinds : (1) there will be those of 
onJbMtv nndefgndualie m, who will take the regular Degree 
conne here In one school or another ; and (2) there will be 
graduates of American, Colonial, and German Universities 
who will come here for special study — Latin, Greek, English, 
Law, History, Theology, Moill Pbihttopby, or tome bnnch 
of Natural Science. 

With regard to the former eia.sj we li.ue beard the fear 
expressed that we shall be swamped by professional athletes. 
We have no such fear. We trust that the Colonies and 
America will not send us their weediest sons, but we believe 
that they ynll send us men who are prepared to take Oxford 
seiiOMtly, not in one lield alone, but all round. It may well 
happen that tome of them will iod our tiou'woni Respon- 
dan wkket too narrow for diein. The Schoihr of the far 
West and South wHI not alwaya be fiunUiar wid) the prize 
puzzles treasured in Pan no ; if that be so, we trust that the 
puzzles will go, and the students will come in. So may the 
day for the icfonu of Smalls be hastened. As to the other 
class of siudeius, some probably lake advantag<^ of the 
"research" de>;iees of B.L:lt. and liSc, while oilierj, -.uil 
puriiue tlieir special studies in ilie Lcciure-rooni and the 
Museum, and not least in the Bodleian and A<>hmolean, 
without taking a degree. It is quite true that Mr. Rhodes's 
beqiieat does not duectly help Oxford to meet the needs of 
these new adwlan: their contribution to the University 
Qiot docs not answer to the demand they make upon it 
We regret that, tike m many Founders, Mr. Rhodes put so 
large a proportion of bis money bto Scholarships, and 
so little into teaching. Though we do not overlook his 
noble gift to Oriel, it is clear that Mr. Rhodes did not realize 
the needs of the L niversitv. ]iu[ if his fnundation takes llie 
developniem we aiuiLii'iie, if a f iir [larr of his Scholars cunie 
as advanced or S| ecial student.'-, \> e l.H-lie\ c that llie siiniu'.U!; 

6'ven to higiier studies iu Uxlurd wiil gti^ new life 10 itte 
Diversity, and so encourage other benefactors to endow it. 
Archaeolcinr, the English School, Modern Languages — these 
are some air the subjects, to name but a few, which we hope 
may receive a iww hnpetus. We do not ignore the main 
purpose of Mr. Rbodes's will, the promotion of the best spirit 
of ue English race, but it is no dispangemsBt to bim if we 
venture to prophesy that "he buitded greater than he knew," 
and that from his bequest will con-.c inJirecih, :\n enlirpe- 
ment of the aims and the work of Oxford. N\'e are not 
without hojKj tint iu the end the Trustees may find them- 
selves in possession gl a reni;iindcr of money, which they 
may devote to ilie endowment of the University, and so to 
the direct benenc o{ Mr. Rhodes's Scholars. We trust that in 
any case the University and Colleges will deal with the 
endowment, so far as they are concerned with it, in a wise 
and liberal spirit, and wekome the new Sdwkrs to ihe folkst 
privikgcs of the Oxford life. 



THE BOAT R.^CE, 100?. 

From the Oxford point of view, there can be no doubt 
that the Boat Race of 1902 was a miserable failure. Every 
one, of course, adiniis that Cambridge iiad an unusually good 
crew, but even this fact will not account altogether for our 
defeaL We started at a disadvantage as compared with 
Cambridge, in that we had to make our new oarsmen while 
theirs were already mtide. Alier about six weeks' praetke, 
however, things began to look somewhat brighter, and it 
was not until the l.ist week of training that we gave U|> all 
hopes of victory. There has been a great deal said about 
the folly of experimenting v illi short boats b) in iny of the 
papers, and there cm Ix- no doubt that we wc.-e unfortunate 
in our choice o: li j.r.^ iiii> year. Ihe new Diocas Boat, 
owing to some nii!>takc on the part of the builders, uas not 
laid down upon the lines which Dr. Warre had designed, 
and was without doubt very slow indeed. I'hc actual boat, 
however, in which the races of this year and last year were 
rowed, seems to have come in for the heaviest share of abuse. 
She had two faults: iirst, that she was 100 small, having 
been built for a much lighter crew, and, aecMMily, that she 
was old and radier knotted aboui^ and these two things 
would be quite enough to accouni for any disappotntmcni 
she may have caused. 

.\l)oiit ihe rai (' ilsulf tiiere \ery little to tell. Il was 
a lieauiilul >lav, uitti t.o ■.wtid to speak ot and a very lair tide: 
I'amhrid^-e won the t;);^s, .uid chose tlie Surrey Station, 
which, however, did not give them any material advantage. 
When Colonel Willan, who officiated as starter, fired his 
pistol, Oxford, rowing about one stroke a minute slower than 
Cambridge, took a lead of a foot or two in the first few 
strokes, but rapidly lost it again. By Ihe end of the I-ulham 
Gardens wall Cambridge had half a length lead, which they 
increased until they were ahnoct clear at the Cnbtree. This 
lead increased Steadily over the rest of the course, being 
about two lengths at Hammersmith Bridge, three lengths at 
Chiswick. four lengths at Barnes, and five lengths at the 

finish. 'I'lie wiiinerH ^eenieil to be rowing quite easily, and 
were Hot nnuli done up at the finish. They owed lljeir 
victory to die spilendid !eg-dr,ve wLicli they all had, and to 
their watcrinaiisfup, winch enabled litem to secure quickness 
at the two ends of tlie stroke. Oxford had a fairly good 
swing, but tllC ieg'drive was very moderate, and the whole 
crew gave the impression of slowness and want of life. The 
lime also was sometimes rather erratic, and it was only very 
occasionally that anything above thirty^lx Strokes to the 
minute was reached. This inability tO sustain a mHog Aioks 
^^ a> held by many good judges 10 have been the fanmedlale 
cause of our defeat, as the winners on the average rowed two 
stiukes a minute (aster all over the course, even wbeu they 
had esiahiisbed a conunanding lead. 

.\NOTHER ACCOUNT. 
After the Trial Eights bad been rowed at both Univer* 
sities, neither side seemed to have much advantage over ibe 
other in material As the practice for the Boat Race pro- 
ceeded, and both crews reached the Lower Thanes, It was 

snrin cvidi.uu that Cambridge had a slight advantage. This 
,T,dvani.i^c w is increased by the reconstruction of the crew 
at Jii'iirne V.ud, 3 and 7 chaiigirig ]^iaees. Oxford at this 
stage of jiratticc were heavy and pondeiou.s. 

Soon after the arrival of tiie crcw s at Putney die odds of 
3 to I were betted on Cambridge, \«liicii, though at the time 
they seemed scarcely to represent the merits of the two 
crews, were ultimately justified by the result of the race. 

Oxford were now coming on considerably, and seemed 
capable of turning into a &st crew. Ten days before the

in 191010. IS aeok, a fiut tfme even under ftvoumble con- 
dhtons tach as ihey bad. 

riiiiil'riJi^f. wliiisr- Nvoik, e?pecnl!y Icj^-work, was a porul 
(iciil s-u}ji!ni>r lo (.Jxttm), jiow began to improve rapull}' in 
quickness and uniformity. Up to the Tuesday before ihc 
race it sectncil quite possible that Oxford misjlit acquit 
tliemretvcs very creditably, but from liitn lo llu- r ue they 
showed a lack of the qualities which go to ciiaracicrizc a 
crew that is traininj^ on fast for a race, such as quickness at 
both ends of the «iCrol;e, uniformity of the bodies, liard 
driving with the legs and a capacity for rowing a fnt SUoke. 

JJMt need be said oC the nee, Cambridge ioon assumed 
the Indt and, roinn^ two ctrobet tuxet all tlw way, won 
ea^y in good time. Though the Brooa boat oppcared not 
to suit this year's crew, it must not be too much blamed for 
iliL'ir hik uf^j'eeu. It was uiif'urnuuit; that ilic new swivel 
rowlocks were jiui given a (aircr test, and so put an end to 
the coM ioversy of whether twiveh are snitabie for eight- 
oared rowing.

As we anticipated last Term, the Sports ended in a verdict 
of 5-4, but we were mistaken when wc said the issue would 
depend upon the Qtiartcr, though our forecast of that race 
was strikingly juaiified.

Cocb^tt is 
undeniably as pretty and plucky a runner as we ha\'e seen, 
and on previous occasions at Queen's Club won his race tgr 
his fine turn of speed at the finish. This year, when it caue 
to racing in the Isst lap, it was Gay^-Roberts who made the 
pace, and then, when Cockshott sprinted up to his shoulder 
in the straight, Gay-Roberts showed how well he had jtidged 
his own capacities fay having an anaweifng sprint whim took

younger runner.

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THE EDUCATION BILL. 

It Is a cnrioQs na«It of putf politics that the long laboun 
or the friends of Seoondsry Edacailon, tncked by all the foice 

of a represeniaiive Royal Commission, should have resulted 
in an Kducation Bill that, in appearance at least, is mainly 
one for Elementary Education. We are not chiefly e n- 
ceriied with this part of the Bill: sooner or later the 
problem of the Voluniari, SLiiooIs had to he setilcd, .nui 
the schools in some form or other taken over, 'i'be form 
of settlement has raised a great outcry, but with certain 
additkna it aeems not nnreasonable. Provision should be 
made for admitting pupil teachers to Voluntary Schools who 
are not of the creed of the majoritjr, in regions where no other 
school is svailaUe: and the waalefiil daaae permitting the 
CStahHshment of new sdioob tot idlgiQas nrimrities should 
lie cut out, and provi^n msde For me religious teaching of 
such minorities at fixed hours in tlic existing f r:knr>Is. With 
these amendments. English common sense roi:Id work the 
Klcmcntary part of ihr liiil. A represeniaiive cli'tii'-iit on tin- 
njrinagetlJent is all-in;p<>rtant, h(!t the ntitiiher nf rejin-- 
.seiitalives matters litlle : :!ic < onlrovcrsy so fur h.is hern 
much too abstract and axitimietical. If the majority abu:>e 
their powers, it is quite certain that they will lo.sc ibem. 
Tbat, and the control from Whitehall, should be sufficient to 
pnmnt abuse. 

When we tnni to the Seooodair part, the provisions of the 
Bill are nidinMiitaix indeed. Bnt Ae ftist step is taken : 
St local aatbori^is oomtitnled, and out of this much may 
glow. The amnoritjr is limited to a twopenny rale, and is 

not compelled, as it ought to tie, to use the " local-tuxntion " 
money for ihcje purposes. Secondary Education reniains 
inchoate and unorparizcd, but we hope tliat out of 'ije new 
authorities, acting alone and in co-operation, someihing; l.ke 
a system of Secondary Schools will be developed, lint it 
must be remembered ti»at in most districts the cost of lakinp 
over the Voluntary Schools will be so heavy that the lui al 
authnnly will hesitate to add anything to the rates for 
Secondary Edacation. Fioaadallj'', as well as politically, 
the Elemenuur irill take precedetwe of the Secondary. 1 he 
new authoriiies vlQ, of ctnirse, tale over and cany on the 
fa%faer wodt hUlierto imdertalten by School Boards, but, if 
they have also the care of Elementary Education, they will 
have little time and less nioticy for the more ample provision 
for Secondary Education iliat the country requires. From 
this point of view there is sonicthin;.' to lie «;.iid I'o: the much- 
abused "optional" clause, A local authority which declines 
for the present to touch Elementary work would be free to 
give Secondary Education (he attention it needs. On the 
other hand, the arguments for unity of authority are strong, 
and the postponement of unification contains within it the 
aeeds of further strife. The Dill is inadequate, it is sur- 
immded with difficulties, but, gnen the aecesaiqr of aol\ing 
in one composite measine two wholly dllTerent problems, it 
is psriiaps as nod as could be expected from a " strong" 
Gevemment wiiich has little real interest in education. The 
discussion in rarliamen: will lie long- and fierce : ^^e hope 
that common sense wiil prevail, and that the Uiil in an 
•nsnded fium wOi become lav.

The Draft of the ^'oluntcer Service Company, Oxfordshire 
Light Infantry, consisting of one Officer, Lient.

morning of Saturday, March 1 5, for Southampton Docks, lo 
embark on board the liircd transport S.S. Greet for con- 
veyance to South Africa. Colonel Sirachan, Commanding 
the Regimental District, with his Suff. was present on the 
platform, and most of the Officers of the Corps and numennis 
other members assembled to speed the parting warriors on 
their way. No news hitherto has been received of them 
. since, except a private line from TeneritTe ".o say that all \sere 
I well, wall tlie e.xcei>tion of some few who had fallen victims 
to die con^mon coniyilaint of those who ais unacGUslomed to 
go down 10 tlie Sea in ships.

It would be well, therefore, to obtain some fifty additional 
members this Term, in order to ensure at least a maintenance 
ot die llLj-urcs of the Ia>t two vears. 

Notice IS given in Ordeib that the Cnrji.- will go into Camp 
at .\ldershot on the last day cf Teim, Saturday. Jur.e 21, till 
Tuesday, July i, and that every member must attend, for 
a minimum period of 144 hours, except in individual cases 
of sickness duly certified, or of leave granted in writing for 
special cause by the Commanding Officer.

O.U.V. SIGNAI.T.IN'G ON DARTMOOR. 

Tb« Signallers of the O. U. Voluniepr Corps spcr^t the 
last Dnk of the Vacation in lon^'-tliM.ince signalling 
nUHiiOeiiVKB on Dartmoor. The general scheme of Opera* 
tioDB WIS as follows. The proverbial enemy hatl landed on 
oar shores and occupied Plynwutb. Two defending armies 
therefore, ihe ooe of North, ibe other of East, Devon, were 
to kdvanoe from Okehaniptoii and Chagford respectively, and, 
entering into commnnication with each other over the moor 
by sign;\ninj;, la join forces .it I-Mlfonl. IIc;ivi'y defeated 
ir nn aitrTrip: 10 distod^e ilic ciu'my, they would retreat to 
[hi- soiuli-casi (ill jiar.illrl liiu s, keeping in totich by signal 
one with tlic o'.litr, lo tii.ikc tiicir las: stand covering the line 
of tlic Dart valley. 1 he dcilai, liowcvcr regrettable, was 
necessary, as a victorious advance to the sea would tiave 
forced the signallers to abandoA the apfwc^ptiate aoene of 
their operations, the moor. 

The adieme on the whole was well catrried out— Mve that 
bad weather cooipdled the East Moor Section on the aecond 
day to penetrate the taumft lines by train from Prineetown 
to Lydford via Tavistock. This section, consisting of repre- 
sentatives from Merton, Exeter, and Keble, assembled at 
Chagford on Thursday, Aj^inl 17, and the ntxi day M>luiif,'iii,i,' 
into the heart of the moor, c^t.ablishf d from ilte rock-pile ol 
Watcm Tor a connexion with the Nortfi Devon Section liy 
heliograph at a distanc r of --iirr.c three miles. The men of 
this Norili Dir\ oii Set lion, liaiiing two from New College and 
one from Sujohn't, had that morning reached Okehampton 
end climbed set Tor for the purpose. Signalling operations, 
however, were .<somewhat hampered by the pock tnuisport 
of this section. This not only became embedded in « bog 
on the side of Yes Tor— from which it «M extiicatcd only 
after ionr uid bard hbour, by the eonstracUon of a bridge of 
heather, to terra firma — but, disconsolate at these experiences, 
the gallant steed in question refused at length the passage 
ofa flowing lorrcnt, some few feet in breadth, \^ith !,ucli tjuiei 
peninacily that. (h>]iitc the assistance of a fiiemily native 
and all tin- Jiersuasivrncts ot itiC NaJ.'J. in charfre, the 

traitqK>rt had ilnally lo retire on its base, leaving part only of J 
the taction to ctOM awamp end ravine in hot murte. Thnsl 



delayed, it arrived at its second allotted station only towards 
sunset, to find that the army of the East, having sii miles of 
unknown moor to cross to its quarters for that night, had 
retired over the moor to Postbrit^ in despair of a^^ain 
finding its ally. Neither was this section without its dis- 
tresaek Casualties on the march occurred to two-thirds of 
its menbeis, but it managed to emerge from the trackleis 
waste breaihiesa but trinispbant as the nm was Kttlng. 

For the next four d.tys that san was no more seen. A 
fierce, cold wind, whirling on its track a never-ceasing mist, 

^Wejil tiitr inuor. The two seitiotis tnet at Lydford, 
attended ehinL-h [jaiidf liiere on t!ie Sundav (listening with 
eiihaiieeii apjireciation to Die tiansport dilTiculties of the 
aneient proiilie: ), and then, boldly separaiiriir, phinged each 
on ii* O'VYi track up into the tiiick mist 011 the i^Ionday 
inotning. I'nisting to map and compass alone, they crossed 
the wildest and most savage stret<;hcs of the moor. Tor 
after Tor embedded in mist was climbed, and swamp after 
swamp was passed, till at length, as afternoon was waning, 
each with glee discovered the otiier« and vigotooi fleg>wo» 
enstied from Tor to Tor at tome met distance. Then the 
Dartmoor rain descending dispatched both sections in hot 
haste to finish their moorland tramp in face of the stinging 
gale and seek each its M'jiaratc qn.ulers for the iii,i;h; — 
every signaller in his own person a mere waterljrook hy 
that journey si end. Prineetown and Two Bridges har- 
boured the defeated armiM, the former indeed but grudg- 
ingly; for the civilian cnjoymeni of a Dartmoor Hunt 
week had filled every hostelry in that dreariest of m(x>rland 
townships full to oveiiSowing. 

Exhausted by its many miles of heather}' hummocha; 
rank grass, and peat morasses, the second section rejoined 
somewbu late, on the Tuesday morning, a nuwnnig once 
more of coiid and driving mist. Yet

For as the sections, separating near Princeton, pushed steadily 
I'orwaid along jiaralkl lines in a poiuh-westerly direelion 

fcelincr for tlic enemy, ' and keejiing well in touch by flag- 
wotk at a eouple of miles distanc<', the day ini()roved, and 
even llic helio, fixed up on some natural stand, h.istily im- 
provised, now from a rock, now on a tree-branch, came 
into rare employment. LastJy, on the VVednesda\ the whole 
force retired, Cectioa No. i acting as advance, section 
No. a ae rear guard, at thtee miks interval, until some hard 
ibreed marches brought both sections, signalling at last with 
the bcKo again, down paiallel luxs on both sides of the 
Erme valley oif the moorland to chrilizatibn and peace at 
Ivybridge as the evening drew on. 

The week was one of hard marchinR. often with knapsacks 
a-lded 10 the rather cumbrous signalling equipment, over 
(leihaps the roughest ground in ILiiglanrl, and covering 
mail)' mil-js in all. Difficulties of mist and rain, of distance 
and mirage (in which at least one most extraordinary effect 
was seen, the crags of Yes Tor, viewed through the telescope, 
streaming away in waves as it were of Uovji^g grass), of 
bitter cold and heavy climbing, all added inleieat and SCSt 
to the aignalliqg work proper. The signaller became more 
and note apt at lindmig cover— an essential part of Ida 
duty— and evaeaatiqi fte diy line, at discovering his felk>w 
in pfanea aBke looked for and unexpected, at faring scantily 
for rations, and marching quicltly and sturdily over rough 
boggy ground, at using map and compass, at estimating 
magnetic \*ariation, at identifying his own position and those 
around him. The grant in aid of ex[ieitM.s from the corps 
I'unds rendered the expedition possible ; the hospitality 
afforded to both sections at Lydford by the N.C.O. in charge 
of the *Noith Devon" cooihigen^ added veij greatfjr to 
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its pieaisure and comfort; arul the wtidne&s and beauty of 
the moorland, with its innumerable streams and craggy 
rocks, were to much the more appreciated as forming not 
ends in tbennelvcs of some mere walking-tour, but part of 
ewry dtf» work la add to the experieoce and efficiency 
oflbe SignaOen of (he Oxford UnivenltT Volunteers.

EnaUh CtrmatiMtXtemb. Edited by L.£. WlCXBAH UOO. 
(Westminster: A. Coostable & Co.) 

This sumptuous volume has appeared with singular opportune- 
ness. At a time when every one ia cnneemed with thewtaricaJ 
data of the ceremonies of a ooconation it ia ynrtieulaTiv mtis- 

factory to be pcesentcd with such cardU renJts of laborious 
research and scholarly editorship. Mr. Legg^ aim has been 
"to gather into one volume n scrresofdoeimients which will give 
the consecutive history of tt.c rorooatiofl In England from the 
earliest fi^nc down to < iuccn \'ictoria, . . . with a view of illus- 
trating the ciironatioii i rieiiionir.s cluiin^' Mch iiyr..i5ty.'' .Arrord- 
ingly the i*ader is fumi!>hed with .th ordination of .Aidaii ab kiiif; 
by St. Columba, a coronation order of the mndi tci-.'.ury, one of 
the twelfth ccntur>', that of Kk hard I, of Klc.mor of CrovcriL-r, 
of Richard III, Hdiry \ ('hailrs 1, J.iiiics 11, Wtlliani nr.d 
Mary, and of <^uecn VictotU. i uithciiuorc, the reader uiU find 
amongst the other chapters various unportant Papal documents, 
the Liber Kegtilis, various schedules and im-cntories of the regalia 
at dificrtot epochs, and a full account of the proccseians and 
banquet at Georgie I Vs coronation. Mr. Legg himsctf oonlribules 
a valuable and critical historical essay on the coronation orders, 
in which he summarires and discusses their changes, and (he 
meaning and importance of those dianges, while synoptic tables, 
showing the changes in the ceremonies, in the oath, and in the 
coronation of a Qiircn C*oiis<iit, fitly emliody these x-ariation^. 
The publication and editing' of iIr- I iUr R,-i^.ilii aluiie would 
entitle >!r. Le^K' to the gratitude of the antiquarian and the 
historic.il student, but in the wealth of documentary and lUiisira- 
tive matter the iinportance of this chapter almost cscape.s notice. 
Mr. Legg modestly .-ipolo^^i.^es for the translations lie has 
added of (he French aud Latin docuntents, but in reality he 
h.is been singularly successful in his renderings, and they must 
prove very helpful to all who are not expert in mediaeval 
phraseology. That Mr. Lsgg'a RMarchcs have already haen 
pilkged by the journalist Is not surprising ; they wul fbim 
a permanent storehouse for all, whether journalist, antiquarian, 
or student. Not the least remarkable and attractive part of the 
volume is the illustrations. The frontispiece is a beautiful 
reproduction of a fourteenth-century coronation taken from 
a valuable MS. at Corpus Christi, Cambridge, and the other 
nineteen full-page illustrations in the text are on a par with this 
in the care with which tbcy ha'.e hren reproducetl. Certainly 
the pablishcts havi- spared no pains to (;i\c Mr. I.egp'is work 
a setting woithy of it .ni-.d the iKciision. If one in.iy be so 
ungratenil as to t■^pre^^- w small grumble, ^^e should li,i\e likej 
to have sctn included iti the illustrationii unc of tbe benutitui 
champion-cups from the collection in tbe possession of the 
historic L)>-mocks at Scrivclsb^, champions, as Mr. Legg duly 
not es, since the comwtioa of Richard 11. A comparison of the 
cup of William 111 with that of George tV is not exactly flattermg 
to tbe taste of the later monarch. ISut it is impossible fM> dottbt 
to have ever)'thing. and Mr. Legg has given us sotnoch and SO 
well that criticism is ungracious. Certainly editor and publi^Mr 
have combined to make this handsome volume one (to use 
a hackneyed pluase) with wliich no self-respecting libruy can 
alRwd tA dispense.

U.A. (London : T. Fisher Unwin.) 

Mr. llent has put together a very interesting little book, his 
purpose being " to describe English public opinion in the fifty 
years afuy the Restoration," particularly with reference to " (he 

popul.-jr \!ew of nistiniial (?uty rmd interes?." .md he has been 
f;iiidcd l!u.nit;l)ov,; l.y !lie ^i/nerid ijrinci|)li- s lltat "States are 
not to be luerL-ly j idned hy their leading men." Arrr>rdinj;ly, 
after a brief introduction, he devotes two chapters to iIlu^tr.^lln4 
from rontf ir.]ioraiy Fouirf s ih? Knplish view of the Uutch, one 
lo puiilii-: o]iiii;Lsr'. <lii:iin,' c " .o' llWjJ-K', ,t fourth tO the 
Ln^iish view of Frnnee, a Tilth lu the naiiau<il character, and 
a sixth to the effects of the Revolution. lioth the periods and 
thedivisioasof bs subject-matter arc deftly chosen— as furnishing 
a clarifying studly of we epoch which is alike lbe pRlnce.'lo the 
mooem nn * ' • 
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PMnaKhy proper. Mr. Heitt feu ddved wlddjr an4 deeply, 
and lus elaborate quotations are neatly strung together and 
caiefiilly referenced in footnotes which will be useful to the 
student. Indeed, the whole book is not only eminently readable, 
but also furnishes an miemtiiig and explanatory comment on 
the frreater part of Macaulay's History. Only f.vi criticisms 
sugjjcst themselves. Firstly, we might havo a linlc more nt 
Mr. llpitz himself; his be.ids are generally very good and 
preuily fclcrteii, hut ^ li;:lc more string would not be amiss. 
The connexion ii not ni nys nulte c!ear, and an essay of this 
kind should avoid, as fur as passible, bein^' a n.f rc anthology of 
interesting " gobbets." Secondly, it is a pjiy ih^ii " constitutional 
development " should be vittually excluded from his scheme. 
Perhaps— we hope so— Mr. Uertx will exnand his essay into 
« volume proper, and dve as a real phiunphkel hittwy of 
English public opialoii MtiieMi i66o-i7ioe^ in wMch be will be 
able IP Im critical^ comprehensive, explanatory, and illustra- 
tive; m wbidi caae be might add a complete bibliography with 
some remarks, not merely on the editions, but the traiui: of the 
authorities cited. This little ralume of 160 pages certainly 
SOfgests th.it he has considerable qualificanoas for w> useful 
a task. It would form a most valuable introiUiction to Mr. Leslie 
Stephen's well'kaowa book on English thought since i6£8.

which occur in it ; and indicating; the main difticjlties npon 
which criticism may fasten ; giving a more deiailcii exposition 
tfMM ProfetMT Wallace's Pr^egotntna ; appealing more 10 the 
OBtaider than Mr. M'Taggut's Studits im Htgeltan DiaUctU ; 
takiiy a less personal and subjective tone tlut Dr. Hittcbisom 
Sttriing'i Snret 0/ Hcgtl ; such a gciteni introduction would be 
of the neatest Sttvioa to the student of philosnphy. Mr- Oaillie's 
book does not seem to us quite adequately to fulfil the require- 
ments we ha\-e suggested. With many merits, it sufiets litam 
a lack of that clearness which above all else is needed m 
a work of this kind. Failure in this Tcsjicct, whfTC surress 
would hax^c been exceedingly difficult, i.s nm to be w ondered at ; 
but it is, nevertheless, faiiurp in an essenti.d point. \Vc have 
xw.ured to make this our only cri'.iristn on a bock which, in 
the hands of a more competent res icwcr, wonid have rrcc:v»>d 
.1 treatment fuller and therefoic more uscf.d to Mr. Ji.ullio, 
because we approached his treatise, not as familiar with the 
Hegelian Logic, or as ever having, like Mr. Buillie, made a 
thorough and coascientious study of it, but as hoping to find what 
nigbl make audi study easiar fay taUeviag mt m the least of 
the laboulr of thoutfat neeestarf to the underitam&w of Hegel, 
but of such difficulties as those caused by ignorance of what 
cenain worri.s and expressions (e. g. "reflexion") meant for 
Hegel to begin with ; and we imagine that it is for readers in 
this position that Mr. DaiUie writes.

Tfii F.thici! Phtl.-sflpky t-f Sidgnnck. By F. H. HAVWAKH. 
(London : Swan Sonnenschein & Co.) 

A young German (we tell the story from memory) once be- 
thought himself of taking the late Professor Henry Sidgwick's 
philosophy as the subject for his doctor's disser ation ; but on 
further 5tt;d>' he for.nd himself baffled ; he could not discover 
what SidgH ick's H'i l.'anscAauung ■w»^ At last he was reduced 
to writing to ask the I'rofcs"ior to infonn him ; but Sidgwick 
replied on a postcard tliat lie did not know himself. It was 
owing to this lack of a ll 'i /'.ifUL /i.iiiuni^, which is fully admitted 
in the preface to llic book before u.s, tliat .Siiigwii.k's writing was 
so tar less interesting than his talk on philosophical sumects. 

His faaiioa iigr balanced statcnieBt nade it dUcult to know 



after reading hfan what he had been saying ; but he was less 

cautious in his conversation— .is he was also, it is true, in such 
published talks and occisional articles as those contained in his 
little volume on Practical Ethics - and it is (o be doubted if 
many who had only read him, and never enjoyed the privilege 
of meeting him, have been able to nndcr/itana the admiration 
(t it for him by those nearest to him. .idnrii ition which wa^ ^'u cn 
most eloquent utterance in the obituary notice published in the 
Procc!:,i;>!i;i of tlic SoLicty for I'jychiral Research by his friend, 
so soon to follow him into the unseen, .Mr. Frederick Myers. 
Mr. Hayward, havini; umicrt-ikcu a ta^k like that of the (.rnr.an 
candidate in the story already utetttioned, is t»ot iq be biawcd if 
bis work strikes one as more painstaking than interesting ; it is 
hard to give saliency to an account of a system which was, 
pmnerly speaikiag, no e)ietem at all, and rnn-er attained to 
a WeUmaekaiiuHg. 

On p. 163 we reel ihA Mr. Hayward does not thoroughly 
appreciate the position of Green about the " summing of 
pleasures." Green was attacking hedonism as a pbilosopby, 
not of thoughts, but of feelings. Hence if pleasures can be added 
together in tho-ght, that will not advanttige his oppoRert't, 
unless they can bc /V// ris .idded together ; and it is this, "c take 
it, that (jreen denies. There i« srimcthinn; tircsotnc in more 
than once speaking of Kant as ■' the Koni|;5lM;r>]: thinker, ' 
particularly when, as by Mr. H.iyvsard or his printer, it is spelt 
KonigsliiJit;. We cannot tliiiik the word " lla^liy " suitable to 
the op'anisin of such men as .Shaftesbury. Leibnitz, and Butler, 
however little wc may be satistied with it. Is not untimiUir 
(p. 241 a strange form, \\ hich thcic w.is no need to coin ?

E. T. CaMP,\' :n.\c. I i '-sford: Clarendon I'rcss. i 
The writings of that inrercsting group of men of whom it is iisual 
to s|>trik as tiic Cai^iliridgo ri.itr»nists are perhaps sufiidcntly 
vul of the way of the urdiiMi-y reader to make Mr. Campagnac's 
selcctiaa hem three of them— Whicheotc^ John Smith, and 
Culverwd— aocqXabie to many. Of these t^obaU)' John Smith 
maide the deepest impfesaftlo npon those who dunny bis short 
liiei the mature years of which were spent almost altogether in 
the Uni\-ersity of Cambridge, wene brought into personal contact 
with him ; while CuU'crwel had certainly by far the greatest 
gifts as a writer. They were men the union in whom of a 
blameless life, genuine religion, and high culture did much to 
illtisfrate nn ^^v fmvn some of the Iwst excellent rhnncieristics 
of which — wcirldlincss, controversial bitlerncis, meticulous 
orthodoxy — they were eminently free. I hey were apostles of 
"sweet reasonahlenc.s.s " in religion. What roud be better 
than such ;» passage' as tins from U lnchcote's H't>ii 0/ Heiisfitt'! 
"This i^ llic direction in Ueli>;i<in ; use your Reason so far as 
you jiuy have perception of these tbingb, and such a Sensation 
of them that you nuy receive satisfaction. If you do not do so, 
really you do not come within the compass of Religion. A Man 
may admit that which ii a tne Frnicipla npon acomnt of 
Religion ; yet becanse he doth net reoeivB it upon aoeonnt of 
its own Evidence, Light and Truth, he dotb Mt eMeitain tiMt 
of Religion as a point of Religion ; but he bdi^ves it as be 
believes a Story that he hears a Miin tell, but never considers it 
whether it be true or false (p. 61 ) ? or, again, as the exposition 
of the expression thi\l "God seeks His own j^lor, "' in Smith's 
AV';'';'<v.vji True R, i!i:: !>t (p. 19J) ?

The latter is 
admiiably cxp'aiued iti i.i,apter iv, and wc would particularly 
recommend the chapters on the ^jeo^raphy of the country. The 
economic revolution caused by tlic einuncipation of tlie serfs ia 
treated necessarily in the fuUcst tnanr<er. Forestry is an 
important element of Russian industry (p. 33). In the districts 
of White Russia and Lithuania the soil is, generally speaking, 
unfeitilei Then is also a gnat expanse of marshes. In the 
goverement of Gradno tobsicco and hemp are cultivated. The 
Lithuanians are occtipicd very much in the rearing of bees. This 
seems to ha>e been an mdustn- from the earliest period, to judge 
by the mentions of honey in the old Lithuanian statutes. Wild 
honey was also an important element of trade, and from his habit 
of eating it the 1>car hss pot hi<^ name in Russian medvied, i.e. 
hoi»e> -eater. The rii liesl parts of Russia are the so. oiled black 
lands. Ii ^icr r:':ii i>: , includim; the mid-baiin of the Volga and 
the Uiirainc. 

Ot course Kuuia abounds in cnineral wealth, and full in- 
formation is given about the mining industries. Minerals are 
especially abundant in the r^ion of the Upper Ural mountaiiu, 
csBMndiag as fir as BogoilovaiL The aooouat of the Russian 
labour bws trill he reaa with nnch interest One great fcatuie 
of Russian artisan life is the formation of arifls, assoclalioai» ia 
which the labourers unite for prtstectton and share in a commoa 
table. The Russian laws now protect the working man, as we 
know from many accounts furnished to us by En>;lishmcn who 
OUT! iron-works in Russia, and such as have been brought under 
our own notice in the country. 

We can only cordially recommend lo the reader this volume 
of statistics. Many « iU arise from its pcru»<d wiser men, and 
we all OTfjht to l.-^e kLuI of the spread of civilization, c\ en if it is 
accomplished by otliers than cmrselves. England lias done 
well, and must wcicome ihc arrival of younger cumpocrs. In

Present arrangement of onr TeimsL It is lioe that three 
'erms of eight weeht each do not amonot to n very lonr 
period, but, as the President of Corpus has pointed out, the 
woik done u;i licro is or.]y pari of \iblt a man does in the 
touise of the year, .iii'i the \'ac.".iions arc absolutely essential 
to give r.'icTi time to read for themselves — to assiri;ihae :ind 
digest wlut thr', liavc iK'cn laufjlit during Term, iiurcly it is 
the great bcnctl: oi the Oxforil SMiii tn that it teaches a man 
to work for himself, liiai men arc not 'crammed,' but are 
taught how to work. And then it is all very well to scofif at 
tlie College Tutor, and tell him that he is receiving a year's 
pay for six months' worlc, but such criticism misses the whole 
point of the matter, vhich is that, considering their position in 
the educational profession, the salaries of College Tutova an 
anything but laige ; would tbe doctor or lawyer or engineer 
of the corrcsponiling ranit in his profetaion deem himself 
adequalely rccomjKnfcd by a sabry of at tlvc outside £.600 
or £700 a year? The truih is that ihc College Tutors salary 
is partly ]>aid ir<. kiiul, and that in the shape of plenty of 
leisure in the Vacaiiuiis for study and inde^iendent research, 
fdi K>'jp:i)g himself abreast with his su'-iIlcI. and for such 
' bread-and-bulter' work as examining. If Professor Lankester 
and his fellow critics want us to do thirty-nine weeks' work up 
here, let them provide us with thir:y-nine weeks' pay." 

\\'liile agreeing on the whole with our correspondent's 
contention, we feel that the question of the length of our 
Terms is one on which a good deal may be said on both 
Hdea. Eight weeks docf not gwe one very much Ihne to do 

an one wan is, and II cammt be denied that the remit is rather 
a " rush " ; by the time one is well into one's stride one finds 
the Vacation at hand. It is just possible lli.i*. if tin- Term was 
increased to nine or ten weeks things luigltt jii occt-d rather 
more leisurely, and that wc should not live at quite such high 
pressure. But ihougb ihe generation which i,.ni known the 
eight weeks' Term might find the pue less hci. there would 
soon arise a new generation to which ten weeks would be just 
what eight weeks are to us. There is of course another 
suggestion, that we should adopt the Cambridge system of 
a Long Vacation Term for men reading Honours, mt there 
are ol)j|eciions to that also. Really we believe mt corre- 
spoiideDt is in the right in pitching on tbe queadon of uipend 
aa the crai of tbe whole airaation ; until tbe Collegv Tutor is 



made independent of " Locals " and " Ceriiiicalea,'' and other 
such sources from which an inadequate iucone may be 
augmented, it wiU be onbir to expect htm to sacrifice his 
Vacaliona. 

A corrcspfindent u ri'.es : - - 

"It would be iiitcrestiiii^ to kii >-.v in what authority is 
vested the decision of llie qi;< sli'in when tlie ' Dead Marcli' 
is to be plac ed at the close of a University service. I he old 
tradition wis supposed to be that il was played only for 
officials of the University, for Heads of House*, or for royal 
persons ; but at the end of last 'I'erm the honour was given 
to the death of an ordinary College Tutor, and on ihe first 
Sunday of this Term it was played, apparently, fbr Mr. 
Rhodes. Was this because be waa a member of Oriet 
College ? or because he was a UniventUy beneraclor? The 
latter would be a new ilr parlnre ; but certainly ^Tr. Rho^tc>'s 
wilt is so remarkable that a new precedent may fairly have 
been made in Ma ease." 

Anything; thai Pio'essof Moinnisen iay-> on history is 
bound to be intcrcsiiitg ; he has recently been drawing 
a comparison between Warren Hastings and the late Cecil 
Rhodes, in whom he finds a remarkable similarity, although 
he hcMa the Indian Governor-General was superior to the 
statesman we have just lost, in that Warren Hastings served 
the East India Company, while Mr. Rhodes waa Mmaelf the 
iSriiish Si uth Africa Conpany. Dr. Mommsenb apparently 
1101 quite up-to-date in bis knowbdge as to Warren Haatinp; 
but then the great German Professor has always been strong 
in adapting facts lo suit his views. He is now kind enough 
to say that, on the whole, he apjirovcs ( 1 an Anglo-rjcrnian 
alliance ; he docs not apparently consider Ihc fact that English 
consent is needed for mcb an alliance aa mudi aa that of hia 
own country. 

It is some lit l? time since there was a serious fire in 
Oxford, but the p ist v eek has furnished a conflagration on 
quiie a large scale, though luckily involving no Ices of life. 
Whether the scanty attendance at ceruin tectoies 00 Thun- 
day is to be attributed to the fire at Menia. Hall'a Brewery 
we do not know, but as the scene of tbe lire was sitwtied in 
a part of the city remote from the Colleges and the lodging- 
houses, a good many iicople remained ignorant of it. A blaze 
in a more central part would have proved a much greater 
attraction. The affair, however, calls for the serious attention 
of College authorities, if it is the hici — as wuu'.d aiij>ear from 
some accounts — that the City Fire Brigade was not able to do 
much with the flames owing to the defective condition of its 
apparatus and to a lack of water. They are to be congratu- 
lated on having succeeded in preventing the fire from spreading 
to tlte Su Thomas' Industrial Home or any odicr of the 
surrounding buildings, especially as their diffitwities were itot 
dimiaishcd by tbe strong wind wUdi waa bbwhig. But the 
aceotini to wnicb we have referred is not aatisfaetory reading, 
and we should be glad to hear that it is overstated. In the 
meantime it would be well for Colleges to liethmk themselves 
of the subject. A night alarm by way of practice might be 
useful, and would bp highly appreciated if it were ahowed to 
couitt aa a ** Chqid" 

The play in the Seniors' Match last week was hardly of 
a character to call for special comment : the scoring was not 
quite as coloi-sal as il often is in this fixttire, but at the same 
time tlie l>owlrrs cannot be said to have had things their own 
way, I'hc game was therefore unexciting in itself, and, as 
the conditions under which it was played wete far from 
suitable to cikket, it did not draw very many ifiactatoia to 
the FiBiks. Nor can it be aaid to haw tfarown moch Sght 
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on the n\ailalil(' ninlrria). Dnriin^ al !rn;,'ili iu-ufif>l liis 
Winc)irslcr rcpul.ilion. ]ionli;iiii-( 'iirlcr ('.iil well liolh "ilU 
bat aiui bail, antl von Ernsih-iuscn and Wordsworiii bowi«l 
■with success. No stariling discoveries, however, were made 
of utisuispccterl " lalent," and we must hope that the Krcsh- 
im-u's iMaich luj.v in progress will jiroducc the much-needed 
bowkrs. M«Mwbile^ it may be tMiiced that Cambridge seem 
to have fccured « okAiI a]I*roiiiKl man in McDonndl, and 
boili Bwdon and JMflficM ahowed comidenible piomlae aa 
bowlers. 

We I riiu elsewhere a strong letter from Mr. Fletcher, of 
Magdjlcii, on a ^uli-cct of considerable importance, of which 
— if rumour spealis truly — we are like!)' to hear a good deal 
this Term. We were about to call the attention of our 
readers to Professor Case's article in the National Review 
when ve received Mr. Fletcher's letter; both as a protest 
agaimt the abolition of compnlaoijr Greek, and ibr iu remarks 
on die resideiitiBl sj-atem, the article should be widely read. 
On the whole question of compulsory Greek we bardly feel 
as yet qtrite ready to expatiate tintil we know a little more 
definitely what it is proposed to do. The Magaziw will not 
shut its doors to those who disagree with it, but for ourselves, 
1M wlQ be fannd In the htt dilch along witb Mr. Fletcher. 

We arc informed through the medium of the Westminsl<r 
Ga*tHt thai Mr. W. L. Cn^kc^ of St. Aldale's in this city,

Motor-cars haw been in ilie last ten days or so respnnii'.de 
for two serious carriage accidents in the streets of Oxford. 
Commcriiing on this, a local paper has no word of con- 
demnation for the motor-drivers: far from it: the only 
inference drawn is that, as these locomotives have oome to 
May (and to slajr, apparently), horses had better get nsed 
10 them I The &ct b, that motor* mean money, which is 
all powerful.

chaiacieii-tiL of cei t.iin families of worms. I hi-, is extremely 
interesting, because it may help i'> throw lii^ht on that 
particularly obscure lorner of zoolc:g;cal sjicculation, the 
ancestry of the vertebrates. Although .Xniphioxus has been 
carefully titidied for about half a century, Mr. Goodrich has 
the distinction of being the first zoologist to succeed in 
demonstrating this jwint in its structure. On the same 
evening J. 111. Wadaow, fi.A., Trinity College, read a 
paper on "The Piwde Acid Ftoblen." H« described 
aomc work whidi he has been doing in conjunction with 
Dr. Mattaway, of Ouat Qwrcb, the Lecturer on Chemistry 
at St. BarthdonWa Hoqiitai.

Sir, — The nob)e and energetic protest of Professor Case 
against any possible lowering of the intellectual standard of , 
the University in order to meet the conditions of the Colonial 
and American candidates for Mr. Rhode^a Schdanbipa 
ahouM not be allowed to drop for want of tupport. I con- 
fess that I shall tremble when I next open the pages of the 
Magaiint, lest I should find an editorial rtole pointing out 
that ''we must move Vfilh the times," .mJ ' Oxfon.! 
should not shut l;er eyes to the growing atsd attL-rin,:; lu-ciis 
of the Empire," or sotiie sLicli weak-kneed s'.ull" as that. 
If Mr. Rhodt-s's l>f<itiest leads to the abandonment o! Greek 
and Liitiri as iom|iulsory subjects foi the genUemen whom 
he proposed to benetit, it will soon be I'oilowed by their aban- 
donment for every one. And this will, I believe, be with the 
moat fatal results on intellectual life. I speak from twenty 
yeara* experience of teaching in the History School. Aa an 
•venae to thia School it is possible (by an immeiue amount 
of mgenioitt study of the SMtTMcs) lo wriggle through a sub- 
atitnie Ibr Moderations called PreKminarv Jarisprtidcnce." 
Examiners in this School are only too willing to let a man 
lhrouj;h, though his " Lalin Unseen" may 1»- \cry ti.ul, if 
his oilier jiapers are good. And I know aoihii-.p more weak 
and intellectually flabby than your Third and I'ounh Class 
man in History \\ho has not even been through Pass Mods. 
Yet even he ha> had to go through Smalls^ where, I take it, 
the examiners are more circumspect. 

It ii to the rank and file of the graduates of the University 
that 1 beg to be allowed to appeal, for I fear there is nothing 
to he hnted from the leaders of o|>inion in iu Experience 
has taiyht me that there is pracUcally nolhiiw which an 
cneigelk muioriqr cannot in the hnig ran win mm such a 
netvMen body aa Congteiitioii, not peih^s at the lirst, or 
even the third or roimh attempt, but within, say, a dozen 
years of the first attempt 

This attack on Greek (and, 1 l>eheve. on T.aiin too) is 
pretty certain to he made. That will be a violation o! the 
s[iirit (if llu- IjctK-ractor'ji icslainent will count for nothing in 
the immis of its advocate*. Let ihoEc who set any value on 
the best traditions of their University, and upoa the best 
traditions of English intellectual life, mahe op their minds 
now to resist it with all their nigla.

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THE LACROSSE MATCH. 

Thk ap|il.uise, which wns i;cni.'r;il!_v trNfn M li.e proper 
titttf, s!io«til (ha; ;!ic I.ir,4i.' trouil, niuinly i:oi;ii>osi\l of I'sii- 
vcrsiiv mtii, -^vhich witncs-i'd ilu- I.u r()s-.c 111:11-. h on \\V'iiiic>il.i_\ 1 
last, tlioroughly enjoyed tin- p.auc. if ilicfe were any wl.u 
went to scoff, Ihey rcsn.unci'. 10 cheer. The match was 
probably the closest and most interesting which the Canadian 
visitors have pla^Ctl during; their lour in this country. The 
Engluh team, chosen from the best clubs in the North and 
Soudi, i&plajred great energy and considerable skill, or 
course the Toronto^, as was to be expected, excelled in all 
tbe depaitmeitls of t he game. Tbeir Aort passes, manrellous 
catching, close checking, and fast running at first simply 
dazzled the spectators. They all sank their Individuality in 
their /cal to sccuil- effec.ivc cQmbiiiatioii ; licnce ;t i- I'lfficult 
to note any of ilitm as espt-cially di^uiiguishcd. Har-iley, 
who has the reputation of btini; the lijst goal-kecpcr in 
Canada, made Ins, goal almo&t itupregnable during the last 
half of the game. He found no mean rival in Scoit, the 
English goal-keeper, who stopped many difficult shots. Tltc 
English defence was very steady, and withstood the attacks 
of such akiUed home players as Qoenie and Munv w>>h 
mttch moceB. llie mon antfring wother id tbe English 
team ms Cawthrn, of Cankbrldge, at centre. Cawthra 
learned ibe game in Canada, and liimnd less ^fficuliy in 
adapting liiu.sfir to the methods pursued by his fellow 
couii;i) men. His experienced efforts hardly availed as much 
as they should, owing to the inability of the attack fields to 
break through or draw out the clever defence men — Larabe, 
Whcctcr. M^Iiri(!c, ai;d Duwhn^' — oppa.st-il to liiein. Some 
clever individual run.s, particularly those by Heaword and 
Jones, \v< re the most prominent feature of the English attack. 

It took only three passes from the "face-oT" at centre to 
pat the ball in the Canadian net. For tlie rest of tlie first 
period of tven^ minutes the play was fairly even, and ended 
with tbe score three goals to two in lavonr of the Cnndiauii. 
During the second quarter the vigiiors pressed hard iman tbe 
English goal, but only succeeded in getting the ball twice 
jiabt Scott. Tlie third qti.uter ^^as much ilic hi<?st of all. 
Tlie Enghsli phivers, by .t suctessiuu of rapid atbicks, tied 
the scoie at five all. and the spcclatois, wlio nD^v saw some 
chance of Nitlory lot I'nghand, felt how inieiisely exciting 
a lacros-se match could Ix-. Tliis tcmpor,iry sct-fjack. however, 
resulted in "gingering up" the Torontos, and puiiing for;h 
nil tbeir skill, (hey gave such an exhibition of lacrosses an w Ul 
rarrly he 5cen in England. Uy lightning combinatton-play 
and constant attacks, they finished the quarter with the score 
eight goals to five in thdr lavonri In die bst qnarter they 
wen no len tncccssfiil, and. die vicioi;y «m thein by a total 
score of eleven goab lo five. Tbe gmt wns characte rized by 
the best of good feeling on both sides, and though very hotly 
contested, was entirely devoid of rouglnies-. 

After the match the visitors declared themselves delighted 
with English sportsmanship and English hospfaliry. They 
expressed the hope that their (our would do something lo 
revive interest in lacrosse throughout England, and that 
Oxford University would not long delay in commencing (he 
game. Certainly (he exhibition of lacrosse given on Wednes- 
day produced such a favouiable hnpressbn, that any low of 
the game will feci justified io eipectittg that tome permanent 
results will follow here.

The commander of a suppositions BattaKoB niBKfatng trom 
Oxlord to Woodstock, fearing an attack .on his left flank 
from ao eqnaHy hypothetical force on Wjtham Hill, deiadt^d 



two coaipaBicB and a tatOka of CycliMt mder Captain 
Lathy to guard the passage of the rii'er at Codstow. The 
Commander on Wytham H(0, unwilling to disappomt his 
far-sighted enemy. di'ii ^iK l.cil four comp.uiii-s, under Captain 
Dixey, to forLC ihc ».ii;t passage. Oj>t-raUotis commenced 
at 3.15. C.iptaiii Dixey decided to make a slight show in 
front of Wyili.iin villaj»<', deliver a stronff flank attack on 
the enemy's left, .■■.nel .send a ]^aity by King's Weir lo get 
round his right and take him in the rear. Captain Lathy, 
with a narrow and difKcult front, disposed his forces in 
successive lines of defence, each to hold on until the line 
in front had retired. The Cydists pushed forward towards 
WytbUk Half *' A " company, under CapUtai Sndtbett, hekl 
the Hoe of theflnt bridge beyond the river, and the KunMry, 
supported by the rest of the company on the eastern bank.

"The aim of this volume is •.o aid in clarifymg ilic nicanim;

On these 
lines Dr. Stevens, whose work is known in England as that 
of a progressive though essentially moderate theologian, has 
prodnced an caiceiUcnt lextbodi, oonaitting of eighteen chapters, 
which deal with our Loi4'!> bitfonieal position, His methods. 
His most renunicabie phnsas, such as, " Father nn Heaven,"

Coming." The treatment is naturally akin to that of such 
a work as the new Didionary of the hibic, to which constant 
rcferenoe is made (as well as to the most repreaenutive worics 
of nedoB fheekigy) b a tatUiognqihital note pcdfansd to each 



chapter; but it is nevertheless literar)', and, without much 
of the American tendency io q%n>mwatfee» is frequently 
striking and suggestive in exprcMion. Dr. Stevens's views may 
be indicited briefly by the dales he assigns to the Gospels— 
M.iik hi f.Jic 70, M.itthcw .ibout 70, Luke after 70, John "not 
so much a chronicle as .an intcrprct-ition." Perhaps his happiest 
pages are those in which he trie^ to gauge the shades of definite- 
ness in the thcokigical phrases of New Testament writers.

LITKKATURE AND CRITICISM. 

Per Ms 0/ EurofiMH Ultratiire : Tht EarlUr JteMoistoMt. 
By Professor S.\iNTt>lJtJRV. (London: Bhckwood & Sons.) 

It is impossible to speak uf this book without feding and 
mmRsiiiH tbe gmatsst admiration for ihe author's counfe. 
The Emy Renaissance is in great part " gnadig bededct mit 
Nacht und Grauen," and although it und. luhtediy contaiiis great 
treasures, yet they are few and far be;^see^. The cxplorcf's 
task is, on the whole, a thankless one, for w ho could take any 
pleasure in bringing to light Snch shapeless monsters as L'/iomme 
jutte ft rhtHiime moiiertif, a mi^rn'ifL of ^6.000 lines, or the 
His!\>i v I ! /he Apostles, tlie iXTiurm.mce ot -lUiii h Listed for six 
months. Indeed, we (Hie'ilion ^^la■t.■ler thr Latin literature ol 
llic period dealt with lias any JujI el-iniir. '.o the name of litei.i- 
tare ,'.t all. Dreary expansions of lines < rihlu-il I'roin \'irgil and 
url'.n>, \> i'.)i )io redeeming,; le.itiire hat the si-liii jiatience of the 
author, iieru aad iheic iri lite pi.iys .\ U'lKhtcr bit, which but 
serves to accentuate the universal gloom. However, seeing that 
Professor Sainisbury has itad the courage and patience to study 
these far our bene&« criticism would seem cnptiotu^ and we are 
left filled with admiration for one who coold voluntaiilv under- 
take such a stupendous task. The chapter entitled "I<hetoric 
to Pleiad'' is interesting, especially so the treatment of Kabelais 
and Calvin. Here the author is at his best : we know of no 
other expoivent of Kabelais who h.is so fully entered into the 
spirit of the eun' tie .Meiuion as not merely to make him 
intelligible to modem readers, but to show him as he really ^.i as 
tl? bin friends, a learned man, a skilfid physicia", a trusted legal 
.uU i.ser, witty companion, a reliable friend bie-.sed with a great 
sense of humour, in short, tjniie the oppisitc of what he is 
generally supposed to he. 

If there be a fauli in i'rijftiior .-iuiiitibury's treatment of 
Kabelais, it is that he has not sufficiently brought out the 
mediaeval setting of the great satirist: vehicle of the new 
ihivugfat, Kabelais remained, like ErasoiH, eswMialbr mediaeval 
in fotm. TtniQthM in this respect was loo mndi m him, just 
as his Latinisntt ate not all formed merely for the sake of 
burlesque and extmvagant diction. Humanism and Rcforua- 
tion are two movemeate arising from the same .source, and 
tending at first towards the same goal. Kcuchlin, Luther, 
Erasmus, all three start together, though later on thci.' paths 
diverge; the two latter are represented in France by Ctdviu .ind 
Rabelais. Both Erasmus aad Rabelais remained as " Libertlns ' ' 
within the dnrdi, whilst Luther and Calvin, i^wting iht litfht 
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of uadiTidnal dMugbt, feiged mew fetters to bind the gnm-ing 
spirit. 

Calvin has been lightly dealt with in this work— that is, for 
a man of his influencjc. Dntihtlc?? hU chrimrtcr and flprtrinf«! 
do not actually cunct-rn a h^L-lury of l:'.cr.iry dcvclfjimcnt. iiL-vcr- 
tbeless it is difficult to undcrsuiiid the m.m's tnorimms Kitlut-nrc 
without knowing something more ot him tl:,in lli.it lie arotc the 
Institution. He certainly had a iA'--k ieA liiiii, .in.l d;ii it 

thoroughly uell i;i (he moL-! n'j!i:i\ious iii.i;iiit:r iKi^iilvIc. tluK ib 
to say, in the only tAanucr which was n.ituiai to him. His 
treatment of Scrvctus was probably actuated by personal didike, 
thoggh none the less excusable on that account ; but towards 
poor Boonivaid he acted as ■ ddibnate faoUy. Calvin was 
ceitainly less original than Lvtber, but his mode of action and 
thouj^ht waabrworetbofOUKh and determined than that of the 
grcnt Kefonner. 

This latest addiiioo to " Periods of European Litezaiuro" will

That a Welsh hero should find a place in a " Heroes of the 
Nations" scries requires no iustification. Mr. Hnidlcy, who 
modestly deprecates his o^n titness duly to clironi' Ic i.lyndwr's 
biography on the ground th;it l.e himscll is not W i Kh, rif;hfly 
empli.iiiirs tlie hirl th,i; '• the itt uide of iir.irly Int:',isiini( n 
towai iti W ales in ;ui liistorical s"--nL-<: is repreventcd hy a lol.il 
blank." lie ii telling a t.ile which Si prohalily ndv irj nius; 
Engitshmen ; accorilmgly he wisely prrh.\es .m >nn»tluction of 
eighty pages, in which he summarises Welsh iiisiory up to his 
boo^ particular epoch. And Mr. Bradley tells his siory exceed- 
ingly well. Ho is cIWi bright, vigorous ; if no Wdttman, his 
sympatbywithWaiesanoitSstrugglcis strong; andtbenatrative 
is real narrative. He has also done his ^t to sift the best 
authorities. Fierce mediaevalists will perhaps be disposed to 
criticize a detail here and there, and lynx-eyed Welshmen, with 
a deeper knowledge of Welsh than wc can pretend to, will detect 
the " fbrcignci's " hand, hut as a wholp N!r. Hradlfy has don? his 
part adnniably ; the broad features, the salient marks of tlie 
epoch, are tkclcht-d in with sure ljuches. Not ;lie Ifai.i ini- 
]Kirtant characteristic is the autlior's topographical kno«!ed^;c- 
His book may be recommended to the traveller ss «ell as to llie 
student. Mr. Bradley's imcrest in Clyncwr seems to have arisen 
first in his farings to and fro in Owen'& liuid. There must be 
many to whom a history of North Wales will be attractive more 
because of the land than its hero. It is therefore a pity ih.-it 
» 0M9 ia not Hiduded in the iltastnttieni^ vhich are particularly 
food and noveL They consist for the most part 01 copyri<<ht 
pfaoMgiapbs of castles and scenes that form the mitt-en-stint 
to the historic drama. Clearly produced as they are, in many 
cases specially talcen tot the book, they add greatly to its value.

The las; docuiiK-cit 15 the KL-cistnliutKin l;ill imuch 
abridged) of 1S85, tlic lir&t is the laniiliar Ordinance scparaung 
the Siiritual and Tenporal Cowts.

hai been primarily .'old essentially mlendi d as a class book, to 
be used "with some rccu^uucd texlLuuk, and wc can nell 
believe that the difficulty of compilation has been mainlv one 
of selection and abridgement throughout The main rule for 
guidance has been the desire to deal solely with **ooostitHlional 
and legal, and not with political, economic, and aodal questions,* 
and the editors of course have the right to frame their own 
plan .wd to keep to it. Down to 1660 they have Stubtas, 
I'roihero, and Gardiner very largely to help them, and they very 
handsomely acknowledge their obligations to " such distinguished 
scholars." between 1 ■)o7 and 14S5 hr>we-ver, .md from 1660 
onwards, they are, so tn .speak, striking v.igin soil, and every 
teacher will be grateful to them for tlie attempt. The period 
between Edward I and Henry \ II is both ainply and skilfully 
illustrated, nor are we prepared to tiuarrcl with the compilers on 
the ground of translation, debate ihle as that cphviously is. But 
we are not so well satisfied vvuh iheir treiitment of the period 
from 1660 onwards. Criticism in any case must be provisional. 
Experience alone can finally decide the wisdom of the selection 
madOfbutattheoutset three poin&arefiiirlyarguable: (1) From 
tc66-l6do occupies 430 pages; from 1660-1895 occupies 134;

Dunning's Resobi- 
tiun is quoted, so is Budnfs far the fanpeachment of Warren 
Hastings, but the division numbers are not given. With regard 
to the abridgements we [Ueler to suspend judgement, but we 
confess to senous doubts as totiw value 0^ so curtailed a selection 
as is given, for example, of the Kedislribution Bill of 1885. We 
cordially welcome Professors Adams and Stephen's attempt; 
such a book is certainly needed, but if it is to fulfil their most 
latidable object, they will, wc arc sure, be obliged to reconsider 
;to few iif their decisions as laid down in lliei: preface, and we 
venture to think teachers of the Inter liiilory uili endorse this 
recommendation. From 1660 on.v irds in partic.;lar, where no 
available rnllection of annotated documents exists to which the 
student may be refer red (.is to Stubbs, t'rothero, and ( Gardiner 
for the period down to 1660) for guidance, explanation fs, we 
contend, an impeiative necessity.

All loms of Ox&rd must welcome the republication of this 
most intcrestbie x*!"* papers, and their penisal makes us 
keenly rcgRt that Mr. Green was unable to carry out his 
cherished project of a histor>' of Oxford on a larger scale. For 
the later periods with which this volume deals, a rich fund of 
information lay ready to his hand in the volumes of the Oxjitrd 
Chrcrnu'e of the eighteenth century, but e.tlractsfrom Mr. Green's 
ri:.ir;cs, and the noie.s appended to the papers, show the charac- 
letis-ic eneig) with whirli he gatiiercd materials lor his projected 
work fojiu every jiossiLde iuurce. 

!n the rirst paper on " liariy Oxt'ord " Mr. Green traces its 
civic history, and seeks to prove that .so itx from the town 
deiivmg benetit trom its connexion with the University, that 
connexion caused its commercial ruin. " The University found 
Oxford a busy, prosperous borough, and reduced it to a cluster 
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The greater pari of the book, however, deals wiili Uxf<j2il uf 
the eighteenth century, and perhaps the most interesting of all 
is Mr. Green's oiaurc of Oxford as the "Jacobite capital of 
EnglMd"— in wis respect flir more innpoitiiit ia the earlier 
hu of the eighteenth ccotiny than ss ■ centre ii learning. 
The author claims that " the tale is new and curiaus, and has 
never been told before " : it is certainly one wlUch, in bis bands, 
has proved worth the tcllinff. For over a century Oxford clung 
lenaciausly to her "honest"' opinions, and it was only " when 
Tory principles mounted the throne with George III that Oxford 
}acobuisin disappeared." 

But while Oxlord was obstinate in it« political beliefs, in its 
social aspects it was tiuick to ape ilit- lAj.! ion» of the trctrn|j.,i;5. 
Hence the up-springing, in iraisatiijn (if London " Hii;li Lilt-," of 
tlubis -if cverv- kind, the runmnK Lkib, the Wnty Club, the 
Handsome Club. As in loun, 50 111 (KInrd. 1 uti'cc-houscs 
abounded, to uhitli, occordin^ to tlie vciitntljlc Dr. Roulh of 
Magdalen, "ex'ery academic of any fa&hion resorted to in the 
nfternaon." This sounds as if over-athleticism conid oertainlv 
not be hid t» the diaige of young Oxford of the eighteenth 
oenlMiy ; yet we faam that Cfen thai " bontiqg was one of the 
chief pleaiures of the aflemooa." 

Mr. Green nifes that the Oxford Frcahman is one of those 
types which natore seems never tired of repenting: : tin rc is no 
doubt a strong general resemblance in every generation, but one 
hardly imagines the Freshman of to-day "sauntering off to 
Chnj'cl to s!-;niv hou- ^cn'ctll'.f he dresses." in uli ilu'.Lr noxv 
COrrt:^[)nnd= to " the new .su:; of drugget and p.iir ot [irini rutiic.i ' 
which formed tlic .ittire oi the "Sm.tn " rf tl.c oiil.iccnth 
ecnt.;ry. 

'I'hc SlmlitN inlrinJace us in their tnurse to ir.,iny men of 
far:i<i j5 nan-.c — to Lorke, to thf t.ithcr of the W'csleys, ti ' t .ibljon 
"sneering at {ior:-lnl>bingdons,"to L»e c^uaiccy di.iuing hi.s^own 
close around him to conceal his shabby clothing, to "Shelley 
making ducks and drakes in the pool below Shotover, and — 
most famoua of aU"- 'to the great jDr» Johmon when poor 
adMdBr." 

The Studies close with two papers on " Young Oxford " and 
*• Oxford as It Is"— which arc so slight as to be hardly worth 
reprinting, especially as the Oxford as it is" is the Oxford of 
twenty ycnts ago.

Still, if this sort of 
thing b to be done at all, it will not be done much better than in 
the work under review ; Mr. Marten's arrangement Is good, his 
quomtions are drawn from many sources and arc apt and to the 
point, his lists of books are discriminating and appropriate. It 
would be easy to point out omissions— for example, the Quebec 
expedition of 1711 and the Cadiz fiasco of 170a— but as ftir as

He has lunhcrmorc provided an cUborale glossary, an outline 
account of Chaucerian metre and grammar, a life of Chaucer, 
a tentative chronology of the poems, and an account of the early 
editions. We afaowa have been pattfiii if he had alio maerted 
nn excnrsos en the ehief MSS. Their names can of course 
be collected and their value irfcrrrd from the critical notes 
upon the several poems; but tliii is a process which most 
rcatden will find exceedingly tedious.

Mr. Masterman is 
extremely morbid and introspective ; lie has an artist's eye ibr 
beauty, and an American novelist's consckuSneia of the raasmg 
impression and the necessity for legisiering it ; his tedmique, 
even to the metrical flaws without which no metre is now com- 
plete, Is IrrepitMehttble. In short, his work is modem minor 
poetr)'— certainly not unpleasing ; as certainly not wholly satis- 
fying. One cannot feel that there is the promise of great Ibingii 
Still, ^fr.

This is an imji'irt.mt hr nl ever)- serious student of

He praftases himadf an anient admirer of 
Dr. FtaiCT^ work, and elects to deal ii,-ilh his subiect from what 
may be tamed the Fnieriaa standpoint— that of the student of 
the primitive religious consciousneas. Herein, however, he goes 
bqfond his master; for there are indicnions that he regards 
this standpoint as absolute for the study of the truly primitive 
in human psychology. Primitively man is, for Mr, Crowlev, 1 
a icli^'in-. s riMtfciousness and nothing besides.

^oofs fhatttis is actually so, .Mr. Crawley is, once more, bald 
pressed to find crucial instances» though be tries his best to 
mnlce ns beliei'e that certain fcvourite fiicts of his bave this 
character. 

Such, then, is the book in outline, and from what has been 
said it is easily seen th.it it has great merits, such as strength, 
freshness, and construct ivcness. Hut a word is likewise needed 
in r(%'.n?rl to the defects of its qualities. Mr. Craw!c-y is all 
alon^ Ai;o' ^'m+t iwf ; imd one i-.miio; help ilouhtinj,' whether 
he is sul'tkitntly conscious of this. Ltt h;:n by all t«e.mj o])[>o>e 
the religious mcv to the legal view or the biolofjicai vicv. of 
marriage, i.i t lo;ii even say, if it please him to do so, that the 
former lb. IivK-iilly the fundamental view v hii !i tl'.c .uuhro- 
pologist must take of marriaj^c, whether as it is, or as it "as at 
some previous tiir.e. Hut it is qoite anotlier thing to :,ct up an 
abstract nterely mciigious man mm lived "in the bc^umiog* nr 
thereaboms and ooocenicd himself conKiousiy wuh notbiiy 
save tabooi and their magical remedies.

This l-.andsome volume rontains a great number of short 
letters addressed the archdeacon to his wifie, bis Phillimora 
niatiainsi Lord HaidM^ and n lew odim. lliey are dindad 
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into periods accordinf; to the "doctrinal and controversial" 
questions for which be was dying in the last ditch at any 
particular moment; each section has a very brief intn>disr)iQn 
and a ch.anung wi>ndcut as head-piece. uitK cxpL.n.iio:) hmu s 
as to the persons mentioned, which are mostly correct, though 
with some slips, such as " the Rev. Dr. Warren,'' ft>r the present 
President of Magdalen. There arc also a few statements on 
legal or historical points by Sir Walter Phillimnrc. We must 
say at ooce that a far more altraciive book lui^ht surely have 
beat eompikd i^far mom of tbeie bdlicwent jemniads over 
AlBMtt vSaty modeni Church qtwstkmt tra had been given 
fmiim ^mipws of the patriarchal life at East Bient. Aa it is, 
the style of the letters » not safficiently brigbt to nroute much 
interest in the general reader overibe endlen prateits, petitions, 
declarations, remonstrances, menorialt, and grav am ina of the 
author's public life, which we suspect he kncnr well himself to 
amount to " much cry and little wool." In fact, he is too like 
ihe friend who spoke in a "p.iinfiil ^rrcnm " in Convocation 
(p. 198* becausf " . ouM rml ( i lii it." I Lniually, of course, 
the archdeacon I'mirui tli;ii \\i li.nl iriri; v»olf loo lon^;, fven 
for the E.C.U.; he rcsi(,'ncd mcniburship nf that L-ititty 
herause it would not censure I.ux Mundi, and fell back nxx 
riii;;fni/.ing the stillborn Declaration ai^ainst the IlighcrCriticism. 
His ravings here against Dr. Gore will certainly be as futile as 
they am tminteUiRent ; bat we mtiit aay that we oontidcr it 
a eerious bveadiof tatte toptfait them at all, andwe caniuit think 
that the writer, who wai not nmcofwis, nould have aanctloned 
it.

'Ilic piir[)ijsv of iis»_-fii! little -.vork \-- modestly described in 
the preface as being lu supply " the need erf a small chrcstomathy 
in which students could find ready to hand, and in compact 
form, such iitforroation upon the great troubadours mentioned in 
Dante as any one it tilcMy lo nqiiiie who does not prapoae to 
nuka a apeenl study of Provencal." Tbe intraductlon contaias 
some account of the troubadours themselves, and of the various 
fauna of Provencal Ivric poetry. The peculiar relaiitms of the 
trOabadOUf poet to nis "lady" (usually a married woman) are

These extruls are foDoiied by helpful notes, a brief 
grammar of the principal parts of speech iKthe Proven$al dialect, 
and a copious glossary. 

It is a thorouglily ivell-executcd piece of work, which ivill be 
interesting and indiil to others besides students of Dante who 
may wish to beeooie aoquaintod with the chief Pnn-eogal poets 
ftrthdr own sake.

The great mystic, neglected for so many 
centuries, seems to have regained his mediaeval position in our 
apparently ino&t material age. It is strange that, .aUhouii;h the 
poet WHS admued by day, Enf^iah traatlations of 1iit> rks da 
not make theh- appearance till aeidy the dote of the eighteenth 
century. The next century was to make ttp for the neglect. 
The events of Dante's life are socm toidi, as Mr. Dinsmore con- 
fesses at the beginning of his work, where he gives us a short 
sketch of the poet's biography. Among other matters he shows 
that Dante h.id his practical side ; thus in .April, 1301, a petition 
was presented to the committee on streets, squares, and bridges 
at Florence, askin;:; tti.it .'. rertain roarl rsiiplit he widened ntsd 
mended.

We arc 
reminded by this ot the iV .v j;]iiir,i -i i which we get of the life of 
Shakespeare at Slratiurd, when iie h.id returned to his n.'jtive 
town as a prosperous man. He is alw.-tys a party to dec.l.'< 
about the purchase of land and enclosures.

According to Mr. Dinsmare, the great idea of Dante's poem is 
to find how the soul of man. bewiideied in the masee of life, caa 
escape from sin and enter into peifect blesaednesa. He thinks 
that Dante also has especial teachings fur us with reference to 
the relations between Church and Stale. The poet thought that 
the corruption of the Church proceeded from its assumption of 
temporal power. In the present book the main points discussed 
are, " The Burden of the Mp«,;.,-;gf," "The Vision of Sin,"' " The 
< )u'j5t (if l.ibi ity,'' ami ' Tlio .\m i r,; to God." Explanation is 
f:neii why SjKLi il id nes are reserved for the punishment of 
IMiticular sins : tliu^ the treacherous arc in a zone of arctic ndj 
iKiCause they lutk husiian sympathy. The tortures hnrr.c by 
the nicked arc described in glowing la:i^;i;a£;e, iif vvliii:!i ojr 
author h,is consider.ible command. .Mr. Diusmurc sets !>ome 
defects in Dante's sclicme. lie thinks it falls short of em- 
bodying the loftiest spiritual ideas. We must kave, however, tlie 
study of our autbor's system to the reader. Mr. Dmsmae is 
eloquent and mysticat His book Is intetesttng, and suggests 
so mimy views of \ >antc from a different standpoint from that 
in whioi he is i.;eiiera'.ly contemplated, that it must prove usefnl 
lo all those who make a study of his writings. To bono* 
bnguagc front the n-riters of commentaries, the book is not only 
hermeneutic but protieptic

SERMON AT ST. MARY'S. 



SHH4i^y Morning, May 4. 
By THE Rev. H. L. Thompson, M.A., Vicar op St. IfARV's.

In my last scMimn I liird lo dc?rrihc an ir.ridrnt u hirh took 
place in St. Mary's lir.ucii at the lM":;;inn):ig nf the finirtccnth 
ccnturj'. It bi-Tvfcl lo sli-:nv till' usi'-i tn wliii Ii till' I'liiirrh w.is 
put .i-s the one linLncM hiLli the Uiiivi rMt) 'iccupicd for ll^ |iti'.ilio 
busir»e$s, whether icU^^iou^ or secular ; and it illuMratcd the 
R-latinns of the Mendicant Orders then settled in Oxford to tbe 
Academical authorities. To-day I desire to call your attention 
to MMtlicr oinoin iaddmt whieb occurred about 11 century taier 
in the Same buildhlif. 

In I4II, Thomas Arundel, Archbishop of Canterbury, gave 
formal notice of his intention lo hold a Visitation of the 
University of Oxford. He issued his citation, admonishing the 
thancellor, Doctors, Masters, and Scholars, and all others 
h<laii<»mt; to the Utiivers'ly, in .-ippcar hcfr.re In <1ur 

( |,in,^: ho left L;uiiiiL--.]i, tni\t!hin,' in 'jrlittin(( sta'c, vMt!i .i 
liumcrous retinue ut dtstingiiishcd persunii, <iinoi;^' them lum^ 
his nephew, the Karl of ArundcL But as lie dren- re ar tn 
Oxford, he was mpt by the Chancellor, Kirhiud C'ouncruiy, and 
the two Proctor ,. Julm hi-, of Oriel, and Hencdirt Ilrcnt, of 
ICxcter College, i hey assured him of a cordial welcome, if his 
\ isit was that of a guett who desired boniiality; they would 
ghidly yield him all due respect and cetirtecv. Hal they were 
oUigedL they iddcd. to refuse 10 recoKniie bis authority, if he 
daimed to come omcblly.'ia h<^d a Visitation. They alleged 
that for many years the University had held itself to be exempt 
from the Visitations of Archbishops or nishops, and they quoted 
a liull of llonifacc 1\ as grantm;; to them rreedoiii from the 
jurisdiction of the Episcopate, The protest of the Chancellor 
and Proctors was backed by ludcr measures. The Archbishop 
heard their rcmonstrance.and then moved on, up the \ 1 i^h Street, 
!r» St. Mary's ; but on artiving lhi?re, be found the building 
h.iircd . I,; .unit him, uiid .i ImiilI nl >,L!io!.irs. iiinicd with swords 
Hiid Ikivvs and arrows, ready to dcicad ttte church ag.iinst his 
entrance. Arundel did not attempt to reduce tbe Academical 
fortress held by so threatening agarrison, but he promptly laid 
the dmrch «iiaer an interdict. The Proctors, however, paid no 
heed to thk action ; by their orders the doors were opened, 
when the Ardtbtshop had passed on, the bells were rung, and 
tbe mass was oelebrated as usual. 

Arundel was not a man to submit tamely to such a defiance of 
hit office. He appealed to the King for support, and Henry IV 
was naturaPy on his side. The Proctors, it would .seem, were 
arrested and imprisoned in the Tower. The Masters, in 
rct.ilial-.tin, 5i?pended their lectures ; the scholars b-paii ti> 
dispi r^.r tn their homes; the whole life of the University 
)OUrrii]iirih I hi intervention of the Prince ofWa^cs O rinte 
Hal; brought aljo-.K a s> tt'i'mrnl uf the dispute ; tlie Arehhiiihiip 
was persuaded lu luue pi'.y upon llie imprisoned Pnjclors, and 
to sanction their release ; but the undergraduates, who had 
encountered the Primate with anucd resistance, were to meet 
with a punishment befitthw their years* a good chastisement 
Vircit <lfenil». The Bull of BoDHhse IX was adjudged prejudi- 
cial to the Crawa;' but while the Sovc^hn was deaared to be 
tbe proper visitor, the Archbishop was allowed to have authority 
to inquire into matters of heresy. 

The whole incident formetl the closing scene, or rather the 
epilogue, of .1 drama which began vw-.r ye.irs before, and of 
which I desire to speak briefly thii mi-inin;;. The object of 
yVrundcl's Visitation had been to crush the errors still prevalent 
at Oxford connected witli if le.iching of Wychf, .igainst which 
he had already moved when h ilding a Provincial Council at 
t j\f(ii(l in 1407. An inquiry n Vin h \.v liail set on foot two years 
before had disclosed no fewer than 267 heresies or mistakes in 
the writbiisof tfaatftmoufiiiaa. These di« Pope, at Aruadcfa 



rcq'jcst. fomially condemned. To a farther request, th.it Wyrlif s 
body .should he exhumed .TntI east on a duns^bih, the Hope 
demurred : and it was not till "iome years later, when the 
|ier^eeulion o( ihe Lollards had reached it.s full severKy, that 
the oihuus vengeance ordered liy the Couin il of Constance was 
inflittcd. In 1428 the Pope enjoined Kithard I Reining, Bishop of 
Lincoln, to commit the outrage ; after resting for forty-four years 
in the quiet grave at Lutterworth, Wyclii's body was dug up and 
burnt, and caat into tbe litile river Stnft but tbe Swift,* write* 
a well-known Divine, "ban then to the Avon, that to the 
Severn, the Severn to the aea^ to hu diqcned unto all lands : 
which diinga are an allegory.'* 

Arundel himself stands out among the ecclesiastics of hit 
I time as a person of no little distinction. Like Courtenay, hit pr^ 
' deccssi<r in St. Augustine's chair, he owed his high position not 
I to eminent learning or piety, but to noble birth and family 
■ iriterest. ISnth of ibcsc prelates; had royal blood in their veins. 
V,i-i\\\ \sere men ot ln,r;h principles, rh.ir convictions, strong and 
; '.i|n: raiin u;;l, and iinh!emish<-d orthodoxy. They were not 
emh^;si.^^(5, and cff;anled their du::es in telalion to the preser 
\atiu:> uf CitimliL duL'time a^ a inalCer lalhet uf police than of 
I spiritual concern. Arundel's career had been singularly eventful. 
He had been connected with Oxford for a short time when 
alad,asKaMaiber«fOriclC«tlne; and in after Nfe be showed 
much Icindnest to that foundation, in spite of the strong and 
turbulent adherence of some of its members to the extreme 
party of ecclesiastical refonners. The legends on the windows 
of the first college chapel at Oriel told of itt erection by his 
father and himself about tbe year 1379, in thotarly years en his 
episcop-itc. At a much later pcr'od his generous help enabled 
Ihe Co.lege (o close the dispute with the University relating to 
Bishop Cobham"? library. His rise was rapid, for at the age of 
twenty-ore lie was already Archdeacon of Taunton, and a year 
later Bishop ot l-Jy, through that convenient system of Papal 
adniinuvtration which has enabled the see of Rome 50 <iften to 
defy public sentiment, and even common decency. Gregory XI, 
who had himself been made a Cardiru«l at the age of seventeen, 
was not likely to object on the ground of ioimaturity of age to 
the pramntioa of ayuuth daady alliad tothu House of Lancaster. 
Anmdel waa cnnseCiated by Aithbssfaop Whittlesey, now in 
broken health, in the chapu of his manor house .^t Otford; 
the (orI where the Pilgrimr way from Southampton to Canter- 
bunr crosses the Darent. It was a delightful residence, aii<l may 
still be Seen, standing in its meadows, guarding; the narrow 
opening through which the Darcnt — some ten milrs from its 
source in the hanging woods of Squerrycs — rii>-,vs r.rrihnards 
between the high ch.-)lk downs; its current increased at this 
jxi iit liy the health-giving waters of the spnn- \vliifh huirt 
forth, so lejsiind tells, at the magic touch of the -.tatrof Thoivi.is a 
heeWet. Tliis, it m;iy be added, w.ts the only tonsroraiion 
which Whittlesey performed during the six years of his priiuacy. 
Arundel h.id been twice Chancellor under Kichard II. From 
Kly be went to York, and from York to Canterbury ; the first 
instance of such a tianilatiou. Thai h« had boen bsnithed the 
kingdom, to return, after many secret intriguet, with Boling- 
broke, and to be partner of his fortunes from the first landing at 
the now lost and forgotten Kavcnspur. lie had come back to 
resume his position as Piimatc, and before the close of his life 
W.1S to take nis pioniinent part in the persecution of the Lollards, 
and to uttnes*; the practical working of tlic iiifanious statitte 

His i>rc.venLe at OxOud on the occasion which I have described 
u as iauicd, as we h.is e seen, by the prcvalCSMW tberu Of tbft 
licrcsics connected with the name of Wyclif. 

We rightly boast of John Wyclif .*»s oneof tlie ^icitest of our 
Oxford men ; j-et he is a somewhat shadowy figure, and it is nut 
easy to deletmuie bow imeh can bo quite ccitain^ Imown about 
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him. He sutlers (mm the intrusion of another shadowy form, 
one John Wyclif of Mayfield, who is a rival claimant for the 
Wardenship of Canterbury Hall, for his rooms at Merton, if not 
also at Queen's Collegia. His nnmc is iprlt in npfirly thirty 
different way*. {lis birtli is unly cniijwturuliv' ab.5it;iicd to the 
year 1324 ; and it was not till five ctniurios later lliiii l-.is birth- 
place Wiib fin:illy and completely identi!ieil. Tlic first certain 
date ts 1361, when, being then past middle age, he was Master 
or Warden of Dalliol College. Thence he passes to the nalliol 
living of Fillinghun, and his course from this tinte till his death 
at Ltttttnroitk in ij84'CMk be wm or kM dainitdjr tmod. 
aadantlienK»tteiiMiB«««Bta<ifliisItre«na>mpfHnd wilhiB 
ami period, and kdeed wiiliiii the hat half of it. Of hb 
personal anpcarance only know that be mis tfatn Biid 
emaciated in frame. The portraits which we possess have no 
authority ; that which is prefixed to Vaughan's memoir, and is 
attributed to Antonio More inearly two centuries later than 
Wyclif), exhibits a dignity and grace consistent with the tradi- 
tion that he wsi mo'^t fjuiielcss in speeL-h, :ind won the affection 
of all who conversed wr.h h.in. To tKc vnluinmous writings 
which art; uncouhlrdly frnin his p<n there h.i\e 'icen att.irhf.H 
many of qucstinii.il;lc auliitmiriiy ; c^eil hi'^ |ii r.'--inAi '.linii- in 
the translation ot the Bible, which more th<in anything else has 
been the foundation of kia laating fiuM and ijrihMBC^ ia aot 
easily decided. 

H« left no [wnmniaitadioal of diicipka behind Mm, for the' 
Lollards were not hiilnie ftOowere— theyrepresent h» principles 
cxaggera'ed, distorted, and mis.ipplicd : his russet-cLid priests 
preached for a time, but only in part of England : his immediate 
influence — deep and genuine as a was itnpresscd itself far mure 
really on continental than on English theology : the deaths at 
Constance of !hi53 and Jerome of Fraguc burnt his leaching 
into men's liearts »;th an int ff.ircablc mark. As n Kefi">rmef he 
was lielnrr lui .i^jc ; flnd m.ii'.y ,';«»npr;ilioiiS had to pi»ss before 
the piincijiles embodie 1 in his \vr:tinj;s ;md:leaching bore their 
legitimate fruif. "Tenliinii; Christi.uuty," writes Dean Milman, 
■■ h.'.il to wait more than two centuries and .a hali before it offered 
a new system of doctrine to the religious ncccssiiics of men. 
Lttthcranism, Anglicanism, Calvinism, arc forms of faith ; from 
WydiSism it twoold be difficult, perhaps impossible, to fiame 
a creed lilce thM of Ai^butrKuticka liwthoae of the Clunch 
of EBKtend, or even those ofweatmintter:*-' 

Wyclif is first known at Oxford as a learned theologian : 
a Doctor, tcachir^ in his school, and preaching from limt- 10 
time in St. Mary's ; a Schoolman, famed for .his knowledge of 
Aiistotle (in Latin), skilled in dialectic, and so well versed 
in the La'in Scripdirfs as to r<^reive ".he title of Peclor Ex'an- 
lieliiMS. He was a t> pic.il e.x.itnple of the chuicest product of 
a mediaeval Univcriity : lie represented not only its learning, 
but its intellectual liberty, tl.c In edoin .ici onled m its instructors 
to speak out bnlHly wfiat they thought, i n.n'. tlie central 
thesis of his ic-.icliin^, the doctrine of "dcmLinina fi unOed in 
grace," i.ame lUuse alariuing dtiducttons which forced fann into 
iuil»»nisin with tho Usraitdiioal ayatmn. it was a doctrine 
whien logically led to comniuniank: it was inctxnpatiblc with 
Papal wvcioignlyt with the fcudal lordship of tae prelates, 
whb the wealth of the deigy. "It belongeth not to Christ's 
Viour nor to Priests of Holy Church to have rents here on 
eUtiL'* There una need of drastic changes. The monks and 
canons— possessioncrs, he calls them— were idle and self- 
indulgent, absorbing and squandering wealth. " These irrc- 
lifjious that have possessions, they have commoniy red and 
lat il)e<'ks, and yrr.i; iH ilics." The FriatS v.r i< ( spet. i illy 

denounced, as tvhilntin^ the failare of an espcci.illy noljle type 
of service, the u.i'ntp.'n' iflimi. 

It was assuredly a swift decay that bad cumc upon the 
Mendicant Orders, as they h.id mingled among the multitudes 
to ^rfurm tasks which, as ori^in.illy cottceived, wcj'e truly 
ChiutUkck In the Universities, indeed, tho learned members 
of these bodies maintained a high posiekm and umulUed leputa- 
tion : it was in the wandering Friars that the degrad.ition of 
ibeir Orders was so soon visible. From holy men, who 
travelled from place to place with the Gospel blessing, their 
frugal wants suppiscd by the willing alms of the faithful, they 
became a horde ot sturdy he;;::tars, hypocrites, and impostors : 
confcssrirs and ptea. hi rs on the one hand; pedlars, gossips, 
boon companions, on thi' other: plying a trade with their sacred 
offices, .atients of the I'npe in the Selling of pardons and 
induli{ences. The pictures drawn in the pages of Chaucer 



and Langland are undoubtedly truthful, and they show the deep 
corruption which had spread through the rank and file of the 
Mendicants within .1 century or a century and a half from the 
death of iheir founders: the contempt in which the)' were held, 
the injury which they niili! ted on spiritual reli),':on. 

Wyclirs academical iiosiiinn, and his lepntalion as an 
iiiithonty a>;ainst the Pap.d usnrpatiuiis, led t" hts cMipIoyinent 
more thau once by the Crown ; llsc most important occastun 
being John of Gaunt's mission to Bruges in 1374, in company 
with Sudbury (then Uishop of London) and others, to discuss 
with the Papal Legate certain sriarancca co n aactwl with the 
Pope's exeicfse of patronage. It is worth while to lecalt the 
intimate rclaiiona which existed between Chaucer and John of 
Gaunt, and it may well have been that in friendly meetings 
at his court, Wyclif, Chaucer, and Sudbury fostered their liberal 
and enlightened views as to the current abuses in the churclu 
For .Sudbury, though obliged, when .Ari hhishop, to act against 
Wydif and to censure his opiniont.. h:k<l much in common with 
him, and must have felt some such compunction, as prelates 
in our own day have felt, in condemning opinions to which, in 
earlier nnd unnfijcial days, they h.ive Iwcn themselves stronjr'y 
altiaoed. I'l rhaps it wius thi.s sa;.ie nuiuencc wliicli led to 
Sudbury's cold treatment of the pilgrims uhum he m«t on their 
way to Canterbury for the fourth jubilee of Sc. Thomas, and 
who knelt down and aslceil for his blessing. Instead of com- 
plying with their request, he wamod thom in ilern language 
that they were only wasting time and money in aeeking a plenary 
indulgence at the martyr's shrine, which would be absolutely 
valueless, except on their true repentance. " Why, Lord Bishop," 
answered one Thomas of Anduver, " do you dare to stir up the 
people against St. Thom.-is ? At the risk of my life I tell thee 
lhat thou shah end thy drtys by n foul death." The prophecy 
found its li'cral fultilinrnt. 

The sf^ne^t whirh show the rtda'inns hetwecn WyHif and 
the I'niversily ari' chicrly Connected with W illi. iin trnay, 
who succeeded .Siidliiiiy ;i« H'shoji of London ,'nid .is I'tiin.ite. 
Courtcnay liad n i hk..ni^' lor h'jcr'.y of tliojj;ht. It u is Ins 
business (o maintai.i Qilnodoxy and to crush unsouiiu opinioos, 
especLtlly when associated witn the anti>church policy of John 
of Gaunt. In 1577 Wyclif was residing for a lime with John of 
Gaunt at bis palace of the Savoy, and paeaehiog in the churches 
of Lomkio ajpiinst the endowmenla of die clergy and other 
standing abtiws of the church. Hft thus found himself for 
.1 ;ime within the jurisdiction of the Bishop of l.ondun, who 
cited him to appear before Sudbwy as bis Meuopolitan, and 
himself a« his Ordiiiaiy, at St. Paul's, to answer oeilaia charges 
of hereby. 

lie can-.e in rc;ily tci the citation: but with him came John of 
G.tunt himself, and Lord I'crcy, the Earl Marshal, father of 
Harjv !luts|(ur. .\:tcndcd by a great retinue, they forced their 
way, m the dawn of a February morning, into the already crowded 
court in the Lady Chapel. Their behaviour roused the indigna- 
tion uf the Londoners there o^isembled. The Earl .Marshal tried 
to issue orders, as tfaoii|h ha wti« Lord Mayor.and bade Wydif 
be scaled, tching him *ho had tnany things to ansarer fi>r, and 
therefore had need of a soft seat for so long a session." But the 
Bishop of London, " cast eftsooncs into a furnish chafe whh these 
words"— as ihe old narrative has it— answered th.it be should 
not sit there, for, says he, " it is neither according to law nor 
reason that he who was cited here to answer before his Ordinary 
should sit down before the time of his answer." An Hilary 
altercation follnwed. The Duke of Lancaster muttered that, 
rather th.in Like sdiat the l'.ish"p sj!.1 at his liands. he would 
"pliicU f.iiii hy the h.or of h.is hcai:! out of the church." Hut 
the •hrcaleiiir-.j; ,itti;ude o! the I ond.nu :s ^^.llne<l him to lie 
cautiuus. He kU the church, with the Kari M.-krslial, amid the 
menaces of the citizens, and was barely able to retreat in safely 
to the Savoy. Nothing more came of the trial, so far as Wyclif 
was ooncecacd, except that ha thus received an eaphaiie hint 
aot to associate birasclf with a political party. 

But soon came the interference of Ihe Pope, in answer lo an 
appeal from Monks and Friars that the Bishops should be urged 
and commanded to extirpate the heresies and crush ibeir author. 
The insurrection of Wat Tyler and the murder of Archbishop 
Sudbury showed to what lengths a popular movement mi^ht be 
catricd, and thai movement was associated most unfaiily m the 
luinds of the lovers of order with the teaching of Wyclif. Dxlord, 
which had up to now been loyni to hit:), and had shown him tlic 
sympathy always eKtendcd to learninj;, began to fall away. 
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Alanncd nut unly <it the iittcr (icveIo|>inents nf Ms teaching, 
which questiotied the doctrine of transubitam atlon, liut also «t 
the consequences which seemed to Mlow from his doctrines. 
Whmem lUwrtjr might be aeotwded to the Schoolman and 
Divine, there wai now that takA «f poUtical estravasance 
iUtachlng to his writings, which canted hewtatkm and alarm 
Hinong his friends. In the summer of ijSt, and almoit at the 
time of Sudbury's murder (which occurred na |une 14). William 
Ucrton, the Chaaccllor, pronounced a formal semteneeof censure 
on WycJif'-i opir^ions, in which twelve Doctors concurred. The 
sentence " is pruinuig^tted in his presence in the school of the 
Austin Friars, and led to his temporary withclr.nv.il from the 
Uiiivcrsity. 

Then Counenay — now Archhifhop - ti^nU ilie iii.ini-r up in 
earnest. Twrnty-four Articlp^, lull i-f cxtrrnic sciipiiiwnts con- 
I eming the Eucharist, the Prie&lhouJ, t!ic pruiicuy uf the Clert'>*, 
the Friars, and Other matters, were extracted from his writin};5, 
and »ubmitled to a Council of Divines held in the Chapter House 
of tha Black Ftlan in London, in May* 13il. This Council - 
called the Eaithqoalce Council, fioiii an alaming earthqualce 
which happened during its sessioB'^dcclaMd nine of Wyclil's 
conclusions to be heretical, and fifteen emaeMU. The Arch- 
bishop applied to Parliament fur a measure which would enable 
the secular ofliCcrs to arrest the preachers of such doctrines, and 
ihe fir^t Ari of Parliament for the suppression of heresy by force 
VI .IS then pa^sL-ti. N et Wyclif himsHf was left untouched. 

iiut how was Counenay to deal with the University of Oxford 
The transient mo\'cment under Berton had cr im iI : Wyclifs 
tenets were again tau>;ht and honoured in Oxioid. At the 
Earthquake Council two proimnpnt ic^iitrnts Dr. Nicholas 
Hereford and Mr. Philip Kep)-ngion, had b«en pronounced 
toMnmacious fur rdusin^' to disown his doctrines, and the 
ChMceilor, Dr. Ky^ge, tiiough mote compliant, was known to 
iavour the snme hereaieii CoMtenay thenefora deiemuned to 
deal promptly with the Univcrtity. He did not hlmadf come 
down to Oxford, but chose as his Commissioner a certain 
Dr. Peter Stukes, Professor of Theology in the House of the 
Carmelites here. His letter to Stokes, dated from Oiford, May 28, 
1383, may still be read. It enumerates the twenty-four heretical 
or errrinpou'* theses, and Stokes !•> ch ir^'c:! to pmhihit the 
ii mlIiiii^ oI tlir'iii vviiliin tlic L r.i'. ersity. (.'ourtciny <ii>ul)t- 
urnv:-sc iti liii lIklcc oi a rcjirrsrnt.^itivr. .\ l-'r-.ar wouM iiiit 
tiL- a popu^ir amij.i-ssailo: to thi" .Sci ul.irs ' ( >\fiiro, .iml .StoVcs 
was a nervous a:id liinid 111.111, whu^r ffais ("inilU easily bc 
played on. 

lie presented bis mandate ; but the Chancellor, Dr. Rygge, 
at onioe aoawezcd that tli* Metropolitan had no juritdiciiun in 
OxScfti, even in the case of hoesy ; that be was attacking the 
rights, liberties, and immunities of the Uttiventori Stokes,

confronted with the rtMiolute Prima!?, Hr made his submission 
on his kncis. and t<inl< back with him to ( )\fiii<l another mandate, 
enjoining him to protect those in ttie University who were on 
the side of orthodoxy, and to forbid Wydifa doctrines to be 
taught or held. Moreover, he was ondsred to search Colleges 
and Halls for suspected ocnons : but this he declared he could 
only do on pcsil of his lile 

He tvna n weak and vacillating man, and when he was back 
among his friends, who received the publication of the inandnte 
with a storm of indignation, he temporized, pleaded that he 
had not promised to condemn the Wycliffites, but only to dis- 
avow sonic of their irnct^ ; and plucking up courage be pro- 
niHi:irnH »(<nt('ai;c n< susiiensum against OBO Hoitfy CrumpOf 
for C.<llil)t; ihi- U'y< lilT,(fb iKTi tirs. 

But Coiirtrti.iy had no intrnliiin nf beiiii; wnrsicfl in tV-'" 
struKglc. He imukcU tlic authority of the Cruwn, Hiui a Koyitl 
Uriel soon reached Oxford, commanding compliance with the 
injunctions already issued. In a second iiricf the King warned 
the Chancellor and fMcten that Cnmipe bad lodged a com* 
p'aint against them for hSs sttspension. The Chancellor was 
ordered to resign his office, and the University authorities were 
' peremptorily enjoined to assist in the search for heretics. 

The Royal mandate could not be resisted, though it was 
a clear infni^iDent of the liberties of Oxford. Hereford and 
Repyngton were suspended by an act of the I'niversity : they 
appealed to Courtenay. who heard, but only t j i undemn them. 
Others were now delated, but mo«t nf them recanted their 
errors, and wiliodoxy for tlic inonn nt rrn;iiiphi d completely. 
Then Cfuirti-nay himself came to llic hiinibltd University; 
he hi ld them a nv iiiatinn <•( h;i province, an''. rr< t-ivcd 
many submissions; and though Wyclil bimst.lf was probably 
not present, bis doctrines were explained in such a way as to 
enable him to remain unharmed at Lutterworth, where be died 
peacefully within thiee years. 

But tha snake was scotched, not killed. Grave as was the 
disaster to the Cause of religious reform and intellectual freedom,

With the sub.scquent history of the Movement I cannot now 
deal. Lollardism in the fifteenth century was a grim and 
bewildering tragedy, and its action moved faraway from Oxford 
into the wider life of England. It had its wild political and 
communistic elements, shotvn in opposition to the wealth and 
power of nobles and clergy, and its better religious elements 
of stubborn Puril4inism. Persecution led to the exag>^ratian 
of both these elements ; but the latter had the stronj-er vital 
f>jiru, thriiu„'h thu rrntiiry rt-.it fi.Ilnvnd ihi ri: 'Liwid a 

hidden stream ol religious upmiun hosttSc to the dominant 
Church, and doubtless in many a squire's house and many a 
country parsonage copies of Wyclifs version of the Scriptures 
were carefolly treaauied Mid dilvently studied. 

The Keformation of the sixteenth century did not indeed 
spring from this source: its leaders knew little of these obscure 
and lowly sectaries. But yet, as Mr. Capes observes, **the 
ground had been prepared at home by many an tuiknown hand : 
the old fabric of ceremonial formalism and superstition faacl 
been undcrmitKd ; disruptive influences had t;rown more intense 
because so forcibly repressed ; and in the later stages of the 
long movement of reform the underground forces which had 
been working sil!jiul> .huwed themselves at last witliout disguise, 
and the Church had cause to rue in bitter earneal the »tem 
intolerance of her Summary treatment of dissent in earlier 

days." 

Let me in conclusion add one observation. The auitude of 
Oxford to the new teaching was exceedingly characteristic «f 
that Academie temper of which we aw rightly proud.

I.i .KD Urcii Cecil's speech on ihc Education Hill b.is Ix-cn 
talkd the speech of ihe debate, and juilging finnj tlic 
unanimous consensus of opinion, it was a sinu'iilAily hri'liani 
and impressive iwrformanti . Ii is not often, for example, 
that a politician who figiirci! <ii n Ilooours List in 1891 is 
sivcD ao early the tribute of a vcibatin report in The Times, 
bat we hncy not many will dispute that tn this case the 
tiibute vn& descncd. Un the trgomentiitive ncriu of the 
apeech, naturally, wc do not desire to enter. The Magatinf 
has no politics, and had the speaker been an Oxford man 
from the opposite camp to that of Lord Hugh Cecil, wo 
should li:ivc wc-lfoiiicil )[ as coiili.illy. For T.onl Hugh is 
niorc lli:iu :in C'lxfard man, iu ihe sciii-t- of hi-iiif; iiitclltctually 
Uxforil bred. He is the Fellow of an Oxfoid ( 'ollege, and 
as isucii must lu-l|) to govern an Oxfoid Socieiy. All who 
know him personAlly are aw.ire that politics have not pre- 
vented him from keeping in close touch with the *' parochial " 
interests of his Universi^, and that whatever may be the 
Dierits of his views, they are unquestionably coloured and 
ttinforced by a connexion with his University, maintained 
aherUi "education "had been coinpleted. In the doings of 
(Mbid men we are wamlj intererted here in dlbrd ; wc 
shall look forward to seeing Lord Hugh Cecil repeat h's 
success, and repeat the reward of thai sueoeaa, on ao ampler 
icide in the fntuie.

The petition i« reall/ 
tiie onicome of dnt letter. It hu been very mnneionalj 
a^:iKd» and amongst the slgmonrea many ate oT the class 
eommonly called " hifloentiaT.'* We feel sore that Council 
will listen ^^ith attention to so weighty a requcit, and we note 
with pleasure tliat the fietitioners have most wisely disaimcd 
opposition by explicitly stating that they do no; ask for a new 
Honours School On the contrary they liave no wish to 
trench on the provinces of Greats, Historv, Juri--|.rudi ncc, 
and Theolog)-, nor would thej' favour the addiiion of a new 
School of Economic Science in which stu<lcnts might gratluatc. 
ShouUI their wish be pfratitcd, tt.r new School will be oin-ii 
only to those who already [lossc-s the li.A. "or the equivaltiit 
of siKh" (i.c. women). This is as it should be; and we 
are nie Aat the inovenait iidlt be welcomed Iqr an who desire 
to make the Univenity a place in which all subjects worthy 
and capable of scienlifie study may \k scientifically studied.

'I'lic success of ^ui li a School \\ill 
turn on other factors; but the first Stage is to create it, and 
we lio|K' nirist strongly that Cooncfl will aee its wny to do ao 
as rapidly as i>ossible.

Were it possible to 
secure that onlj vaccinated persons shooM be allowed lo 
come, the case wosld be dflierett^ but as it is, Ihe only 
suggestion we can offer Is that a vaccfaiator with his impie- 
iiicnts should be part of the criicriainment provided. Oxford 
House, we believe, are coming, but are not lo be entertained 
by any c f the Colleges, which seems a rather uns,Ttisfactory 
hair-nieasurf.

It is 
also noteworthy that there has been a consitlcrabic increase 
in the contribntioos of the Colleges to the Common University 
Fund, and bearinj^ in mind the occasional " luxuries " in 
which that fund mdiUgcs, one can only hope that the 
eflidency of tbe Colleges Is not suffering on its bdialf.

Prorenor Ashley's pamphlet on "The Faculty of Com- 
merce in the University of Birmtegham" marlcB a very 

important and interesting departure in English educii'oti.

I'liivcrsiiy lines vsiih the problem of how to tiiucrc-, not the 
rank and file of the commercial army, but liie lulin? ami 
dircttiiif; clasis of the Commercial world, the men on "iioni 
in the long run the commercial success of England depends. 
The course for the degree of Bachelor of Commerce seems 
admirably devised, and the principles laid down will com- 
mend themselves to all lAo bdieve in making education 
hraad and thoroiigfa. LvKinfca and Hiitoiy, Accounting, 
Applied Science, and Bauien Technique are the main 
departments of study; their correlation must be studied in 
Mr. Ashle/s pages, which no Englishman, we think, can 
read without interest, not unmixed with sliriine, that this 
work should have been so long left unatienipted. We wish 
the new I'nivcrsity and its Professor of Commerce all success 
in their new \'enlure : for this reason among others, that " it 
can hardly be doubted that a prime need of English business 
men is siropl/ to know more of what is acluall/ going on in 
the real oT the worid." 

TUa b not the onhr rivmd saying in the pamphlet

When aome people are indnlgii^ in rather wild 
S|)eculations a.s to tlie complete change which, according to 
them, is to come over tlic University next October, it is 
useful ■i) bf reminded by Bishop Hamilton Baynes that even 
as old and SL-ttled a Colony as Natal is not exacd}- tecminsj 
with Rhodes Schol ir.s / ..r;i ; inJecd, the liisllop expressed 
a doubt that the Cotoiiy jxissessed any one capable of passing 
' Smalls.' This was perhaps exaggeration, but it shows us 
that we need not expect to be absolutely inundated with 
Colonials in October, while it is rather doubtful if ewen 
America and Germany wiU he ready lo send us many 
'Rhodenaaa'at 80 mitawitioe. If there an an appreci* 
able junber in lealdeiioe by October, 1903, that aeenut lo be 
the earliest time at which they need be expeded. So if ne 
arc going to put our hous'j in order for theUf tbeie $B no 
need to l>e precipitate about it."

Oman has made great use of Spanisli authorities, as well as 
of Englisli and French, and the fact that he has sought lo 
r^eaent the share of the Spaniards in the war fairl^ and 
wjtbcMt Maa, ia in itself, ewn if there were no other justilica- 
tion,a anflii^M reply lo thoae of fafa fiiends wiio, aa he aaye, 
have asked him If it is worth while to rewrite the story of 
1S0S-1S14. We congratulate Mr. Oman most hearti'y on 
the appearance of this volume, and we congratulate liie i'ress 
on the way in which they haw turned it out. 

l liough a tranquil calm is at present brooding over the 
poUtics of the University, we hear continually of wars and 
ntmours of wan. Last week the trumpet-call was sounded

The Rector and Fellows of Lincoln College have just 
elected to an Honorary Fellowship in their Society Mr. Alfred 
Hopkinson, K.C., Principal of Owens College, Slanchestcr, 
and lately Vicc-Chancellor of the Victoria University.

CLASSICAL ARCHAEOLOGY IN SCHOOLS'. 

TiiK pamphlet on this subject by Professor Gardner, whith 
hs? been printed by the Clarendon Press, was stiggcsiti! by 
in ,i(jdrcS8 which was delivered by rmfcssor Gurdnrr before 
ilic I Icad-Masicrs' Conference, on the feasibihiy oi introtluc- 
ing the elements of clastical archaeology into the schools* 
curriculum, but it is also concerned with the still more iin- 
|)Ortant question of University te.iching in this subject. From 
every point of view the pampbtet is a veiy weighty and well- 
consi&red utterance oi an anihoriiative opinioii. Tbon 
who are eiperienced in iduol teaching may take fhe view 
that with so many subjects claiming recognition, it is almost 
iiniios^ifi'e to iiilrodiico Any new couise. Ami ue wlio liavo 
Uie Oj<i.'0'Uiiii[> of iudi;;ug of ilic I'liblic School pioduLt nuy 
well be btoptical as to the fnobability of any roforra in the 
mere curricuUim j rcKlucing raiicb fruit, utiikl a greater inlel- 
Icciiial viL'our has been infused ir.to the Public School spirit. 
Nevertheless, a change iti method may sometimes effect a 
change in the mental atmosphere ; anti Professor Gardner is 
perfectly justified in his contention and in bis pleading. 
" According to the opinion of some noted sdMMhnnier^ tbe 
teaching of tbe chuaics la schoda auffeia finm a oeitiiln un- 
reality, because the learners do not radise that the ancients 
were men like ourselves, and walked our earth. It is pre- 
cisely this want of actuality and imagination which a study 
of llic clenicnls of .iicliaeology may serve to correel." He 
coiite.ves diat "lilt; aich,'.colofjiLal trainiug at'.s as a eot- 
reetive to merely Ijtei.iry educ.Hion in the same way as does 
the pursuit of ilie natural sciences"; and he believes that 
tbe study of archatologv, by giving a widei laii^je and a 
more scientific character to classical learning, might materially 
strengthen the cause of classical education against the 
champions of physical science and ntilitarian studies. Tbe 
statemetit ttf liis case is thnmgbout earnest and imprenive, 
such as w« should expect Imn so tiained an eapert in 
scientific iuvesdgation and in practical teaching. He is Adly 
aware of the diificulties in the way of successful school in- 
struction in the subject, and he gives some valuable sugges- 
tions for surniouiitiii|4; lliesc In one (loint .only of his 
c.xpo:>itiuxi lliejc may i-ccm Mime obscuiily; oa page' lo he 
says that " it is not at all necessary that archaeology sfi<iul 1 
be regarded as a separate branch of study (in schools) ; it 
may be kept as a means of helping study rather than as a 
study in itself"; and this might suggest that be vfz% recom- 
mending a superficial application of it merely as aneitlaiy to 
literature, a view of which he demonstrates the futility on 
pages 14 and 15. 

From the pnsier attentkm to the monnmenta of classical 
art, on lines wMch he indfcales aa possible witfa&i the range 
of school Ctlldyi lie reasonably hopes much ; perhaps too 
much In expecting that one result would be the quickening 
cf llic po\M'r i)f e , iniatiiig^ evirieiiLC. Sneh a tacnliy is 
iust tliat whieb our )jrcsi.iit literary cldatieal tiaiiinii; most 
iaiel\ eii^cnilers even in our bc5t University 5tudencs, tbnUgh 
it may occasionally be iound among a few of our dbiesi men 
at the end of their Greats course. But it is as necessary to 
the appreciation of literary questions as it is to archaeological 
argujiieiv.atinn. A result whicb we might more confidently 
hope for from the general acceptance by the Public Schools 
of Ptolcssor Gardner's snggestiona mig^ be Uie awakenbig 
of a sense of beauty in form and outline. Tbe lack of this 
is one of the great misfoitunea in our present national 
character; it is tbe result of our CNclusiwly literary training, 
and it goes with a contemptuous indifference to our own and

Kunsl alltr 7.*Htn ; the plates alone might give him a new 
insight into the ai.liic\cmcnis of ancicni life ;iti(I iIr- jK)>ii' 
bilities of his own. ]!ut the rubUc Schools, even if idcy 
desired what Proffssar (iardner desires, arc straitened by 
lack of trained and sympathetic teachers. And it is ihe 
concern of the Universities to supply theni. I-iiilu lias, rrjally 
l)ecn done hiilierlo^ though that little i« valuable. W o hope 
mudi from the devdopmiMlt of the Poet-Graduate cnuisc, 
of which there is now some promise, and for which Oxford 
Arcbaeology has material and apparatus, and only needs 
ormnlBlioii, Our diflicukiea are that a theory of classical 
ciutnre narrower dian that wbidi prevailed at the Renantance 
sdll prevails amoqg many of our leading English scholars, 
and that the Civil Service Examination system, which give* 
us our orders, ban not yt — and will not until a strong clTcit 
is made to reform it — come to regard any branch of Arcliacu- 
logjr ai a natiual part of clasrical education.

After aome wvdca of JibhiBg and dday, connected with the 
fact that during Coronation week Ald^miot fs to be crammed 

vtli no less than furty Milltl.i r<-gimriits for duly in llic 
ilrccti of London, and tliai the railw.iy e(>tii]),inii'-j luiJ 
raised difficulties about the transjiort of any V olunicrr (."orps 
.at that busy period, sanction had been obtained for a caroii 
at .Mderahot, and nofKe of llie camp was published aoctno- 
ingly. 

ilowever, a few days ago there came a bolt from the 
blue in the shape of a ktier from the Aldershot authorities 
to say that the only camping-ground they would be able lo 
offer was one which would have been just vacated by a 
Militia battalion, but that if ibey preferred it the Corps 
mtglit be aooonmodaled in barracks. Nor, hi view of the 
immense addtlional number of troops quartered in tbe phoe 
at the time, ^wis there any likelihood of ^ccurini^' any of 
ilie indulgences in the matter cf lent accommodation usually 
.itcoidr.l to .1 Univirsity corps by the courtesy of ihe prc- 
iiiduig genius of that deparlmeni. Now ilic undergraduate 
is wont to be very long of limb, and the regulation that 
reciuires eight men to share one bell-tent bears somewhat 
hardly upon him. The luxury of sleeping eight in a tent is 
not enhanced when that tent has been recently .slept in by 
eight militiamen, and in anycase tbe ground that has formed 
the site of a camp for some days requires a little airing. 
It was therefore an additional vaik of the cDnsMkntiOB 
with which the University Volunteers invariably meet at the 
hands of tbe .Mdershot Staff that fair wanting should be 
given about the only nvaihble camping-ground, and that tbe 
alternative should lie olfered of going into barracks. 

From the numerous applications for le.ivc nf alisetice 
from camp already received in the Orderly Koorn, it hati 
become exitlent that some difficulty was hkely to be ex- 
perienced in getting the minimum numbers in camp required 
to enable the Corps to draw camp allowances. A great 
many membets have never seen the glories of a real Com- 
memoratiOD week, as there has practically not been one for 
the last two years, and 10 ask them to forgo the attiactkiaa 
of that and of the Coronation fe8tiffideasswellwBs,hwaa 
felt, putting a somewhat severe strain upon (heir BCMe of 
duty. Uiion the top of these complications caltle tbe Aider- 
shot K-tter, [iraciicallv ];iii'.ting camp there out of the question, 
.aid nei essitating the far infeiior advantages of life in 
batr.icks. 

A suggciit;on. ori<^-inaung from the senior Captain, was 
then made that the idea of going to .\ldcrshot bhouK! be 
abandoned and a camp formed at iieadington. Colonel 
Morrell's leave %vas obtained, and a meeting of the ofliccrs, 
hastily summoned lo consider the situation, resolvcit to revert, 
for this year only, to tltc regfanenlal camp on the hill over- 
kxAing Oxford, and to issue an appeal to tbe CoOoges to 
allow their men to come into camp diere on Thnndny 
afternoon as a special case, in order that the requisite 144 
hours' attendance might Ih: conipletetl by the afternoon of 
the following Wed ti' sday, .ind any interference with iho 
iwcscnce of nietnbcis at the L'oronation, at any rate, inigiii 
Iw .ivL>;did. Tlie Vice-Cliancellor was pood enough to give 
the scheme his countenance ; a circul.xr letter w.is sent to the 
Heads of Colleges; and, with the exception of one or two 
whose deliberations are not completed, the project has met 
with uniweisal consent. 

As there appears to be some uneasy feeling about amongst 
certain members of the Corps that the camp at Iieadington 
will not be the genuine anide; that the irahiing there will 
not be so thorough and serviceable as in a camp at Aider- 
shot; and that the whole thing, in fact, is likely to degenerate 
into a kind of picnic, it may be as well to add that there 
Is no ImeotkNi wbticvcr 10 dspnit from the ligid linet of 
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discipline (o which the military asmosphere of Aldershot has 
h;i]rpily aixu5.ii.mir(l members of the Corps in ihcir bsl two 
carous. Thuc is no lack of suitable grouiul m iltc ucighbour- 
kowL It dloaM b« remembered that country suitable for 
inaneenvnng over can be reached rrom llietopofHcadington 
vMcil wholly inaccessible in the short space of an after* 
noon marclwiut from OKibid, and the amcniiiea of ^ 
ground lender it an ideal aile for a camp. S])edal notice 
liad been given tliat iiad the Corp* gone into camp at Alder- 
shot no assistance cook! be afTorileci Ihem other troops, 
and that :h:\ nr.uli? l)c Irfi cntinly to their own devices. 
Al UeaJiiigion there will he at kast the EWpot at Cowley 
to provide an occaf^ion.il >kcki(iii ;uniy to fiRht against. 
Facilities also may pcrliaps be obtained for biiildins; trcsilc 
bridges and practising other details of field ciiu' ni ur ni,' \vl.ii li 
have never liccn practicable at AKIershot. 1 here is no b<>ri 
of reason why the camp there should not prove fully as 
instrtKtive and practical ag if it had once more talten place 
on the familiar tiopea facMreen Cowe Camnon and Lamm's 
Plain.

In Private 
Dusincss the President announced a poll of the Society on 

a motion affecting one of the rules. 

Mr. 1>. I.. Savory (St. Jolin's), who stands for the forces of 
]jr<jr;re>-'^, rinivr j, "That the kficsles scheme of schokii ships 
IS impciciicablc, and incomjiaiiblt; wiih the best imcrciis of 
Oxford. " He deprecated any charge of ungenerosily : 
Mr. Rhodes's will was fair game for a discussion. We gave 
honour* in llel)rewand San^kiit ; cli.iirii ot" engineering were 
being founded ; oh 1 that a man iiive Mr. Rhodes might have 
provide<l for modern languages. Further, we were to have 
Yankees and all infidels, but liritish birth was ihc one dis> 
qualification for a Rhodes Scholarship. Mr. Savory then 
tamed to the details of the scheme. His declaration that 
thiee-tentbs made thirty per cent was loudly applauded. 
Scfaooiboys, he said, oouid not be expected to elea the best 
men. MoreOT^r, in America the ballot was impossible. AM 

the «orId would send its worst specimens, and we sh; uld j;ct 
your bw.iggcrcr, your Duke. Further, £_joo would iiul tcath 
that economy men should learn who are to be curators. and 
schoolmasters. The altottncnt of Schol.irs to States of 
diflferent sizes was made on no reasonable basis. Kducation 
ministers, especially in America, were quite unsuitable 10 act 
as trustees. And finally, why were Germans preferred to 
French, though our alliance with France was the most 
glorious period of our history in the nineteenth century? 

Mr. H. Thorp (Wadham) sympathized with the mover in 
being centra maubim, a poritkm, however, no one ooidd fill 
better. He claimed that Mr. Rhodesia will had reflected 
great credit upon that statesman, besides being a splendid 
testimony to O.xtord. Even :iow sebolarships arc often given 
for personal appearance and athletic prowess. The exercise 
of the privilege of election would lie an a<lniiral ile training in 
citizenship. The high value of the Scholarships was ex- 
plained by the Scholars having to travel from the ends of the 
cartli, and Mr. Khmles did not wish them to be handicapped 
by poverty. The allotment of Scholars to different American 
States was on the same basis a.s elections to CoQgfetB. The 
marks suggested hi the will were, of course, oaly uttended to 
indicate tbe priaeipllft of dccdon. UeootiU not agfee tfaat 
our alliance wfih Phmce In tbe Crnnea was a glodow 
episode; and we were, after all. of the same rate as the 
Germans. He could not see why ihe mover sliould dis- 
approve of tlie \v ill just because he thought the money might 
li.ive been Ix tter sjietst. The (jueslion was, lias; if l>een well 
sj^ent f He thought it liad, and thai if Mr. Rhodes's dream 
about Uxlord came true, Oxford would help lu consolidate 
the Empire. Mr. I'horp is now one of the best speakers the 
Union posseiwea; he takes his opponent's arguments oad 
meets them one by one, and gains much by speaking witbovl 
any notes. He is not afraid of a peroration. 

Mr. H. L. Stewart (Lincoln) began with a moat hapmr 
quotatkm fi«m Macaulay on Warnn Haatioiga. Onlike tbe 
mover, he laid cUef emphasis on tbe first part of Ae motion. 
Conditions such as those about " qualities of manhood " were 
^.^n(a^t cal. He drew a picture of Education Minth.lcrs 
adjtidii al^n^' Ivtwcen catididates. v.icli provided "ilh the 
highest possible IcstiuioniAls from their sciioollcltows. £vyu 
' maaters (he said} were hunan. The acJieoK aboidd 
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not b« condenned became tiot ideally gooJ, bui judged by

Mr. J. St. G. Heath (ror;iU> Clirisli) [io;nt( il out ihd tlit- 
qtJC^jlion under disciiHsion whrlli<r llic iUicme was 

;i ^-cod our, iiii; Mlu-ilicr :i niijrli! have l»cen belter. 
Mr. Rhodes ])ro\'ided mare largely ibr America than the 
Colonies, because our Colonics were already pro-British. 
To complain tlial Englishmen were excluded was to miss 
the whole point. The mover was afraid we might not get 
the best men. That depended on the paipose they were 
wanted fat. Re did not ahare the movei^a inheient suspicion 
of the tfUetti nun. TIk Khene Uaelf would easily be 
adapted to cf minntances ; and it wonid Ite nng[ralelnl to 
forget that tiiere woiilJ be gain for OxfoT;! too. Mr. Heath's 
argument was iounJ and woll iltlivered, and had the merits 
of brevity and point. Perhnjis he ■^yoM be more effective if 
he couli! acquire a little more lUieiicv. 

Ur, Land.ui. of licrli;! .lion, \';:>Uor;, s.u'd lie judi'eii tht; 
mover's speech had not found general ngrecment. He 
deeply regretted the omission of French Scholars, which, 
however, was intelligible when one bore in mind the objects 
MTi Rhodes had in view. The grievance about Manitoba 
he was not qnalified to diacuaa. Educated Gennans, he said, 
had beeo amaied by the grandeur oT Mr. Rhodet's con- 
ception, which he paid the high compliment of terming 
Bismarcliian. We ought not to be mislc<l by quotations 
from .1 feu rienuan new -)\;|.erF. liitxvein K!ij,-'..in 1 and 
(;ern.;i:iv iheic w.ih u iciuimcnlal .is ^'•el! .i business 
coiiicuietite. Though he liad net bnii in rsoiully [iresent 
when -Mr. Rhodes and the K:i;ser discussed tlie M-lieme, he 
was ^uie two such men would not liavc forf^oiieii ;he educa- 
tional interests involved. Both naiions must protu : and so, 
indeed, mnst America and our Colonies. And if sometimes 
the wrong men were sent, we could always "leave them 
alone." We need hardly say that in point of interest 
I>r.

The Scholarships would help to dissipate the ignorance of 
many Germans .d nui England. His only Direction lo the 
scheme was that £300 was too much. 

Mr. H. Saclwr (New College) .said America would never 
consent to pby a second pan. If identity of intercat already 
eiiited, this sclieme was superfluous ; if not. It would be found 
fiitile. The Kaiser would have in it a new weapon against 
fbe Sodal Democrats. 

The Hon. N. Primrose (New College), in a maiden sj eef h, 
opposed the latter half of the motion in j;.irticul,ir. 1 iic 
amount oi tlie Scholarships w.is m he said, loo much, if the 
Scholars were to sec the uholc of Oxlord life. The scheme 
was Imperialistic in the best sense, in which ImpiTialism was 
as closely associated with Mr. Rhodes as Btrruinghani with 
Mr. Chamberlain. Though it was difficult for Oxford to 
learn new ideas, he hoped it might not be impossible. 

Mr. G. S. v. Went (St. John's) had been grievously dis- 
appointed by the mover's action. He waied eloqoent about 
the prospect of mitigatiag the fdm^nodeinily of Oxford. 
Mr. Went should try to emancipate fainsdf iioni his notes. 

Kr. C. P. Bladcwell (Wadham) believed that the inter- 
mixture of EngliKh-s]icaking races in Oxford would advance 
the unificatioij of the Anglo-Saxon worid. 

Mr. fi. K. .\ga (Worcester), in a thimt maiden sjieci:h, 
insisted on the advantage to foreigners oi mi.xing for a time 
biOxCBrdliiie.

And we admit that Canon Hensfln, when he is neither directly 
contTorerstsI nor expansively ejZ'oiiitic, is both inlerestini; and 
peJsuasix liiit .IS the l)Ook is Ir nikly controversial, it must be 
judf^ed as SMr:li. It fjntriin? tncry defect nhirh nn hnnest 
tontroversiill IkxjU by an cdur.itcd mnn could loni.iiti. Thr- 
author is neither the loastrr oi all the necessary frn ts, imr tif 
a consistent policy, nor of himself. On p. 202 lie rebukes the 
Ritualists for " disobedience to lawful authority," white on p. xlvi 
be himself advises tliat the plain law of the Hr.iyer Itook !,hoiiId 
b« tookcn. On Dk J7 he denounces " contending zealots," and 
•B p> 46 Biikes na lealous but strictly untrue statement that 
"ihe Rooan Chmdi has, by its new dogma of Infallibility, 
claimed and provided fur complete liberty of innovation." On 
p& 49-so «e are told that " the New Testament ii the law-book 
Of the Christian society," .ind its inspiration is extolled in glowing 
terms, while on pp. $7-58 part of Acts is said to be " highly 
artificial," and appeal is made to a critic who rejects the 
Divinity of Christ. Itefore the book ends, the author expreiaes 
equally "^at hesitation" a? to ttio Pastorml Kpistles. 

In dt'.iliii^ Milh tlie i:]jesli(m of the ncccsvily of i-pismpal 
order?, Caiioii lictison, attci iiicntii/nin^' side by siilc " JSishnp 
Core and iJr. Moberly"as the rliict iip!u:r!di of tlil^ tiieniy, 
provokes obvious criiici"!ni Viy le:i\ iiivj alone l\v: former .md 
attacking the latter. 1 i> tl-.e easier, but in>t the m ire 
courageous task. The haiX taste of certain allusions to 
Dr. Mobertjr it only paralleled by the pcissaee in the l.tst 
sermon, whm the preacher ijuotcs a personal conversation 
with Bbbop Mylne, in which the fauliop appeals lo have beee 
too poUte to express all his own mind. The statements as to 
the supposed Presbyterian government of certain primitive 
cbnrdtes are not at all adequately supported, and a reference 
on p. xxxii is highly misleading. For it would suggest to any 
person unacquainted with the original^ that three dilTercnt cases 
were implied, where.is tlut of Alexandria alone is meant It is 
characteristic of the whole book that the only (ireck (|uot.-ition 
whkh the introduction contAins, and tlve quotation is of great 
impmrtancr, is mnrlnd by Ibar misprints.

Ucsides 
t he exhau stive wetks ef Beiselsr and Se cck , we have in P > iifc s s nr 
Din's ibMHHV S«ii^ im thi Lvt Ctntury ef tUt W^tm 
Efitpirt no mean contribution to the study of the age from an 
English pen. Nevertheless there is room for a series of sketches 
sucn as Mr. Ginvcr here gives us ; for Professor Dill exdudca 
from his purvii u the Kastem Empire and the (Jreck writers of 
the time, while Mr. Glover writes of (irtek a? «e!l m Roman 
/ilt/rateurs, anA in his chapters on Julian and Syricsius deals 
with two nf the nit»»{ intcreitin;; figures of the fourth ccr.turj'. 
W e have railed Ids lun.k a scries of ■.ketrhe.s, an<l such it is ; 
not, as. the title niij^lit suij^jcsl, a complete or compreheiisivc 
.iccoiirit of its suhjeel. It would seem, indeed, as though the 
!>cvcral (.li.ipicrb had been wril i-n in complete independence of 
each other; for we sometimes find an expbnatury note or 
expression whidi a previous chapter render* super4uou£(e.g. on 
AusoniuB, p. ajt, en Ciaaidianls /» Kutrtpiim, y. jSjL Thus 
the book seemt a little dilated; and in the setmial aiudfea 
kfr. Giever b cAcn OMtent to jot down the notes and io^pttssions 
which a reading of ins antbor has sng^ested without much 
attempt at arrangement. Notwithstanding, the hook is an 
interesting one, and nviy l>c highly comiitended to those u ho are 
attracted by the spectacle of the decay of Paganism. They will 
find some fresh suggestions and colloc-itions : for example, the 
liist rhapfer, heuiden "* (".reek .nnd Early Christian N'ovels," takes 
us into an une\i>liirei', ileld of rfii;',]iai isou. We cannot subirnlie 
to Mr, idii'.er s oiiiical ju lueiiir iits in every c.iie, and should be 
disposed, lor i:istanec, !■) rate Claudian's invectives, especially 
that against Kutropius, more highly than Ite does \ but these are 
niaiim of taste. 

. HISTORY, 

The Frem h Pei^t. By AlttBtm HMMU, M.A. Hie Gnat 

Peoples. (I.(mdon: W. Heinemann.) 

Mr. Ha^^a"! uritos about France in a thorouj,'hly sympathetic 
fushion. 1 his is rather refreshing after the cSuris of a schixil of 
politicians to minimiie the intellectual and social position of 
France, and to forget the great services she has rendered to the 
civilization of the wwM. The book gives us a lucid ex 



of the history of the oountry, and due regard is paio to the 
literary devek>pment— the Aiifustan natiod of Louia XIV> and 
the bnlliant ontbant of romanticism in the teoMd decade of dte 
nineteenth century. 

So many books have been wTitten upon French history and 
literature that it would seem difficult to say anything' new, but 
Mr. ilassall succeetls in doing so. We like vcr)- much the con- 
trasts and parallels which he es t a Mishes between different periods 
of Fxeadi hisietyt "Like the Ftoodc^ and die icpatllcan 
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emremnient eMablislied on tlic fall of Napoleon III, tlic Staies- 
Gencriil, wbkh met iiftcr roitiers, at first proceeded with 
prudence, and adopted a constitutional attitude and carried out 
tueful reforms" ip. 109). Comiwrc also the remarks on ihc 
failure of the League ip. 

Mr. Haiisal! hns no hesitation in einphasizing the fan that 
the French aic .ip itlictic about constitutional govcnwicf.t, .md 
prefer personal rule. "The centralized system nf ihr: ui^t 
Minpire remains n>ost suitable to the Fri'tu li it.Mii;K:rA]ii<.-i'.i." 
The grCiit figures of French history arc vigorouily i iitlincd, su.Ji 
as Louis XI, llcnr>' and Louis Xl\'. The ( li.irartcr n| 
Napoleon 111 i;> sketched not aUoKetbcr unfnvotiiably. The 
neat worit done bjr the French in North America, such as the 
oiioiweriM of La Salle and the foundatioo of Canada, is stated 
nrmpathetkaBy. In too many English books the senices of the 
riench are tinned over so that our own countrymen may seem 
to have done so much more. Finally, Mr. Hassall tells us how 
great a pouer of recuperation France has aluays shown after 
considerable disasters. This fact should be remembered by 
some of our politicians in their hasty desire to treat France as 
a negligible quantity in the European comrr,ornve,i!t!i. The 
literary notes are ver>' interesting and apiucijiiitivc ; tl-.us the 
splendid historical work done by Frinrc in the nineteenth 
century meets with due recognition. \\ c ir.i.ijj;ue, however, that 
when speaking of tlie popis Mr. Ha^snll sunip'Ahat overrates the 
vitality of U^rangrr. It h.n ;>lu,i\> iibto:ii?hed tit that the 
modem Frenchman knuvis liitlc abo-ji him.

tho scr\ i;;n nr;m;n.ill y due ; ,Tild tliai itiiaiils-in-ciiiMf, u iili the 
exccpiiun of O'.e cat Is, rcccned pay wlicn tlwey were kept ui the 
field for a longer tit:ic tlian tlic traditional forty days. He 
produce? some reason for thinkinp that l.dward's wish was to 
substitute M\ .uir.y (if ]iaii:: Mihmieot s lor the feudal anay. He 
shows how lar the taeno!, of Haiidoa Hill and Crecy were 
anticipated in tlx: Welsh vvars of Edward I ; and he rescues 
from obscurity the name of John Giffard, by establishing a strong 
ptesnmptiao that it was due emoienoed captain who disposed 
tlie English troops at Orewin bri^ In iM3 and Conway in 
1295- 

The constitutional questions on which be throws most light 
are the later history of scutage, and the secret histoiy of the 
baronial movement of 1297. With regard to scniage, he brings 

out very- clearly the difference between the two sorts of fine or 
composition to which the name is applied, and proves that 
neither sort formed an important item in Edw.ard's budfrpt. He 
finds that the scuiagc-fme^ paid by the greater tiarrms ueic 
regularly assessed a! iKe rati . forty marks eadi fee nf ihe 
redil.Xil ilUOta for wlilfli (hey wi re licM ]i,iljh_.

Mr. McLaws has 
provided us with all the ncccbsary constituent parts, such as 
treasure and torture, love aad t>lt>odshed, buccaneers and 
Indians, friendly and otherwise, yet wc cannot say that the 
result is altogether sattsfaaoty. That his heroine, of whom 
there it • cbannlnig picture on the cover, should in an emergency 
assume nude attire, and mffle tt as her own (imaginary) brother, 
is well enough, but that she should prove so excellent a swords* 
man as to defeat the pir.ite mate, "a tall giant with fair curia 
and the face and figure of n fierce and beautiful god," is, it must 
be confessed, rather " steep " ; and when the said mate subse- 
quently turns out to be *' I.ouis Josc;ih dur Jr. Vcndome," the 
situation becomes idmusi iireeipiiou;.. Still, if rincc we frankly

Judging, 
then, by this &at valnm in the points mentioned, the tenth 
edition deserves unqualified praise, and will nnqucstionably 
be of the greatest use to all who desire an encyclopaedia in 
wUch confidence may be placed. It will in its own line take 
a place on tibrary-shcU es lieside The Dictionary of NatiemU 
Biography. So lar all is excellent, but on one point— an 
important one— we must at prRsent ^u«!pend jtidgfemcnt. That 
the fanu'i ii ninth editiiiii of //;,■ Etu-u!i-f'd,di,i w,is in many 
respects out-of-date \-i freely adinitled Ijy t!ie edilurb and pub- 
lisher?;, and this very fact isof ttiursc the reason fur the puljlica- 
tio.i i>i tijcsc nc'iv valutacs. It is rcicvant here to note that 
it w IS 01:; of-date for three sepanle and distmtt reasons, 
corre&poadiug to three dii&nnt spheres of subjecti^natter. 
(1) Uecausc since the earlier votttmcs five and twenty years 
have elapsed, and in certain aitkies, e. g. " Africa," under which 
head in the ninth edition tlie last dale mentioned was about 
1873— which appears extraotdinary to a generation which has 
lived through the Boer war : (3) because in the purely literary 
and historicHl articles not only lias research introdixxd mocn 
new material hu'. it has abo completely altcirtf the point of 
view: (3( because in the more purely scicntitio arliolos dis- 
cover>* has so rcvoluiion;,ed the knowfedpe of the experts that 
the contributions of the most eiriinc-nt writers in the ninth 
edition had acdmliy come to be misleading, if not untrue. Com- 
bining these three reasons, we sec that the main duty of the 
new editors vvas to supply omissions, to bring the time up-to- 
date, to correct and supplement knowledge, and, if possible, to 
indicate new points of view. Obviotisly the most satisfactory 
method would tanve heea ta Immi, ao lo ipeak, rjnnrited t!ie 
idath editlOB, and rdsaued aa entbely new editiott of some 
thirty volumes, in which all that was good in the old would 
have been incorporated with all that editorial care and a fine 
staff of writers thought fit to add for the new. We can well 
believe that time nod money barred the way, not to mention 
the fact that the thntisands who have recently ncqttrrrd the 
ninth rthtion would have liad a serious though not an in- 
surmountable grievance. On the otlier hand, a Supplement, 
which evades these difficulties, has ti^o yravc disadv anuiges on 
the face of it. (l) It virtually jncsuppo^ei rhe possession uf 
the old tditii n in the purchaser of the new ; 1^} whate'. er date 
is taken as the starting- puint, the new articles take up the 
at<ny« not from the beginning, but from the date fixed by the 
editors. No doubt in the numerous subjects drawn from physical 
sdcnoe articles writleii at or beCm tSys have to-day at beat 
a lilstorie value : the modem inqtuner will probably be mote 
th.in content with the Supplement. Dut for all the rest this is 
not 50. Take for example one single subject — "Armies." An 
inquirer desiring the whole truth will tsot find it in the Sup- 
plement. He must refer to vol. ii. of (he tnnih edition, put 
It away, and then read the admirable article in the Suppletnent. 
\Vc freely admit that the editors in question have done e\'ery- 
thing in their power to make the Supplcrnent self-^uffiring ; 
if there is a fault, it is not with their work, ljut tlie |>rincij)le 
ivhicli (governs it. How far the value of tlie Supplement will 
be dirf.inished it is at present impossiljle to pronounce fairly 
from a single volume, particulaxly a« it tuippcns that the articles 
in tbe volumes iKfbre us belong more especially to that class 
in vidch tbe jointore is less apparent and less readily felt. 
Those who have planned and produced the " Sonplement " 
deserve tmgrudging praise fat the care, skill, ana seale on 
which their work is planned and executed ; it is not easy to 
give them adequate credit for the labour obviously spent on 
this volume. One only rcgiet is that an undertakine which 
deaeraa «h* gmtilDdB of ntt ahoold ty dia kw of & bdiig 



run the risk of being marred or rendered incomplete not from 
any defect in its material, but from its framework and scheme. 
We shall therefore await with renewed interest the succeeding 
volumes, in the sincere hope that the di sad \-ant ages frankly 
pointed out by ourselves may be proved to have been reduced to 
a sntiilhctofy minhmun.

In this book Mr. Howell has in a sense told a "thrice-iold 
tale." He would prubably not deny that some of the material 
presented in his new i-ulumc will be fuuiliax tu readers of his 
earlier Conflicti ojf CapHai and J.nhimr; but he may fairly claim 
the credit of having first supplied in that book an account, now 
told agnin in fuller detail, of thn alosy of labour^ eaiiy sttusrie 
against dbbeartening odds Ibr Ittwrty of oombtnatian, and oflls 
oomplete, if ddayed, success. In that struggle, as in that 
success, Mr. Howell himseU played a conspicuous part, and we 
may pardon the egotism, to which he firaskly owns, in considera- 
tion of the personal interest given to the story and of the 
authoritative testimony borne on obscure disputed points. That 
he is free from a decided bias no candid reader coldd allow. 
That he has throuphoiit avoided undue prolixity is as impossible 
to ,-trTirin ; and lie liimself .idnir.s more than once that he has 
been Ijetrayed into dealing with some p irticubr event or incident 
at unexpected and perhaps disprupurtiuruitc lcn;;th. Thai he 
is hardly conscious that tiis own account of the dcvelupmcnt 
of Unionism must now he rod along with the dexterous 
narrative of Mr. and Mr», Wtbb's Hiitory of Trade UtuoHiim, 
and the vail mass of ordered maletU eoBtained ia dwir 
JndmOrUl Dmucntey, may be condoned ai an amialile deftctj 
and apparently be sdll believes that tbe history of the aaedlaeval 
gilds, which he took avowedly from Dr. Brentano, is the accepted 
UTsion of those earlier in5Htuiions, while readers of Mr. and 
Mrs. Webb could hardly adir.it lhalUtey were the true precursors, 
or the lineal ancestors, of modem trade unions. On the other 
hand, he is now inclined to look with a more tolerant eye upon 
that "new tininnism,'" which at one time he regarded with not 
■aruleserved mistius! ; and. wliile the rc&oiindin^j i-rhoes of the 
noisy contests of the p«st reverberate in his pages, there is 
a sanity about his judjjemenl of the present and the lutuic, which 
m.-iy be the n.iturai outcome of advancing ^ears, but is also, we 
Iielie\e, the product of an acquaint.incc ^vith hard facts aod of 
actual contact with experience. Recent decisions of the law 
courts, reoofnisinf the liahility of unions to sue and to bsauod 
tat actialh by their members nr ofllcials, may indeed seem ta 
render nugatoty some poctkm of die struggle, recorded in this 
book, which ended in the Labour Laws of 187$ ; but on this 
matter Mr. Howell is careful to note the important difference 
between civil damages and criminal penalties, and he does not 
counsel any hasty attempt to alter the law, to which the judges 
have recently given an interpretation not anticipated by the 
framcrs ot the Acts, but authoritative with law-abiding dtisens. 

Tie Eng^ CAnm'ele Play, By Fbux E. SCKILUNO. 
(Laadan: IfiOBilian.) 

Tite atudent wiH find in tihis Im6Ic n conpielKuive and In- 
teresting account of the wl|in and development of the Eiq^sh 
historical i^ftom the eniieet tnccs of it that can be seen up 
to die period of its decline. It is clearly written, and the 
successive stages are well shown, and while it is prinurily 
intended for the iiteraiy student , 1: is a book that will well 
repay the attention of the general reader. W hile one cannot 
help admiring a work that is evidently the outcome of much 
p.it^ent research, Professor Schelling appears to assume more 
than his fads \\arraut when dealing with the origin of the 
Chronicle play. .V sluc.ent of literature naturally takes a literary 
point of view when discussing the history of the dr.ima, and is 
therefore apt to disregard other tha^i literary evidence. Thus, 
when Professor ScheUing says that he finds in tbe play of 
St. Gforge a link which seems " to coonect the nadooai diniaa 
with the miracle-plays and aainita' piays" (pi.s7s),]ie itaasBaiing, 
firstly, that the play of SL Gttm e>n be traced to the mbade- 
play, and, secondly, that tbe iraacJe-play itself was the proto- 
type of all other forms of dmna in this cguntry (except those 
that were directly imitated froat dassical models). Both of 
Aen Mumipriows^ «« wntun 10 wy, we opai to dfapme. 
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There ia notliinij in CoUj'-t's account of the play, or ra(hcr 
prs^'cint, of St. George, which was pcrfurnicd at Windsor before 
thr Kin[jcror Sigismund in 1416, and whicli I'rofcssor Schelling 
quotes rts the earliest exsmple of nich a pUy, to show that it 
was in any way like either tlie iiuiacle>play or the modem 
Chiittnua muaoimen' play witk which he tt indioed 10 identify 
it. Fnook tba «iqr in wlikh he ceftv ta the htter, which, by 
iIm wayi Is atOI exUBt, lie is apparently oMmwre of its stereo- 
typed chancter and extremely wide oktifliBlion : whereas it 
aeema nraclically certain that it it not an oATshoot of the miracle- 
play, UOttgh doubtless coloured by it, but an ancient folk 
custom, probably l.Msed upon some early pagan ritual, which 
fii.iy 1ia\p contained within itself t!ip ^'cim <m a purely native 
riraiii.i. Tlicre is a po'^sibili'v that the play? of Rohm )iood 
(of wl;]Ch I'rofessor Sclicllirig reiiiarl^s that '" the national spirit 
first ^iimmercd in the drainatizcd ha'.hi h uf Rd'jiii liisod'' 
(p. 27:11, intimately aoso'jiatcei as they were nith May Day 
cu&toms, may jwint to a simitaily remote and native origin. 
The influence of folk ctisti/nis on the drama in this country has 
been singularly negleacd by its literary hisioriajis, atid though 
one need not give It undue importance, it is an eicment that 
requires at least to be taken into account It Is cusunnary to 
look upon the drama as having bcrn taken directly, or in- 
directly, through the medium of the niiraclr -plny, from classical 
models; but there nre (;nps in the chain of evidence; and, on 
the other hand, thcro I'i much to show that the popular sym- 
bolic rites, the relics of i)a^'anism with which the miniclc-play 
had tij roinpete, had more to do than is generally alloivrd u;th 
the dcveloptTtpnt of the drama in jjencral, and the Chronicle 
Play in particular. It is only fair to s,\y, hort'ever, that Pro- 
fessor Schclling nulicM the wide diffcretici. sepamtint; the 
Chronicle Play from otl'.er lypc5. " hi j^rjwlh wai indi(,'tnous, 
its spirit national. Nciihei Uic schooln^astcr . . . nor the I'ni- 
versiiy man . . . had much to do with it." "The Chronicle 
Flay may be considered in the deveJopment ol the English 
Drama practically as a thing nnait.'* He hen ptainly lecog- 
nibes the popular spirit that ammated it. Whatever opinion 
one may lioU^ howeve^ ubm this point, the nseliifaiesa of the 
book as Ml aoconnt cf toe Qmoide Play is not aflscted, and It 



is to be vsloooned as a vakiablo addition to the history of the 
Mnilisb Dnma.

Not long ago we noticed the issue at the Clarendon Press 
of the special Form of Service for Hit Coronalion, Mr. Henry 
Frowde has now followed this up with an equally tastefully 
designed Sficcial Coronalion Prayer Book. It is a very hanii- 
somc production, bound in white btKkram and with the 
rubrics printed in red, a special set of matrices presented to 
the University by Bishop Fell in or niionl the year i6M 
having been employed. Needless to say the volume contains 
the P'orm and Order of Service to be observed on June 2ft, 
but as it is printed on Oxford India paper its weight and size 
Invtt been Iwpt down wiilwi Bsanagcabk iiinits.

I'hc old question of Scholarships is once more to the 
front. This lime it has been agaip raised by Cacnbridge, 
which approach ow Vke-ChanoaOor with tfie qtMStioii, 
Whether Oxlbrd Oolcgeswoald job bi cicleDdinf the "dose 
lime" to March? f.e. to limiting the time of coinpelilion to 
about tliree montlis. A|i[iatently all but two CaniliriilgL' 
Colleges were in fuoiir of this extraordinary projosal, whiLli 
ck-aily [la- ori-in in the ctTorts of those head masters 
wijoie openly-avowiil wi^h is iliat all Scholarships should be 
given as the result of om: simultaneous examination. It is 
satisfactory to hear that at a meeting last Saturday of reprc- 
\ scntativcs of the Oxford Colleges not a single voice was 
raised in support of the cliange; it was felt that it would 
be contrary to the whole tradition of Oxford Scholarsh^i 
examining. It was alio obvious at the meeting that there 
was very widespiead di^ootent aiaong the Colligea at the 
present chaos of our a r i a n wM enta. A motiiMi was taosed 
that the question of better disttibotion of ennrinatloB timea 
be again referred to the Colleges; but although it was passed 
by a small majority, yet obviously the general feeling was 
that the time for improven>eni had not yet come. Apparently 
inter-Col1e(;e tmions are like the ZoUverein of die British 
Kmpirc—tht y re(|uirc very caiefid handlmg to brinf abontt 
aiul cannot be hurried. 

A " Voice from the Tow-path" has reached us : — 
"Being for various reasons more energetically disposed 
than usual, 1 liavL' this year foisaken liic toniparativt: sloih of 
my College Barge for llie vigour of the tow-|iath, and I wish 
to make a suggestion in your columns in cuiiiiexion with that 
resort Surely one of the features of tiie lughts ts the crowd 
of runners accompanying their College boats and exhorting' 
them with the usual instruments of peace and war. It is one 
of the things which always strike the intelligent foreigner and 
which form an important part of the whole affair.

a maiitice on Saiurtlay), lias proved a distinct feature ol this 
year's Eights Week, and it is to be hoped that this succeiis 
will Ix; a precedent for simitar acliievemeuts in future years.

Peler III, Em^eivr of Jtutsia: Tbe Stocy ot a Crisis and 
a Crime. By R. MUBCT Baih. (WeMniinter: A. Constable 

& Co.) 

Mr. Nisbet Bain has written an interesting and carefully 
compiled narrative of the sliort career of the unfortunate 
Peter III and the rhioltUion de pitUtis in which he perished. 
\Vc cannot «?e, however, that he has materi.tlly altered the 
generally rrrc i , xd .irrrjuntsof this crime. Catherine was certainly 
privy to it, but of course how far she allowed her wishes to be 
shown will n<;vcr be as4:crtaincd. We are not i-;re,it Ixlicvcrs 
in the letter of .■Mcx.mrfpr Orlov. It may hive been untteii to 
ur>lor, nnd. nii tiie niliei tianil, it perliajib never existed; at a.11 
cvciu^ in the ibrtii in whkh wc know it. Princess Uashkov 
speaks of the existence of this document, and Count Kostopchin 
declares that he had it iu his possession for a quartet of an hour, 
and madeaooiiycl k. But than BMIoiKhhi cculd Ut «h«D it 
suited him, aa he did in the matter of tbe conflagratiMi of 
Mr>5cow. The document which has come down to us is cer- 
tainly of a very grotesque kind, and has a madc-up look about it.

Dr. Robertson's Hamptons were by no means easy to folkiw, 
since the exigencies of time obliged him to shorten by omission 
lectures already condensed in style, crammed with facts, and 
closely argued thrntighi>iit. There were fine passages which 
arrested the uitcntiiui i.t ilu' \\\w inil are easily rccogniiable in 
this voinmp ; l.iit t n tiv wIidIl' thty hijemcd lo lack coordination 
and iiontnuiity. I hc ror.iplctc ^^l>rk .is now issued gives .1 very 
di&rcnl iinj.ire,sf iuji. It is ii i li .u. (:(im[»c:l. .■»nH romprchensive 
treatise, in which each p.irt v,\ ilit miIhh t i;- sy jtemalically 
developed with constant tcfcreiii-i; lu the Ur.ui ul tcruin tlictirics 
which Dr. Robertson has adopted as the result of hi.s wide 
reading, and " with a view to his own guidance in life." The 
aotea as well .^^ tlic text arc full of buitfal ai|g|ealkiia and 
aBiiritmii, though pui iiaps they sometimet Mlow the tnH& of 
special aulhoiities, Dr. Charles on Eschatnlogy, rather too 
CMaeljr. In shovt, this volume will take a high place among 
those Bampton Lectures which, without arousing escinemeat at 
thdr ddtvery, are at once recognized on publicatioill as Nkdr to 
become standing authorities on their subjects. 

The "Kingdom of Cod" is so wide a question that it might 
involve ,1 'Hscjs'iion of nny nr all of the siibicrts prescribed for 
tlic I'.nmpt;iii It' litres; i:uk'i;i:, .1 !.i\:n.an is di;.p-riicd to regard 
it, even in the r.-.o'.;ui ul our Lord limi&eit, ai ;i term •.'.iKth is so 
vague as to im .ip.ible of definition, and to class ;t with > j::h 
terms as Educutii>n, or Civil ii.il ion, or Nature, whi.-h sccni lo 
mean something Elij;h:ly d^ffi.rtti: tn cvtry one ulio n'^.ts tliriii. 
In this volume the held is at uulc iiaxruwcd to the tai>k uf 
ascertaining historiciUy the interpretations which were upper- 
most at diflcrent periods of thought. Dr. Robertson does not 
pnas ?ciy far the distinction he dxaws as tt> the Icingdan of 
God and the kingdom of Christ, which might have fottsied fals 
clue; but he disliiit^uti^hf s three or four damin.-int conceptions, 
(1^ the reign of (iod iu hutven, now and hereafter ; (3) a miiieiuii- 
anan reign of Christ on earth; (3) a visible church ; and possibly 
also (4) an invisible chnrch. The history of these shifting ideas 
as they melt into one another falls into two cjxles. The realistic 
eschatology of the Early Church joins hands with the Messianic 
universalism : both of the^c ph.tscs, as well as the more important 
ideals atul prcsent.^tinns ot tlii: t:ospclsand epistles, Dr. Rolx:rtson 
discusses with mar.y ciinou.i .ind sigrvificant details. In Ixicture v 
we stut .11,'ain nith St. .-\ul;ii-.',imv ; hctc iJr.

The 
papacy gave the first its most remarkable embodiment ; the 
various revolts against it, among which Dr. Robertson rates very 
high the prc-Refonmtion efforts of Arnold of Urescia, Ockham, 
and ManiKiH, worited out the other ideaL Both tendencies 
have, perhaps more than Dr. Robertson quite realizcg in his 
last lecture, which is 100 crowded and, except in its treatment 
of Ritsrhl, sketchy, come back again almost to their staning- 
poii-.is.

It is a hold tliiti^; to :tp'..hii;,h at the present day .1 puixiv 
controversial trcatiie, cn lh if it is one of the classics of Lnglish 
theology; but, as the LUuich uf Koine docs not change, Laud's 
eonicst with Kisher over the souls of the Countess and Duke erf 
ISucklngham is still valuable, as the most Icamed and evenly 
balanced lefiMatku ef Papal claim* to an iafitHiWe authority 
based on tiaditlaB and prescription. The present edition, like 
(he preceding volumes of tlie series, is beautiAiny printed, care- 
fully arranged, and fully equipped. It is based on the Anglo* 
Cathohc Library edition by William Scott "of Hoxton," perhaps 
more entirely than the general reader will surmise from tlie bare 
statement of the preface that "to the learned editor of 1849 the 
pircsent edition owes much." As a matter of fact it owes to him 
nearly all the notes containing ndditinns tn L.tttd's own work 
and "placed in square bracket'.,'' iacUidiiiK sinne ol the more 
recondile historical identificaciuns ; and Mr .Scott shonld 
certainly haxt: been credited with the immense Inbour nnolvcd 
in identifying the passap^es cited by l and Irom the Lathers, 
Schoolmen, and contrmersiaH::!*, in adding' contexts where 
necessary, and expanding tl;e crabbed tlj^uxc:s and abbreviations 
into businesslike references to the best editions. Mr. Simpkinson 
himself bas now added ( 1 ; a very short sketch of the situation 
as afTectiae Land and Uuckinghaas; (a) "aunmattol ef the 
argument ''to the fifteen chapters into which he has conveniently 
divided the text, with new page-headings; (3) a number of 
ordinary historical notes, giving the dates, persons, places, 
councils, &c, and explaining such terms as Manichean and 
Anabaptist ; (4) corresponding items in the index, which is still 
sttbstnntially Mr. Scott's ; (5) some references to editions which 
are among the later volumes of Migne's Patroloiria; (6) a few 
illustrative rxlracts from Chillingwonh, nramh-ilT, and Stillinp- 
llcct ; .it^il '71 t^ansl;l•lOIl^ of ail the L.'itin and Greek citations 
occ.iirniL; in Lauti's own notes or ll'.e suliseuuent expansions of 
them. Tliis List i.s his rc.il rontrihutiun to the wnrk as now 
have it; and nhcrc.cr we hri\c tested his versions, they are 
cornel ,iiid readable. Tliey will help lo iluike the edition the 
most attractive lo the man who.sc Latin and Oretk arc rather 
rusty ; and may perhaps be held to excuse .Mr. Simpkinson for 
having faUcd to indicate quite adequately his obligations to his 
predcceasor,

A History of Mtdtm Evrvfe. Vols, v, vi. By T. H. Dyer. 
Revised by ARTHUR Hassall, M.A. (London: G. Bell & 

SotlS.l 

There is little to l>e added to our notice of the first four 
volumes of this rnssuc . \'ohinu: % covets the period from i ".'••(/- 
|jii5, voL vi brings wt down to tlic asmaiksination of Lresideiit 
McKinley. Mr, Hassall prcsamably is responsible for the final 
chapter, as the original work ended with the Coi^eas of Berlin 
in 1878. This chapter is a oaefial and mpid summary of the 
main facts, but it is hardhr more. However, its iniertioo ahnwa 
a determination on the editor's part at any rate tO he abltaSt OT 
the most recent events. Throughout both volumes his hand too 
can be traced in the footnotes, where refereitces to most of the 
important works of recent scholarship and a convenient bibUo- 
graphy for each country precedes a very' fu!l .ir.d helpful indcc. 
It is rather a pity, nc erthelcss, that each \olume h.cs not its uwu 
index : would-be purcllalser:^ may not i .ire lo buy all six v.ihinics, 
and unless they do, their instalment is indexJcss, a tact not 
wholly con-ipcnsated for by the coraparativcly elaborate contents 
tables. If Me-s;.!s. Hell iss-ue a fourth edition, they nught well 
vteigh tins point. Mr. Hassall has interfered vt-ty laile with 
Dr. Dyer's text; he might indeed with advantage have inter- 
fered a little more. For example, Dyer gives practically no 
aflcount ef tlie cnoch-maUng reforms of Stein, HardenbeiBi and 
Sduunhocit We are told (v. 460) vwm Stein (as despite all that 
Seelev bas writtenhe is called) wasineffioain 1S07, and then he 
inexplicably appeals iit iSijiaKnMMiaeiyice (v. 496; ; similarly 
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Sdmniliontisoiiljrincatioaedasldlkd (v. 503)at Gnus-GAreitt», 

which ianol strictly true. Hardenbet^ is mentioned only six times 
(flocecalled Uardenburg) ; of his reforms there is no itccount. Is 
not this something like describing the foreign policy of England 
between 1B27 .-ind 1835 and leaving out the Reform Hill of 1S33 
and its authors ? And after this we /eel grateful (v\. 1 54) even for 
a single sentence summing up a momentoos epoch, " With this 
view, assisted by von Koon, the Mini.-:trr of War, he (Bismarck) 
reformed and increased the army. ' i'i;t despite its occasional 
lapses and omissions. Dyer's is a useful and compact woik, and 
M r. 1 lassall has doM nwch to imko it « reliable guide to ibc 

muiern student.

There is ]>roh.il;>ly no |-ji;,di^hni.in who co.dd \vi::e .1 really 
salisfacioiy jcvitu uf lh;i bouk. do iu wouid itvjuirc the 
almost impossible combin.ition of a competent knowledge of 
forcij^n Vxw and a competent krtowlcdgc of about six languages 
and dialects. As it is, ProfesMT SwbI gives Ihs autlioritics— the 
bibliographical part is very fuU and complete— bat one cannot 
tell how far he is justiiiod in his dcdnetions. Russia naturally 
fills the largest space. It is interesting to note that early com- 
pilationa of law, both in RuMia and liulgaiia) wem little mote 
than vwsiaos of DysaiMtne teM% ancb «» the fir/i^ and the 



/VMrAiVms. Rntsia'ii debt to ConstantiBople was not only fiw her 

religion. In the Russkaya Praviia m.-iy be found a good analogy 
to the Twelve Tables; Professor Sigcl points out that lint part 
dealing with procedure is a digest of customary law. The sub< 
sc<|ucnt history irf' law in both the Roman and the Russian 
empires suggest further resemblances. In both alike private 
law was progressive ; it has hardly been so in other Slavonic

We welcome this \-olumc as an interesting addition to the 
good trork already done by Slavonic jurists, such as VinckgnuMT 
and Kovalevsky,' nn behalf of the llcbester trust. Thevalneef 
Professor Sigel's lectures would, ho\rever, be much inCfCaMd by 
an index and by an alphabetical list of authoritiea.

This little book belongs to a class with which we have all been 
made familiar at some period of our live^, cenainfy in tlic Old 
Countr)'. Manuals of the sort abound, .uid in old times used 
to lake the fonn of "Letters to a 'I'ouns; Nolilrm.in on riitt.imj; 
the University.'' They were frequently written by i_1<t^> mL-n 
wlidse piety .md manners were sometimes superior to thnr 
erudition, as when the Rev. Dr. Cartwright, in his letters tn the 
youthful IrOrd Russell ;iSo7t, incite<l hmi tn msl>i:iiy of life by 
the example of Maecenas, of whom be says iliat bis very name, 
which is derived frotn IIm Giwfc *Ki»itt alwwed that h« was 
a gentleman. 

Thcpresent work bas to do with the lives of the youthful citizens 
of llie Great Republic. The tone throughout is sensible and manly, 
and the advice given practicaL The chapter on " Athletics " is 
axcdlent ; thus, nothing could be better than thia : " Pby like 
a gentleman, not for the sake of victor)*, but for the sake of the 
game ; win like a gentleman, without obtrusive conceit ; and 
lose like a gentleman without the whimpers and reproaches and 
excuses of a cad " |p. 116). 

In the chapter on the " Cboirc of l ife Work " the v.irious 
outlets to success in the difTefcnt sections ul tlie .Americiin 
continent .'ue wtM ?t.ltfd we have the characteristics of the 
East, the South, .md the \\'c:-t. The hist of these seems to

We have no time to go through this clever little book is 
detul, but would lain say something about the advice to the 
young man of the attitnoo he is to assume towaids "org.inita- 
tions," which seems to be Mr. Canticld's more eU^rated 
phraseology for the Trust system. The chapter on " Eleciivcs,''

Mr. Canticid never 
lets the hotmimm iocciimb to the titHt, and the American 
undergraduate who foilowt his teaching will be a manly, sensible, 
smL we an sun, also a successfal young felh>w. Only whaa we 
read fliis Kttle treatise, describing in a phraseology, so aolike our 
own, modes of life also so unlike our own, we doubt whether 
the great Pan-Anglicon -the universal parliament of Anglo- 
Sasona— dreamed of by eothnsiastSt shanrhnldfra, and Tniat- 
men CRft ever ponibly come to pus.

Atmaonlf aatnnlpthe undergraduate has devoted himself 
«&h strenuous eneqy lo the ceiebntion of peace after bis 
own lines. The newt does not seem lo have reached all 
Coliegies before Hall on Sunday, but those which had heard 
ihe news signalized it in a most appropriate fasliion by sing- 
ing the National Anllicin. The more serious celebration 
wa<!. however, th.it of Monday: from a very early hour flags 
hiegan to flutter ami Chinese lanterns to dangle out of the 
windows ; it was nearly impossible for lecturers to lerhire, or 
even for their audiences to go to sleep during lecture, mkH 
the noise of the decora(on>, and by the evening Oxford, il not 
as coupleleljr draped in bimtingnson Mafckingor I^ysmith 
ni^, maile a venr fair show. And witli the evening came 
the bonfires and the fireworks; of tbe fomer we discovered 
Ibor ; the principal one was, as usual, in St GlklF, wMcb was 
rather spoilt hy being loo widely scattered, SO that It died out 
prematurely. '1 li.it in front of Halliol was rather better, 
thoujrh sm.Ulcr, while a thini in front of Wadham had en- 
joyed i;s brief hour of crowded lifr by the time our com- 
mjssioiicr reached it. The rrm.iiniuf; bonfire w.is in the 
remote dLltricts of North Oxfonl, the work a;i;iarcnt!y of 
some of those who did not wish u> be husiieJ by the crowd 
in St. Giles', which, though on the whole fairly moderate in 
hs transports, was still " MaOicky.'' The decorations were 
not as good as we have known them : one or two provident 
pet^ were already prepared for the Coranaliott, and gave 
their iUunriaatloiM a trial trip, while sons of the Colleges 
produced old frienih 111 the «ape of set pieces whidi have 
done duty before. 

We have spent a koch! deut of this Tcrui in gruniblinp at 
the weather, hut really after such an lights Week we are not 
quite ijurc whether a lii.nikful silence oupht not to seal our 
lips on that point. It can only be rogauled as the most 
fortunate of coincidences that almost the only really fine days 
we had so far enjoyed should have happened to be those 
allotted to our "Summer Carnival." Our s}'mpaihies go 
out to thoae unfortunate Colleges which attempted to hold 
their eomoeits under tlie dqiiening conditions of Thursday 
and FMday ereninn but when one tldnks of what the Eights 
wesddhawc been like bad all seven days been as the Thurs- 
day, we can only congratulate onrsdves. A more distress- 
ing or exaspcr.i'.iiii; fiinc'ion than a wet Eights Week it 
would be hanl to fwd— the only thing to Ik.- compared 
with it is a wet ComnKm. Hut since the Fates liave 
i)een kind to Eigbtt Week, let them also remember lo spare 
Co mnw iB. 

After the scarcity of bumps on Monday sad Tuesday of 
last week one bad not expecied nnu^ more diangea on 
Wednesday evening, but the spectators were lewaided by 
ndier more InteitatiQg radng than one had altogediei 
looked for. Unhettity of course rendned their place easily, 
the desperate efforts of New College at the start proving 
maisiling, while Magdalen did not get near enough to New 



College to make them nervous and were not in any danger 
from Balliol. But lower down things were more iive^: 
Trinilv all but regained the place they had lost to Brasenose, 
and with Christ Qnuch malung a double bump as Sandwicb 
Bm^ besides several bumps in the Second Division, there 
was rather note change than is osaal on tbe last n|ghL At 
the lop of the First Division the order seemed to have pretty 
well rcachetl finality, but Christ Church would have probably 
gained a few more plai es if it had had the chance, ami t^j mi^'ht 
Wadham. Christ Church indeed was ratlicr unlucks', in that 
lx)th on Thursday and on Monday the boat it was jjursuiiig 
— which in both cases it caught two da)"S later — managed to 
bump before Christ Church could catch them. One is glad 
to see Christ Church back in the First Division^ and ateo that 
Bratenose shonld have partly fulfilled the pionise they OMtde 
hsi ]war lo regain tbeir kst places. 

Tbe 'Varsity Eleven may not be as Strong as one would 
like to see them, but they have done what some of their 
predecessor? ha\e failed lo do — they liavc won a ma;ch. It is 
quite true that about .| p.m. on Wcdnesiday aflernoiin, when 
All Ireland had knocked off .^bout half the runs they had 
been sent in to get, and when O'Brien and Lambert were 
well set, things did not look at all favourable, but the later 
Irish batsmen did not keep up to the example set them, and 
with Evans taking several useful wickets at tbe critical 
moment, the 'Varntv had tbe aatiafaction of winning an 
interesting malcfa. The Irish attack was not of the strongest, 
but they fielded well^ and our balsmen's perfbcmanoe was 
decidediy creditable. After all Cambridge are not likely lo 
bring bowlers against U5 of the calibre of the .•Xuslralians, 
and \se need h.arilly feel ver)' much anxiety about the billing 
capacities of our team under ordinary cncunistances. The 
bowling, however, is rather different: let us hope that the 
remaining matchn will diaoover Ihe badly needed bowler. 

Tbe pubKcatkm of the lists for the Final Schools is always 
interesting-— at least to examiners and to candidates. Tliis 
year there Is a eoosiderable falling off in the nmher of 
candidate*— 468 against 30 1 in S901 ; no doubt this is dne 
to tbe war, sod to the grant of nuuefoos University com- 
missions in tbe Army. Of the decreases, that in Modern 
History is the most considerable : there are seventeen candi- 
dates fewer than last year, and "Greats" again takes t'lrst 
place in numlM-rij — ij8; this too in a decrease of six on 
iqoi. Tlie decline in 'I'ficology conlinues : there are only 
thirty-seven cantlidatcs this }ear— a diminution of seven. 
Science (forty-eight as against tifiy-two) and Mathematics 
(twenty-four as against twenty-six) tuive fallen off to a rattier 
slighter extent ; Law remains the same with seventy efeb*, 
which is somewhat above tbe average of lecent years. Irbe 
only School which shows an moease is £n^ish Literatuiw, 
which has doubled Us unmbeis^ and now boasts six can- 
didates. 

The election of Mr. Cowley to a Research Fellowship at 
Magdalen shows that ( ixford is still prepared to do some- 
thing lor knowleilge in itself, apart from the " SchooU ; the 
subject on whWh he is 10 lecture. Rabbinic Literature, lias 
not a large following here. Ini: it is one which is especially 
associated with the traditions of Oxford scholarship, and vritll 
the moat famous department of the Bodleian Library, in 
which Mr. Cowley is Sub-Librarian. But Oriental languages 
are but a small part of the liqguistic equipment of Mr. 
Cowlev : be tcKeves hbiself from die stufly of Samaritan 
and Arabic b^ attempting the riddles of Lycian and 
Etruscan. It is even rumoured that he has solved the 
mysl<Ties of Mr. Evans's Cretan script; we ho]* that the 
greater leisure for which Magdalen Dons have been famous 
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lince Ibe time of Gibbon muf give the opportunity of fonnu- 
hlblff and publishing his diaoomies. They will at least give 
SChUift ft new subject for controversy, if tbey do not lift the 
from early Aegean history. Finally, it may be put on 
record for those few nriw have not the pleasure of knowiiw 
Mr. Cowley personalty, that he was educated at St. Paul^ 
School ;in<! Trinity ColIcfTL', aini tlint after hting a siiasier 
for some years at Shcrbornej he has since been a resident 
meiiiber of Wadham CoUege. 

The Statute \^ hic!i is now being promulgated in Congrega- 
tion proposes to abolish the office of Keeper of the Museum, 
and to create a new official who is to be called " Secretary to 
the Delegates." He is to receh'e a salary of i.f.'io, and to 
have rooms at the Museum; he is to manage the general 
service of the Museum, to administer the fiinds granted lo 
the Delegates, and to act for them in the exercise of their 
powers. The Statute is no doubt intended by Council 10 
e$tal)IL<>h a businesslike administration, and we hope that it 
will succeed in its object. Now, lio«i".cr, ih.i: -.u] the ^p.icc 
in the Court and all the collections h;ivi- [i-<n asMu'iU'l m 
V,\rii>iis !)i-]>.irliiirii!-;, it vv-ill be foun;i tli.U lli;- 1 >clc,t;-.\li--i h:iv<.- 
practicaily no powers cxifpt (o "exercise sufHrrvision ovxr 
the fabric, apparatus, iml (olli ctions of the Museum." Wc 
think we see the new Scactary attempting to exercise this 
sttperviaSon or to deSne the word .Museum." It is madi to 
be vegiencd that on Flrofessor Tjrlor's resignation no atlenpt 
» bdnf made to ofganlie the Sdenee Departnenis, to deiine 
the jurisdiction of the Delegates, and to strengthen their 
hands — or elw to abolish them also. In Qimbridge there is 
no Science Museum, and the I^ parimnr s arc ^ra t r-il; 
but even there the fnuncial arrangements for ill tin- I' jiari- 
m-.. Ills .in: conii(>lIi\i l)y a single individual, to wl-.nm vory 
wide powers are entrusted ; and the system works well. 
Why .'should not all il»c Departmental and Museum Grants 
be administered from a single fund, and through a single 
official acting for the Delegates, who could receive and 
adjiBt the claims of the several Departments? It would 
then no longer be necessary for the Pittfessor of Conchology 
to apply to the University every three years for n renewal of 
his grant of^so for oyster knives, and it would no longer 
be necessary for all the Museum Professor; to assist the 
Delegates in their deliberations. We hope that the proposed 
scheme means a serious attempt at orcanixation, aii i mil not 
be used merely as a device for supplementing the income of 
some one who is ina li cjuately paid for the scientific work 
which he is supposed to do. 

Ttieie is now to be seen In the High a specucle which, 
tboogb so Guniliir lo thow whose rncmoiy goes back over 
aeveral yeato, nntat be. aomewbat strange to the present 
general or wtdergTaduates— St. Mary's is oooe more sur- 
rounded, partially at kast, with scaffold poles. And in con- 
nexion with the reappearance of those once faTnlliar objects we 
desire to draw tilti ntion to l\,r a|.;ical wliich lias just l-crn 
issued hy the \'ir,ir and C;u;rch»;udciis of St. Mar)'s for 
funds lo i iiaMc thi rii to carry out the repair of the battle- 
ments, pinnacles, and roofs of the South Aisle, a work which 
was, we believe, part of the original proposal for the restora- 
tion Ijy Mr. T. G. Jackson. The interior of the chancel has 
just l)cen put into good repair at a total cost of £516, 
though not l>efore it was time, for the floors were found to 
be in a Aorovtgfaly riMten ooodition. It is estimated that the 
voile now being undertaken will coat £450^ towanb which 
« tbird has alieady been promiiMd. The appeal is one which 
has a strong case hrhiinl it ; St. Mary's has Iiad a very 
famous past, and it plays a most important part in the spiruual 
life of tlie University. At tliv '■amc time the income of the 
bcQcfkc is utudl, the parishioners are not veiy numerous and 



have done a very great deal already. The University has 
also done much, and the Vicar and bis Churchwardens feel 
that it would not be right to apply to the Curators of tbe 
Cheat for rieafa astilstance. This apiieal is tbeiefore made 
to the many members of the Univ«Mty, resident and non- 
resident, who arc deeply interested In St. Mary's Church. 
We have occasion often to plead on f ichalf of similar appeals, 
but this is a case which may be said to stand by iuctf, and 
we hope that the £300 may be speedily forthooming^ 

Lord Rosebery has begun his functions as Chancellor of 
the London L^niversity well, by presiding at the opening 
of the new buildings of the London School of Economics, 
which have been erected on part of the site of tlie okl Clare 
Market. Tlie growth of diis institution is a good initance of 
the wuf we do tbhin in En^and; in France or Germany 
such a School would have been set up by Government ; here 
it is begun by individuals, and, uhcn puMiciy assisted, it is 
bv the progressive majority of the London County Council. 
However, the Scl;oo'. ftourishes greatly, though we can hardly 
assume, as the Tinifs appears to do, that it is already in 
advante of its continental r.vals h^;cause students come to it 
from Genoatiy and from Japan. Quite other causes tlian 
su|icriority of teaching may make it desirable for a student 
10 work in London. It is a significant fact, as Lord Rose« 
liery (^lointed ont, Ibat the Great Western Railway Directors 
have ibougbt it voidi while to send igo of their staff to tbe 
School, in order to attend lectures in iwOwaf m an a g eme n t. 

The death of Professor Ihne, of Heidelberg, would have 
ii< en more noticed some years back than it is I-.kcly to be at 
present, lie m.idc in h\% Roman His!orj A valiant attempt 
to disp.utc the aii;hor:;y of Motnnificn, but it can hardly have 
been suid to be a success eiilier in Germany or in England; 
though the first five volumes of his History were published in 
English by himself, they wert: to Imlc appreciated that they 
became a " remainder " on the market, and the later volumes 
never appeared in tbe ininslaiion. Tlus is perhqia a pity, 
for though Ihne was not a great historian, and waa very 
liable to fose himself !n AacussioBS (not alwayt accnrate) on 
points of detail, be yet gave the authorities with some foUness, 
and « a5 ver) useful as a check on the ipse dixils of his great 
rival Perha] 5 the most interesting point of contrast between 
them was ;:ie:r attitude to Roman History. .Mommsen, as a 
true servant of die House of Hohrn/olleri], is a partisan of 
the fyii! uurmpli, and iustitles the Roman policy of conquest: 
Ihne, as a member of the German constuutionaiist party, is 
the apologist for the beaten nations, and refuses to worship 
Roman success. Perhaps after this it is hardly necessary to 
add that Ihne was a great friend and admirer of England, 
and that one of the last public acts of his life was to take 
part, early this year, in the foundation of an Anglo-German 
league, with a view to making English policy and English 
ways better appreciated in Germany. The league, we fear 
fiom '.lie li^t of its promoters, is hanily likely to have tbe 
iiuccets whicJi Its iiiaiscwordiy object des<:rves. 

We note with interest that the Universiiiy of Dublin has 
decided to t onfer an Honorary Degree upon a dist-inguislied 
D.C.L. of Oxfgid, Emeritus-Professor Campbell Eraser, of 
Edinburgh. Professor Fra.ser is among us just now, the 
guest of the President of Corpus. His definite connexion 
with Oxford dates from hie nndeilaking the great edition of 
Berkeley, wfakh be re-iss»ed ody a year ago. and he baa 
been, boih before and dnoe entering fnio rebtions wiA the 
Clarendon Pn ss, a frequent visitor in our midst This 
week he celebrates, in 0."tford, the sixtieth anniversary of 
his lirst •. isil to the Unive.'-sity. In June. 1848, he first 
sLiyed in Oxford, ami heard Newman preach in St. Mary's, 
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when, but Snndur, lie tigain auewkd the Univewty sermon. 
Hts main yioAt mm been done for bie own Unvenhy of 
Edinburgh, wbkb will perhaps allow us to join b con- 
gratulating the venerable philosopher, of whom all Scotland 

is prouii, .itid in whosi' distinction Oxford nuy claim some 
share. No fiiend of Oxford (apart from her own sons) is ol 
older itandiDg or bu been moft loyal in bit affeelioa. 

Cambrii'gi; arc bcforthand with us this ye.ir in publishing 
their li4>t of Honorary IJcgrees, which is ai propriate and 
interesting, including the J.ipanc!>e Ambassador, tsso lijading 
Indian princes, and Colonel I lime, who was Piemier of Natal 
in 1899, and who did so much to save that colony. But 
there are two Degrees which perhaps call for more especial 
notice in Oxford ; Dr. Sanday is to receive the J/on. Lilt.D., 
wbUeadisdngniahedOxfoni nanof actenceislo beboooured 
widitbeZISMf. J9L&.UI tfaepenonof die Prindpsl of London 
Univeiritj, Mr, A. W. ROcker, Hooc rary Fellow of Bruenose. 
Both these distinctions are thorough)) well dewrved and 
most suitable, bti'. nM'a]i\vli;ie when are we to hear the names 
of tliose wlao are lo receive Degrees at the Encaeuia ? 

We ought to have noticed before the appointment of 
Dr. Gee, of the Thcobsii-al rolli ge at Ripon, to succeed 
Dr. Plummer as the Head University College, Durham. 
Dr. Cice, who took his degree from F.xetcr College in i87<), 
is, like his predecessor, an (Oxford man, and will maintain 
the old coiuu xion between us and the northern University. 
He has already made his mark as a learned and impartial 
llndeiM of CbuTcb History, especially in Reformation lines, 
and we onljr reeemlv noticed bia edition of lbs two post- 
bmnona voltnoes of tbe bte Canon Dixon. 

Trinity College. Dulilin, has been presented during the 
past week with a block of new buildings of which tbe nost 
imporuiit part ia n UotoB for liudenta, on the model of the 
famoua Socieliea of Osford and Cambridge. They arc a gift 
from the Dnblin graduates, in commemoration of the recent 
Trinity tcrcenlcnaiy. They vwre opened in state by Lord 
Cadogan, who referred to the fact that lie himsKjlf al the 
present time was represented by liis son amon^' the speakers 
of ilie Oxford Union. What Dr. Maiiaffy meant in his 
opening speech by his reference to the "bleating lambs of 
Oxford and the mucking doves of Cambridge " may be left to 
future scholiasts to explain. We in Oxford know well that 
Pr. ^^rahaffy w ill always have his little joke, wliattver the cost. 

It is not always the most deserving institutions which 
receive the most support, and there arc some which peoj>Ie 
are a lUUe too much inclined to take for granted wd to 
overiook when Ihej are cansidering tbe vanoui clahna on 
their puiaei, mere!/ hecauae it is a not nnnatural error to 
foiget that even an oM-eslabtished institution needs continued 
and renewed support. This may i>erhaiis account for the 
fact that the subscription list of the KadclilTe Infirmary is 
considerably in-low its annual expenditure, whieli ought 
certainly not to l>c llie ca^, seeing what invaluable work it 
does in Oxford. An effort, therefore, which is being made 
on behaU of lijc Infirmary deserves all ilie more our hearty 
support. This is to Uke the shape of a performance of W. S. 
Gilbert's Svxilhtaris in the Oui-Patienta' Hail on Tuesday, 

iune 10, at 3 p.m.. Mr. and Mrs. A.ClC.Ch>ome, MlmRuth

It is rather more satisfactory to notice that there 
were present on parade several members of tbe Corps 
wearing ibe Sootb Afiiom medal Tbe Coipa is alao to be 
congratulated on the bet tbat tbe arrival of fts hat contingent 
in South Africa was obviously the decisive factor in making 
the Boers seek for terms : ihey must have known that tbeir 
case was ho)>eie>s when tbqr Mw Liemenant B-tuKt in the 

field acainst them.

"Your contiibntoi'B account of the Balliol concert of 
Saturday, May 34, cannot be said to have erred on tlie side 
of discursiveness.

The unfortunates «ho are in for the Schools this week 
ailist be watching the weather with some anxiety. Its 
vagaries since the Eights have been striking, and we are not 
sure whether the return to comparative winter of Thursday 
•nd Friday, or the moist heat in which we have been siewi^ 
sbwe Satnrday, would be die more mdement for (he candi" 
dates. The one thing to be urged in favour of Schools in 
the summer is that one can — if it is fine— tfet some exercise 
after five o'tlixk, whkh ram prevents, while the normal 
horrors of the f.\aniinaiion chamber are multiplied it one is 
gradually nieliini^^ in the stilling damp heal v^hich so ol'ten 
selects Schools' week ior its apiiearance. For ourselves, we 
would wish for the weather to be fine but dr)' : there is not 
too mocb left of the Summer Tenn, and one would like some 
stunner weather before tbe end. 

Otir hired statistician writes: — 

" It! accordance with your instructions I have hwn ^'rapplinp 
widi the figures as to the candidates in for tlie Modern ilistory 
School, to see what proportion of men take Honours in that 
subject at the end of their third year. It would appear that 
almost exactly half the total number of candldalea are third- 
year nea, whkh is a sufficient!/ conclusive answer to Uiose 
eitemal advlsen who have been urging Oxford to so far 
reform her system as to let men take an Honours Degree in 
three years. Of the total of 131 candidates it may be men- 
tioned that only fifteen hold Scholarships. Kxhilntions on the 
Foundation, or minor emoluments ; of iliese fificcn, four are 
poin^' in as third-year men. It is also worth mentioninp; that 
only twenty-one of the candidates seem to have taken Honour 
Mod.'-, as a prchminary to Histoiy; of ifaese, six obtained 
Seconds and the rest Thirds." 

Now that the Eights are over, the chief hrteieat in rowing 
all«!re turn on the question of Henley, and it is to be hoped 
that Oxforil will be well represented there, and that our 
rcjircscntalivcs will l)c .able to do something lo free our 
rowing from ihe reproaches which sown to be urged against 
it at present.

Field, of Exeter, 
who won the 'Varsity Sculls in 1900 and ought to repeat his 
success again this year, will try for the Diamonds, and no 
doubt some Colleges will send in Fours for the Visit<H^' and 
Smnrda't

Traditioo has it that the orq;inal of Ibis cbaneier was the 
late Mr. Fosie, of Oriel. 

The story of his life is soon told. He came up to Oriel 
from Kent with a local Exhibition in 1840 at the age of 
seventeen. He took his De,:rce in iS.^^, and tiis name is in 
the First Class in Litcraf H'.jinaniori'.s. lie was ckcied to 
a Fellowship in i 84'/, which he held till his deatli on May 24, 
1902. For sonic yews lie resided in College, taking no part 
in tutoiial work, but I'lying the foundation of the vast fabric 
of his knowledge. He was called to the Bar. but never 
practised. He entered the Civil Service of the CrOWn, and 
he!d afi]xMntmeiUs, first in the Education Department and

But it is not b}' his achievement that those who knew him 
will judge of him. Home meant something more than a play 
iijxjn words wlicn he called him Akinetos. For his early 
years were sjvcnt amid ihe crisis which we still call the 
Oxford Movcincnt, but it passed him by and left him 
unmoved The questions raised at that time had perhaps no 
interest for him ; certainly they roused no enthusiasm, and 
played no part in his life. His aim from the first was to 
acquire knowledge. He read widely and deeply, literature 
and pbikMophjr importiall/i the duaicai antbon fay {mference. 
H« MOD became wdl Icdowd a* a stoRhoose of infonaation 
on all pohtts; he was much coosulled, and, as thne vent on, 
was an aniailing refieree on mauert in dispute. Bat diough 
he cheerfully gave to others the rtsulis df his \soik, lie ha.l 
no gri-at zeal for the imparting of knovslcdgc as comii.ired 
with ils ac(]uisjtion. lie would expose a fallacy, or sum u); 
a discussion, or carry an argument a sia^e fuillier in a few 
pitiiy wor<ls, and then listen lo the disputants. The im- 
pression that he left was of a clear mind singularly free from 
tlie various Baconian "idols," the embodiment of coM 
reason. But his <nendahi|M showed that behind this his 
natare was watu and appredsUve. Of Oriel men he had 
linovn a famoua genendoo^loiwh, Matthew Arnold, 
Gnmt, Selbr, to name only those who are no longer 
with OS. 

It may be doubted whether our moilern system, with its 

f;radual surrender of liteiary training and its passion .'or 
teaching, will pro<iuce men of this type. It is not encour.iging 
lo feel that already it is almost iiripos.'iilile in O.xford. Our 
own gem ration, when it seeks for an illustration of solid 
scholarship and wide leambig', wiU fall iMck oo the uenory 
of men like Mr. Foate. 



Wc have ali>o received the following account : — 
To the students of Aristotle in Oxford, Posted IMtrior 
Analytics is such a primaeval inatitation that some may be 
■irprised to learn that the author of it has only lately passed 
away. The book appeared in 1850^ and die date sqgicsta 
a venerable figure, yet those who knew Fbaie woola not 
naturally apply such a description to him. A fine and stately 
presence — " Olympian " was our word for him at Oriel— it 
was hardly possible to associate with him the failings of age; 
aud he maintained to the last — he died in his eiglitieth year — 
an almost youthlul freshness of interests and of conversation. 
One may well believe that when in residence he was accounted 
one of the handsomest men in the University, and it seems 
only fitting that he should have been an adept in the dignified 
aooomplishmcnt of fencing and singlestick. Poste was very 
accomplished, and remarkably unassuming. He was not 
only a student of Greek Fhitoaophy, but throogh Ufe was 
devoted to the classiGal aathois for their own sake, though 
Ik also deHghted in a critical problem as such. Versed in 
htlUs-ltltrts, he was also a jurist, and had a considerable 
knowledge of sotnc branches of modern science. He cared 
for seme scientific thinking, and be loved poetry. 

His publications were not numerous — perhaps bis official 
dttici at the Edncaiioa QOm acooont for that— but they 



have made their mark, and are characteristic of the man. 
They give some indicaikm of (he nriety of his attainments; 
ihey are examples of the thoioaghneas ttid scholarly patience 

with which he investigated everything which interested Hn. 
He took pleasure in the interpretation of difiicult texts, and 
vsas not satisfied till lie had translated xs well as annouted 
his author. He began with an aniiOtule<i tiaii>lalion of 
Aristotle's Posterior Analyiui ; his edition, with Lommcntary, 
ol the Fhiitimt was accompanied by a translation in another 
volume; the Sophistia Elcnehi a translation opi^site ihe 
text, and the Gaius also; nor did he ever offer a com- 
mentary on a classical text without a translation. 

The St^uOidMbmhi is a good eianple of his lastca and 
method. The treatise probably attracted Mm because it 
coniisis of difflculdes; he flinched from none of them, and 
his boolc is a model of thoronghness and a welcome hdp to 
the ad\ anted student Here and there it has some shrewd 
remarks ou modem Logic; for instance, he was perhaps the 
first to point out tiie esseniially deductive ciiaraeler of the 
inductive methods as described by Mill. This book apiieared 
in 1 806. The P^jslcrsor Aruuy!u-s h.is Ix-en a book ol refer- 
ence for fifty years, and its high pnce show« U to be 6tjll in 
request. Of his great knowledge of Plato, his edition and 
translation of the PiiUlms is perhaps the only monument. 
The annotated translation of Aratus l^Skits and Weather Fert- 
f«tit) is evidenoe net only of ids wide ciaaaical readings but 
shows another ride of his aidunments in the notes on botaoka! 
and astronomical subjects. (Botany was one of his favourite 
pursuits.) His edition of Gaius, which is characterized by 
his philosophic attitude to the subject, has long been one of 
ihe principal textbooks in our own Jurisprudence School; 
a fourth edition was in contemplation at the lime of his death. 
He sliuwed his unabated uueresl tn the development of 
clasMcal studies by translating in his old age the Athenian 
Polity and Btucl^dtt, soon after these texts were first 
published. He was abcmt sevcnqr-five when be produced tlie 
latter, and hia memoiy was so excellent that be worited at 
the transtation when away from boohs and withont the Gn^ 
text; he did not need for he lemsmbewd it peifieclfy. 
Tlie feeling for the classics was with Mm to die last, even on 
his death-bed. It was May, and he asked for Ovid^ Jfiaicr, 
"to see what O^id had to say about May." 

I'erhaps the only ]>ublished evidence (beside the Bacihy- 
lul(<. ) ol his critical apprctialion of poetr)' is in his emcuda- 
liotis ol Milton. But among other ihmgi he was a student 
of Virgil, and communicated in correspondence to the writer 
valuable remarks on a peculiarity he noticed in Virgil's style, 
which seems to be the kty to the translation of some dispiUed 
passages. Dute be iuicw well, and before he came to tlie 
Uttiverrity had the whole of the Infirm by heait He had 
made a spcdtd study of the siraeture of Frendi verie, and 
from a remark in his Bmihyliiffs one may infer that he had 
some acquaintance with Spanish poetry also. He was so 
unobtrusive that it was often a mere chance that one dis- 
covered some new vein of kno'.^ledgc in him. His last work, 
completed only a short time before his death, was a small 
treatise on the correct pronuncialion ol tiie hnglish vowels, 
intended especially for teachen in sdiools in South Africa. 

It was delightful to discuss a critical question with him. 
He was so unaffectedly modest, notwithstanding (or perbapa 
because of) hia fveat knowledge, and be had 80 much ijfmp 
pathy with the views of others, though tenadoua of Us own. 
He bad a quiet kindly humour, and with it an Olympian 
serenity which dignified the debate and lifted it abo\>e any 
mere personal considerations. 

Poste was a much honoured member of the O.xford and 
Cambridge Club, and the centre there of a select social circle 
of which very few members now survive. Good stories are 
told of Hn, hot tiaey nuMt be toU by those of an older 
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generation lhan ihc writer's. He was fond of foreign travel 
alt his life. One or other of his relatives often accompanied 
him. His kindness and courtesy made him welcome every- 
where. He was food of his own native countj of Kent; he 
had GiToarite Himner reaotto there and in Snmnr. Tndition 
Hi]9 that be kqst Ui own fa&iof wine at more nan one quiet 
village inn, for wUdi nn one will think hardly of Urn ; nor 
win it be canaidend a fiinh that he was an ezoelient jodge of 
a tigar. 

In Collegi:, \slicre lie foriijoii some of liis closest friendships, 
bis sound judgement was a tradition uticu tiie wriict joined 
Oriel ; but be had then ceased to lake any great part in itic 
business. However, he waa rareljr absent from the principal 
College meetings, and tO be in hia company there was one of 
lire's con^niationai J. Cook Wilsoh.

From the title to tliis ar'.u:Ic very various conclusions mictlit 
be I'niwn. 'J he jiresent writer liasteiis, therefore, to diiclaitti 
all intention of |ioai:liiiig upon the preserves tliat Mr. Wilii.im 
Archer has made peculiarly iiis own, or of wing with the 
scribes of the Acadtmj: It migia have been ;> whit less mis- 
leading to have thrown euphony to the winds, and called this 
article " The poet minimus." But we have from our youth 
op Been instructed that tlie greater includes the less ; be that 
tbenJbre our excuse for classifying as minor poets not only 
the fcillis «ho lind their literary momor In Mr. John I.ane, 
but also a lower grade, represented in real Itle by such people 
as Thomas Haynes Bayley and the forgotten laureate Pye, 
and in fiction by Miss Simpkinson from Bath, and Mr. Silas 
Wej;^'. 'I lie f^ct is that a hundret! years or so back, when 
tlie voice ot the minor ];r>et was not so aiuUi heard in the 
lani!, a j-ieat deal \\a3 macle of nu-n with only very slight 
gills m the way of ver&c-iuakjiig. KIse had such men as 
Pye and Ensden never found plates in tlie list of poets 
Jauieatc, and Hannab More or T. H. Baylcy, author of that 
heatt-ahaking lyric, " Oh no I we never mention her," would 
not be known to as even by name. Then aie nowadays 
only too many people who have diown themselves ready to 
oppropriate the mantle of Silas Wegg, and " drop into poetry." 
There is the man, we forget his name, who hawks in the 
London streets ballads of hi-^ own (onijM)sin^, and there is 
llie excellent Mr. Craig, tf^e Oval port, not to speak of th<* 
ntultifanous rhymsters who supjiort the '■ P.^ns' Corners ' of 
local periodicals; likewise aiso there arc the people who 
write the mottoes for the in.sidcs of crackers, and who have 
found an apologist in Mr. W. S. Gilbert. This type, with 
its many subdivisions, was equally w i ll-kuown in tlie genera- 
tions tliat saw Charles Dickens and Ihc Rev. R. U, Harham. 
<Dien the sturdy Samuel Weller ended his letter to IXazy with 
a Hiyme ; and Miss Simpkinson from Batb, the poetess of 
" The Legend of Tappingion," who had an albnm, rqneanxts 
a class which personal observation has show n us to be not 
yet extinct, even in these days of mixed ho;ke) . 

We ha\ e spoken o: these small mclricists as known to the 
early gener.ition.", of iljc nineteenth century, but we might 
ha\e gone much farther iuuk, even m far as Shakespeare. 
Surely Jaques and Balthazar were of that persuasion, and 
.fherewas the lover with his ballad " node to his mistress' 
eyebrow." fiat if our little poetasters sang as those two 
sang, we COUld find it in our hearts to wish them well The 
hypothesis suggests itself that these various dabUers in verse- 
makiag are an Instance of tbe tnrvival of the unfittest ; that 
Aey are tbe descendanu of the mediaeval troubadours and 
hallBdFainten; if that be so, then filondel and his school 
bam mnch to aatwar Ibr; we have few pkamog Nanki-Fbos, 



off the stage. One is apt at times to wish that M icautay 
would The from liis pravc and lash our present-day Robert 
Montgomcrios wiih l iting satire. It is, perhaps, too much 
to ask of Mr. Owen Seaman that he should direct his 
shafts of parody against such small fry; and one small 
mercy, for which we nay be thankful, ia tbat b is projMbly 
they who have produced the pantomtaw Ubrrttist, so uidw' 
pcnsaljlc at a certain season of tlic year. Il is the people 
who write verses for the li.ical paper and for young ladies' 
albums who form, broadly spcakint:, the lowest grade of 
minor poets; after all, (hey nre a ci tnparativcly innocuous 
tvpe, and there ;s no need to hnwn sevcr(-ly i.i)M)n iliem, 
though their Parnassus may be no bigger than an ani-bill.

Mr. W. Temple (Ralliol) moved, "That, in the opblon of 
iliis House, a Revolution in Russia is both probable and 
dcairablc." He glanced first at the public acts of the 
Russian bureaucracy ; t!ic condutt wliii:h cartKil spc<;:al pro- 
motion in China; and the Jjolicy pLirsiR-d inwards ihc I'imiis, 
who were, Injt arc not, a natum. He ilu.-n uirnr:', lo ihe 
social condition of Russia. The winter i-ixiety of St. Peters- 
burg is much like Mayfair; it gets u;> laie, over-eats itself, 
and talks scandal. But the real life of Ru«sia is in the 
country during summer ; and in the country the relations of 
landlord and peasant bad gone firom bad to wme^ By 
emancipation nie serfs had been merely impoverished. The 
position of the Church was equally unsatisfactory ; the parisli 
priest is a necessary but disreputable magician. Any reform 
among I'iie i !er;_;y to!d in I'lie [iirectina <d' breaking up their 
alliance the Government. 1 he ( j(>\ernin'--iit, at^in, did 
all it could to alienate educated cpmum. hi I'ael, .d'. was 
ready for the spark which should produce the combustion. 
This he expected would come from outside. When the 
Austrian Empire broke up, the accession of the Sclavonic 
iKJrtion to Russia must set up a ftrrmentation. That a revo- 
lotion was desirable needed no proof. A revolution would 
make us think again ; and « democrallc dictator would foioe 
the ancient dynasties (o set their hou^s in order. To Russia 
It would mean rejuvenation. Mr. Temple improves steadily 
as a speaker. He was Sjtnewh.i; intcn'.peraie lo^vards the 
end, but the early part of his .speech showed a great deal of 
knowledge and «aa most oonvindog. 



Mr. A. J. Cosl.tin (Lincoln) had been suiprihed to beiiold 
the mover in an ordinary waistcoat, and not the red ensign of 
revohitlon. He believed most of our reports about Russian 
riots were wortb no nore than the information of the Timtt 
as to the recent attack on the Dnke of UecklcnbHigh'a 
property. If the seeds of revolutlOB bad been wm h 1B61 
ihcy were a long time sprouting. He thought it a Bltle bard 
on Rusii.1 that il'iey nni^.t jirovidc a levotuiion in order to 
teadi la ilimk; auJ itvoluiicni were ajst lo do more than 
w:is meant. Traction engines arc not needed 10 tnovi; 
drawing-room chairs. It was not impossiLl I" reform by 
steps. Mr. Costain was evidenUy strugglint; w: h anullCOll> 
genial subject, but did well under the circumstances. 

Mr. A. S. Carr (Trinity) vindicated the Tinus. But he did 
not rest \i» case 00 riots. Oppression had been tolerated 
hitherto, bnt a must be reached some time. I le qooied 
some eziraordiiMuy inetanm of maladministration and «• 
travaganee on the part of Mhusters. The caae of Pnoee 
lia.l shown the value of reforms conceded at the eleventh 
hour, Inn could we look for reforms at all in Russia? He 
thou.^l.t not. The siudcnts went the one hope of Russia, 
and they could not be supprrsst-d altogether. Tlie French 
Revolution had been well wordi die blood it had cost, and 
the Russian Revolution would be a benefit to themselves and 
the world. Mr. Carr had clearly got Ike subject up, and 
spoke with paaiion and conviction. 

Mr. R. S. R Noble (Non-Colk'gialc| thought it wise to 
concentrate upon ^ mover rather than the notioo. Turning 
to his speech for a few moments, be said be had never known 
a despot in touch with die people. Russian students seemed, 
moreover, to be very disagreeable people, who smoked pipes 
in eatlii-drals. Even Tolstoi had takrn care to disioeiiHc 
himself from Mr. Temple. Mr. NoLk m;iiie an anuismg 
speech, not without a smack of the Irishman in it. 

Mr. L. Hay (Balliol) was in favour of a revolution in 
Russian hfe — though preferably not the kind that must be 
won through rivers of blood. Russia being enlirel}' de- 
pendent on her internal resources, the peasantry had to lead 
a life of destitution suck as we can hardly conceive. Mr. Haj 
traced the history of lefeim and reaction during die niBetHBUi 
century in Russia. Mr. Hay was bterestini^ bnt a trifle huid. 

Mr. F. Lcwisohn (Trinity) maintained that the mover 
misinterpreted the facts. Kusi-ia was too L^rcre and too 
sparsely popul.atcd for .1 icvoiution to be puiisiLle ; and the 
l inre.iucracy in Rus.sia was neitl»er ignorant nor an aristocracy, 
as bad been the bureaucracy in France. Again, the lofty 
ideas, whose spread had compensated the world for the 
I'Vench Revolution, had no equivalent in Russia to-day. 
.V h.er iry movement was out of ilic qoealioo. The peasant* 
suifcr, but do not think. Further, tM mover misinterpreted 
the teaching of history. Mr. Lewisofan pleaded that even the 
French Revolution had oost more than it waa wofth. Russia 
could gain but little, and Europe notUng. As the mover 

recognized in his reply, Mr. I^wisobn'a SKI« the UOCt 

serious objections he had to meet. 

Mr. II. S. Cliaifi< Iii (Lincoln) spoke of the Kussiati fiscal 
sNsteni with its chronic crises. The Knssian .array was 
no; an al;o;.^o[her trustworthy \w;aiion of the Government. 
Mr. Chatfield r^truck ui> as knowing more than he would (or 
could) impart. 

Mr. C. F. Silver (Wadham) spoke of Russian foreign policy, 
which, unlike our own, had been consSstent for my years. 
We ought to guard against Russian aggieseion. 

Mr. LI. E. Bnncfaer (Merton) retnnwd to the sul^ect of 

the mover, and considered an Irish as probable as a Russian 
revolution. I^Ir. Buncher again tguoted his own especial 
oracle, Mr. Weller junior. 

The Hon. Mover having briefly re]>Ucd, 28 members voted 
for the molioa and 13 agunst.

Wales. By OwFN Edwari>!5. Story of the Nations Series. 

(L€ivt'o:i : T, Fisher L'nwin.) 

The lustory of Wales can hardly be woven Into a connected 
narrative. But Mr. Edwards has made a not unsuccessful 
attempt to dcc out the sainty notices of annalists by dtawii^ 
upon the rich stone of Temacidar ^nyand legend. His boon 
is one of hical hiatoiy, < — — — 
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jointed episodes. But it is local history told by a literary cr^ifts- 
man of no mean order. Mr. Ednrards li;is compressed into 
a small volume what may seem to the Saxun reader asi txcesiivt 
amount of detailed infomulioB. But bis detail is constantly 
enlivened by descriptive touches, happy phrases, and suggestive 
mmiimitii H« is «««ty vWt n inMawiiiwiii thu bocE as be 
was tn bit Vfthh aitides written for Sta'a/ Ei^^taitd. 

Natntally enough Mr. Edwards has sometimes been the victim 
of ttb rhetorical gifts. He credits some leedins^ Welshmen, 
BOUtatjr Lord Keeper Williams, with an imixirtance which they 
did not possess. Me makes precarious inferences from scmty 
data, as when he credits Robert de Belesme with the dosi^m of 
making himself a king in Wales. And in the uttettipt to nuike 
n rapid and comprised nnrrative he has sometimes fallen into 
crrt-rs of btatc:rcnt. This is particularly the ca.sc wich his 
account ol Wales di^rir^; the (jrcat Rebellion. One is oltcn 
inclined to wiiii iliat a little of the attention which he j;i\ ts to 
style had been diverted to rcsearrh. It is of mediaeval Wales 
that he prefers to write. The last three ccnti.rie.s of Welsh 
history he <iiw»i5.5«s m ii perfunctorj,' sketch of about liUy uigcs 
long. But even on tlie earlier peno<l. to which he has chiefly 
devoted his attention, he has neglected some obvious and 
l^ m^f ^ nit^Ktit whctbct ifai9Qgh mat td space oc tmf i utt 
kefiidndiBcbatioBti»liavetheliea(cittnMik«e do not know; 
We should have liked, for example, more information about the 
inner Ufc of the Mardter lordships, of border strongholds such 
as Rhuddlan, and of the towns ionnded by Edward I and bis 
successors. Mr. Edwards has used the chmniclcrs with some 
skill, but chieflv as a storehouse of telling episodes. What the 
history of Wales really rcqntoe* is a piticM iavestigistlan of 
the documentaiy maieriaL

This valuable collection of documents falls into two groups, 
arranged round the two great Canterbury inventories, which are 
as full and in!ere»tingr a"^ anything of the kind which has been 
printed, or indeed e.xisis, for Knglish rcclesioloj^ists. The rir'St 
IS a list of the ornaments, texts, and relics be'.onKin^; to Christ- 
church on Februar)' 2, 1315 ^ and the text of it alone occ j[)ies 
forty-three pages; the second contains the plate, ornaments, 
and >'estmcnts wliich were left after the suppression 01 the 
monastery in t5.j<x Tu the former, Mr. ilupc, who edil» both, 
has added a number of minor inventories of tne goods of various 
chapels, and notes as to jewels and ornaments acctnhed from 

BfU and legadca in the fantteenth and iilleaith centuries, while 
r. Legg traces dit dvindlinif sMdcoC vettnwnts, hangings, &c.. 
finm the sbcteeath iniD the eighteenth century. Besides actual 
iBTCBtoriet then Is much cognate matter, and in some cases, 
Mch as the accounts of Warham's chantry and St Michael's 
diapel, Mr. Hope throws much new light on some architecHnl 
questions. So tco Mr. Legg calls attention to the appearance 
in the Elizabethan lists of numerous objects of debatable 
authority; but rightly fwc thinki declines to draw definite infer- 
ences, since it seems iiiiposbibic to risj~crta:n to what extent 
" SHch fmjamenls " were retained for use or were in use. He 
does not notice a curious statement about the position of the 
minister Bt the communion table (p. 20Q). iJoth editors tran- 
scribe their documents, expanding hnMh the conventional and the 
arbitrary contractions, and after introductions which indicate 
the principal points of interest^ leave them to speak for them- 
selves. Probably tlie nuMt conoos pages are the fonrteen which 
contain the lelicSf and include such items as the rods of Moses 
and Aann, teeth of St Stephen, St. Laurence, St. Mildred, 
Sl Benedict, St Albau, St. Edmund the Confessor, St. Blaise, 
St. Nicander, the Venerable Odo, many pieces of the cross — 
in fact magna pan dt ligno domini—anA fragments of most 
irfaces and things mentioned in the Gospels, of all the usual and 
many of the most unusual samts. Mr. Legg's introductory 
notes on Leviiical influence are perhaps oi'er-fanciful ; his best 
instances are the ration iu- ■xvA the cr.rtains of the db&riiim.

ZoeUgf: am EltmtiUaiy Text Both, By A. £. Sbiplby and 
E. w. Magsxidb. (Camhiridge: Uolweniqr Pnai.} 

The authors state in their preface that this book has been 
drawn up with an eye to no examination, and docs not corre- 
spond with any syllabus or sc he late issued by any Board of 
Examiners in the United Kingdom or North America. It may 
be taken for jjranted, therefore, that it is intended for the 
, intelliijcr.t ^;eiK:ral rea.iei who wishes to gain a clear idea of 
an; iial btructure and classillcation, as well as snme knowledge 
of the various problems discussed by zn-rilo;;;st5. If this i$ the 
(Hirpose of the btKjk, il co',;](l haidly li;o. e been belter adapted to 
the end in view, for it is readable (which many scientihc text- 
books are notl. wel!-arr.ingcd, well printed, copiously and 
admir.djiy illustrated, and it covers the whole ticid of loolo^y. 
i liuugh they are evidently anxious to dissociate iheiiiselves 
from Boards tl Eaaminera and their evil and narrowing ways, 
the autbofa have not wholly banisbed tbe types of aniinal 
organisation familiar to schedules and syllabuses: such traU- 
koown fonns as Hydra, Lurabricos, Hefix, Periplaneta, and 
ScylHuni come in for a fairly fttll share of attention, so full indeed 
dtat one may suspect the authors of not having been altogether 
able to shake off the influence of the examiner, nor altogether 
unmindful of the requirements of tbe examinee. But the laltev 
will find, wc fear, that the anatomy of the animals in qwstion is 
not treated hilly encijih to en.ible him to face his ex.oniners 
with confidence, and the ^;reater [lart of the contents of the book 
will be entirely supcrduous for his purposes. It may be 
wondered whether such .i very gcntr.d stirccy of the aniinal 
kingdom as is contained in these pa^es is alloj^eilier useful. 
Examinatinn schedules are, no doubt, ail abomination, and the 
student who has worked exclusively under their inlhiciice can 
nevet have a broad and general view of zoology, iiut they are 
the result of many years' experience of teaching, and that 
experience all tends in the same direction, namely, that it is 
einntin^ for tkoninBhaesi^ sake, that the beginner would make 
an euct aad detailed stndy of a lew anhuala belbre he plunges 
into the bewildering Tariety of thii whoto multitude of animal 
forms. There is a grammar of ooropantKre anatomy, just as 
there is a grammar of language, and the more thorouKiily the 
t,'nunmar is learned, the better will be the progress in the higher 
studies. The f.iiilt in this book, it seems to us, is the slender 
basis that 11 affords for future study. For example, nobody 
could say that the Crustacea are adequately treated in tbe few 
pages devoted to their description : on trie o;lier hand, ths 
Vertebrate .uc treated at, perhaps, unnecessiiry It iv.;th. 

It v^ouaI aliu have been better to have .ivoided s ery specul.itive 
views on morpholo^^iral Ttmhlems, or, it any such were introduced, 
to have clearly jioiiitot on! to the re.ider th.it the subject in 
question vv.is capable of another and different inlerprelalion. 
Nothing is more objectionable than tbe dofmatic statement of 
a disputed poinu 'I bus, on p. 505, f iadow^ views on tbe origm 
of the auditoiy oiricles of Mammalia are confidently aaaeiMd, 
and no tefeienca is made to the tttx Halt they are contradicted 
by the more recent and extremely cireful researches of Bromaan 
and Gaupp. Again, on p. 342 some remarkable speculations an 
indulged in respecting the homologies of the archiacphiic duet, 
speculations founded on an account of the origin « 0M dttCt 
which found a short-h'vcd acccpt.mcc, and is now generally 
discredited. (Dne may also note some inaccur.u.ies, such as the 
position of the ovary of the dugtish iH Fig. ao^, u here it is t!rawn 
to the outside of the o\;duct. In Fig. ao6 the anterior iln-ray of 
the pelvic im of the dognsh is made to articubite wuh the 
basipterygiuin Lnstc.id of with tl:e peh ic ^drdlu. atid in Fij,'. 204 
the old fault has n^;ain been repc.ued of calling' the post-

Praelual Cktmistry. By R. Aeeuu and VV. HEKZ. Translated 
by H. T. Calvert, Ii.Sc., A.I.C. (London : Macmillan.) 

The work of which the present volume is a translation appeared 
in Cierman about a year ago. It is an attempt to wnte an 
elementary treatise on practical chemistry from the point of 
view of modem theories ot solution and m.iss action, Ostwald 
in his FiundtUioHS of Atuxtylical Chemislry first pointed out the 
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gx«*t advanuge to be derived from their aopScation to the 
•bidv of ^HlHetive and quantitative ainlysist unoe tfaejr ccqpbiii 
11m wteMdations of plienomena which otihcrwae appear on* 

connected It is Ijecomiiig every day clearer tliat the time 
has come for tiie beginner to be (aught the general principles 
of theae theories and their nse in practical work. Thus a text- 
book ia wanted givhig; a laboratory course on the new lines ; 
but the need for one is in no way diminislicd by the present 
issue. As a practical textbook it h;is tlie fautt of containing 
no illustrations of appuralus, while the tablt-s pvon for the 
analysis <if salts arc of a \ r.ry doubtful character, Hut hcsiitcs 
mitiur blemishes &uci> as thtse, the main purpose of the booic 
woultJ prubably be defeated by the confuieii manner in which 
thcorelicitl explanations arc introduced. The teaching af the 
ilisvLKriatiijii tlieory to beginners is a very difficult task if tlicy 
are to licrivc any benefit from It and not become hopelessly 
confused ; the scattered remarks on this subject in the present 
iMfk would be much more liluly to be successful in the latter 
thut b tbe focmei dkectioB.

«ork liad fitted him peculiarly well far the task, and in <rsm- 

scqucncc ilic Uiuk t» much more than an ordinary textlxiok, 
containing as it does nwcfa erwinal matter, and being so sug- 
gestive of the po«sibiUtieC far Totiu* inveatigation. Both the 
theontkal poctiam and thoae daHnf wiA praakal methods 
tut «rti«ittcily dear and condae. and the diagranu of the 
aramtia deieiibed at<e especially wnrthy of note, usually 
tSeielcsve raudi tobedeaircH, while they should be one of the 
moat important features, as Dr. Travers has made them. The 
moat interesting part of the book is tliai dealing with the recently 
disco\'ered constitticnts of the atmosphere. The results of recent 
investigations too often tdter into textbooks at a s.ow rate, and 
in an ineomplete furni, it is therefore very weltotne to find here 
a detailed account of the researches of I'rofessur Kamsay, Lord 
Rayleisli, and others, in a jfte 't number of which the atttnor has 
himself participated.

Sir Daviii IVilkie. By Lord Ronald Sutherland Gower, 
F. S. A., a Trustee of the National Portrait GaUery. Ttw Great 
Masters in Painting and ScudptOK. (Loadoo: G. Bdl ft 

Sons.) 

It is a far cry from Giotto to Wilkie, the first British artist to 
be included in Messrs. Bell's popular series; but Lord Ronald 
Gower's t-toryof ihe cairerof the .Scotch minister's son is a pleasing 
illustration of the catholicity of the artistic impulse and its develop- 
ment in '.he most dissimilar surroundings. The present volume is 
a learned and lively biographical acwwint of th«» painter and his 
associates; it is well illu-jtrated, tlKjOi;h the best viicttires of 
Wilkie's earlier and better period arc tt>u cruwdcd lo ihow up 
wdl in small nhotogiaphic repiroduclions : and it contains the 
uaual listt, wiu the exceplkm of the biblio^phy, though the 
two cnakjgitts an dm quhe accurately adjuiled lo the plntes 
and lb one another.

This is a book which contrives to be deeply interesting, and 
that, as it were, despite itself. For at fir»t sight, perhaps, it 
lunrd^ premises wdL To b^n with, k is nnfoitmmtely more 
or less mcomplete. Pressor ward's editorial note shows it to 

consist of a set of lectures which had been growing under the 
author's hand since 1893, and was but partially reduced to form 
nt the time of his death. Then again, a dissertation on the 
scope .ind relations of Philosophy which at the s.ime time pro- 
fesses to be an " introduction " to its study is surely the very 
embodiment of a vartpor itfiartpor. It presupposes an interest in 
distinctions which fer the tyro cannot fail tn he out of n!l rpfntinn 
to the realities of his e<iperience,an(l c^en to the oidiniiry iMjrds 
he uses and hears us<.-d about him (more esjjccialiy as Sid^Mick 
has a taste for neologisms— " mentidi-in, ' ■' psychogocic.il, " nnd 
so on). One h. In (.\rt, remindnl of the oW fi«s.hioned. Itad 
meihoii (if te.ifh;ti^' ^ei"i^;iaphy \*hi*_h l>id the pupil lir^t y'ct by 
heart tiic names ot such and such "natural buu,nd;iries," .md 
afterwards at bis hasure try to find them on the map. More- 
over, in the case of Philosophy, the natural bounoaricii arc 
vetitaUe " Monataiiia of Ihe Moon"— the misty, wavering land- 
maihs of a Darhest Africa. Nor is Sidgwick's hypothetical 
8ur\'cy of the Hinterland of the sciences even representative — 
that is, in agreement with the surmises and reports of most of 
his fellow explorers. One who adopts the st.indpoiDt of " Natural 
Dualisni," {xtstulating at the outset the independence or quasi- 
iadependence of Matter and Mind, is not in eympnttty with his

We have here a collection of nine popular addresses on 
virioHS topics eked out with four technical disquisitions on 
polnls of Logic. \\'hen all allowance is made for the continuity 
of interest occasioned by a lucid and graceful style of exposi- 
tion, it is a little h.ird to sec what good is scrs-cd by piecing 
lojjetlier a >. olume out of matter so utterly heterogeneous. True, 
the exoteric j^TOitp of eenays is Sabellrd '■ rthical" ; and from 
the riivcr it «ou)d .ip]].;:ir tii.i; tlie title rhiii'tophy and Lift 
extends in some sense 10 the contents o! the book as a whole. 
If, liowever, we tire rcilly being offered the fruits of a serious 
.ipplieation of Ktliscs and Philosophy as such to the specific 
prublems of life thru loiiimii; ihe CDipire-builder, the framer of 
jjoor-kivvs, the tempcriiin-c refuuncr, and so on, all we can say 
IS that we expected, and continue to expect, a great deal more 
of practical guidance from Lthics and Phihuopby than we find 
hern. Perhaps Prafeisor Muirhead wmht cnlrench hhnsdf 
hehfaid^ dictum that Philosophy "does not bake bread." Hut 
surely Philosophy !s, or might be, more than a vasue aspiration 
after breadth of view which is about all that it seems to be 
for him. Philosophy need not be barren because a particular 
philosophy is— the kind which, for all that it professes to deify 
the " Concrete," can lind no pl.ice for the actualities of life 
within its '"ideal" world. "Reality is experience," says Pro- 
fessor Miiirhe-tjd ; nnd yet nt^iin, Philosophy !>; not empirical,'' 
\\liirh f ontr.iiiirlioii, v.e r.itiiiot 1-ut suspri t, nut merely "on 
(lie lips," but prtjcecds from ,1 contniiliction "in the soul," due 
to the f.d.=e .assertion of n funi!.i;.-,en[.il opposition between the 
l,^us uhereby we think and the iaw* whereby we live.

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SERMON AT ST. MARY'S, 
By THE Rev. H. L. Thompson, M.A., Vicar of St. Mary's.

It i»al«;«ys intere5.tir,j^ to listen to the reclt.il of tlie names of 
the public bcncUclurs ol the University, when it occurs as it 
should occur three weeks hence on Act SuMlay— >in the Bidding 
Pxayer. The list covers a period of more tnao five centuries 
tttd > lial^ bqgimiDK with Humpluqr, Duke of Gkmeeiler. who 
died in 1447, and ending with {be Itmdtjr lady of wbOM ftfend- 
ship many of us still cherish an affectioiiKte remembrance, 
Martha Combe, widow. How remarkable are the contrasts 
which the list contains; how \'arious were the benefactions 
m.^dc i how different were the motives which prompted the 
bounty for whii h .1 gr.-itcfnl I'liivrrsity li.is dccmeft tnt giver 
worthy of spei;iiil <:n;nmemot.itinn ; Iiow hmau ate the dibtinc- 
tions hr't^\■er>n the many types of Christian character and benevo- 
lence displayed in thost oo wbooi this eaoeptioml hooMr has 
been coMicTTpd. 

Thrj first tl.ice of our public botiefiictors 1 Htii>i|ihrcy, Puke of 
(>louccster, John Kempc, Arcbbisttop Cantcrbui)', and Thomas 
Kempc, Bishop of I^ndon) are associated with events closely 
connected with the fortunes of St. Mary's in the fifteenth ceatui)'. 
I refer more particuhfly te the buOding of the Oivini^Sdioa^ 
iiMd the ramnpal of the uid«e*«ity lAewy liron Hf oiIk^ 
io the upper story of the OU Coi^RCKmi House M the noble 
chamber which is still called fey the name of Didce Humphrey. 

The fifteenth century was a dreary period of Oxford hbtory. 
The strong measures of Courtcnay and Aimidel (about which 
1 spoke in my last sermon) had gone far to repress free inquiry 
ana to discourage the settlement at Oxford ot fiunous teachers. 
The slender share of ecdfs'astieal p.itronasc \shiiii was enjnypd 
by rrsidr-nl ( ir.id.j.itf s had luadt- a student's rarrrr a prcr.ii ir us 
means of livelihood. The ravages of pestilence had been more 
than once severely felt. The costly war with France, followed 
by the domestic troubles and fierce animosities which marked 
the unhappy reign of Hrniy \ l, h.ot romh ucd uith the other 
causes to create that maiked falling off in numbers and in 
prosperity which are continually the mbjecia of ooQtphint in the 
annals oz the University. 

And yetf imder these wMomid dicinntaocM, tbe Uniffeiaity 
Tenmied m this fifteenth eentnry to undcfiake coasiderabM 
fanJIdiDf works— pleading, indeed. Us veiy poverty and snabaity 
to provide any of the funds necessary for its new uodertaluDgs, 
as a motive tor ftiini.hting the liberality of its wealthier sons. 
In the interestin;^ letters presert'ed in our rcKlsters, and lately 
edited by Mr. AnsCcy, there can be read a continu-il reiteration 
of the plea of poverty, and urgent appeals to the generosity not 
only of Oitford men, but also of the j^eneral public. The modern 
incumbent, in his eager endeavours to gather funds for the 
restoration or enlomunent of church or school, would find many 
excellent pattern {Mcfhcliveletlen ta tliepageaeif Mr. Anetey's 
volume. 

The appeal of the University was ft I for new Schools of 
Theology and trf Cinon Law, (3) Jor tlie rebuilding of the 
University Church. This second appeal began some years after 
the first, but the two more or less overlapped. In both appeals 
St. Maty's was doseljr intercatedi and tbe leanlt am stiU be seco 
in the existing Divinity School and ia this spacious and krfly 
church. Let me speak very briefly of the two matters. 

The erection 01^ new schools would ha\'e the uscfiil result of 
w^thdrawi^^; from the precincts of the overcrowded and over- 
tiosy ( hurch of St. Mary's many of the more important of the 
academical esetciaea hitheito pcifonned in it. It would seen, 
fedccd, flMtt several of these exercises already toefc place in the 



private schools where the Regents in Theology gave their inbtr,:) - 
tion to the younger scholars, but many were undoubtedly held in 
St. Mary's. We know that oariy in the previous century the 
VdsptriM had been tiamfeired, modi to the anno)-ance of the 
Friars, from their owo tioieier ehmclics to the more otntial 
.Su Mary's. We also icao of rent pidd to the Fvior of tfie Austin 
Friar)-, which stood on the site of Wadham CoNege^for the use 
of the Hall of that community for the peribrmance of some 
theological exercises, and this must have been a tax of which 
the University would have gladly ridded itself. It would be 
«iirr*d toemuhiion also by the activity which was being displayer! 
in the erection (1I fojlegcs. The hfteeirth century, in spite rif war 
and poverty, was a period when the liberality of loyal churchmen 
was directed to the foundation of collegiate institutions in imita- 
tion of the magniliccnt generosity of William of Wykehain at the 
close of the preceding centurj-. In the third decade of this 
century Richard Fleming, in his cndca\Tiur to protect Oxford 
atfainst the errors of the pestilent heresy associated with the 
teaching of Wydif, was raising Lincoln College on a site tliat 
liqr jaat w salWM d of the cnafiised mate of schools which bordered 
School Street between St Mary's Entry and the northern wall of 
the dty. Chichde/i tower of Su Bernard's CoU^ a»ld bo 
seen standing in the fields beyond the north gate, while close 
below the eastern end of St. Mary's, across the narrow thorough- 
fare of Cat Street, the workmen were beginning to raise the 
stately buildings of Chicheley's ampler foundation, of which in 
Ins old age he consecrated the chapel, dedicating it to the four 
Latin Fathers. The jite had been jraincd by purchase from the 
parish of St. Mary's, and its li'icrties were protected against any 
possible claims of Oiiel C ollej^e or the \'icar of the church by 
special privileges hcsto«cd in a bull of Lu>;cn:us 

In this grow ill 1^' nrtivity in the deveiopraent of collei^iate Hfc 
the University ivouUl discern an additional and pressin;,' moti\e 
for providing, for its own purjwscs, more and more spaciaus 
homes: it needed better appliances, nmrc ioo"i fir study and 
teaching: thus only would learning be cncoura;^cd ; thus only 
would that material prosperity be once more brought back to 
the University, now suffering under the anxiety oTdiminishcd 
sum ben and dwindling fees. 

A praper «te for the new School of Theology was found 
without ailRoolqr ; fi>r just at the end of School Street between 
the town wall on the north and Exeter College cm the west, 
there was a vacant plot belonging to Ualliol CoUe^fe, which that 
society was willing to surrender in exchange for a tenement 
called Sparrow HaH. So the appeal for funds was iisued. We 
trace its first beginning in a letter of 1435, mentioning an 
anonymous promise of n contribution. Letter after letter was 
written — to the (. h.ipters of the chief rcli>;ious orders and of the 
cathedral churches; to prelaieswho owed their position to their 
Oxford training; to wealthy nobles and wealthy citizens. In 
1430 the work of building was begun, but it drar^g^cd on for 
many years; the design was criticized, as «-c cnticiic designs 
iiu«v; funds came in very slowly ; the death of Cardinal Mcaufort 
in 1447 led to a welcome gift from his executors of 500 marks ; 
a tax was imposed on non-resident Masters and lUchelors; 
gnoes were sold for bird cash ; the religious orders were 
oflned academieal degieea on easy terms : and so at last, by 
fitir «r dubious means, the school wwt in 1466, so for advanced 
that h could be made use of, and it was nmshad with lbirt)r> 
seven wooden desks and seals. 

But its real completion was still distant, and the three wheat- 
sbeam of the Kempo ahkldf which may be seen r^cMed again 
ami again on its carred cciing, perpet ual e Uie memoiy of the 
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liberality of Thomas Kempc, Rishop of London, and of his 
mc'.r, the Arch'iishfip and Cardinal, by whose bounty the 
s;riKtuif u.is Imishf d. «i(h the addition of the upper chamber, 
wherein tiic Ui\iv<_T>i;y Library was tn find its perrn.incnt hnmc. 
I have uicd ;hc uonl "liberality," and i: ni.iy be righciy iisfil ; 
but it is ir.tr 1 cftiiii; to note thiil ttie Ktriipf ^ilt ol 1,000 iiiark^ 
{zm to be |Xiid yeatly for I'lvc ytarsi partook simply of the 
nature of ii bargain. There are mnny ir.stanrc;; of simshr agree- 
ments, and no suspicion of impr<:i|>rii iy iiitarlitil m ihcm. tlmugh 
lliey shock our modem sense of wliat i:> tUii.-ig. 'I he Umverisity, 
ia a Smaai indenture, promised that a solemn service should be 
a w fe imeii mcb year for the souls of John Ketupe and of Thomas 
Kcmpe (after hn decease;), and ibat thek naowa ahoald be 
mentioned in the Bidd^ Prayer. In tetum for this promise 
the gift was made, and it forms part of the same legal document. 

Thus in about half a century from the beginning of the 
building of the Divinity School, the completion of it* upper 
story provided a fitting apartment for the reception Oi tf.e 
l.lntversiiy Library, and St, Mary's was relieved of another of 
its many responsibilities. I say St. Mary's, fur though the Con- 
gregation House and its sclar were not in a strict sense aaually 
part of the church, they wcic uiuicr the same roof, .iinl wctc 
used together, without any di'iiuction, for academical purposes ; 
there w.js, .:) pi.^ctn c, qui-.L- ;is intimate a connexion as that 
which exists between a cathedral church and its adjoining 
chapter-house and library. 

In the upper room of the Congregation Huu^e, such books iU» 
beioqged lo the University had hitherto found their home. The 
Lbranp had been gradually got together, the beginning having 
been formed by Bnliop Cfloham^ leaicy. The bulk of the 
volumes were stored in locked chests, out some of them were 
placed in shelves before the drsks, and secured by chains which 
ran on iron bars. The original arrangement of the chamber is 
Still indicated by the range of nanaw decorated windows which 
survive on its south side. There were originally seven windows 
on the north and the same number on the south, and between 
them the desks would run out from the w.ills, providing accom- 
modation for a goodly nitmbcr of ^itiidtnt";. The custom of 
chaining the books was not so much a iitpr.iution against thtfi, 
for theft would lie no tasy ni in-.r In a MiiiiU eluunber and un.ltr 
•Jic u.itriitiil fvij (if tin: Urii\crsity Lilirarian, but rather -.v as 
intended to prevent the break.;n;; uji .if the MS. voliimr iiro 
parts, for the convenience of sever, il r>- idurs. m the ii|>[it:j|ir;ai ■ m 
by any one student of a volume, which, il .et'i ia pUec, ini^^Ut. 
be studied or copied by two or three at the same time. For 
pnAabljr the chief ose of tbe library was not for reading, but for 
copyinSi that w the treaanxei of learning night he multiplied, 
and the student bear olT the copf whKh his own hana bad 
made, to be perused in his chaml}er, or employed ns a textbook 
when he gave his lecture (o his bookless class of standing 
scholars. To the original collection Duke Humphrey's books 
were added, by more than one munificent benefaction. I will 
not tlcscrib*' their nature or their value beyond mentioning the 
t.irt tli.ir theri- h.is only one Greek volume— a vocabulary 
among tlittii, thnt they rompriBrd many books in Italian, of 
which langt:a^;c lie was a cic\o:r;l sunlint, dud that m.my were 
splendid and costly, adfuned 5kilf.:lly d^ii^,'r.ed pict'jres and 
illuriiiii.il iu'is. ikfore the Duke's death in 144; alujut 300 
voluaiei hail Licen given by him, and idltr l;is de.i:l; n.any morp 
were added. It is probable that \Varti>ri is ri;,'hi in lli^ O'U- 
iecturc that many of them had fonueU part oi the >^aiiui><d 
LiblBiy in I'aris, which fell into the hands of the Duke of 
Bed fa rd in 1435, when the English became masters of ttie French 
capitals and were by him sent over to England. The gifts of 
Dnke Humphrey were justly regarded by the University as 
ndonadion of almost regal muniticence, demanding the wanu^t 
and even the most fulsome thanks, and tbe promise of perpetual 
onmmerooraiioa of the Duke's name in the public prayer of 
the grateful University. In addition to the institution of 
annual masses, with special collects naming the Duke and 
Duchess (the Duchess was the licentious Eleanor Cobhani), it 
was ordained that at every sermon preached in St. Mary's the 
pre irJicr should particularly and by name pr.iy iVir tin: Duke. 
No cxprcs s-onsof adulation are too extravagant lor the occiision ; 
Duke lluin|ihrey, that perplexing mixture of goud and bad a 
profligate in an inur.oral age, a factious, corrupt, and dishonour- 
able politician, and yet a real lover of liter, I'.uie in an age of 
ignorance and militarism— was compared by the Doclws of 
Oxibid with the mighfieat bancs of nttiqiuty, with Hecwr and 



Achilles,andAlexander and Julius Caesar. "Si itaque '] roes suum 
!!> 1 tnrem, Thessati Achillem, Maccdones Alcxandrum, Komani 
Cmi sareni in raeluai aelernis laudibus efferant, nos Oxonienscs 
riustrutn Huuifridum iminortalibus laudibus efTcrrc debemi;?;.'' 

As soon as the University was relie\ ed of its pcruniaiy amiety 
with rejrard to the |jivmi;y Sclionl, tun otlier ljuiiding schemes 
en.i;ri>svfd its. aHeiuifin. The lirst, and least important, w.is the 
rebuilding nf the Scheml cf C .inim Law. a rliambcr of which 
even the site is now iinl;r.o\Mi. 'Ihu otlur an.l more seriijus 
undertaking ^v,ij the lebuildiiiu u( M. Mury'b Churcli. If the 
letters in which the University ask for money for this purpose 
are not tinged with gross exaggenation, the cooditioo oi tbe 
aacient fiwric must have been indeed dqiloiable. It ms 
described as almost a rain, so falling to pieces that it emdd not 
be entered in safety, at any rate in stormy weather, " proccllaram 
sahciH temporibus, ' The proposal of leaving even its external 
walls miMt be abandoned, a acw church was absolutely neoes- 
aat^. Funds must be found, and who can provide them ? Tbe 
Univcrwty has spent its resources, so they plead, on the Divinity 
School; degrees .in? scry rare, the corporate income is very 
small ; ar>rt as for the iiariihitmcn;, they are very few and very 
pi sir, " tarn exi les et jejuni.'' tli.it ttiey h.ivi' not a peuiy tO^MK { 
if nvoney i» to be got it nuist lie front otin. is. 

So run the letters, ^vith the additiun uf special appeals in 
p.irtirub.r cases. They are addressed ti.> the I'rimate (i.'ardtnal 
Miaioni and ;o .ill o:iier etvirieiit (j.xonian-s : the u.iik pMceed-, 
iiioie i|Ui«.ki> tltau unght have beetk ex^ ecied ; in 1490 it had 
so far advanced that a request wasmadt to the Duke of Bedford 
for timber for tbe roofs from his ncighUiuiir.g forest: and in 
the early years of the sixteenth century the whole &hric was 
completed, including that deceptive m.isking of the northern 
side which has disfigured the exterior of the fourteenth-century 
buildings of Adam de Brome's Chapel and the Congregation 
House, bringing tbem into a bMe confunuiiy with the later 
structure. 

One word must be added concerning the chancel. This was 
erected, not by the University, nor by Oriel College, but by a 
fnrnier Provost of Oriel, Walter Lyherf. !!i5hop of Norwich, 
«liO desired tlias to show his love for the Sol irty over which he 
h.id raled lor ten ypnrs, and to cnTich it \'.titi hiis Ixiunty, as he 
v\a5, at the veiy ome enriching the Cathodral Church of Norwich 
by die ricli licmi- vaulting of tin- nave His >-<r^///— the hart 
lying in the w , iter — occurs at Neuu ich, iiiit r.ot liere. TJie tew 
fragments of stained glass which uiay &lill be aecu in the east 
window probably belong to his time, and an inscription long 
survived recording bis name and benefaction. Tbe chancel 
was built beiaie tMaavfr-ni i buer than 147a. 

Try foranoment to call up a piaure of theebuvchaaitiintt 
when first completed. In place of the aoUd Stone screen which 
now blocks the view of the choir there was a wooden rood-loft« 
the gift of one of the Bedells, on which was erected a tall tnicilix. 
Through and above this partition could be seen the long vista 
of the chancel, leadingihe eye onwards foihc High Altar, iKforc 
which lights were burning, while above it were the seven niches 
filled with statues. The existing stalls were then new, the 
stonework was probably coloured, and every window was en- 
riched with stained glass. The nave and its aish s urne unen- 
cumbered by galleries or fixed pews, and the -.ihole ■sp.ice of 
Adam dc Brome's chapel was added to the«ir£a «bivli c oL-id 
lie used for senaes or business. Within that ch.ipel, whii h 
should be calied, in strictness, the Lady Chapel of the Chutt-h, 
stood an altar at the cast end, where the entrance now is, ancl 
near it was placed ihe htmonred tomb of Adam de Brume, 
Almoner «f Edward II, Fonnder and fint Provost, of Oriel 
College^ and Rector of St Mary's. 

Picture the tomb, not in its present mutilated and forlom 
condition, but with the upper slab of brouTi shelled marble 
r??tiii^ on sides of equally precious material, and adorned with 
an elaborate brass, representing a quatrc foil of the Virgin mul 
Child supported by a slender stem, .it the f'tot of which was a 
kneeling figure 01 the bouncer, wit;i h.inds uplifted in prayer. 
The floor of the chapel was then bri^lit w ith the costly brasses 
of Pro\u5ts and other dignitaries ()f the College, of wTiose 
nameless tombs the mighty slabs stiil remain. In the na\ c was 
a pulpit of stone, of which some fragments may still be ^cen 011 
the inner wall of the lower. It was placed where the present 
pulpit stands, below the an^;rl figure, whose extMldaa paltQs 
seem to bestow a blessing on the preacher. 

Ths vdude dumb pravided « amgnifioant Imaw Jor dw 
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University, and the ample (pace of the nave eoaid lie readily 

fitted with st.-i^ingand transformed into a theatrr for nradcmical 
functions. The iron staples which may be >ccn cn^beddcd in 
the wall of the south aisle arc probably relics of the day* when 
such stages were in frequent use. 

T- rnm the he^infiini,'. then, of the sixtcentli ccnturj- the Univer- 
sity rn;i vfj this sp.itious church for its ordinary Academic 
business, its formal I'nlilic Acts, and it? iti.my r<;ligious services. 
I-.qn;illy ii>r(l at first i<ir all these p'jr[xisc5, tlie secular Cere- 
monies Mcregiadusiily withdra\vn from it^i i in Charles the First's 
reign by the building of the Convocation House at the west end 
of the Divinity School, and (2) after the Restoration, by Arch- 
bishop Sheldon's generous gift of the Theatre, which 1>ear$ his 
Sheldon's tnunificencc was prompted by the wish to

Wood, between the Dean of Cfarltt Church aikd the Principal of 
Brasenose, or profaned by the scnrrlKties and banalities of 

" terrac fjlius,"" who once so far exceeded all bounds in his attack 
on the University authorilies that the Vice- Chancellor, br.jve 
Dean Owen, rose front his seat and turned him by main force 
out of the rostrum in the presence of a crowded audience. 

Perhaps on snme other occasion I may have the oppirtitnily 
of dealing w 'ah Ok IaIci liisir>ry of this churcrh, and ilcviTiLuii^ 
some of til" iii:Any fnimius scenes which have Ijcen witnessed 
within itv w.ills. Tc-ii.iy I u ill mcntii^n one matter of excep- 
tional mlenest which beio:ij;5 to ils farlirst anii:ill. 

Among the treasures of the I'nn ersi-.y ■.vhicli arc siiinelimes 
displayed on its fcsti\'al days is the so-called Hail ot King 
Henry VII, a beautiful fabric of costly yellow stulT, enriched fay 
ionroven threads of gold, and beariiiig on the cnoisoa velvet 
emu which extends over its aMe length hud bmadih the royal 
nrats and badlges of die first Sovereign of the House of Tudor. 
In the centre are the royal arms, with the red dragon and 
greyhound as supporters, the first (the dt-xUr supporter! con- 
necting Henry through his father with the line of British Kings. 
On the limbs of the cross are placed altematdy the Tudor rose 
and the portcullis ; the fonuer signifying the union of the Houses 
of 'S'oric and Lancaster, the second telling of Henry's descent 
through his mothrr, tlie saintlv Lady Margaret iJeattfoit, Countess 
of Kichmond and Urrby, uom "Old John of Gaunt, time- 
honoured JUancaster." 

What then is th« history, «nd what bm been the nsft of this 
Pall? 

Henry VII (lini in .April, I5".y, at [.'alaco r n tltc bai'.l,s of 
the Thiiiucs nesir Shctii, wluth hi; liad rcpaiictl iijiil htatiiified, 
and had called after the name of his hereditary Earldom of 
Richmond. He was buried, as is well known, in the chapel 
which hn had cnused to he erected at the extreme east end of 
th« Abbejr of Wealmhuler. But his Queen, Elitabeth of YoHe— 
inhetltor of the n.-imc and beauty of her unhappy mother 
EUcabeth Woodville — had died in the Tower of London about 
six years before (Feb. 11, 1^03). The death of her eldest son, 
Prince Arthur, in the previous year had overwhelmed her with 
a sorrow from which .she r.pvcr rallied, and she n.a^,.-,i li aw.iy 
nine days after giving Ijnth t.i a d.tughter ^'.l o uas r.a);icr, 
Cathtirii^e. perhaps froiti Catliarine cf Arragon, the maiden 
u iiiow ct' the fjiiy liii5l>;mci. Her l>ndy \\ as the first occupant 
of thr nrw tomb in tho new (:f:npf:l at Wrstn^inslcr. In the 
fiillou in^ year Hcviry Ije-jloued on tliii Uiiiverbity an endowment 
of jL}*^ '^''^ paid yearly by the .Wihot, I'rinr. anil Convent of 
St. Peter's W est iranstcr, in order that — in runsLtieiaiion of the 
stipulated iu'.ii-a special service shuuld L>c held every yeiir in 
St. Mary's Church, for the good estate of the King tiimseif and 
Lady Margaret, his mother, during their lifetime and for their 
couls after their dcnth, and for the benefit of tho aouls of the 
Queen and their children, of his father and ancestors. The 
service was to be held on the anniversary of Elizabeth's death, 
but after his own decease was to be observed on the day of his 
funeral. Accordingly,in thepce-RefbrmatkinUniversityCalendar 
the " Misin pro anima liU(ii Hentkl Scipthni" la assigned to 
May II.

and again repeated in the indenture, the SotemB asiviee was to 

be held. The University authorities were enjirinod 10 set up a 
hearse or catafalque in the midst of the church, "before the 
high crucifix," that is, at the cast end of the nave, before the 
crucifix which was erected, as I have said, on the rood-loft 
beneath the chnnrel nrch. This hearse was to !ic " covered .md 
apparellc<l with tlie best and most honourable stuff to the said 
University l>e]onging." 1-our tapers of wax, tacli « tiijhif?!,' 
81b., were to be set about the hearse, two at tlic ends and !»o 
at the side*, tfl be Ii;^1ited and burnt continually durinj,' the 
seiv;ce. The ser\ ire itscll was verv" rarcfully prescrtl.)ed : i". 
iriciu<lcd a rnjuiciu iwass, auci various special prayers for tiiosc 
commemorated. At its conclusion the Commissary (or Vice- 
Chancellor), Masters, and Scholars were to " go tctgetbcr in order 
to the said faeme» in moat selamn and devout wise, and th^ 
so going tfacreunio and atandfaiy thereabout" wen to chant 
certain preaoibed ru^Mdt, and psahns, and prayers. 

The Pall which wo possess was originally provided for this 
solemn service. 

" Ever while the world shall endure." So wrote the lawyers ; 
so decreed the King ; as though the scr\-iee tlien instituted 
should never lapse into oblivion. Hut not for m.my years did 
it sur\'ivc. The Kefomir;tinn ramp, in 'he rfign of Henry's 
mightier son: it came with all its Lonseii^^enrjes fnr .L;i>od or 
evil : and in the wreck of so much that perished in the storm 
these masses for the dead were scarcely likely to suri. ive. Within 
h;»lf a century altar, priest, and ritual »f te sur |it a.vny: the 
rich iR-e.llenoTk of the I'all remains, throa_^li the piety of those 
who kept It sale, and it now survives as a rrhc ot {tccu.i.ar 
interest, linking the University; of to-day with the ancient 
ob9er\'ances of the ne-Reforination church, and reminding us cf 
duties, in the reooUection of one AoMiua dead, which an too 
apt to be forgotten in the stress of our over>bnsy life of work 
and play. 

" Ever while the world shall endure." How little appiehension 
of impending changes do the words imply ! And yet not only 
in doctrine and ritual, but throi^bottt the domain of study and 
learning, was a reformation soon to be ejqjerienced. Oxford 
was passing, almost unconsciously, from the mediaeval to the 
mo-icrn world ; it n-ns to be touched by the wider culturn which 
ranu; \Mlh tlic renewed study of Greek, and the tevelation of 

the treasures ol ancient tlimi^M ,-»nd im.-igination. And with the 
revival of learning 1 a mo neeeisarily, though it was not fully 
foreseen, the \'chcment a<>scrtiun of religious liberty, and the 
disavowal of the cbims of authority. Yet the most eminent 
patrons of the new movement at Oxford were the advocates of 
a wider learning, not of a purified creed. They wished to bring 
the University within the extended range of knowledge which 
was now discHwed : they did not wish to favour the introduction 
of trottUesonie theoioigieal controversy. 

You will no doubt tenembcr that in 1518 Wolsey visited 
Oxford in attendance on Catharine of Arragon, who with the 
King and Court was at Abingdon escaping from the pestilence 
which prevailed in London. At the conclusion of the ro^ 
visit VVolsry r.ime to S;. ^tary's and entered the Congregation 
Ml nsn, iiicerin^' theje the lc;.ding members of the University. 
He ■-poke [1 liiem with sympathy of his desire to promote the 
inteiests ( f learning, and of his readiness tii serve the University 
to tlic best of his ability. He fiirlhrr signified his intention of 
founding new Professorships to meet tlie rei^uir* hhius of the 
age -Professorships in Medicine, riiilosophy. Mathematics, 
t;reek, Rhetoric, and Humanity, a project partly carried out in 
bis foundati<m of Cardinal College. 1 mention this to show 
that it was the eadowaent and eaoouiagemcnt <tf leanhig at 
which Wolsm aimed, when at the hei^t of his power and 
prosperity: there was no wish on his port, nor on the part of 
Warnam, though the friend of Erasmus and Colet, to encoum^ 
or even to tolerate, (he doctrines of the KeAaxnatioii, That 
strong stirring of spiritual farces was to be guided by Other 
and very different i^ders. Dut it was bound to come, as part 
of one and the same movement, through which the in-

The FMzabethan Prajftr Book ami Om«mmts. By the Rev. 
Henkv Gee, D,D. (Loudon ; MacraiNaa.} 

This volume is an enkrgement of the lectures which Dr. Gee 
delivered last summer to the clergy at the summer meeting in 
Oxford. It is the result of the special study, which he undertook 
some years ago, of the early >'ears of Eliiabeth, and in some sort 
a complement to his most notable 'ho-nk, Thi- /r/; -trA7*.j/f O'lrtn' 
and the SetlUmcnl of Religion, 1 he conclusinnF o! the present 
volume arc much more disputabk; than those of the last ; and it 
will be a qutstion for specialists to decide how far tlie paint 
whifh Dr. (".te iiow labour* is pn>ved. En passant wc m;iy 
rsi'fe t: .It ^oMie si.;rprise wi!) be caused by the dcsrripiion ol 
Queen Elizabeth as " the consistent friend of those who upheld 
the Book of ijs**" Without ciitidiing hi« main ooodunoai» 



which could only be done satisfactorily io cmaidenble detail, 
we may say that it aecms to us that Dr. Cee^ln his account of 
the revision, does not attach sufficient importance to the rubrics, 
and that his explanation of them appears to us somewhat arbi- 
trary. It would appear that while he attributes the " Frotestimt " 
character of ths Prayer Hook as revised to the Queen and the 
clerical revisers, he coost(lpr«i the significant rul>rics to lie due to 
the Council, acting perh.ip^ in t ^ccss of their powers anil a -.ainst 
ce* tr siastical and popular opinion. Stronger evidence is needed 
tu prove this than ti.is at present appeared. Hut none the less 
the buuk ts 0!)e of great interest, and must be carefully studied 
by all who would understand the histoiy of tfaa Pnyer Book Or 
of the early years of Queen Elizabeth. 



ART AND ARCHAEOLOGY, 

Christian Art and Archcuelogy : Being a Haiidbook to ibc 
Monuments a< the Early Cburch. By Waltbk Lqwrie, 
M.A., late Fellow of the American School of Classical Studies 

a; Rome. ( N' cw York : The Macinillan Co.) 

Tliis volume is a notable contribution to a vvcU-established 
series. It supplies .1 very distinct want, as there has been 
nothing in Enijiibh corresponding to VixME% pq>ular L'Anki- 
ologit chr/tienne ; and this vufawiu is not on^ Inu^ and more 
fully illustrated, but covers more ground ntd is tiMMOVghly 
up to-date. It is, like many American handbooiks, very lead- 
able, being n-ell arranged and well written, dilSoult as It Is to 
avtdd the dictionary-article style in a work where it is oecessaiy 
to notice so many departments and explain so msny tecbniau 
phrases and details. There are nearly 300 illustrations, partly 
direct reproductions of photographs, partly selected from the 
stan<hird works, the names of which m the list are almost as 
sigii:;n-.uit ,is the select bibliography of the appciuii.-e^. Aker 
a short introd,jLii<jn tm llic relation to classii. ,'iit of the art 
of ihe early Cliristian perii;>d. wiiiuli Mr. Lnwrie takes to Ix- 
tlie iCC'i'id to tlie sixth eentiirics inclusive, the work J5 divided 
into five p;,rt^, wliirh <lc.d lespei lneiy with ni the catacmn is, 
(2) the Ui^Uca and its furniture, (3) early painting, sculpture, 
and mosaics, (4) the minor arts, such as gold-glass and tapestry, 
and (5) ecdesiasticai dress. This suminaiy dv no means ex- 
hausts the list of aui^iecta ; Cor instancci» under toe amiqiulies of 
Christian burial wn hnva an account of typical iaacripiions, 
while the description of the frescoes aad the aarcophagi bwolvea 
a careliil discussion of the symbolism of the snbjects most 
commonly represented. 

The author's own experience in Rome no doubt influences 
his choice of instances and il'ustrations ; for example, (he sar- 
cophagi of the Lateran are prefencd to some perhaps e\ ci> more 
rcmaikablc elsewhere. But in a general inrro Uii iioa 10 the 
subject it is hardly necessary to ^'o bcy< nd Ronie .m J Km enna ; 
.•tnd Mr, Lowric's allusions to Constantinople, .Vfru a. and .■^yri.a. 
iln uK^i comparatively rare, show that his inf un^.uion is i.|i:ite 
adequate. To a similar determination to lie simple Jiid iionciac 
we may ascribe what some students may consider a too definite 
isolation of Christian influences fruiu ihc general development of 
South Etnopean ait in this period. 

W* cannot dotiht tlml so intelligible a gttide to tirhat aecan to 
tlw uainstiueted ena mere dnos will be ooostantl^ teprimed; 
and we may therefore indicate not only m few misprints, such mn 
caUttdi for ceeundi (p. 58), "Pope Damascus" (p. 27), predi 
amarantiana (p. 65), but alio one section in which some revision 
is desirable. Mr. Lowrie is evidently a little we.ik in inscriptions. 
For instance, it is unfair to make Geniianus's relations (p. 75) 
tTsp<in«ib!c for the accusative in quia scimus tc in Chn'ititm, 
w he n on tlic tomb the sacred name is only the ni<)n<vTani ; .and 
on p. 71 the words Domina Basilla (ommtntlamus tibi Ciesccn- 
linus tt Aficina filia nostra Creseen . . . qut vixit.

It is of course true th.it 
the weather has been much the same all over the couiur; , 
that the nin hu ffUlea inon the nnjuat as well u u{KH) the 
just, bat ban the peontar hebitt and prejudtoet of iu 
inhabitants, Oxford requires a fine May and June more than 
other places do. Some of us have struggled nobly to assume 
an heroic indifference to hard — or ra;hc' m ( nld ;iinl «(■[ — 
facts, but for the most part we have siibmittcii to late, aiui 
have frankly followed the ways of winter, since winter i; has 
been. To those who are about to leave Oxford wc wouki 
offer our humble and respectful sympathy on the miserable 
way in which the weather has dealt with their last Term ; it 
wiU not, we fear, console many of them if we say that this is 
.probably the Clerk of the Weather'i weltiQlentioncd, if not 
altogether happy, endaavrar to reprcaent his regret at the 
depaiUHC of to diatiigidshed a geneiMioa of acholan and 
amktaa. W« voiiU us empathy had fiaand a rather note 
apprapiiate eApi union. 

Though the Senior Common Rooms were, owing to the 
rain, prevented from j)laying their annual match againtt 
BuUingdon on Thursday last, and from beginning their time- 
honoured struggle against Christ Church on Friday, they 
managed to have a pleasant day's cricket on Saturday. 
Mr. llassall's Eleven contained some dangerous elements, and 
by four o'clock on Saturday Mr. R. A. licnnett had scored 
a finely played 91, aad Mi. C D. Fisher a brUliant 76. 
With »68 far wkkela»flw Tkfm, with their usual astute- 
neai^ ''dedaied," and gave fheCfarbtChnch Eleven a diRicuh 
tatk to perform in the two renaininghonn for play. Though 
Mr. O'Brien, who went in first and made 40 out of 75 for eight 
wickets in excellent style endeavoured nobly to avert defeat, he 
could lind no one to assist him in standing up against the 
bowling of Mr. Fisher and Colonel Maul, the latter of whom 
took five wickets and fully justified bis j^K>sition in the Hu< ks 
Eleven. The aid of Messrs. Worsley and t^atnson was found 
useful later on, and the Christ Church innings closed for 94. 
Such a decisive success, in spite of the fact ttiat some members 
of the Christ Church Eleven were absent, proves conclusively 
that the Dons do not only excel at Hockey and Golf. It was 
not neoeiiary this year for Mr. Brownrigg to make a century, 
while it was fortunate for the bowlen that the enormous 
batting capacities of a very powerful tail were given no 
opportunity of mp.kinp; tli'.m-iclvos fr];. It must also bc 
noted that 11 was not even thought necessary to call upon 
Mr. Fcrard to bowl. With such reserves of strength the 
Senior Common Room can with confidence look forward to 
firture stragglei with die bat and the balL 

More fortunate than most other cricketers, the X'arKity 
were able to start their match against Surrey on Monday. 
Neither team is quite at full strength, Surrey Ijcing without 
Abel and Brackwell and their Captain, Mr. Jephson, but the 
absence of these players Is In no small degfiee oompensaied 
for fay the appearance of an old friend in Mr. K. J. Key and 
of another rather more recent Oxford captain, Mr. F. P. 
Knox. The 'Wirsily team also ijiffers cons.ideral)ly from that 
which played against Kent, Fmdlay, Whateley, Burn, and 

Svaoa all btiiig abtent, the two hwt-named in the Schools.

foi the House. On the whole, the University have no 
special reason to be dissatisfied with Monday's play, as apart 
from Hayward none of the Surrey batsmen really got the 
upper liand of the l)uwling, though the ball olT which Ilaycs 
was caught certainly did not deserve a wicket, and we were 
rather lucky to get rid of so dangerous a batsman in that 
way. The feature of the day's play was the magnifioent 
catch by which Marsham sent Knox back, which more than 
atoned Cor the diance he missed off Haywwd. 

Members of Coagvegation will do well to bear in tnind 
that sboold Conndrs Resolutions respecdng Responsions l>e 

aj/prowd next Term, t!ie s'.udv of Greek 1:1 (,.nd iherefure 
also outside) Oxford will be seiiously endangered. Onl) that 
irrational optimism which is unfoituiialely too conunoii in 
Universities can supi>OM; tiiat <]:eek \sill continue long in 
maintain its piesent place in SLholaiship papers and the 
Honour ^loderations course after being made op.ional in 
Smalls. We have then to close our ears against the noisy 
and obscurantist minority which wants to get Degrees cheap : 
and to remember that, while the object of this University 
ia to provide a good general edncatkm, no general edacaiioQ 
can be really good withont Greek. 

This being then our object,' those (as we hold) make 

a great mistake who urge the relaxation of our requirements 
in order that we nuy no longer be excluding "half the 
schools in the C'luntiy." We are excluding precisely the 
half which we do not want — the moiety, namely, which docs 
not wish for a general education at all, but wants a sj.>ecial 
training for some [articular trade or profession. And we do 
right to exclude it : for its admission would seriously com- 
plicate our educational problems, not to mention those of 
housing and diaciplme. It is for that reason, therefore, that 
the AfqMMuu woidd urge ilte retention of oar Besponioas 
standanl in its integrity — nay, if necessary, the raising of it, 
in answer to the despairing plea that we should cease to 
require Greek because we do not require enough of it. 

Ireland li.is al«av& l>een the home of a sincere and genuine 
love of letters ; and sve arc <;lad to note that the attitude of 
Trinity College ( i HiMin) to the Greek question is in t omplete 
harmony wi;li tlje Ix-st Iiisii traditions. .\ note iu a recent 
issue of the University periodical, T.C.D., rcLogiiizng in 
the attack on Greek that "commercial spirit that ci iiies ironi 
over the water," admits that "the education of the mind 
afforded by a study of the Greek language^ with its purity of 
thought and expressive power, is an aignimeBt of no weight 
widi the FUHstfaie." The irriier then piraoeeda to employ 
the old and perfecdy just argument used by J. K. Stephen 
when the Hellenic problem was agitating the University of 
Cambridge, and to point out that " to put it upon the 
Philistines' own commercial basis, a study of the Greek languap;e 
in youth is an excellent preparation for the study of modem 
languages afterwards, as tiic mental gymnastics required in 
the elements of that tongue render the mind active .nnd 
pliant for the comparatively easy study of most modern 
langu.-iges of commercial value " — and, wc may add, for the 
Study of NaUual Science: aa indeed the most inleUtg«nt 
Sdenoe teacfacta admit. 

An unpretentious but nacfid Statute has passed quietly 
through Congregation and GOMOcation this Term, which 
gives promise of the pomBliBty.of great improvement in the 
Hanmr School of Tbeobgy. Hitherto the Board has been 
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hampered by the old Sutute which left the atndy of Hebrew 
in an ambiguous position, and which aUdWed candidates 
a veiy wide htitnde in the chioioe of subjects^ to diat (beie 
m» a natnral tendency on die patt of wtaker caadktatet to 

offer "aoft options," and so often to avoid the mott central 
parts of the study. By the new Statute Hebrew will be 
placed on a level with ihc other subjects; and the B<»rd 
has been RranteJ greater powers of regulating the order in 
vhich subjects may be offered, and also of alIo\«'ing candi- 
dates who ofler the central subjects to have consiilcr.iUle 
freedom of choice of special subjects. The absence ol' -Al 
opposition to the Statute is a tribute to its value, but much 
of the ultimate value will depend upon the Regulations framed 
by the Board under it; It i« to )» hoped that thqr wUl not 
be too ambidonBi and that while atamnag to niae the level 
of knowledge fbqr wU not flgifet die leal aSfaie of the 
majority of the candidatea and ao auddenlj 1^ tha atandard 
Hi !o diminish even further die aunbcr 01 ihoae who choose 

this Final School. 

Wtr are afraid tiut 1902 is not poin^ to prove an "Oxford 
year'' at Mcnlcy, for (lur represenlalivcs there secni likely to 
be but few, and the crew which Third Trinity are sending for 
the Grand, reinforced as it will be by Dudley Ward and 
Goldic, is almost certain to prove stronger than our Head 
of the River. We have not heard for certain whether 
Univeraity will defend the Ladiea^, which they won last year, 
as wdl as going for the Gtand, but Balllol have apparently 
decided to defend their Cup, the Ste^vards^ and Christ 
Church arc entering for the Ladies', of which they should 
have a fair chance. Moreover, I.eandcr will he rcpre- 
s<-ntecl by a crew entirely composed of Oxford men, a fact 
vhich — perhaps not unnaturally h.is g;iven rise to some 
discontent at Cambridge, though the probable explana- 
tion is that the Cambridge men who would naturally have 
been invited — and may have been invited for all we know — 
are already otherwise engaged, as liotfa Third Trinity and 
Trinity Hall are going lo be l epiea e nted. It is a little 
gratuitous for the CamirMfgw Rimau to apeak of "nxire 
partiality than diacfimioation'* in the adecnon^ udeaa it ia 
perfectly ceRain that no Otmbridge men haw been invited, 
c>r w.'Hild have Iiccn had they been available. At the sime 
time it is rather a pity thai there siiould l:>e no Cambridge 
i ID die boat. 



Tlie do.ith of the I>ean of Sydney, the Very Rev. William 
Macquarie Cowper, removes a very remarkable figure. Born 
in 1810, the same year as the Warden of New College, he 
had seen not only aJI the Bishops of Australia, New Zealand, 
and Tasmania appointed, but the atatioQ of aO of their aees, 
and his lather, Arcbdeacoo Cowper, nny ahooat be aidd to 
have seen the Chnrch intiodnoeil into Anstnlia. He look 
hia degree fkom Mndalen Hall then comparadvely newly 
catabralied in what is now Hertlbfd College, in 1833, the 
same year as Deans Liddell and Scott, "Bob" Lowe, after- 
wards Lord Sherbrooke, who was afterwards 10 rejoin him in 
the Antipodes, .\rchbishop Tait, Professor Halford Vaughan, 
Sir Georg« Rickards, and other worthies of that now far 
distant t:me. The Warden of New College liad anticipated 
ilim, and taken his B.A. in the old New Cdkge manner 
a year sooner. 

The Philoik^gical Society was very fortunate in securing 
Mr. Evans so soon aAer his relam fnm Crete. If he had 
nodafaig to tell us hst Friday as aeoiatloaal aa the discovery 
of the palace of MfaMs, yet he ooold aiill report great progress 
all along the fine, at once !n extending the range of the 
discoveries on the spot, and in ihc. steps taken lowanls 
making them accessible to sciiolars at home and towards 



deciphering them. Thanks to Mr. Evans's own energy and 
to the eeterpriae of the Clarendon Pres«, a complete set of 
"Mfaioan tfpe" to two siaea has now been reprodaccd, 
containing over aoe cfaaiaeten. And it seems as if some 

Srogress has been made towards understanding ihem, when 
Ir. E vans was able not only to identify the stolen specimens 
in the Museum at Athens as having come I'rom Crete, but 
also to trace from what part of the storchouMr of Mitios they 
haii been taken. The result of tiiis skillul i^ll•llti^ICation was 
t)u- arrest of the felonious workman, who now in the prison 
at Athens has opportunity to reflect on the danger of Sleiding 
irquajn kvypd, sttpposed to be nnintelligibte. 

Though it never quite reached the point to which it 
atuined on " Mafeking Night," we are afraid it must be 
oontesed diat the behnnour of die 'Vaniqr on die aifl^ of 
the Fence cdebntiaaB left a good deal to be deitied. We 

did not enlarge on the topic last week, but we hsi\t since 
then heard and read various complaints which do call for 
some remark. There certainly was a good deal of wliat 
may be described as " Maflicking " but which would p«r- 
liaps !>e more accurately called Hoolig-anistn, and there were 
no small number of undergraduates who had apparently 
forgotten that they were supposed to be gentlemen. There 
is sontething exceedingly unpleasant about the form which 
the misbehaviour of these individuals assumed; a good 
stand-up " Town and Gown " is one thing, but the bottling 
of the ioolRawve spectator, and still more promiscuona 
oscnlation, is most nngentlemanly and offcnuve, and we are 
certainly surprised t^t the 'Varsi'/v, in commenting on 
a letter on this subject, should sav, " wc do not feel a liit * 
guilt}','' and should plead that £500 worth of damage was 
done at Cambridge — which is not lo th<- ]>oint. To make such 
occasions an excuse for mere HfKiliK'''"istn is most discredit- 
able, though we should like lo say in defence of the majority 
of undergraduates that it is only a minority who disgrace 
themselves in this way. Apart from the southern end of 
St. Giles' and — during pari of the evening — the Corn, the quiet 
spectator could move quite nnmolest^, and tlie crowd in 
the Broad was perfectly well behaved, though it had the 
best of the bonfires and was enjoying itself thoroughly. It 
is also only fair to add that for the most part the people who 
got hustled had only themselves to blame, as it was perfectly 
td'-y to avoid itie ([tjarli-rs in which tliat sort of thing was 
going on. ,\; the same lime it tS Hios^l Undesirable that 
a small Tuimber of nngentlemanly young roughs should 
cither in the streets or in the theatre behave in such a way 
as to cause discomfort (o other people, and to bring upon 
the undergraduates at large a discredit they do not deserve.

iti oiigiu and s'^'iwth, and the triumph of our dialect owr 
the others; the chaHf^'cs caused by the introduction ot" 
Chiistitinitv, bv llic Norn:an Conquest, b)' the Re\ival of 
Learning, and by t!ic results oi travel and C-Xploration since 
the sixteenth century. The very ambitious might even be 
able to nwl Chancer, and a few wise men might incidenuUy 
pick up some scraps of information about the history of 
England, it is perhaps not possible to examine Responsiona 
candidate* in Literature; it is certainly possible to examine 
them h) die hbtory of tlie language."

Smibriy there are many men who play golf on off- 
days when tlieir footba'l match is scratched, and Lacrosse will 
not so much lap the strata of society wiiich do not play games 
as provide the energetic with an additional outlet for super- 
fluous vigour. Ucncc it will have some wrell-estabU&bed 
rimls to oonpele with. 

We are glad to hear that steps are on foot to give the 
AppuijiimetUi Committee, as it is called, somewhat more of 
a distinct and official University status. It is not proposed, we 
believe, to go anything like so far as Cambridge has done, 
cither in tbe way of University recognition or University sub- 
sidy, but it will have its rooms given it more definitely, and 
viU have, like the Vohmtary Schools of tbe future, representa- 
tivesof Ibe "Local Authofity," in Ihe shape of the University, 
on its manageroeM. Meanwhile, it has flourished increasingly 
as a voluntary Association. The r]uml>er and quality of the 
appointments made have bo{h berjii using, and a short time 
ago it was the case that it only needed n;ore names on its 
books to make still more ajipoinlraenls. An crmnfons 
notion prevails in sonic quarters that only a few ('ollc^'cs 
have profited by it. .^s a niai;er of fact men from all the 
Colleges get appointments, and it is a matter of chance -v-ii( ii 
gets the moat. Chhat Church, aa the hurgest, have perhaps 
naturally got the most in some yean^ but atber CoUeges have 
ran tbe Hoose pretty cloae.

EDUCATION AND TRAINING OF 
OFFICERS OF THE ARMY. 

1 hi; Report of the Commiucc on the Education and 
Training of Ofliccrs of the Army is an outspoken document, 
which has fearlessly condemned many existing abases^ and 
has made some valuable suggestions. The chief changes 
advocated are briefly these i-^ 

1. That the entrance examinations for Woolwich, Sand- 
hurst, and Miliil.i < .ini!M,il( s shrimld bo anialg.ima'.ed. 

2. Th.it \'ciiir.,iiiry Siibilirrn? sliould be placed on the 
S.1111'.- n'O'ing ii'^ .Militi.i Si.h,i1i':rits as regards their d|gibiliQF 
for Commissions in the Regular Army. 

3. That University candBdatea imder veviaed icgahtiknt 
should be encouraged. 

4. That an increased number of CammissioM should be 
oflTeied to the Cdlonies. 

g.. That th« alody of modem hnguages shodd be en* 
connMO. 

6. That the expenses of Officers tn Cavalry Regiments 
should be reduced. 

7. That promotion should be In j.clc(.iiuii rather than liy 
scnii iritr. 

'Mil- Report '■peaks in n most ^'raiiiying manner of 
l'n:\iTsity candidates :- Thour^h it ii;iglit l>c supposed that 
UtiivcrsUy candidates, many of whom have receitwd psacti* 
cany no tnililary Indnfaig before Joiniog didr.ngiiDenm 
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u< tiM n t lie rc^deti wilh approval by (he tnilitar/ auibori- 
ii ' . rxprcttion of oplnkiu In their favour is pncikall)- 

unaaimous." 

The Coinniiilc'c ihcrefore propose to look upon the 
Universities in future as one of the main sources of supply of 
ofllccrs for ihc Army, and recommend that ten Commissions 
in (he Rojral Anillery and ninety in other bnnchei of the 
Service, viy. Gauds, Cavalry. Line, and Indian Staff Corps, 
Ik offered annuaJly for compwtilion between the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge, Trinity College, Dublin, the 
Scotch UniversMicH, .tt.. ilicso mimbcr:^ being increased in 
future years as ilic succc.-s of ilic scheme niriv warrant. 

The proposrd rcj;ul-:itioiis ;ire, ihat canili.iates from ap- 
proved Universities, of not less llian twenty years of age, 
may comptU for Commissions, in an examination in Military 
Subjects, provided that they have given satisfactory proof of 
a good general education either by graduation or by passing 
snch other test aa the Univeniiies may determine, and can 
produce various cenificates, vii. • 

1. A certificate of fasri^g scned tfatee jieai% and attrndcd 
Itiree annual camps of seven days each^ with a Uhiveraiiy or 
oi!icr ^'olui^ieer baUalion, or two tnioiqga irith a Militia 
bittalion cr Veomanr)' regiment. 

2. In the fi:st-nnn"icd case a cr-rlificale tliat llic c;indi(!ate 
has bt;en rciuiiicd ihiee tinics as elTicieni, and holds a ceriifi^ 
cate of proficiency. 

3. A certificate that the candidate has passed an examina- 
tion in iht- dKoretical principles of Mnskeiiy, baa fired 
axmually a ^lusketry course for two consecntive years, and 
has passed out of the third class. 

. 4. A signalling certificate and a ridii^ certilcilei 

5. A oeriifieate of fiuess fnnn his CO. and Ihe Adjutant 
of hi* Corps. 

To appreciate the effect which these suggestions, if adopted, 
would have upon the position of L'nivcisuy candidates they 
iDUsi be turiipajtd with the regulations vmw in force. 

At present, an undergraduate betMeeti seventeen and 
twcniy-iwo years of age, who has passed the First Public 
Examination, or a graduate between seventeen and twenty- 
three years of age, may compdc in an examination in literary 
suhjcctjt, and. if succesMful, is awarded a commission, pro- 
vided tl)«t within about fifteen montha be can fMi&j^ in an 
exanrioalion in Military Suhfcctv and haa atteBdednc one 
UMittb at a acbool of bmroctwn aaa caaanlsaioiied oBlcer in 
the Militia or Volunteers, and obtained the certiilicate of 
proficicnt-y. Tbus ii if no! nei cs-sarv a", piesent that a 
candidate should reside lot tnoic ihan a year at his Uni- 
\-ersity. 

L'nder the proposed regulations it is practically certain 
that three years resilience would be necessary, and, if die 
scheme is to be successful, thai some at least of the work for 
the com|>etitive examination in MUiMry Subjects would have 
to be done during those three yearr. 

There is no superior limit of age propoced for Univenity 
candidates, so that these sidijecu m^ifat be postponed until 
after graduation; but, If this coBiae were adopted, the 
candidate woult! be placed at a considerable disadvantage 
on account of age as compared with those entering the 
army by other cbamulH. l'nder die jiroposcd regulations 
the averaire njfe at uliicdi \\ 'oolwich and Sandhurbt Cadets 
wnnlil (;a!ii iheir commih^iijns Wijulj piobably be between 
twenty uiul iwctity-onc years, while a University candidate, 
even if he came U|> at the age of eighteen, would not be 
qualilie<i to enter for the competitive e.xamination before the 
age of twenty-one. 

Hence, if he postponed his military studies until after 
graduatioa, be would b« htm, one 10 two years older than 
other officers on gating. Ms commission. If promotion is 
to be made by selection imtead of by seniority this dis- 



advantage might be more a)>paient ciitan real, but in any 
case it would be almost entirely obliterated it .in angeinents 
could lie made by which a University candidate could 
com])etc in the e-xamimtioB in Military Subjecia at tlie end 
of his course here. 

It is very desirable that University candidates during llieir 
tbice years of residence sbould be encouraged 10 tidte an 
interest in tlieir work, and to feel that it Is a ml preparailoQ 
for their future profession; and it may be hoped that the 
University will appoint a Dflegacy, or some oflicial. to 
su|icrvisc ilii' iriuiiiuL; of Universiiy candidates, and in form 
a centre to whiti] du y itjay '.i:rn lor information and a<.lvicc. 

On the whole, the I 'otnniittee-'s proposals might he expected 
to have the effect of m.iktng b'niversity candidstes tw-come, 
what they frctJUi-nllv «erc not befoK-, l'nivcrsit\- men. of 
increasing the strength and etficiency of the \ oiuntccr Corps, 
and last, but not least, of providing, slrauld the scllCIM piove 
succesa&l, a vafaiable atkiition to the available loarcea of 
supply of deriiabk candadalei tor commissions la the Regular 
Army.

We have leceiwd the following letter from South Africa:—- 

Nnmbera 73 and 74 BlocUionKa, three mifet 
mat ofBoiluville, O.R.C. 

Jlfav iS, 1902. 

Dear Sir, — Since writing to jrou we have had our first 
experiences of Sovlh Africa, and are now nfelf slowed 
in blockhouses. 

We bad quite a good journey up country {n ooe calik 
truck, for those vehicles do not jolt so very much, and iwenty- 

fotir men to one track fs luxury, by comparison. We left 
CnjM.'inwn iilx'ii; p.m. on Monday (•\'!-nin:;, Aj>ril 7, and 
rcachcil Krooii. Ht.nl ui 3 ii.m. on the following I'VjJay. This 
is apparcnilv tin- i:>u.il umc t.ikcn by troop trains. Although 
in a sense luor.niyinius, silc journey had many points of 
interest ; the '.oi.iilvnrwsccncry — and scenery of extraordinary 
variety ; the wonderful engineering feats noticeable all along 
the line ; special points of interest, such as General Waucliope's 

Kive at Matiesfontein, the I.Y. Hospital (what is led of it) at 
elbntein, Norval's Pont, where the line crosses the Orange 
River into the Orange River Cdonr, Biandfort and Cole** 
berg, with other places connected with Lord Roherts's march. 
We were very fortunate, loo, in the wfn!her, which was 
favourable, with one exception, during' tho whole five days. 
One of the chief features nf ihc jnunu y was tlu- preai honour 
paid to us at De Aar in tin; charge of two Hocr prisoners, 
one for Nauuwpoon -.ind the other lor Hkxinfontcin, for the 
purpose of identification. Of iiloemfontein, about which w« 
had heard so much, we were unable to form an opinion ; for 
we reached it in tlie middie of the night, and were ofT again 
before daybreak. 

At Kroonsiad we tftmt one nidit, and on Satuida^i 
April IS, we trekked oat to the Lace DJamond Mines, 
travelling about seventeen or eighteen miles In a westerly 
direction. We were quiic alone, and therefore able to take 
things as we liked; nevertheless, the men .ston! ih<: Is 11^ 
march «cll, ilic first we bad done since leaving England. 
On arriving ;U tlu .Muks, ui learnt that the Hoers had lifted 
two ?:pnn of trek oxen from tiiem that very momirs!?, at about 
nine oVUn k. This interesting event we were naturally ^crry 
to have missed ; but though the Colonel in coimr..inii ihtre 
detained lis a day to strengthen his little gariiw ii, - Wily" 
did not repeat the performance. The next day (Monday) 
we trekked as far as Doomdraai, some twelve or thirteen 
nules furtherwest Like most plnoes out beie^we found (his 
(o be Bttle more than a name, graced by the addition of 
a nmd-built farmhouse and a dam or reservoir. Here we 
bivouacked alongside of the trenches, a course of inaction 
necessitated by the arrival of a largo cm]>iy convoy. (The 
latter travel with hardly .any escort, as tin y follow the lili>ck- 
housi' line tlif wlH.ile w.iv.) 'I'lu' next <lay s:nv us at Kich-'II- 
draai, tite regiment's head quarters, another tifieen imlcs on, 
and still towards the west. Here wc found awaiting us a very 
welcome mail, and some old acquaintances ready to be 
runewetl. We also found four vacancies in the ^Iuunted 
Infantry, which were filled, alter examinatjon, by Durst, Field, 
KecniysMe, and Hodgktnson. We spent ooe day hcfe* 
pending the decision of our fate, and on Inuraday, April ss, the 
remaiuder of the 'Varsity contingent, with two of the Biicks, 
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kft voder Lieut. Beuictt for Kon. 73 tad 74 falocUioaMa, 
weit of BolfatviOe. By a great piece of luck we wcK eiiabled 
to ride nearly the whole way on wagons ; this was in some 

ways a nce<11css luxury, but it enabled us to cross a drift at 
Smithsdaai drysixxi. At No. 73 were dropped Tronsdeli, 
Neale, EnMM, and Kitcfam, «Dd tfie NDHundnr proceeded to 

No. 74. 

Wc have been here ju.st five \ve<:k>, .itul .is yet die time li.is 
gone v^ry quickly. 1 he Dov<elty of the life and the work, 
unusual to most of us, has kept the da>'3 sufficiently busy, 
and Mrs. Lathy's ^^dtd box of books has still further 
hastened their goiiig;. We have at pKfleot completed all the 
fencing oldered Mveen the Moclthoin«> bat have still 
a good ded of tienching to do. The fenee is made of (hiee 
strands of barbed wire twistcil togc'.licr with one Rtrand of 
"No. 3," or iron wire a (juartcr of an inch ihick. This 
forms tlie main p.irt of ihc fence, tiut there are also two other 
single iirands of b.irlwJ wire, an J the alarm wire, which, 
when cut, lets fall a stone upon a tin. The po^ts arc a'l 
suyed to stones sunk in the ground. I'Uteen yards outside 
the wire is dug a trench a yard wide and deep, rendered 
invisible by ttie scattering of the earth. We have just made 
a new bivouac, or dng-ottt, lathe side of the trench surround- 
ing the M ockhoo ae. Thnee aien have almjw to be outside 
dimiiff the n^t, w the aentriee from le to 6 a.ni. akep in 
the "amy," and the rest are not disturbed.

THE UNION. 

The results of the elections for next Term's offices were 
announced on Thursday evening. Our hearty congratula- 
tions to the s«cce<5sfu! candidates: — Messrs. H. Du Parcq 
(Exeter), F. W. Curran (Lincoln), J. R. Urooke (Corjius 
Cfarisli), and H. Thixp (Wadham). Dating Private Aiainen 
there seemed to be a conapiracjr to pdt the offlcen from the 
gallery. Furs, progiaflamca, and e«c& efe-gtaaaea were em- 
ployed as missiles. 

Iti Public Business Mr. A Maxwell fCbrist Church) moved, 
"Ihat FratKC is a declminj; nation.' He deprecated the 
charge of British bumptiousness: he wished lo criticize 
France as an admirer. l?ut no one could f.iil to see that 
tlie Third Republic was not like the Firs.1. .\ century of 
revolution tiad been too much for France. The old enthu- 
siasms had degenerated into mere fanaticisms. Nor was the 
failuie of French Govermnents doe to a bad ajritem or rnak- 
nen in individuals, but to degenenthm m the chaiacterof 
the oldest people in Europe. ThejPKcarioanesa qf niBliGal 
support makes governments pasiranhnous. Mr. Mhxwell 
contended that it is no answer to appeal from Paris to 
the provinces. Paris always will b« France; nor can tiie 
provinces liopc for more pxjwer than they have now long 
had. Mr. Maxwell is clear, pleasant, and audible, but, like 
almost all Union speakers, he would be mqeb better for 
a little more animation. 

Mr. E. Zciilyn (Jesus) could not deny that there were 
instances of corrup&n in France But the last two elections 
have showed that a govenunent irfaich woidd go to the root 
of the evil might count on steadf popular support. The 
importance of population standing still might easily be 
exaggerated; and in taking care of her population France 
was far ahead of England. London compared ill with Paris 
in the managemen; and training of childien. Nor coulil our 
agricultural system compare Wiih llie pea&aiil-proprictorship 
in vogue in France. France had renewed her confidence in 
her destiny, and everywhere were signs of a revival. Mr. 
Zdi^ ma ai vigoroM and iliNnt la ewr. 



Lord Haddo (BatKol) laid emphasis upon the decrease ia 
poptJailoB, vyn was mom remarkable tf the influx ol aUena 
were (Bsconnted He eoutd not but drink France was on 

the decline when he compared 1S71 with 1S14. Financial 
nusmanagement accompanied the ^'tncral loss of prestige. 
Big deficits occurred, and ex]>cnditure was, as a rule, absurd. 
ll.ord Haddo spoke of strange expcricnc«9 in Paris society, 
and ended b}- pointing to the decline in the piosilion of the 
French language. Lord iiaddo has improved a great deal 
in his power of making an effective speech. 

Mr. C. F. Silver (Wadham) thought it very rash to " diaw 
up an indictment against a whole people." He pointed to 
edacation^ which was free, compnlioiijr, and secular, as an 
instance of French superiority, and believed thal^ as educa* 
tion began to tell and intelligence was developed, a great 
future would spread out before France. Mr. Silver recalled 
Lord Salisbury's si>tecli on the Dying Nations, and then 
asked wlielher S)>aui liii uot shown the danger of prophecy. 
Paris ntight be elTete, but the provinces were the real France. 
Mr. Sliver has to contend against a difficulty in making him- 
self audible : if he could overoome tUs» we think he be 

very successful at tl>e Union. 

Mr. D. L. Savory (St. John's) denied that the lesson of the 
Affaire Dreyfus was the degenecaqr of Flmnce. He also 
denied that popuUuhm was even ataiioiiaiy, nmdk kia ntio* 
gressivc. The ascendancy of France, however, was quite 
independent of this : it could never be doubled ao long aa 
France possessed her poets, her drataa, and her inoQnpuaUe 
language. 

Mr.H.D. Roome (Merton) anticipated a tCfUllial "Fiencb 
night" instead of the familiar " Irish night." 

.Mr. Macfadycn (Wadham), President, having spoken 
briefly (^posing the motion and Mr. G. Tajlor (UeidiDrd) 
havhig supported it, the House divided. The motion was 
lost OD a snail poll by 11 votca

generosity, li'.^t li.:s personal character. Mr. IJennct: cannot 
after all make much of l^ntherham's Keg^siers, \i.b;rli he has 
examined hiniseif ; the best item is the confession uf a medium 
in 1471 ip. iio«.;. In the other chapters he draws intelligently 
from Guest's Rothtrham, Lord Campbell's Chancellors, and 
other secondary authorities. If the archbishop was really 
responsaiJe Itr ndvMichig the poimta of the Coun of Chanoety 
in Its jurisdictiOB over tnnts,lie was so«nethhi( tmuie than an 
ecdesiaatical chancellor of the ordinary t>'pc. and wc arc sorry 
that Ms speech to the Commons in 1474 is not gi«-en in full, like 
the extract from CraftoO) and some other pieces of quaint 
English. Altogether, thinigh the Uographical mtercst is neces- 
sarily slight, the book meiitaattantwn as illnstiatiag the political 
strength «f dm qtitcopate jttst before Its ooUapoe hi the listeeMb 
century.

The 
editor has long been retonnizcd ai a scholar of great originality 
as well as kam'ni;, and in llie jircscnt \o|ii:ne. by assitfning 
biyh i:iipo:tan: e to \'indol>nnensis K la rcdcx neglected by all 
previous critics save Schneider), he raises a fundautental problem 
in textual critldam which has aiready proviiked profitable 
discussion. 

Professor Philliniore's /V./.v//;* ! raises import. nir qui -^tions 
of a similar cliaractcr. lie m cuiuiaceU tliut the >«caiMlitan 
codex is of the twelfth century, and consequently ranges himself 
with those who regard it as the premier manuscrifK.

Mr. nrowneil's easay, ot^naHy puUtshed ten years an, 

makes instructive letterpMSs to an CKellent series of lai:pfe huf- 
tone plates, of which twenty-seven are assigned to painting and 
twe B ty<me to sculpture, but not more than one to any single 
master except the living sculptors Rodin and Dalou. The 
reproductions are uniformly successful, and the choice of char- 
.ictcri^tir pieces could hardly be bettered, except perhaps that 
Ingres should have tjccn represented by some bctter-known 
work; isliile it is a grc.it pity th.it Flandrin is not represented 
at .all, paMnailarly as liis "liatlier" in the L<Juvrc would liavc 
been so t^ood an illustraliun ut' some of Mr. lirou nell's re- 
marks. There is one slip in the drsrriptioi^s : the ex.iniple of 
David is not from the Coronation of Napoleou himself, but 
from the Coronation of Josephine by Napoleon. 

The volume has also a further interest in the form of a new 
chapter, on Rodin and the Insiituleb in which Mr BiowneU 
rritenUcs and cmphasiKS the views whkfa he had expressed bi 
the chapter on the New >rovement tn Sculpture. He calls 
attention a^in to his friend's robnst Naturalism, particularly as 
shown in his knowledge of anatomy, and insists on his " resem- 
blance to the Gothic." While we allow the sculptor every 
credit for " the complete structural expression which may be 
called the keynote of his sculpture," we cannot but think the 
defence of his Calais Itourj^cni; and his bust of Victor Hugo 
rather forced. However, this sympathetic aOMUntOfM. Rodm 
appears at an opportune moment. 

Gtraxi Ih 11. By \V. M.VKTiX, Utt.D., Sub-lJircctor of the 
Royal (l.alicry i>f Paintings at the Hague. Translated from 
the iJutch by <~i..VK.\ Uei.l. Great Masters in i'amttng and 
Sculpture Series. < London : G. Bell & Sons.) 

Some of Dou's works are too dark for reproduction by the 
half-tone process, but the ntajority of the plates in this volume 
are quite succes^ul, and these include .t numVr of the best 
pictures, such as "The lioctor.'' "The Ouack Dixtor," the 
"Woman Gathering Grapes,' the ponraits of the artist, and 
" The Poulterer's Shop." Miss l-.eU's translation is accurate and 
satisf u tiifj' in point of style ; and the whole work is rniin<nitly 
ri aiialile, though the first and the fourth chaptcr^, which deal 
wuh tiie p^nanruloi the Dutch School in the imic uf Rctubratidt 
and Dou, are overcrowded with queer-looking names. The 
two chapters devoted to the painter contain all the facts known 
■hoot Mni, indodiag stieb deuils as a list of the articles in 
hk Undio (whkh appeared in his pktnm so frequently that 
they became conventional accessories with his pupib) and the 
neat calculatioa as to the exact locality «f his studio dawn 
iiOD bis unvaiying view of the Blaowpooft. Dr. Martin hazdiy 
•tl«mps 10 npeewv kit nbjoct as a "Gnat M«ater''t be 
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gvna ua instead a wMmd intntdnction to tbe itudfiif a whole

(London: Unicorn Press.) 

This little volume consists of versified adaptations of some of 
the epistles of Philostrutus, of translations of Mimncrmus into 
English elegiacs, and of some sonnets and other short pieces, 

lar-^fly inspired by tfic Greek Anthotei^'v, f iV:c so much minor 
verse of tlic |)rc-scnt d.u', it is :ii j'cncr.il " i)r(:t;v pikiu;;))," though 
it oitcn liiustraii s tlip .iri of sinking, and .'till niuie nfieii strains 
infelicitously afit i new < itVjcts. There is a tirc-s unc vein ot rather 
sickly sentiment running through a good tic.il of the v.iiiime. 
The F.nt:''^'"-''Tn*" composed on the stru t nirKir: cn'.|ilii) ed, 
for instance, by Professor Ellis in bis rendering of Catullus ; and 
they ha>-e a MimlarieaMteneu finm tbe feanine fome of Eaflisb 
poetry. 

METAPHYSICS. 

Outlines of Mttaphysics. By J. S. Mackenzik. (London : 
Macmillan.) 

Professor Mackenzie's Manuai oj Eihui has already sliown 
him to possess in .t very high degree the power of making 
a thorny and peti»lexiiu subject interesting, and at all events 
braodlf InteH^lei t» tne facirianer. la tie present handbook 
lie esaaya the atiU mora ^Aewt task of fbmishing the tyro— the 
third year Greats-man, (haU we gay ?— with the means of fmding 
his bearings amongst tbe many, and at first sight exceedingly 
heterogeneous, problems of ^tctaphysic9; and there teems to be 
good reason for s.iying that herein he has scored a success at 
least equal to the fonncr. His exposition is throughout remark- 
ably lucid, considering the inevitable haste witli which each 
topic has to be dispatrh<<d. And. whilst he fr'vcs actuality to 
a well-worn theme by nnfuMin;.; a « , n. ly ule chsric philosophy 
of his own, his accoui.c •■>'. ri. .il vic^s ib iiiffiLiently full and 
cindid to justify him m :nile-,sini.' 1.1 [ircsijit the outhncs of 
Metaphysics rallKT th.iii nl ■ M< i;i|)l.y .;i 1 >ii Ihr nthet hand, 
it was, perhap*, ti.itnr.i; lluil in ilie ;i|>pi in.i'/d " List <>( woiks to 
be consulted " paniouUr reference tliimltl be made to those 
writers — many of them rising stars, and some of them, indeed, 
Stars that have as yet scarce riseu above the horison— with 
whom ProfiBHor MacJteiwie find* himself in the dotest penonal 
n'mpathy. The effect of this, howew. Can only be to induce 
toe aUident, before whose eyes the metaphysiad methods of 
Aristotle and Hegel have been held up for special admiration, to 
follow up the track of their influence into current thought with 
its growing predilection for a genetic and quasi-psychological 
mode of procedure. .After all it is the nwin function of such 
a primer as we have here to encour.ige the learner to lock 
forwards rather than back, and to do faoaour to tbe living spirit 
ntiber than lo any dead or decaying forma. K R, M.

We are almost sorty that Mr. Cr.niiii h.n r_- i.isteftil volume 
should Ijc so soon advertised as a " nrw ■.w rk of fiction." The 
uncritical reader would h.ivc lihed it h' ttcr as a genuine 
biOKra|>by ; and the critical re.ider wouid rnjoy the la»V of 
dr. nlin^' "hitlu r riiilip .Aegidius's account n| lii:. father. 
John \\ 1; laiii U alshe, F.S.A., born in 1837 at Hale, near 
M.it;el cs:er, "'the son of John Walshc, a wcll-to-do merchant 
in grey shirtings," and died a Franciscan Tertiaiy at Aisin on 
July a, 19001, ia or it not a lileaiy mystificatiotii We need not 
now give aO our veaiona for eooui^ to the ceoelosion that it 
is not, in spite of its circomslaatklity. often apj)arently 
undesigned, a real memoir srilh diiguiscd names; but we 
nay mention that we notned aa one null point the statement 
«h«t " Lovd Fitdaiick MatUnB" was tho lait Eni^lmuDlobtt 



inveiled as a Knight of St Stephen ere tbe suppreaiion afdiat 
cvderof chivalry in i8s9, whereas in the chapter on Pisa in hit ' 
tbanillqg sketches of Tuscany, tbe antbor says that the bat 
jnetinMlt of British names were Laurie and Cmitit O'Donnel, 
ht 1851. Again, we hope that Mr. Carmichael has in m.uiuscript 
some more of his hero's valuable works on matters Franciscan : 
but we fear that what he says about the Life of St. Clare of 
Assisi may he pnib.irr.isiinx if he comes to print thnt "most 
remarkable hitle L-ook." The manner is. em t!ic whole, skil- 
fully ndtipttd to prnniotin;^' the illusion, though here and 
there tlic descriptive p,issn;^'rs are too .(.'(/.'biographical, and 
a student would )iad litiougliuut uniuisukable traces, of " the 
editor's" own style. But as a conception of the kind nf Kn^li'ih 
that might be written by a young man privately educated 
abroad, and associated with a half-educated mystic, It would 
b« difficult to imagine anything cleverer than the earlier and 
later chapteta, Mwtknhnly the paaea wbidi describe tbe per- 
secutions of *'tM lilde father of the desert" in lus Aswv, the 
"ecstasies or rapts" in May 1890, and the "paradisaical 
nostalgia " of the death-bed. 

The work in, then, .-in imaginary sketch of the "true inward 
history of .-i sntil " of t he same kind as Pater's CkiUin the Houst, 
&c, though probably based on the literature of Franciscan 
mysticism rather than on personal experiences. (Curiously 
enough, there wa«i n Kriar Walshe, btit he was a seventeenth- 
century intr;Ki:er. :ind eontributes nothing; wli.-itcver to this 
portrait.) A lonely boy, milarnced hy l..i\v. i aydor, &C-, becomes 
a " trsild-mystic," with the n.itnr.d icsults .tt school and in his 
iather's coun(in!»-hn-.;se ; run!, away to Italy, is protected by an 
aristocratic scholar settled near Lucca, becomes a koman 
Catholic, marries his d,aughter and becomes his heir, aud then 
settles down at Assisi to an uneventful life as a Franciscaa 
Tertiary, student, ecstatic, and saint. Much space is given to 
hia cbihUib trilNilation& and four chulers to his transplantation 
into the congenial aou of Italy. His opinions, family life, 
introductions to the Pope (which Pope ?) and Count Joseph De 
Maistrc, contributions to logical and controversial topics, and 
his " venial fault," a desire to prove himself of armigerous or 
even noble fiunily, are then introduced to give verisimilitude: 
but the real interest of the sketch is resumed in the narrative 
of bis austerities, death, and burial. I'his summary of the book 
seems rnlff; we fhou!d h-ive hVc! inftf:\d to quote at length to 
sh<ni' the \.criety uf ninttet "liith is iiiehidcd in the 250 pages. 
lUil we h.i;ie' wc liave sai 1 enuiiKh to show that the work is 
theiruu^lily artistic, and to mnitiK nd the first edition .is likely 
to produce something of a new sensation even on most readers 
of nIfgHiui biogiapliy or romaaee. 

ElOuM. By W. H. HVDSOM. {Loodon : Dixfcwotth & Co.) 

These short stories an very well worth reading, and would 
justify us in applying to their author the compliment that he 
has paid to M r. Cunninghaine Graham, in his dedication, that 
he "alone of European writers has rendered something of the 
vanishing colour of that remote life" ; the life, that is lo say, of 
tl)c liurstincn of the Pampas. Whether the author writes as 
the old shepherd Nictndro or throws himself into the chararter 
of the Jesuit missionary Sepulvnia, or sii:i|ily rec.>ut.;s ti e- 
events that happened one even in;; in the kitehen of *ire,.;ory 
CurOStiaga, in every case h.i^ ..t'.ry latiies eunvie-.ion. af.i.i liis 

characters live. If (he "Greenback Librar)'" keeps up to the 
standaxd aet in thii book, it will do well.

Presumably it is a 
translation of an account by H.K.II. the Duke of the Abruzzi 
and Commander Cagni of their Arctic expedition ; but the titlc- 
pu^i- ^'n es no information on this point. The account is well 
written and— a great advantage over many similar works — short 
The chief peculiarity of the reiiiii;>" i- the device of studding 
them, as it were, with quo«ati'i::s rr..:i) M',!ier mithor* whirh may 
be supposed 10 h. s-inic ,i;iprii|/nau'r.t:-;s, dft'jn i.uVurr rtii;nit;, 
to the main conlciis.-v i>t Utc vitluuic. i iiey also contam essays, 
appended to the niuin contents, and somewhat absurdly catted 
" Addenda " : the name indeed is an obvious misnomer, and 
b«tmy» ignonmce of the meaning «f tltattenit. Thna tbentler 
about Fafbw Damien oocupiet Ins dun half the volame bearing 
the title Father Damien : the greater part being tilled with an 
essay on Stevenson by Profcs<;or Mahliwl, and some anonynious 
"Edinbuigh Notes." The other noteworthy point of all these 
pafaficatlons is the afTeciation which denies to each and all oi 
them anything of the nature of an index of contents. When the 
contents of the volume are so inadequately indicated on the 
cover, or when the volume is one of ne.\ \«rse, there seems no 
justification for this. Of the two nc. wurk ,. Leavei in II: K^ u,/ 
by Mr. Marlipan i<! a slendpr Wiok of \crses which give some 
( rriniisi: of Ixucr tliiiit;s uhcii tin- aiiilioi's taste has matured 
iiiul h)^ l:nu',vlu(l^'c incrc-.ibcd : it .Miuld be a pity for any reader 
tu udijc thcni en'.iri ly ti oiii the \ C P,- wt.ik imitation of Swinburne 
which staiwli ai liit iurcliutu ol the little volume.

Surrey Critket, By LoKU AlverstokB and €• W. AlooCK. 

{ London : Longmans, Green & Co.) 
Cricket Form at a (ilame, 187S-1903. By HOMZ GORDON. 
(Westminster : \. Constable & Ca) 

Wc are not particularly fond of the midtiplkatioo of the 
literature of athletics; games are better to play than to tal!< 
ab<Hit, and it is bener to talk about the games which one has 
played, than to write or talk about the games which one has nitt 
j'l.n rd and has not perhaps even seen. " Records," statistics, 
anil .cv<.-r.i;:;es are nvcrbnrdening cricket and re(l;;fin,,' it from a 
p.itlimc 10 .1 nu)?af.>c; I'w bUlistician who «as 11 it there but 
yet can teii otve exactly what such and such a player made 
in any one match in any particular year is as much of an ex- 
crescence on the game as is the paid amsitcur. Of the two 
books under review C"J.t-/ F'>rii ,it a lH-",.)n.:!j to this 

somewhat objectionable class: it is a mere t.tbJe of statistics; it 
deals wkb airctages and not with achievements ; it dues not call 
up to mind historic enoounten (except in the case of the Austra- 
lians wlien it gives the teams wUdi piiv«d against them in each 
match), and does ant enable one to sec what share anan had 
in winirixig any pattkidar match. Alaov there is something 
indecant lUMwt noonKqg iu cotd print asid makhig public the 
fanttiBg averages of aaow of our great vickel-Seepen and 



bowlers : what real interest can it be to any one to know that 
Mr. R. P. Lewis of this University luid a batting avcra^ of v6 
in 1894 and of i in 1895? Such figures bear no relation to a 
man's real value to his side, and the mere aggiegatittg of totals 
seems to us a \'.iin labour. M the same time the book will be 
of considerable value to journalists and "experts" who write 
articles dealing with these "itatistir!;, and it contains an interest- 
ing introduction by Lord liaukc. 

The other work is of a dirfcrtsu description: it .it ka^ta 
bunk and not mere statistics ; it is excellently got U[i aii'! lIus- 
iratcd : und our only criticism is that to devote so much space 
arid a;tcr,; \r, a \:v:\ii jtiistiine makes Onr tit > abjects for Mr. 
Kipliii^i'i censure, isut the mania for cricket literature is other- 
wise harmless, and the part which the county of Surrey has 
played in the development of cricket is one which deserves to 
be recorded. In Lord Ahwctoke and Mr. Akock's volume one 
has accounts and scores of matches, not mere statistics and 
averages ; one h.is a certain number of amusing and interesting 
incidents; one has some history of the game- which apparently 
was being played at Guildfoid in 15^ ; in a woid, one Ims 
cricket literature of the better type.

We have received the ninth volume of this editioB of Swill's 

pro&e works, containing his contributiooB to TXtf TtMer^ n* 
Examiner, The Spectator, and 'ihe Intei^enttr. Of tliese 

contributions those to The Examiner are at once the most 
numerous and the most important, and form the subject of the 
iiurodutlion, in which the editor discusses the statement that 
S'.Mtt wa^ the Prince of Journalists, and speaks with li;^li lamia 
tion of Ills work as a political writer and teacher. This volume 
is adorned with a portrait of the Dean "from the ptctore by 
Charles Jcrvas in the Ilodleian Librar)', Oxford." 

Our Piiblii Schools. Hy J. G. CorroN Mi.scillN. (London: 
Sw.an Sonnenschcin & Co.) 

The object of this bonk h exprcst.erl by its seci>i',d ir>' title, 
"their influence on i;ngli=.h history.' \\z. .Minchin sets this 
influence forth hy teliin;: ia the- s|i.^,rc nt .^ninc 420 pajjos ilie 
story of the iiiiu " I'ubliL Schools " ot' the CoiDitiisSKni oi^ 1861, 
omitting ShieWbbury as its itory was bcin^ already told by 
another. He writes in .a bTi,;ht .md ]>loasan: way. and is 
eminently readable; the bosjk may iiJsu U; coninicn4t.U to those 
who wish to make historical allusions at Public School dinners 
and prize-givings. It has an excellent index, and is brought up 
to dale by tht inchMion of the names of those who fill m the 
first year (i.e. to December, 1900) of the late Sooth AfiJcsa war. 
It must be added, however, that the book needs teviwm; 
Hcnr^' Cornish, ttie Whig executed under james II, is trade a 
"victim of the infamous Popish Plot'' fp. 353), and tlie two 
Trevors, John and Thomas, arc curiously mixed (p. 258). Spell- 
ings like Vicewiinus (p. 250I, Fcnton (for Felton, p. 250), and 
TaJford (pp. 243, S56; it is spelt right in the index), show lack of 
careiui revision. We regret not to liave aoiksd this book 
belbce. 

The Ancient East : \o. /I', //.a' I3abyloniMi Coii.,pn.'n of 
Heaven and Hell. I'y A. Ii.kkmias, Ph.D. 1 London: 
D. Nutt.) 

One of a small series of studies \sliith are imeii;h.il 10 sum- 
inanzc the results of modern diit (ivnies iu Ilabyloni.an, 
Assyiian, and Kgyplian histor)', in so far as tlicy ;>c.ar upon 
traditional views. Tlir present number is the uork of a well 
known Oriental scholar, and contains a most useful sketch of 
the BaliyloiHao oooceplioos of the futuve life.
